PKEFACE  TO  TUE  FIRST  EDITION. 

Few  people  are  conscious  of  the  deep  influoncn  exerted  by 
sexual  life  upon  the  seiitiiiient,  thou«iht  and  action  of 
man  in  his  social  relations  to  others.  Schiller,  in  his 
essay  "Die  Weltweisoii,"  touclics  upon  tins  suhjcct  in  these 
memorable  words:  "So  lonir  as  j)liiloso|»liy  keeps  to<;ether 
the  strueture  of  the  I  inverse  so  lonj;  does  it  maintain 
the  worbl's  maeliinerv  by  hunger  and  love''. 

From  the  stan<lpoiiit  of  the  philosopher  sexual  life 
takes  a  subordinate  position. 

Schoprnhnucr  ("Die  Welt  als  Wille  und  Vorstellung," 
third  edition,  vol.  ii.,  p.  58Ü,  etc.)  considers  it  peculiar 
that  love  has  hitherto  offered  material  to  the  poet  only 
and  not  also  to  the  philosopher,  the  scant  researches  hy 
Plato,  Rousseau  and  Kant  always  excepted. 

Whatever  Schopenhauer,  and  after  him  von  Eati- 
mann,  the  philosopher  of  the  unknown,  discuss  ahout 
sexual  relationship,  is  so  thoroughly  incorrect  and  illogical 
that,  so  far  as  science  is  concerned,  empirical  psychology 
and  the  metaphysics  of  num's  sexual  existence  are  simply 
virgin  soil.  Mirhrlcl's  "L*amour"  and  JUanlcf/azzd's 
"Physiology  of  Love"  arc  merely  clever  causeries,  and 
cannot  be  considered  in  the  light  of  scientific  research. 

The  poet  is  the  better  psychologist,  for  he  is  swayed 
rather  bv  sentiment  than  by  reason,  and  always  treats  his 
subject  in  a  partial  fashion.  lie  cannot  discern  deep 
shadows,  because  lie  is  dazed  by  the  blazing  light  and 
overcome  by  the  benign  heat  of  the  subject.  Although 
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the  -iologA'  of  Lovo"  provides  incxiiau.-! iblo  material 

for  tln'  poetry  of  all  ag«  »  and  of  ail  peo]>k's,  uevertheless 
the  poet  will  Dot  discharge  his  arduous  task  adequately 
without  the  active  o(H»peration  of  natural  philosophy  and, 
ahovc  all,  that  of  medicine,  a  science  which  ever  seeks  to 
trace  all  psychological  manifestations  to  their  anatomical 
and  physiological  sources. 

In  these  efforts  medicine  succeeds,  perhaps,  in  forming 
a  connection  between  the  pessimistic  reflections  oi  the 
philos^iplier  of  the  stamp  of  Schopenhauer  and  HartmoMn^ 
and  the  gay  and  naive  creations  of  the  poet. 

Tt  is  not  intended  to  build  up  in  this  book  a  system  of 
the  pHvchology  of  sexual  life,  still  from  the  close  study  of 
pHvehopathology  there  arise  most  important  psychological 
ifacts  which  it  behoves  the  scientist  to  notice. 

The  object  of  this  treatise  is  merely  to  record  the 
various  p8ychopathoio«;ieal  manifestations  of  sexual  life  in 
man  and  to  reduce  them  to  their  lawful  conditions.  This 
task  is  by  no  means  an  easy  one,  and  the  author  is  well 
aware  of  the  fact  that,  despite  his  (varied)  far-reaching 
experience  in  psychiatry  and  criminal  medicine,  he  is  yet 
unable  to  oifer  anything  but  an  imperfected  system. 

The  importance  of  the  subject,  however,  demands 
scientific  research  on  account  of  its  forensic  bearing  and 
its  deep  influence  upon  the  common  weal.  The  medical 
barrister  only  tlien  finds  out  how  sad  the  lack  of  our 
knowledge  is  in  the  domain  of  sexuality  wh(  n  he  is  called 
upon  to  (  \])r(  an  opinion  as  to  the  responsibility  of  the 
:icciise<i  whose  life,  lil>erty  and  honour  are  at  stake.  He 
tlien  lM««^ins  to  aj>j»re(  iafe  the  eiTorts  that  have  been  made 
to  bring  light  into  darkness. 

^Harlmnnn'a  |>liiloso]>liic'ul  cuiK-vption  of  love  ("  Philosoph.v  of 
the  IFnknown/*  Berlin,  I860,  p.  593)  in:  **  Lore  catmes  nore  pain  than 
plMRUfp.  l^loAMtira  is  only  an  illusion.  lU-aiHon  wotiM  deinand  the 
nvoldnnoo  of  Invo  wptc  it  not  for  tliat  fatnl  «oxual  ini^tinct.  Honco  it 
wouhl  Im-  In-ttor  to  lie  oaftrated."  Schopenhauer  pxprpsses  the  same 
view  in  bia  work:  '*IMe  Welt  ala  WUIe  und  Voratellung»**  third 
edition,  vol.  il.  p.  580,  etc. 
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Certain  it  is  that  so  far  as  sexual  primes  are  concerned 
erronooiis  ideas  prevail,  uiijusf  decisions  arc  ^ivcn,  and 
the  law  as  well  as  ])uMic  opinion  are  prima  f  acie  prejudiced 
against  i he  oticiKlcr. 

Tlie  sciciititic  study  id'  the  j»sych()]»athoI(>g\'  of  si'xual 
life  necessarily  deals  with  the  uiiseries  of  uuin  and  the 
dark  sides  of  his  exislence,  the  shadow  of  which  contorts 
the  suhlime  inia«;e  of  I  he  deity  into  horrid  caricatures,  and 
leads  astray  a'stheticisin  and  morality. 

It  is  the  sad  j»rivileiie  of  uiediciue,  and  especially  that 
of  psychiatry,  to  ever  witness  the  weaknesses  of  human 
nature  and  the  reverse  side  of  life. 

The  physician  finds,  pc  rhaps,  a  (satisfaction)  solace  in 
the  fact  that  he  may  at  times  refer  those  manifestations 
which  offend  against  our  ethical  or  «sthetical  principles 
to  a  diseased  condition  of  the  mind  or  the  body.  He  can 
save  the  honour  of  humanity  in  the  forum  of  morality, 
and  the  honour  of  the  individual  before  the  judge  and  his 
fellow-men.  It  is  from  the  search  of  truth  that  the  exalted 
duties  and  rights  of  medical  science  emanate. 

The  author  adopts  the  saying  of  Tardieu  (''Des  at- 
tentats aux  moenrs") :  ''Aucime  misere  physique  ou 
morale,  aucune  plaie,  quelque  corrompue  (ju'elle  soit,  ne 
doit  ctTrayer  celui  qui  s*est  voue  a  la  science  de  I'homme,  et 
le  ministere  saere  du  niedecin,  en  Tobligeant  ä  tout  voir, 
lui  permet  aussi  de  font  dire". 

lie  aj)peal^  to  nun  eni:a«;ed  in  serious  study  in  the 
domains  of  natural  j»hiloso|)hy  and  medical  jnris]>rnden<'e. 

A  scieutilic  title  has  heeu  chosen,  and  technical  terms 
are  used  tlirou^jjhout  the  K>ok  in  order  to  exclude  the  lay 
reader.  For  the  same  reason  certain  portions  are  written 
in  Latin.

The  hosts  of  letters  that  have  reached  the 
author  from  all  parts  of  tbe  world  substantiate  this  as- 
sumption. Compassion  and  sympathy  are  strongly  elicited 
by  the  ponisal  of  these  letters,  which  are  written  chiefly 
by  men  of  refined  thought  and  of  high  social  and  scientific 
standing.

or  SEXUAL  LIFE. 

Tue  propagation  o£  the  human  nice  is  not  left  to  mere 
accident  or  the  caprices  of  the  individual,  hut  is  guaran« 
teed  by  the  hidden  laws  of  nature  which  are  enforced  by 
a  mighty,  irresistible  impulse.  Sensual  enjoyment  and 
physical  fitness  are  hot  the  only  conditions  for  the  en« 
foroement  of  these  laws,  but  higher  motives  and  aims, 
such  as  the  desire  to  continue  the  species  or  the  individu- 
ality of  mental  and  physical  qualities  beyond  time  and 
space,  exert  a  (-••iisi<l<>rahle  infiiienee.  Man  puts  himself 
at  oncG  on  a  level  with  the  beast  if  he  seeks  to  gratify 
lust  alone,  but  he  olovatt  s  his  superior  position  when  by 
curbing  the  animal  desire  lie  oombinos  with  tho  soxual 
functions  ideas  of  morality,  of  the  sublime,  and  the  beau* 
tifuL 

Placed  upon  this  lofty  pedestal  he  stands  far  above 
nature  and  draws  from  inexhaustible  sources  material  for 

nobler  enjoyments,  for  serious  work  and  for  tlic  realisation 
of  ideal  aims.  Maudsley  ("Deutsche  Klinik,"  1873,  2,  ?.) 
justly  (  laiins  that  sexual  feeling  is  the  basis  upon  which 
social  advancement  is  developed. 

Ti  man  were  deprived  of  sexual  distinction  and  the 
nobler  enjoyments  arising  therefrom,  all  poetry  and  prob- 
ably all  moral  tendency  would  be  eliminated  from  his  life. 

Sexual  life  no  doubt  is  the  one  mighty  factor  in  the 
individual  and  social  relations  of  man  which  disclose  his 
powers  of  activity,  of  acquiring  property,  of  establishing  a 
home,  of  awakening  altruistic  sentiments  towards  a  person 
of  the  opposite  sex,  and  towards  his  own  issue  as  well  as 
towards  the  whole  human  race. 
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ScNHiil  feeling  is  really  the  root  of  all  ethics,  and  no 
doulit  «»f  a'tjtlietieism  ami  relii;ion. 

The  siiblimest  virtues,  even  the  sacrifice  of  self,  niav 
spring  from  sexual  life,  which,  however,  on  ae<*<»ijnt  of  its 
sensual  power,  may  easily  degenerate  into  the  lowest 
passion  and  basest  vice. 

Love  unl)ri<lled  is  a  volcano  that  hums  down  and  lavs 
waste  all  aroinul  it;  it  is  an  ub^sö  that  devours  ail — 
honour,  substance  and  health. 

It  is  of  great  ])sychological  interest  to  fctllow  up  the 
gradual  development  of  civilisation  an<l  the  intlucnct^ 
exerted  by  sexual  life  u|)on  habits  and  morality.'  The 
gratification  of  the  sexual  instinct  seems  to  K'  the  primary 
motive  in  num  as  well  as  in  Iwast.  Sf^xual  intercourse  is 
done  opeidy,  and  nam  and  wonuin  are  not  ashamed  of 
their  nakedness.  The  savage  races,  cjj,,  Australasians, 
Pol;>Tie8ians,^Ialaysof  the  Philippines  arc  still  in  this  stage 
{vide  Ploss).  Woman  Is  the  common  property  of  man, 
iJie  spoil  of  the  strongest  and  mightiest,  who  chooses  the 
most  winsome  for  his  own,  a  sort  of  instinctive  sexual 
selection  of  the  fittest 

Woman  is  a  "chattel,"  an  article  of  commerce,  exchange 
or  gift,  a  vessel  for  sensual  gratification,  an  implement  for 
toiL  The  presence  of  shame  in  the  manifestations  and 
exercise  of  the  sexual  functions,  and  of  modesty  in  the 
mutual  relations  between  the  sexes  are  the  foundations  of 
morality.  Thence  arises  the  desire  to  cover  the  nakedness 
("and  they  saw  that  they  were  naked'')  and  to  perform 
the  act  in  private. 

The  development  of  this  grade  of  civilisation  is  fur- 
thered by  the  conditions  of  frigid  climes  which  necessitate 
the  protection  of  the  whole  body  against  the  cold.    It  is  an

earlier  periods  ainoTi&[  northern  racos. 

Allot lier  element  wliieh  tends  to  promote  the  refined 
development  of  sexual  life  is  the  fact  that  woman  ceases 
to  be  a  *'cliattel".  She  becomes  an  individnal  being,  and, 
although  socially  still  far  below  man,  she  gradually  ac- 
(piires  rights,  independence  of  action,  and  the  privilege  to 
bestow  her  favours  where  she  inclines.  She  is  wooed  bv 
man.  Traces  of  ethical  sentiments  pervade  the  rude  sen- 
sual  appetite,  idealisation  begins  and  community  of  woman 
ceases.  The  sexes  are  drawn  to  each  other  by  mental  and 
physical  merits  and  exchange  favours  of  preference.  In 
this  stage  woman  is  conscious  of  the  fact  that  her  eluirms 
belong  only  to  the  man  of  her  choice.  She  seeks  t<»  hiiio 
them  from  others.  This  forms  the  foundation  of  modesty, 
chastity  and  sexual  fidelity  so  lornr  as  love  «aduros. 

This  development  is  hastened  wherever  nomadic  habits 
yield  to  the  spirit  of  colonisation,  where  man  establislies 
a  liouseliold.  Tie  faAs  the  necessity  for  a  companion  in 
life,  a  iionsfwife  in  a  settled  home. 

The  Effi/ptiaiw^,  the  Israr  lih  s,  and  the  (hrcls  reaehcd 
this  level  at  early  jx  riods,  Ht>  did  the  Tcitlonic  races.  Its 
principal  characteristics  are  hiirli  aiijire<-iation  of  viririnity, 
chastity,  modesty  and  sexual  fidelity  in  struu^  contrast 
to  the  habits  of  other  jx^oples  where  the  host  places  the 
personal  charms  of  the  wife  at  the  disposal  of  the  guest. 

The  history  of  Japan  furnishes  a  striking  pnwf  that 
this  high  grade  of  civilisation  is  often  the  last  stage  of 
moral  development,  for  in  that  country  to  within  twenty 
years  ago  prostitution  was  not  considered  to  impair  in  any 
way  the  social  status  of  the  future  wife. 

Christianity  raised  the  union  of  the  sexes  to  a  sublime 
position  by  making  woman  socially  the  equal  of  man  and 
by  elevating  the  bond  of  love  to  a  moral  and  religious

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institution.^  Thence  emanates  the  fact  that  tlic  love  of 
man,  if  considered  from  the  standpoint  of  advanced  civili- 
sation, can  only  be  of  a  monogamic  nature  and  must  rest 
upon  a  staple  basis.    Even  though  nattire  should  claim 

^This  assertion  may  be  modified  in  so  far  tliat  the  s^  mbolicnl  nnd 
saeramental  character  of  matrimony  was  clearly  defined  only  by  the 
Council  of  Trent,  although  the  spirit  of  Christianity  always  tended

The  tradition  that  woman  was  created  from  the  rib  of  the  ■1eep> 
ing  man  (see  Geneais)  it*  one  of  the  muHCH  of  (It-lay  in  tliis  dirivtion, 
for  after  the  hHH  she  is  told  "  thy  will  shall  be  subject  to  man."  Ac- 
cording to  the  Old  Testament,  woman  is  responsible  for  the  fall  of 
man,  and  litis  iM-ciunc  i\w  lorncr-stono  of  Christian  teaching.  Thus 
the  sodnl  position  of  woman  luul  to  l«-  ncgU'Ctrd.  as  it  were,  until 
the  spirit  of  Christianity  had  con4Ucred  tradition  and  scholastic 
tenets. 

It  is  a  rciiiarkiiblc  fact  that  the  gospels  (barring  divorce.  Matt, 
xix.  9)  contain  not  a  word  in  favour  of  woman.  The  clcmenc).-  shown 
towards  the  adulteress  and  the  penitent  Magdalen  do  not  afl'ect  the 
position  of  woman  in  general.  Tlie  epistles  of  St.  Paul  definitely  in- 
sist  that  no  diange  can  be  pennitted  in  tlie  position  of  woman  (2  ("nr. 
xi.  3-12;  Eph.  v.  22,  "  woman  shall  be  subject  to  man,"  and  ii, 
"  woman  shall  fear  man 

How  much  the  father?  of  the  Church  are  prejudiced  against 
woman  on  account  of  Eve's  part  in  the  temptation  may  b<»  easily 
learned  from  TertuUian,  "  Woman,  thou  shouldst  ever  go  in  mourn- 
ing and  sackcloth,  thy  eyes  filled  with  tears.  Tliou  has  brought 
nl)out  tlie  ruin  of  nmnkind."  St.  .Irmmr  1ms  aught  but  gooil  to  sny 
about  woman.  "  W  uniun  is  the  gate  of  the  devil,  the  road  of  evil,  the 
•ting  of  the  scorpion'*  ("De  Cuitu  Feminarum,"  1.  1). 

Canon  law  declares:  "  ISIan  only  is  created  to  the  imn;:e  of  God, 
not  woman;  therefore  woman  shall  serve  him  and  be  his  handmaid 

The  Provincial  Council  of  Macon  (sixth  century)  seriously  dis- 
ouased  the  question  whether  woman  had  a  Mul  at  all. 

Tliese  opiiiidns  of  the  C'liiircli  It  nl  .i  '^ynip  itliftic  infltirtice  upon 
the  peoples  who  embraced  Christianity.  Among  the  converted  Ger- 
manic races  the  dotrcr  value  of  woman  fell  considerably  (J.  FalH, 
*'Dic  ritterliche  Gesellschaft,"  Berlin,  1802,  p.  4Ö.  A'r  the  valuation 
of  the  two  sexes  among  the  Jews,  cf.  3  Moses,  xxvii.  3-4). 

Even  polygamy,  which  is  distinctly  recognised  in  the  Old  Testa- 
ment, (Dent.  xxi.  15)  is  nowhere  in  the  New  Testament  definitely 
prohibited.  Tn  fact  many  Cliri-tian  pritKcs  i>\q,  the  Merovingian 
kings:  Chlotar  1.,  (  haribert  1.,  Pippin  1.  and  otlier  Frankish  nobles) 
indulged  in  polygamy  without  a  protest  being  raised  by  the  Church 
at  the  time  (Weinhold,  "Die  deutschen  Frauen  im  Mittelalter,"  ii., 
p.  15;  cf.  Fttfjor,  "  Marriage,"  etc.,  and  Louia  Bridel,  "  La  Femme  ot 
Ic  Droit,"  Paris.  1884). 
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merely  the  law  of  propagation,  a  community  (family  or 
state)  camiot  subsist  uitlumt  tlio  guarantee  that  the  off- 
spring thrive  physically,  morally  and  intellectually.  From 
the  inoment  when  woman  was  recognised  the  |>eer  of  man, 
when  luonoiiamv  IxM-aiiie  a  law  and  was  consolidated  hv 
legal,  religions  and  moral  condilions,  the  Christian  nations 
ohtained  a  mental  and  material  sii])('ri<»rity  over  the  poly- 
gamic races,  and  es]»ecially  over  Islam. 

^[(»hammiMl  strovi»  to  raise  woman  from  the  position  of 
the  sla\t'  and  mere  handmaid  of  enj<»yment,  to  a  higher 
social  and  matrimonial  grade;  yet  she  remained  still  far 
below  num,  who  alone  could  obtain  divorce,  and  that  on 
the  easiest  terms. 

Al>ove  all  things  Islamism  exchnlcs  woman  from  })ublic 
life  and  enterjjrise,  and  stifles  her  intellect nal  and  moral 
jidvancement.  The  .M<»liammedan  woman  is  simply  a 
means  for  sensual  gratiticat ion  an<l  the  ])ro]»agat ion  of 
the  .species;  whilst  in  the  snnny  l>alm  of  Clirislian  d<K*trine, 
blossom  forth  her  divine  virtues  and  her  (pialities  of  house- 
wife, companion  and  mother.     What  a  contrast! 

Compare  the  two  religions  and  their  standard  of  f\iture 
ha])j»ines8.  The  Christian  exj)ects  a  heaven  of  s]>iritual 
bliss  absolutely  free  from  carnal  pleasure;  the  Mohamme- 
dan an  eternal  haTem,  a  paradise  among  lovely  houris. 
Vet,  in  spite  of  the  aid  which  religion,  law,  education  and 
the  moral  code  oiFer  him,  the  Chpstian  (to  subdue  his 
sensual  inclination)  often  drags  pure  and  chaste  lore  from 
its  sublime  pedestal  and  wallows  in  the  quagmire  of  sen- 
sual enjoyment  and  lust  _ 

Life  is  a  never-ceasing  duel  between  the  animal  instinct 
and  morality.  Only  will-power  and  a  strong  character 
can  emancipate  man  from  the  meanness  of  his  corrupt 
nature,  and  teach  him  how  to  enjoy  the  pure  pleasures  of 
love  and  pluck  the  noble  fruits  of  earthly  existence. 

It  is  aa  open  question  whether  the  moral  status  of 
mankind  has  undergone  an  improvement  in  our  times. 
No  doubt  society  at  large  shows  a  greater  veneer  of 
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modesty  and  virtue,  and  vice  is  not  as  liagrautljr  practised 
as  of  yore. 

The  reader  of  Scherr  (**l)eiitsclie  Culturgescliielite") 
will  i^ain  the  iini)ression  that  our  moral  eode  is  not  so 
gross  as  was  that  of  tlie  middle  ages,  even  if  only  more  re- 
lined  manners  have  taken  the  place  of  former  coarseness. 

In  comparing  the  variouB  stages  of  civilisation  it  be- 
comes evident  that,  despite  periodical  relapses,  public 
morality  has  made  steady  progress,  and  that  Christianity 
is  the  diief  factor  in  this  advance. 

We  are  certainly  far  beyond  aodomitic  idolatry,  the 
public  life,  legislation  and  religious  exercises  of  ancient 
Greece,  not  to  speak  of  the  worship  of  Phallus  and  Priapna 
in  vogue  among  the  Athenians  and  Babylonians,  or  the 
Bacchanalian  feasts  of  the  Romans  and  the  privileged  posi- 
tion held  by  the  courtesans  of  those  days. 

There  are  stagnant  and  flnetiiating  j)eriods  in  this  slow 
progress,  but  they  are  oiil\  like  the  ebb-  and  flood-tide  of 
sexual  life  in  the  individual. 

The  episodes  of  moral  decay  always  coincide  with  the 
progression  of  effeminacy,  lewdness  and  luxuriance  of  the 
nati<»ns.  These  j)hen<»uiena  can  only  be  nserilM'd  to  tlie 
higher  and  mi>re  stringent  denmnds  wliieli  cireumstanees 
make  ujxm  the  nervous  system.  Kxagir<'i'ati'd  tension  of 
th<^  lUTVous  system  stimulates  sensuality,  leads  the  indi- 
vidual as  well  as  the  nuisses  to  excesses,  and  \nidermiues 
the  very  foundations  of  society,  and  the  morality  and  j)ur- 
ityof  familv  life.  The  material  and  moral  ruin  of  th<' com- 
mnnity  is  readily  brought  about  by  debauchery,  adultery 
and  luxury,  Greece,  the  Konian  Empire,  and  Franco 
under  Louis  XIV.  and  XV.,  are  striking  examples  of  this 
assertion.  In  such  periods  of  civic  and  moral  decline  the 
most  monstrous  excesses  of  sexual  life  may  be  observed, 
.which,  however,  can  always  be  traced  to  psycho-patho' 
logical  or  neuro-pathological  conditions  of  the  nation  in- 
volved.*

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Large  cities  are  hotbeds  in  which  neuroses  and  low 
morality  are  bred,  inde  the  history  of  Babylon,  Nincvcli, 
Rome  and  the  mysteries  of  inodern  motropolitun  life.  It 
is  a  remarkable  fact  that  among  savages  and  lialf-civilisoil 
races  sexual  intemperance  is  not  observed  (except  among 
the  Aleutians  and  the  Oriental  and  JNama-IIottentot 
women  who  practise  mast url)ai ion).* 

The  studv  of  sexual  life  in  the  individual  naturallv 
deals  with  its  various  phases,  iM'ginning  with  the  stage  of 
puberty  to  the  extinction  of  sexual  feeling. 

Mantegazza  ("Physiologj'  of  Love'')  draws  a  beautiful 
picture  of  the  bodings  and  yearnings  of  awakening  love,  of 
the  mysterious  sensations,  foretastes  and  impulses  that  fill 
the  heart,  long  before  the  period  of  puberty  has  arrived. 
Psychologically  speaking,  this  is,  perhaps,  the  most  mo- 
mentous epoch  of  life,  for  the  wealth  of  ideas  and  senti- 
ments engendered  through  it,  forms  the  standard  by  which 
psychic  activity  may  be  measured. 

The  advance  of  puberty  develops  the  impulses  of  youth, 
hitherto  vague  and  undefined,  into  conscious  realisation  of 
the  sexual  power.  The  psychological  reactions  of  animal 
passion  manifest  themselves  in  the  irresistible  desires  of 
intiniar  y,  and  the  longing  to  bestow  the  strange  affections 
of  nature  u))(>n  others. 

Keliirion  and  poetry  fre(nienfly  become  the  tem]>orary 
haven  of  rest,  even  after  the  ju  riod  of  storm  and  stresn  is 
passed.  Keligious  enthusiasm  is  more  coininouly  met 
with  in  the  young  than  the  old.    The  lives  of  the  saints"

Vrronirn  JiiUani,  U^ntiflod  liy  Popp  Pin's  II..  in  memOTy  of  the 
divine  lamb,  took  a  real  lamb  to  bed  with  her,  kissed  it  and  suckleil 
it  on  her  breaata. 
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are  rp]ilf>to  with  remarkable  records  of  t-^inptations.  Tlie 
rcligioiKs  feasts  of  the  ancients  often  degenerated  into 
orgies,  or  into  nivstie  eults  of  a  volnptnons  eliaraeter. 
Even  the  meetings  of  certain  modem  sects  dissolve  them- 
selves sinij^ly  into  obseen<^  jiractioes. 

On  the  contrarv  we  find  tliat  tlie  s<'xnal  instinct,  when 
disap}x»inted  and  unappeased,  frequently  seeks  and  linds 
a  substitute  in  religion. 

Even  where  psycho-pathologieal  ocmditioiis  are  diag- 
noeed  beyond  dispute,  this  relation  between  religious  and 
sexual  feelings  can  easily  be  established.  The  cause  of  re* 
Hgious  insanity  is  often  to  be  found  in  sexual  aberration. 
In  psychosis  a  motley  mixture  of  religious  and  sexual  delu- 
sions is  observable,  viz,,  in  female  lunatics  who  imagine 
that  they  are  or  will  be  the  mother  of  God,  and  especially 
in  persons  slaves  to  masturbation.  The  cruel,  sensual  acts 
of  chastisement,  violation,  emasculation  and  even  crucifix* 
ion  perpetrated  upon  self  by  religious  maniacs,  bear  out 
this  assertion.' 

Any  attenijtt  to  exphiin  tlie  psychological  relations  be- 
tween religion  and  love  must  ne«>ds  meet  with  ditHculties, 
for  analogous  instances  are  met  with  in  great  numbers. 

Sexual  inclinations  and  religious  leanings  (if  c*»nsid- 
ered  as  psyciiulogical  factors),  are  composed  of  two  ele- 
ments. 

Schlcicnnacher  recognised  the  primary  feeling  of  do- 

St.  Catharine  of  Ocnoa  often  burned  with  such  intense  inward 
fire  ttiat  in  order  to  cool  h«rw1f  she  would  throw  herself  upon  the 
jfrouiul  crvinff,  "  Lov«-.  love.

Tlie  temptation-»  of  St.  Anthony,  of  Padua, 
nre  known  to  the  world.  Of  signifieanee  is  an  old  Protestant  prayer: 
''Oh!  that  I  had  found  thee,  bless'd  Emanuel;  that  thou  wert  with 
me  in  my  bed.  to  brin?  deli^tit  tn  body  and  aoul.  Come  and  be  mine. 
My  heart  shall  be  thy  resting  place."

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pendence  as  the  {)aramoii]it  element  in  religion,  long  before 
modem  anthropological  and  ethnographic  research  in  the 
domain  of  primitive  causes,  arrived  at  the  same  oondu* 
sions. 

The  aeoondaiy  and  truly  ethical  element,  ue,,  the  love 
of  God,  enters  the  religious  sentiment  only  when  a  higher 
stage  of  culture  is  attained.  At  first,  the  double-faced, 
now  benevolent,  now  angrv,  chimeras  of  coin])]icated 
mythologies,  take  the  place  of  the  evil  spirits,  mitil  they 
in  turn  are  dislo(lc;(Mj  by  the  beniu^i  form  of  the  deity,  the 
giver  of  perpetual  happiness,  whet  her  it  be  in  the  shape 
of  Jehovah  as  the  author  of  all  earthly  blessings,  or  Allah 
who  Ix'stows  j>hysical  delight  in  Paradise,  (»r  Christ  who 
is  gone  Ix'fore  to  jirej)are  iiiaiisioiis  of  eternal  ÜL'lit  and 
bliss,  or  Nirvana  who  rei«rns  in  tlie  lieaven  of  the  I Jiidilliist, 

The  primary  element  ot"  st  .null  pr<  j crt  ncr  is  \±>yij,  i.e.,  ' 
the  ex[)eetation  of  unsurj)assed  pleasure.  The  secondary 
element  is  the  feeling  of  deju-ndence,  altliouirh  it  is  in 
reality  the  root  from  which  spring  alike,  as  the  former 
may  be  entirely  absent.  It  certainly  exists  in  a  stronger 
measure  in  woman,  on  account  of  her  social  position,  and 
the  passive  part  which  she  takes  in  the  act  of  procreation ; 
but  at  times  it  is  also  found  in  men  who  are  of  a  feminiho 
type. 

Beligion  as  well  as  sexual  love  is  mystical  and  trans- 
cendental. In  sexual  love  the  real  object  of  the  instinct, 
{.e.,  propagation  of  the  species,  is  not  always  present  to 
the  mind  during  the  act,  and  the  impulse  is  much 
stronger  than  could  he  justified  by  the  gratification  that 
can  possibly  be  derived  from  it.  Religious  love  strives 
for  the  possession  of  an  object  that  is  absolutely  ideal, 
and  cannot  be  defined  by  experimental  knowledge.  Both 
are  metaphysical  processes  which  give  unlimited  scope  to 
imagination. 

They  ct.nxerge,  however,  in  a  similar  indcfimic  ftKi-us; 
for  the  grat itieation  of  rhe  sensual  a|)])elite  j)romi-es  a 
l>oon  which  far  surpa>>es  ail  otlicr  concfiN ahle  pleasures, 
and  faith  has  iu  store  a  bliss  tliat  endures  for  ever. 
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In  either  condition  the  mind  is  conscious  of  the  enor> 
mous  importance  of  the  object  to  be  obtained;  thus  im- 
pulses often  become  irresistible  and  overcome  aU  opposing 
motives.  But  because  neither  of  them  can  at  times  grasp 
the  real  object  of  their  existence  thej  easily  degenerate 
into  fanaticism,  in  which  intensity  of  emotion  overbalances 
cloameas  and  stal)ility  of  reason.  Expectation  of  un- 
fatlioiiied  bliss  is  now  coupled  with  reckless  resignation 
and  unconditional  submission. 

Owing  to  this  conformity  it  happens  that  under  liigh 
tension  one  disknlges  the  other,  or  that  ])otli  mnke  their 
appoaranor  together;  for  every  violent  upiuaval  in  the 
soul  must  necessarily  swoop  along  its  surnmndings. 
Nature,  always  the  same,  draws  alike  ujxm  those  two 
s])horos  of  conooptioM,  now  forcing  <»no  then  the  otlier 
iiit<^»  sfrnngor  activity,  which  dogonorato<  ovon  into  acts  of 
crui'ltv  either  activelv  exercised,  or  passivelv  endured. 

In  religious  life  tliis  may  assume  the  shape  of  self- 
sacritice  or  self-destnn'tion,  ])r<un]>to(l  by  the  idea  that 
the  victim  is  nocr'ssarv  for  the  material  snstonanco  of  the 

« 

deify.  The  sacrilice  is  brought  as  a  sign  of  rovorence  or 
snbniissioji,  as  a  tribute,  as  an  atonement  for  sins  com- 
mitted,  or  as  a  yirico  wherewith  to  purchase  happiness. 

If,  however,  the  otTering  consists  in  self-punishment — 
and  that  <K*cnrs  in  all  religions! — it  servos  not  only  as  a 
symlx»!  of  ^idimission,  or  an  o(]uivalent  in  the  exchange 
of  j»resont  ))ain  for  future  bliss,  but  overvthing  that  ia 
thought  to  come  from  the  deity,  all  that  is  done  in 
obedience  to  divine  mandates  or  to  the  honour  of  the 
Godhead,  is  felt  directly  as  pleasure.  Thus  religious 
exuberance  leads  to  ecstasy,  a  condition  in  which  con- 
sciousness is  so  preoccupied  with  feelings  of  mental 
pleasure,  that  distress  is  stripped  of  its  painful  quality. 

Exa^crated  religious  enthusiasm  also  finds  pleasure 
in  the  sacrifice  of  another  person,  when  rapture  couibiues 
with  sympathy. 

Similar  manifestations  may  be  observed  in  sexual  life. 
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as  will  1)0  shown  later  on  under  the  headings  of  Sadism 
and  J\IaMirliisin. 

Thus  the  relations  existing  between  religion,  Ittst,  and 
cruelty/  luay  be  condensed  into  the  formula:  BeligfiouB 
and  sexual  hypmesthesia  at  the  acme  of  development 
show  the  same  volume  of  intensity  and  the  same  quality 
of  excitement,  and  may  therefore  under  given  circum- 
stances interdiange.  Both  will  in  certain  pathological 
states  degenerate  into  cruelty. 

Sexual  inriut'nce  is  just  as  potent  in  the  awakening  of 
aesthetic  st'iitinunt^.  What  other  foundation  is  there  for 
the  plastic  art  or  poetry  From  (sensual)  love  arises 
that  warmth  of  fancy  which  alone  can  inspire  the  creative 
mind,  and  the  tire  of  sensual  feeling  iiindlea  and  preserves 
the  j!;h>w  and  fervour  of  art. 

This  explains  the  sensual  natures  of  great  poets  and 
artists. 

The  world  of  fancy  keeps  pace  with  the  development 
of  sexual  power.  Whoever  during  that  period  cannot  be 
animated  l»y  the  ideals  of  all  that  is  great,  noble  and 
beautiful  remains  a  'Thilistine"  all  his  life.  Even  the 
dolt  tries  his  hand  at  poetry  when  in  love. 

On  the  borders  of  physiological  reaction  may  be 
obsen^ed  those  mysterious  processes  of  maturing  puberty, 
which  give  origin  to  obscure  yearnings  and  moods  of 
despondency  and  Weltschmerz .  rendering  life  tedious,  and 
coupled  with  the  impulse  to  inflict  pain  and  sorrow  upon 
others  (weak  analogies  of  a  psychological  connection  be- 
tween lust  and  cruelty). 

First  love  for  ever  trends  in  a  romantic  idealising 
direction.  It  wraps  the  beloved  olifect  in  the  halo  of 
perfection.  In  its  incijiient  staires  it  is  of  a  platouie 
character,  and  turns  rather  to  forms  of  poetry  and  history. 

Thia  mny  ho  o1»«iorv<Hl  in  tlio  nctunl  life  as  woll  ns  in  the  fiction 
nnd  the  plastic  arts  of  dcpenerntc  crns.  For  instance,  Rrmini'g  carv- 
injj,  which  reprpRimtii  Rt.  Toro*a  sinking  in  an  hyiitcrical  faint  upon 
a  marble  r1nii<I.  wliilst.  nn  nmnroufl  Ulgel  plangm  the  arrow  (of  divtlM 
love)  into  her  heart." — Lühke. 
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With  the  approach  of  puberty  it  runs  the  risk  of  trans- 
ferring the  idealising  powers  upon  persons  of  the  opposite 
sex,  even  though  mentally,  physically  and  socially  they  be 
of  an  inferior  station.  To  this  may  easily  be  traced  many 

cases  of  misalliance,  abduction,  elopement  and  errors  of 
early  youth,  and  tliose  sad  trageilics  of  passionate  love  that 
are  in  conflict  with  the  principles  of  morality  or  social 
standing,  and  often  terminate  in  murder,  self-destruction, 

and  double  suicide. 

Purely  scnsnal  love  is  never  true  and  lasTiuix,  for  whicU 
rea-oi)  tirst  love  i^  as  a  rule,  but  a  passing  infatuation,  a 
tieetiiig  jiassion. 

Tru(^  love  is  rooted  in  the  recognition  of  the  moral 
and  mental  (jualities  of  the  beloved  i»erson.  and  is  ciiually 
ready  to  share  pleasures  and  sorrows  and  even  to  make 
sacrifices.  True  love  sluinks  from  no  dangers  or  obstacles 
in  the  struggle  for  the  undisputed  possession  of  the  beloved. 

Deeds  of  daring  and  heroism  lie  in  its  wake.  But  nn* 
less  the  moral  foundation  he  solid  it  will  lead  to  crime, 
and  jealousy  often  mars  its  beauty. 

The  love  of  the  feeble-minded  is  based  upon  sentimen- 
tality,  and  when  unrequited  results  in  suicide. 

Sentimental  love  is  likely  to  degenerate  into  a  bur- 
lesque, especially  wlien  the  sensual  element  lacks  force 
(r.fj.  the  Knight  of  Jogfrenburg,  Don  Quixote,  and  many 
of  the  minstrels  and  troubadours  of  the  middle  ages). 

This  kind  of  love  is  nauseating  and  has  a  repulsive  or 
Indierous  efFect  on  others,  whilst  true  love  and  its  mani- 
festations command  sympathy,  resj)eet.  and  even  fear. 

T-ove  when  weak  is  freijuentlv  turned  away  from  it'^ 
real  object  into  ditferent  channels,  such  as  voluptuous 
]ioet7'v,  bi/nrre  }estlielie<,  or  r<'ligion.  In  the  latter  case 
it  readily  falls  a  ]>rey  to  mysticism,  fanaticism,  sectarian- 
ism or  religions  mania.  A  smattering  of  all  ibis  can  al- 
ways be  found  in  tlie  immature  love  of  earlv  ])ulH^rtv.  The 
poetical  effusions  of  that  ])eriod  of  life  are  only  then 
worthy  of  perusal  when  emanating  from  the  pen  of  the 
truly  endowed  genius. ' 
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Ethical  surroundings  are  necessary  in  order  to  elevate 
love  to  its  true  and  pure  form,  but,  notwithstanding, 
sensuality  will  ever  remain  its  principal  basis. 

Platonic  love  is  a  platitude,  a  misnomer  for  ''kindred 
spirits''. 

Since  love  implies  the  presence  of  sexual  desire  it  can 
only  exist  between  persons  of  different  sex  capable  of 
sexual  intercourse.  When  these  conditions  are  wanting 
or  destroyed  it  is  replaced  by  friendship. 

The  sexual  finutions  of  man  exercise  a  very  marked 
influence  n]>on  the  development  and  preservation  of  char- 
aotor.  ^Manliness  and  self-reliance  are  not  the  qualities 
which  adorn  the  impotent  onanist 

0 jiurkovcchly  ("^liiiiiil.  Tni|)otenz,"  "Wien.  1SS9)  is 
correct  in  his  oliscrvation  that  virility  ostablislics  tlie  ratio 
of  difference  l>et\v<'cn  old  men  and  yoinii:,  and  tliat  im- 
potence iin{)airs  liealtli,  mental  freshness,  activity,  self- 
confid<'iice  and  imaf^ination.  The  damage  stands  in 
prof>orfi«»n  to  the  age  of  the  subject  and  the  extent  of  his 
debauchery. 

The  sudden  loss  of  the  virile  powers  often  produces 
melancholia,  or  is  the  cause  of  suicide  when  life  without 
love  is  a  mere  blank. 

In  eases  where  the  reaction  is  less  pronounced,  the 
victim  is  morose,  peevish,  egotistical,  jealous,  narrow- 
minded,  cowardly,  devoid  of  energy,  self-respect  and 
honour* 

The  Skopzes  for  instance  after  castration  rapidly  de- 
generate. 

This  matter  will  ix  further  elucidated  under  the  head- 
ing of  ''Effeminatio"  (v.  ».). 

In  the  sedate  matron  this  condition  is  of  minor  psy- 
chological importance,  though  it  is  noticeable.  The 
Vnologicnl  change  affects  her  but  little  if  lier  sexual  career 
has  heen  successful,  and  lovinix  children  gladden  the  ma- 
ternal heart.    The  situation  is  different,  however,  where 
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sterility  has  denied  that  happiness,  or  where  enforeed 
colibacv  prevented  the  performance  of  the  natural  func- 
tions. 

These  facts  characterise  strongly  the  differences  that 
prevail  in  the  psychology  of  sexual  life  in  man  and 
womaii,  and  the  dissimilarity  of  sexual  feeling  and  desire 
in  both. 

Han  has  beycmd  doubt  the  stronger  sexual  appetite  of 
the  two.  From  the  period  of  pubescence  lie  is  instinc- 
tively drawn  towards  woman.  l\h  love  is  sensual,  an«l 
his  choice  is  strwigly  prejudiced  in  favour  of  pliysical 
attractions.  A  niiglity  impulse  of  nature  makes  liini 
airirrcssive  and  imjx'tuous  in  his  coiirtsliip.  Vet  the  law 
of  nature  docs  not  wholly  till  his  psychic  hcini^.  Having 
won  the  prize,  his  love  is  temporarily  eclipsed  by  other 
vital  and  s<K'ial  interests. 

Woman,  however,  if  physioally  and  mentally  normal, 
ami  propeily  educated,  has  hut  lit  lie  sensual  desire.  If 
it  were  otherwise,  marriage  and  family  life  would  be 
empty  words.  As  yet  the  man  who  avoids  women,  and 
the  woman  who  seeks  men  are  sheer  anomalies. 

Woman  is  wooed  for  her  favour.  She  remains  passive. 
Her  sexual  organisation  demands  it,  and  the  dictates  of 
good  breeding  come  to  her  aid. 

Nevertheless,  sexual  consciousness  is  stronger  in 
woman  than  in  man.  Her  need  of  love  is  greater,  it 
is  continual  not  periodical,  but  her  love  is  more  spiritual 
than  sensuaL  Man  primarily  loves  woman  as  his  wife, 
and  then  as  the  mother  of  Iiis  children;  the  first  ]ilace  in 
woman's  heart  belongs  to  the  father  of  her  child,  the 
second  to  htm  as  husband.  Woman  is  iuHuenccd  in 
her  choice  more  by  mental  than  by  physical  (pialities. 
As  mother  she  divides  her  love  between  otfspring  and 
husband.  Sensuality  is  merged  in  the  mother's  love. 
Thereafter  the  wife  accej)ts  marital  intercourse  not  so 
much  as  a  sensual  gratification  than  as  a  proof  of  her  kus- 
band's  afTection. 

Woman  loves  with  her  whole  soul.     To  woman  love 
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is  life,  to  iiiiin  it  is  the  joy  of  life.  Misfortune  in  love 
bruises  the  heart  of  man;  but  it  ruins  the  life  of  wouiau 
and  wrecks  her  hup])ine8s.  It  is  really  a  psychological 
question  worthy  of  consideration  whether  woman  can  truly 
love  twice  in  her  life.  Woman's  mind  certainly  inclines 
more  to  monogamy  than  that  of  man. 

In  the  sexual  demands  of  man's  nature  will  be  found 
the  motives  of  his  weakness  towards  woman.  He  is 
ensiäved  by  her,  and  becomes  more  and  more  dependent 
upon  her  as  he  grows  weaker,  and  the  more  he  yields  to 
sensuality.  This  accounts  for  the  fact  that  in  the  periods 
of  decline  and  luxury  sensuousnoss  was  the  predcMninant 
factor.  Whence  arises  the  social  danger  when  courtesans 
and  their  dependants  rule  the  State  and  finally  encompass 
its  ruin. 

History  shows  that  pjeat  (states) men  have  often  been 
the  slaves  of  women  in  eons(Miucnce  of  the  neuropathic 
conditions  of  their  eonstitution. 

It  shows  a  masterly  i>sychol<>!j:ical  knowledi^e  of  human 
nature  that  the  Kuman  Catholic  Cliurch  enjoins  celibacy 
upon  its  )>riests  in  order  to  emancipate*  them  from  sensu- 
ality, and  to  ('(tncentrate  their  entire  activity  in  the  pursuit, 
of  their  calliuji;.  Nevertheless  it  is  a  pity  that  the  celibate 
state  deprives  the  priest  of  the  ennobling  influence  exer- 
cised by  love  and  marital  life  upon  the  character. 

From  the  fact  that  by  nature  man  plays  the  aggressive 
role  in  sexual  life,  he  is  exposed  to  the  danger  of  over- 
stepping the  limits  set  by  law  and  morality. 

The  unfaithfulness  of  the  wife,  as  compared  with 
that  of  the  husband,  is  morally  of  much  wider  bearing, 
and  sbould  always  meet  with  severer  punishment  at  the 
hands  of  the  law.  The  unfaitliful  wife  not  only  dishon- 
ours herself,  but  also  her  hnsbaiul  and  her  family,  not  to 
speak  of  the  possible  uncertainty  of  paternity. 

Natural  instincts  and  social  position  are  frequent 
causes  of  disloynlty  in  man  (the  husband),  whilst  the 
wife  is  surrounded  by  many  ]>roteetin<;  iufluenoes. 

Sexual  intercourse  is  of  different  import  to  the  spinster 
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and  to  the  bachelor.  Society  daims  of  the  latter  modesty, 
but  exacts  of  the  former  chastity  as  well.  Modem  civil- 
isation concedes  only  to  the  wife  that  exalted  position,  in 
which  woman  sexually  furthers  the  moral  interests  of 
society. 

The  ultimate  aim,  the  ideal,  of  woman,  ovon  when  she 
is  dragged  in  the  mire  of  vice,  ever  is  and  will  l>e  marriage. 
Woman,  as  Mantegazza  properly  obsen-es,  seeks  not  only 
gratification  of  sensual  desiro*?,  but  also  protection  and 
support  for  herself  and  her  oflFsi»rincf.  \c>  uiatfer  how 
sensual  man  may  he,  niiloss  also  thoroughly  depraved,  ho 
seeks  for  a  consort  only  that  woman  whose  chastity  he 
cannot  d<»uht. 

Tlie  eiul)hMii  and  ornaiui-m  of  wi.inan  aspirintr  to  this 
state,  truly  worthy  of  licrsclf,  is  iii<Kl<>sty,  so  iM-mtifnlly 
defined  hy  Mantcyazza  as  "one  of  the  forms  of  physical 
self -est  eeni.'* 

To  discuss  here  the  evolution  of  this,  the  most  graceful 
of  virtues  in  woman,  is  out  of  place,  but  most  likely  it  is 
an  outgrowth  of  the  gradual  rise  of  civilisation. 

A  remarkable  contrast  nuy  be  found  in  the  occasional 
exposure  of  physical  charms,  conventionally  sanctioned  by 
the  world  of  fashion,  in  which  even  the  most  discreet 
maiden  will  indulge  when  robed  for  the  ball-room,  theatre, 
or  similar  social  function.  Although  the  reasons  for  such 
a  display  are  obvious,  tlie  modest  woman  is  fortunately 
no  mnre  conscious  <if  thein,  ilian  of  the  motives  which 
underlie  periodical  fashions  that  bring  certain  forms  of 
the  body  into  undue  prominence,  to  say  notliing  of  corsets, 

etc 

» 

Tn  all  times,  and  among  all  races,  the  women  are  fond 
of  toilet  an<l  finery.  In  th(^  :unmal  kini;doiii  nature  has 
di'=!tinirnislied  llio  male  with  llie  <rreat(>r  heanfy.  Men 
designate  women  as  tlie  Ix-autiful  sex.  a  i^allantrv  which 
clearly  arise-*  from  their  sensual  requirements.  So  long 
as  woman  seeks  only  self-gratitieation  in  personal  adorn- 
ment, and  «o  long  as  she  remains  \inc<inscious  of  the  psy- 
chological reasons  for  thus  making  herself  attractive,  no 
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(il<j('cti<»ii  can  be  raised  against  it,  but  when  done  with 
the  lixed  purpose  to  please  men  it  degenerates  into  co- 
quetry. 

Under  analogous  cinnmuttanoee  man  wonld  make  him- 
self ridiculous. 

Woman  far  surpasses  man  in  the  natural  psychology 
of  love,  partly  because  evolution  and  training  have  made 
love  her  proper  element,  and  partly  because  she  is  ani- 
mated  by  more  refined  feelings  {Mantegazza). 

Even  the  best  of  breeding  concedes  to  man  that  he 
looks  upon  woman  mainly  as  a  means  by  which  to  satisfy 
the  cravings  of  his  natural  instinct,  though  it  confines 
him  only  to  the  woman  of  his  choice.  Thus  civilisation 
establishes  a  binding  social  contract  which  is  called  mar- 
riage, and  grants  by  legal  statutes  protection  and  support 
to  the  wife  and  her  issue. 

It  is  important,  and  on  account  of  certain  pathological 
manifestations  (to  be  referred  to  later  on)  indispensable,  to 
examine  into  those  psychological  events  which  draw  man 
and  woman  into  that  close  union  which  concentrates  the 
fulness  of  afTeetion  Upon  the  beloved  one  only  to  the  ex- 
clusion of  all  other  persons  of  the  same  sex. 

If  one  could  demonstrate  desi^  in  the  processes  of 
nature — adaptation  cannot  be  denied  them — ^then  the  fact 
of  fascination  by  one  person  of  the  opposite  sex  with  in- 
differenee  towards  all  others,  as  it  occurs  between  true 
and  hap])v  lovers,  would  ajipear  as  a  wonderful  provision 
to  ensure  monopamv  for  the  j^romotion  of  its  object. 

The  scientific  observer  finds  in  this  lovinij  bond  of 
heart**  bv  no  means  simply  a  niysterv  of  souls,  but  be  can 
refer  it  nearly  always  to  certain  physical  or  mental  pecu- 
liarities by  which  the  attractiu£j  power  is  rpialified. 

Hence  the  words  fkticii  and  feticiiism.  The  word 
fetich  sii^iilics  an  objei't,  or  ])!irts  or  aftril)ufes  of  ol)jects, 
which  by  virtue  of  association  to  smtiuient,  personality,  or 
absorbing  ideas,  exert  a  charm  (the  Portugiu'se  "fetisso") 
or  at  least  produce  a  peculiar  individual  impression  which 
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is  in  no  wise  orainected  with  the  estemal  appearance  of 
the  sign,  symbol  or  fetich.^ 

The  individual  valuation  of  the  fetich  extending  even 
to  unreasoning  enthusiasm  is  called  fetichism.  This  in* 
terestini;  {>syeh(>1«>^ic-al  phenomenon  may  he  explained  by 
an  empirical  law  of  ass<K>iation,  i.e»,  the  relution  existing 
between  the  notion  itself  and  the  i):irf<  tlif>rc(»f  which  are 
essentially  active  in  tlie  j)roduction  of  pk'u.'^nraWo  cniotions. 
It  18  most  commouh'  found  in  rrJhjlous  and  rrotic  .«pheros. 
J'riiffioits  frticliism  finds  its  «>rii;iiial  inotivo  in  the  dcliisinn 
that  its  object,  i.r.,  the  idol,  is  not  a  mere  syiulx»!,  but 
possesses  divine  attributes,  and  ascrilx's  to  it  juH-uliar 
wonder-work iuir  (relics)  or  |irotective  f amulets)  virtues. 

Erotic  feticiiisni  iiiukcs  an  idol  (»f  physical  or  mental 
qualities  of  a  person  or  even  merely  of  objects  nsetl  by 
that  pcrs<»n,  etc.,  bet'anso  they  awaken  mighty  associations 
with  the  beloved  person,  thus  oriuinating  strong  emotions 
of  sexual  pleasure.  Analogies  with  religious  fetichism 
are  always  discernible;  for,  in  the  latter,  the  most  in- 
significant objects  (hair,  nails,  bones,  etc.)  become  at 
times  fetichea  which  produce  feelings  of  delight  and  even 
ecstasy. 

The  germ  of  sexual  love  is  probably  to  be  fonnd  in  the 
individual  charm  (fetich)  with  which  persons  of  opposite 
sex  sway  each  other. 

The  ease  is  simple  enough  when  the  sight  of  a  person 
of  the  opposite  sex  occurs  simultaneously  with  sexual 
excitement,  whereby  the  latter  is  intensified. 

Emotional  and  optical  impressions  combine  and  are 
so  deeply  embedded  in  the  mind  that  a  recurring  sensation 
awakens  the  visual  memory  and  causes  renewed  sexual 
excitement,  even  orgasm  and  pollution  (often  only  in 
dreams),  in  which  case  the  physical  appearance  acts  as 
a  fetich. 

Binet,  inter  alia,  contends  that  mere  peculiarities, 

MajD  Müller  who  derives  the  WQrU  fetich  etjrmologically  from 
factitiu»,  i,  e.,  artificial,  inaigitiflmit. 
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whether  physical  or  iiiontal,  may  liavo  the  effect  of  the 
fetich,  if  tlieir  perception  coincides  witli  scxuul  emotion. 

l^xjK'ricnce  sliows  that  ciiance  controls  in  u  larj^o 
uica.-iirc  this  mental  association,  ihuL  the  nature  of  the 
fetich  varies  with  the  i>ersonulity  of  the  individual,  thus 
aroiisiug  the  oddest  sympathies  or  antipathies. 

These  physiological  facts  of  fetit^sm  often  aooount 
'  for  the  affections  that  suddenly  arise  between  man  and 
woman,  the  preference  of  a  certain  person  to  all  others 
of  the  same  sex.  Since  the  fetich  assumes  the  form  of 
a  distinctive  mark  it  is  clear  that  its  e£Fect  can  only  be 
of  an  individual  character.  Beinp:  aooentuatcd  by  the 
strongest  fcclin*js  of  pleasure,  it  follows,  that  existini; 
faults  in  the  beloved  arc  ovcrlook(»d  (**Love  is  blind")  and 
an  infatuation  is  produced  which  appears  incomprehensible 
or  silly  to  otlicrs.  Thus  it  .happens  that  the  devot(Ml 
lover  who  worshijjs '  and  invests  his  love  with  qualities 
which  in  realitv  <!<»  not  exist,  is  looked  upon  bv  others 
simply  as  mad.  Thus  love  rxhiV)its  itself  now  as  a  mere 
passion,  now  as  a  prononnccd  psychical  anomaly  which 
attains  what  scMMucd  imj)ossil»lc,  renders  the  ui^Iy  Ix'autiful, 
the  profane  suhliiiie,  and  obliterates  all  coujicioubneäs  of 
existinc;  duties  towards  others. 

Tarde  ("Archives  de  1' Antliropologic  Criminelle,"  vol. 
v.,  No.  80)  argues  that  the  typo  of  this  fetich  (ism)  varies 
with  persons  as  well  as  with  nations,  but  that  the  ideal 
of  beauty  remains  the  same  among  civilised  peoples  of  the 
same  era. 

Binet  has  more  thoroughly  analysed  and  studied  this 
feiiehimn  of  love* 

From  it  springs  the  particular  choice  for  slender  or 
plump  forms,  for  blondes  or  brunettes,  for  particular  form 

or  colour  of  the  eyes,  tone  of  the  voice,  odour  of  the  hair 
or  body  (even  artificial  perfume),  shape  of  the  hand,  foot 
or  ear,  etc.,  which  constitute  the  individual  charm,  the 
first  link  in  a  complicated  cliain  of  mental  processes,  all 
converging  in  that  one  focus,  love,  ».e.,  the  physical  and 
mental  possession  of  the  beloved. 
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This  fact  establishes  the  existence  of  physiological 
fetichism. 

Without  showing  a  pathological  condition  the  fetich 
may  exercise  its  power  so  long  as  its  leading  qualities 
represent  the  integral  parts,  and  so  long  as  the  lore  en- 
gendered by  it  comprises  the  entire  mental  and  physical 
personality. 

"Normal  love  a])pears  to  iia  as  a  symphony  of  tones  • 
^fo.v  Drssoir  ( i»s(Mi(lonym  Ludwig  Brunn)*  in  an  article 
**Tiie  Fetichism  of  Love,"  cleverly  says: — 

"Normal  love  appears  to  us  as  a  svraphony  of  tones 
of  all  kinds.  It  is  roused  l»v  the  uu)M  varied  agencies. 
It  is,  so  to  speak,  polytliei.Ntic.  Fctichisin  recognises 
only  the  (oiie-colonr  of  a  single  instrument ;  it  issues 
forlli  from  a  single  motive;  it  is  monotheistie." 

Even  moderate  tliouglu  will  carry  the  conviction  that 
the  term  real  l<»ve  (so  <»ften  )iiisiisrd)  can  only  npj)ly 
where  the  entire  person  of  the  l)elo\ed  becomes  the  phy- 
sical and  luenial  object  of  vem  ralion. 

Of  course,  there  is  always  a  sensual  element  in  love, 
ue,,  the  desire  to  enjoy  the  full  poesessic«  of  the  beloved 
object,  and,  in  union  with  it,  to  fulfil  the  laws  of  nature. 

But  where  the  body  of  the  beloved  person  is  made 
the  sole  object  of  love,  or  if  sexual  pleasure  only  is  sought 
without  r^rd  to  the  communion  of  soul  and  mind,  true 
love  does  not  exist.  Neither  is  it  found  among  the  disciples 
of  Plato,  who  love  the  soul  only  and  despise  sexual  en- 
joyment. In  the  one  ease  the  Ixidy  is  the  fetich,  in  the 
other  the  soul,  and  love  is  fetichism. 

Instances  such  as  these  represent  simply  transitions 
to  pathological  fetichism. 

This  assumption  is  enhanced  by  another  criterion  of 
true  lo\e,  viz.,  the  mental  satisfaction  derived  from  the 
sexual  aet.^

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A  striking  phenomenon  in  fetichigm  is  that  among 

the  many  thin^^s  which  niaj  serve  as  fetiches  there  are 
some  which  gain  that  significance  more  commonly  than 
others;  for  instance,  the  hair,  the  hand,  the  foot  of 
wonmn,  or  tho  oxpression  of  the  EYB.  This  is  important 
in  the  pathology  of  f  etichism. 

Woman  certainly  seems  to  be  more  or  less  conscious 
of  these  facts.  For  she  devotes  great  attention  to  her 
hair  and  often  spends  an  unroasonnbh'  amount  of  time 
and  monoy  upon  its  cultivation.  How  carefully  the 
motlier  looks  after  her  little  (laughter's  hair!  What  an 
inij)ortant  part  tho  hairdresser  plays!  The  falling  out  of 
the  hair  causes  <h'sj)air  to  many  a  young  lady.  The 
author  reiuemhers  the  ease  of  a  vain  woman  who  fell 
into  nielaneholia  on  aeeonnt  of  this  trouble,  and  liniilly 
eonunitted  suicide.  A  favourite  subject  of  conversation 
aniouir  ladies  is  coifjurfs.  They  are  envious  of  each 
other's  luxuriant  tresses. 

P>eantifiil  hair  is  a  niii^hfy  fetich  witli  many  men.  In 
the  l«-pn<l  of  the  Lorelei,  wiio  lured  nien  to  destructiou, 
the  "golden  hair"  which  she  cond)s  with  a  goldeu  comb 
appears  as  a  fetich.  Fre(juently  the  hand  or  the  foot 
possesses  an  attractiveness  no  less  powerful:  but  in  these 
instances  masochistic  and  sadistic  feelings  often — though 

A  cynie,  indeed.  The  power  to  perform  love's  act  Is  1)j  no  means  a 
guarantee  of  the  noblest  enjoyment  of  love. 

Therp  are  timinp^  who  aro  potfiit  for  women — men  v!h»  ilo  not 
love  their  wives,  but  tiri»  lu-verllidess  able  to  perform  the  marital 
"  duty  In  the  majority  of  theee  cases  even  lustful  pleasure  is  ab- 
*^«Tit  ;  for  it  i-*  <im]>Iy  an  onanistic  ru  t  n  inlcri'il  {»»--sildc  tiy  tlic  ai*! 
of  imagination  which  auhetitutes  another  beloved  being.  This  doicp- 
tion  may,  indeed,  superinduce  sexual  pleasure,  but,  rudimentary 
gratiflcation  as  it  is,  it  can  only  nris<-  from  a  ])'>y('))ir  trick.  jiiHt  as 
in  solitary  onanism  voliiptuoiH  sat  i-ifacf  ion  is  otitaim-d  j-liictty  witli 
the  aftsifttance  of  fancy,  a  matter  of  fact  that  degree  of  organm 
which  completes  the  lustful  act  is  entirely  dependent  upon  the  inter* 
%'ontion  of  fancy. 

\\'lifrp  pHyrliic  impi><linu'nt><  exist  (such  as  inilifTrrenre.  disgust, 
aversion,  fear  of  cuntagion  or  impregnation,  etc.)  the  feeling  of  tH^xual 
gratiAcatioo  seema  to  be  wanting  altogether. 
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not  always — assist  in  determining  the  peculiar  kind  of 

fetich. 

By  a  transference  throng:h  association  of  ideasi  gloves 
or  sh or s  obtain  the  sipnitieanco  of  a  fetich. 

Majc  Dcssoir  {op.  rif.)  points  out  tliaf  among  the  cus- 
toms of  the  ini<Mlc  ages  tlrinkiiiiz;  fruin  tlio  slioo  of  a 
iK'iiiitiful  woman  (still  to  bo  found  in  Poland)  plavcd  a 
rcniarkablo  ]»art  in  pillantrv  and  ilouulu:(^  The  shoe  also 
plaj>s  an  important  role  in  the  legend  of  Aschenbrödel. 

The  exprcfision  of  the  eye  it<  particularly  imj)ortant 
as  a  means  of  kindling  the  spark  of  love.  A  neuropathic 
eye  frequently  affects  persons  of  either  sex  as  a  fetich. 
'^Madame,  vos  beaux  yeux  me  font  monrir  d'amour." 
{Moliere). 

There  are  many  examples  showing  that  odours  of  the 
body  become  fetiches. 

This  fact  is  taken  advantage  of  in  the  ''Ars  amandi" 
by  woman  either  conscioudy  or  unconsciously.  Ruth 
sought  to  attract  Boaz  by  perfuming  herself.  The  demi- 
monde of  ancient  and  modem  times  is  noted  for  its  lavish 
use  of  strong  scents.  Jäger,  in  his  "Discovery  of  the 
Soul/'  calls  attention  to  many  olfactory  sympathies. 

Cases  are  known  where  men  have  married  ugly  women 
.«olcly  because  their  personal  odours  were  exceedingly 
pleasing. 

Hinet  makes  it  probable  that  the  voice  also  may  act  an 
a  f<'tich. 

Ill  hil  in  Jiis  novel  "Les  baignenses  de  Trouville" 
makes  the  same  assertion.  Hhul  thinks  that  manv 
marriages  with  singers  are  due  to  the  fctieli  of  (heir 
voices.  He  also  observes  that  among  the  singing  birds 
the  voice  has  the  same  sexual  significance  as  odours 
among  the  quadrupeds.  The  birds  allure  by  their  song, 
and  the  male  that  sings  most  beautifully  is  joined  at  night 
by  the  charmed  mate. 

The  pathological  facts  of  masochism  and  sadism  show 
that  mental  peculiarities  may  also  act  as  fetiches  but  in  a 
wider  sense. 
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Thus  the  fact  of  idiosyncrasies  is  explained,  and  the 
old  pioverb  *^De  gtulibus  non  est  disputandum"  retains  its 
force. 

With  regard  to  feticliism  in  woman,  scionoe  must  at 
least  for  the  present  time  be  eontcnt  with  hutc  eon- 
jof'turcs.  Tills  much  seems  to.be  certiiiii,  tluit  bciiie;  a 
])hvsiolii^i(al  factor,  its  efTevts  are  aTiJilo^r,ms  to  thoso 
in  nu  ll,  i.e..  j)roducing  sexual  sympathies  towards  perst>na 
of  the  same  sex. 

Details  will  come  to  our  knowledge  only  when  medical 
women  enter  into  the  study  of  this  subject. 

We  maj  take  it  for  granted  that  the  physical  as  well 
as  the  mental  qualities  of  man  assume  the  form  of  the 
female  fetich.  In  most  cases,  no  doubt,  physical  attributes 
in  the  male  exercise  this  power  without  regard  to'  the 
existence  of  conscious  sensuality.  On  the  other  hand  it 
will  be  found  that  the  mental  superiority  of  man  con- 
stitutes the  attractive  power  where  physical  beauty  is 
wanting.  In  the  upper  "strata"  of  society  this  Hs  more 
apparent,  even  if  we  disregard  the  (>iiornious  influence 
exercised  by  "blue  blood"  and  higli  breeding.  The 
possibility  that  superior  intellectual  development  favours 
advancemrat  in  social  position,  and  opens  the  way  to  a 
brilliant  career,  does  not  seem  to  weigh  heavily  in  the 
balance  of  judgment. 

The  fetichism  of  body  and  mind  is  of  imjtortance  in 
p  rogen  erat  ion  ;  it  favours  the  hclection  of  the  tittest  and 
the  transmission  of  j)]iysieal  and  mental  virtues. 

(lenerally  speaking  the  following  masculine  qualities 
imjM)se  on  w«inian,  viz.,  physical  strength,  courage,  nobilifv 
of  mind,  chivalry,  self-confidence,  even  self-assertion,  inso- 
lence,  bravado,  and  a  conscious  show  of  mastery  over  the 
weaker  sex. 

A  'Don  Juan"  impresses  many  women  and  elicits 
admiration,  for  he  establishes  the  proof  of  his  virile  powers,  . 
although  the  inexperienced  maiden  can  in  no  wise  suspect 
the  many  risks  of  lues  and  chronic  urethritis  she  runs 
from  a  marital  union  with  this  otherwise  interesting  rake. 
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Tlio  siiceossful  actor,  iiiiisiciini,  or  vocal  artiste,  the 
circus  rider,  the  athlete,  aiul  even  tlie  criminal,  often  fasci- 
nate the  bread  and  butter  miss  as  well  as  the  niatnrer 
woman.  At  any  rate  women  rave  over  them,  and  inun- 
date them  with  love  letters. 

It  is  a  well-known  fa(*t  that  the  female  heart  has  pre- 
dominant weakness  for  military  uniforms,  that  of  tlio 
cavalry-man  ever  having  the  preference. 

The  hair  of  man,  e^tpecially  the  beard,  the  emblem  of 
virility,  the  secondary  symbol  of  generative  power — ^is  a 
predominant  fetich  w^th  woman.  In  the  measure  in 
which  women  bestow  special  care  upon  the  cultivation 
of  their  hair,  men  who  seek  to  attract  and  please  women, 
cultivate  the  elegant  growth  of  the  beard,  and  especially 
that  of  the  moustache. 

The  eye  as  well  as  the  voice  exert  the  same  charm. 
Singers  of  renown  easily  touch  woman's  heart.  They  are 
overwhelmed  with  love  letters  and  offers  of  marriage. 
Tenors  have  a  decided  advantage. 

Bitu'f  (op.  r/7.)  refers  to  an  observation  of  this  charac- 
ter made  by  /)?//;m,s'  in  his  novel  "La  niais<m  dn  vent''.  A 
woman  who  falls  in  love  with  a  tenor-voice  loses  her 
virtue. 

The  author  has  thus  far  not  succeeded  in  obtaining 
facts  with  regard  to  pathological  fctichism  in  woman. 
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DuKiN«;  tlio  tiino  of  jtliysiolojjicul  processes  in  the 
reproductive  fjlands,  dcsires  arise  in  the  consciousness  of 
the  in(livi<hial,  whicli  liave  for  their  purpose  the  perpetua- 
tion of  the  species  (sexual  instinct). 

Sexiuil  (h'sire  diirini;  the  veurs  of  sexual  niatnritv  is  a 
j)hysiological  law.  The  duration  of  the  physiulo<;ieal  pro- 
cesses in  the  sexual  organs,  as  well  as  the  strength  uf  the 
sexual  desire  manifested,  vary,  both  in  individuals  and  in 
races.  Race,  climate,  heredity  and  social  circumstances 
have  a  very  decided  influence  upon  it  The  greater  sensu- 
ality of  southern  races  as  compared  with  the  sexual  needs 
of  those  of  the  north  is  well  known.  Sexual  development 
in  the  inhabitants  of  tropical  climes  takes  place  much 
earlier  than  in  those  of  more  northern  regions.  In  women 
of  northern  countries  ovulation,  recognisable  in  the  de- 
velopment of  tlie  IxkIv  and  the  occurrence  of  a  periodical 
flow  of  blood  from  the  genitals  (menstruation),  usually 
begins  about  the  thirteenth  to  the  flfteenth  year;  in  men 
puberty,  recognisable  in  the  deepening  of  the  voice,  the 
appearance  of  hair  <iu  the  face  and  mons  veneris,  and  the 
occasional  occu-rrence  of  pollutions,  etc.,  takes  plaee  nhout 
the  fifteenth  year.  In  the  iiihahitaiits  <»f  tro])ical  count ries, 
howcN'er,  sexual  development  uhtains  several  years  earlier 
in  women — sometimes  as  earlv  as  the  eiirhth  vear. 

It  is  worthy  of  remark  that  iiirls  who  live  in  cities 
develop  ahout  a  year  earlier  than  girls  living  in  tlie  c<»uiitry, 
and  that  the  larger  the  town  the  earlier,  ult  ria  paribus, 
the  development  takes  place. 

Heredity,  however,  has  no  small  influence  on  libido 
and  sexual  power.    Thus  there  are  families  in  which, 

(•25) 
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with  great  physical  strength  and  lonc^evity,  great  libido 
and  virility  are  preserved  until  a  great  age,  while  in  other 
families  the  viia  sexualis  develops  late  aud  is  early  ex- 
tingiiislied. 

In  woman  the  period  of  activity  of  the  repnxhu'tive 
glamls  is  shorter  than  in  man^  in  whom  sexual  ]»ower 
may  last  until  a  great  age;  ovnhiiion  ceasis  ahout  thirty 
years  after  j)ul>erty.  Tiie  jteriod  of  waning  activity  of  the 
ovaries  is  ealle<l  the  change  of  life  {rlinuirfcnum .  tnrno- 
p<nt.<(  ).  This  hioloirical  jihasc  docs  not  represent  merely 
a  cessation  of  functional  jioicncy  and  tinal  atrophy  of  tlie 
reproductive  organs,  but  a  transformation  of  the  whole 
organism. 

In  Middle  l^urope  the  eezual  maturity  of  man  begins 
about  the  eighteenth  year,  and  virility  reaches  its  acme 
at  forty.  After  that  age  it  slowly  declines.  The  potentia 
generandi  ceases  usually  at  the  age  of  sixty>two,  but  p<h 
ientia  ccnmdi  may  be  present  much  longer. 

The  existence  of  the  sexual  instinct  m  continuous 
during  the  time  of  sexual  life,  hut  it  varies  in  intensity. 
Under  physiological  conditions  it  is  never  ]>eriodioal  in  the 
human  male,  as  it  is  in  animals;  it  manifests  an  organic 
variation  of  intensity  in  consonance  with  the  c(dlcction 
and  expenditure  of  semen.  In  women  the  degree  of  sexual 
desire  eoincifh^s  with  the  process  of  ovulation  in  sucli  a 
way  that  libido  sexualis  is  inteusiiied  after  the  menstrual 
period. 

Sexual  instinct — as  emotion,  idea  and  inipnls»^ — is  a 
function  of  the  cere])ral  rer/cr.  Tims  far  no  dclinitt* 
region  of  the  cortex  has  hccn  proxcd  to  he  exclusively 
the  scat  of  sexual  sensations  and  impulses.  This  ])sycho- 
sexual  centre  is  notiiing  more  than  a  junction  and  crossing 
of  principal  paths  which  lead  on  the  one  hand  to  the  sensi- 
tive motor  a]  'p  tratus  of  the  sexual  organs,  and  on  the  other 
band  to  those  nerve  centres  of  the  visual  and  olfactory 
organs  which  are  the  carriers  of  that  consciousness  which 
distinguishes  between  the  "male"  and  the  '^female''. 

Owing  to  the  dose  relations  which  exist  between  the 
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sexual  instinof  and  the  olfactory  sense,*  it  is  to  be  pre- 
siimed  that  the  sexual  and  olfactory  centres  Ho  close 
togetlier  in  the  cerebral  cortex.  The  development  of 
sexual  life  has  its  bcp^innliiLr  in  tlic  orpniio  sensations 
whioli  arise  from  the  maturing  n'j)rodiirfive  j^lunds.  Tliese 
excite  the  attention  of  tlie  individual.  Keadin^^  and  the 
expcrionoos  of  ovorv-day  life  (which,  nnfortunately.  are 
no\v-a-days  too  early  and  too  frc(nicntly  suü:c;estive),  con- 
vert thcs(^  notions  into  clear  ideas,  which  arc  acccntiuited 
by  orpin ic  s(>nsations  of  a  ]>leasnral>h'  character.  With 
this  accentuation  of  erotic  ideas  thron«j:h  Instfnl  feelings, 
an  impulse  to  induce  them  is  developed  (sexual  desire). 

Thus  there  is  established  a  mutual  dependence  Ix'tween 
the  cerebral  cortex  (as  the  place  of  origin  of  sensations 
and  ideas),  and  the  reproductive  organs.  The  latter,  by 
reason  of  jwhysiological  j)rocesses  (hypenemia,  secretion  of 
semen,  ovulation),  give  rise  to  sexual  ideas,  images,  and 
impulses. 

The  cerebral  cortex,  by  means  of  preconceived  or  re- 
produced sensual  ideas,  reacts  on  the  reproductive  organs, 
including  hy])enemia,  ])roduction  of  eemen,  erection,  ejacu- 
lation. This  is  effected  by  means  of  centres  for  vasomotor 
incrvation  and  ejaculation,  which  are  situated  in  the 
lumbar  regions  of  the  cord,  and  lie  close  together.  Both 
are  reflex  centres. 

The  centre  of  erection  (OoUz,  Eckhard)  is  an  inter- 
mediate station  placed  between  the  brain  and  the  genital 
apparatus.  Tlie  nervous  paths  which  connect  it  with  the 
brain  pmh  il>ly  run  through  the  pofuiiruli  cerebri  and  the 
pons.  This  centre  may  Ije  excited  by  central  (psyehical 
and  organic)  stimuli,  by  direct  irritation  of  the  nerve-tract 
in  the  pediinculis  cerebri,  pons,  or  cervical  portion  of  tlio 
cord,  as  well  as  by  peripheral  irritation  of  the  sensory 

'Tlie  olfactory  centre  is  presumed  by  Ferricr  ("  Functions  of  the 
Bmin'*)  to  be  in  the  rrpion  of  the  pjfma  uneinatuw.  fSvekerkotidl 
("TVlM-r  lias  Riiv'liconf nim."  1S><7).  frotn  rcHonrrliPS  in  compnrafive 
anatomy,  concludes  that  the  olfactory  centre  baa  ita  seat  in  the  Hip* 
poeampiis  major. 
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nerves  (penis,  clitoris  and  annejia).  It  is  not  directly  sub-  . 
ordinated  to  the  will. 

The  exci  till  loll  of  this  eentre  eonveved  to  the  corpora 
ravrrnom  bv  means  of  nerves  i  ncrvi  criyrntcs — Eckhard) 
runnini;  into  tlie  first  three  saenil  nerves, 

Tlie  aetion  of  the  nervi  erigentes,  whieh  renders  erec- 
tion possible,  is  iniiibitory  in  so  far  as  it  inhibits  the 
ganglionic  nervous  mechanism' in  the  corpora  cavernosa, 
upon  the  action  of  which  the  smooth  muscle^fibres  of  the 
corpora  cavernosa  are  dependent  (KoUiker  and  Kohl' 
rausch).  Under  the  influence  of  the  action  of  the  nervi 
erxgentes,  these  fibres  of  the  corpora  cavernosa  become  re- 
laxedy  and  their  spaces  fill  with  blood.  •  Simultaneously,  as 
a  result  of  the  dilatation  of  the  capillary  net-work  of  the 
corpora  cavrrntMa,  pressure  is  exerted  upon  the  veins  of  the 
penis  and  the  return  of  l»l"od  is  impeded.  This  effect  is 
aided  bj  the  contraction  of  the  bulbo  cavemosuB  and  erector 
penis  muscles,  which  (wtend  by  means  of  an  aponeorosia 
over  the  dorsal  surface  of  the  penis. 

The  erection-centre  is  under  the  influence  of  both 
exciting  and  inhihitorv  innervation  arising  from  the  cere- 
brum. Ideas  and  scnse-iHrccptions  of  sexual  content 
have  an  exciting  ctTcct.  According  to  ol>sf'r\  ations  made 
on  men  that  have  been  iiung,  if  is  evidint  that  the 
envtion-centre  may  also  l>e  ar<»u«<l  by  excifation  of  tlie 
tract  of  the  spinal  conl.  Ohscrx ations  on  the  insane  and 
those  suffering  with  cerebral  »lisi^asc  show  that  this  is 
also  possible  as  a  result  of  organic  irritation  in  the 
cerebral  cortex  (psycho-sexual  centre?).  Spinal  diseases 
(tabes,  especially  myelitis)  affecting  the  lumbar  portion* 
of  the  cord,  in  their  earlier  stages,  may  directly  exciti 
the  erection^tre. 

Reflex  excitation  of  the  centre  is  possible  and  frequent 
in  the  following  ways:  by  irritation  of  the  (peripheral)

Deutsche  Zeitschr.  f.  N.  Heilkunde  xxi.)  seem  to  render  it  morr  {n  oh. 

nh\c  that  the  contrf*  of  prK'tinn  <l<ifs  nnf  Ho  in  iho  ronn«  Tn<><!ull:iri« 
of  the  spinal  cord,  but  rather  in  the  iMicrul  ganglia,  thus  constituting 
a  sympftthetic  reflew. 
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sensory  nerves  of  the  genitals  and  surrounding  parts  by 
friction;  by  irritation  of  the  uretha  (gonorrhoea),  of  the 
rectum  (hieinorrhoids,  oxyuris),  of  the  bladder  (distension 
with  urine,  especially  in  the  morning;  irritation  of  cal- 
culi) ;  by  dist(  nsion  of  the  vesiculfls  seminalcs  with  semen; 
1)v  liyprra^Tiia  of  the  genitals,  occasioned  by  lying  on  the 
back  and  tlnis  inducing  pressure  of  the  intestines  upon 
the  blood-vessels  of  the  pelvis. 

The  erection-caitre  may  also  be  excited  l»y  irritation 
of  the  nervous  ganglia  which  arc  so  abundant  in  tho 
prostatic  tissue  (prostatitis,  introduction  of  catheter,  etc.). 

The  exporiniont  of  Goltz,  according  to  whom,  when 
(in  dogs)  the  lumbar  portion  of  tbo  cord  is  severed, 
erection  is  more  easily  induced,  shows  that  the  erection- 
centre  is  also  subject  to  inhibitory  influences  from  tho 
brain. 

In  men  the  fact  that  will-power  and  emotions, 
(fear  of  uusucoesaful  coitus,  surprise  inter  actum  sex- 
ualem, etc.)  may  inliibit  the  occurrence  of  erection,  and 
cause  it,  when  present,  to  disappear,  also  indicates  this. 

The  duration  of  erection  is  dependent  upon  the  dura- 
tion of  its  exciting  causes  (sensory  stinuili),  tlic  absence 
of  inhibif<»rv  influences,  tlie  nervous  enerc:y  of  the  centre, 
and  the  early  or  late  occurrence  of  ejaculation  (r.  infra). 

The  central  point  of  the  sexual  mechanism  is  the  cere- 
bral cortex.  It  is  justifial)]e  to  presume  that  there  is  a 
dotinite  n-uion  of  flic  cortex  ( (•<  rcbral  centre),  whifh  «:ives 
rise  to  soxiuil  feelini:^.  ideas  an<I  iiiipulses,  and  is  tlic  place 
of  origin  of  the  psyeho-soinatic  j)ro<'«'<s('s  which  we  dcsiir- 
niitc  as  sr.ninJ  Ufr ,  srxuni  in.sfinrt .  and  s<  .rual  (h  sirc.  This 
centre  is  suscej)til»le  to  both  central  and  ))erijtheral  stinndi. 

Central  stimuli,  in  the  form  of  or<ranic  excitation,  may 
Ix?  due  to  diseases  of  the  cerebral  cortex.  Pliysi(»loi;ically 
they  are  dominated  by  j»->y<  hi<'al  impressions  (memory  aii<l 
sensory  perce])tif>ns,  lascivious  stories,  touch,  pressure  ot* 
t!»e  hand,  kiss,  etc.).  Auditory  and  olfactory  perceptions 
certainly  play  but  a  very  subordinate  role.    Under  palho- 
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logical  conditions  (o.  infra),  the  latter  have  a  very  decided 
influence  in  inducing  aezual  excitement^ 

In  beasts  the  influence  of  olfactoiy  perception  on  the 

sexual  .sense  is  unmistakable.  AUhnii'^  { "Bciträfre  zur 
Physiol,  und  Pathol,  des  Olfactorius,"  '*Archiv  für  Psych." 
xii.»  II.  1)  declares  that  the  sense  of  smell  is  important 
with  reference  to  tlic  reproduction  of  the  specie  He 
shows  that  animals  of  opposite  sexes  are  drawn  to  each 
otlier  by  means  of  olfactory  perce))tion,  and  tlial  almost 
all  animals,  at  tlic  time  of  ruttini;,  omit,  a  sjuviallv  distinct 
odour  from  tiieir  genitals.  An  cxix'i-init'nt  by  Schiff  is 
c<»ntirnuitory  of  tliis.  lie  extirpated  the  «'Ifactorv  ncrxi'S 
in  puppies,  and  found  that,  as  the  animals  i^rew  up.  tiie 
male  was  unal)le  to  dislini;uish  the  fenuile.  Ajjain.  an 
exp<'riment  i>y  Mdiitci/nzza  ("Hygiene  of  Love"),  wiio  re- 
moved the  eves  of  rahl)ita  and  found  that  the  defect  con- 
stituted  no  obstacle  to  ]>rocreation,  shows  how  important 
in  animals  the  olfactory  sense  is  for  the  viia  sexualit. 

It  is  also  remarkable  that  many  animals  (musk-ox, 
civet^at,  beaver) ,  possess  on  their  sexual  organs,  glands 
which  secrete  substances  having  a  very  strong  odour. 

AUhatta  also  shows  that  in  man  there  are  certain  re- 
lations existing  between  the  olfactory  and  sexual  senses. 
He  mentions  Cloquei  ('^Osphresiologie,"  Paris,  182r>),  who 
calls  attention  to  the  sensual  pleasure  excited  bjr  the  odour 
of  flowers,  and  tells  how  Bichelicu  lived  in  an  atmosphere 
laden  with  the  heaviest  perfumes^  in  order  to  excite  his 
sexual  functions. 

Zippe  ("Wien.  Med.  Woch.  iiMlirift,"  1879,  No.  24), 
in  connection  with  a  case  of  kh  j)tomania  in  an  onanist, 
likewise  establish(>s  such  relations,  and  cites  II ildehmtu}  as 
authority,  who  in  Iiis  jiopular  ])liysioloii:v  says:  **lt  can- 
not be  doubted  that  the  olfuctorv  sense  slamls  in  remote 

'fy.  Alhrrt  Ilagen,  "  Dii«  •x-xiicllc  Osiilircsiolo-fic."  rimrlof f on- 
burg,  1001  (Verlag  U.  Basiiorf),  a  most  intcreiiting  niutiograpli  on 
the  relations  between  the  olfactory  Benses  and  odourn  and  the  aexnal 
acta  in  man.  AWrrl  Moll,  "  rntcTHUcliun>;i'n  UIht  libido  Hcxualis." 
p.  377.  (Literature  and  studies  on  the  olfactoiy  seiue  as  a  stimu* 
lating  cause  of  the  sexual  instinct.) 
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coimoction  with  the  sexual  apparatus.  Odours  of  flowers 
often  occasion  pleasurable  sensual  feelings,  and  when  one 
remembers  the  passage  in  the  'Song  of  Solomon/  'And  my 
hands  dropped  with  myrrh,  and  my  fingers  with  sweeir 
smelling  myrrh,  upon  the  liandlos  of  the  lock,'  one  finds 
that  it  did  not  escape  Solomon's  observation.  1  ii  t  lie  Orient 
the  pleasant  perfumes  are  esteemed  for  their  relation  to 
the  sKcual  organs,  and  the  women's  apartments  of  the  Sul- 
tan are  redolent  with  tlie  frajrrnnee  of  flowers." 

^^().s(,  professor  in  Ko.stoek  (r/.  Zippr)^  relates:  "T 
It'jirnt'd  fi-(un  a  sensnul  y(»nn'r  peasant  tliat  lie  had  eNeife<l 
maiiv  a  eliaste  irirl  sexually,  and  easily  «^ained  his  end,  by 
carryiii-:;  his  haiidkerehief  in  his  axilla  f<»r  a  time,  while 
danein<:,  and  then  wiping  his  partner's  perspiring  face 
with  it." 

The  ease  of  Henry  TIL  shows  that  eontaet  with  a 
pers<m's  perspiration  may  he  the  exciting  cause  of  passion- 
ate love.  At  the  betrothal  feast  of  the  King  of  Navarre 
and  Margaret  of  Valois,  he  accidentally* dried  his  face  with 
a  garment  of  Maria  of  Cleves,  which  was  moist  with  her 
I)erspi  ration.  Although  she  was  the  bride  of  the  Prince 
of  Conde,  Henry  conceived  immediately  such  a  passionate 
love  for  her  that  he  could  not  resist  it,  and  made  her,  as 
history  shows,  very  unhappy.  An  analogous  instance  is 
related  of  Ilenry  IV.,  whose  passion  for  the  beautiful 
Gahriel  is  said  t(»  have  originated  at  the  instant  when,  at 
a  ball,  he  wijied  his  brow  with  her  handkerchief. 

Professor  Jäger,  the  ''discoverer  of  the  soul,"  refers  to 
the  same  thing  in  his  well-known  lxK>k  (2ud.  ed.,  1880, 
chap.  XV.,  p.  17.'})  ;  for  he  ren^ards  the  sweat  as  important 
in  the  prr>ductiou  of  sexual  effects,  and  as  being  especially 
sedlietive.* 

One  learns  from  readini;  the  work  of   /'/o.v.s  (''Das 

WeiV)"),  that  atteiii])ts  to  attract  a  ])erson  (»f  the  o])posite 

sex  by  means  of  the  perspiration,  may  be  discerned  in 

many  forms  in  popular  psycholoijy. 

'See  also  further  intereatin};  obnorvations  on  the  aphrodisic  ef- 
fects of  swcftt  on  both  Mxea.  FM,  rinstinct  texuel,  p.  127.  (Paris, 
1809). 
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In  reference  to  this,  a  custom  which  holds  among  the 
natives  of  the  Philippine  Islands  when  they  become  en- 
gaged, as  reported  by  J  agar,  is  remarkable.  When  it  be- 
comes necessary  for  an  engaged  pair  to  separate,  they  ex- 
change articles  of  wearing-apparel ,  by  means  of  which  each 
liocoines  assured  of  faithfulness.  These  obje<'ts  are  care- 
fully preserved,  eovered  with  kisses,  and  smellod. 

The  love  of  certain  libertines  and  sensual  women  for 
perfumes^  indicates  a  relation  between  the  olfactory  and 
ihe  sexual  senses. 

A  <'ase  inentiunod  hv  Ifcsrhl  ("Wiener  Zeitschrift  f. 
])r:ict.  Heilkunde,"  I'l'd  March,  1S('»1)  is  niiiarkithh', 
\vliero  the  ahscnc(^  of  lx>th  olfactorv  lohcs  was  acci mipanied 
by  inijicrtfcl ly  di'vcloj)cd  genitals.  It  was  the  case  <»f  a 
man  ai^cd  forty-five,  in  all  nsjxcts  well  dcvclMjxd,  with 
the  exception  <»f  the  testicles,  wliich  w»Te  not  larirer  than 
beans  an<l  contained  no  seminal  canals,  ami  the  hiiyux, 
which  seemed  to  be  of  feminiite  dimensions.  Every  trace 
of  olfactory  nerves  was  wanting,  and  the  trigona  olfacioria 
and  the  furrow  on  the  under  surface  of  the  anterior  lobes 
were  absent.  The  perforations  of  the  ethmoid  plate  were 
sparingly  ])rescnt,  and  occupied  by  nerveless  processes  of 
the  dura  instead  of  by  nerves.  In  the  mucous  membrane 
of  the  nose  there  was  also  an  absence  of  nerves. 

Finally,  the  clearly  defined  relation  of  the  olfaetory 
and  sexual  senses  in  mental  diseases  is  worthy  of  notice, 
for  in  the  psych"-  -  if  lK)th  s<>xes  superinduced  by  mas- 
turbation, as  well  as  in  insaTiity  due  to  disease  of  the 
female  organs,  or  during  the  climacterium,  olfactory  hal- 
lucinations are  espeeially  frequent,  w^hile  in  cases  where 
a  sexual  eause  is  wanting  they  are  very  infrequent. 

I  am  in<'lin(>d  to  doubt'  that,  under  normal  eon<lif inns, 
olfactory  ini])ressions  in  man,  as  in  animals.  ]>lay  an  im- 
portant riilv  in  tlie  excitation  of  the  sexual  ct-ntre.  On 

T^  Lni/cork,  who  ("  Norvoim  Disonao«»  of  Wonirn,"  1840)  found 
that  in  wonirn  the  love  for  mtisk  and  similar  perfunio»  was  related 
t«  •mtuil  excitement. 

Tlio  fnllowintr  cn^o.  rrportffi  l)y  Hinrf,  sor>m'»  to  Ik'  in  opposition 
to  this  idea.    Unfortunately  nothing  is  said  concerning  the  mentAl 
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account  of  the  importanee  of  this  e&imntm  for  the  under- 
standing of  pathological  cases,  it  is  necessary  here  to  thor- 
oughly consider  the  relations  existing  hetween  the  olfactory 
and  sexual  sensesl 

With  reference  to  these  physiological  relations  it  may 
he  mentioned  as  an  interesting  fact  that  there  exists  a  cer- 
tain Iiistological  conformity  between  the  nose  and  the 
p:(>nital8,  for  both  have  ebectilb  tissue  (likewise  the 
nipple). 

Intrresting  physiolop^ioal  and  clinical  observations  hv 
J.  N,  Mackenzie  niav  he  f  iiiid  in  the  "Journal  of  Medical 
Science,"  April,  1SS4.  lie  linds:  (1)  that  in  certain 
vvojnon  with  normal  olfactory  origans  regularly  with  men- 
struation a  swelling  of  the  erectile  tissue  of  the  nose  oc- 
<Mirs  which  di-^appcars  airaiu  with  the  flooding;  fli)  that 
iiiciistniation  is  at  times  rcjdacccl  l»y  o])i>^taxis,  which  dis- 
aj>i)r'ar-<  wlirn  the  uterine  How  Ixgins,  Ijiit  in  some  cases 
always  recurs  with  the  menstrual  functinns;  irrita- 
ti^^ns  of  the  nasal  oi-gans  su<'h  as  violent  sneezing,  etc.,  <k'- 
cur  at  the  time  of  sexual  excitement;  (1)  Stimnhition  of 
the  genital  tracts  is  occasioned  by  affections  uf  the  nasal 
organs 

He  also  observes  that  nasal  affections  in  women  grow 
worse  during  the  time  of  menstruation;  that  venereal  ex- 
cesses produce  inflammation  of  the  Schneiderian  mem- 
brane, or  intensify  it  where  it  already  exists. 

He  also  points  out  that  masturliators  very  frequently 
suffer  from  nasal  disease,  are  troubled  with  abnormal  sen- 
sations of  olfaction,  and  are  subject  to  epistaxis.  Accord- 
ing to  his  experience  there  are  affections  of  the  nose  which 
fltubhomly  resist  all  treatment  until  the  concomitant  (and 
causal)  genital  disease  is  removed. 

characterUtica  of  the  person.  In  nny  event,  it  U  certainly  confirnm- 
(ory  of  the  relations  exinting  between  the  olfactory  and  sexual 
senaes: —

reading  a  book  (un  patliulog;>-) .  Suddenly  a  violent  erection  dia- 
turbed  him.   He  looked  up  and  noticed  that  a  lady,  redolent  with 

pt  rfiimc.  liml  tiikcn  :»  -oMt  iipnn  tlic  otitcr  end  of  tlic  lH'n«'h.  D.  could 
uttributc  tiie  <ri i titm  to  notliing  but  the  unconscious  olfactory  im- 
prewion  nuide  upon  him.  3

The  sexual  sphere  of  the  eerelmil  cortex  may  be  ex- 
citedy  in  the  sense  of  an  excitation  of  sexual  concepts  and 
impulses,  by  processes  in  tlie  c:enerative  organs.  This  is 
possible  as  a  result  of  all  eoiulitions  whieh  excite  the  eree- 
tion-eentrc  V>v  means  of  centripetal  inflncnco  (stlniuln>» 
resulting  fidiii  distension  of  the  seminal  vesicles:  enlar<^e<l 
Graafian  f(tllicles;  anv  scnsorv  stinnilus,  however  j»ro(liice(l, 
about  the  genitals;  }iyi>eraemia  ami  t ii ri;escen<*e  of  the 
genitals,  especially  of  the  erectile  tissue  of  the  corjms 
caveniosum  of  tlie  ])enis  an<l  clitoris,  as  a  result  of  lux- 
urious, sedentary  life;  ])letliora  alxlomiiialis,  hii^h  external 
temperature,  warm  beds,  clothing;  taking  of  cautharides, 
pepper  and  other  spices). 

Libido  texualid  may  also  be-  induced  by  stimulation  of 
thei^uteal  region  (castigation,  whipping).' 

This  fact  is  important  for  the  i)ro])cr  understanding  of 
certain  pathological  manifestations.  It  sometimes  happens 
that  in  boys  the  first  excitation  of  the  sexual  instinct  is 
caused  by  a  spanking,  and  they  are  thus  incited  to  mas- 
turbation. This  should  be  remembered  by  those  who  have 
the  care  of  children. 

On  account  of  the  dangers  to  which  this  form  of  pun- 
isliment  of  children  gives  rise,  it  wouhl  be  better  if  parents, 
teachers  and  nurses  wore  to  avoid  it  entirelv. 

Passive  flar/clhifion  may  excite  s«msuality,  as  is  8ho^vn

thonisolvos,  partly  as  an  atonciiiciit  and  jtartly  to  mortify 
tlio  Hosh  (in  a<-conlanc('  with  the  i>rincij)k'  of  olia.slity  j)ro- 
nudgatod  by  tlio  (  liurch — t.  c,  tlie  emaucipation  of  tlie 
soul  from  sonsualily ). 

These  soots  wore  at  lirst  favoured  by  tho  Clniroh;  but, 
since  sensuality  was  only  the  more  excited  by  flagellation, 
and  this  fact  became  apparent  in  unpleasant  ooearrences, 
the  Church  was  finally  compelled  to  oppose  it  The  fol* 
lowing  facta  from  the  lives  of  the  two  heroines  of  flagellar 
tion,  Maria  Magdalena  of  Pazzi  and  Elizabeth  of  Genton, 
clearly  show  the  significance  of  flagellation  as  a  sexual  ex- 
citant Tho  former,  the  daughter  of  distinguished  parents, 
was  a  Carmelite  nun  in  Florence  (about  1580),  and,  by 
her  flagellations,  and  still  more  through  tlio  r(  suits  obtained 
by  them,  she  booamo  cpiite  celebrated,  and  is  niontionod  in 
tho  "Annals".  It  was  her  greatest  delight  to  havo  her 
hands  bound  by  the  prioress  behind  ber  back,  and  her 
naked  loins  whipped  in  the  presence  of  the  assembled 
sisters. 

I>nf  tho  \vhi]>piiiirs,  oontiniiod  from  lior  earliest  youth, 
(piito  destroyed  her  ner\<»us  system,  and,  perlia]»s,  ni»  «»tlior 
heroine  of  flap'llaf ion  had  so  many  halliioiiuit ions  ("Ent- 
ziiokunp'n'' ).  While  Immiilt  whipped  her  thoughts  wore  of 
love.  The  inniT  fire  threatened  to  consume  her,  and  she 
frotpientiy  cried,  "Enough!  Fan  no  longer  the  flame  that 
consumes  me.  This  is  not  tbc  death  I  long  for;  it  conu'S 
with  all  too  much  pleasure  and  delight."  Thus  it  con- 
tinued. But  the  spirit  of  impurity  wove  the  most  sensual 
lasciyious  fancies,  and  she  was  several  times  near  losing 
her  chastity. 

It  was  the  same  with  Elizabeth  of  Genton.  As  a  result 
of  whipping  she  actually  passed  into  a  state  of  bacchanalian 
madness.   As  a  rule,  sh6  raved  when,  excited  by  unusual

flagollation,  sho  believed  herself  united  with  her  'ideaF'. 
This  condition  was  so  exquisit«  Iv  pleasant  to  her  that  she 
would  frequently  cry  out,  *'0  love^  O  eternal  love,  O  love, 
O  you  creatures!  cry  out  with  me:  *Love,  Love!'  " 

It  is  known,  on  the  authority  of  Taxil  {op.  cit,,  p.  175), 
that  rakes  sometimes  have  themselves  flagellated,  or  pricked 
until  l>l<K>d  flows,  just  Ix^fore  the  sexual  act,  in  order  to 
stimulate  tlu'ir  (liiiiinished  sexual  power. 

These  facts  find  an  interesting  confirmation  in  the 
following  oxj)ori('ncos,  taken  from  Pauli inl's  ''Flagellum 
Salutis"  (l8t  ed.,  ICOS;  roprint,  Stuttgart,  1847):— 

"TIhto  arc  sonio  nations,  viz.,  the  Persians  and  Rus- 
sians, wlicn'  the  woiiH  ii  regard  blows  us  a  j>eeuliar  sign  of 
love  and  favfiir.  Strani^cly  cnongb,  the  Rnsslan  wumen 
an»  never  more  ])h-ast'd  and  dt'li^litcd  tlian  wiien  thev  re- 
ceive luird  Mows  from  their  hnshands,  as  Jf>lin  Ihinlarns 
relates  in  a  reinarkal)h'  narrative.  A  (icnuan,  naine<l 
Jordan,  went  to  Knssia,  and,  ])leased  with  tlie  conntrv, 
settled  there  and  took  a  Russian  wife,  whom  he  loved 
dearly,  and  to  whom  he  was  alwuvs  kind  iu  evervthiug. 
But  die  always  wore  an  expression  of  dissatisfaction,  and 
went  about  with  sighs  and  downcast  eyes.  The  husband 
asked  the  reason,  for  he  could  not  understand  what  was 
wrong.  'Aye,'  she  said,  'though  you  love  me,  you  do  not 
show  me  any  sign  of  it'  He  embraced  her,  and  begged 
to  be  told  what  he  had  carelessly  and  unconsciously  done 
to  hurt  her  feelings,  and  to  bo  forgiven,  for  he  would  never 
do  it  again*  'I  want  nothing,'  was  the  answer,  *but  what  is 
customarv  in  our  country — the  whip,  the  real  sign  of  love.* 
When  Jordan  adopted  the  custom  his  wife  began  to  love 
him  dearly. 

Similar  stories  are  told  hy  I'l  irr  Prfrruf!,  of  PIrlesund, 
who  adds  that  hnshands.  innnediatcly  after  the  wedding, 
ninong  otlier  indisjiensable  household  articles,  provide 
themselves  with  a  wliip." 

On  page  T'l  of  tliis  n  iiiarkahlr  It.Hik,  tlie  author  says 
further:  "Tlie  edehrated  ( 'ount  of  Mirandiila,  folm  Pints, 
relates  of  one  of  his  intimate  acciuainlauees  that  he  was 
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an  insatiable  fellow,  but  so  lazy  and  incapable  of  love 
that  he  was  practically  impotent  until  be  had  been  roughly 
handled.  The  more  he  tried  to  satisfy  his  desire,  the 
heavier  the  blows  he  needed,  and  he  could  not  attain  his 
desire,  unless  he  had  been  whipped  till  the  blood  came. 
For  this  purpose  he  had  a  suitable  whip  made,  which  was 
placed  in  vinegar  the  day  before  using  it.  lie  would  give 
this  to  his  companion,  and  on  bended  knees  bo^  lior  not  to 
spare  him,  but  to  strike  Mows  witli  it,  the  heaWer  the 
better.  The  good  count  thought  this  sinunilar  uuin  found 
the  pleasure  of  love  in  tliis  punishment,  ^'ot  being  a  bad 
man  in  other  respects  he  understood  and  hated  his  weak- 
ness." 

Coclius  llhod'ujin  relates  a  similar  story,  us  docs  also 
the  celebrated  jiiri.^t,  Arulrras  TlnuiiHdl.  la  the  time  of 
the  skilful  physician,  Oitin  Brunfelscn,  there  lived  in 
Munich,  llicn  the  caj)ital  of  the  Bavarian  electorate,  a  de- 
baiielice  who  cotdd  never  perform  his  (sexual)  duties  with- 
out a  severe  })rej)aratory  beating.  Thomas  Harllu  lin  knew 
a  Venetian,  who  had  to  be  Ix-aten  and  driven  before  he 
could  have  intercourse,  just  as  reluctant  Cupid  was  driven 
by  his  followers  with  sprays  of  hyacinths.  A  few  years 
ago  there  was  in  Lübeck  a  cheesemonger,  living  on  Mill 
Street,  who,  on  a  complaint  to  the  authorities  of  unfaith- 
fulness,  was  ordered  to  leave  the  city.  The  prostitute  with 
whom  he  had  been,  went  to  the  judges  and  begged  on  his 
behalf,  telling  how  difficult  all  intercourse  had  become  for 
him.  He  could  do  nothing  until  he  had  been  mercilessly 
beaten.  At  first  the  fellow,  from  shame  and  to  avoid  dis- 
grace, would  not  confess,  but  after  earnest  questioning  he 
could  not  deny  it.  There  is  said  to  have  been  a  man  in 
the  Netherlands  wlio  was  similarly  incapable,  and  could 
do  nothing  without  blows.  On  the  decree  of  the  authori- 
ties, however,  he  was  not  only  removed  from  his  position, 
but  also  severeh'  ])unished.  A  reliable  frieixl,  a  ]diysician 
in  an  important  city  of  the  kingdom,  related  to  me  how  a 
woman  of  bad  character  had  told  a  c<impanion,  who  lui'l 
been  in  tlie  hospital  a  short  time  before,  that  she,  with 
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another  woman  of  like  cliaractcr,  had  heen  sent  to  the 
woods  by  a  man  who  followed  them  tliere,  cut  rods  for 
them,  and  tlion  exposed  his  naked  buttocks,  commanded 
them  to  belabour  him  well.  They  oboyod,  and  it  is  easy 
to  conjecture  what  he  then  did  with  them.  Not  only  iin"U 
have  thus  been  excitc«!  and  inflamed  to  las^pivionsncss,  but 
also  women,  that  tliey  too  mi^ht  ex]>eri<Mi(  <  pnatcr  iu- 
tensitv  of  pleasure.*  For  this  reason  the  liniuan  woman 
had  iicrst  lf  wliii>j)ed  and  beaten  bj  the  lupercU,  Thus 
Juvenal  writes: — 

"  Sterf lea  tnorlmtQr,  et  Alis 
Tofgida  non  pnxlpst  condita  psycitlo  Lyde: 
Nec  prodest  agiU  pal  mas  praibere  Luperco." 

In  men,  as  well  as  in  women,  erection  and  orj^asm,  or 
evon  t  jafulation,  may  he  induced  hv  irritation  «)f  varitMis 
other  regions  of  the  skin  and  mucous  mcm]»rane.  Tlieso 
"hyperaesthetie"  z<mes  in  wtunan  are,  while  slie  is  a  virgin, 
the  clitoris,  and,  after  detloration,  the  vagina  and  cervix 
uteri. 

In  woman  the  nipple  particularly  seems  to  possess  this 
quality.  Titillatio  hujus  regionis  plays  an  important  part 
in  the  m  erotietL  In  his  ''Typographical  Anatomy," 
1865,  Bd.  i.,  p.  552,  Ilyril  cites  Val.  Hildenbrandt,  who 
ohserred  a  peculiar  anomaly  of  the  sexual  instinct  in  a 
girl,  which  he  called  suciusstupraiio.  She  had  her  mammie 
sucked  by  her  lover,  and  after  a  while,  by  constantly  pull- 
ing her  nipples,  she  was  enabled  to  suck  them  herself,  an 
act  that  gave  her  most  intense  pleasure.  Hprtl  also  calls 
attention  to  the  fact  that  cows  sometimes  suck  the  milk 
from  their  own  udders.  i#.  Brunn  ("Zeitg.  f.  Literatur." 
etc,  d«  Hamburg,  Correspondent,  1889,  X<t.  21),  in  an  in- 
teresting article  on  "Sensuality  and  Love  of  Kin,"  points 
out  how  zealously  the  nursing  mother  gives  herself  to  the 
nursing  ..f  the  babe,  "for  love  of  the  weak,  undeveloped, 
heli)]ess  being", 

*It  ia  a  common  proceeding  for  blasts  and  impotcnts  to  have 
fh«iiiMlv«a  whipped.  A  few  year«  ito  much  noiie  wa«  made  about 
one  such  «mateur  who  died  wliil>«t  being  whippo«!  by  »cverni  wmnrn 
in  a  boiisf  of  prostitution  at  Mo«oow.  (Ibankow,  Archives  d'  An* 
tbropol.  cniiunellc.  xiv.  p.  C97). 
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Tt  is  easy  to  assiniio  tluit,  liy  tlio  si<Ie  of  tlie  ethical 
motives,  the  fact  tliat  th(!  sucking  may  be  attended  by 
feelings  of  physical  pleasure  plays  a  part.  The  remark  of 
Brunn,  although  correct  in  itself^  but  one-sided)  that,  ac- 
cording to  Howteau's  experience,  among  the  majority  of 
animals  the  relations  between  mother  and  offspring  are 
close  only  during  the  time  of  nursing,  and  thereafter  in- 
different, also  speaks  in  favour  of  this  assumption. 

Badian  found  the  same  thing  (blunting  of  the  feeling 
for  the  offspring  after  weaning)  among  savages. 

Under  pathological  conditions,  as  is  shown  by  Chamr 
hard,  among  others,  in  his  thesis  for  the  doctorate,  other 
portions  of  the  body  (in  hysterical  persons)  about  the 
mammae  and  genitals  may  attain  the  significance  of  '*hy- 
peraesthetio''  zones. 

^  In  man,  physiologically,  fhe  only  ''hyperaesthetic"  zone 
is  the  glans  penis  and  perhaps  the  skin  of  the  external 
genitals. 

Tinder  pathological  conditions  the  anus  may  become 
a  "hyperaesthetic'*  area.    Thus  anal  automasturbation, 

which  seems  to  he  only  too  frequent,  and  passive  pc(l(n-asty 
would  be  explained.  {Cf.  (rarnicr,  "Anomalies  sexnclU^s,*' 
Paris,  p.  r>14  ;  A,  Moll,  "Contriire  Sexnalempfindun^,''  3rd 
ed.,  p.  369;  Ftifjerio,  ''Archivio  di  Psichiatria,"  1893; 
Cristtani,  "Archivio  delle  Psicopatie  sessunli,"  p.  182,  "au- 
topcdcrastia  in  un  alienato,  affetto  da  follia  pcriodiea'^) 
The  psycho-physiological  process  comprehended  in  the 
idea  of  sexual  instinct  is  composed  of 

(1)  concepts  awakened  centrally  or  peripherally; 

(2)  the  pleasurable  feelings  associated  with  them. 
The  longing  for  sexual  satisfaction  (libido  sexualis) 

arises  from  them.  This  desire  grows  stronirer  constantly 
in  proportion  as  the  excitation  of  the  cerebral  sphere  ac- 
centuates the  feeling  of  pleasure,  by  appropriate  concep- 
tions and  activity  of  the  imagination :  and  the  pleasurable 
sensations  are  increased  to  lustful  feelin«;  hv  excitation  of 
the  erection  centre  and  the  consequent  bypervmia  of  the 
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genitals  (entrance  of  liquor  prostaticus  into  the  urethra, 

etc.). 

If  circuiuslanocs  favour  the  satistaoiorv  pcrfoniuiiu-e 
of  the  sexual  act,  the  ever-incrra.-ing  »Icf^ire  is  y;ratitied;  if, 
however,  coiulitions  are  unfavourahh',  inhihition  occurs, 
checks  the  central  erectile  power,  and  prevents  the  sexual 
act. 

To  civilised  niuu  the  ready  presence  of  ideas  which 
inhibit  sexual  desire  is  of  distinct  import  The  moral 
freedom  of  the  individual,  and  the  decision  whether,  under 
certain  circumstances,  excess,  and  even  crime,  be  committed 
or  not,  depend,  on  the  one  hand,  upon  the  strength  of  the 
instinctive  impulses  and  the  acoom])anying  organic  sen- 
sations;  on  the  other,  upon  the  power  of  the  inhibitory 
ideas.  Ccmstitntion,  and  especially  organic  influences, 
have  a  marked  effect  upon  the  instinctive  impulses;  educa- 
tion and  cultivation  of  self-control  counteract  the  opposing 
influences. 

The  exciting  and  inhihitorv  powers  are  variable  quanti- 
tics.  For  instance,  over-indulgence  in  alcohol  is  very  fatal 
in  this  respect,  since  it  awakens  and  increases  libido  sexu- 
alis,  while  at  the  same  time  it  weakens  moral  resistance. 

The  Act  of  Cohahitation.* 

The  essential  condition  for  tlie  man  is  sufficient  erec- 
tion. Anjcl  ("Arch,  für  Psych.,  viii.,  11.  2)  calls  atten- 
tion to  the  fact  that  in  si'xual  cxcitciiictit  n(»t  alone  the  erec- 
tion centre  is  iiitluen<M(l  hut  the  iier\<ius  exciti-ment  is  dis- 
trihuted  over  the  entire  va-oiiiotor  svsti-iii  of  nerves.  The 
proof  of  this  is  the  turc:e<eene(^  of  the  organ-  in  the  sexual 
act,  injection  of  the  conjunctiva,  jirouunence  of  the  eye- 
balls, dilation  of  the  pupils,  cardiac  jjaljulat ion  (resulting 
from  paralysis  of  the  vasomotor  nerves  of  the  heart,  which 
arise  from  the  cen'ical  sympathetic,  and  the  resulting  dila- 
tion of  the  cardiac  arteries,  and  the  increased  stimulation 
of  the  cardiac  ganp^lia  ind«c<»d  by  the  consequent  hype-

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nemia  of  the  cardiac  walls).  The  sexual  act  is  aooom- 
panied  by  a  pleasurable  feeling,  which,  in  the  male,  is 
evoked  hj  the  passage  of  semen  through  the  dtictua  ejaeur 
hiorii  to  the  urethra,  in  consequence  of  the  sensory  stimula- 
tion of  the  genitals.  This  pleasurable  sensation  occurs 
earlier  in  thermale  than  in  the  female,  grows  rapidly  in 
intensity  up  to  the  moment  of  commencing  ejaculation^ 
reaches  its  anno  in  the  instant  of  free  emission,  and  disap- 
pears quickly  post  ejaculationem. 

In  the  female  the  pleasurable  feeling  occurs  later  and 
comes  on  more  slowly,  and  generally  outlasts  the  act  of 
ejaculation. 

Tlio  distinctive  event  in  coitus  is  ojacnlatlrm.  This 
function  is  dependent  on  a  centre  ( gcnilo-.spinal),  which 
Bu<l(jr  has  shown  to  l»e  situated  at  tlie  level  of  tlic  fourth 
lumbar  vertehra.  It  is  a  reflex  centre.  Tlie  stimulus  that 
excites  it,  is  the  ejection  of  semen  from  the  vrsicithv  soni- 
iiah'S  into  the  jkus  nu  nihranacca  un  thnv,  a  reflex  effect 
of  stimulation  of  the  (jhuus  penis.  As  s^)on  as  the  collec- 
tion of  semen,  with,  ever-increasing  j>leasurable  sensation, 
has  reached  a  sufficient  amount  to  be  effectual  as  a  stimu- 
lus of  the  ejaculation-centre,  this  centre  acts.  The  reflex 
motor  path  lies  in  the  fourth  and  fifth  lumbar  nerves.  The 
action  consists  of  a  convulsive  excitation  of  the  bulbo- 
cavernosus  muscle  (innervated  by  the  third  and  fourth 
sacral  nerves),  which  forces  the  semen  out 

In  the  female  as  well,  at  the  hci^t  of  sexual  and 
pleasurable  excitement,  a  reflex  movement  occurs.  It  is 
induced  by  stimulation  of  the  sensory  ^nital  nerves  and 
consists  of  a  peristaltic  movement  in  thr  tubes  and  uterus 
as  far  down  as  the  poHio  vaginaliSf  wiiich  presses  out  the 
mucous  secretions  of  the  tubes  and  uterus.  Inhibition 
of  the  ejaculation  centre  is  possible  as  a  result  of  cortical 
iufluenee  (want  of  <lesire  in  coitus,  emotions  in  general, 
inlluence  of  the  will). 

Under  normal  ("uditions,  with  the  completion  of  the 
sexual  act,  lihido  si'j  iki/Is  and  erection  disajipear,  and  the 
jtsyehical  and  sexual  excitement  gives  place  to  a  comfort- 
able feeling  of  lassitude. 
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III.    AXTimOPOLOGICAL  FACTS.* 

TIvF.iiv  iM«livi<lual  wlioso  sexual  dcvolopiiicnt  ha?  been 
in  accoidaiicc  with  tlic  normal  j>r<KH'ss,  reprosonts  physiciil 
ainl  iiu'tapliyaicul  attributes  which,  as  oxiK'riencc  shows, 
are  typical  of  the  sex  to  which  the  mdiridual  helongs. 
These  sexual  characteristics  are  either  primary  (sexual 
glands  and  organs  of  propagation)  or  secondary.  The  latter 
are  hodily  and  psychical  and  are  developed  only  during  the 
period  of  puberty.  Now  and  then  cases  of  precocious  as 
well  as  retarded  sexual  development  are  reported.  As  a 
rule  they  may  be  found  to  be  due  to  abnormal  evolutionary 
conditions  in  them,  chiefly  in  individuals  with  a  heavy  neu- 
ro! ic  taint. 

The  secondary  sexual  characteristics  difforontiate  the 
two  soxos;  tlicv  present  the  specific  male  and  female  types. 
The  higher  the  anthro{M)lo{xi('al  development  of  the  race, 
the  stronger  these  contrasts  between  man  and  woman,  and 

vice  versa. 

rmi)ortant  somatic  secondary  sexual  eliaracterist  ics  are, 
the  skull,  skeleton,  j)elvis  (particularly),  facial  types,  hair, 
larynx  (voiee),  uuuiimae,  thiglis,  etc. 

Tmporfant  psychical  characteristics  are  sexual  con- 
sciousness (i.e.,  the  kuouledgo  of  a  sj)ecial  sexual  indi- 
viduality as  man  or  woman)  and  a  congru<»us  sexual  in- 
stinct, from  VhiIIi  of  which  a  long  series  of  s|)ecial  features 
and  individual  peculiarities  arc  evolved,  such  as  psychical 
dispositions,  indinations,  etc. 

This  differentiation  of  the  sexes  and  the  development 
of  sexual  types  is  evidently  the  result  of  an  infinite  auc-

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oession  of  intermediary  stages  of  evolution.  The  primarj 
stage  undoubtedly  was  bi-sexuality,  such  as  still  exists  in 
the  lowest  classes  of  animal  life  and  also  during  the  first 
months  of  foetal  existence  in  man.  The  type  of  the  present 
stage  of  evolution  is  mono-sexualitj,  that  is  to  sav,  a  con- 
gruous development  of  the  secondarj  bodily  and  psychical 
sexual  characteristics  belonging  to  the  respective  sexual 
glands. 

Observation  teaches  that  the  pure  typo  of  the  man  or 
the  woman  is  often  enon^h  missed  by  nature,  that  is  to  say 
tliat  certain  secondary  nisih*  characteristics  arc  found  in 
Woman  and  vier  versa,  to  wit,  men  with  an  iiicliiial for 
female  occii)»ations  ( euibroich'ry,  toilet,  etc.),  and  women 
with  a  decided  j)redileet ion  for  manly  s|»orts  (without  the 
inthicncing  elements  of  early  education).  In  hoth  in- 
stances i)artieular  cleverness  in  the  inverted  and  j)r<> 
nounced  awkwardness  in  the  originally  proper  occupation 
will  be  noticed.  In  this  class  belong  castrates,  women  with 
a  bass  voice  (abnormal  development  of  the  larynx),  a 
narrow  pelvis,  a  beard,  undevelopment  of  the  mammae, 
etc 

Of  special  scientific  interest  are  the  cases  of  Oynoh 
eomasty,  i.e,,  the  development  of  mammae  in  the  male  lb- 
dividual,  with  concomitant  inhibited  development  of  the 
testicles  during  the  period  of  puberty.  Oalen  described  and 
named  this  anomaly.  Laurent's  monograph*  on  this  sub- 
ject is  wortliy  of  mention. 

As  ä,  rule  the  gynccomast  is  slender  in  build,  has  a 
smootl)  face  and  stunted  testicles,  is  devoid  of  theseoondary 
sexual  characteristics  of  the  num,  has  but  little  sexual  de- 
sire for  the  opposite  sex,  is  in  short  a  sort  of  a  man-womail 
of  moral  and  meta[>hysieal  inferiority. 

It  i<  a  remarkable  fact  that  (i  i/urrowasfif  only  occurs 
in  neu  rol  ically  deirenerated  families,  and  must  he  looked 
upon  as  the  manifestation  of  an  anatomical  and  fimctioual 
degeneration.

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Castration  never  produces  Oyneeomasty,  m  which  the 
glandular  tissue  but  rarely  develops,  whilst  the  nipple  be* 

comes  erogenous  and  capable  of  erection  as  in  woman.  Lac- 
tation has  but  sekiom  been  observed.  With  involution  even 
the  mammiD  disappear.  The  true  Qynecomasi  betrays 
signs  of  eifemination — ^the  voice  is  soft  and  has  a  high 
pitch,  tlie  liair  on  the  mons  veneris  is  that  of  a  woman,  the 
skin  is  soft,  tlie  jielvis  wide,  ]>otency  though  weak  is  yot 
heterosexual  and  li1)id(>  is  wjuifing.  Tt  eauii«»t  ho  douieil 
tliat  in  tlioso  cases  tliroiiiih  ilii-  iiiTcrriij>ti<»ii  of  ovolutiouary 
processes  tlic  sexual  cliaracteri^jtics  »»f  tlie  man  have  been 
replaced  l>y  those  of  the  woman  and  that  by  this  substitu- 
tion the  devel<»}»nK'nt  also  of  other  ])hysical  and  psychical 
sexual  characteristics  has  b(vn  inlluenced  in  the  sense  of 
inversion.  The  possible  combinations,  of  course,  vary 
greatly. 

An  interesting  and  important  question  now  arises,  riz. : 
''What  determines  the  development  of  an  individual  of 
that  definite  sexual  type  which  possesses  all  the  character- 
istics  of  a  man,  or  a  woman  t" 

One  is  tempted  to  look  upon  the  development  of  the 
genital  glands  as  the  determining  factor  which  may  be 
recognized  even  in  the  apparently  bisexual  foetus.  For 
the  primary  sexual  characteristics  in  the  form  of  the  sexual 
organs  are  present  and  may  be  with  puberty  developed  into 
the  secondary  sexual  ( Imracteristics. 

That  the  sexual  glands  are  important  so  far  as  the  sex 
itself  is  concerned  is  hardly  open  to  controversy,  but  they 
are  not  necessarily  the  determininir  factor.  For  we  shall 
see  later  on  that  tlic  seeondary  characteristics  (sexual  sen- 
sations, attracti«)U  by  the  ])liysieal  and  psychical  )>roj>ertie3 
of  th(!  t)pposite  sex,  and  the  instinct  to  ha\'e  sexual  inter- 
course with  ]>ersons  of  the  oj>posite  sex  )  nniy  be  inverted 
even  at  the  wry  Iteginning  of  sexual  develo])inent. 

Again  the  experience  of  gynecologists  alh»\vs  of  (he  fol- 
lowing deductions:  llcfjar  ( Nothnuger«  J*athologie,  -\x. 
Part  I.,  p.  371)  points  out: 

( I )  that  despite  of  congenital  defects  and  rudimentary 
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development  of  the  ovaries  the  feminine  type  may  be  thor- 
ough I.v  preserved; 

( 2 )  that  the  female  sexual  charaeteristics  are  relatively 
independent  of  the  ovaries  as  is  proved  by  transverse 
Hermaphroditism.  The  old  axiom  "Propter  solum  ovari- 
um mulier  est  quod  est,"  therefore  falls. 

The  sex-determining  momentum  is  unknown. 

The  form  of  the  sexiial  glands  is  therefore  not  the  quali- 
fying element  of  sex-determination,  but  wc  must  look 
rstlir  r  to  soNiial  sensations  and  the  sexual  instinct. 

All  this  directs  our  attmtion  to  the  central  domains  of 
that  norvous  plexus  which  dominates  tlio  soxual  functions 
and  which  renders  intermpfliarv  soxual  gradations  between 
the  pure  type  of  man  and  woman  possible,  quite  in  aeeord- 
ance  with  flic  oriiriiial  bisexual  predisj)ositioii  of  the  foetus. 
These  grades  may  bo  «lue  to  some  intcrfcreuco  in  the  evolu- 
ti(»ii  of  our  present  mouo-sexuality  (corresponding  jdiysical 
and  jisychical  si  xual  cliaraeterist ics)  based  ii|)<tn  degener- 
ative, especially  hereditary  dejreiieration  conditions. 

Tlie  science  of  t<»-day  can  Ijoast  of  btit  little  positive 
kno\vh'<lf;e  alxuit  tlie  evolutionary  influence  whidi  the  va- 
rious dej)artnients  of  the  sexual  api)aratU8  exerei.se  upon 
each  other.  It  is  natural  that  we  should  study  the  influ- 
ence exercised  by  the  removal  or  total  loss  of  the  sexual 
glands  upon  the  development  or  course  of  the  vita  sexualis. 
That  such  an  influence  exista  cannot  be  doubted ;  but  the 
extent  of  the  controlling  power  of  peripheral  factors  might 
largely  depend  on  whether  the  elimination  of  the  sexual 
glands  took  place  before  or  after  the  development  of  pu- 
berty ;  and  again  due  regard  must  be  given  to  the  fact  l^at 
tiie  rise  of  psychical  sexual  characteristics  may  have  con- 
siderably preceded  physical  develojmient.  Facts  seem  to 
prove  that  with  the  loss  of  the  genital  glands  previous  to 
puberty  the  devclo])ment  of  somatic  and  psychical  sexual 
characteristics  is  stunte<l  even  unto  Asexualifj/.  This  is 
true  a;^  to  the  male  and  female  of  the  humap  kind  as  well  as 
of  domestic  animals. 

iJattera  are  different  if  the  injury  occurs  after  this  bio- 
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logical  phase.  Here  we  arc  ImuiikI  Iu  timl  pliysii-al  as  will 
as  psychical  chaiaclcrisf ics  alrcuily  existing,  but  their 
further  developnieut  becomes  stunted.  The  manner  in 
which  these  organs  suocunib  (throiigli  illness  or  surgical 
interference)  is  of  no  import,  neither  is  tlie  sex  itself.  Tho 
only  condition  needed  is  that  the  development  of  the  sec^ 
ondary  sexual  characteristics  had  already  begun  as  this  is 
plainly  dependent  upon  central  spheres.  How  far  then 
sexual  development  will  go,  depends  chiefly  upon  the  con- 
dition and  the  developing  powers  of  these  central  factors; 
whilst  its  direction  is  governed  hy  the  biological  eneigy  of 
these  hisexually  predisposed  centres. 

If  the  development  ran  hitherto  in  heterosexual  chan- 
nels, but  was  lai'king  in  force,  the  sex  experiences  simply 
a  check ;  but  if  the  original  bisexual  predisposition  had  not 
yet  received  a  d<  tiuite  sexual  direetion,  and  possessed 
strength,  sexual  characteristics  of  the  opposite  sex  and 
under  circumstances  even  of  an  inverted  nature  mav  un- 
fold.  In  most  cases  there  is  but  a  partial  development  of 
the  characteristics  of  the  o))po<itr  sex. 

Aualni^.nis  exi)erieii('e<  ar<'  made  in  cases  in  which  the 
sexual  glands  woro  lost  long  after  matured  pulK-rly.  For 
iiistaiK'c,  b('arde(l  wniiit  u  are  frequently  found  in  the  posi 
ntortrni,  minus  ovaries  (  Diet,  dc  mod.  et  de  chirurg.  ))rat, 
art.  "ovario").  In  a  similar  maiiner  pheasant  heu<  are 
found  with  degenerated  ovaries,  but  with  the  i)lumage  and 
voice  of  the  mule.*  (Discuss,  de  la  soeiete  zoologique  do 
Londres). 

It  is  a  well-known  fact  that  many  women  grow  a  heard 
after  the  climacterium  and  that  the  voice  drops  to  a  lower 
register.  If  the  climax  he  reached  very  early  and  vitality 
remains  very  strong  even  another  (oi)posit(»)  sex  may  be 
developed.  See  page  247  and  cases  128  and  120. 

A  smart  difference  may  also  be  found  in  eunuchs,  ac- 
cording to  whether  castration  took  place  before  or  after

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psychical  puberty.  In  the  latter  case  the  vita  scxualis  is 
by  no  means  a  blank  page  for  sexual  feeling,  and  sexual 
instinct  for  the  opposite  sex  are  present,  althougli  physical 
and  peychical  sexual  characteristics  of  the  male  aie  stunted 
and  femininism  maj  take  its  place. 

In  rare  cases — apparently  in  strongly  developed  bi- 
sexuality — signs  of  inverted  sexuality  may  appear  {Bedor'a 
case  In  Cadiz  of  a  eunuch  with  developed  mammae). 

Tliese  facts  arc  not  in  favour  of  tlie  exclusive  effects 
exercised  by  the  sexual  glands  upon  the  development  of  the 
vita  scxualis,  especially  of  the  psychical  sexual  character- 
istics, which  no  doubt  belong  (<>  those  central  spheres  which 
normally  come  into  functional  force  with  arriving  puberty 
and  tlins  (letermine  the  essential  criterion  of  the  sex  (sex- 
ual  iuätinct). 
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IV,   GENERAL  PATHOLOGY.' 

(kxüBOLOOICAL  AKD  PBTCaOLOGICAL.) 

Anomalies  of  the  sexual  functions  are  met  with  especially 
in  civilised  races.  This  fact  is  explained  in  part  by  the 
fietpient  abuse  of  the  sexual  organs,  and  in  part  by  the 
circumstance  that  su(>li  functional  anomalies  are  diieflv 
the  signs  of  an  inherited  diseased  condition  of  the  central 
nervous  system  (^Afunctional  signs  of  degeneration").

{h)  J'aniijlsis  arises  from  the  destruction  of  tlie  centre, 
or  of  tlic  nerve-tracts  (nervi  erigentuö),  iu  diäCUöCä  of  the 
spinal  cord  ( j)aral\  tic  imj)oteiice). 

A  milder  form  is  that  of  lessened  excitability  of  the 
centre,  resulting  from  over-siiinulation  (sexual  excess, 
esjH'cially  onanism),  or  from  alcoliolic  intoxication,  ahuso 
of  bromides,  etc.  It  may  also  originate  from  cerebral 
ana'stlicsia,  or  that  of  the  external  genitals.  Cerebral 
byperaefithcsia  is  more  frequent  in  such  cases  (increased 
libido  aexualis,  Inst). 

A  peculiar  form  of  diminished  excitability  is  shown  in 
those  cases  where  the  centre  responds  only  to  certain  stimu- 
li. Thus  there  are  men  to  whom  sexual  contact  with  their 
virtuous  wives  does  not  supply  the  necessary  stimulus  for 
an  erection,  but  in  whom  it  occurs  when  the  act  is  at- 
tempted with  a  prostitute,  or  in  the  form  of  some  unnatural 
sexual  act.  So  far  as  psychical  stimuli  are  ooncemcdy  they 
may  be  inadequate  (v.  infra,  pancsthesia  and  perversion  of 
sexual  instinct)! 

(c)  luhihitlon.  The  erection  centre  may  become  in- 
capable of  function  through  cerebral  intluence.  This  in- 
hibit(»ry  influence  is  an  emotional  ])n>cess  (disgust,  fear 
of  contagion),  or  fear*  (»f  im])otenee.  Tliere  an-  men  wliu 
have  an  uncoiii]uerable  antijiatliy  in  woman,  or  fear  of 
infection,  or  are  suffering  with  perverse  m  ,\u:i1  instinct. 
In  the  latter  conditioji  are  those  neuropatliic  in(livi<luals 
(neurasthenics,  hypochondriacs),  fre<juenily  weakened  sex- 
nally  (niasturbators),  who  have  r«'ason,  or  think  they  have, 
to  mistrust  their  sexual  power.    This  idea  acts  as  an  in-

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hibitoiy  impulse,  and  makes  the  act  with  the  person  of  the 
opposite  sex  temporarilj  or  absolutely  impossible. 

(d)  IrriiabU  Weakness,  In  this  condition  there  is 
abnormal  impressionability  of  the  centre,  but  accompanied 
by  rapid  diminution  of  its  emerges'.  There  may  be  func- 
tional distiirljuncc  of  the  centre  itself,  or  weakness  of  the 
innervation  through  the  nervi  erigcntes;  or  there  may  be 
weakness  of  the  erector  penis  musde.  Cases  in  which  erec- 
tion is  abortive  on  account  of  abnormally  early  ejaculation, 
form  a  transition  to  the  following  anomalies: — 

2.    Affcctiom  of  the  Ejaculation  Centre, 

(a)  Abnormally  easy  ejaculation  from  absence  of 
cerebral  inhibition,  resulting  from  excessive  psychical  ex- 
citement or  irritable  weakness  of  the  centre.  In  this  case, 
under  certain  circumstances,  the  simple  conception  of  a 
lascivious  situation  is  sufficient  to  set  the  centre  in  action 
(high  degree  of  spinal  neurasthenia,  usually  resulting  from 
sexual  abuse).  A  third  possibility  is  hypersesthesia  of  the 
urethra,  by  virtue  of  which  the  escaping  semen  induces 
an  immediate  and  excessive  reflex  action  of  the  ejaculation 
centre.  In  such  cases  simple  proximity  to  the  female 
genitals  may  be  sufficient  to  induce  ejaculation  {anie 
portam). 

In  cases  of  hyperapsthcsia  of  the  urethra  (as  a  cause), 
ejaculation  may  bo  accompanied  by  painful,  instead  of 
p]easural)le  sensations.  Usually  in  cases  where  there  is 
hypenesthesia  of  the  urethra,  there  is  at  the  same  time 
irritahle  weakness  of  the  centre.  Both  these  fntietinmil 
distil ihaiiees  are  important  in  the  production  of  pullulio 
nimid  and  diiinin. 

The  aeeompanyinf]^  pleasurahle  feelinc:  may  l)e  jiatho- 
logically  ahsent.  This  <K*eurs  in  defective  men  and  women 
(ana'stliesia,  aspermia  ?),  ami,  further,  as  a  result  of  dis- 
ease (neurasthenia,  hysteria);  or  (in  prostitutes)  it  fol- 
lows over-stimulation  and  the  blunting  this  induced.  The 
intensity  of  the  pleasurable  feeling  accompanying  the 
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sexual  act  deponds  on  the  dogroo  of  p.sychical  and  motor 
excitement  Under  pathological  conditions  this  may 
become  so  pronoimccd,  that  the  movements  of  coitus 
assume  the  character  of  involimtary  comvulsiye  actions, 

and  oven  pass  into  genoral  convulsions. 

(//)  AbnormalUj  dlffirulf  rjnrulntion.  It  is  (X'casioucd 
bv  inexeitability  of  tlio  centre  (ab?ience  of  libido,  paralysis 
of  the  eeiitrc:  or£:aiiie,  from  disease  of  braiu  or  spinal 
cord;  fiineti(»nal,  from  sexual  abuses,  marasiuus.  diabetes, 
morpliinism ) ,  and,  in  tliis  ease,  f»tr  tlie  most  j»art.  in  con- 
neetion  with  ana-stbesia  of  the  genitals  and  paralysis  of  the 
erection  centre.  Or,  it  is  tbe  residt  of  a  lesion  of  tlie  reflex 
arc  or  of  peripheral  anastbesia  (uretlira),  or  of  aspermia. 
The  ejaculation  occurs  cither  not  at  all,  or  tardily,  in  the 
course  of  the  sexual  act,  or  only  afterward,  in  the  form  of 
a  pollution. 

III.  Cerebral  Neubobss. 

(1)  Paradoxia,  i,e,,  sexual  excitement  occurring  inde- 
pendently of  the  period  of  the  physiological  processes  in 

the  generative  organs. 

(2)  Ancpsihesia  (absence  of  sexual  instinct).  Here  all 
organic  impulses  arising  from  the  sexual  organs,  as  well 
as  all  impulses,  and  visual,  auditory  and  «dfactory  sense 
impressions  fail  to  sexually  excite  tbe  individual.  This  is 
a  physiolo<rieal  condition  in  cbildb<»od  and  old  age. 

(o)  If  ifprrd'sflirsin  (inereased  desire,  satyriasis^  Tu 
tliis  state  tbere  is  an  abiioruuilly  increased  inipressioiiabil- 
ity  (»f  tbe  rifa  sr.ninJls  to  organic,  ])svcbical  and  sensory 
stitnuli  (abnormally  intense  Jihido.  lii>!  fulness,  las<'ivious- 
nes<).  Tbe  stiimiliis  may  bo  central  (nymphomania, 
satyriasis')  or  perijiberal,  fimcfional  or  organic. 

(  n  I^ira'sf/irsin  (']tervt  r-i<»n  of  tbe  sexual  in>t inel ,  j.^'. . 
excitabilifv  of  tbe  sexual  functions  to  inade(piatc  stimuli). 

Sub-ili visions  of  parwslhc sin  are: 

(a)  Sadism,  It  consists  in  this  that  the  association 
of  lust  and  cruelty,  which  is  indicated  in  the  physiological 
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consciousness,  becomes  strongly  marked  on  a  psychically 
degenerated  basis,  and  that  this  lustful  impulse  coupled 
with  presentations  of  cruelty  rises  to  the  height  of  powers 
ful  affects.  This  generates  a  force  that  seeks  to  mate- 
rialise these  presentations  of  fancy,  and  which  is  ac- 
complished when  hyperesthesia  supervenes  as  a  compli- 
cation, or  inhibitory  moral  counter-presentations  fail  to 
act. 

The  quality  of  sadistic  acts  is  defined  by  the  relative 
potency  of  tlic  tainted  individuaL  If  potent,  tlie  impulse 
of  the  sadist  is  directed  to  coitus,  coupled  with  prepare 
atory,  concomitant  or  consecutive  maltreatment,  even 
murder,  of  the  ermsort  ("Lust  vmnh'r'^),  the  latter  oe- 
currin«^  chiefly  because  sensual  lust  has  not  been  satiaücd 
with  tiie  consummati'd  coifns. 

If  the  sadist  is  psycliically  or  <!])inally  iiiijiotciif ,  as  an 
eqniv;ilciit  (»f  coitus,  tlu  ro  will  bo  noticed  st raniiiiui:,  staii- 
bin^.  tiairellatiui;  (()f  wonicu),  or  under  circumstances 
ridiculously  sillv  and  mean,  acts  of  violence  on  the  other 
J>ers(»n  (st/niholirnl  s<i(Iistn),  or  also — faufr  dc  iiuvu.r — 
on  any  livin«;  and  feelin<r  ohject  (whipping  of  sciiool 
children,  recruits,  apjirenticcs,  cruel  acts  on  animals, 
etc). 

(h)  Masochism  is  the  counterpart  of  sadism  in  so  far 
as  it  derives  the  acme  of  pleasure  from  reckless  acts  of 
violence  at  the  hands  of  the  consort  It  springs  from  the 
impulse  to  create  a  situation  by  means  of  external  phy- 
sical force,  which  is  in  accordance  with  the  individual 
psychical  and  spinal  stage  of  potency,  as  a  preparatory 
and  concomitant  metins  to  experience  the  voluptuous  sen- 
sation of  coitus,  to  increase  it  or  to  make  it  a  substltnfo 
for  cohabitation.  In  direct  ratio  of  the  intensity  of  tho 
perverse  instinct  and  the  remaining  power  of  moral  and 
fpsthetic  cotinter  motives,  it  forms  a  gradation  of  the  most 
abhorrent  and  monstrous  to  the  most  ludicrous  and  absurd 
acts  (the  request  for  ])ersonal  castigatiou,  humiliations  of 
all  sorts,  ])assivc  llairclhition.  etc.). 

(c)  Fclichism  invests  imaginary  presentations  of  sep-

arate  parts  of  the  body  or  portionB  of  raiment  of  the  op- 
posite 8CX,  or  even  simply  pieces  of  dothing-materialy  with 
voluptuous  sensations.  The  pathological  aspect  of  this 
manifestation  may  be  deduced  from  the  fact  that  fetichism 
of  parts  of  the  body  never  stands  in  direct  relation  to  sex, 
that  it  concentrates  tho  whole  sexual  interest  in  the  one 
part  abstracted  from  the  entire  body. 

As  a  rule,  when  the  individual  fetish  Is  absent  coitus 
beei>iii<  s  impossible  or  can  only  be  managed  under  the  in- 
finence  of  the  respective  imaginary  presentation,  and  even 
then  grants  no  gratification.  Its  pathoh^gical  condition  is 
strongly  ikcc  ntuatfd  hy  the  circumstance  that  tlie  fetichist 
does  not  tind  gratification  in  coitus  itself,  but  rather  in 
the  manipulation  of  that  portion  of  tlie  Ivxly  or  that  object 
which  forms  the  interesting  and  ctfective  fetich. 

The  fetich  varies  individually  and  is,  no  doubt,  occa- 
sioned by  souic  incident  which  <lctcrmiues  the  relation  be- 
tween a  single  impression  and  the  voluptuous  feeling. 

(fl)  Aufipnfhir  Scrualify  is  the  total  absence  of  sex- 
ual feeling  toward  the  opposite  sex.  It  concentrates  all 
sexuality  in  its  own  sex.  The  physical  and  psychical 
])ropertif>s  of  ])ersoiis  of  the  same  sex  alone  exercise  nu 
aj)lir<>(lisic  effect  and  awaken  a  desire  for  sexual  uni(»u. 
It  is  jmrely  a  psycliical  anomaly,  for  the  sexual  instinct 
does  in  no  wise  correspdud  with  the  ])rimary  and  second- 
ary ]>hysical  sexual  characteristics.  In  spite  of  the  fully 
differentiated  sexual  type,  in  sj)ite  of  the  normally  devel- 
oped and  active  sexual  glands,  man  is  drawn  sexually  to 
the  man,  because  he  has,  consciously  or  otherwise,  the  in- 
stinct of  the  female  toward  him,  or  vice  Tersa.» 

From  the  clinical  and  anthropological  standpoint  this 
abnormal  manifestation  offers  various  grades  of  develop: 
mont. 

(a)  In  predominant  homosexual  instinct  traces  of 
heterosexual  Cpsvchical)  hermaphrodisia  are  to  be  found. 

(b)  If  there  is  only  inclination  to  the  own  sex  (ho- 
mosexuality) the  secondary  physical  sexual  characteristics 
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are  normal,  but  the  psychical  ones  may  point  to  incipient 
inversion. 

(e)  The  pqrchical  sexual  characteristics  are  inverted, 
ue,,  they  are  shaped  in  accordance  with  the  existing  ab* 
normal  sexuality  (effeminatio-viraj^nity). 

(d)  Also  the  seeondarv  pliysioul  s(  xiial  characteristics 
approa<  ]i  il  at  sox  to  which  the  individual,  according  to  his 
instinct,  belongs  (androgyny-g^iiandry). 

These  corobral  anomalies  fall  within  the  domain  of 
psyehopathology.  IMic  s]>inal  and  peripheral  anomalies 
may  occur  in  combination  with  the  fornior;  but  as  a  rule 
they  affect  persons  frfc  from  mental  disease.  They  may 
occur  in  various  conihinations,  an<l  l>ooonic  the  cause  of 
Rpxnal  criiiH's,  for  which  reason  they  demand  eonsidera- 
tion  in  the  follow  inir  deseription.  ITowever,  the  ecrcbral 
anomalies  claim  the  j)rineipal  intrn  st,  since  tlicv  very 
fretinently  lead  to  the  commission  of  pcnerse  and  even 
criiiiinul  acts. 

A.  Paradoxia.    Sexual  Instinct  Manifesting  Itself  Indc- 
pcniicntly  of  Physiolo^cal  Processes. 

1.  tScxual  Imiinct  Manifeslcd  in  Childhood. 

Kvery  physician  conversant  with  nervous  affections  and 
diseases  incident  to  childhood  is  aware  of  flie  fact  that 
manifestations  of  sexual  instinct  mav  t>ccur  in  verv  youuir 
children.  The  observations  of  Ultzmann  concerning 
masturijation  in  childhood*  are  worthy  of  attention  in 
relation  to  it.  It  is  necessary  here  to  differentiate  between 
the  numerous  cases,  in  which,  as  a  result  of  phimosis, 
balanitis,  or  oxyuris  in  the  rectum  or  the  vagina^  young

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rliildron  have  itcliiiig  of  the  genitals,  and  experience  a 
kiud  of  pleasurable  sensation  from  manipiilations  occa- 
sioned  tlierebv,  and  thus  eomo  to  practise  masturbation; 
and  those  cases  in  wliieh  sexual  idi  as  and  impulses  occur 
in  the  cliild  as  a  result  of  cereliral  processes  without 
peripheral  causes.  Tt  is  only  in  tliis  latter  class  of  cases 
thai  we  have  to  <lo  with  prenuilurc  n»anifestations  of  sexual 
insiinet.  In  sucii  eases  it  may  always  b<'  rei^arded  as  an 
accomj)anying  symptom  of  a  iieuropsychopatliic  consti* 
tutioual  condition. 

A  case  of  Marc's  ("Die  Geisteskrankheiten,"  etc.,  ran 
Ideler,  i.,  p.  6C)  illustrates  very  well  these  conditions.  The 
subject  was  a  girl  of  eight  years  of  age,  of  respectable  fam- 
ily, who  was  devoid  of  all  child-like  and  moral  feelings,  and 
had  masturbated  from  her  fourth  year;  at  the  same  time 
she  consorted  with  boys  of  the  age  of  ten  or  twelve.  She 
had  thou^t  of  killing  her  parents,«that  she  might  become 
her  own  mistress  and  give  herself  up  to  pleasure  with 
men. 

In  these  cases  of  premature  manifestation  of  libido  the 
children  begin  early  to  masturbate;  and,  since  they  are 
greatly  predisposed  constitntioually,  they  often  sink  into 
dementia,  or  become  subjects  of  severe  degenerative  neu- 
roses or  ])sychoses. 

Lomhrosn  ("Arehivio  di  Psiehiat ria,"  iv.,  ]).  22)  has 
collected  a  nuiiilx  r  of  eases  of  eliihlreu  alTected  with  very 
decided  hereditary  taint,  wliieh  behni«;  to  tliis  catcfjory, 
Oiu'  was  that  of  a  trirl  who  masturbated  shamelessly  and 
^  almost  constantly  at  tlie  a^e  tliree.  Another  uSv\  beiran 
at  the  asre  of  eiirlit,  and  continued  to  practise  masturba- 
tion when  married,  and  even  during  prcirnaney,  Slie  was 
pregnant  twelve  times.  Five  of  the  children  died  early, 
four  were  hydrocephalic,  and  two  boys  began  to  mastur- 
bate— one  at  the  age  of  seven,  the  other  at  the  age  of 
four. 

Zamhaeo  C'l'Enc^phale,"  1882,  Nr.  1,  2)  tells  the 
disgusting  story  of  two  sisters  affected  with  premature 
and  perverse  sexual  desire.   The  elder,  H.,  masturbated 
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at  the  age  of  sovon,  practised  lewdness  with  boys,  stole 
wherever  she  could,  seduced  her  four-year-old  sister  into 
masturbation,  and  at  the  age  of  ten  was  given  uj)  to  the 
])raetiee  of  the  most  revolting  vices.  Kven  frvnnn  nimlrns 
ad  rlildridrni  had  no  ctTrct  in  overeoiiiinix  tlie  j)raetiee,  and 
she  niastiirhated  with  the  cassock  of  tt  priest  while  he  was 
e.\lM»rting  her  to  reformation. 

Cf.  also  M(i</n(in,  "Lectures  on  Psychiatry,"  Cm  Ger- 
man hv  Mold  us.  v<»Is.  ii.  and  iii.,  ]>.  '27),  giving  tlie  case  of 
j)reniatiire  and  ]>revers(?  rilu  .sf.iuulis  in  a  girl  of  twelve 
with  hereditary  laiut.    Other  cases,  ibidem  p.  120-121. 

2.  Be-awakening  of  Sexual  Instinct  in  Old  Age,^ 

Cases  in  which  the  sexual  instinct  prevails  until  a 
great  age  are  rare.  ''Scnectns  non  quidem  annis  sed 
viribus  magis  mtimatur"  {Zittmann).  Oesterlen  (Ma&ch' 
ha,  Handb./*  iii.,  p.  18)  mentions  the  case  of  a  man  aged 
eighty-three,  who  was  sentenced  to  three  years*  imprison- 
ment by  a  court  in  Wiirtemberg  on  account  of  sexual  mis- 
demeanour*.  Unfortunately  nothing  is  sai<l  of  the  nature 
of  tin?  crime  or  of  the  mental  condition  of  the  criminal. 

The  nnmifestation  of  sexual  instinct  in  old  age  is  not 
in  itself  pathological. 

Presumjttion  of  pathological  conditions  must  neces- 
sarily Ite  entertained  wlien  the  in(li\"idiial  is  deerej.it  and 
his  s  'Xiial  life  has  already  long  beeome  cNtinct:  and  when 
the  impulse,  in  a  man  whose  sexual  nictls  were  in  his  early 
life,  p(»rha]»s,  n<>t  very  marked,  manifots  itself  with 
greater  strength,  and  strives  for  even  perverse  satisfaction 
in  a  shameless  and  imjiul^i ve  inaimer. 

In  such  cases  a  jiresuuij»! i<»n  of  pathological  condi- 
tions suggests  itself  at  once.  Medical  science  recognises 
the  fact  that  such  an  impulse  depends  upon  the  morbid 
alterations  of  the  brain  which  lead  to  senile  dementia, 
l^his  abnormal  manifestation  of  sexual  life  may  be  the

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precursor  of  senile  tleinentia,  and  make  its  appearance 
even  long  before  tiiere  are  any  well-detineil  manifesta- 
tions of  intellectual  weakness.  The  attentive  and  expe- 
rienced observer  will  always  be  able  to  detect  in  tliis 
prodromal  stage  an  alteration  of  character  in  pejus,  and 
a  deterioration  of  the  moral  sense  accompanying  the 
peculiar  sexual  manifcBtation. 

The  libido  of  those  passing  into  eenile  dementia  is  at 
first  expressed  in  lascivious  speech  and  gesture.  The  first 
objects  for  the  attempts  of  these  senile  subjects  of  brain 
atrophy  and  psychical  degeneration  are  children.  This 
sad  and  dangerous  fact  is  explained  by  the  better  oppor- 
tunity they  have  in  succeeding  with  childnn,  but  more 
especially  by  a  feeling  of  imperfect  sexual  power.  De- 
fective sexual  power,  and  irreatly  diminished  moral  sense, 
explain  the  additional  fact  of  the  perversity  of  the  sexual 
acts  of  such  aged  men.  They  are  the  equivalents  of  the 
impossible  physiological  act. 

The  annals  of  legal  medicine  distinguish  as  such,  ex- 
hibition of  the  genitals,'  lustful  handling  of  the  genitals 
of  children,'  inducing  tlieiu  to  ])erfonn  nianustuj)rati(»n  on 
the  s(  (lu( M  l  ,  and  performing  masturbation^  or  fiagellatiou 
on  the  victim. 

Tn  this  stage  the  intellect  may  still  be  sufHciently  in- 
tact to  allow  avoidance  of  jiublicity  and  discovery,  whil« 
the  moral  sense  is  \oo  far  gone  to  allow  consideration  of 
the  moral  significance  of  the  act,  and  resistance  to  the 
impulse;  With  the  progress  of  dementia,  these  acts  are 
more  and  more  shamelessly  committed.  Then  oare  on 
account  of  defective  sexual  power  disappears,  and  adults 
also  become  the  objects  of  the  senile  passion;  but  the 
defective  sexual  power  necessitatcfl  equivalents  for  coitus. 
Not  infrequently  sodomy  results,  and,  as  Tamowdey  {op, 
ext.,  p.  77)  points  out,  in  the  sexual  act  performed  with

graf itieali»»n.  'l  lie  jKTver.se  sexual  aets  with  adults  arc 
quite  as  horrible,  aud  may  be  explaim'd  psychologically 
in  the  same  way. 

Case  49,  in  the  author's  ''Text-Book  of  Legal  Psycho- 
pathology,*'  second  edition,  p.  IGl,  demonstrates  how 
enormously  increased  sexual  lust  may  be.  during  the 
course  of  senile  dementia.  Quum  aenex  lihidinoam  ger- 
manam  9uam  filiam  annukUione  motus  neearei  et  adspeetu 
peetoria  aciaai  puellat  moribunda  deleeiareiur. 

Erotic  delirium  and  states  of  satyriasis  may  occur  in 
the  course  of  the  malady,  with  «r  without  maniacal 
episodes,  as  the  following  case  shows : — 

Case  1.  J.  lienr,  always  fj^iven  to  in'lul<;cnee  in  sen- 
sualify  muiI  sexual  j)lt  asun's,  but  always  with  rc^Mrd  for 
de<'oruui,  had  shown,  since  his  seventy-sixth  year,  a  ])ro- 
gressive  loss  of  intelligence  and  increasing  perversion  of 
his  moral  sense.  Previonsly  bright  and  outwardly  moral, 
he  now  wasted  his  property  in  concourse  with  prostitutes, 
frequented  brothels  only,  asked  every  woman  on  the  street 
to  marry  him  or  allow  coitus,  and  thus  bccanu  publicly  so 
obnoxious  that  it  was  necessary  to  place  him  in  an  toy- 
lum.  There  the  sexual  excitemcmt  increased  to  a  yeritable 
satyriasis,  which  lasted  until  he  died.  He  masturbated 
continuously,  even  before  others;  took  delight  only  in 
obscene  ideas;  thought  the  men  about  him  were  women, 
and  followed  them  with  indecent  proposals  (Legrand  du 
Saullc,  "La  Folie,"  p.  533). 

Moreover,  women  previously  moral,  when  affected  with 
senile  dementia,  may  manifest  similar  conditions  of  great 
sexual  excitement  (nymphomania,  furor  uterinus). 

It  may  be  seen  from  a  reading  of  Schopenhaver^  that, 
as  a  result  of  senile  dementia,  the  abnormally  excited  and 
perverse  instinct  may  be  directed  exclusively  to  persons 
of  the  same  sex  (v.  infra).   Qratification  is  obtained  by

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passive  podt'ra>iy,  or.  as  I  uscertaiued  in  the  following 
case,  hy  uuitual  masturbation: — 

'  Case  2.  Mr.  X.,  aged  eighty,  of  High  aoeial  standing, 
bom  of  a  family  with  hereditary  taint.  He  was  always 
very  sensual  and  a  cynic,  of  uncontrollable  temper,  and, 
according  to  his  own  confession,  as  a  young  man  pre 
ferred  masturbation  to  coitus.  However,  he  never  showed 
signs  of  sexual  perversion,  and  kept  mistresses,  raising  a 
child  by  one.  At  the  age  of  forty-eight  he  married,  out 
of  inclination,  and  begat  six  children,  and  never  gave  his 
wife  eaiise  for  complaint.  I  could  obtain  but  an  incom- 
plete historv  of  Iiis  family.  It  was  certain  that  his  brother 
was  suspected  of  love  for  men,  and  that  a  nephew  became 
insane  as  a  result  of  excessive  masturbätion. 

The  patient's  temper,  always  po(^uHar  and  quick,  hail 
for  years  been  jjrowini:  more  violent.  He  had  become 
excoc'linixly  snsjiicious,  aii«l  slight  opposition  to  his  wislu's 
induced  attacks  of  auLri  r  whidi  turned  at  times  into  actual 
ravinir,  wlien  he  would  r,ii<e  his  liand  even  airainst  Ins  wife. 
For  a  year  there  had  Ix  i  ii  luiiuistakable  sii^ns  of  iiieij)ient 
senile  demenlia.  Tiie  patient  had  become  forgetful,  hwal- 
ised  ])ast  events  iucorrectly.  and  ha<l  false  ideas  of  time 
For  fourteen  moutlis  it  was  noticed  that  he  manifested  af- 
fection for  certain  nude  servants,  especially  for  a  garden- 
er's boy.  Otherwise  nido  and  overbearing  to  servants,  he 
surfeited  his  favourite  with  favours  and  presents,  and  com- 
manded his  family  and  his  house  officials  to  treat  the  boy 
with  the  greatest  respect.  The  aged  patient  awaited  the 
hour  of  rendezvous  in  true  sexual  excitement.  He  sent  his 
family  away,  that  he  might  be  with  his  favourite  undis- 
turbed, and  remained  shut  up  with  him  for  hours;  and 
when  the  doors  were  opened  again,  he  was  found  lying  on 
the  bed  exhausted.  Besides  this  olijeet  of  his  passion,  the 
patient  had  intercourse  ejdsodically  wiih  otlier  servants. 
It  is  certain  that  he  enticed  them,  asked  them  for  kisses, 
exhibited  him  '  If.  allowed  manipuhif ion  ad  geniialia,  and 
practised  mutual  masturbation.   By  these  practices  abso* 
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lute  cloin<>rali.<ution  was  brought  about  in  tlic  household. 
The  fauiilv  was  jujwcrless ;  fur  any  opposition  caused 
violent  outbreaks  of  anger  and  even  threats  against  his 
relatives.  The  patient  was  completely  without  apprecia- 
tion of  his  pcn^erse  scmial  acts;  and  therefore  the  only 
course  left  to  the  afflicted  family  was  to  remove  all  author- 
ity from  his  hands  and  place  him  in  an  asylum.  No  erotic 
inclination  towards  the  opposite  sex  was  ohserved,  though 
the  patient  occupied  a  sleeping^apartment  with  his  wife. 
With  reference  to  the  perverse  sexuality  and  the  defective 
moral  sense  of  this  unfortunate  man,  it  is  worthy  of  note 
that  In  quostioiii  d  the  servants  of  his  daughter-in>law  as 
to  whether  she  had  lovers. 

B.— Anssthcsia  Sexualb  (Absence  of  Sexual  Peeling). 

1.  As  a  CongenUai  Anomaii/. 

Only  those  cases  can  be  regarded  as  unquestionable 
exaiiiph's  <tf  absence  of  sexual  instinct  dependent  on  cere- 
bral causes,  in  whicli,  in  sj)ite  of  generative  organs  nor- 
nudly  developed  and  the  perforuuince  of  their  functions 
(secretion  of  semen,  menstruation),  the  corresponding 
emotions  of  sexual  life  are  absolutely  wanting.  These  func- 
tionally sexless  individuals  are  rare  cases,  and,  indeed, 
always  persons  having  degenerative  defects,  in  whom  other 
functional  cerebral  disturbances,  states  of  psychical  degen- 
eration, and  even  anatomical  signs  of  degeneration,  may  be 
observed. 

Case  3.  E.,  age  29,  civil  servant,  consulted  me  on 
account  of  his  abnormal  sexual  condition.  Being  without 
relatives  he  wanted  to  marry,  but  only  on  rational  grounds. 
Tie  claimed  to  have  never  experienced  a  sensual  emotion. 
Sexual  life  was  known  to  him  only  from  what  he  had 
heard  other  men  say  about  it  or  from  what  he  had  read  in 
erotic  novels,  which,  however,  had  never  made  any  im- 
pression  upon   hiu.      He   had   no   diäliko   for  the 
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opposite  8CX,  or  special  indination  towards  his  own  sex, 
and  had  never  masturbated*  Since  his  neventeenth  year 
he  had  at  intervals  nocturnal  pollutions,  but  without  oon* 
oomitant  lascivious  dreams.  £rections  occurred  in  the 
morning  when  waking  which,  however,  disap(>eared  at  once 
after  emptying  the  bladder.  Excepting  this  want  of  sexual 
instinct  K.  considered  himself  quite  normal  No  psychical 
defects  could  be  detected.  He  was  fond  of  solitude,  but 
of  a  frigid  nature,  without  interest  in  the  arts  or  the  beau- 
tiful,  but  a  highly  efficient  and  esteemed  offidaL 

Case  4.  W.,  age  25,  merdumt,  clnimod  to  be  un- 
tainted, never  had  a  severe  ilhiess,  never  had  nuwturbated, 

siiiee  his  nineteenth  year  liad  hut  rarely  ]M)lhitions,  mostly 
witlnnit  sensual  dreams.  Since  his  tweiit v-llrst  vear  ro'ttns 
ranssini  US,  tirlus  <ji((t.si  ma.'if  itr1ni(i)n  us .  in  corpore  fcnimur, 
sine  uUti  volujdatc.  \V,  declared  to  have  made  th(*se  at- 
temjits  solely  through  curiosity,  and  so<'n  gave  them  \\\y 
altogether  as  desire,  gratitieation.  juid  ultimately  even 
erection  were  wanting.  He  never  had  any  leaning  towards 
his  own  si'X.  His  delieieney  did  not  seeni  to  cause  him  any 
worry.  In  the  ethical  and  a^sthetical  field  there  were  no  ah- 
normal  manifestations. 

Case  5.  P.,  aged  thirty-six,  common  labourer,  was 
received  at  my  clinic  in  the  beginning  of  November  on 
account  of  spastic  spinal  paralysis.  He  declared  he  came 
of  a  healthy  family.  A  stutterer  from  his  youth.  Cranium 
microcephalic  (cf.  53  cm.).  Patient  somewhat  imbecile. 
He  was  never  sociable,  never  had  a  sexual  emotion.  The 
sight  of  a  woman  never  had  anything  enticing  for  him. 
Ife  never  had  a  desire  to  masturbate.  Erections  frequent, 
but  only  on  awakening  in  the  morning  with  a  full  bladder, 
and  without  a  trace  of  sexual  feeling.  Pollutions  very 
infrequent — about  once  a  year,  in  sleep — and  usually 
while  dreaming  that  he  was  eoneerne<l  with  a  feniale. 
These  dicams,  however,  as  his  dreams  in  general,  were  not 
markedly  erotic,    lie  said  the  act  of  poliutiou  was  not  ac* 
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oompanied  by  any  pleasurable  sensation.  Patient  did 
not  feel  this  absence  of  sexual  sensation.  He  gave  the 
assurance  that  his  brother,  aged  thirty-four,  was  in  exactly 
the  same  sexual  condition  as  himself,  and  made  it  seem 
probable  that  a  sister,  aged  twenty-one,  was  in  a  similar 
state.  A  younger  brother,  ho  said,  was  sexually  normal. 
The  examination  of  his  genitals  revealed  nothing  abnormal 
.beyoiu]  pliimosis. 

Further  cases  see  K  Krafft,  '^Arbeiten,"  iv^  p.  178, 
170. 

Hammond  (*'St>xual  Impotence"),  even  with  his  \vi«le 
experience,  reports  only  the  following  three  caüCä  of  anss- 
thesia  sexualis : — 

Case  6.  Mr.  W.,  aged  thirty-three;  strong,  licalthy, 
with  normal  genitals.  lie  had  never  cxj^oricuced  libido, 
and  had  vainly  sought  to  awaken  his  defective  sexual  in- 
stinct by  means  of  obscene  stories  and  intercourse  with 
prostitutes.  On  the  occasion  of  such  attempts  lie  experi- 
enced only  disgust,  with  even  a  feeling  of  nausea,  and 
l)ccaine  ncrvonslv  and  meutallv  cxliaustcd.  Onlv  once, 
when  he  forced  the  situation,  did  he  have  a  transitory  erec- 
tion. W.  had  never  masturbated,  and  had  had  j)ol hit  ions 
about  oneo  everv  two  months  from  his  scventeentli  year. 
Important  interests  deiiiande<l  that  he  should  marry.  lie 
had  no  honor  femina',  and  longed  for  a  home  und  a  wife, 
but  felt  that  he  was  incapable  of  the  sexual  act  He 
died  unmarried  in  the  American  Civil  War. 

Case  7.  X.,  aired  twenty-seven,  genitals  normal; 
never  felt  libido.  ^leciianical  or  thermic  stimuli  easily  in- 
duced erection,  but  libido  sexual i.s  was  regularly  replaced 
by  a  desire  for  alcoholic  indulgence.  Such  excesses  also 
induced  erections,  and  ho  then  sometimes  masturbated, 
lie  had  a  disinclination  f^r  women  and  a  loa(!ii>ig  of 
coitus.  If,  with  an  erect  inn,  he  madf  an  attempt  at 
coittis,  it  disappeared  at  once.  Death  in  coma  during  an 
attack  of  cerebral  hypcnemia. 
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Case  8.  lira.  O.,  normally  developed,  healthy,  men- 
struated regularly;  Bgjsd  thirty-five;  fifteen  years  married* 
She  never  experienced  libido,  and  never  had  any  erotic 
excitement  in  sexual  intercourse  with  her  husband.  She 
was  not  averse  to  coitus,  and  sometimes  seemed  to  experi- 
ence pleasure  in  it,  but  she  never  had  a  wish  for  repetition 
of  cohabitation. 

In  conn  option  with  such  genuine  eases  of  ansesthesia,^ 

thore  slionld  be  considored  othor  cases  in  wliicli  the  mental 
side  of  tlie  rifa  S(.fualis  is  a  blank  leaf  in  the  life  of 
the  iiidividnnl,  but  where  elcinentarv  sexual  sensations 
nianifrst  themselves  at  least  in  masturbation  {rf.  tlu'  tran- 
silionai  case  7).  Aceordint;  to  Miif/min's  iui^cnions  flassi- 
fieatifin — wiiieh,  however,  is  not  strictly  correct  an«l 
.somewhat  too  doijmatic — in  such  cases  the  sexual  life  is 
so  liuiited  as  to  be  dcsi^^iatcd  spinal.  Possibly  in  some 
such  cases  there  exists  virtuallv  a  mental  side  of  the  vita 
sexualis,  but  it  is  very  weak,  and  undermined  by  mastur- 
bation before  it  attains  development  These  represent 
the  transitional  cases  from  the  congenital  to  the  acquired 
(psychical)  anmstheaia  aexualis.  This  danger  threatens 
many  masturbators  of  vitiated  constitution.  It  is  psycho- 
logically interesting  that  when  the  sexual  element  is  early 
vitiated,  then  an  ethical  defect  is  manifested. 

The  two  following  cases,,  previously  published  by  me 
in  the  "Archiv  für  T*syehiatrie,'*  vii.,  are  given  here  as 
illustrations  worthy  of  consideration: — 

'No  doubt  Swift'*,  the  great  satirist,  was  a  ease  of  anesthesia 

leximlis.  Adolf  Stern  huvh  in  his  hio^'rapliy  of  Swift  ("  .\us  dem  IH. 
Jalirliundcrt ;  Biograph iMche  Bilder  und  .Skizzen,"  l^ipzip.  1S74): 
"  It  seems  that  he  was  totally  devoid  of  the  senttual  elements  of  iovo ; 
his  candid  cyniciHm,  found  in  many  of  his  letters,  is  almost  definite 
proof  of  tills.  Wlioever  properly  «rrasps  rortain  p;>sH:ii,'r«i  in  '  flulli 
ver's  Travels,*  ami  especially  the  account  which  .Swift  gives  of  the 
marriage  and  progeny  of  the  Houjhnhorses,  the  noble  steeds  of  the 
last  chapters,  can  scarcely  doubt  that  this  ^rent  satirist  abhorred 
ninrriage,  and  never  felt  the  impulse  which  draw-;  the  fscves  f ofredier.'' 
rractically  speaking,  the  enignialical  side  of  Swift  s  diaracter.  and 
several  of  hia  works,  vUf.,  "Diary  to  Stella**  and  **OalliTer*s  Travels," 
can  only  be  nndentood  U  Swift  is  coDsidered  sexually  anmUietic. 
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Case  9.  F.  J.,  aged  nineteen,  student;  mother  was 
nervous,  sister  cpifeptio.  At  the  ago  of  four,  acute  brain 
affection,  lasting  two  weeks.  As  a  child  he  was  not 
affectionate,  and  was  cold  towards  his  parents ;  as  a  student 

he  was  peculiar,  retiring,  preoccupied  with  self,  and  given 
to  mnc"li  ri'iiding.  Well  endowi'd  mentally,  ^lasturbation 
fiDiu  liftceiitli  yrar.  Kcce-iilric  after  puberty,  with  con- 
tinual vacillatiuii  bctwi-eii  religious  enthusiasm  and  ma- 
terialism— now  studying  theology,  now  natural  sciences. 
At  the  university  hi.s  fellow-students  took  him  for  a  fool, 
lie  read  Jean  I'aul  almost  exclusively,  and  wasted  his 
time.  Absolute  absence  of  sexual  feeling  toward  the  o})- 
positc  sex.  Once  he  indulged  in  intercourse,  experienced 
no  sexual  feeling  in  the  act,  found  coitus  absurd,  and  did 
not  repeat  it  Without  any  emotional  cause  whatever,  he 
often  had  a  thought  of  suicide.  He  made  it  the  subject  of 
a  philosophical  dissertation,  in  which  he  contend^  that  it 
was,  like  masturbation,  a  justifiable  act  After  ^repeated 
experiments  which  he  made  on  himself  with  various  poi- 
sons, he  attempted  suicide  with  fifty-seven  grains  of  opium, 
but  he  was  saved  and  sent  to  an  asylum. 

Patient  was  destitute  of  moral  and  social  feelings.  His 
writings  disclosed  incredible  frivolity  and  vulgarity.  His 
knowledge  was  of  a  wide  range,  but  his  logic  peculiarly 
distorted.  There  was  no  trace  of  emotionality.  He  treated 
everything  (even  the  sublime)  with  incomparable  cynicism 
and  irony.  lie  pleaded  for  the  justification  of  suicide  with 
false  philosophical  j)remises  and  conclusions,  and,  as  one 
would  sj)eak  of  the  most  indifferent  affair,  he  declared  that 
he  intended  to  aocomjdish  it.  He  regretted  that  his  pen- 
knife had  been  taken  from  him.  If  he  had  it,  he  would 
open  his  veins  as  Seneca  did — in  the  bath.  At  one  time 
a  friend  had  given  him  instead  of  a  poison  as  he  sup- 
posetl,  a  cathartic.  Instead  of  sending  him  to  the  other 
world,  it  sent  him  to  the  water-closet.  Onlv  the  Great 
Operator  could  eradicate  his  foolish  and  fatal  idea  with  the 
scythe  of  death,  etc. 

The  patient  had  a  large,  rhombic,  distorted  skull,  thü 
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left  half  of  tbe  forehead  being  flatter  than  the  n|^t  The 
occiput  -waa  very  straight.  Ears  far  back»  widely  project- 
ing^ and  the  eztemal  meatoa  formed  a  narrow  alit.  Qenitala 
veiy  kx;  teatidea  unuaualljr  aoft  and  amaU. 

Kow  and  then  the  patient  aufFeied  with  onomatomania. 
He  waa  compelled  to  think  of  the  moat  naelesa  problema 
and  give  himaelf  up  to  interminahley  distreaaing  and  worry- 
ing  thoughta,  and  became  ao  fatigued  that  he  waa  no  longer 
capable  of  any  rational  thinking.  After  aome  montha  the 
patient  was  sent  home  unimproved.  There  he  spent  his 
time  in  reading  and  frivolities,  and  busied  himself  with 
the  thought  of  founding  a  new  system  of  Christianity 
because  ( 'brist  had  l>eeTi  subject  to  grand  delusions  and 
had  deceived  the  world  with  niiraclesC  0*  After  remaining 
at  home  sonif  v(  :ir>^  tlic  siuUh-n  occurrence  of  a  maniacal 
outbreak  brougiit  him  back  to  the  asylum.  He  presented 
a  mixture  of  primordial  delirium  of  persecution  (devil, 
antichrist,  jxTsecution,  poi?;<)nlnjr,  ]>ersecuting  voices) 
and  delusions  of  «rrandeur  (Christ,  redemption  of  the 
worlds,  with  impulsive,  incoherent  acfi«ms.  After  tive 
nidufhs  there  was  a  remission  of  this  iuirrcurrent  acute 
mental  disease,  and  the  ])atient  retunu'd  to  the  le%'el  of 
his  original  iutellectuul  peculiarity  and  moral  defect 

Case  10.  E.,  aged  thirty,  journeyman  painter,  waa 
arrested  while  trying  to  cut  off  the  scrotum  of  a  boy  he 
had  caught  in  the  woods.  He  gave  as  a  motive  for  this 
act  that  he  wished  to  cut  it  off  in  order  that  the  world  - 
should  not  multiply.  Often  in  his  youth,  with  like 
purpose,  he  had  cut  into  his  own  genitals. 

It  is  impossible  to  learn  anything  of  his  anoeatry. 
From  his  childhood  he  was  mentally  abnormal,  violent, 
never  lively,  very  irritable,  irascible,  selfish  and  weak 
minded.  He  hated  women,  loved  solitiide,  and  read  much. 
Tie  sometimes  laughed  to  himself  and  did  silly  things. 
Of  late  years  his  hatred  of  women  had  inereaaed,  especially 
of  those  that  were  pregnant,  they  being  responsible  for 
the  misezy  of  the  world.    He  also  hated  children,  and 
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cursed  his  father,  lie  entertained  coiimiuuistic  ideas, 
and  IxTuted  the  rich  and  the  ministry  and  God,  who 
had  allowed  him  to  come  into  tiie  world  so  poor.  He 
(leelared  that  it  would  be  better  to  castrate  all  ehildren 
than  to  allow  others  to  come  into  the  world  fat(Ml  onlv  to 
endure  poverty  and  misery.  He  had  always  had  the  in- 
tention, from  his  fifteenth  year,  of  castrating  liimseif,  in 
order  that  he  might  have  no  part  in  increasing  unhappiness 
and  adding  to  the  nimiber  of  men.  He  hated  the  female 
sex  becauae  it  was  a  means  of  procreation.  Only  twice  in 
his  life  had  he  allowed  women  to  practise  manustupration 
on  him,  and,  with  the  exception  of  this  he  had  never  had 
anything  to  do  with  them.  Occasionally  he  had  sexnal 
desire,  but  never  for  a  natural  gratification  of  it.  When 
nature  did  not  help  him,  he  occasionally  helped  himself 
by  means  of  masturbation. 

He  ^^  as  a  powerful,  muscular  man.  The  formation  of 
the  genitals  presented  no  abnormality.  On  the  scrotum 
and  penis  were  numerous  scars,  the  results  of  his  attempts 
at  self-^maseiilation,  which,  he  asserted,  were  not  carried 
out  on  account  of  pain.  Genu  valgum  of  right  leg.  No 
evidence  of  onanism  could  ho  discovered.  He  was  moody, 
defiant,  irritable.  vS<KMal  feclincs  were  absolutely  foreicm 
to  him.  Witli  the  exce])tion  of  im])erfect  sleep  and  fre- 
quent headaches,  there  were  no  functional  disturbances. 

From  cases  of  this  kind,  depending  on  cerebral  causes, 
there  must  be  distinguished  others  in  which  absence 
of  function  arises  from  an  absence  of  malformation  of  the 
generative  organs,  as  in  certain  hermaphrodites,  idiots  and 
cretins. 

TJlttmarm'^  observations  show  that  anaeHheaa  aexualia 
is  not  caused  simply  by  aspermia.  He  shows  that  even  in 
congenital  oipermia  tiie  viia  sexmlis  and  sexual  power 
may  be  entirely  satisfying;  an  additional  proof  that  de-

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fet'tive  libido  ah  oriyine  is  to  be  sought  for  in  cerebral  con- 
ditions. 

The  naturae  fritjidac  of  Zacchias  arc  oxamples  of  a 
milder  form  of  ana'!stliesia.    Thcv  are  met  with  more  frc- 

ft' 

quently  in  women  than  in  men.  The  characteristic  signs  of 
1JÜ8  anomaly  are:  slight  indlnation  to  sexual  intefoourbc,  or 
pronounced  disinclmation  to  coitus  without  sexual  equiva- 
lent, and  failure  of  corresponding  psychical,  pleasurable 
excitation  during  coitus,  which  is  indulged  in  simply  from 
sense  of  duty.  I  have  often  had  occasion  to  hear  com- 
plaints from  husbands  about  this.  In  such  cases  the  wives 
have  always  proved  to  be  neuropathic  ah  origine.  Some 
were  at  the  same  time  hysterical. 

2.  Acquired  AruBsthena. 

Acquired  diminution  of  sexual  instinct,  extending 
through  all  degrees  to  extinction,  may  depend  on  various 
causes.  These  may  be  organic  and  functional,  psychical 
and  somatic,  central  and  ]>eripheral.  The  diminution  of 
libido,  as  ajje  advances,  and  its  tt'iii)H>rarv  «lisapjn'aranee 
after  tlie  sexual  act,  are  physioloiricjil.  The  variations  with 
reference  to  tlie  duration  of  tlio  sexual  instim  f  are  de- 
|K'ndent  up<m  individual  factors.  E<lncatioii  an<l  nuumcr 
of  life  have  a  preat  iiithimce  upon  the  intensity  of  tho 
vita  scrualis.  Intense  mental  activity  (liard  study),  jdiy- 
.sieal  exertion,  (Muotional  depression,  and  sexual  continence 
decidedly  diminish  sexual  inclination.  Continence  at  tirst 
induces  increase,  but  sooner  or  later,  according  to  con- 
stitutional conditions,  the  activity  of  the  generative  organs 
decreases,  and  with  it  libido.  At  all  events,  in  a  person 
sexually  mature,  a  close  connection  exists  between  the 
activity  of  the  generative  glands  and  the  degree  of  libido. 
That  this  relation  is  not  determined  is  shown  by  the  cases 
of  sensual  women,  who,  after  the  climacterium,  continue 
to  have  sexual  intercourse,  and  may  manifest  states  of 
sexual  excitement  (cerebral).  Also  in  eunuchs  it  is  seen 
that  libido  may  long  outlast  the  production  of  semen. 
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On  the  other  hand,  however,  experience  teaches  that 
libido  is  easentially  conditioned  l)v  tlie  functions  of  the 
generative  glands,  and  that  the  faet.s  mentioned  are  ex- 
ceptional manifestations.  As  peri])lu'r:il  causrs  <»f  <liiuinn- 
tion  or  extinetii»n  of  libido,  nuiy  be  nientiunt-d  casl ration, 
degeneration  of  the  sexnal  glands,  niarasinns,  sexual 
excesses  in  the  form  of  eoitns  and  masturbation,  and 
aleoholisui  au<l  abuse  of  cocaine.  In  the  same  wav, 
the  disappearance  of  libido  in  general  disturbances  of 
nutrition  (diabetes,  morphinism,  etc.)  may  be  explained. 
Finally,  the  atrophy  of  the  testieles  should  be  remem- 
hered,  which  has  sometimes  been  observed  to  follow  focal 
lesions  of  the  braih  (cerebellum). 

A  diminution  of  the  vita  sexuoiis  from  degeneration 
of  the  tracts  of  the  cord  and  genito  •  spinal  centre, 
occurs  in  diseases  of  the  spinal  cord  and  brain.  A 
central  interference  with  the  semial  instinct  may  he  or- 
ganically induced  by  cortical  disease  (dementia  paralytica 
in  its  advanced  stages) ;  functionally,  bv  hysteria  (cen- 
tral annsthesia  ?)  and  emotional  insanity  (melancbolitti 
hypochondria). 

C.  Hyperftsthesia  (Almormally  Increased  Sexual  Desire). 

One  of  the  most  important  anomalies  of  sexual  life  is 
an  abnormal  pn  senee  of  sexual  sensati.)ns  and  j)resenta- 
tions  from  which  necessarily  arise  fre<|ueut  and  viohnt 
impulses  for  sexual  gratitieatiou.  Xo  doubt  it  is  th«'  out- 
C(.»me  of  the  education,  or  ratlier  thi'  breeding  of  many 
centuries  that  the  sexual  instinct  which  is  iudis[)eusable 
for  the  preservation  of  the  race  and  therefore  congenital 
in  every  normal  individual,  is  not  the  predominant  key 
in  the  chord  of  human  sentiments,  but  rather  forms  epi- 
sodes in  the  i)hysical  and  })sychical  life  of  cultured  man 
with  periods  of  ebb  and  flood  tide;  is  the  generating  ele- 
ment  of  hi^er  and  nobler  social  and  moral  sentiments, 
and  leaves  room  for  other  spheres  of  activity,  the  object 
of  which  is  the  furtherance  of  interests  affecting  the  indi- 
vidual as  well  as  society  at  large. 
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It  is,  moroovor,  a  statute  of  the  moral  code  and  of 
the  cominon  law  that  civilised  man  satisfy  his  sexual  in- 
stiuct  only  witiiin  the  barriers  (established  in  the  interests 
of  the  eonuininity)  of  nunlesty  and  morality,  and  that 
man  should,  inuler  all  <'ireiiiustances,  control  tliis  instinct 
so  soon  as  it  comes  iu  eoutlict  with  the  altruistic  demands 
of  so<'iety. 

il"  tlie  normally  constituted  civilised  individual  were 
unable  to  comply  with  this  rule,  family  and  state  would 
oease  to  exist  as  iho  foiindatiotis  of  a  moral,  lawful  oom- 
munity. 

Practically  speaking  the  sexual  instinct  never  develojxs 
in  the  normal,  sane  individual  that  has  not  been  deprived 
by  intoxication  (alcohol,  etc)  of  his  reason  or  good  senses, 
to  such  an  extent  that  it  permeates  all  this  thoughts  and 
feelings,  allowing  of  no  other  aims  in  life,  tumultuously, 
and  in  rut-like  fashion  demanding  gratification  without 
granting  the  possibility  of  moral  and  righteous  counter-pre- 
sentations, and  resolving  itself  into  an  impulsive,  insatiable 
succession  of  sexual  enjoyments. 

For  the  latter  would  at  once  betray  a  pathological  con- 
dition, which  e])isodically  might  produce  such  a  high 
rleirree  of  sexual  affection,  that  self-eon^oiousness  becomes 
clouded,  siiiiity  iin]»jiire(l.  and  a  true  ])sycliical  calamity 
establish<  (l  which  would  lead  to  au  irresistible  impulse  to 
connuit  sexual  acts  of  violence. 

Such  psycho-sexual  extravagances  have  bei'U  but  little 
probed  scieutitieally,  thouirli  they  are  of  «^reat  importance 
for  the  erimiiuil  forum  since  the  individual  so  affected 
can  scarcely  be  held  mentally  responsible.  It  is  fortunate 
for  society  and  for  the  criminal  doctor,  who  is  called  upon 
to  make  the  diagnosis,  that  these  cases,  in  which  irresistible 
hypersensuality  leads  to  the  gravest  and  indisputably  path- 
ological  sexual  aberrations,  are  only  encountered  in  that 
category  of  human  beings  whom  we  class  among  the  de- 
generates infected  with  hereditary  taint 

Alas,  their  number  is  by  no  means  small  in  modem  so- 
ciety, which  shows  many  marks  of  physical  and  psychical 
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degeneration,  especially  in  the  centres  of  culture  and  re- 

finomont. 

Coupled  with  perversions  of  sexual  lifo  and  sexual  im« 
becility  springing  from  the  samp  dcgcncratoil  soil,  often 
with  the  aiding  intluenee  of  alcohol,  the  most  monj^tnms  nnd 
horrible  sexual  excesses  (cf.  Sadism)  are  ])eri)etrated 
which  would  disnnicc  humanity  at  large,  could  tliey^be 
committed  l>y  normal  uian. 

The  eoinmissiou  of  these  atnK'ious  acts  hv  dciicnerated 
and  j)artially  defective  individuals  is  the  (Mitc(»me  of  an  ir- 
resistible impulse  or  delirium.  The  mechanism  <»f  these 
actions  is  indeed  the  property  of  psychical  degeneration. 

The  special  act  follows  the  direction  given  by  the  her- 
editary or  acquired  impulse  and  in  many  instances  is  de- 
termined by  the  relative  potency  or  impotence  of  the  agent. 
This  pathological  sexuality  is  a  dreadful  scourge  for  its 
victim,  for  he  is  in  constant  danger  of  violating  the  laws  of 
the  state  and  of  morality,  of  losing  his  honor,  his  freedom 
and  even  his  life.  Alcohol  and  prolonged  sexual  abstinence 
are  apt  to  produce  in  such  degenerated  persons  at  any  time 
powerful  sexual  affections. 

Besides  these  graver  manifestations  of  pathological  sex- 
uality we  fin<l  also  milder  and  more  numerous  gradations 
of  hyj>er8exuality,  to  the  lowest  of  which,  perluip-^,  In-long 
those  individuals  who,  im])eeunions  though  they  be  wiiilst 
sexually  ])oteiit.  move  in  the  l>etter  classes  of  society  and 
liave  no  other  aim  in  life  tlian  to  i;i-atifv  their  sexual  de- 
sires. Tlie-e  are  not  alHicted  with  a  )»atholoirieal  sexual 
condition,  know  to  contnd  then)>elves  in  a  measure,  observe 
tlie  acknowledged  rules  of  deeeney,  do  not  compromise 
tiicujselves,  l»ut  allow  no  op{M>rtunity  to  jtass  by  witliout 
utilizing  it  to  the  utmost.  Anf)ther  grade  are  the  apron- 
hunters,  the  Don  Juans,  whose  whole  existence  is  an  end- 
less chain  of  sensual  enjoyment  and  whose  blunted  moral 
sense  does  not  keep  them  from  seduction,  adultery  and 
even  incest. 

Case  11.   P.,  Caretaker,  age  53;  married;  no  evi- 
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denco  of  hereditary  taint;  no  epileptic  antecedents;  mod- 
erate drinker;  no  si<xn  «>f  scniinn  precox;  ai)peart'd,  accord- 
ing to  the  statement  of  his  w'liv  «Inriiie:  tlie  wliolc  tinie  of 
tlicir  niarriod  life  covering  a  ]H'riod  of  2S  years,  hypersex- 
ual, extremely  libidinous,  ever  j^otciit,  in  fact  insatiable  in 
his  nuirital  relations.  Durini;  coitus  he  U'cjiiiic  (piitc  bestial 
and  wihl,  trembled  all  over  with  excitt  iiionl  and  j)anted 
heavily.  This  nauseated  tlie  wife  who  bv  miture  was  rather 
frigid  and  rendered  the  discharge  of  her  conjugal  duty  a 
heavy  burden.  He  worried  her  with  his  jealous  behaviour, 
but  he  himself  soon  after  the  marriage  seduced  hia  wife's 
sister,  an  innocent  girl,  and  had  a  child  by  her.  In  1873  he 
took  mother  and  child  to  his  home.  He  now  had  two 
women,  but  gave  preference  to  the  sister-in-law,  which  the 
wife  tolerated  as  a  lesser  eviL  As  years  went  by  his  Kbido 
increased,  though  his  potency  decreased.  He  often  resorted 
to  masturbation  even  immediately  after  coitus,  and  with- 
out  in  the  least  minding  the  presence  of  the  women.  Since 
1892  he  committed  immoral  acts  with  a  girl  of  10  years, 
who  was  his  ward,  i.e.,  purllam  ronfjerc  solcbai,  vi  cum 
masturharct.  He  even  tried  to  force  her  at  the  point  of  a 
revolver  to  have  c<»itus  with  him.  The  same  attemj)ts  he 
nuide  on  his  own  illcgilimatr  child,  so  that  oftm  bad 
to  bo  ])rotc('t('d  from  hiüi.  At  tlic  clinic  he  was  (jnict  and 
wcll-bclia\ cd.  His  excuse  was  byju-rsexuality.  He  ae- 
kuowiedircd  tlie  wroii<if uliiess  of  his  actions,  but  sai<l  he 
conld  Hot  help  himself.  The  fri<j;idily  of  the  wife  had 
foived  him  to  eommit  adultery.  There  was  no  disturbance 
of  his  mt  iital  facullio,  luit  the  ethical  elements  were  ut- 
terly wanting.  He  had  several  epileptic  fits  but  no  signs 
of  degeneration. 

We  must  concede  that  the  degree  of  libido  se.xualis  is 
subject  to  rise  and  fall  in  the  untainted  individual,  accord- 
ing to  age,  constitutional  conditions,  mode  of  life  and  the 
various  influences  of  health  and  illness  of  the  body,  etc. 
Sexual  desire  rapidly  increases  after  puberty,  until  it 
reaches  a  marked  degree ;  it  is  strongest  from  the  twentieth 
to  the  fortieth  year,  and  then  slowly  decreases.  Married 
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life  seems  to  preserve  and  control  the  instinct  Sexual  in- 
tercourse with  many  persons  increases  the  desire. 

Since  woman  has  less  sexual  need  than  man,  a  pre- 
dominating sexual  desire  in  her  arouses  a  suspicion  of  its 
pathological  sigiiififunee.  Those  living  in  large  cities,  who 
arc  constantly  reuiindcd  of  sexual  things  and  incited  to 
sexual  onjoynient,  certainly  have  more  sexual  desire  than 
those  living  in  the  country,  A  dissij)ated,  luxurious,  se- 
dentary nuumer  of  life,  j)rej)onderMiice  of  animal  f<Mi(l,  and 
the  consumption  r»f  spirits,  spices,  etc.,  have  a  sfiundaling 
influence  on  the  sexual  life.  In  wonum  the  sexual  inclina- 
tion is  post-nienstrinilly  increased.  At  this  perio<l,  in  neu- 
ropathic women,  the  excitement  may  reach  a  pathological 
degree. 

The  great  lUndo  of  consnmptives  is  remafkable,  even 
during  the  very  latest  stages  of  the  disease.  Sexual  hyper> 
nsthesia  is  in  my  opinion  a  functional  manifestation  of  de- 
generation. Whether  it  may  occur  as  an  acquired,  acci- 
dental, episodical  condition  in  the  untainted  is  worthy  of 
scientific  research.  Excessive  libido  may  be  peripherally 
or  centrally  induced.  The  former  manner  of  origin  is  the 
more  infrequent.  Pruritus  and  eczema  of  the  genitals  may 
cause  it,  and  likewise  certain  substances,  like  cantharides, 
which  powerfully  stimulate  s^nial  desire. 

Not  infrequently  in  women  at  the  climacteric  period 
sexual  excitement  occurs,  occasioned  by  pruritus,  and  also 
in  cases  where  there  is  neuropathic  taint.  Magnnn  ("An- 
nales  medico-p.svchol.,"  ISSf),  p.  157)  reyiorts  the  case  of 
a  lady  uho  was  atilicted  in  the  morninirs  with  attacks  of 
frightful  crrfJi  isunis  (jrnifalis,  and  the  case  of  a  mail  aged 
fifty-five  who  was  torment«'d  at  niirht  by  unbearable  pri- 
apism.   Tn  each  case  there  was  a  neurosis. 

The  central  origin  of  sexual  excitement  can  often  be 
traced'  in  ])ersons  having  neurotic  taint  or  hvsteria  and  in 

'In  individunU  in  whom  intense  sexual  hyperffstlui^in  is  asso- 
ciated with  ntM|uired  irritable  wealcnesa  of  the  sncual  apparatUB.  it 
happens  tliat  simply  at  the  wij^lit  of  a  pU«a»ing  f(>male  fiiriin-,  without 
ppripJicral  irritation  of  tlm  ^onitaN.  tho  psyrho-sexunl  oi-utn*  may 
excite  into  action  not  only  tlie  mechanism  oif  the  erection,  but  also 
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condilioiis  of  ])»^v('hical  cxallatioii.  When  the  cortex  and 
the  psyclio-scxiial  ccutrc  arc  in  a  condition  of  hvpcni'sthoriia 
(abnormal  cxcllabilit y  of  tlic  imagination,  increased  case 
of  association),  uot  only  visual  and  tactile  impressions,  but 
also  auditorj  and  olfactory  amations,  may  be  auffieietit 
to  call  up  lasciviouB  conceptions. 

Magwm  {op.  cit.)  reports  the  case  of  a  young  woman 
.who  had  an  increasing  sexual  desire  from  puberty^  and 
satisfied  it  by  masturbation.  Gradually  she  grew  to  be- 
come sexually  excited  at  the  sight  of  any  man  pleasing  to 
her ;  and,  since  she  was  unable  to  control  herself,  she  would 
sometimes  shut  herself  up  in  a  n^mi  until  the  storm  bad 
passed.  At  last  she  gave  herself  up  to  men  of  her 
choice,  that  she  might  get  rest  from  her  tormenting  desire, 
but  neither  coitus  nor  masturbation  brought  relief,  and  she 
went  to  an  asylum. 

The  ease  of  a  mother  of  five  ehildren  is  added,  who,  in 
despair  nlxnit  her  inordinate  sexual  impulse,  attem})ted 
suicide,  and  then  souirht  an  a>^yhim.  There  her  condition 
impr(>ve(l,  hut  she  never  trusted  ht  rsi'lf  to  leave  it. 

Tiiere  are  several  illustrative  cases  in  men  and  women 
in  the  author's  article,  **0n  Certain  Anomalies  of  Sexual 
Instinct,"  cases  6  and  7  ("Archiv  für  Psychiatrie,"  vii., 
2). 

The  two  following  cases  show  how  powerful,  dangerous 
and  painful  sexual  by()ene8thesia  may  become  in  those  af- 
flicted with  this  anomaly : — 

Case  12.  Hyperastheaia  seswdis.  Maslurbaito 
coram  disciptdis  in  ftehola. 

Z.,  36  years  of  age,  father  of  seven  ehildren,  president 

that  of  ejaealation.   For  racli  indlTidn«!«,  all  that  Is  neeeaiaiy  to 

indiipo  orpnsni  or  won  ejunilnl ion.  is  to  imnjiino  thonisolvp«  in  ft 
BOKunl  nituation  witli  n  fcmnlo  that  sits  opposite  thrm  in  a  railway 
carriage  or  a  <lrn\vin^-room.  Hammond  iop.  cit.,  p.  40)  deflcribra 
MTMral  «MM  of  thiR  kind  that  came  to  him  for  trfotment  or  •ubne* 
quellt  irnpotpHiV,  and  tip  montions  that  tliosc  individunN  M<f<\  tho 
t<:rm  "ideal  coitus"  for  the  act.  Dr.  Moll,  of  Hcrlin,  toUi  m«  of  a 
aimilar  eaae,  and  hi  this  instaaoe  the  tame  designation  wu  ehoMB 
for  the  act.

of  school,  confessed  that  he  committed  masturbation  in 
school  whilst  sitting  at  his  desk  which,  however,  prevented 
the  act  being  seen  Itv  the  pu{>ils  as  it  was  encased  all 
around.  He  drank  more  than  usual  on  the  j)re('eding 
evening,  iiad  l>een  provoked  to  anger  before  going  to  school, 
and  had  Ix'en  excited  bv  the  sight  of  some  very  pretty  girls 
attending  his  lecture.  This  produced  a  violent  erection 
and  led  to  nuisturhation.  Aff(>r  the  act  he  became  conscious 
at  once  of  his  coni})roniising  position,  hut  the  thouüht  that 
the  })upils  had  not  noticed  his  excitement  had  helped  him  to 
regain  self-pomessioii. 

His  preyious  conduct  being  without  a  blemiflh,  the  au> 
thorities  suspected  a  pathological  condition  and  insisted 
upon  a  medical  examination  by  the  author. 

The  facts  elicited  were  the  following:  Z.  came  from 
healthj  parents.  Two  close  relations  were  epiletics.  At 
the  age  of  13  Z.  suffered  from  a  severe  concussion  of  the 
brain,  which  produced  an  acute  dementia  lasting  three 
weeks.  Since  that  time  frequent  spells  of  irritability  and 
intolcranoe  of  alcohol. 

At  the  age  of  16  awakening  of  vita  sexualis  with  ab> 
normal  vigor  and  pronounced  sexual  emotions.  Lascivious 
literature  and  pictures  of  women  produced  satisfying  ejacu- 
lation. From  the  age  of  IS  onward  he  indulged  now  and 
then  in  coitus.  13ut  as  a  nde  tlie  touehing  of  a  woman's 
arm  sufficed  to  j)roduee  orgasm  and  ejaculation.  He  mar- 
ried at  the  ag»'  of  24  and  indulged  in  coitus  three  or  four 
times  <laily,  and  besides  practised  masturbation,  coupled 
with  ideal  coitus. 

(See  footnote  on  page  7^). 

With  the  birth  of  his  fourth  child  (three  years  ago)  Z. 
was  forced,  for  economical  reasons,  to  restrain  himself  from 
sexual  intercourse  as  he  despised  anticoneeptional  means. 
TaehtB  feminarum,  which  produced  polluHo  ditama,  proved 
unsatisfactory  as  did  also  automasturbation.  He  suffered 
much  from  incessant  sexual  excitement,  which  at  the  end 
of  periods  of  six  weeks  became  so  strong  that  it  affected 
his  mind  and  will  power  sensibly.   Only  masturbation 
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kept  him  from  coimnittiiifj:  sexual  violence  on  women.  He 
IxH'ume  very  irritable  and  t'a>ily  flew  into  passion,  yelled 
and  raged  about  tlio  house  and  even  beat  wife  and  children. 

It  often  happened  now  that  at  the  height  of  such  a  spell 
ho  would  fall  over  and  Ixconie  uneonseious,  rattling  from 
the  throat  in  a  j)eeuliar  manner.  After  a  few  minutes  he 
would  recover  again  with  complete  amnesia  of  what  had 
happened.  An  attack  of  this  kind  had,  however,  not  pre- 
ceded the  act  with  which  he  now  stood  charged,  but  had 
occtirred  three  dajs  afterward. 

Z.  was  an  intelligent,  decent  man,  most  penitent  and 
filled  with  shame.  * 

He  understood  quite  well  that  he  could  no  longer  teach 
at  a  girl's  school  and  hewailed  his  unnatural,  nnhridled 
sensuality. 

He  made  no  attempt  to  in  any  way  excuse  his  action, 
hut  pointed  out  that  his  nen'ous  system  had  been  thor- 
oughly shaken  of  late  by  lihido  ifualiata  and  overwork  (les- 
sons up  to  twelve  hours  daily). 

Vegetative  functions  normal:  parietal  protuberance  of 
cranium:  gi-iiitals  large,  lax,  but  nonual. 

Patellar  reflexes  much  exaggerated. 

Tn  my  report  T  ])oiiifed  out  that  Z.  suffered  from  a 
})atln)logieally  exaggerated  ridi  sr.riidlis  and  m<tst  j>robably 
from  epilepsy,  and  had  committed  the  act  whilst  subject  to 
a  sexual  affection  which  depressed  the  power  of  self-con- 
trol to  a  minimum. 

Further  legal  proceedings  were  withdrawn.  Z.  was 
pensioned  off. 

Case  13.    On  11  th  July,  Tt.,  aged  thirty-three, 

servant,  was  admitted  suffering  with  paninoia  jx  rsrnifnnd 
am\  ticuni.stlwnia  sr.nuilis.  ^lotlier  was  neuropathic;  father 
died  of  s])inal  disease.  From  cliiMliood  he  had  an  inten.«ie 
sexual  desire,  of  which  he  became  conscious  as  early  as  his 
sixth  year.  From  this  age,  masturbation;  from  fifteenth 
year,  fatäe  de  mievx,  pederasty ;  occasionally,  sodomitie  in- 
dulgenoee.  Later,  ahiams  eoiUu  m  mairimtrnMi  ewn  uxore. 
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Now  iin<l  then  cvcti  )>(  rverse  impulse  to  coiiunit  cunniUnfjus 
and  to  admiuister  caiiiliarides  to  his  wife,  because  her  libi- 
do did  not  equal  his  own.  Uis  wife  died  after  a  abort 
period  of  married  life.  Patient's  cinmnutanoea  became 
straitened,  and  be  had  no  means  to  indulge  himself,  sezn- 
ally.  Then  masturbation  again;  cmployinrat  of  lingua 
canis  to  induce  ( jaculation.  At  times,  priapism  and  con- 
ditions approaching*  satyriasis.  He  was  then  driven  to 
masturbate  in  order  to  avoid  rape.  With  gradually  pre- 
dominating sesual  neurasthenia  and  hypochondria  came 
beneficial  diminution  of  libido  nimia, 

A  particular  species  of  hyperasühesia  scxualis  may  be 
found  in  females  in  whom  a  most  impulsive  de-sirc  for  sexu- 
al intercourse  with  certain  m^  imperatively  demands 
gratification.  No  doubt  ''unrequited  love"  for  another  man 
may  often  atfect  the  married  woman  who  does  not  either 
psychically  or  physically  (iw potrtifia  innrifi)  experienee 
('oiiiHiV)ial  satisfaction;  but  the  normal,  untainted  wife 
guided  by  ethical  reasons  knows  h<»w  to  c(»n(iuer  herself. 

Of  course,  pal liolojri,.;|]  coiidifions  ciiauirc  tlic  situation. 

Fctichisin  must  here  be  considered.  Sexual  imjnilse  is 
(iverjtowerini;,  at  times  ]>erio<lieally  recurrent.  The  very 
attemjit  to  overcome  it  produces  most  jiaiuful  attacks  of 
worry  and  anxiety.  This  j>atholoi;ical  want  be<'onies  so 
jjowerful  that  all  considerations  of  siiame,  conventionality 
and  womanly  honour  simply  disappear^  and  it  reveals  itself 
in  the  most  shameless  manner  even  to  the  husband,  whilst 
the  normal  woman,  endowed  with  full  moral  consciousness, 
knows  how  to  conceal  the  terrible  secret. 

Magnan  (''Psychiatr.  Vorlesungen")  quotes  two  strik- 
ing instances  from  his  own  experience.  One  is  specially 
instructive.  A  young  woman,  mother  of  three  children, 
with  a  blameless  past,  but  daughter  of  a  lunatic,  tells  her 
husband  one  day  openly  that  she  is  in  love  with  a  certain 
young  man  and  that  she  would  kill  herself  if  her  intimate 
relations  with  him  \\  r  ro  interfered  with.  She  b^  per^ 
mission  to  live  with  him  for  six  months  in  order  io  quench 
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the  fire  of  her  passion,  when  she  would  return  to  her 
family  again*  Hushand  and  children  have  no  place  in  her 
heart  with  her  present  love.  The  hushand  took  her  to  a 
foreign  country,  and  placed  her  there  under  medical  treat- 
ment. 

This  pathological  love  of  married  women  for  other  men 
is  a  phenomenon  in  the  domain  of  psychopaihia  semali» 
which  sadly  stands  in  need  of  scientific  eoeplanation.  The 
author  has  had  the  opportunity  of  ohserving  five  cases  he- 
longing  to  this  category.  The  pathological  conditions  were 
paroxysmal,  in  oiip  case  repeatedly  recurrent ;  but  always 
8har])1y  distinct  from  the  unaffected,  healthy  period,  during 
which  deep  sorrow  and  contrition  over  the  occurrence  wore 
manifested.  But  it  was  the  sorrow  over  an  unavoidable 
fatalitv  caused  l)V  psvchicallv  abnormal  conditions. 

Whilst  the  palhnloirical  conditions  lastc(l,  absolute  in- 
difference, even  hatred,  prevailed  towards  husband  and 
chihlren,  and  an  utter  want  of  understanding  the  iM'arinj^ 
and  conse«juences  of  tlie  scandalous  beluiviour,  jeoj)ardising 
the  honour  and  dignity  of  wife  and  family,  were  not  iceublc. 
It  is  remarkable  that  in  all  these*  cases  the  husband  and 
relatives  had  eoiue  to  the  conclusion  that  the  condition  was 
caused  by  psychopathia,  even  before  they  had  obtained  ex- 
pert opinion.  * 

As  against  the  ''non-psychopathicar*  but  otherwise  ab- 
normally  libidinous  Messalinas,  it  is  well  worthy  of  note 
that  this  sexual  aberration  is  only  an  episode  In  the  life  of 
the  otherwise  honourable  woman,  and  that  the  illicit  inters 
course  was  of  a  strictly  monogamic  character.  This,  and 
particularly  the  circumstance  that  the  unfortunate  woman 
was  not  omnium  inrorum  mulier,  but  only  the  mistress  of 
one  man,  establishes  a  distinct  difference  from  nympho- 
mania. In  three  of  the  cases  mentioned  above,  the  grossly 
sensual  momentum  ^vas  missing,  the  real  motive  for  marital 
infidelity  was  to  be  found  in  a  fetich-like  charm,  in  mental 
superior  qualities, — in  one  case  the  voice  of  the  charmer. 

Tn  two  cases  unnnstakable  proofs  of  htipcrcpsthpsia 
sexvalis  and  of  absolute  impotence  towards  the  husband 
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were  found,  wHilst  the  merest  touch  of  the  other  man  pro- 
duced orgasm,  and  the  seiroal  act  the  acme  of  pleasure.  Of 
course,  in  these  latter  cases  absolute  sexual  abandonment 
followed. 

D.  Pamiihcsia  of  Sexual  Ftelmj  (Puvcnkm  of  the  Sex- 
ual Instinct). 

In  this  condition  there  is  perverse  oinotional  colouring 
of  the  sexual  ideas.  Idons  plivBiologically  and  psycho- 
'logically  accompanied  by  feelings  of  disgust,  give  rise  to 
pleasurable  sexual  feelings ;  and  the  abnormal  assoeiation 
finds  expression  in  j)assionale,  uneontrollable  (»niotion.  The 
pracficul  results  arc  jicrvcrse  acts  (  perversion  of  the  sexual 
instinct).  This  is  nmre  easily  the  case  if  the  ])leasurable 
feelings,  increased  to  passionate  intensity,  inhibit  any  op- 
posing ideas  with  corresponding  feelings  of  disgust;  or  the 
influenc<>  of  such  opposing  conceptions  may  be  rendered 
impossible  on  account  of  the  absence  or  loss  of  all  ideas  of 
morality,  u-sthetics  and  law.  This  loss,  however,  is  only  too 
frequently  found  where  the  spring  well  of  ethical  ideas  and 
feelings  (a  normal  sexual  instinct)  has  been  poisoned  from 
the  beginning. 

With  opportunity  for  the  natural  satisfaction  of  the 
sexual  instinct,  every  expression  of  it  that  does  not  corre- 
spond with  the  purpose  of  nature — i,e,,  propagation —  must 
be  regarded  as  perverse.  The  perverse  sexual  acts  resulting 
from  panesthesia  are  of  the  greatest  importance  clinically, 
socially,  and  forenaically ;  and,  therefore,  they  must  here 
receive  careful  consideration;  all  SBSthetic  and  moral  dis- 
gust  must  be  overcome. 

Perversion  of  the  sextial  instinct,  as  will  be  seen  farther 
on,  is  not  to  be  confounded  with  prrvrrsify  in  the  sexual 
act:  since  the  latter  mav  lx»  induced  bv  conditions  other 
than  psycho-pathological.  The  concrete  perverse  act,  mon- 
strous as  it  may  be.  is  clinically  not  decisive.  Tn  order 
to  differentiate  Ix'tween  <lisease  ( fu  rrrrsioD^  atid  vice  ( 
versity),  one  must  investigate  the  whole  personality  of  the 
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individual  and  the  original  motive  leading  to  tho  perverse 
act.  Therein  will  be  found  the  key  to  the  diagnosis  (v.  in- 
fra). 

Pain  stliesia  niav  occur  in  combination  with  hyperas- 
thcsia.  This  association  seems  to  be  frequent  clinically. 
Sexual  acts  are  then  confidently  to  be  expected.  The  per- 
verse direction  of  sexual  activity  may  be  toward  sexual 
satisfaction  with  the  opposite  or  the  same  sox.  Thus  two 
great  groups  of  perversions  of  sexual  life  may  be  distin- 
guished. 

L  Sexual  Inclination  Toward  Persons  of  the  Opposite 
Sex,  with  Perverse  Activity  of  the  Instinct 

1.  Sadism,^   Association  of  Active  Cruelty  and  Violettce 

with  Lust. 

Sadism,  especially  in  its  nulimentarv  iiianifostations, 
seems  to  Ix^  of  common  occurrence  in  the  domain  of  .sexual 
perversion.  Sadism  is  the  experience  of  sexual  pk'asurablo 
sensations  (including  orgasui)  produced  by  acts  of  cruelty, 
bodily  punishment  afflicted  on  one's  own  person  or  when 
witnessed  in  others,  be  they  animals  or  human  beings.  It 
may  also  consist  of  an  innate  desire  to  humiliate,  hurt, 
wound  or  even  destroy  others  in  order  thereby  to  create 
sexual  pleasure  in  onc*&  self. 

Thus  it  will  happen  that  one  of  the  consorts  in  sexual 
heat  will  strike,  bite*  or  pinch  the  other,  that  kissing  de- 
generates into  biting.  Lovers  and  young  married  couples 
are  fond  of  teasing  each  other,  they  wrestle  together  "just

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for  fun/'  indulge  in  all  sorts  of  horseplay.  The  transition 
from  tlifise  atavistic  manifestations,  which  no  doubt  be- 
.  long  to  the  »phero  of  i)hysiological  sexuality,  to  the  most 
inonstron«!  acts  of  destruction  of  the  consort's  life  can  be 
readily  traeoil. 

Where  the  hiishaixl  forces  the  wife  bv  menaces  an<l 
other  violent  meaub  to  the  eonjiigal  aet,  we  can  no  longer 
describe  such  as  a  normal  j)hysiological  manifestation,  but 
must  ascribe  it  Ut  sadistic  iuijtuls(>s.  It  seems  ])roba]ile 
tluit  this  sadistic  force  is  devcloj)cd  by  th(^  luitiiral  sliyness 
an<i  modesty  of  woman  towards  the  aggressive  numners  of 
the  male,  especially  during  the  earlier  periods  of  married 
life  and  particularly  where  the  husband  is  liypcrsexual. 
Woman  no  doubt  derives  pleasure  from  her  innate  coyness 
and  the  final  victory  of  man  affords  her  intense  and  r^ned 
gratification.  Hence  the  frequent  recurrence  of  these  little 
love  comedies. 

A  further  development  of  these  sadistic  traces  may  he 
found  in  men  who  demand  the  sexual  act  in  unusual  places, 
for  this  seems  to  offer  an  opportunity  to  him  to  show  his 
superiority  over  woniau,  to  jirnvoke  her  defuse  and  delight 
in  her  subsequent  confusion  and  abashment 

Case  14.  One  of  my  patients,  hereditarily  tainted,  a 
crank)  married  to  an  extremely  handsome  woman  of  veiy 
vivacious  temperament,  became  impotent  when  he  saw  her 
beaut i fill,  pure  white  skin  and  her  elegant  toilet,  but  was 
quite  potent  with  any  ordinary  wench,  no  matter  how  dirty 
{  FrfirJiism).  V>u\  it  would  ha[)])en  tliat  during  a  lonely 
walk  with  her  in  the  crtuufrv  he  would  suddenly  fr)rce  ln  r 
to  have  coitus  in  a  meadow,  or  behind  a  shrub.  The 
stronger  she  refusi'd  tlie  more  excite*]  he  became  with  jxt- 
ft»ct  i)otency.  The  same  w*»u]d  hajipen  in  places  wliere 
there  was  a  risk  of  being  discovered  in  tlie  act,  for  instance, 
in  the  railway  train,  in  the  laval(»rv  of  a  restaurant.  But 
at  home  in  his  own  bed  he  was  quite  devoid  of  cupido. 

In  the  civilised  man  of  to-day,  in  so  far  as  he  is  un« 
tainted,  aasoeiationa  between  lust  and  cruelty  are  found, 
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but  in  a  woak  and  ratlior  riidinit  iitarv  dt'grcc.  If  such 
thcn-toru  utrur  and  in  fact  cvon  li^jht  atrocious  manifesta- 
tions thereof,  they  must  be  attributed  to  distorted  disposi* 
tions  (sexual  and  motoric  splieres). 

They  ari'  due  to  an  awakeiiiui^  of  hitent  psycliical  disp«v 
sitions,  occasioned  by  external  circumstances  whicli  in  no 
wise  affect  the  normal  individual.  They  are  not  accidental 
denations  of  sentiment  or  instinct  in  the  sense  as  given  by 
the  modem  doctrine  of  association.  Sadistic  sensations 
may  often  he  traced  back  to  early  childhood  and  exist  dur- 
ing a  ])eriod  of  life  when  their  revival  can  by  no  manner 
of  means  be  attributed  to  external  impressions,  much  less  to 
sexual  temper. 

Sadism  must,  therefore,  like  Masochism  and  the  anti> 
pathic  sexual  instinct,  be  counted  among  the  originary 
anomalies  of  the  vita  scxualis.  It  is  a  disturbance  (a  de- 
viation) in  the  evolution  of  psvchosexual  processes  sprout- 
ing fr.om  the  soil  of  nsychical  d^eneration. 

That  lust  and  cruelty  often  occur  tojc^ther  is  a  fact  that 
has  longc  been  recognised  and  is  fretjuently  observed.  Wri- 
ters of  all  kinds  have  calle<i  attention  to  this  phenomenon.' 

Bhnnvoilt  r  ("(  (^ber  IrresfMU,"  Leipzig,  18.'J(t,  p.  f)!) 
saw  a  num  who  iia<l  several  wounds  in  the  pectoral  mus<'le, 
which  a  wonuin,  in  great  sexual  excitement,  had  bitten  at 
the  acme  of  lustful  feeling  during  coitus.  The  same  author 
C'TTcImt  Lust  und  Schmerz,"  Frlrdnirh's  "^lagazin  für 
Seelenknnde,  IS.'K),  ii.,  5)  calls  esj»ecial  attention  to  the 
psychological  connection  between  lust  and  murder.  In  re- 
lation to  this,  he  especially  refers  to  the  Indian  myths  of 
Siva  and  Durga  (Death  and  Lust) ;  to  human  sacrifice  with 
voluptuous  mysteries;  and  to  sexual  instinct  at  puberty 
with  a  lustful  impulse  to  suicide,  with  whipping,  pinching, 
and  pricking  of  the  genitals,  in  the  blind  impulse  to  satisfy 
sexual  desire.   Lomhroso  ("Verzeni  e  Agnoletti,"  Rome,

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1874)  also  cites  numerous  oxamplos  of  the  occurrraoe  of  a 
desire  to  murder  with  greatly  increased  lust. 

Ball  quotes  in  his  "Clinique  St.  Anne"  the  case  of  a 
powerful  epileptic  wlio  during  coitus  bit  off  pieces  of  his 
consort's  nose  and  swallowed  them. 

Ferriani  (Archiv,  delle  psicopatie  sessuali  I.  1896,  p. 
100)  8i>eaks  of  a  young  man  who  used  to  wrestle  with  his 
inamorata  before  coitus,  bit  and  iiiuchcd  Imt  during  tlio 
act  "because  ho  felt  otherwise  no  gratiticatioii."  One  day, 
Iiowever,  he  hurt  the  girl  too  much  and  she  brought  an  ac- 
tion against  him. 

On  tlie  other  hand,  when  liomicidal  mania  has  Ix^en  ex- 
cited, lust  often  follows.  Lombroso  {op.  cil.)  alludes  to 
the  fact  mentioned  by  Manfrgazza,  that  to  the  terrors  of 
spoliation  and  ])lunder  by  bandits  generally  are  addecl  those 
of  brutal  lust  and  rape.'  These  examples  form  transitions 
to  the  pronounc<'d  pathological  cases. 

The  examjdes  of  the  degenerate  Ca\sars  (Xero,  Tiberi- 
us) are  also  inst nief ive.  They  took  delight  in  having 
youths  and  maidens  ^ilaughtered  i»elore  their  eyes.  Not  less 
so  is  the  historv  of  that  nionsier,  Marschalls  (lilies  de  Ravs 
(Jacob,  "Curiosites  de  rhist<tire  de  France;'  Paris,  lsr>S), 
who  was  executed  in  1440,  on  account  of  mutilation  and 
murder,  whicli  he  had  ])ractise«l  for  eight  years  on  more 
than  800  children.  As  the  monster  confessed  it,  it  was 
from  reading  Suetonius  and  the  descriptions  of  the  orgies 
of  Tiberius,  Canicalla,  etc.,  that  the  idea  was  gained  of 
locking  children  in  his  castles,  torturing  them,  and  then 
killing  them.  This  inhuman  wretch  confessed  that  in  the 
commission  of  these  acts  he  enjoyed  inexpressible  pleasure. 
He  had  two  assistants.  The  bodies  of  the  unfortunate  chil-

In  an  attempt  to  explain  the  association  of  lost  and 
cruelty,  it  is  necessary  to  return  to  a  consideration  of  the 
quasi-physiological  cases,  in  which,  at  the  moment  of  most 
intense  lust,  very  excitable  individuals,  who  are  otherwise 
normal,  commit  such  acts  as  luting  and  scratching,  which 
arc  usually  due  to  anger.  It  must  further  he  remembered 
that  love  and  anger  are  not  only  the  most  intense  emotions, 
but  also  the  only  two  forms  of  robust  (sthenic)  emotion. 
Both  seek  their  objeet,  try  to  possess  themselves  of  it,  and 
naturally  exhaust  themselves  in  a  physical  effect  on  it; 
Ivith  tlirow  tlie  jisyelio-motor  sphere  into  the  most  intense 
exeitenient,  and  thus,  by  means  of  this  excitation,  reach 
their  nornuil  expression. 

From  tliis  standpoint  it  is  clear  how  lust  ini]iels  to 
acts  that  otherwise  an-  expressive  of  anirer.*  The  one,  like 
the  other,  is  a  state  <»f  exaltation,  an  intense  exeitation  of 
the  entire  |)syelu>mot<)r  sj)here.  Thus  there  arises  an  im- 
]iulse  to  reaet  on  tlie  objeet  tliat  induees  the  stimulus,  in 
every  jxissihle  wav.  and  with  the  j^reatest  intensity.  Just 
as  nuiniacal  exaltation  easily  passes  to  raging  deslruetive- 
ness,  so  exaltation  of  the  sexual  emotion  often  induces  an 
impulse  to  spend  itself  in  senseless  and  apparently  harm- 
ful acts.  To  a  certain  extent  these  are  psychical  accom- 
paniments; but  it  is  not  simply  an  unconscious  excitation 
of  innervation  of  muscles  (which  also  sometimes  occurs  as 
blind  violence) ;  it  is  a  true  hyperbole,  a  desire  to  exert

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the  utmost  possible  effect  upon  the  individual  giving  rise  to 
the  stimulus.  The  inoBt  intense  meana,  however^  ia  the  in- 
fliction of  pain. 

Through  such  cases  of  infliction  of  pain  during  the  most 
intonse  emotion  of  lust,  we  approach  the  cases  in  which  a 
real  injury,  wouikI,  or  death  is  inflicted  on  the  victim.'  Tn 
thesf  cases  tlic  iiiij)Hlsf'  to  cruelty  wliieh  may  aceorupany  tho 
oniofion  of  lust,  becomes  unlHuiuilcd  in  a  jisyclinpatliic!  in- 
<iividual;  and,  at  the  same  time,  owinii  to  defect  of  moral 
fe(>lingy  all  normal  inhibitory  ideas  are  absent  or  weak- 
ened. 

Such  monstrous,  sadistic  acts  have,  however,  in  men, 
in  whom  they  are  much  more  freijuent  than  in  women, 
another  source  in  physiological  conditions.  In  the  inter- 
course of  the  sexes,  the  active  or  aggressive  role  belongs  to 
man ;  woman  remains  passive,  defensive.'  It  affords  man 
great  pleasure  to  win  a  woman,  to  conquer  her;  and  in  the 
ars  amandi,  the  modesty  of  woman,  who  keeps  herself  on 
the  defensive  until  the  moment  of  surrender,  is  an  element 
of  great  psychological  significance  and  importance.  Under 
normal  conditions  man  meets  obstacles  which  it  is  his  part 
to  overcome,  and  for  which  nature  has  given  him  an  ag- 
gressive clinrn«  tor.  This  aggressive  character,  however, 
under  pathological  conditions  may  likewise  be  excessively 
developed,  and  express  itself  in  an  impulse  to  sulxlue  abso- 
lutely the  object  of  desire,  even  to  destroy  or  kill  it'

'Amonp  anininlfl  it  in  nhvnv;*  tlif  ninlo  who  purBue«  the  female 
with  proflerft  of  love.  Playful  or  actual  flight  of  the  female  ia  not 
infreqiieiitly  obMrvcd ;  aiM  then  the  relation  ia  Tike  that  between  the 
beaHt  nf  prey  and  the  victim. 

Tho  ronquos»  nf  womnn  tnkos  place  to-day  in  the  s<X'i.il  form  of 
courting,  in  seduction  and  deception,  etc.  From  the  history  of  civili- 
aatioo  and  anthropology  we  know  that  there  have  been  tlmea,  aä 
there  are  savnpos  to  dny  that  prartion  it,  wlifre  brutal  foroo,  rfibUory, 
or  even  blows  that  rendered  a  womac  powerless,  were  made  use  ot 
to  obtain  love  s  desire.  It  is  possible  that  tendendea  to  «ach  out- 
break n  of  sadism  are  atavistic 

In  the  Jahrbilrher  für  PHVcholopie/*  ii.,  p.  128,  Rchiifrr  (.Tcna) 
refers  to  the  reports  of  two  cases  by  A.  Payer.    In  the  first  case 
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If  l)oth  these  constituent  elements  uecur  tofjetlier — the 
abnormally  intensified  impulse  to  a  violent  reaction  toward 
the  object  of  the  .stimulus,  and  the  ahnormally  intensilied 
desire  to  concjuer  the  woiiiau, — then  the  most  violent  out- 
breaks of  sadism  occur. 

Sadism  is  thus  nothin*;  else  than  an  excessive  and  mon- 
strous pathological  intensification  of  phcn'tmcna. —  jtossible, 
too,  in  normal  conditions  in  ruilimental  forms, — which  ac- 
company the  psychical  vita  scxualis,  jiarticularly  in  males. 
It  is  of  course  not  at  all  ncccssar}',  and  not  even  the  rule, 
that  the  sadistic  individual  should  be  conscious  of  his  in- 
stinct What  he  feels  is,  as  a  rule,  only  the  impulse  to  cruel 
and  yiolent  treatment  of  the  opposite  sex,  and  the  colouring 
of  the  idea  of  such  acts  with  lustful  feelings.  Thus  arises 
a  powerful  impulse  to  commit  the  imagined  deeds.  In  as 
far  as  the  actual  motives  of  this  instinct  are  not  compre- 
hended by  the  individual,  the  sadistic  acts  have  the  char- 
acter of  impulsive  deeds. 

When  the  association  of  lust  and  cruelty  is  present,  not 
only  does  the  lustful  emotion  awaken  the  impulse  to 
cruelty,' but  vice  verm;  cruel  ideas  and  acta  of  cruelty  cause 
sexual  excitement,  and  in  this  way  are  used  by  perverse 
individuals.^ 

sla(o<»  of  pront  wunl  rxoifrmont  wfro  intlurod  by  tho  sifjlit  of  twit- 
ties  or  of  |Miinting8  of  them;  in  the  tUH-oiid,  by  cruel  torturing  of 
■null  aniniBlB.  It  i»  added:  '* The  pleasure  of  battle  and  murder  it 
so  predominantly  an  attributo  of  tho  male  eez  throughout  the  animal 
kingdom  that  there  can  be  no  iiuestion  about  the  close  relation  exist- 
ing between  this  siiie  of  the  masculine  character  and  male  sexuality. 
1  believe,  too,  that  by  unprejudiceil  observation  I  can  show  that,  in 
men  who  are  monlally  and  physically  absolutely  normal,  the  first 
indeflnitc  and  incomprehensible  precursors  of  sexual  excitement  may 
be  induced  by  the  reading  of  exciting  scenes  of  the  chase  and  war — 
t.  e.,  they  give  rise  to  unconscious  lonpin^rs  for  a  kind  of  natisfaction 
in  warlike  pameH  f  wrcHtlinfr) .  in  which  the  fundamental  sexual  im- 
pulse to  the  most  perf(H.>t  and  intense  contact  with  a  companion  is 
expressed,  with  the  seeo||dary  thought  of  conquest  more  or  less 
clearly  defined." 

Mt.  sometimes  happens  that  nn  accidental  sight  of  blood,  etc, 
puts  into  motion  the  prefonnetl  }>-\<  liieal  mechanism  of  the  sadistks 
individual  and  awakens  the  instiirät. 
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A  ditfereutiatiüu  of  original  aiul  ac(juired  cases  of  sad- 
ism is  scarcely  possibli'.  Mauy  individuals,  tainted  ah 
uriyine,  for  a  long  time  do  every lliing  to  conquer  the  per- 
verse iustiuct.  If  they  are  potent,  they  are  able  for  some 
time  to  lead  a  normal  viia  sexualw,  often  with  the  assist- 
ance of  fanciful  ideas  of  a  perverse  nature.  Later,  when 
the  opposing  motives  of  an  ethical  and  aesthetic  kind  have 
been  gradually  overcome,  and  when  oft-repeated  experience 
has  proved  the  natural  act  to  give  but  incomplete  satisfac- 
tion, the  abnormal  instinct  suddenly  bursts  forth.  Owing 
to  this  late  expression,  in  acts,  of  an  originally  perverse  dis- 
position, the  appearances  are  those  of  an  acquired  perver- 
sion. As  a  rul(%  it  may  be  safely  assumed  that  this  psycho- 
pathic state  exists  ab  origine. 

Sadistic  acts  vary  in  monstrousness  acoordins:  to  the 
power  exorcised  by  the  perverse  instinct  over  the  individual 
thus  afflicted,  and  in  accordance  with  the  strength  of  op- 
posing ideas  that  may  be  present,  which  nearly  always  are 
more  or  less  weakened  by  ori*jinal  ethical  defects,  heredi- 
tary deijeneracv,  or  moral  insanity.  Thus  there  arises  a 
loni^  series  of  forms  which  beirins  with  capital  crime  and 
ends  with  ])alfrv  acts  alTordinij  lucn  ly  syuilKtlic  satisfuctiou 
to  the  perverse  desires  of  the  sadistic  intlividual. 

Sadistic  acts  nuiy  be  further  dilTerentiated  according 
to  their  nature;  either  taking  place  after  consummated 
coitus  which  leaves  the  libido  nimia  unsatisfied;  or,  with 
diminished  virility,  being  undertaken  to  merely  stimulate 
the  diminished  power;  or,  finally^  where  virility  is  abso- 
lutely wanting,  as  becoming  sini]>ly  an  ecpiivalent  for  im- 
possible coitus,  and  for  the  induction  of  ejaculation.  In 
the  last  two  cases,  notwithstanding  impotence,  there  is  still 
intense  libido;  or  there  was,  at  least,  intense  libido  in  the 
Individual  at  the  time  when  the  sadistic  acts  became  a 
habit.  Sexual  hypersrethesia  mn^t  always  be  rc^rded  as 
the  basis  of  sadistic  inclinations.  The  impotence  which  oc- 
curs so  frequently  in  psychopathic  and  neuropathic  indi- 
viduals here  considered,  resulting  from  excesses  practised 
in  early  youth,  is  usually  dependent  upon  spinal  weakness. 
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Often,  too,  there  is  a  land  of  psychicsl  impotence,  8uper> 

iiuhicod  by  canoentration  of  tlion<^lit  on  the  pen'erse  act 
with  simultaneous  fading  of  the  idea  of  normal  satisfaction. 
No  matter  what  the  external  form  of  the  act  may  be,  the 
mentally  perverse  predisposition  and  instinct  of  the  indi- 
vidual are  essential  to  an  understanding  of  it. 

(a)  Lu/d-Mwrdei^  (Lust  PoUrUiaUd  as  CrueUy,  Murder- 
out  Lust  Extending  to  Anthropophagy). 

The  most  horrible  example,  and  one  which  most  point* 
edly  shows  the  connection  between  hist  and  a  desire  to  kill, 
is  the  case  of  Andreas  Bichel,  which  Feuerhach  published 
in  his  "Aktenmassige  Darstellung  merkwürdiger  Ver^ 
brechen". 

B.  puellas  siupratasneeavit  el  dissccuit.  With  reforonce 
to  one  of  his  victims,  at  his  examination  he  exprest^cd  him- 
self as  follows:  "I  opened  her  breast  and  with  a  knife 
ent  flir(»ii<i;h  the  fleshy  parts  f)f  the  body.  Tlien  I  arranged 
tlie  IkhIv  as  a  butcher  «loes  In-cf,  and  hacked  it  with  an  axe 
into  jn'fH'c^  of  n  size  to  tit  the  liole  wliich  T  had  «lufl:  up  in  the 
inomitain  f(»r  Imrving  it.  I  may  say  that  wliile  o])eninf!; 
the  ImxIv  I  was  so  ixrcedy  that  I  trembled,  and  could  have 
cut  out  a  piece  and  eaten  it." 

Lomhroso,  too  ( "(lesclilcclitstricb  und  Verbreelien  in 
iliren  ij;e<;('nseiti«jen  P)i'ziclMiniicn".  loltdannnrr's  Archiv," 
IM.  xxx.),  mentions  cases  fallini;  in  the  same  catej:;ory.  A 
certain  IMiilHpe  indnlfjed  in  slran^lin«;  prostitutes,  post 
actum,  and  said  :  "T  am  fond  of  women,  but  it  is  sport  for 
me  to  strangle  them  aft<T  liavini;  enjoyed  them". 

A  certain  Grassi  (Lomhroso.  op.  rif..  p.  12)  was  one 
nitjlit  seize(l  with  sexual  desire  for  a  relative.  Irritated  l»y 
her  remonstrance,  he  stabbed  her  several  times  in  the  ab- 

Of,  **tt«t»ffer*»  gvr.  Amdw.,  beniuagcfreben  ran  Hchmt»**  p. 
630;  "Klein's  Annalen,"  x,,  p.  176;  xviii.,  p.  311 :  Ilriuroth.  "  Systt  m 
der  pqr«h.  Med.,"  p.  270;  Heurr  Pitaval,  1855.  23  Th.  ( "  Full 
BUiae  Fcrrage"). 
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(loiiion  with  a  knife,  and  also  niurclcrod  hor  father  and 
iinck'  who  uttt  in|>tc(l  to  hohl  him  hack.  IiiiiiKMliatcly  tliero- 
aftcr  he  ha^tciH^I  to  visit  a  prostitute  in  onh'r  to  cool  in 
hor  eiiihrace  Iiis  sexual  j>assioii.  i>ut  this  was  not  sutiicieut, 
for  he  then  murdered  his  own  fatlier  and  slaughtered  sev- 
eral oxen  in  the  stable. 

It  cannot  be  doubted,  after  the  foregoing,  that  a  great 
number  of  soHsalled  lust  murders  depend  upon  oombiAed 
hypeTsesthesia  and  panesthesia  sexualis.  As  a  result  of 
tbis  perverse  colouring  of  the  feelings,  further  acts  of 
bestiality  with  the  corpse  may  result — e,g.,  cutting  it  up 
and  wallowing  in  the  intestines.  The  case  of  Bichel  pointo 
to  this  possibility. 

•  A  modem  example  is  that  of  Meneselon  ("Annates 
dliygiene  ])iil)li(iu<'" ),  who  was  examined  by  Laaegue, 
Brouardel  and  Motet,  declared  to  be  mentally  sound,  and 
executed. 

Case  15.  A  four-year-old  girl  was  missinc:  from  her 
})arents'  home,  15th  A]>ril,  ISSO.  On  KWli  April,  Men«'s- 
clou,  one  of  the.  oecnpants  of  the  house,  was  arrested.  The 
forearm  of  the  child  was  found  in  his  jioeket.  an<l  the  head 
and  entrails,  in  a  half-charred  condition,  were  taken  from 
the  stove.  Other  parts  of  the  Ixidv  were  found  in  the  water- 
closet.  The  genitals  could  not  be  found.  M.,  when  asked 
their  wherealx>ut8,  boctamc  embarrassed.  The  circum- 
stances, as  well  as  an  obscene  poem  found  on  his  person, 
left  no  doubt  that  he  had  violated  the  child  and  then  mur- 
dered her.  M.  expressed  no  remorse,  asserting  that  his  deed 
was  an  unhappy  accident.  His  intelligence  was  limited. 
He  presented  no  anatomical  signs  of  d^neration;  some- 
what deaf  and  scrofulous. 

Age  twenty. 

Convulsions  at  the  age  of  nine  months.  Later  he  suf- 
fered from  disturbed  sl<'ep  (enuresis  noetunui)  :  was  nerv- 
ous, and  developed  tardily  and  imperfectly.  With  puberty 
he  l>eeame  irritable,  showed  evil  i  Delimit  ions,  wa^  l^'^y»  in- 
tractable, and  in  all  trades  proved  to  be  of  no  use.  He  grew

no  better  even  in  the  House  of  Correction.  He  was  made  a 
marine,  but  there,  too,  he  proved  useless.  When  he  re- 
turned home  he  stole  from  his  parents,  and  spent  his  time 
in  bad  company.  He  did  not  run  after  women,  but  gave 
himself  up  passionately  to  masturbation,  and  occasionally 
indulged  in  sodomy  with  bitches.  His  mother  suffered  with 
mania  menstrtudis  periodica*  An  undo  was  insane,  and 
another  a  drunkard.  The  exaiuiuation  of  ^I/s  brain  showed 
morbid  changes  of  the  frontal  lobes,  of  the  firnt  and  second 
temporal  convolutions,  and  of  a  part  of  the  occipital  con- 
volutions. 

Case  16.  Alton,  a  clerk  in  Knirland,  went  for  a 
wiük  out  of  town,  lie  Inn  d  a  ehild  into  a  tliieket.  After- 
wards at  his  ulKee  h<'  made  tins  cjitrv  in  his  note-b<H)k: 
''Killed  to-dav  a  vonnir  Ldrl;  it  \va>  tine  and  hot."  The 
child  was  missed,  srardicd  fur,  and  found  cut  into  jdeees. 
Many  j>urts,  and  amomi;  them  the  p-nitals,  eonld  not  l»e 
found.  A.  did  not  show  the  sli<;htest  trace  of  emotion,  and 
gave  no  explanation  of  the  motive  or  cireunistanc(\s  of  his 
horrible  deed.  He  was  a  psychopathic  individual,  and  oc- 
casionally subject  to  fits  of  depression  with  tadium  vUoe. 
His  father  had  had  an  attack  pf  acute  mania.  A  near  rela- 
tive suffered  from  mania  with  homicidal  impulses.  A.  was 
executed. 

Case  17.  Jack  the  Ripper. — On  December  1,  1887, 
July  7,  August  8,  September  30,  one  day  in  the  month  of 
October  and  on  the  9th  of  November,  1888 ;  on  the  1st  of 
Juno,  the  17th  of  July  and  the  10th  of  September,  1880, 
the  bodies  of  women  were  found  in  various  loncdy  quarters 
of  London  rip])odopen  and  mutilated  in  a  ])eculiar  fashion. 
The  murderer  has  never  been  found.  It  is  probable  that  he 
first  cut  the  throats  of  his  victims,  then  ripped  open  the 
abdomen  and  gropfd  anioni;  tin*  intestines.  Tn  some  in- 
stanees  he  cut  otl  the  i^cnitals  ami  carried  them  away:  in 
others  he  only  tore  them  to  pieces  and  left  them  iM  liiiul. 
He  does  not  seem  to  have  liad  sexual  intercourse  with  his 
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victims,  l)ut  very  likely  the  nuirtlerous  act  and  suhsoqiu'iit 
mutilation  of  the  corpse  were  etjuivaleuts  for  the  sexual 
act.  {McDonald,  le  criminal  type,  2  edit,  Lyon,  1884; — 
Sjntzka,  The  Journal  of  Mental  and  Nervous  Diseases, 
1888,  December;— f'terman^  The  Medical  Standard,  1888» 
Not.  and  Dec.) 

Case  18.  Vacher,  the  Ripper. — On  the  Slst  August, 
1895,  Portalier,  seventeen  years  old,  a  shepherd,  was 

found  naked  in  the  field.  The  belly  was  ripped  open  and 
the  body  bore  other  wounds  besides.  Examination  showed 
that  the  victim  had  been  strangled  first  On  the  4th 
August,  1897,  a  tramp,  named  Vacher,  was  arrested  on 
suspicion  of  liaving  committed  this  crime.  He  confessed 
to  it  us  well  as  to  numerous  other  acts  of  a  similar  nature 
that  had  been  jx'rpct rated  in  various  parts  of  France  since 
1894.  He  clainicd  that  at  the  time  when  he  committed  the 
crimes  he  sutTercd  from  temporary  insanity  and  irresistihle 
impulse,  in  fact,  was  a  ma<lman.  ^Icdical  examination, 
how  ever,  proved  that  Vacher  was  rncnits  coinpos  when  ho 
coimiiiii('<l  these  atrocious  deeds,  fled  after  their  commis- 
sion and  had  a  very  clear  memory  of  the  facts. 

V.  was  lH»rn  in  isr»0  of  honourable  ]>arents  and  l>e- 
longed  to  a  mentally  sound  family.  He  never  ha<]  a  severe 
illness,  was  from  his  earliest  infancy  vicious,  lazy  and  shy 
of  work.  When  twenty  he  had  immorally  assaulted  a  small 
child.  During  his  military  service  he  had  gained  for  him- 
self a  very  bad  reputation  and  was  in  1893  discharged  from 
his  regiment  on  account  of  ''psychical  disturbances"  (con- 
fused  talk,  persecution-mania,  threatening  language,  ex- 
treme irritability).  In  1893  he  wounded  a  girl  because 
she  refused  to  marry  him,  then  made  an  attempt  at  suicide 
(he  shot  himself  through  the  right  ear,  which  left  him  deaf 
on  that  side  and  produc(>d  facial  paralysis).  He  was  sent 
to  an  insane  asylum  and  there  treated  for  persecution- 
mania.  On  April  1,  1804,  he  was  dismissed  as  cured.  He 
began  to  tramp  alxmt  the  country  and  committed  the  fol- 
lowing horrible  crimes:  On  March  20,  lö94,  he  strangled 
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Dellioinino,  twenty-one  vcars  old,  cut  her  throat,  trainphil 
upon  lii  r  alnlonK'n,  tore  out  a  jK)rtiou  of  lu-r  right  breast 
and  then  ha<l  eoitus  with  the  corpse.  The  same  atrocity, 
but  without  ravaging  tiie  bodies,  he  committed  on  Novem- 
ber 20,  1894,  on  a  girl  of  the  name  of  Marcel,  13  yean 
of  age,  and  on  May  12,  1895,  on  another  girl  named 
Mortiireux,  17  years  of  age.  On  August  24,  1895,  he 
strangled  and  then  ravaged  a  lady  of  the  name  of  Morand, 
58  yean  old,  and  on  the  22d  he  cut  the  throat  of  Allaise, 
a  sixteen  year  old  girl  and  attempted  to  rip  her  abdomen 
open«  On  September  29,  he  committed  the  same  crime — 
as  later  on  on  Portalier— on  Palet,  a  fiftcon-year-old  boy, 
but  in  this  instance  he  also  cut  off  the  genitals  of  the  boy 
and  sexually  assaulted  the  corpse. 

On  the  1st  of  March,  1890,  he  attempted  rape  on 
Deronet,  a  ^irl  eleven  years  old,  but  was  scared  off  by 
the  field  ]>oli(>e.  On  the  10th  of  September,  he  committed 
his  usual  atr<K'ity  on  a  Mrs.  ^lounier,  just  married,  nine- 
teen years  (»f  age,  an<l  on  the  1st  of  Oetolx*r,  on  Kodier,  a 
siu  ph('nl(>ss,  fourteen  years  of  age.  He  cut  out  her  genitals 
an<l  carried  them  away.  Toward  th(5  end  of  May,  1S1)7, 
he  killed  a  train])  Uy,  fourteen  years  old,  named  licaujiied, 
l»y  cutting  his  tliroat.  The  corpse  he  threw  down  into  a 
well.  On  dune  ISfli  he  nmrdered  a  she])hcrd  hoy,  tlnrteen 
years  old,  named  Laurent,  and  committed  pedera.sty  t)n 
the  corpse.  Soon  afterward  he  made  an  attempt  on  a 
Mrs.  Flantier,  but  she  was  rescued.  Unfortunately  they 
aUowed  him  to  go  unpunished. 

Lacassagne,  Professor  of  Forensic  Medicine  in  Lyon, 
Pierrel,  Professor  of  Psychiatry,  and  Rebaiel,  specialist 
on  insanity,  were  the  experts  in  this  atrocious  murder 
trial.  They  found  no  hereditary  taints,  no  cerebral  dis- 
ease, nor  traces  of  epilepsy.  V.  was  not  particularly  bright, 
very  irascible  from  his  earliest  years,  vicious  and  fond  of 
maltreating  animals.  No  one  retained  him  long  in  service. 
He  entered  a  monastery,  but  was  soon  dismissed  as  he 
began  to  masturbate  his  comrades.  He  co\i1d  not  find  em- 
ployment on  account  of  immorality  and  ill  temper.  He 
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was  not  a  drinker.  lu  the  army  he  was  feared  and 
sliunned.  One  day  when  he  was  di8a|>|K>inled  by  not  ])e- 
ing  made  a  corporal,  he  ilew  into  a  passion,  attacked  Iiis 
8n})eri<>r  and  became  delirious.  lie  was  taken  to  the  in- 
lirmarv  and  thence  sent  to  the  insane  asylinii.  His  com- 
rades did  not  consider  him  normal.  During  his  spells  of 
rago  he  was  uncontrollable  and  considered  dangerous. 
He  always  threatened  others  with  cutting  their  throats,  and 
was  thought  capable  of  doing  sticli  an  act  He  slept  badly, 
constantly  dreamed  of  murder,  and  often  was  delirious  dur- 
ing the  night,  so  that  no  one  cared  for  sleeping  near  him. 

At  the  asylum  he  was  found  to  suffer  from  persecution* 
mania  and  was  considered  a  dangerous  character.  Never* 
theless  he  was  dismissed  as  cured. 

Subsequently  be  became  guilty  of  eleven  murders, 
which  are  acts  of  sadism,  lust  murders.  They  consisted  of 
strangling,  cutting  of  the  throat  and  ripping  <»pen,of  the 
abdomen,  mutilation  of  the  corpse,  especially  the  genitals, 
eventiially  gratification  of  the  sexual  lust  on  the  corpse. 

It  was  definitely  proved  that  V.  acted  in  cold  blood, 
was  quite  conscious  of  his  actions  and  suffered  from  no 
psychical  abnormality. 

He  committed  the  crimes  in  various  sections  of  France, 
traversing  the  country  in  every  direction. 

There  were  no  uuirks  of  anatomical  degeneration.  His 
genitals  were  uoriually  developed.  In  continenu-nt  he  was 
lazy,  irascible  and  tpiite  intractable.  Out  of  sheer  stnh- 
iHjrnness  and  bet;ause  he  thought  he  had  been  slighted,  he 
refused  on  one  occasion  all  fcMjd  for  a  period  of  seven 
days.  On  another  occasion  he  flew  into  a  frightful  rage 
when  permission  to  go  to  church  was  refused  him.  He 
spoke  cynically  of  his  crimes,  showed  no  remorse,  insisted 
that  they  were  the  outcome  of  madness  and  insanity, 
played  the  insane,  hoping  thus  to  be  sent  to  an  insane  asy- 
lum whence  escape  is  easier.  The  experts  could  establish 
no  symptoms  of  mental  disturbance. 

Besum£  of  the  experts: — ^''V.  is  neither  an  epileptic 
nor  subject  to  an  impulsive  disease.   He  is  an  immoral, 
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])assi()nate  man,  \vln»  once  temporarily  snfTerod  from  a 
(h»j)n'ssing  j)L'rs<H'ution-mania,  eouj>leil  witli  an  imjml.so  to 
suicide.  Of  this  lie  was  cured,  and  thereafter  became  re- 
spousible  for  his  actions.  His  crimes  are  those  of  an 
antisocial,  sadistic,  bloodthirsty  being,  who  considers  him- 
self privileged  to  commit  these  atrocities  because  he  was 
once  upon  a  time  treated  in  an  asylum  for  insanity,  and 
thereby  escaped  well  merited  punishment.  lie  is  a  com- 
mon criminal  and  there  are  no  ameliorating  circumstances 
to  be  found  in  his  favour.'* — V.  was  sentenced  to  death. 
(ArchiTes  d'  anthropologie  criminelle,  ziii.,  No.  78.) 

In  such  cases  it  may  even  happen  that  appetite  for  the 
flesh  of  the  murdered  victim  arises,  and  in  conse(iTience  of 
this  perverse  colouring  of  the  idea,  parts  of  the  bNxiy  may 
be  eaten. 

Case  19.  Lcger,  vinedresser,  aged  twenty-four. 
From  youth  moo<ly,  silent,  shy  of  people.  lie  started  oni 
in  search  of  a  situation.  Wandering  alxtiit  eight  days  in 
the  forest  he  there  caught  a  girl  twelve  years  old,  violated 
her,  mutilated  her  genitals,  tore  out  her  heart,  ate  of  it, 
drank  the  Ulood,  and  buried  the  remains.  Arrested,  at 
first  he  lied,  but  iinally  (Minfessed  his  crime  with  cynical 
cold-bloodedness.  He  listened  to  his  sentence  of  death 
with  inditTcrence,  and  was  e.\e<'uted.  At  the  post  mortem 
examination  Es<jnin)l  found  morbi<l  adliesious  between  tho 
cerebral  membranes  and  the  brain  {Georyet,  "Darstellung 
der  Proiesse  Leger,  Feldimann/'  etc.,  Barmstadt,  1827). 

Case  20*  Tirsch,  hospital  beneficiary  of  Prag,  aged 
fifty-five,  always  silent,  peculiar,  coarse,  very  irritable, 
grumbling,  revengeful,  was  sentenced  to  twenty  years' 
imprisonment  for  violating  a  girl  ten  years  old.  He  had 
attracted  attention  on  account  of  outbursts  of  anger  from 
insignificant  causes,  and  also  on  account  of  fiTdium  inta» 
In  1S(54,  on  account- of  the  refusal  of  an  offer  of  marriage 
which  he  made  to  a  widow  ,  he  developed  a  hatred  toward 
women,  and  on  the  8th  of  July  he  went  about  with  the

intonfioii  of  killing  one  of  tliis  hatod  sox.  Vetulam  occur- 
renlt  in  in  stlram  allcxH .  rotfuni.  poposcit,  rcniicnlctn  pros- 
travit,  ju(/nluin  fvniinw  comprcssH  "furore  cnpins".  Cad- 
aver vinja  Itrlula'  (Icsccfd  vrrhfnirc  vohtit  nc(juc((itncn  id 
pcrfccit,  fjiiid  ronscu'nl'ui  sua  Jnur  fieri  vrfuit.  ruHrllo 
maifunas  <■(  (ji  nitalia  dcscrta  donii  coda  pro.rirnis  dicfnis 
cutn  f/lobis  ronirdil.  On  the  lilth  of  ScpfeiiilKT,  wUvu  he 
was  arrested,  tlie  remains  of  this  meal  were  found.  He 
gave  as  the  motive  of  this  act  'inner  impulse."  He  him- 
self wished  to  be  executed,  because  he  had  always  been  an 
outcast  In  confinement  he  showed  great  emotional  irrita* 
bilitj  and  occasional  outbursts  of  fury,  preceded  by  refusal 
of  food,  which  made  isolation,  lasting  several  days,  neces^ 
sary.  It  was  authoritatively  established  that  the  most  of 
his  earlier  excesses  were  coincident  with  outbreaks  of  cx- 
.  oitement  and  fury  (Maachka,  "Prager  Vierteljahrssehrift," 
1866,  i.,  p.  70.  **0au8ier  bei  Maschka,  Handb.  der 
gerichtl.  Medicin,"  iv.,  p.  489). 

In  other  cases  of  lust-murder,  for  physical  and  mental 
reasons  (vide  supra),  violation  is  omitted,  and  the  sadistic 
crime  alone  becomes  the  equivalent  of  coitus.  The  pro- 
tofyjM'  of  such  cases  is  the  foUowiuü:  one  of  X'erzcui.  The 
life  of  his  victim  hung  on  the  rajtid  or  retarded  <»ceurrence 
of  ejaculation.  Since  this  reniarkahic  case  [)resents  all 
the  peenliaritio  which  mo<lern  science  knows  concerninpj 
the  relation  of  Inst  to  Inst-ninnler  with  anthropophagy, 
and  esjH'cially  since  it  wa.s  careluily  studied,  it  receives 
detailed  description  here: — 

Case  21.  Vincenz  Verzeui,  l>orn  in  1849;  since  Jan- 
uary 1  Uli,  1872,  in  prison;  was  accused  (1)  of  an  attempt 
to  strangle  his  nurse  ^lariannc,  four  years  ago,  while  she 
lay  sick  in  bed;  (2)  of  a  similar  attempt  on  a  married 
woman,  Arsnffi,  aged  twenty-seven;  (3)  of  an  attempt  to 
strangle  a  married  woman,  Gala,  by  grasping  her  throat 
while  kneeling  on  her  abdomen;  (4)  on  suspicion  of  the 
following  murders: — 
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In  Decombor  a  fourtoen-year-old  girl,  Johanna  Motta, 
Bet  out  for  a  neighbouring  village  between  seven  and  eight 
o'clock  in  the  morning.  As  ahe  did  not  return,  her  master 
set  out  to  find  her,  and  discovered  her  body  near  the  Tillage, 
lying  by  a  path  in  the  fields.  The  corpse  was  frightfully 
mutilated  with  numerous  wounds.  The  intestines  and 
genitals  had  been  torn  from  the  open  body,  and  were  found 
near  by.  The  nakedness  of  the  body  and  erosions  on  the 
thighs  made  it  seem  probable  that  there  had  been  an 
attempt  at  rape;  the  mouth,  filled  with  earth,  pointed  to 
suffocation.  In  the  neighbourhood  of  the  IxkIv,  under  a 
pile  of  straw,  were  found  a  portion  of  flesh  torn  from  the 
right  ealf,  and  pieces  of  clothing.  The  perpetrator  of 
the  deed  reniaiii('<l  undiscovered.  • 

On  28th  August,  1871,  a  married  woman,  Frigeni,  aged 
twenty-('iu;ht,  sot  out  into  the  fields  early  in  the  morning 
As  she  did  not  return  l»y  oiirht  o'cl(K*k.  her  husluind  started 
out  to  fetch  her.  lie  found  her  a  ('»»rpse,  lyin«;  naked  in 
the  field,  with  the  mark  of  a  thou«;  around  lier  neek.  with 
wiiicii  she  liad  l>een  strangled,  iu\<\  with  numennis  wounds. 
The  ahdouien  had  been  ripped  open,  and  the  intestines 
were  hanirini^  out. 

On  August  *21)th,  at  noon,  as  Maria  Trevitali,  aged 
nineteen,  went  through  a  held,  she  was  followed  by  her 
cousin,  Verzeni.  He  dragged  her  into  a  field  of  grain, 
threw  her  to  the  ground  and  began  to  choke  her.  As  he  let 
go  of  her  for  a  moment  to  ascertain  whether  any  one  was 
near,  the  girl  got  up  and,  by  her  supplicating  entreaty,  in* 
duced  Verzeni  to  let  her  go,  after  he  had  pressed  her  hands 
together  for  some  time. 

Venseni  was  brought  before  a  court  He  was  then 
twenty-two  years  old.  Cranium  of  more  than  average  size, 
but  asymmetrical.  The  right  frontal  bono  narrower  and 
lower  than  the  left,  the  right  frontal  prominenre  \mng  less 
developed,  and  the  niiht  ear  smaller  than  tlie  left  (by  1 
centinjetre  in  length  and  3  centimetres  in  breadth)  ;  both 
cars  defective  in  the  inferior  half  of  the  helix;  the  riirht 
temporal  arteiy  somewhat  atheromatous.  Bull-necked; 
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cnonnous  (l('V('l«)j)]noiit  of  the  zijijoina'  and  inferior  maxiUa ; 
jM»nis  «ijrcully  (IcvcIoixmI,  frainnii  wanting;  sH<;ht  divcrüjcnt 
altcrnatinj^  .stral>i.sniii.s  (insuthcicncy  of  tlu'  iut<'rnai  rectus 
luiiscle,  and  myopia).  Lombroso  concluded  from  tlieso 
signs  of  degeneration,  that  tlierc  was  a  congenital  arrest 
of  development  of  the  right  frontal  bone.  As  seemed 
probable,  Verzeni  had  a  bad  anoestry — ^two  uncles  were 
cretins;  a  third,  microcephalic,  beardless,  one  testicle 
wanting,  the  other  atrophic.  The  father  showed  traces 
of  pelli^^us  degeneration,  and  had  an  attack  of  hfpo- 
ehondria  peUagrosa*  A  cousin  suffered  from  cerebral 
hypersemia ;  another  was  a  confirmed  thief. 

Verzeni's  family  was  bigoted  and  low-minded.  He  him- 
self had  ordinary  intelligence ;  knew  how  to  defend  himself 
well ;  sought  to  prove  an  alibi  and  cast  suspicion  on  others. 
There  was  nothing  in  his  past  that  pointed  to  mental  dis- 
ease, but  his  character  was  peculiar.  He  was  silent  and 
inclined  to  Ik-  solitary.  In  prison  lie  was  cynical.  He 
masturbated,  and  made  every  effort  to  gain  sijxlit  of  women. 

Verzeni  finally  confessed  his  deeds  and  their  motive. 
The  commission  of  tliem  gave  liim  an  in(les('ribal)ly 
j>leasant  (  lustful)  feeling,  which  was  accompanie(i  by  erec- 
tion and  ejaculation.  As  s(m>u  as  he  had  grasjx'd  his  vic- 
tim by  the  neck,  sexual  sensations  were  experienced.  It 
was  entirely  the  same  to  him,  with  reference  to  these;  sen- 
sations, wlieflier  the  women  were  old,  young,  ugly,  or 
beautiful.  Usually,  simply  choking  them  had  satisfied 
him,  and  be  then  had  allowed  his  victims  to  live;  in  the 
two  cases  mentioned,  the  sexual  satisfaction  was  delayed, 
and  he  had  continued  to  choke  them  until  they  died.  The 
gratification  experienced  in  this  garrotting  was  greater 
than  in  masturbation.  The  abrasions  of  the  skin  on  Motta's 
thighs  were  produced  by  his  teeth,  whilst  sucking  her 
blood  in  most  intense  lustful  pleasure.  He  had  torn  out 
a  piece  of  flesh  from  her  calf  and  taken  it  with  him  to 
roast  at  home;  but  on  the  way  he  hid  it  under  the  straw- 
stack,  for  fear  his  mother  might  suspect  him.  He  also 
carried  pieces  of  the  clothing  and  intestines  some  distance, 
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becavae  it  gave  Him  great  pleasure  to  smell  and  touch 
them.  The  strength  which  he  possessed  in  these  moments 
of  intense  lustful  pleasure  was  enormous.  He  had  never 
been  a  fool;  while  oonmiitting  his  deeds  he  saw  nothing 
around  him  (apparently  as  a  result  of  inUmse  sexual  ex* 
citemcnt,  annihilation  of  perception — ^instinctive  action). 
After  such  acts  he  was  always  very  Iiappy,  enjoying  a 
feeling  of  great  satisfacti<m.  He  Iiad  never  had  pangs  of 
conscience.  It  had  ne\er  occurred  to  liim  to  touch  the 
c^nitals  of  the  martyred  women,  or  to  violate  his  victims. 
It  had  satisfied  him  to  throttle  them  and  suck  their  bl<K>d. 
These  statements  of  this  modern  vam])irc  sccmii  to  rest  on 
truth.  Normal  sexual  iuipulses  seeui  to  have  remained 
foreign  to  him.  Two  sweethearts  that  Ik^  had,  ho  was 
satisfied  to  look  at;  it  was  verv  stranm*  to  hiui  that  he 
had  no  inclination  to  strangle  tln'iii  or  press  their  hands, 
but  he  luid  not  had  the  same  plcasuri'  with  them  as  with 
his  victims.  There  was  no  trace  of  moral  sense,  remorse 
and  the  like. 

Verzeni  said  himself  that  it  would  be  a  good  thing  if 
he  were  to  be  kept  in  prison,  because  with  freedom  he 
could  not  resist  his  impulses.  Verzeni  was  sentenced  to 
imprisonmnent  for  life  (Lombroao,  ''Verseni  e  Agnoletti,'' 
Home,  1873).  The  confessions  which  Verzeni  made  after 
his  sentence  are  interesting: — 

''I  had  an  unspeakable  delight  in  strax^Ung  women,  ex- 
periencing during  the  act  erections  and  real  sexual  pleas- 
ure. It  was  even  a  pleasure  only  to  smell  female  clothing. 
The  feeling  of  pleasure  while  strangling  them  was  much 
greater  than  that  which  I  cNprrieuccd  while  masturbating. 
I  took  great  delight  in  drinking  ^Motta's  blood.  It  also 
gave  me  the  greatest  pleasure  to  puU  the  hair-pins  out  of 
the  hair  of  niv  victims. 

"I  twk  the  clothing  and  intestines,  beeansc  of  the 
pleasure  it  gave  me  to  smell  and  touch  them.  At  last  my 
mother  came  to  susj»ect  me,  because  slie  uoliced  spots  of 
semen  on  my  shirt  after  each  murder  or  attempt  at  one. 
I  am  not  crazy,  but  in  the  moment  of  strangling  my  victims 
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T  saw  iiotliiiig  else.  After  the  coinmissidu  ot'  the  deeds  I 
was  satisfied  and  felt  well.  It  never  occurred  to  nie  to 
touch  or  look  at  the  genitals  or  such  things.  It  satisfied 
me  to  seize  the  women  hv  the  neck  and  suck  tlu  ir  blood. 
To  this  very  day  I  am  ignorant  of  how  a  woman  is  formed. 
During  the  strangling  and  after  it,  I  pressed  myself  on 
the  entire  body  without  thinking  of  one  part  more  than 
another.'' 

Terzeni  arrived  at  his  perverse  acts  quite  indepen- 
dently, after  having  noticed,  when  he  was  twelve  years 
old,  that  he  experienced  a  peculiar  feeling  of  pleasure 
while  wringing  the  necks  of  chickens.  After  this  he  had 
often  killed  great  numbers  of  them  and  then  said  that  a 
weasel  had  been  in  the  hen-coop  {Lombroso,  ''GoUdammer'tt 
Archiv,''  Bd.  xxx.,  p.  13). 

Lomhroso  mentions  an  analogous  case  (""GoltcUuntner*8 
Archiv")  which  occurred  in  Vittoria  (Spain)  : — 

Case  22,  A  certain  (Jruyo,  aged  forty-one.  with  a 
hlaini'less  past  life,  having  lieen  three  tiiuis  married, 
strangled  six  women  in  the  course  of  ten  years.  The}' 
were  almost  all  puVilic  ]irostitutes  and  quite  old.  After 
the  strangling  he  tore  out  their  intestines  and  ki<lnevs  prr 
vagincnn.  Some  of  his  victims  he  violated  Itefore  killing, 
others,  on  account  of  the  occurrence  of  impotence,  he  did 
not.  lie  set  about  his  horrible  deeds  with  such  care  that 
he  remained  undetected  for  ten  years. 

(b)  MutiUUion  of  dyrpus. 

Following  on  the  preceding  horrible  group  of  perver- 
sions, come  naturally  the  necrophiles;  in  these  cases,  just 
as  with  lustful  murderers  and  analogous  cases,  an  idea 
which  in  itself  awakens  a  feeling  of  horror,  and  before 
which  a  sane  person  would  shudder,  is  accompanied  by 
lustful  feelings,  and  thus  leads  to  the  impulse  to  indulge 
in  acts  of  necrophilia. 
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The  cases  of  mutilation  of  bmlies  nientioiuMl  in  litera- 
ture seoin  to  1)0  of  a  patliolofrical  cliaractor ;  but.  witli  the 
exeej)ti<)U  of  that  of  Scriieant  liertran<l  (v.  infra),  they 
are  far  from  In-in^  described  and  observed  with  accuracy. 
In  certain  cases  there  may  be  nothing  more  than  the 
possibility  that  unbridled  desire  sees  in  the  idea  of  death 
no  ohstade  to  its  satisfaction.  The  seventh  eaae  mentioned 
by  Moreau,  perhaps,  belongs  here. 

A  man,  aged  twenty-three,  attempted  to  rape  a  woman, 
aged  fifty-three.  Struggling,  he  killed  her,  and  then  vio- 
lated her,  threw  her  in  the  water,  and  fished  her  out  again 
for  i^ewed  violation.  The  murderer  was  executed.  The 
meninges  of  the  anterior  lobes  were  thickened  and  ad* 
herent  to  the  cortex, 

Frrnch  writers  have  recorded  numerous  examples  of 
necrophilia.*  Two  cases  concerned  monks  performing 
the  watch  for  the  dead.  In  a  third  case  the  subject  was 
an  idiot,  who  also  suffered  from  periodical  mania,  and 
after  commission  of  rape  was  sent  to  an  insane  asylum, 
where  he  mutilated  fiMuale  Ixnlies  in  tlie  mortuarv. 

Tn  otli(>r  cases,  however,  tliere  is  undoubtedly  direct 
preference  for  a  corjtse  to  the  living  woman.  When  no 
other  act  of  cruelty — cuttinir  into  ])ieces,  etc. — is  ])ractised 
on  the  cadaver,  it  is  probable  tluit  the  lifeless  condition 
itself  forms  the  stimulus  for  the  ])erverse  individual.  It 
is  possible  that  the  corpse — a  human  form  absolutely 
without  will — satisfies  an  abnormal  desire,  in  that  the 
object  of  desire  is  seen  to  be  capable  of  absolute  subjuga- 
tion, without  possibility  of  resistance. 

Brierre  de  Boismonl  (''Gazette  mMicale,"  July  2l8t, 
1859)  relatca  the  history  of  a  corpse-violator  who,  after 
bribing  the  watchman,  had  gained  entrance  to  the  corpse 
of  a  girl  of  sixteen  belonging  to  a  family  of  hlf^  social 
position.  At  night  a  noise  was  heard  in  the  death- 
chamber,  as  if  a  piece  of  furniture  had  fallen  over.  The

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mother  of  the  dead  girl  effected  an  entrance  and  saw  a 
man  dressed  in  his  night-shirt  springing  from  the  bed 
where  the  hody  lay.  It  was  at  first  thought  that  the  man 
was  a  thief,  but  the  real  explanation  was  soon  discovered. 
It  afterwards  transpired  that  the  culprit,  a  man  of  good 
family,  had  often  violated  the  corpses  of  young  women. 
He  was  sentenced  to  imprisonment  for  life. 

The  story  of  a  prelate,  reported  by  TaxiV  ("La  prosti- 
tution Gontemporaine/'  }>.  ITI),  is  of  groat  interest  as  an 
example  of  necrophilia.  From  time  to  time  he  would 
▼isit  a  certain  brothel  in  Paris  and  order  a  prostitute, 
dressed  in  white  like  a  corpse,  to  be  laid  out  on  a  bier. 
At  the  appointed  hour  he  would  appear  in  the  room, 
which,  in  the  meantime  had  been  elaborately  prepared  as 
a  room  of  mourning;  then  he  would  act  as  if  reading  a 
mass  for  the  soul,  and  finally  throw  himself  upon  the 
girl,  who,  during  the  whole  time,  was  compelled  to  play 
the  role  of  a  corpse.' 

The  cases  in  which  the  perpetrator  injures  and  cuts 
up  the  corpse  are  clearer.  Such  cases  come  next  to  those 
of  lust-murder,  in  so  far  as  cruelty,  or  at  least  an  impulse 
to  attack  tlie  female  body,  is  connected  with  lust.  It  is 
possible  that  a  remnant  of  moral  soti^^o  deters  from  the 
cruel  act  on  a  living  woman,  and  possibly  tlie  fancy  passes 
beyond  lust-murder  and  rests  on  its  result,  the  corpse. 
Here  also  it  is  ])ossible  that  the  idea- of  defenseleasness  of 
the  body  plays  a  role. 

Case  23.   Sergeant  Bertrand,  a  man  of  delicate  phy- 

■A  similar  case  it  related  by  Veri  ("ArehiTio  delle  puicopatie 
Beesuali.  '  p.  lOM).  A  nmn,  tlfly  joar«  of  agv,  used  in  a  Lupanar 

only  girls  wlio  clad  in  white,  lay  motionl««»«  fri^minj;  death.  ITf 
violated  the  body  of  his  on\^  sinter,  iinmisaionc  mentula:  in  o9  mortmr 
od  eßoeuMumemt  This  mmuttr  had  alao  fita  of  fctidiiam  for 

rrinrs  puhin  pucllnrum,  nnd  the  trimmillgB  of  their  flngemalb; 
eating  them  caused  strong  Hexual  emotions. 

'Simon  ("  Crimea  et  d^lits,"  p.  209)  mentions  an  experience  of 
Lacaasagne^s,  to  whom  a  respectaUe  man  said  that  he  was  never 
inteudy  eaclted  sexually  except  when  a  spectator  at  a  f  uneimL 
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8ical  ooxistitntion  and  of  peculiar  charaeter;  from  child* 
hood  silent  and  inclined  to  solitude. 

The  detaik  of  the  health  of  his  family  were  not  satis* 
faetorily  known;  but  the  occurrence  of  mental  diseases  in 
his  ancestors  was  ascertained.  It  was  said  that  while  he 
was  a  child  he  was  affected  with  destructive  impulses, 
which  he  himself  could  not  cx]dain.  Tic  would  break  what* 
ever  was  at  hand.  In  early  childhor.d,  without  teaching, 
he  learned  to  masturbate.  At  nine  he  began  to  feel  inclinu* 
tions  towards  persons  of  the  opposite  sex.  At  thirteen 
the  impulse  to  sexual  intercourse  became  powerfully 
awakened  in  him.  He  now  masturbated  excessively.  When 
he  did  this,  his  fancv  ulwavs  created  a  room  lilled  with 
women.  He  would  imai^ine  tliat  he  carried  out  the  sexual 
act  with  them  and  then  killetl  theui.  Immediately  there- 
after he  woulil  think  of  them  as  corjises,  and  of  how  he  <le- 
filed  them.  Occasionally  in  such  ^it nations  the  thought  of 
canyiui;  out  a  similar  act  witli  male  corj)ses  would  come 
up,  hut  it  was  always  attended  with  a  feeling  of  disgust. 

In  time  be  felt  the  impulse  to  cany  out  such  acts  with 
actual  corpses.  For  want  of  human  bodies,  be  obtained 
those  of  aninmls.  He  would  cut  open  the  abdomen,  tear 
out  the  entrails,  and  masturbate  during  the  act  He  de- 
clared that  in  this  way  He  experienced  inexpressible 
pleasure.  In  1846  these  bodies  no  longer  satisfied  him.  He 
now  killed  dogs,  and  proceeded  with  them  as  before. 
Toward  the  end  of  1846  he  first  felt  the  desire  to  make 
use  of  human  bodies. 

At  first  he  had  a  horror  of  it  In  1847,  being  by  ac- 
cident in  a  graveyard,  be  ran  across  the  frrave  of  a  newly 
buried  corpse.  Then  this  impulse,  with  headache  and  pal- 
pitation of  the  heart,  became  so  powerful  that,  although 
there  were  people  near  by,  and  he  was  in  danger  of  de- 
tection, he  duu^  u]>  the  Ixidy.  In  the  ahsence  of  a  con- 
venient instrument  for  cut  ling  it  up,  be  satisiied  himself 
by  hacking  it  with  a  shovel. 

In  1847  and  1848,  during  two  weeks,  as  re]>orted,  the 
impulse,  accompanied  by  violent  hcadaclie,  to  commit  hru- 
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talities  on  corpsos  actiiatod  him.  Undor  tho  greatest  diffi- 
culties and  dangers  lie  satisfied  this  inijmlse  some  fifte(»n 
times.  He  dug  up  the  l)()dies  with  his  hands,  in  nowise 
sensible  in  his  exeiteuient  to  tlie  injuries  he  thus  inHicted 
on  himself.  When  he  had  obtained  the  body,  he  cut  it  up 
with  a  sword  or  pocket-knife,  tore  out  the  entrails,  and 
then  masturhated.  The  sex  of  the  bodies  is  said  to  have 
been  a  matter  of  indifference  to  him,  though  it  was  ascer- 
tained that  this  modem  vampire  had  dug  up  more  female 
than  male  corpses. 

During  these  acts  he  declared  himself  to  have  heen  in 
an  indescribable  state  of  sexual  excitement  After  having 
cut  them  up,  he  reinterred  the  bodies. 

In  July,  1848,  he  accidentally  came  across  the  body  of 
a  girl  of  sixteen.  Then,  for  the  first  time,  he  experienced 
a  desire  to  carry  out  coitus  on  a  cadaver. 

"T  eovored  it  with  kisses  and  pressed  it  wildly  to  my 
heart.  All  that  one  eould  enjoy  with  a  liviiijj;  woman  is 
nothing  in  comparison  with  the  pleasure  1  ex|)erienccd. 
After  I  had  enjoyed  it  for  about  a  quarter  of  an  hour,  I 
cut  the  body  up,  as  usual,  and  tore  out  the  entrails.  Then 
I  bnried  the  cadaver  again."  Only  after  this,  as  B.  de- 
clared, had  he  felt  the  impulse  to  use  the.  bodies  sexually 
before  cutting  them  up,  and  thereafter  he  had  done  it  in 
three  instances.  The  actual  motive  for  exhuming  the 
bodies,  however,  was  then,  as  before,  to  cut  them  up;  and 
the  enjoyment  in  so  doing  was  greater  than  in  using  the 
bodies  sexually.  The  latter  act  had  always  been  nothing 
more  than  an  e|)isode  of  the  principal  one,  and  had  never 
quieted  his  desires;  for  which  reason  he  had  later  on 
^ways  mutilated  the  body. 

The  medioo-legal  examiners  gave  an  opinion  of  'Mono- 
mania". Court-martial  sentence  to  one  year's  imprison- 
ment  (Michea,  ''Union  m^.,"  1849;  Lanier,  "Annal. 
m^.-p8ycha,"  1849,  p.  163;  Tardicuy  Attentats  aux 
mGßurs/'  1878,  p.  114;  Legrand,  '*La  folic  devant  les  tri- 
bun.,"  p.  . 524.) 
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Case  24.  Ardisson,  born,  1872^  belonged  to  a  family 
of  criminals  and  insane.  At  school  he  learned  readily ;  he 
was  not  addicted  to  drink,  had  no  epileptic  antecedents, 
never  had  an  illness,  but  was  rather  vealaninded.  The 
man  who  adopted  him  and  with  whom  he  lived,  was  a 
moral  outcast  When  A.  came  of  puberty  he  practised 
masturbation,  devorare  solehat  sperma  proprium  because 
"it  would  be  a  pity  to  lose  it"  He  ran  after  the  ^rls,  but 
could  not  understand  why  they  shunned  him.  Loco  quo 
in  III  irres  nr'inaverant,  lolium  bibere  wUbat.  He  did  not 
think  that  there  was  anything  wrong  about  this.  He  was 
l(M)k('d  iij>on  in  the  village  as  a  venal  felon.  With  his 
adopter  ho  shared  the  favours  of  the  be^ar  women  that 
staved  over  ni*jlit  at  their  house.  He  was  fond  of  fomica- 
tion,  was  a  niauinia  fetiehist  and  loved  tiunntnns  surjrrr. 
Later  on  he  fell  U>  necronhilv.    He  exluiiiu'd  cadavers  of

feniales  ranging  from  three  to  sixty  years  of  age,  sinke«! 
tlieir  breasts,  practised  ciinnilungiis  on  them,  but  rarely 
coitus  or  mutilation.  Once  he  carried  away  the  liead  of 
a  wonuui,  at  another  tiine  the  whole  corj)se  of  a  little  girl 
three  and  one-half  years  old.  After  his  glioulish  deeds  he 
would  re-arrange  tlie  grave  properly.  He  lived  isolated  by 
himself,  was  at  times  very  morose,  never  showed  signs  of 
heart  As  a  rule,  however,  he  was  not  of  an  evil  disposi« 
tion  even  when  in  prison.  Several  times  he  worked  as  a 
stonemason.  Remorse  and  shame  over  his  misdeeds  were 
unknown  to  him.  In  1892  he  had  for  a  while  acted  as  a 
gravedigger.  He  deserted  from  the  army  and  then  took  to 
begging  from  house  to  house.  He  loved  to  eat  rats  and 
cats.  When  arrested  and  returned  to  the  r^ment  he  de- 
serted again.  He  was  not  punished  because  he  was  not 
held  responsible.  Dismissed  from  the  army  he  again  be- 
came a  gravedigger.  When  a  girl  of  seventeen  who  had 
very  prominent  breasts  was  buried  his  old  passion  awok'^ 
again.  He  unearthed  the  cadaver  and  profaned  it  in  his 
usual  manner.  This  happened  from  now  on  very  fre- 
qu<'iitly.  The  liead  of  one  woman  whicli  he  fftok  homo  with 
him,  he  covered  with  kisses  and  called  it  his  bride.  He  was 
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caught  after  he  had  taken  home  the  body  of  a  child  three 
and  one-half  years  of  age  which  be  secreted  in  the  straw. 
On  this  he  gratified  his  sexual  desires  even  whilst  the 
putrid  hody  was  falling  to  pieces.  The  stench  filling  the 
house  betiayrd  him.  Laughin<;iy  he  admitted  everything. 
— A.  was  small  of  stature,  and  prognathous  and  feeble; 
skull  symmetrical ;  general  tremor ;  genitals  normal,  with- 
out sexual  emotion ;  intelligence  very  limited ;  devoid  of  all 
moral  sense. — A.  was  pleased  with  prison  life.  (Epaukurd 
op.  eU») 

{e)  Injury  to  Women  {Stabbing,  Flagellation,  etc), 

Followinc:  lust-nmrder  and  violation  of  corpses,  come 
cases  closely  allie<l  to  tlie  former,  in  whieh  injury  of  the 
victim  of  lust  and  sight  <if  tlie  victim's  blood  are  a  delight 
and  pleasure.  The  notorious  Mar(]iiis  dc  Sade,'  after 
whom  tills  eoml>ination  of  Inst  and  cniclty  has  lu'en  namc«!, 
was  sueh  a  monster,  ('oitns  oidy  cxeited  him  when  ho 
could  prick  the  object  of  his  desire  until  the  blood  came. 

'Tarif  lop.  rit.)  jrivo**  moro  dotailod  npronntn  of  tlii''  «rximl 
monster,  which  muat  have  been  a  case  of  habitual  satyriaMis,  accom- 
panied by  perverse  fiexual  instinct.  Sade  was  so  cynical  tlwt  be 
actually  sought  to  idmÜHe  his  cruel  lasclvimisness  and  to  be  tbe 
apoMtli>  of  n  tlieory  based  upon  it.  Hp  Ix-camo  so  bad  (amonfj  othrr 
tilings  he  made  an  invited  company  of  ladies  and  gentlemen  erotic 
by  causing  to  be  served  to  tbem  ehoeolate  iMmbons  whieb  contained 
eantharides)  that  he  was  committed  to  the  insane  asylum  at  Cliaren* 
ton.  During  the  revolution  of  17!)fl  he  escaped.  Then  he  wrote 
obscene  novels  filled  with  lust,  cruelty  and  the  most  lascivious 
scenes.  When  Bonaparte  became  Consul,  Sade'mado  bim  a  present 
of  ]\\^  novels,  niapnifieently  l>onnd.  Tlie  f'nnsul  had  the  works 
destroyed  and  the  author  committed  to  Charenton  again,  where  he 
died  at  the  age  of  sixty-four.  Sade  was  inexbanstiUe  in  his  laseiv* 
ious  publications,  whieli  were  markedly  intended  for  advert i.Hement. 
Fortunately  it  is  diflu-ult  to-doy  to  obtain  eopies.  Extant  are: 
"  Histoire  de  JuHline,"  4  vols.;  "  Histoire  de  Juliette,"  G  vols.; 
Philosophie  dans  le  boudoir,"  London,  180S.  Interestiiig  is  Sads*s 
biography  by  J.  Janin,  183.'). 

A  seientilic  and  very  thoruugh  study  of  Sadism  has  recently 
h«>en  matle  by  Dr.  Marciat,  "  Bibliotheque  de  criminologie "  six., 
18{M>  (Paris,  Masson).  It  gives  an  anal\-i-i  and  table  of  contents 
of  Sade's  writiaga.— «f.  also  Bühren,  "  The  Marquis  de  Sade  "  1900. 
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His  greatest  pleasure  was  to  injnre  naked  prostitutes  and 
then  dress  their  wounds. 

The  case  of  a  captain  belongs  here,  mentioned  1^  Bri' 
erre  de  BoUmont,  who  always  compelled  the  objeei  of  his 
affection  to  place  leeches  ad  pudenda  before  coitus,  which 
was  yery  frequent  Finally  this  woman  became  very 
anaemic  and,  as  a  result  of  this,  insane. 

The  following  caso,  from  my  own  practice^,  vorv  cloarly 
shows  tlie  coiiiKctiiiii  l>etween  lust  and  cruelty,  with  desire 
to  t»hed  and  see  blood : — 

t 

Case  25.  Mr.  X.,  a<^od  twenty-five;  father  s\']^hi- 
litic,  «licl  «)f  parcfie  <l('iMeiitia ;  mother  liysterical  ai]<l  neur- 
asthi'iiic.  He  was  a  weak  Indiviihial,  eoiistitut ionully  üciir- 
opafliie,  auil  presented  several  auatumieal  signs  of  degen- 
eration. 

When  a  child,  Ijypoehondria  and  iniperative  ('(incep- 
tions; hitcr,  constant  aUcrnation  of  exaltation  and  depres- 
sion. While  yet  a  child  <»f  ten  the  patient  felt  a  jufuliar 
lustful  desire  to  see  blood  flow  from  his  fingers.  There- 
after he  often  cut  or  pricked  himself  in  the  fingers,  and 
took  great  delight  in  it  Very  early,  erections  were  added 
to  this,  and  also  if  he  saw  the  blood  of  others ;  for  example, 
when  he  once  saw  the  servant-girl  cut  her  finger  it  gave 
him  an  intense  lustful  feeling.  From  this  time  his  vita 
sexualis  became  more  and  more  powerful.  Without  any 
teaching  ho  began  to  masturbate,  and  alwajrs  during  the 
act  there  were  memory-pictures  of  bleeding  women.  It 
now  no  longer  sntHccd  him  to  see  his  own  blood  flow;  he 
longed  to  see  the  blood  of  young  females,  especially  those 
that  were  attractive  to  him.  lie  could  scarcely  overcome 
the  impulse  to  violate  two  cousins  and  a  certain  servant. 

Any  y<»unji:  woman,  although  not  attractive,  induced 
this  im|)uls(»  when  she  excited  liim  by  some  peculiarity  of 
drcs'^  of  ailoniiiii  iit,  especially  coral  jewellery.  At  first  he 
succcedi'd  iu  o\  I  rci  .riling  these  desires;  hut  in  his  ima^jina- 
tion  thoughts  ul  blood  were  ever  present,  inducing  lustful 
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excitpment.  An  inner  relation  oxistod  bctwocn  thoughts 
and  feelings.  Often  there  were  other  cruel  fancies.  He 
imagined  himself  in  the  role  of  a  tyrant  who  had  the  people 
shot  in  crowds  with  grape-shot.  He  wonld  imagine  a  scene 
as  it  would  be,  if  enemies  were  to  take  a  city  and  mutilate, 
torture,  kill  and  rape  the  young  women. 

When  in  his  normal  state  this  patient,  who  had  a  mild 
disposition  and  was  not  morally  defective,  was  ashamed 
of  and  horrified  by  such  cruel,  lustful  fancies,  which  be- 
came at  once  latent,  when  his  sexual  excitement  was  satis- 
fied by  masturbation. 

After  n  few  years  the  patient  became  neurasthenic 
Then  simple  imaginary  representations  of  blood  and  scenes 
of  blood  suHieed  to  induce  ejaculation.  In  order  to  free 
himself  from  his  vice  and  his  cruel  iinnirination,  he  began 
to  indulge  in  sexual  intercourse  with  females.  Coitus  was 
pf)Ssil»le,  lint  only  when  the  patient  called  up  the  idea 
that  tlie  nirTs  tinirer^s  were  bleedincr.  Without  the  assist- 
anei^  of  fills  idea  no  ereetifui  was  possible.  The  cruel 
thoujilit  of  eiittinij  was  limited  to  the  wonum's  hand.  At 
the  time  of  u^reatest  sexual  excitement,  simj)Iy  the  ri«;ht  of 
the  hand  of  an  attractive  Wdiium  was  sntlicient  to  induce 
most  violent  erecti<»ns.  Fri^hiened  by  the  jxtpuhir  stories 
about  the  injurious  results  of  onanism,  he  abstained  and 
fell  into  a  condition  of  severe  general  neurasthenia,  with 
hy]>ochondriacal  dysthymia  and  iadium  viiw.  Careful 
and  watchful  medical  treatment  cured  the  patient  after  a 
few  months.  He  remained  mentally  well  for  three  years ; 
but  became  again  very  sensual,  though  very  seldom  he  was 
troubled  by  his  earlier  ideas  of  flowing  blood.  He  gave  up 
masturbation  altogether,  and  found  satisfaction  in  natural 
sexual  indulgence,  remained  virile,  and  it  was  no  longer 
necessary  for  him  to  call  up  ideas  of  blood. 

The  following  case,  reported  by  TamowsTey  (op.  dL, 
p.  CI),  shows  that  such  lustful,  cruel  impulses  may  bo 
simply  episodical,  and  occur  in  certain  exceptional  atates 
of  mind  in  neurotic  individuals: — 
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Case  26.  Z.,  physician;  neuropathic  oonatitntioii, 
reacting  badly  to  alcohol.  Under  ordinary  drcunistanees 
capable  of  normal  coitus,  hut  as  soon  as  he  had  indulged 
in  wine  he  found  that  his  increased  libido  was  no  longor 

satisfied  by  simple  coitus.  In  this  condition  he  was  com- 
pelled to  prick  the  natca  puellcp,  or  to  make  stabs  with  the 
lancet,  to  see  blcx^d,  and  feel  tlie  entrance  of  the  Uade  into 
the  living  IhxIv,  in  order  to  have  ejaculation  and  experi- 
ence complete  satiety  of  his  lust 

The  majority  «if  tliose  atHictcd  witli  tliis  form  of  per- 
version scoiii  insensible  to  tlio  iionnal  stiiimlus  of  woiium. 
In  tlic  tirst  case  (-.')),  the  assistan<'e  of  tlie  Idea  of  l)lood 
was  necessaiv  to  obtain  erection.  Tlie  follnwiii;L;  is  that 
of  a  man  wlio,  bv  mast urbatinii,  etc.,  in  earlv  vouth,  had 
diminislied  his  ])<>wer  of  erection  00  that  the  sadistic  act 
took  the  place  of  coitus: — 

Case  27.  Ths  girl-stabler  of  Bozen  (rejiorted  by 
Demmey  "Buch  der  Verbrechen,"  Bd.  ii.,  p.  341).  In 
1829,  II.,  aged  thirty,  soldier,  became  the  subject  of  legal 
investigation.  At  different  times,  and  in  different  places, 
he  had  wounded  girls  with  pocket-knives  or  penknives,  by 
stabbing  them  in  the  abdomen,  preferably  in  the  genitals. 
He  gave  as  a  motive  for  these  acts  heightened  sexual  im- 
pulse, increasing  to  the  intensity  of  fury,  which  found 
satisfaction  only  in  the  thoniijht  and  act  of  .'^tabbing  persons 
of  the  female  sex.  This  impulse  would  pursue  him  for 
days  at  a  time.  lie  would  then  pass  into  a  confused  mental 
state,  which  would  clear  away  only  when  the  impulse  had 
been  satisfied  by  the  deed.  In  the  act  of  stabbing  he  ex- 
perienced tlic  same  satisfaction  as  that  produced  by  com- 
pleted coitus.  Tliis  was  increased  by  tlie  sitjht  of  l)lood 
drij)j)ini;  from  the  knife.  In  his  tenth  year  the  sexual  in- 
stinct l>rcauie  powerfully  manifest.  At  iirst  he  yi<Mt'd  to 
masturbation,  aii<l  felt  jihysically  and  mentally  weakened 
by  it.  Before  he  became  a  irirl  >tal»l)er,  he  had  satisfied  his 
sexual  lust  in  violation  of  immature  girls,  by  causing  them 
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to  practise  imisturbation  on  liiin,  and  by  sodomy.  Gradu- 
ally the  thou^lit  came  tt)  him  liow  pleasurable  it  would  bo 
to  Htab  a  y<»unf(  an<l  j)retty  ^irl  iu  the  ijciiitals,  and  tako 
delight  in  tlic  sight  of  the  blood  running  from  the  knife. 

Among  Iiis  effects  were  found  copies  of  the  objects  of 
phallic  cult  and  obscene  pictures  ])aiuted  by  liimself  of 
Mary's  concej)ti«»n,  and  of  the  "thought  of  (jo<l  injected" 
into  the  lap  of  the  Virgin.  Ho  was  considered  a  ptu'idiar, 
very  irritable  man,  shy  of  jn'ople,  fond  of  wuun-u,  inoody 
and  glum.  Of  shame  and  regret  for  his  deeds  no  tract's 
were  ever  f(nuid.  He  was  aj)parently  a  ]>erson*  who  ha<l 
become  imj)otent  through  early  sexual  excesses,  an<l  was 
thus  predisposed,  by  the  continuanet;  of  intense  libido 
sexualis  and  heredity,  to  perversion  of  sexual  life. 

Case  28.  In  tlie^sixtie^tlieiiiliabitaiito  of  Leipzig 
were  frightened  hy  a  man  vrho  was  aocnstomed  to  attack 
young  girls  on  the  street,  stabbing  them  in  the  upper-arm 
with  a  dagger.  Finally  arrested,  he  was  recognised  as  a 
sadis^  who  at  the  instant  of  stabbing  had  an  ejaculation, 
and  widi  whom  the  wounding  of  the  girls  was  an  equivalent 
for  coitus.  (Wharton,  "A  Treatise  on  Mental  Unsound- 
ness," §  623.  Philadelphia,  1873.)* 

Impotence  exists  likewise  in  the  ne.xt  three  cases.  It 
may  be  psychical,  however,  since  the  princijial  tone  of  tho 
viia  aexttalis  lies  in  sadistic  inclination  and  the  normal  ele- 
ments are  distorted : — • 

Case  29.    llie  girl-cutler  of  Augsburg  (reported  by

'According  to  newspaper  reports,  in  December,  1890,  several 
■iinilar  ftttaeln  irers  nuidc  In  Mains.  A  young  fellow  between  four- 
teen and  sixteen  years  of  npe  prcssod  a^'ainst  women  and  girls  and 
stabbed  them  in  the  legs  with  a  ^harp-pointed  instrument.  He  was 
arrested,  and  seemed  to  be  insane.  Further  details  of  the  case  are 
not  known. 
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Dvmmc  *'I)iich  der  Verbm-licn,"  vii.,  p.  2sl).  IJarflc, 
wiiic-mcrc'liaiit.  lie  was  suhjrct  to  lively  scxnul  cxcite- 
ineiit  lit  the  ajjo  of  fourteen,  tiioiigli  (.leci(ie<lly  oj)})os('d  to 
its  satisfactiou  by  coitus,  his  aversion  going  so  far  as  dis- 
gust for  the  female  sex.  At  that  time  he  already  had  the 
ideft  to  eut  girls,  and  thus  satisfy  his  seanial  desire.  He 
refrained  from  it,  however,  because  of  lack  of  opportunity 
and  courage.  He  disdained  masturbation,  but  now  and 
then  had  pollutions  with  erotic  dreams  of  girls  who  had 
been  cut  At  the  age  of  nineteen  he  for  the  first  time  cut  a 
girL  During  the  act  he  had  a  seminal  emission  and  ex- 
perienced intense  pleasure.  From  that  time  the  impulse 
grew  constantly  more  powerful.  lie  chose  only  young  and 
jirctty  girls,  and,  as  a  rule,  asked  theiu  before  the  deed 
whether  they  were  still  simple.  The  ejaculation  or  sexual 
satisfaction  occurred  only  when  he  was  sure  that  he  had 
aetuallv  wound" ■<!  th«'  i^irls.  After  siieh  an  act  he  always 
felt  tired  and  l»a(l,  and  was  also  troubled  with  qualms  of 
conscience.  I'p  to  his  thirty-second  year  he  ])ursued  this 
process  of  euttiiiir,  lint  was  always  careful  net!  to  wound  the 
girls  dangerously.  From  that  time  until  his  tliirty-sixtli 
year  he  was  able  to  eontrol  Iiis  im|)ulse.  Then  he  sought 
to  satisfy  liimsclf  by  simj)ly  jtressing  the  girls  on  the  arm 
(tr  neck,  but  this  gave  rise  to  ere»'tions  only  and  not  to 
ejaeniation,  'i'lu-n  lie  songlit  to  attain  his  o])jc('t  by  j)rick- 
ing  the  girls  witli  the  knife  left  in  its  slieath,  but  this  did 
not  suffice.  Finally,  he  stabbed  with  the  open  knife,  and 
had  complete  success,  for  he  thought  that  a  girl  when 
stabbed  bled  more  and  suffered  more  pain  than  when 
merely  cut.  In  his  thirty-seventh  year  he  was  detected  and 
arrested.  In  his  lodgings  were  found  a  collection  of  dag- 
gers, sword-canes,  and  knives.  He  said  that  the  mere  si^t 
of  these  weapons,  and  still  more  the  grasping  of  them, 
gave  him  an  intense  feeling  of  sexual  pleasure,  with  vio- 
lent excitement.  According  to  his  own  confession,  he  had 
injured  in  all  fifty  girls.  His  external  appearance  was 
rather  pleasing.  He  lived  in  very  good  circumstances,  but 
was  peculiar  and  shy. 
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Case  30.  During  the  month  of  June,  1806,  quite  a 
number  of  young  girls  had  been  stabbed  in  the  genitals  in 
the  street  in  broad  daylight.  On  the  2nd  of  July  the  per- 
petrator was  caught  in  the  act  V.,  twenty  years  of  age, 
was  hereditarily  heavily  tainted;  when  fifteen  years  old  he 
had  been  sexuidly  excited  to  a  high  degree  at  the  sight  of  a 
woman's  buttocks.  From  that  time  on  it  was  this  part  of 
the  female  body  which  attracted  him  in  a  sensuous  manner 
and  became  the  object  of  his  erotic  fancies  and  dreams,  ac- 
companied by  pollutions.  Soon  this  was  coupled  with  the 
lascivious  desire  to  slap,  ])in(-h  or  cut  the  genitals  of  women. 
At  the  moment  when  he  in  his  dreams  performed  this  act, 
pollution  took  place.  Soon  he  was  tem])ted  to  transft  r  his 
dreams  into  real  practise.  For  a  while  he  suecooded  in 
mastering  his  morbid  craving,  but  this  produced  feelings 
of  anxiety  mid  a  copious  perspiration  would  break  out  from 
Ills  entire  IkxIv.  When  orpisni  and  en^tion  l)o<'anie  very 
vehement,  he  would  l)e  overcome  witli  fear  and  eonfuj^ion 
to  such  an  extent  that  the  imjndsc  to  cut  became  irresist- 
ible. At  that  psychical  moment  ejaculation  woul«!  take 
place,  and  he  felt  relieved  in  body  and  mind.  ^fiKiiian  in 
Thoinot's  op.  cit.  p.  451. — For  more  detailed  account  sec 
Gamier  in  Auuales  d'hygieue  publique,  1900,  Feb.,  p. 
112.) 

Case  31*  J.  H.,  aged  twenty-six,  in  1883  came  for 
consultation  concerning  severe  neurasthenia  and  hypochon- 
dria. Patient  confessed  that  he  had' practised  onanism 
since  his  fourteenth  year,  infrequently  up  to  his  eighteenth 
year,  but  since  that  time  he  had  been  unable  to  resist  the 
impulse.  Up  to  that  time  lie  had  no  opportunity  to  ap- 
proach females,  for  he  had  been  anxiously  cared  for  and 
never  left  alone  on  account  of  being  an  invalid.  He  had 
had  no  real  desire  for  tliis  unknown  pleasure,  but  he  acci- 
dentallv  learned  what  it  was  when  one  of  his  mothers 
maids  cut  lier  hand  severely  on  a  pane  of  glass,  which  she 
had  broken  while  washing  windows.  While  heljung  to 
stop  the  bleeding  he  could  not  keep  from  sucking  up  the 
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blood  that  flowed  from  the  wound,  and  in  tliis  act  he  ox- 
pcrienced  extreme  erotic  excitement,  with  complete  orgasm 
and  ejaculation. 

From,  that  time  on,  he  sought,  in  every  possible  way  to 
see  and,  where  practicable,  to  taste  the  fresh  blood  of 
females.  That  of  young  girls  was  preferred  by  him.  He 
spared  no  pains  or  expense  to  obtain  this  pleasure.  At  first 
he  availed  himself  of  a  young  servant,  who  allowed  her 
fiuger  to  be  pricked  with  a  needle  or  lancet  at  his  request. 
When  his  mother  discovered  this,  she  disehai^ged  the  girL 
Then  he  was  driven  to  })rostitiit('s  as  a  substitute,  with  suc- 
cess frequently  enough,  though  with  some  dithculty.  In 
the  intervals  he  praetised  onanism  and  muun^tupration 
per  feminam,  which,  however,  never  afforded  hini  com- 
j)1('fe  satisfaction,  hut,  on  the  eontrary,  caused  listlessness 
and  st  lf-r('{)nmch.  On  aceoiint  <»f  his  nervous  dltlieulties  he 
visited  many  sanatoria,  and  was  twice  a  voluntary  patient 
in  institutions.  He  used  liydrotherapy,  electricity,  and 
strenptheniniT  eures,  without  j)anicidar  success.  F'or  a 
time  it  was  jnosihle,  hy  means  of  cold  sitzd)aths,  mono- 
hromatc»  of  caiujilior,  and  hroniides,  to  diminisli  his  sexual 
excitability  and  onanistic  iuijuilse.  However,  when  the 
patient  felt  himself  free  again,  he  woidd  ininiediately  fall 
into  his  old  passion,  and  spare  no  pains  or  money  to  satisfy 
his  sexual  desire  in  the  almormal  manner  described. 

Of  special  interest  for  the  scientific  proof  of  sadism  is 
a  case  related  by  MoU  (vide  case  29,  ninth  edition  of  this 
work  (German)  and  recently  published  by  Moll  himself  in 
his  book  on  ''Libido  Sexualis,"  p.  500. 

It  discloses  clearly  one  of  the  hidd^  roots  of  sadism 
— the  impulse  to  complete  subjugation  of  the  woman, 
which  here  became  consciously  euterfaiue<l.  This  is  the 
more  remarkable  since  it  occurred  in  an  individual  de- 
cidedly timid,  and  in  other  respects  modest  and  even  ap- 
prehen^^u''.  The  case  also  shows  elearlv  that  powerful 
libido  wliich  even  impels  tlie  individual  to  overcome  all 
obstacles,  may  be  present,  while  at  the  same  time  coitus  is 
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not  deBiied,  because  the  principal  intensity  of  feeling  is, 
ab  ortgine,  connected  with  the  cruel  {)art  of  the  sadistic 
(lustful  and  cruel)  circle  of  ideas.  This  case  also  con- 
tains weak  elcmeuts  of  masochism  (t?.  infra). 

Cases  are  by  no  means  iiifrequeut  iu  which  men  with 
perverse  iucliuatioiis  induce  prostitutes,  by  paying  them 
high  jirices,  to  allow  themselves  to  be  whipped  und  even 
wtmndcd  bv  them.  Works  on  prostitution  contain  reports 
of  them  {^vidc  Cofjignon,  "La  Corruption  a  Paris,"  etc). 

(d)  Defilement  of  Woman. 

The  perverse  sadistic  impulse,  to  injure  women  and  put 
contempt  and  humiliation  upon  them,  is  also  expressed  in 
the  desire  to  defile  them  with  disgusting  or,  at  least  foul 
things. 

The  following  case,  published  by  Arndt  (''Viextel- 
jahrsschr.  f.  ger.  Medicin,"  N.  F.  xvii.,  H.  1),  belongs 
here: — 

Case  32.  A.,  medical  student  at  Greifswald,  accu- 
saius  quod  iterum  itemmque  puellia  honestis  parcntibus 
natis  in  publico  genitaUa  sua  e  hracis  depei\dcntia  plane 
nudala  quw  aniea  summo  amiculo  (overcoat)  tecia  crant, 

osfrndrraf.  Nonnunquam  purlins  fugientes  secuitts  easquc 
ad  sc  at  {rarlas  uriua  ohliril.  I  far  litre  clam  facta  8Unl; 
nunqnatn  aliquid  tuvr  far  tens  lorulus  rsL 

A.  was  twentv-three  years  old,  well  built,  neat  in  dress, 
and  jtolite  in  manners.  Indication  i>f  rnniiimi  priKinn  ntn  ; 
chronic  j)neunionia  of  the  apex  of  the  right  lung;  eni]»hy- 
sema.  Pulse,  (50;  in  <'xcitenient  not  more  than  70  to  80. 
(jlenifals  nornuil.  Occasi«>nal  disturbances  of  digestion, 
and  hardness  of  the  alxlomen,  vertigo,  excessive  excitement 
of  sexual  desires,  early  led  to  onanism.  The  sexual  desire 
never  was  directed  toward  a  natural  method  of  satisfac- 
tion. Occasional  attacks  of  depression,  or  thoughts  of  de- 
precation of  self,  and  of  perverse  impulses,  for  which  he 
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could  find  no  motivo,  snoh  a»  lauijliiii^  at  serious  tilings, 
throwing  his  money  in  tlje  water,  and  running  about  in  tho 
pouriuLC  rain.  Tlu'  fatlier  of  tho  etiljirit  was  of  a  nervous 
tenijH  ianient,  the  mother  suhjeet  to  nervous  headaches.  A 
brother  was  subject  to  epileptic  convulsions. 

From  his  youth  the  culprit  ])n'scnte<l  a  nervous  tem- 
perament, was  inclined  to  convulsions  aiul  attacks  of  syn- 
cope, and  when  severely  scolded  would  fall  into  a  state  of 
momentarv  stiffness.  In  18C9  he  studied  medicine  in  Ber- 
lin.  In  1870  be  went  to  the  war  as  a  hospital  assistant. 
His  letters  at  this  time  betray  peculiar  torpidity  and  soft- 
ness. On  his  return  home,  in  1871,  his  emotional  irrita- 
bility was  noticed  at  once  by  those  about  him.  Thereafter 
frequent  complaints  of  bodily  ailments;  unpleasantness 
resulting  from  a  love  affair.  In  November,  1871,  he  pur- 
sued his  studies  diligently  in  Greifswald.  He  was  con- 
sidered veiy  gentlemanly.  In  confineiqent  he  was  quiet, 
calm,  and  sometimes  self-absorbed.  His  acts  he  attributed 
to  painful  sexual  excitement,  wliicli  of  late  had  l)ecome 
excessive.  He  declared  that  he  bad  been  fully  conscious 
of  his  ponerso  acts,  and  after  committing  them  had  always 
been  ashamed  of  them.  He  had  not  experienced  actual 
sexual  satisfaction  in  their  commission.  Ho  obtained  no 
correct  insight  into  his  position.  TTe  <'onsidi  red  himself  a 
kind  of  martyr — a  victim  to  an  evil  j)owcr.  Presumption 
of  irresponsibility,  as  a  result  of  abseuco  of  free  will. 

The  impulse  to  «Icjiic  occurs  also,  paradoxically,  in  tlie 
aged,  when  there  is  a  rea])i)<'arance  of  sexual  iiistiiu't, 
which,  under  siu'h  eircumslaiu'es,  is  so  often  expressed  in 
perverse  acts.  Thus  Tamowsky  reports  (p.  7G)  the  follow- 
ing case: — 

Case  33.  I  knew  such  a  patient,  who  had  a  woman 
dressed  in  a  decoUeU  ball-dress  lie  down  on  a  low  sofa  in  a 
brightly  lighted  room.

Ucee  faciens  ejacukUianem  quondam  se  aeniire  eonfessua 
est. 

All  officer  of  Virniia  infnriiK d  iiic  tliat  men,  hv  ineaus 
of  lari^c  sums  of  moncVj  imiuee  j)rostitiit('s  to  suffer  ut  Uli 
ftri  in  ora  earum  spuereni  et  foßces  et  urinas  in  ora  exple- 
renl.^ 

The  f(»lIo\vin<2;  case  ]»y  Dr.  Pascal  ("Igieiic  dell' 
amore")  seems  also  to  beloiig  here: — 

Case  34.  A  man  had  an  inamorata  wlio  would  allow 
him  to  blacken  her  hands  with  coal  or  soot  She  then  had 
to  sit  before  a  minor  in  such  a  way  that  he  could  see  her 
bands  in  it.  Wbile  conversing  witii  her,  wbicb  was  often 
for  a  long  time,  be  looked  constantly  at  ber  mirrored 
bands,  and  finally,  after  a  time,  be  would  take  bis  leave, 
fully  satisfied. 

Tbe  following  case,  communicated  by  a  pbysician,  may 
be  of  interest  in  relation  to  tbis  subject: — 

An  officer  was  known  in  a  brothel  in  E.  only  l^  tbe 
natne  of  ^^OiV\    "Oil  induced  erection  and  ejaculation 

only  by  havin«]j  puelJ.  puhl.  nudum  step  into  a  tub  filled 
witb  oil,  wbile  he  niblied  the  oil  all  over  her  body. 

These  acts  lead  to  the  presumption  that  certain  cases 
of  injury  to  tbe  dothin^^  «tf  females  (eg,,  sprinkling  them 
with  sulphuric  acid,  ink,  etc.)  depend  upon  a  perverse  sex- 
ual impulse;  at  any  rate  the  motive  seems  to  be  to  inflict 
an  injurv,  or  pain  of  some  sort,  an<l  those  iujuriMl  arc 
always  fetiuilos,  and  the  ])erpetrators  uialcs.  In  crimes  of 
this  kin<l,  i)aiiis  sliould  always  be  taken  to  examine  into  the 
vita  sexnaVis  of  the  culprits. 

The  case  of  Baehmann,  civcn  below,  Case  120,  throws 
a  clear  litriit  on  the  sexual  nature  of  such  crimes;  for,  in 
this  case,  the  sexual  motive  in  the  deed  is  proven. 

* />ro  Tajnl  ("  Lfi  Corruption,"  Paris,  Nnirt-t,  p.  223)  nmkos  the 
same  statements.  There  are  aldo  uien  who  demand  introductio  lingtue 
mentrieit  in  mnum. 
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Case  35.  B.,  a^xe  twcutv-ninp,  morrhant,  married, 
heavily  tainted,  since  Iiis  sixtocntli  year  masturbation  by 
means  of  a  jxK'kft  electric  battery,  neurasthenic,  impotent 
at  the  age  of  eiirliteen,  for  a  while  absynth  drinki-r  on  ac- 
count of  unrequited  love.  One  day  meeting  a  nurse-maid 
wearing  a  wliite  ajjron  such  as  Iiis  love  used  to  wear,  he 
could  not  resist  the  tem])tation  to  steal  the  white  apron, 
lie  took  it  home  and  after  masturbating  into  it  burn  it  with 
renewed  ma.sturbation.  Hetuming  to  the  street  he  met  a 
woman  wearing  a  white  dress.  The  si^t  of  it  produced 
an  impulse  to  stain  the  dress  with  ink.  Having  done  it  he 
went  home  revelling  in  the  sensual  situation  thus  provoked 
and  again  masturhated.  At  another  time  stroUing  ahout 
the  street  he  amused  himself  with  cutting  the  dresses  of 
women  with  a  penknife.  He  was  arrested  as  a  pick-pocket 
At  other  times  a  stain  on  a  lady's  dress  caused  orgasm  and 
ejaculation  in  him.  He  obtained  the  same  results  while 
burning  with  a  cigar  a  hole  into  tlic  clothing  of  women 
whom  he  passed.  {Marjnan,  reported  by  v.  Thoinot,  at- 
tentats aux  moeurs,  p.  4. '54,  and  by  Gamier,  annates  d'  hy- 
giene publy  1900,  I^Iarch,  p.  2^7.) 

Gamier  (annales  d'  hygiene  1000,  FeVy-^farch)  has 
given  these  cases  of  sadism  special  att(>ntion  reducing  them 
to  fetichism  (ridr  iufnt).  This  is  particularly  a])jiarent 
in  case  05  in  whicli  the  fetich  consisted  in  a  blue  dress  cov- 
ered with  a  white  ajirou.  Tlie  p(>rsonality  of  the  wearer 
was  a  matter  of  iiidi tTerence,  it  was  tlie  fetich  that  fas- 
cinafe(l,  the  im])uls<'  being  irresistible.  Garnier  calls  these 
cases  Sa<li-Fetichism  and  jioints  out  tlieir  social  and  for- 
ensic importance,  suggesting  conlinement  of  such  unfor- 
tunate individuals  in  an  insane  asylum.  Destructive  ac- 
tions like  these  towards  the  fetich  which,  properly  speak- 
ing, is  an  object  of  desire  and  possession,  this  sadism  on 
lifeless  objects,  may  be  explained  by  the  fact  that  the  fetich 
awakens  sensual  sräisations  coupled  in  sadistic  natures  with 
the  pleasure  derived  from  acts  of  cruelty  and  destruction. 

In  'fetichism,  well-developed,  the  fetich  itself — ab- 
stracted from  the  personality  of  the  wearer — ^it  dominates 
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perse  the  wliolo  riln  srxualis,  brings  it  into  action  and  may 
under  circnnistnncos  nwakon  kindred  re^jijions  of  a  sadistic 
nature  whieh  find  «rratitieation  in  the  field  of  the  (imper- 
sonal) fetich.  The  sadistic  act  in  itself  is  often  enough  an 
equivalent  for  coitus  rendered  imj)ossil)le  l>y  physical  and 
psychical  im})otence.  It  may  he  j)ractised  on  hoys,  animals, 
persons  of  the  same  sex,  without  relation  to  piedophilia, 
zoophilia  or  homosexuality. 

It  is  remarkable  and  seems  to  prove  the  connection  with 
lust-cmelty  that  at  the  moment  of  the  destroying  act  against 
the  fetidi  (cutting  off  girrs  tresses,  stabbing  women,  de- 
filing ladies'  toilets,  etc.)  orgasm  and  ejaculation  take  place 
in  the  "eadi-fetichist" 

A.  Moll  (Zeitschr.  f.  Hedicinalbeamte)  has  recently 
published  a  case  which  may  be  considered  classical : — 

An  academically  cultured  man»  age  thirty-one  years, 
heavily  tainted  by  heredity,  offspring  from  a  marriage  be- 
tween blood-relations,  always  shy  and  retired,  nse<l  to  rump 
about  when  growing  into  pnl>erty  (17)  with  the  play-fcl- 
lows  of  his  sister,  girls  about  eleven  years  of  age,  and  from 
the  sight  of  their  white  underwear  became  a  "laundry  fet- 
ichist."  Ho  began  to  masturbate  thinking  of  girls  cla<l  in 
white  garments  and  manipulating  during  the  act  light- 
coloured  pieces  of  clothing  belonging  to  his  female  rela- 
tives. 

When  twenty-three  years  of  age  he  began  coitus  with 
girls  dressed  in  white.  At  tlic  age  of  twenty-five  he  saw  a 
girl's  white  dress  l>eing  bespattered  with  mud.  This  pro- 
duced a  very  stroni;  sexual  enudion  in  him  and  from  that 
time  on  he  felt  an  irresistible  impulse  to  dt  lile  the  apparel 
of  women,  to  cru.sh  and  tear  it.  This  impulse  was  par- 
ticularly provoked  at  the  sight  of  women  dad  in  whiter  He 
used  liquor  ferri  S(  squi  chloraii  or  ink  and  thus  produced 
orgasm  and  ejaculation.  At  times  he  had  dreams  of  white 
female  underwear  which  were  accompanied  by  pollution  at 
the  moment  of  touching  or  crushing  it  Insanity  could 
not  be  established.  He  was  mulcted  in  the  sum  of  50  marks 
for  unlawfully  causing  damage  to  personal  properly. 
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(e)Other  Kinds  of  AsaavU  on  Femalea — Symbolic  Sadism, 

The  foregoing  groups  do  not  exhaust  the  forms  in  which 
the  sadistic  impulse  toward  women  is  exjiressed.  If  tho 
impulse  is  not  overmastering,  or  if  then-  is  yet  sutheient 
moral  resistance,  it  may  ha])pen  that  the  jxTverse  inclina- 
tion is  satisfied  by  an  act  that  is  api)arently  «piite  senses 
less  an<l  silly,  hut  whieli  has  nevertheless  a  symi)olic  niean- 
ing  for  tilt-  iMTjM't rator.  This  seeuis  to  be  the  meaning  of 
the  two  following  cases : — 

Caae  36.  (Dr.  Paseta,  <<Ig!f»ie  dell'  amore".)  A 
man  was  aocustomed  to  go,  on  a  certain  day  once  a  month, 
to  an  inamorata  and  cut  her  ''fringe".  This  gave  him  the 
greatest  pleasure^  He  made  no  other  demands  on  the  girl. 

Case  37«  A  man  in  Vienna  regularly  visited  several 
prostitutes  only  to  lather  their  faces  and  then  to  remove 
the  lather  with  a  razor,  as  if  he  were  shaving  them.  He 
j\ovvr  hurt  tlie  girls,  but  became  sexually  excited  and  ejacu- 
lated during  the  procedure.^ 

(/.)  Ideal  Sadism. 

Sadism  may  eventually  manifest  itself  s<dely  in  the  im- 
agination, /.<  .,  in  dream  j)ictures  which  accompany  flie  act 
of  masturltation  or  accompany  the  process  of  pollution  in 
sadistic  fancies. 

That  it  remains  an  ideal  act  only  may  be  due  to  want  of 
oy^portunity  or  courage  to  ])ut  it  into  |)ractical  action  or 
that  latent  ethics  forbid  viidmce,  or  it  mav  Ix»  that  when 
debility  of  the  centre  of  ejaculaiion  is  ])ronounced,  a  vivid 
sadistic  impression  suffices  to  provoke  ejaculatory  gratifica* 
tion.  In  this  case  sadism  is  merely  an  equivalent  for  coitus. 

*Leo  Taxil  {op.  cit.,  p.  224)  relates  thai  in  Parisian  brothels  ' 
instruments  are  kept  ready  wliich  look  like  knouts,  but  wliich  are 

miToIy  tulw«  fitted  with  iiir,  siK-Ii  a«  clowns  nm-  in  circiiHi-s.  Siidintie 
men  uho  tliem  tu  create  for  theDiselveii  the  illuüiou  thut  tliey  are 
whipping  women. 
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Gase  38.  D.,  agont,  ago  twenty-niiio  yoars,  family 
lioavily  tainted,  mast urhal ion  at  tlie  age  of  fourteen,  coitus 
at  twenty,  hut  witliout  jjronounced  libido  or  satisfaction, 
hereafter  nuisturhat ion  prcfcrrt'd.  At  first  these  acts  were 
aceonij)anied  liy  the  thought  of  a  girl  whom  he  could  mal- 
treat aud  subject  to  humiliating  and  infamous  actions. 

Heading  of  acta  of  violenoe  on  women  excited  him  sex- 
ually. Bnt  he  did  not  like  to  see  blood  either  on  hinuelf 
or  on  others.  He  hsted  the  sight  of  a  naked  woman. 

He  never  felt  inclined  to  put  his  sadistic  ideas  into  ac- 
tual practice  for  unnatural  sexual  intercourse  he  disliked. 

He  could  not  account  for  his  sadistic  ideas.  These 
statements  he  made  at  a  consultation  for  neurasthenia. 

Case  30.   Ideal  sadism  with  'Todex-Fetiehism.'' 

P.,  ago  twenty-two,  of  independent  means,  heavily 
tainted  by  heredity,  by  accident  saw  the  governess  chastis- 
ing his  sister  (fourteen  years  of  age)  ad  podicem  inter 
gpinia.  This  made  a  deep  impression  on  him  and  hence- 
forth he  hiid  a  c<»nstant  desire  to  see  and  touch  his  sister's 
buttocks.  i{y  some  clever  stratagem  he  succeeded.  When 
seven  years  old  he  became  the  play-fellow  of  two  small 
girls,  of  which  one  was  tiny  and  lean,  the  other  rather 
}>himj).  lie  played  the  role  of  the  father  chastising  his 
chihlren.  The  lean  girl  he  simply  spanki  d  over  the  clothes. 
The  other,  however,  allowed  him  to  snuick  her  Vmre  lK)ttom 
(she  was  then  ten  years  old).  This  gave  him  great  sexual 
pleasure  and  caused  erection. 

One  day,  after  being  chastised  in  this  manner  the  girl 
asked  him  to  look  at  her  pudenda.  But  he  refused  the  in- 
yitation  as  this  view  did  not  interest  him  in  the  least 

At  the  age  of  nine  he  became  acquainted  with  a  boy  a 
little  older  than  himself.  One  day  they  came  across  a  pic- 
ture representing  the  scene  of  flagellation  in  a  monk's  mon- 
astery. P.  soon  persuaded  his  companion  to  enact  the 
scene.  The  latter  consented  to  playing  the  passive  rSle 
and  found  delight  in  it.  This  was  often  repeatr d.  On  one 
occasion  P.  assumed  the  passive  role  but  it  gave 
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him  no  pleasure.  This  relation  between  tlie  two  con- 
tinued till  they  grew  up  into  iiiauhood,  and  1*.  always  ejac- 
ulated during  the  flageUation.  He  dominated  over  his 
friend,  who  looked  upon  him  as  a  superior  heing.  Only 
twice  whilst  this  friendshij}  lasted  did  P.  attempt  this  pro- 
oeduie  on  other  persons ;  onoe  on  a  nurse-maid  whose  hare 
bottom  he  smacked,  and  once  in  the  street  on  a  girl,  eleven 
years  old,  whose  cries,  however,  drove  him  to  hasty  flight. 

He  never  felt  any  inclination  to  masturbation,  coitus 
with  girls,  nor  antipathic  sexual  sensations.  lie  confined 
himself  to  toneh  the  buttocks  of  women  when  in  a  crowd, 
or  of  girls  whilst  mixing  with  them  on  the  playground,  to 
look  under  the  dresses  of  women  climbing  the  stairs  of  an 
omnibus  or  watch  little  girls  undressing  themselves. 

He  practised  "Sadism-Fctichism".  His  fancy  revelled 
in  situations  in  which  he  ti:i<:('lljit(Ml  bis  younger  brother,  a 
nurse-maid  or  a  nun  ;  Ix'  invented  stories  which  always 
ended  in  a  seene  of  thi^ellation ;  answered  advertisements 
sucli  as:  "Dame  severe  demande  eleve"  and  (h'rived  the  ut- 
most delii^lit  from  tlie  eorrespnndenee  that  followed;  n\a<b' 
drawinirs  of  llai^elhu ion  scenes,  of  1)are  female  buttoeks, 
ransacked  the  libraries  for  l>ooks  containiujL;  sa<listic  writ- 
ings, made  abstracts  of  tlie  whole  literature,  collected 
pictures  referring  to  this  favourite  subjeet  and  designed 
such  himself  in  keeping  with  the  progress  he  made  in 
developing  his  perversion. 

The  flights  of  his  fancy  rose  from  the  exhibition  of  the 
naked  buttocks,  to  smacking,  flagellating  and  even  teasing 
them,  even  to  the  murder  of  the  owner.  The  latter  act, 
however,  frightened  him.  The  ever  recurring  ejaculations 
finally  brought  on  severe  neurasthenia.  He  never  could 
make  up  his  mind  to  seek  medical  advice.  At  last  he  found 
a  woman  with  whom  he  could  have  coitus  as  she  permitted 
him  to  flatjellate  ber  durinc:  tlie  act. 

(Ecgis,  Archives  d'  anthropologic  criminelle,  N.  82, 
July,  1899.) 

Case  40.    Merchant,  forty  years  of  age,  abnormally 
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early  hctoro-  ami  liyjx'rsexuaiity.  From  Iiis  twentieth  year 
occasional ly  coitus  and  faule  de  micux  masturbation.  In 
consequence  of  fright  (surprise  during  coitus)  psychical 
impotence.  Treatment  unsuccessful.  This  affected  his 
mind  and  he  came  near  to  despair.  He  now  tried  imma- 
ture girls  with  whom  impotence  could  not  put  him  to 
shame.  His  moral  will  power,  still  unimpaired,  enabled, 
him  to  resist  this  impulse,  however,  and  he  found  satisfac- 
tion to  go  with  girls  legally  of  age  and  no  longer  innocent, 
but  they  must  in  appearance  be  younger  than  their  years. 
In  such  cases  his  impotence  disappeared.  One  day  he  saw 
a  lady  smiting  the  face  of  her  daughter,  fourteen  years  old. 
This  prodnecd  at  once  violet  erection  and  orgasm  in  him. 
The  thouglit  of  it  bad  the  same  result  From  that  time  he 
found  n  mighty  stimulant  in  seeing  girls,  no  matter  how 
yoimgy  beaten ;  even  reading  or  hearing  of  maltreatment  of 
females  had  the  same  result. 

That  the  retarded  sa<lisiii  in  this  case  was  not  acquiretl 
but  only  latent  is  evident  from  the  fact  tliat  it  ever  existed 
in  an  ideal  form.  If  was  part  of  the  scnsnal  idea  predom- 
inant in  him  that  he  introduced  " vstrvinttnlnn  suprriorem 
in  vnf/inam  fviniiuv  ustjiic  ad  snipnldm"  and  roamed  about 
within.  [Other  cases  of  ideal  sadism  see  Mull  (Libido  se.x- 
ualis,  pp.  324  and  500);  Kraffl,  "Arbeiten,"  iv.  p.  1U3.J 

(g)  Sadism  with  Any  Other  Object — Whipping  of  Boys. 

The  sadistic  acts  with  females  just  now  described  are 
also  practised  on  other  living,  sensitive  objects, — children 
and  animals.  There  may  be  a  full  consciousness  that  the 
impulse  is  really  directed  towards  women,  and  that  only 
faute  de  mieux  the  nearest  attainable  objects  (pupils)  are 
abused.  But  the  condition  of  the  perpetrator  may  be  such 
that  tlio  impulse  to  cruel  acts  enters  consciousness  accom- 
panied only  by  lustful  excitement,  while  its  real  object 
(which  alone  can  explain  the  lustful  colouring  of  such 
acts)  remains  latent. 

The  first  alternative  suffices  as  an  explanation  of  the 
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cases  which  Dr.  Albeti  describes  (Friedreieh's  "Blätter  f. 
ger.  Med./'  p.  77,  1859),— cases  in  which  lustful  teachers 
whipped  their  pupils  on  the  naked  buttocks  vrithout  cause. 
We  must  think  of  the  second  alternative,  the  sadistic  im- 
pulse with  unconsciousness  of  its  object,  when  the  si^t 
of  punishment  causes  spontaneous  sexual  excitement  in  the 
witness  and  thus  becomes  the  determining  factor  in  his 
future  vita  aexualia,  as  in  the  following  cases: — 

Case  41.    T\.,  as^od  twenty-five,  merchant,  applied  to 

me  in  the  fall  of  ISSl)  for  advice  concerning  an  anomaly 
of  his  vita  smidlis.  whicli  made  him  fcjir  invalidism  and 
impossibility  of  fnlurt'  liaj)piness  in  marriage. 

Patient  eaiiie  of  a  nervous  family.  As  a  child  he  was 
delicate,  weak  and  nervous.  Healthy  except  for  measles; 
later  on  he  becauie  more  robust. 

At  the  age  of  eight,  while  at  schcvd,  he  saw  the  teacher 
punish  the  boys  by  taking  their  heads  Ix'tween  his  thighs 
and  spanking  them  with  a  ferule.  This  sight  caused  the 
])atient  lustful  excitement.  "Without  any  idea  of  the 
dang(>r  and  enormity  of  onanism,"  he  satisfied  himself  ¥ritli 
it,  and  from  that  time  often  masturbated,  always  calling 
np  the  memory-picture  of  a  boy  being  punished. 

Thus  it  continued  until  his  twentieth  year.  Then  he 
learned  the  significance  of  onanism,  was  terribly  fright- 
ened, and  tried  to  overcome  his  impulse  to  masturbate;  but 
he  fell  into  the  practice  of  psychical  onanism,  which  he  re- 
garded as  innocuous  and  morally  defensible,  and  for  which 
he  made  use  of  the  memory-pictures  of  boys  being  whipped, 
previously  mention^. 

Patient  now  became  neurasthenic,  suffered  with  pollu- 
tions, and  tried  to  cure  himself  by  visiting  brothels;  but  ho 
could  not  induce  erection.  Then  he  sought  to  obtain  normal 
sexual  feelings  by  means  of  social  intercourse  with  ladies; 
but  he  recognised  that  he  was  entirely  insensible  to  the 
charms  of  the  fair  sex. 

The  ])alieiit  was  an  intelligent  man,  normally  devel- 
oped, and  of  a'äthetic  taste.    There  was  no  incliuatiuu  to 
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persons  of  Iiis  own  sox.  ^ly  advice  consisted  of  moans  to 
contbut  the  neurasthenia  and  pollutions;  interdiction  of 
psychical  and  manual  onanism;  avoidance  of  all  sexual  ex- 
citants; and,  possibly,  hyj)notic  treatment  to  ultinuitely  in- 
duce a  return  of  the  vita  ncxualis  to  its  normal  couditiou. 

Case  42.  Abortive  sadism.  N.,  student,  came  under 
observation  in  December,  1800.  He  had  practised  mastur* 
bation  from  early  youth.  According  to  his  statements,  he 
became  sexually  excited  when  he  saw  his  father  whip  the 
children,  and,  later,  when  he  saw  his  companions  whipped 
by  the  teacher.  Wlien  a  spectator  of  such  scenes,  he  always 
experienced  lustful  feelings.  He  could  not  say  exactly 
when  this  first  occurred,  but  it  may  have  been  at  about  the 
age  of  six.  He  could  not  tell  exactly  when  he  began  to  mas< 
turbate,  but  he  stated  with  certainty  that  his  sexual  in* 
stinct  was  first  awakened  by  the  punishment  of  others,  and 
thus  he  unconsciously  came  to  practise  masturbation.  Tlie 
patient  remembered  clearly  that  from  tlu^  age  of  four  to 
the  age  of  eight  he  was  frequently  spanked,  and  that  this 
caused  him  pain,  never  lustful  ])leasure. 

Since  he  did  not  always  liave  opportunity  to  see  others 
whip]>ed,  he  beiran  to  nnti;/in<'  how  others  were  punished. 
This  excited  his  lust,  and  he  would  then  uuisturhate. 
Wlieiie\('r  he  c<nild,  he  nuiuaijed  to  see  others  |)unishcd  at 
sciiod],  Xow  and  then  he  also  f(dt  desire  to  whip  others. 
At  the  ai;e  of  twelve  he  iudiiced  a  comrade  to  allow  him  to 
whip  hiuj.  lie  found  great  sexual  pleasure  in  it.  When, 
however,  his  companion  beat  him  in  return  he  experienced 
nothing  but  pain. 

The  impulse  to  beat  others  was  never  very  strong. 
The  patient  experienced  more  satisfaction  in  filling  his 
imagination  with  scenes  of  whipping.  He  never  indulged 
in  any  other  sadistic  acts,  and  never  had  any  desire  to  see 
blood,  etc  Up  to  his  fifteenth  year  his  sexual  indulgence 
consisted  of  masturbation,  coupled  with  such  fancies.  After 
that  (dancing  lessons,  association  with  girls)  the  early 
fancies  disappeared  almost  entirely  and  were  accompanied 
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bv  but  weak  lustful  feelings;  so  that  tl>o  patient  gave 
tli<  III  up  entirely.  In  their  plaee  eanie  thoughts  of  coitus 
ill  a  natural  way,  witliout  anything  sadistic. 

The  patient  indulged  in  coitus  for  the  first  time  ^'on 
acootmt  of  hU  health*"  He  was  potent,  and  the  act 
gratified  him.  He  then  tried  to  ahstain  from  masturbation, 
hut  was  not  successful,  though  he  often  indulged  in 
coitus,  and  with  more  pleasure  than  he  had  in  masturba- 
tion. He  wished  to  be  freed  from  masturbation  as  some- 
thing vicious.  He  had  coitus  once  a  month,  but  mastur- 
bated onoe  or  twice  every  ni^L  He  was  sexually  nomuü, 
excepting  the  masturbation.  There  was  no  neurasthenia; 
genitals  normal. 

C&se  43.  P.,  aged  15,  of  liigh  social  position,  came 
of  nn  hysterical  mother  whos*'  brother  and  father  <lied  in 
an  asvlum.  Two  ehihlren  of  tlie  faunly  died  in  earlv  ehild- 
liood  of  (■(>nvulsi(»Tis.  The  patient  was  talr-nted,  virtuou;^, 
and  (juiet  ;  l)ut  at  times  lie  was  very  disobcdieiit,  stubl)orn, 
and  of  violent  temper.  He  had  epih  psv,  and  praetised 
masturbation.  One  day  it  was  learned  that  P..  with  money, 
induce<l  a  eomra<le  of  fourteen,  ]>.,  to  allow  himstdf  to 
l)e  pinehe<l  in  the  arms,  «jcuitals,  and  thiixhs.  When  B. 
crie<I,  I*,  beeame  exeited  and  struck  at  H.  with  his  right 
hand,  whik?  with  his  left  he  made  manipulation.s  in  the 
left  pocket  of  his  trousers.  P.  confessed  that  to  maltreat 
his  friend,  of  whom  he  was  very  fond,  gave  him  ])(H.>uliar 
delight;  and  that  ejaculation  while  hurting  his  friend 
gave  him  much  more  pleasure  than  when  he  masturbated 
alone.  (i\  GyurkoveehJey,  '*Pathol.  und  Therapie  der 
männl.  Impotenz.,"  p.  80,  1889). 

Case  44«  K.,  fifty  years  of  age,  without  occupation, 
heavily  tainted,  satisfied  his  perverse  sexual  feelings  ex- 
clusively on  boys  of  ten  to  fifti  en  y(  nrs  of  age,  whom  he 
seduced  to  mutual  masturbui ion.  At  the  acme  of  the  sit- 
uation he  would  pierce  tlie  lolx*  of  the  boy's  ear.  When 
this,  later  on,  proved  inefficient,  he  cut  off  the  lobe  of  a 
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boy's  far.  He  was  arrested  and  sentenced  to  five  years* 
ini]>ris<»nnient.    {Tlwinof,  up.  cil.,  p.  452.) 

Tliat  in  all  tiicse  cases  of  sadistic  abuse  of  boys  there 
can  Ik'  no  thought  of  a  combination  of  sadism  and  anti- 
j)atiietic  sexual  instinct,  as  often  occurs  ( r.  infra)  in  indi- 
viduals of  inverted  sexuality,  is  shown — aside  from  the 
absence  of  all  positive  signs  of  it — by  a  study  of  the  next 
group,  where,  in  association  with  the  object  of  injury, — 
animals, — the  instinct  for  women  is  seen  to  appear 
repeatedly. 

(h)  Sadistic  Acts  with  Animals, 

In  numerous  eases,  sadistically  perverse  men,  afraid 
of*criminal  acts  with  human  beintrs,  or  who  care  only 
for  the  sight  <»f  tlu'  suffering  of  a  sensitive  Ix'inir,  make 
use  of  the  sight  of  dying  animals,*  or  torture  animals,  to 
stimulate  or  excite  their  lust 

The  case  of  a  man  in  Vienna,  which  is  reported  by 
Hofmann  in  his  '*Text-Book  of  Legal  Medicine,"  is  note- 
worthy in  relation  to  this.  According  to  the  evidence  of 
severid  prostitutes,  before  the  sexual  act  he  was  accus- 
tomed to  excite  himself  by  torturing  and  killing  chickens 
and  pigeons  and  other  birds,  and,  therefore,  was  called 
"Hendlherr"  (chickenmister). 

For  the  elucidation  of  such  cases  the  observution  of 
Lomhroso  is  of  value,  according  to  whom  two  men  had 
ejaculation  when  they  killed  chickens  or  pigeons,  or  wrung 
their  necks. 

The  same  atithor,  in  his  '^Uomo  deliii<]iH  nte,"  p.  201, 
speaks  of  a  pmit  of  some  reputation,  who  became  power- 
fully excited  sexually  whenever  he  saw  calves  slaughtered, 

and  also  at  the  sight  of  bloody  meat. 

^Ian(('<i(izz<i  (op.  (  if.  j).  114  )  relates  that  anions  doirene- 
rate  Chinese  the  ]>raefi('e  ])revails  to  sodomise  <];eesc  and 
at  the  moment  of  ejaeiilation  to  cut  off  their  hea<ls. 

'Dimitri«  the  son  of  Ivan  the  Cruel,  derived  unspeakable  pleas- 
ure wlieii  witneesiQg  the  death  «truggl«*  ^  theep»  eMekens  and 
geeae.    (BibliothSque  de  Criminol«^«,  six.,  p.  278.) 
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Mantcfjazza  ( "Fisiolojjjia  «U1  piaecrcy'  fifth  od.,  pp. 
ol)4,  IlUT) )  iiit  iilions  till"  case  of  a  man  wlio  once  saw  chick- 
ens killed,  and  fn»ni  that  liiiu-  liad  a  desire  to  wallow  in 
their  warm,  stiainiii^  entrails,  because  he  experienced  a 
feeling  of  lust  while  doing  it. 

Thus,  in  these  and  similar  cases,  the  vita  scxuodis  is 
80  Goostitttted  ab  engine  that  the  sight  of  blood,  death, 
etc.,  excites  lustful  feeling.  It  is  so  in  the  following 
case: — 

Case  45.  C.  L.,  aged  forty-two^  engineer,  married, 
father  of  two  children ;  from  a  neuropathic  family ;  father 
irascible,  a  drinker;  mother  hysterical,  subject  to  eclamptic 
attacks.  The  patient  remembers  that  in  cliildhood.  he 
took  particular  ])lea8ure  in  witnossiTi^'  tlie  slaughtering  of 
domestic  animals,  especially  swine.  lie  thus  experienced 
lustful  pleasure  and  ejaculation.  Later  he  visited  slaughter- 
houses. In  firder  to  delight  in  the  siglit  of  flowing  l)l<M»d 
and  the  death  throes  of  the  aninuih-^.  When  he  could  hud 
o]»p<trt unify,  he  killed  the  animals  himself,  whicii  always 
afforded  him  a  vicarious  feeliuij  of  sexual  jdeasure. 

At  the  time  of  full  maturity  he  first  attained  to  a 
knowledge  of  his  al)uoruuility.  The  ])atient  was  not 
exactly  opposed  in  ineliiuifion  to  women,  hut  close  cimtact 
with  them  seemed  to  hiui  n  pugnant.  On  the  advice  of 
a  j)hysician,  at  tw«nty-tive  he  married  a  woman  who 
pleased  him,  in  the  hope  of  freeing  himself  of  his  abnor- 
mal condition.  Although  ho  was  very  partial  to  his  wife, 
it  was  only  seldom,  and  after  great  trouble  and  exertion  of 
his  imagination,  that  he  could  perform  coitus  with  her; 
nevertheless,  he  begat  two  children.  In  1866  he  was  in 
the  war  in  Bohemia.  Iiis  letters  written  at  that  time  to 
his  wife,  were  composed  in  an  exalted,  enthusiastic  tone. 
He  was  missed  after  the  battle  of  Koniggratz. 

If,  in  this  case,  the  capability  of  normal  coitus  was 
much  impaired  by  the  predominance  of  perverse  ideas,  in 
the  following  it  seems  to  have  been  entirely  repressed:— 
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Case  46.  (Dr.  Pascal,  "I^iciic  <1(H'  aiiiorc  ")  A 
gentlomaii  visit^'d  })nisl it iilos,  had  them  pun-haso  a  living 
fowl  or  rabbit,  and  made  tlioin  torture  the  animal.  He 
particularly  revelled  in  the  sight  of  cutting  off  the  heads 
and  tearing  out  the  eyes  and  entrails.  If  he  found  a  girl 
who  would  oonsenty  and  go  about  it  riglit  cruelly,  be  was 
delighted,  and  paid  ber  and  went  bis  way  witbout  asking 
anything  more  or  touching  her. 

Interesting  is  the  awakening  of  sadistic  feelings  to- 
ward animals  as  related  in  the  following  case  of  Fere: — 

Case  47.  B.,  thirty-seven  years  of  age,  tanner, 
tainted,  began  masturbation  at  the  a^e  of  nine.  One  day, 
as  be  was  about  to  masturbate  with  another  boy  at  the 
eorner  of  a  street,  where  the  gradient  was  very  steep,  a 

heavily  laden  dray  pulled  by  four  horses  came  along.  The 
driver  yelled  at  the  horses  and  whipped  them.  The  horses 
slipped  alx)ut  a  good  deal  and  made  the  s]>arks  fly  from 
the  cobble  stones.  This  excited  B.  very  much  and  he 
ejaculated  as  one  of  the  horses  fell.  Ever  afterwards  a 
similar  occurrence  would  liave  the  same  effect  on  him 
and  he  went  in  search  of  it.  If  the  diflicidty  was  overcdino 
without  extra  exertion  on  the  ])art  of  the  horse,  or  witli- 
out  the  use  of  the  whip,  B.  Ix'came  only  excited  and  he 
had  to  resort  to  masturbation  or  coitus  to  find  final  sat- 
isfaction. Even  after  he  was  married  and  had  children, 
sadism  continued.  When  one  of  bis  children  fell  ill  with 
chorea,  B.  had  hysterical  attacks.  {Fere,  I'instinct  sezuel, 
p.  255). 

The  last  two  sections,  g  and  h,  show  that  the  suffering 
of  any  living  being  may  become  a  source  of  perverse  sexual 
enjoyment  to  sadistically  constituted  persons,  and  that 
there  may  be  sadism  with  almost  any  [living]  object 
However,  it  would  be  erroneous  and  an  exaggeration  to  try 
to  e\]  Inin  by  sadistic  perversion  all  the  remarkable  and 
surprising  acts  of  cruelty  that  occur,  and  to  assume  sadism 
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as  the  motive  iiiKlerlying  all  the  horrors  recorded  in  history 
or  found  in  certain  ])sycliologieaI  manifeslationa  among 
tlie  peoples  of  the  present  time. 

Cruelty  arises  from  various  sources  and  is  natural  to 
primitive  man.  Comimssiony  in  contrast  with  it,  is  a 
secondary  manifestation  and  acquired  late.  The' instinct 
to  fight  and  destroy,  so  important  an  endowment  in  pre- 
historic conditions,  is  long  afterwards  operative;  and,  in 
the  ideas  engendered  by  civilisation,  like  that  of  "the 
criminal,''  it  finds  new  objects,  so  long  as  its  original 
object — "the  enemy" — still  exists.  That  not  simply  the 
death,  but  also  torture  of  the  conquered  is  demanded,  is 
in  part  explained  by  the  sense  of  power,  which  satisfies 
itself  in  this  way,  and  in  part  by  the  insatiablencss  of  the 
impulse  of  %'engeanee.  Thus  all  horrors  and  historical 
enormities  may  be  explaine<l  witliout  reeonrse  to  sadism 
(which  may  often  enough  have  been  the  motive,  but 
should  not  be  assumed  as  such,  since  it  is  a  relatively 
rare  }>erversion  ) . 

At  the  same  time,  llicre  is  still  another  powerful 
psychical  element  to  Ix'  taken  into  consideration,  which 
exj)lains  the  attraction  wliieli  is  still  exerted  by  execu- 
tions, etc. ;  viz.,  the  pleasure  wiiich  is  produe(»d  by  intense 
and  unusual  imj)ressions  and  rare  sights,  in  contrast  to 
which,  in  coarse  and  blunted  beings,  pity  is  silent 

But  undoubtedly  there  are  individuals  for  whom,  in 
spite  or  even  by  reason  of  their  lively  compassion,  all  that 
is  connected  with  death  and  suffering  has  a  mysterious 
attraction  who,  with  inward  opposition,  and  yet  follow* 
ing  a  dark  impulse,  occupy  themselves  with  such  things, 
or  at  least  with  pictures  and  notices  of  them.  Still,  this 
is  not  sadism,  so  long  as  no  sexual  element  enters  into 
consciousness;  and  yet  it  is  possible  that,  in  unconscious 
life,  slender  threads  connect  such  manifestations  with  the 
hidden  depths  of  sadism. 
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(i)  tSadism  in  Woman, 

That  sadism — a  perversion,  lliougli  often  met  witli  in 
men — is  les?,  fre(|iH'nt  in  women,  may  be  easily  explained. 
In  the  lirst  place,  sadism,  in  whieh  the  need  of  snl)jn- 
ixalion  of  the  oj)posite  sex  forms  a  constituent  t'lenieiil, 
in  accordance  with  its  nature  represents  a  pathological 
intensiHcation  of  the  masculine  sexual  character;  in  tho 
second  place,  the  obstacles  which  oi)pose  the  expression 
of  this  monstrous  impulse  are,  of  course,  much  greater  for 
woman  than  for  man.  Yet  sadism  occurs  in  women,  and 
it  can  only  be  explained  by  the  primary  constituent  ele- 
ment— ^the  general  hypcr-excitation  of  Üie  motor  sphere. 
Only  two  cases  have  thus  far  been  scientifically  studied. 

Case  48*    A  married  man  presented  hinuielf  with 

numerous  scars  of  cuts  on  his  arms.  He  told  their  origin 
as  follows:  When  he  wished  to  approach  his  wife,  who 
was  young  and  somewhat  ''nervous,''  he  first  had  to 
mflke  n  cut  in  his  arm.  Then  she  would  suck  the  wound 
and  during  the  act  become  violently  excited  sexually. 

Tills  ease  recalls  tlie  widesjuend  leirend  of  the  vam- 
pires, the  oric^in  of  which  may  perhaps  be  referred  to  such 
sadistic  facts.' 

In  tlie  s«'cond  case  (»f  feminine  sadism,  for  which  I  am 
indehted  to  Dr.  Moll .  of  Herlin,  l»y  th(^  side  of  the  p(»rverse 
imj)ulse,  as  so  fret|ucntly  happens,  there  is  ansesthesia  in 
the  normal  activities  of  sexual  lifej  and  there  are  also 
traces  of  masochism  {v.  infra). 

Case  49.  Mrs.  H.,  of  H.,  aged  twenty-six,  came  of  a 
family  in  which  nervous  or  mental  diseases  are  said  not  to 

'The  1e/;end  Is  especially  spread  throughout  the  Balkan  penin- 
sula.

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have  been  observed;  but  the  patient  herself  presented  signs 
of  hysteria  and  neurasthenia.  Although  married  eiglit 
years  and  the  mother  of  a  child,  Mrs.  H.  never  had 'desire 
to  perform  coitus.  Veiy  strictly  educated  as  a  young  girl, 
until  her  marriage  she  remained  almost  innocent  of  any 
knowledge  of  sexual  matters.  She  had  menstruated  reg- 
ularly since  her  fifteenth  year.  Essential  abnormality 
of  the  genitals  was  not  apparent  To  the  patient  coitus  was 
not  only  not  a  pleasure,  but  even  an  unpleasant  act,  and 
repugnance  to  it  had  constantly  increased.  Tlie  patient 
could  not  iiiidcrstand  how  any  one  could  call  such  an  act 
the  <]n*eatest  delight  of  love,  which  to  her  waf?  something  far 
sublimer  and  unconnected  with  sensual  impulse.  At  the 
same  time  it  shouM  ho  mentioned  that  the  patient  really 
loved  her  husband.  In  kissing  him,  too,  she  experienced 
a  (loci(hHl  j>loasure,  which  she  could  not  exactly  (Icscrihe. 
But  she  could  not  concfive  how  the  irenirals  can  have 
anytliiug  to  <lo  wirli  love.  In  oflier  respecfs  Mrs.  II.  was 
a  d(vi<leflly  int<  llii:eiit  woman  of  feminine  character. 

Si  osenla  «iat  e<»njngi,  magnam  volujitatem  percipit  in 
mordendr)  cum.  (Jrat issimum  ei  esset  conjugem  mordere 
eo  modo  ut  sanguis  fluat.  (Onlenta  esset,  si  loco  coitus 
morderetur  a  coiijuge  i])su'que  eum  mordcre  liceret. 
Tarnen  earn  pocniteret,  si  morsu  magnum  dolorem  faoeret. 
(Dr.  Mott.y 

In  history  there  are  examples  of  famous  women  who, 
to  some  extent,  had  sadistic  instincts.  These  Messalinas 
are  particularly  characterised  by  their  thirst  for  power, 
lust,  and  cruelty.  Among  them  are  Valeria  Messalina 
herself,  and  Catherine  de'  Medici,  the  instigator  of  the 
Massacre  of  St.  Bartholomew,  whose  greatest  pleasure 
was  to  have  the  ladies  of  her  court  whipped  before  her 
^es,  etc*   (Confer  above.)

It  is  tlie  exact 
connterpart  of  Masoehinn  in  man  and  represents  the  ideal  desire  of 
the  Masochist. 

'The  gifted  Hcnrjf  von  Kleitt,  who  was  beyond  doiibt  mentally 
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2.   Masochism.*   TKe  Association  of  Passively  Endured 
Cruelty  and  Violence  vnlh  Lust 

^[asochism  is  the  opposite  of  sadism.  While  tlio  latter 
is  the  (Icsire  to  cause  pain  and  use  force,  the  former  is 
the  wish  to  suffer  ])ain  and  be  subjected  to  force. 

By  nuisochism  1  understand  a  peculiar  perversion  of 
the  psychical  vila  sexmlis  in  which  the  individual  affected| 
in  sexual  feeling  and  thought,  is  controlled  by  the  idea  of 
being  completely  and  unconditionally  subject  to  the  will 
of  a  person  of  the  opposite  sex;  of  being  treated  by  this 
person  as  liy  a  master,  humiliated  and  abused.  This  idea 
is  coloured  by  lustful  feeling;  the  masochist  lives  in 
fancies,  in  which  he  creates  situations  of  this  kind  and 
often  attempts  to  realise  them.  By  this  perversion  his 
sexual  instinct  is  often  made  more  or  less  insensible  to  the 
normal  charms  of  the  opposite  sex^incapable  of  a  nornuil 
vila  sextioZi»— psychically  impotent.   But  this  psychical 

abnormal,  privets  a  maHterly  portrayal  of  complete  feminine  sadism  in 
his  *'  Ppntljcsilea."  In  scene  xxii.,  h'lviat  describes  his  horoinr  pur- 
suing Achilles  in  the  fire  of  love,  and  when  he  is  betrayed  into  her 
hands,  she  tnara  him  with  lustful,  murderooB  fury  into  |»ieoes,  and 
sots  hrr  dnps  on  him:  "Tearing:  tho  armour  from  his  body,  she 
strike  her  t«><>th  in  his  white  breast — she  and  her  dogs,  the  rivals, 
Ozns  and  Sphynx — they  on  the  right  side,  she  on  the  left;  and  as 
I  appronclied  bloixl  dripped  from  her  hands  and  mouth."  And  later, 
when  Penthesilea  becomes  satiated:  "*  Did  I  kiss  liim  to  death T  No. 
Did  I  not  kiss  him?  Tom  in  pieces?  Then  it  was  a  mistake;  kissing 
rhynca  with  biting  [in  German,  Kü$»e,  Biete],  and  one  who  lores 
with  the  whole  heart  might  easily  mistake  the  one  for  the  other." 
In  recent  literature  we  find  the  matter  frequently  tn-ated,  but  par- 
ticularly in  Kacher  Maaoch'8  novels,  of  which  mention  is  made  later 
OD,  and  in  Ement  wm  WiUenlmuih*»  **  Bninhilde,"  itooMIde*«  **Le 
Marquise  de  Sade,"  etc.

an  atlciinatf  saiisfaetion  diircriii»;  from  the  normal — in 
woman,  to  l>e  Mire,  but  not  in  coil  us. 

But  cases  also  occur  in  which  with  the  perverse  iui- 
pul.se  there  is  still  some  scnsiliilit y  io  normal  ^timIlIi.  and 
intercourse  under  normal  conditions  takes  place.  In  other 
cases  the  impotence  is  not  purely  psychical,  but  physical, 
i,e,,  spinal ;  for  this  perversion,  like  almost  all  other  pei> 
versions  of  the  sexual  instinct,  is  developed  only  on  the 
basis  of  a  psychopathic  and,  for  the  most  part,  hereditarily 
tainted  individuality;  and  as  a  rule  such  individuals  are 
given  to  excesses,  particularly  masturbation,  to  which  the 
difficulty  of  attaining  what  their  fancy  creates  drives  them 
again  and  again. 

I  feel  justified  in  calling  this  sexual  anomaly  '^Maso- 
chism,'' because  the  author  Sacher- AI asoch  frequently  made 
this  perversion,  which  up  to  his  time  was  quite  unkno\vn 
to  the  scientific  world  as  such,  the  substratum  of  his  wrif- 
in|]p.  I  followed  thereby  the  scientific  formation  of  the 
term  "Daltonism,"  from  DaLlon,  the  discoverer  of  colour* 
blindness. 

During  recent  years  facts  have  been  advanced  which 
prove  that  Sacher-Mas(K*h  was  not  oidy  the  poet  of  Maso 
chism,  but  that  he  himself  w;is  afHictcd  wiiii  this  anomalv.* 

« 

Alfhoiiixh  tliese  ]>roofs  were  communicated  to  mo  without 
restriction,  I  refrain  from  criving  them  to  the  public.  I 
refute  the  accusation  that  I  have  coujdcd  the  name  of  a 
re\('r('d  author  with  a  perversion  of  the  sexual  instinct, 
which  has  Ixh'U  made  against  me  by  some  admirers  of 
the  author  and  bv  some  critics  of  inv  book.  As  a  man 
Sacher-Masoch  cannot  lose  anything  in  the  estimation  of 
his  cultured  fellow-beings  simply  because  he  was  afflicted 
with  an  anomaly  of  his  sexual  feelings.  As  an  author 
he  suffered  severe  injury  so  far  as  the  influence  and  in- 
trinsic merit  of  his  work  is  oonoemed,  for  so  long  and

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whenever  lie  eliminated  his  perversion  from  his  literary 
efforts  he  was  a  gifte»!  writer,  and  as  such  would  have 
aehievt'd  real  irreatuess  had  he  Ix'cn  actuated  hv  noriuallv 
sexual  fecliuirs.  In  this  r('sj»oct  he  is  a  rcnuirkablc  exam- 
ple <if  the  powerful  intluenee  exercised  hv  the  rita  st\iu(ilia 
— Ix'  it  in  the  go^nl  or  evil  sense — over  the  formation  and 
direetioii  of  num's  niiu<l. 

The  numlxfr  of  eases  of  undoubted  niasochisiu  thus 
far  observed  is  verv  iar^e.  Whether  mas«K?hisni  occurs 
ass4x:iated  with  normal  sexual  instiucts,  or  cxclusivelv 
controls  the  individual ;  whether  or  not,  and  to  what  extent, 
the  individual  subject  to  this  perversion  strives  to  realise 
his  peculiar  fancies;  whether  or  not,  he  has  thus  more  or 
less  diminished  his  virility— depends  upon  the  degree 
of  intensity  of  the  perversion  in  the  single  case,  upon  the 
strength  of  the  opposing  ethical  and  a^thctie  motives  and 
the  relative  power  of  the  physical  and  mental  organisation 
of  the  affected  individual.  From  the  psychopathic  point 
of  view,  the  essential  and  common  clement  in  all  these 
cases  is  the  fact  ih/i(  Ihr  sr.r  ,ial  imtlnct  is  directed  to  ideas 
of  subjugation  aud  abuse  by  the  opposite  sex. 

Whatever  has  bcn  said  with  ref«'renee  to  the  im- 
pidsive  ehara<*ter  (indi>i  incf ness  of  ui<»tive)  of  the  resulting 
acts  and  with  reference  to  the  oriu'inal  ( Coiii^enital )  nature 
of  the  perversion  in  sadism,  is  also  fiue  in  nuiscwhism. 

In  mas«K*hism  there  is  a  j;radation  (»f  the  acts  from 
the  nH»st  repulsive  and  monstrous  to  the  silliest,  reirnlated 
bv  the  de^)-ee  of  intensify  of  the  per\erse  instinct  and  the 
})ower  of  the  remnants  of  moral  and  a-sthetic  eounler- 
niotives.  The  «-xlreme  con^e« juenees  of  nniso<'hism,  how- 
ev<'r,  are  checked  by  the  inslinet  of  s(df-preservat ion,  ami 
therefore  murder  and  serious  injury,  which  may  be  com- 
mitted in  sadistic  excitement,  have  here  in  reality,  so  far 
as  known,  no  passive  equivalent  But  the  perverse  de- 
sires of  masochistic  individuals  may  in  imagination  attain 
these  extreme  consequences  (t*.  infra,  case  50). 

Moreover,  the  acts  to  which  masochists  resort  are  in 
some  cases  performed  in  connection  with  coitus,  \.e,,  as 
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preparatory  measures;  in  otluTs,  as  .siil)stitutes  for  coitus 
when  this  is  impossible.  This,  too,  depeuds  only  u|k>ii  the 
condition  of  sexual  power,  which  hiis  been  diminished  for 
the  most  part  pliysieallj  and  mentally  by  the  activity  of 
the  sexual  ideas  in  the  perverse  direction,  and  not  upon 
the  nature  of  the  act  itself. 

(a)  The  Desire  for  Abuse  and  HumUiaiion  as  a  Means  of 

Sexual  Satisfaction, 

Case  50.  Mr.  Z.,  age  twenty-nine,  technologist,  came 

for  consultation  bcH>auMe  of  fear  of  tabes.  Father  nervous, 
died  tabetic  Father's  sister  insane.  Several  relatives  very 
nervous  and  peculiar.  On  closer  examination  tlio  patient 
was  found  to  have  sexual,  spinal  and  (••-rcbral  asthenia. 
He  presented  no  symptoms  of  tabes  dorsalis.  Questions 
concerning  abuse  of  tlie  sexual  organs  brought  out  a  con- 
fession of  masturbation  practised  since  youth.  In  the 
course  of  the  exaniiiiaf  i<»n  tlic  following  interesting  psyeli«)- 
pexual  anomalies  were  discovered:  At  tlie  age  of  rive  tho 
vita  scrualis  began  with  the  impulse  to  whij)  himself,  as 
well  as  with  the  desire  to  see  others  whi|)pe(l.  In  this 
he  never  thought  of  individuals  as  of  the  <»ne  sex  or  the 
other.  Faule  de  inicux  he  praetisc<l  llagclhiliou  on  him- 
self, and,  in  time,  this  induced  ejaculation.  L<»ng  before 
this  he  had  to  satisfy  himself  with  masturbation, 

and  always  during  the  act  revelled  in  imaginary  scenea 
of  whipping.  He  twice  visited  brothels  to  have  himself 
flogged  by  prostitutes.  For  this  ]MU  |i(>se  he  chose  the  pret- 
tiest girl  he  could  find ;  but  he  was  disappointed,  and  did 
not  even  have  an  erection,  to  say  nothing  of  ejaculation. 
He  recognized  that  the  flagellation  was  subsidiary,  and  .that 
the  idea  of  subjection  to  the  woman's  will  was  the  impor- 
tant thing.  lie  realised  this  on  the  second  trial.  When  ho 
had  flic  ^'thought  of  subject i-ai"  he  was  perfectly  suc- 
cessful. In  time,  by  straining  his  imagination  with  maso- 
chistic ideas,  lu;  performed  coituS  without  flagellation;  but 
he  found  little  satisfaction  in  it,  so  that  he  performed

sexual  mterconne  in  a  masochistic  way.  He  found  pleas* 
ure  in  masochistic  scenes,  in  the  sense  of  bis  original  desire 
for  damnation,  only  when  he  was  flagellated  ad  podieem, 
or,  at  least,  only  when  he  called  up  such  a  situation  in 
imagination.  At  times  of  great  excitabili^  it  was  even 
sufticioiit  if  told  stories  of  such  scenes  to  a  pretty  girL 
lie  would  thus  have  an  oi  i^usm,  and  usually  ejaculation. 

A  vcrv  offcrtnal  feticliistic  idea  was  early  associated 
with  this.  He  noticed  tliaf  he  was  attracted  and  satisiied 
only  by  women  wearing  higii  iicels  and  short  jackets 
("Hungarian  fa^<llion").  Ho  did  not  know  how  he 
arrived  at  tliis  fetichistic  idea.  lioys'  legs  with  high  heels 
also  pleased  him;  but  this  charm  was  ])iircly  u'sthctic, 
without  any  sensual  colouring;  and  lie  said  he  had  never 
noticeil  anytliing  homosexual  in  himself.  The  pati»'nt 
referred  his  feti<*hism  to  his  jiartiality  for  calves  (legs). 
He  was  charmed  hy  ladies*  calves  only  when  elegant  shoes 
were  on  the  feet.  Xude  legs — feminine  nudity  in  general 
— did  uot  in  the  least  affect  hiui  se.xuallv.  A  subordinate 
fetichistic  idea  for  the  patient  was  the  human  ear.  It  was 
a  lustful  pleasure  for  him  to  caress  the  handsome  ears  of 
people.  With  men  this  pleasure  was  slight,  but  with 
women  it  gave  him  great  enjoyment. 

He  also  had  a  weakness  for  cats.  He  thought  them 
simply  beautiful,  and  their  movements  were  very  attractive 
to  him.  The  sight  of  a  cat  could  raise  him  from  a  feeling 
of  the  deepest  depression.  Cats  seemed  to  him  sacred ;  he 
saw  something  divine  in  theml  He  did  not  know  the 
reason  for  this  idiosyncrasy. 

Of  late  he  also  frequently  had  sadistic  ideas  about 
punishing  boys.  In  these  imaginary  flagellations  both 
men  and  women  played  a  part,  but  particularly  the  latter, 
and  then  his  enjoyment  was  much  more  intense. 

The  patient  found  that,  besirles  what  he  recognised  anil 
felt  as  masochism,  there  was  something  else  which  he 
preferre(l  to  desipiate  ''pageism.'' 

AVhile  his  masochistic  fancies  and  acts  were  entirely  of 
a  coarse,  sensual  nature,  his  "pageism''  consisted  of  the 
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idea  of  being  a  page  to  a  beautiful  girl.  His  eoneeption 
was  perfectly  chaste,  but  piquant ;  bis  relation  to  her  that 
of  a  slave,  but  absolutely  pure — a  mere  platonic  sub- 
mission. This  revelling  in  the  idea  of  serving  such  a 
''beautiful  creature'*  as  a  page  was  coloured  by  a  pleasur- 
able feeling,  but  this  was  in  no  way  sexual.  He  experi- 
enced in  it  an  exquisite  feeling  of  moral  satisfaction,  in 
contrast  with  sensually  coloured  masochism,  and  therefore 
he  could  but  rocard  it  as  something  of  a  different  nature. 

At  first  sight  there  was  nothing  remarkaMo  in  the 
patient's  appearance;  but  his  pelvis  was  abnorniiiUy  broad, 
the  ilia  were  flat,  and  the  pelvis,  as  a  wiiole,  tilted  and 
decidedly  feminine.  Eyes,  neuropathic,  lie  also  men- 
tioned that  lie  often  had  itching  and  lustful  irritation  at 
the  anus,  and  that  there  ('^erogenous"  area)  ope  digiti,  ho 
could  satisfy  liiiiiself. 

The  ])ati(nt  was  troubIe<l  aVtout  his  future.  Help 
Would  he  jK>ssihl»'  for  him  if  he  couhl  hut  excite  in  himself 
an  interest  in  wonitu,  but  his  will  and  imagination  were  too 
weak  f«»r  that. 

What  the  patient  designated  as  "pageism"  does  not 
differ  in  any  way  from  masoehism,  as  may  l>e  seen  when 
it  is  compare*!  with  the  following  ca.«^e8  of  symbolic 
masochism  and  others;  and,  further,  upon  the  eonsidera- 
ti«in  that  in  this  perversion  coitus  is  avoided  as  an 
inatlequate  act,  ami  from  the  fact  that  in  such  cases  there 
is  often  a  fantastic  exaltation  of  the  perverse  ideal: — 

Case  51.  Ideal  Magochutm.  Mr.  X.,  technologist, 
twenty-six  years  old.  Mother  of  nervous  disposition ;  suf- 
fered from  neuralgia.  In  the  father's  family  a  case  of 
spinal  disease  and  one  of  psychosis.  A  brother  suffered 
from  nervousness.  Mr.  X.  had  only  slight  infantile  affec- 
tions ;  he  learned  easily  at  school,  and  developed  normally. 
Tie  wasof  manlv  apitearance,  but  ratln-r  weakly  and  under 
medium  size.  The  descent  of  the  right  testicle  was  im- 
perfect, but  could  he  noticed  in  the  inguinal  canal.  Penis 
normally  formed,  but  rather  small. 
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.  At  the  age  of  five  he  felt  sexual  excitement  whilst 
swinging  on  the  cross-bar  with  leijjs  crossed,  and  stretched 
out  at  full  length.  lie  repeated  the  exerciM'  several  limes, 
but  forgot  about  the  sensation  until  lie  grew  up  to  nuiturer 
age.  lie  tlien  tried  t<»  induct-  this  [)leasurabie  feeling 
by  repeating  the  exercise,  hut  williimt  success. 

At  the  age  of  seven  he  took  ])iirt  in  a  general  figlit 
T>ptween  tlic  ])upils  of  the  school  which  he  attended,  after 
which  tlie  victors  rode  on  tlie  backs  of  the  vanquished. 
This  inijircssed  X.  eonsidcrahly. 

Jfe  thought  tlu^  j)osition  of  the  prostrate  boys  a  pleas- 
ant one,  wanted  to  j)ut  himself  in  their  place,  imagining 
how  by  repeated  efforts  lie  could  move  the  boy  on  his 
back  near  his  face  so  that  he  might  inhale  the  odour  of 
his  genitals.  These  thoughts,  coupled  with  pleasurable 
feelings,  often  recurred  to  him  afterwards,  although  they 
never  occasioned  real  sensations  of  lust;  in  fact,  he  con- 
sidered these  thoughts  sinful  and  bad,  and  sought  to 
repulse  them.  lie  claimed  to  have  had  no  knowledge  at 
that  time  of  sexual  matters.  It  is  remarkable  that  the 
patient  up  to  his  twentieth  year  was  periodically  troubled 
with  eneureais  noctunm. 

Up  to  the  time  of  judM^rty  these  masochistic  fancies 
to  lie  under  the  thighs  of  others,  boys  as  well  as  girls, 
recurred  periodically.  Now  the  objects  were  «liiitlv 
girls,  hut  these  exclusively  when  pul)erty  was  comj>leted. 
Litth'  by  little  tlnsi'  sitnatious  gained  a  different  mean- 
ing, for  soon  tlic^  ciihninaling  ])oint  was  tlu'  conscionsuesa 
to  hf  ;il>sohifely  subject  to  tlie  will  and  wliiiiis  of  a  fully 
dev«'lo]>('l  jr|rl,  coupled  with  corresponding  humiliating 
acts  an<l  at  til  Ildes. 

For  instance,  X.  says: — 

''I  am  lying  on  my  hack  (»n  the  floor.  The  mistress 
stands  over  my  head  with  one  fo<it  on  my  breast  or  she 
holds  my  head  Ixtween  her  feet  so  that  her  genitals  are 
directly  in  a  line  with  my  vision.  Or  she  sits  a-slraddlo 
on  my  chest  or  on  my  face,  using  my  body  as  a  table.  If 
I  do  not  obey  her  commands  promptly  she  locks  me  up 
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in  u  dark  W.O.  und  leaves  the  house  to  Und  pleasure 
elsewhere.  She  introduces  me  to  her  friends  as  her  slave 
and  turna  me  onrer  aa  sueh  to  them  as  h  loan. 

''She  makes  me  perform  the  lowest  menial  work,  wait 
upon  her  when  she  ariaee,  in  the  hath  et  inter  mktianem. 
At  times  she  uses  my  face  for  the  latter  purpose  and 
makes  me  drink  of  the  voidanoe." 

X.  claimed  that  he  never  practically  put  these  ideas 
into  effect  for  fear  of  not  realising  the  anticipated  pleasure. 

Once  only  he  sneaked  into  the  room  of  a  pretty  house- 
maid ui  urinam  pueUa  bibat;  but  he  was  too  much  dis- 
gusted to  carry  out  the  purpose. 

He  stated  that  he  fought  in  vain  against  these  maso- 
chistic impulses,  cimsidering  them  of  a  painful  and  dis- 
gusting nature.  Tlioy  wore  still  prevalent.  lie  pointed 
but  particularly  that  the  humiliation  connected  with  these 
imaginary  acts  was  the  principal  at  tract  ion,  and  that  the 
pleasure  derived  from  causing  pain  to  others  was  never 
associated  with  them. 

He  preferred  as  "mistress"  a  slender  maiden  of  al)out 
twenty  years  of  age,  with  a  pretty  face,  .and  wearing  short 
light  dresses. 

Tlie  ordinary  iiitcrcoiirso  witli  young  women,  dancing, 
or  mixed  six-ii'ty,  never  iiiipn  him. 

With  tlio  jjoriod  of  jjiibcrty  tlicse  masfu']n>t  ic  idoas 
were  at  liim.s  uecompanied  by  pollutions,  but  only  weak 
emotions  of  lust. 

At  one  time  tlie  ]iati(^nt  resorted  to  frietion  of  the 
glatis  pcrii^'i,  but  he  could  not  induce  erection,  much  less 
ejaculation,  and  instead  of  pleasure  he  produoed  disagree- 
able paralytic  feelings.  This  saved  him  from  masturba- 
tion. Sut  after  the  age  of  twenty  he  often  experienced 
lustful  emotions  with  ejaculation  when  performing  gym- 
nastic exercises  on  the  horizontal  bar,  or  when  climbing 
poles  or  ropes.  He  never  had  a  desire  for  sexual  inter- 
course with  women  or  for  inverted  sexual  actions.  At  the 
age  of  twenty-six  a  friend  urged  him  to  coitus,  but  already 
on  the  way  to  the  house  ''anxiety,  restlessness,  and  decided

disgust''  crept  over  him.  lie  became  so  excited,  trcinbl(Ml 
all  over,  and  hrohs  out  into  a  profuse  perspiration,  that 
he  could  not  command  an  erection.  Repeated  attempts 
proved  complete  failures,  hut  he  was  aUe  to  control  his 
mental  and  physical  excitement  a  little  better  than  the 
first  timeii 

Libido  was  never  present  Masochistic  imaginations 
gave  no  assistance,  because  his  mental  faculties  at  such 
times  were  ''as  if  paralysed/'  and  he  ''could  not  call 
up  those  intense  imaginary  roproscntations  which  he 
found  necessary  for  an  erection.''  Thus  he  gave  up  all 
attempts  at  coitus,  partly  because  libido  was  absent, 
and  partly  on  account  of  his  iittor  want  of  confidence 
in  success.  Only  now  and  then  he 'satisfied  his  weak 
sexual  desires  by  the  aid  of  gymnastic  exercises.  Oc- 
casionally, however,  siMintiinooiis  or  siiperinducod  maso- 
chistic fancies  (when  awake)  would  cause  erection,  but 
never  ojafuhition. 

Pollutions  occurred  at  periods  of  six  weeks. 

The  patient  was  highly  intellectual,  of  refined  man- 
ners, and  a  little  neniastlienic.  He  eomplained  that  when 
in  society  tlic  feeling  olitrnded  itself  constantly  that  he  was 
l)ein£;  ^»bserved.  Tiiis  caused  liini  worry  and  embarrass- 
ment, jiltliough  he  was  fully  aware  that  all  this  was  naught 
but  imagination.  He  loved  solitude,  for  fear  that  others 
might  find  out  his  sexual  abnormality. 

This  impotence  did  not  cause  him  pain,  for  he  had 
scarcely  any  desire.  Nevertheless  he  would  consider  the 
cure  of  his  vUa  sextuUis  a  great  boon,  since  so  much 
depended  upon  it  in  social  life,  and  he  would  be  more  self- 
possessed  and  manlier  when  among  others. 

His  present  existence  he  considered  a  misery,  and  his 
life  a  burden. 

Case  52.  X.,  man  of  letters,  aj?ed  twenty-eight, 
tainted.  Sexually  liypenESthetic  from  childhood.  At  the 
age  of  six  he  had  dreams  of  being  whipped  ad  nodes  by  a 
woman.  Upon  awakening,  intense  lustful  excitement ;  thus 
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he  came  to  j)raftiso  onanism.  Wlion  oii^ht  yoars  old  he 
onco  asked  tlie  cook  to  whip  liim.  From  Iiis  t<'i!th  year, 
ncnnisthtnia.  Until  his  twenty-tiftli  year  he  liad  «In  ains  of 
llaf^cHation  or  similar  faneies  when  awake,  and  induli^od 
in  onanism.  Three  years  ago  he  had  an  inijinlse  to  liavc 
himself  whipped  by  a  puclla.  The  patient  was  dis- 
appointed, for  neither  erection  nor  ejaculation  oocurred. 
At  twentj-BeTen,  another  effort,  with  the  thought  to  en- 
force erection  and  ejaeulation.  This  waa  finally  made 
possible  by  the  following  artifice:  While  coitus  was 
attempted  the  puella  had  to  tell  him  how  ahe  flogged 
merdlesslj  other  impotent  men,  and  threaten  him  with 
the  same.  Besides  this,  it  was  necessary  for  him  to  fancy 
that  he  was  bound^,  entirely  in  the  woman'a  power,  help- 
less, and  most  painfully  beaten  by  her.  Occasionally,  in 
order  to  beeomc  potent,  it  was  necessary  to  have  himself 
actually  bound.  Thus  coitus  was  possible.  Pollutions 
were  accompanied  l)v  lustful  feeling  only  when  he  (infre- 
quently) dreamed  that  he  was  abnsed,  or  that  he  lookinl 
on  while  one  purlin  whipped  the  other.  He  never  had  a 
real  Instfnl  jilrasnre  in  eoitns.  Tho  only  things  in  women 
that  interested  liim  w<m'('  fh<'  liands.  Powerful  women  with 
big  fists  were  his  j)rcft  I'  licf.  At  the  sauic  time,  his  dcsin' 
for  H:)L'^clhitii>n  was  only  ideal  ;  i'<>r  w  illi  Iiis  great  entarn'ous 
sens! t ixcncss  at  the  most  a  few  strokes  were  siilli«'i»'nt. 
iJlows  from  nun  were  r('])ngnant  to  him.  lie  wished  to 
marry.  From  ilic  iiiij»ossibility  of  asking  a  det-ent  woman 
to  p(*rf<»rm  Ihigrllat ion  and  the  donl>t  aljont  being  potent 
witljout  flagellation  sprang  his  embarrassment  and  desire 
to  recover. 

Pa&tire  Flagcllalion  and  Masochism. 

Case  53*  IX,  age  thirty-two,  sculptor,  hereditarily 
tainted,  marks  of  degeneration,  constitutionally  neuro- 
pathic, neurasthenic,  weakly  in  his  earlier  years.  First 
emotions  of  sexuality  at  the  age  of  seventeen;  it  devel- 
oped slowly  and  exclusively  in  a  hetero-sexual,  but  nuiso- 
chistic  direction.    He  craved  for  floggings  at  the  handa 
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of  a  pretty  woman  (but  no  baud-feticbism).  He  preferred 
women  of  haughty  and  iniporious  appearance.  He  never 
sought  to  put  hin  niuscK'hiiitic  desires  into  real  practice. 

He  could  not  cxphiin  tlicni. 

On  four  o<*casious  he  trifMl  coitus  but  without  success, 
He  practised  uuist urlial i«»u,  wliicii  caused  se\ere  neuras- 
thenia, accfunpauied  by  phobia,  \vhereui>ou  he  bought  med- 
ical advice. 

In  three  of  tlie  forcL^o in*;;  cases  f(»r  the  most  part  passive 
flagellation  serves  iiim  ihat  is  sui)ject  to  this  perversion  of 
masochisni  as  an  i'xjiression  of  the  desired  situation  of 
subjection  to  the  woman.  The  same  means  is  needed  by 
a  large  number  of  masochists.  But  passive  flagellation  is 
a  process  which,  as  is  known,  has  a  tendency  to  induce 
erection  reflexly  by  irritation  of  the  nerves  of  the  buttocks.' 
This  effect  of  flagellation  is  used  by  weakened  debauchees 
to  help  their  diminished  power;  and  this  perversity — ^not 
perversion — is  very  common.  It  is,  therefore,  necessary  to 
ascertain  in  what  relation  the  passive  flagellation  of  the 
masochists  stands  to  those  dissipated  individuals  who  are 
not  jtsNchically  jterverse,  l)»it  physically  weakened. 

It  is  not  diliieult  to  show  that  nuisochism  is  some- 
thing essentially  different  from  flagellation,  and  more 
comprehensive.  For  the  maaoehist  the  principal  thing 
is  subjection  to  the  wonmn  :  tlio  })miishment  is  only  the 
expression  of  this  relation — the  most  intense  efTe<>t  of  it 
he  can  bring  upon  himself.  For  him  the  act  luis  only  a 
symlK)lic  value,  and  is  a  uieans  to  flic  end  of  mental  satis- 
faction of  his  ])eeuliar  desires.  On  the  other  hand,  the 
individual  that  is  weakened  and  not  subject  to  masochism 
and  who  has  himself  flagellaied,  desires  only  a  mechanical 
irritation  of  his  sj)inal  centre. 

Whether  in  a  given  case?  it  is  simple  (reflex)  flagella- 
tion or  masochism  is  made  clear  by  the  individuaFs  state* 
ments,  and  often  by  the  secondary  emmmstances.  The 
determination  depends  upon  tlie  following  facts: — 

In  the  first  place,  the  impulse  to  passive  flagellation 
*Cf.  supra,  IntrodufitioL 
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exists  in  the  maswliist  ab  origine.  The  desire  is  felt  before 
there  lias  been  any  experience  of  tlie  retli'x  effeet,  often 
first  in  dreams,  as,  for  example,  in  ease  55,  r.  infra, 
^crondh/,  with  the  masochist,  as  a  rnle,  llaf^ellation  is  only 
one  of  many  and  various  pnnisliments  whieh  eonie  into 
his  mind  as  fancies  and  are  often  realised.  In  these  other 
punishments  and  the  fretjuent  acts  expressing  purely  syni- 
Iwilie  humiliations  whieh  <K'eur  by  the  side  of  flagellations, 
there  ean,  of  eourse,  Ik»  no  thought  of  a  reflex  physical 
irritative  effect.  Thirdly,  it  is  significant  that,  in  tho 
masochist  when  the  desired  flagellation  is  carried  out,  it 
need  have  no  aphrodisiac  effect  at  all.  Very  often,  indeed, 
there  is  a  more  or  less  defined  disappointment;  in  fact, 
always,  if  the  masochist  is  not  snccessful  in  his  desire  to 
create  by  means  of  the  prearranged  programme  the  illti- 
sion  of  the  desired  situation  (to  be  in  the  woman's  power), 
so  that  the  woman  ordered  to  carry  out  the  act  seems  to 
be  nothing  more  than  the  executive  agent  of  his  own  will. 
In  reference  to  this  important  point,  .compare  the  three 
foregoing  cases  And  case  $8. 

Between  masochism  and  simple  (reflex)  flagellation, 
there  is  a  relation  somewhat  analogous  to  that  existing 
between  inverted  sexual  instinct  and  acquired  p<'(lerasty. 
It  does  not  lessen  the  value  of  this  opinion  that,  in  the 
mas(M*hist,  the  flagellation  may  also  have  the  known  reflex 
effect  ;  or  that  a  whi])ping  reccMved  in  childhood  may  have 
aroused  lust  for  the  first  time,  and  thus  simultaneouslv 
excited  the  latent  nuisochistically  constituted  vila  srxuah's. 
In  this  event,  the  case  nnist  be  charaett  rised  by  the  con- 
ditions mentioned  above  under  the  heads  of  "secondly" 
and  '^Uiirdly,'''  in  order  to  1k»  masochistic.  If  the  details 
of  the  origin  of  the  case  are  not  known,  other  circum- 
stances, such  as  tlu)se  nu'ntioued  above  under  "secondly  * 
would  make  it  clearly  masochistic.  This  is  illustrated  in 
the  following  two  cases: — 

Case  54.  A  patient  of  Tamowshy's  had  a  person  in 
his  confidence  rent  a  house  during  his  attacks,  and  instruct 
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its  pi  rsuiinel  (tliroe  prostitutes)  in  what  was  to  be  dono 
with  hiiii.  Wlieuevcr  lie  came  there  lie  was  uiulresso<l, 
manustuprated  and  flaprfHntinl  as  ordereil.  He  pretended 
to  offer  resistance,  and  beji^ed  for  mercy;  then,  an 
ordered,  he  was  allowed  to  eat  and  sleep.  But  in  spito 
of  protest  he  was  kept  tliere^  and  beaten  if  he  did  not  Bttb* 
mit  ThuB  the  affair  would  go  on  for  some  days.  When 
the  attack  was  over  he  waa  dismiesed,  and  he  letnmed  to 
his  wife  and  children,  who  had  no  suspicion  of  his  disease. 
The  attacks  ooeuned  once  or  twice  a  year  (Tamowdey, 
op.  cii.) 

Case  55.  X.,  aged  thirty-four,  greatly  predisposed, 
suffered  with  antipathic  sexual  instinct.  For  varions  rea- 
sons he  had  no  opportunity  to  satisfy  himself  with  men, 
in  spite  of  great  sexual  desire.  Occasionally  he  dreamed 
that  a  woman  whipped  him,  and  then  had  a  pollntion. 

Through  this  dnam  he  came  to  have  prostitutes  beat 
him  as  a  substitute  for  love  with  men.  Oceasionallv  ho 
would  obtain  a  prostitute,  undress  himself  completely 
(while  she  wa-^  not  to  take  off  her  cliemise),  and  have 
her  tread  u))on  liim,  whip  and  l>eat  liini.  (Jita  re  summa 
Ubidiiu  (iffrrfus  jxdrtn  fcm'uKV  hnnh'tf  q\tod  anhim  rum 
lihidinosum  farcrc  poffsf:  fuin  rjan/Idfinncm  assr^u  if  nr. 
Then  «lispist  at  the  morally  debasinj^  situation  occurred, 
and  lie  retired  as  quickly  as  possible. 

Case  66.  A  gentleman  of  high  standing,  age  twenty- 
eight  years,  would  go  to  a  house  of  prostitution  once  a 
month.  He  always  announced  his  coming,  with  a  note 
reading  thus:  ''Dear  Peggy,  I  shall  he  with  you  to-mor- 
row evening  between  8  and  9  o'clock.  Whip  and  knout! 
Kindest  regards.   .   .  " 

He  always  arriv(>d  at  the  appointed  time  carrying  a 
whip,  a  knout  and  leather  straps.  After  undressing  he 
had  himself  bound  hand  and  foot,  and  then  flogged  by  the 
girl  on  the  soles  of  his  feet,  his  calves  and  buttocks  until 
ejaculadcm  ensued.  Other  desires  or  wishes  he  never  ex- 
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])rt'ss('(l.  Tilt'  fact  that  lie  (li><laiii(Ml  coitus  swnis  to  point 
to  till'  fart  that  he  resorted  to  this  inelliod  siiiiplv  as  a 
nieaiiti  to  gratify  his  masochistic  inclination  and  not  as  a 
ruse  to  rastore  potency. 

Cases  occur,  however,  in  which  passive  flagellation 
alone  constitutes  the  entire  content  of  the  masochistic 
fancies,  without  other  ideas  of  humiliation,  etc.,  and 
without  w^U-defined  consciousness  of  the  real  nature  of 
this  expression  of  submission.  Such  cases  are  difficult  to 
differentiate  from  those  of  simple  reflex  flagellation.  A 
knowledge  of  the  primary  origin  of  the  desire,  before  any 
experience  of  reflex  stimuli  (r.  supra,  under  "//r.s7"),  is  tl»e 
only  tliinir  that  rr-nders  the  differential  diagnosis  certain, 
if  weighed  with  the  circumstance  that  &;enuinc  masochists 
are  perverse  from  early  youth,  and  tlmt  tlie  realisation  of 
their  desires  is  scarcely  ever  accompli sh('<l  or  proves  a 
disappoint iiii'iit  (r.  supni.  under  "third! ij"  )  ;  for  the  whole 
thing  ciiietly  In-louirs  to  the  realm  of  imaijiiiat ion. 

The  following  is  a  case  of  tyjiical  masochism  in  which 
the  whole  circle  of  i<lcas  ])ccnliar  to  this  perversion 
ayipc^ars  «'oiiipl^  tcly  developed.  This  ease,  in  which  tliere 
is  a  detailed  [»ersonal  dcsciiptiou  of  tlie  whole  j>sychical 
state,  is  ditTcrcnt  from  case  40  in  the  llfh  edition  only  in 
that  there  is  here  no  thoiiixht  of  a  realisation  of  the  jierverse 
fancies,  and  that,  iiotwithstandiui;  the  perversion  of  the 
'nUinxudlis,  normal  stimuli  arc  so  far  effectual  tliat  sexual 
intercourse  is  really  possible  under  normal  conditions. 

Case  57.  '^I  am  thirty-five  years  old,  mentally  and 
physically  normal.  Among  all  my  relatives,  in  the  direct 
as  well  as  in  the  lateral  line,  I  know  of  no  case  of  mental 
disorder.  My  father,  who  at  my  birth  was  thirty  years 
old,  as  far  as  I  know  had  a  preference  for  voluptuous,  large 
women. 

"Even  in  my  early  childhood  I  loved  to  revel  in  ideas 

about  the  absolute  mastery  of  one  man  over  others.  The 
thought  of  slavery  had  somelliinjDC  exciting  in  it  for  me, 
alike  whether  from  the  standpoint  of  master  or  servant. 
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That  one  man  could  possess,  soil  or  whip  another,  cansod 
iiH'  intense  exeitenient ;  und  in  reading  'I'nele  Tom's  (  ahin' 
(which  1  read  at  alwiiit  hei^inninc;  of  jmhi  itv)  i  iiiid 
erections.  Partieuhirlv  cxcitini^  for  me  was  the  Tlion<riit 
of  a  man  beinc:  hitehcd  to  a  waggon  in  which  anutlicr 
man  sat  witli  a  whip,  driving  and  whipping  him.  Until 
my  twentieth  viar  these  ideas  were  ])nrcly  ol)ji'ct ivc  and 
sexless — i.e.,  the  one  in  suhjngalion  in  my  fancy  was 
auötlier  (not  myself),  and  the  master  was  not  necessarily  a 
woman.  These  ideas  were,  tfaereforo,  without  effect  on  mj 
sexual  desires — i.e.,  on  the  way  in  which  they  took  practi- 
cal sliaix'.  Although  these  ideas  caused  erections,  yet  I 
have  never  masturbated  in  my  life,  and  from  my  nine- 
teenth year  I  had  coitus  without  the  help  of  these  ideas 
and  without  any  relation  to  them.  I  always  had  a  great 
preference  for  elderly,  voluptuous,  large  women,  though  I 
did  not  scorn  younger  ones. 

"After  my  twenty-first  year  my  ideas  l«  <  anie  ol>jective, 
and  it  hecame  an  essential  thing  that  the  'mistress' 
should  be  a  woman  over  forty  years  old,  tall  and  power- 
ful. From  Ihis  time  I  was  (dways  in  my  fancies  the  subject  ; 
the  'mistress'  was  a  rough  woman,  who  made  use  of 
me  in  every  way,  also  scxnally;  who  harnessed  nie  to 
a  carriage  and  made  nie  take  lier  f^ir  a  drive,  whom  I 
must  follow  like  a  dog,  at  wlio-c  {^'v\  1  must  lie  naked 
and  bi'  jninislied — whij)ped — by  ln'r.  This  was  tlie 
constant  element  in  niv  i«leas,  around  which  all  otiiers 
were  grouped.  In  these  fancies  I  always  found  endless 
pleasurable  comfort  which  «'aused  erection,  but  never 
ejaculation.  As  a  result  of  the  induced  sexual  excitement, 
I  would  immediately  seek  a  woman,  preferably  one  corre- 
sponding exteriorly  with  my  ideal,  and  have  coitus  with 
her  without  any  actual  aid  of  my  fancies,  and  some- 
times also  without  any  thought  of  them  during  the  act 
I  had,  however,  also  inclination  toward  women  of  a 
different  kind,  and  had  coitus  with  them  without  being 
impelled  to  it  by  my  fancy. 

"Notwithstanding  all  this,  my  life  was  not  exceedingly 
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abnormal  poxnallv;  yot  tlioso  idoas  woro  rortain  to  occur 
periodically,  and  tlicy  iuivc  reinaiiu'<l  essentially  un- 
changed. Witli  growinir  sexual  desire,  the  intervals 
constantly  grew  shorter.  At  the  present  time  the  attaek.s 
come  everv  two  or  three  week.s.  If  1  previonslv  were  to 
have  coitus,  the  occurrence  of  the  fancies  would,  perhaps, 
be  postponed.  I  have  never  attempted  to  realise  my  very 
definite  and  characteristic  ideas — ue,,  to  connect  them 
with  the  world  without  me — ^but  I  have  contented  myself 
with  revelling  in  the  thoughts,  because  I  was  convinced 
that  my  ideal  would  not  allow  even  an  approach  to 
realisation.  The  thought  of  a  comedy  with  paid  pros- 
titutes always  seemed  so  silly  and  purposeless,  for  a  per- 
son hired  by  me  could  never  takt  tlu^  j)lace  of  my  imagina- 
tion of  a  *cruel  mistress'.  I  doid)t  whether  there  are  sadis* 
tically  constituted  women  like  8arhi'r'.\fasorh's  heroines. 
But,  if  there  were  such  women,  mid  I  had  the  fortune  ( ! ) 
to  tind  one,  still,  in  a  world  of  reality,  intercourse  with  her 
would  ever  seem  onlv  a  farce  to  me.  Indeed,  I  can  sav 
that,  were  I  t<»  hccuine  the  slave  <>f  a  ^It'ssalina,  I  believe 
that  owini:  to  the  otlicr  necessary  renunciations  my  desire<l 
manner  (»f  life  would  soon  ])all  on  me.  an<l  in  my  luci<l 
intervals  I  should  make  every  effort  to  obtain  niy  freedom 
at  all  hazards. 

"Yet  1  have  found  a  way  in  which  to  induce,  in  a 
certain  sense,  a  realisati<»n.  After  mv  sexual  desire  lias 
been  intensely  excited  by  revelling  in  my  fancy,  I  go  to  u 
prostitute  and  there  call  up  before  my  mind's  eye  with 
great  intensity  some  seene  of  the  kind  mentioned,  in 
which  I  ])lay  the  jtriaicipal  role.  After  thinking  of  such 
a  situation  for  about  half  an  hour,  with  a  constantly  re- 
sulting erection,  I  perform  coitus  with  increased  lustful 
pleasure  and  strong  ejaculation.  After  the  latter,  the 
vision  fades  away.  Ashamed,  I  depart  as  quickly  as 
possible,  and  try  not  to  think  of  the  affair.  Then  for 
about  two  weeks  I  have  no  more  such  ideas!  indeed,  after 
a  particularly  satisfactory  coitus,  it  may  happen  that  until 
the  next  attack  I  have  not  even  any  sympathy  whatever 
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witli  mavSo<-lii>t ic  ideas.  the  next  attack  is  sure  to 

come  sooner  or  later.  I  must,  lif»\ve\(  r,  state  that  I  also 
liave  coitus  witliont  being  j)rej)are(l  bv  such  ideas,  especi- 
ally, t<M»,  with  uoiiieii  liiat  are  actjuainted  with  nie  and  my 
position,  and  in  whoee  presence  I  abhor  such  fancies. 
Under  the  hiter  circumstances,  however,  I  am  not  always 
potent,  while,  with  masochistic  ideas,  my  virility  is  perfect. 
It  does  not  seem  superfluous  to  add  that  otherwise  in  my 
thought  and  feeling  I  am  very  testhetic,  and  despise  any- 
thing like  maltreatment  of  a  human  being.  Finally,  I  will 
not  leave  unmentioned  the  fact  that  the  form  of  address  is 
of  importance.  In  my  fancies  it  is  essential  that  the  'mis- 
tress' address  me  in  the  second  person  (Du),  while  I 
must  address  her  in  the  third  (Sie).  This  circumstance 
of  being  thus  familiarly  addressed  (Du)  by  a  person  so  in- 
clined, as  the  expression  of  absolute  mastery,  lias  from 
my  youth  p^iven  me  lustful  pleasure,  and  does  to-day. 

''I  had  the  fortune  to  find  a  wife  who  is  in  everything, 
but  especially  sexually,  attractive  to  nie;  though,  as  I 
scarcely  need  sav,  she  in  no  wav  res<'inl)les  niv  nuis«x'histic 
ideals.  Slie  is  gentle,  hut  vohij»tuous,  for  witlutut  the 
latter  characteristic  T  cannot  conceive  such  a  thing  as 
sexual  charm.  The  first  few  months  of  married  lif(»  were 
nf)rmal  sexually;  the  masochistic  attacks  <lid  not  mrur, 
and  1  lia<l  almost  lost  all  thought  of  masochism.  Then 
came  the  first  confinement  and  the  necessary  abstinence. 
Punetnally,  then,  with  the  occurrence  of  libido  came  the 
masochistic  fancies  again,  which,  in  spite  of  my  great  love 
for  my  wife,  necessitated  coitus  wiUi  another,  with  the 
accompaniment  of  masochistic  ideas.  It  is  here  worthy 
of  note  that  coitus  maritalis,  which  was  later  resumed,  did 
not  prove  sufficient  to  banish  the  masochistic  ideas,  as 
masochistic  coitus  always  does.  As  for  the  essential 
element  in  masochism,  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  ideas 
— i.e..  the  mental  element — are  the  ciid  and  aim. 

"If  the  realisation  of  the  ma-^ocliisfic  ideas  (i.e..  passive 
flagellation,  etc.)  l>e  the  desired  end,  tlien  it  is  in  opposi- 
tion to  the  fact  that  the  majority  of  masochists  never 
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attoiiipt  roalisation;  or  when  this  is  attempted  great 
disapiHiiiUiiu'iil  (Hcurs,  or  at  any  rate  the  desired  satis- 
faction is  not  ohtaim  d. 

"Finally,  1  should  mention  that,  according  to  my 
experience,  the  namber  of  masodiists,  especially  in  big 
cities,  seems  to  be' quite  large.  The  only  sources  of  such 
information  are — since  men  do  not  reveal  these  things — 
statements  by  prostitutes,  and  since  they  agree  on  the 
essential  points,  certain  facts  may  be  assumed  as  proved. 

"Thus  there  is  the  fact  that  every  experienced  prosti- 
tute keeps  some  suitable  instrument  (usually  a  whip)  for 
flagellation,  but  it  must  lie  remembered  that  there  are 
men  Nvlio  have  themselves  whipped  simply  to  increase 
their  sexual  |ileasure.  These,  in  contrast  with  masochists, 
regard  thigellation  as  a  means  to  an  end. 

*'0n  the  other  hand,  alni<»st  all  i>ro>titutes  agree  that 
there  are  many  men  who  like  to  phiy  'slave' — i.e.,  like 
to  1k»  so  called,  and  have  themselves  si'olilcd  and  trod  upon 
and  beaten.  As  has  In-en  said,  the  number  uf  masochists 
is  larger  than  has  yei  Ixcn  dreamed. 

"As  yon  can  imairine,  your  cha|>ter  on  this  subject 
has  made  a  deep  impression  on  nie.  I  sliouid  like  to 
have  failli  in  a  cure,  in  a  lo£;ieal  cure,  so  to  speak,  in 
accordance  with  the  motto:  *Tout  eompreudre  c'est  tout 
guerir*. 

'^Of  course  the  word  cure  is  to  be  taken  with  some 
limitation,  and  there  urast  be  a  distinction  made  between 
general  feelings  and  concrete  ideas.  The  former  can  never 
be  removed;  they  come  like  a  streak  of  lightning,  are 
there,  and  one  does  not  know  whence  or  how. 

*'But  the  practice  of  masochism  in  imagination  by 
means  of  concrete  associated  ideas  can  be  avoided,  or  at 
least  restricted. 

**Now  the  thing  is  changed.  I  say  to  myself:  What! 
you  busy  your  mind  with  things  which  not  only  the 
aesthetic  sense  of  others,  but  also  your  own,  disapproves? 
You  regard  that  as  beautiful  and  desirable  which,  in  your 
own  judgment,  is  at  once  ugly,  coarse,  silly,  and  impossi- 
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ble?  You  long  for  a  situation  which  in  reality  yon  can 
never  obtain?  This  opposing  idea  has  an  immediate  in- 
hibitorv'  und  undeceiving  effect,  and  breaks  the  point  of  the 
fancy.  In  fact,  since  readin*:;  your  book  (early  this  year) 
i  have  actually  not  rovelled  in  my  fancy,  though  the 
niasorhistic  tendencies  have  recurred  at  regular  intervals. 

inuflt  also  confess  that,  in  spite  of  its  marked  patho- 
logical charactJT,  masocliisni  is  not  only  incapable  of 
(lostroyinp;  my  )»]('asnre  in  life,  hut  it  docs  not  in  the  least 
afTcct  uiy  ontwajvl  life.  When  nof  in  a  niasoehistie  state, 
',\<  far  as  fcchni;  and  action  arc  »'nnccrnc«!,  I  ani  a  perfectly 
n«>rnial  man.  Ihirini::  tlic  activity  of  ihr«  mas(x'histic 
tcn(h'ncics  there  i-,  dt"  course,  a  i;rcat  n'volntion  iji  mv 
fcelin<i,  l>iit  my  outward  manner  of  life  snlfers  no Ciian^-c; 
1  iiave  a  callincj  tiiat  makes  it  necessary  fur  me  to  move 
nuich  in  jmhlic,  and  1  pursue  it  in  the  mas<x;histic  con- 
dition as  well  as  ever." 

The  author  of  the  foregoing  lines  also  sends  me  the 
following  notes: — 

L  '^Masochism,  according  to  my  experience,  is  under 
all  circumstances  congenita],  and  never  acquired  by  the 
indindual.  /  know  positively  that  I  was  never  spanked: 
that  my  masochistic  ideas  wore  manifested  from  my  earliest 
youth,  and  that,  as  l<mg  as  I  have  been  capable  .of  think- 
ing, I  have  had  such  thoughts.  If  the  origin  of  them  had 
been  the  resiil?  of  a  particular  event,  especially  of  a 
beating,  I  shouhl  certainly  not  have  forgotten  it.  It  is 
characteristic  that  flic  idras  irrre  present  before  fhrrr  loas 
any  libido.  At  that  time  the  ideas  were  al)solutely  sexless. 
I  rcnieni])er  thai  when  a  boy  it  affected  (not  to  say  ex- 
.  CMte<n  nie  intens(dy  when  an  older  boy  addressed  me  in  the 
second  person  (Pii)  while  T  spoke  to  him  in  the  third 
(Sic).  1  would  keej)  up  a  conversation  with  him  and  ha\e 
this  exchange  of  address  (Du  and  Sir)  take  place  as  often 
as  possible.  Later,  when  I  had  become  more  mature 
sexually,  such  tilings  affiM'tcd  me  uulx"  uiieii  they  <M'curre«l 
with  a  woman,  and  one  rtdatividy  older  liian  myself. 
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II.  "Physically  and  mentally  I  am  in  all  respects  mas- 
culine. I  have  a  sujx'ralnnnlant  growth  of  beard,  and  my 
whole  body  is  vcrv  hair  v.  In  mv  relations  to  the  female 
sex  that  an'  not  inasocliist ie  the  (lomimitinix  ]>osition  of 
the  man  is  an  indispensable  coiulitiini,  and  any  attempt  to 
chanfre  it  would  meet  with  my  energetic  op{K>sition.  I 
am  energetic,  if  not  over-<'onrageous ;  but  the  want  of 
courage  is  not  manifest  wlien  my  pride  is  injtired.  I  am 
not  sensitive  to  events  in  nature  (thunder  storms,  storms 
at  sea,  etc.).* 

''Again,  my  masodiistic  tendencies  have  nothing  femi- 
nine  or  effeminate  about  them  ( ?).  To  he  sure,  in  these, 
the  inclination  to  he  sought  and  desired  by  the  woman  is 
dominant;  hut  the  general  relation  desired  with  her  ia 
not  that  in  which  a  woman  stands  to  a  man,  hut  that  of 
the  slave  to  the  master,  the  domestic  animal  to  its  owner. 
If  one  regards  the  ultimate  aim  of  masochism  without 
prejudice,  it  must  be  acknowledged  that  its  ideal  is  the 
position  of  a  dog  or  horse.  Both  are  owned  by  masters 
and  punished  by  them,  and  the  masters  are  responsible  to 
no  one.  Just  this  unlimited  power  of  life  and  death,  as 
exercised  over  slaves  and  domestic  animals,  is  the  aim  and 
end  of  all  masochistic  ideas. 

III.  "The  fnimdation  of  all  masocliistic  ideas  is  libido, 
and  as  this  v\>\><  and  tl(»ws,  so  do  the  masochistic  fancies. 
On  the  otiier  hand,  as  soon  as  the  ideas  are  ])resent,  tliey 
greatly  intensify  the  liltido.  I  am  not  by  nature  exces- 
sively  sensual.  However,  when  tlie  masocliistic  ideas 
occur  I  am  impelled  to  coitus  at  any  cost  (for  the  most 
part  1  am  driven  to  the  lowest  women  )  ;  and  if  these 
impulses  are  not  soon  obeyed,  libido  soon  becomes  almost 
satyriasis.  One  is  almost  justified  in  looking  upon  this  as 
a  HrculuB  viHosua. 

"Libido  occurs  either  in  the  course  of  time  or  as  the 
result  of  especial  excitement  (also  of  a  kind  that  is  not 

*Tlii8  ilifferfnce  of  courage  in  tlie  face  of  events  in  mture,  on 
the  one  linml,  and  in  tlip  fato  of  conflict  witli  will  j>o\vcr.  on  the 
other,  is  certainly  remarkable,  even  tliou^h  it  is  the  only  inilicutiou 
of  effeminaqr  appftrent  in  this  caae. 
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masochistic — e.g.,  kissin«:  ).    Tn  spito  of  its  manner  of  ori- 
gin, this  libido,  by  virtue  of  the  uiiiso(  lii>t ic  ideas  it  enfxon-" 
dors,  is  soon  trausformcd  into  a  matiuchistic  and  impure 
libido. 

"^foreover,  thoro  is  no  dotibt  that  oxtenial  accidental 
impressions,  particularly  loitering  in  the  streets  of  a 
large  city,  greatly  intensify  the  desire.  The  sight  of 
beautiful  and  imposing  female  fonoB,  tn  nature  as  well  as 
in  art,  is  exciting.  For  those  subject  to  masochism — ^at 
least  during  the  attacks — ^the  whole  external  world  be- 
comes  masochistic  The  box  on'  the  ear  administered  by 
the  teacher  to  the  pupil  and  the  crack  of  the  driver's  whip 
make  deep  impressions  on  the  masochist,  while  they  leave 
him  indifferent  or  annoy  him  when  he  is  not  in  the  maso- 
chistic state. 

IV.  ^*In  reading  Sachcr'Masoeh  it  struck  me  that  in 

masochists  now  and  then  there  was  also  an  undercurrent 
of  sadistic  feeling.  I  have  now  and  then  discovered  in 
myself  sporadic  feelin«rs  of  sadism*  I  must  remark,  how- 
over,  that  the  sadistic  feelinp«  are  not  so  marked  as  the 
masochistic.  Apart  from  the  fact  that  they  appear  but 
seldom,  and  then  oidy  in  a  manner  as  accessories,  these 
sadistic  fancies  never  leave  the  sphere  of  abstract  fecliuL'. 
and,  above  all.  never  take  the  form  of  concrete,  connect  -d 
ideas.  The  elfcct  ou  libido,  however,  is  the  same  with 
both." 

If  this  ease  is  remarkable  on  account  of  the  eomj)lete 
development  of  the  psychical  state  which  constitutes 
masochism,  the  following  is  noteworthy  because  of  the 
great  extravagance  of  the  acts  resulting  from  perversion. 
The  case  is  also  particularly  suited  to  make  clear  the 
reason  for  the  subjection  and  humiliation  at  the  hands  of 
the  woman,  and  the  peculiar  sexual  colouring  of  the 
resulting  situations : — 

Case  58.  Mr.  Z.,  ofRcial,  aged  fifty;  tall,  muscular, 
healthy.  Said  to  come  of  healthy  parentage,  but  his  father 
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was  thirty  years  older  than  his  mother.  A  sister,  two 
years  older  than  Z.,  suSeiied  with  delusions  of  persecu- 
tion. There  was  nothing  remarkable  in  Z.'8  esLtemal  ap- 
pearance. Skeleton  entirely  masculine;  abundant* beard, 
but  no  hair  on  trunk.  He  characterised  hiiQself  as  a  man 
of  sanguine  temperament,  who  could  not  refuse  others  any- 
thing; though  irascible  and  quick-tempered,  he  was  quick 
to  regret  outbursts. 

Z.  claimed  that  he  had  never  masturbated.  From  his 
youth  there  had  been  nightly  pollutions,  in  which  girls 
played  part,  \mi  the  sexual  act  ncvor.  F(»r  example,  he 
dreamed  that  a  pleasing  woman  lav  lieavily  on  liiin,  or  that 
as  he  lay  sleeping  on  the  grass  she  playfully  walked  up  his 
hack.  Z.  had  aluavs  Iwon  averse  to  eoitus  with  women. 
This  act  seeTMc«!  lu'stial  to  liini.  Nevertheless,  he  was 
drawn  to  wouk  ii.  It  was  only  in  the  s<x*ioty  of  Ijeantiful 
wonicii  im<l  iiirls  that  ho  felt  well  jmuI  in  his  place.  Ho 
was  vcrv  irallant.  without  hcinir  forward. 

A  vo]nj>tiioii<  \\..iu;m  of  hcaufiful  form,  and  particu- 
larly with  a  ])n  tly  f<.c,(,  wln  ii  .'-(•atcd,  had  llio  power  to 
thro\ni  him  into  iiifciisc  cNcitcinont.  Ho  was  iiiipcllcd  to 
offer  liiiiisclf  as  a  chair,  in  orch-r  ''to  support  sucli  grand 
hoantv".  A  kick,  a  1m>x  on  the  ear  from  her,  would  be 
heaven  to  him.  He  had  a  horror  at  the  thought  of  coitus 
with  her.  lie  felt  the  need  to  serre  woman.  He  thou(^i 
how  much  ladies  liked  to  ride.  He  revelled  in  the  thought 
how  fine  it  would  be  to  be  wearied  by  the  burden  of  a 
beautiful  woman  in  order  to  give  her  pleasure.  He  painted 
the  situation  in  all  colours ;  thought  of  the  beautiful  foot 
armed  with  spurs,  the  beautiful  calves,  the  soft,  full 
thighs.  Every  beautiful  mature  woman,  every  pretty 
female  foot,  always  excited  his  imagination;  but  he  never 
betrayed  the  jnculiar  feelings  that  soouiod  to  liim  abnor* 
mal,  and  was  ahlo  to  control  himself.  But  he  felt  no  need 
to  figiit  against  them;  on  tho  contrary,  It  w  nld  have 
•:ri'-\(>d  him  to  I>o  compelled  to  give  up  the  feelings  that 
had  hecomo  so  deiir  to  him. 

At  the  age  of  thirty-two  Z.  happened  to  make  the 
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acqnaintanoo  of  an  attractive  woman,  aged  twenty-seven, 
who  had  been  separated  from  her  liusband,  and  whom 
he  found  in  need.  lie  took  lier  and  worked  for  her  with- 
out any  seltisli  niutivi",  for  months.  One  evening  she 
impatiently  (h-mandcd  .»^('xual  satisfaction  from  him,  and 
ahnost  used  viohMicc.  Coitus  was  siicc(^ssf ul.  /.  took 
the  wouian,  lived  with  her,  and  induliicl  in  coitus  mo<ler- 
afely,  Init  coitus  was  more  a  i)urdcii  tlian  a  ]»h'asure; 
erections  Ix-came  weak,  and  he  could  no  loiipT  satisfy  tin? 
woman.  She  tinally  declared  that  slio  would  not  have 
intercourse  with  Lini,  because  be  only  excited  without 
satisfying  her.  Though  he  loved  die  woman  very  much, 
he  could  not  give  up  his  peculiar  fancies.  After  this  he 
lived  with  her  only  in  friendly  relations,  and  deeply  re- 
gretted that  he  could  not  serve  her  in  the  way  she  desired. 

Fear  of  how  she  would  receive  his  propositions  and  a 
feeling  of  shame  kept  him  from  confessing.  He  found  a 
substitute  in  his  dreams.  Thus,  for  example,  he  dreamed 
that  he  was  a  proud,  fieiy  steed,  ridden  by  a  beautiful 
lady.  He  felt  her  weight,  the  bit  he  had  to  obey,  the 
pressure  of  the  thighs  on  his  flanks;  he  heard  her 
beautiful,  joyous  voice.  Tlie  exertion  tlirew  him  into  a 
perspiration,  the  touch  of  the  spurs  did  the  rest,  and 
always  induced  pollution  with  great  lustful  pleasure. 
Under  the  influence  of  such  «Ireams,  seven  years  ago  Z. 
overcame  his  reluctance,  in  or<ler  to  experience  such 
things  in  reality,  lie  was  successful  in  creating  a  suitable 
f»pj)ortunity.  lie  speaks  of  it  as  follows:  '*!  knew  how 
to  arrange  it  so  that  on  an  o<-easii>n  she  uonld  of  her  <)wn 
will  seat  herself  on  my  back..  Then  I  endeavoured  to 
nuike  this  situation  as  ])]easant  as  possible,  and  easily 
arrangc'd  it  so  that  on  the  next  occasion  she  sai<l  spon- 
tumH>usly,  'Come,  give  me  a  little  ridel*  Being  of  tall 
stature,  both  hands  braced  on  a  chair,  I  made  my  back 
horizontal,  and  she  mounted  astride,  after  the  manner  of 
a  man.  I  then  did  the  best  I  could  to  imitate  the  move- 
ments  of  a  horse,  and  loved  to  have  her  treat  me  like 
a  horse,  without  consideration.    She  oould  .beat,  prick, 
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soold,  or  caress  me.  Just  as  she  felt  inclined.  I  conld 
carry  on  my  back  persons  weighing  from  sixty  to  ei^ty 

kilos,  for  half  <>r  tljroo-<|uarters  of  an  hour,  without  inter- 
ruption. At  the  cud  of  this  time  I  usually  asked  for  a 
rest.  During  this  the  intcrcourso  between  the  mistress 
and  me  was  perfectly  harmless,  and  without  any  relation 
to  what  had  preceded.  After  about  a  quarter  of  an  hour 
T  was  rested  and  placed  myself  ajjain  at  the  disposal  of 
the  mistress.  When  time  and  eireumstanees  allowed  it, 
I  did  this  three  or  four  times  in  siieeession.  It  sometimes 
hapiHiied  that  I  praelised  it  lx»tli  in  the  morninc:  and 
afternoon.  After  it  1  nev<'r  felt  wt  arv  or  had  uiieomfort- 
ahle  feelings,  Imt  on  sneli  <lays  I  lia<l  very  liffh^  aj)petite. 
\\  lien  jiossible,  1  liked  itest  to  hare  my  trunk,  that  1  might 
feel  the  riding-whip  more  hharj)ly.  The  mistress  had  to 
ho  decent  I  liked  her  hest  in  pretty  shoes  and  stockings, 
with  short  closed  drawers  reaching  to  the  knee;  with  the 
u])per  portion  of  her  person  completely  dressed,  and  with 
hat  and  gloves." 

Mr.  Z.  further  said  he  had  not  performed  coitus  in 
seven  years,  hut  he  thought  he  was  potent  The  riding  waa 
a  perfect  Substitute  for  that  '^bestial  act,"  even  when 
ejaculation  was  not  induced. 

For  ei<;ht  months  Z.  had  determined  to  give  up  his 
masoehistic  play,  and  had  kept  his  determination.  But 
he  thought  that  if  a  woman  only  moderately  pretty  were  to 
address  him  directly  and  say,  "Come,  I  want  to  ride  you,'* 
he  would  not  he  strotic:  enoii£rh  to  withstand  ilie  tenipta- 
tion.  /.  wislied  to  know  \\li<"tlier  his  ahnorniality  was 
enrahle,  wiiether  he  was  uliworthy  as  a  vicious  uiau,  or  an 
invalid  deserving  pity. 

Even  in  the  foregoing  series  of  eases,  with  other  thintrs, 
the  a<*t  of  being  walked  upon  has  ])laye<l  a  ndc  as  a  means 
of  e.xjtrosing  the  nuisoeliistie  situation^  of  huniiliaiion  and 
pain.  The  exelnsive  and  most  extensive  use  of  this  means 
for  perverse  excitation  and  satisfaction,  which  has  caused 
me  to  arrange  a  special  group,  because  it  forms  the  tran- 
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sition  to  another  kind  of  penrersion  {vide  infra  (b),  is 

shown  in  the  following  classical  case  of  masochism,  re- 
ported hy  Hammond  (op.  cU.»  p*  28)  from  an  observation 
hy  Dr,  Coa^  of  Colorado:— 

Case  59.  X.,  a  model  husband,  very  moral,  the  fatlier 
of  several  eliildrcn,  had  times — i.e.,  attacks — in  which  he 
visited  Inothels,  chose  two  or  three  of  the  largest  girls, 
and  shut  himself  up  with  them.  Tie  bared  the  upper 
portion  of  his  body,  lay  down  on  the  floor,  crossed  his 
hands  on  his  abdomen,  closed  his  eyes,  and  then  had  the 
girls  walk  over  hia  naked  breast,  neck  and  face,  urging 
them  at  every  step  to  press  bard  on  bis  flesb  with  the 
heels  of  their  shoes.  Sometimes  he  wanted  a  heavier  girl, 
or  some  other  act  still  more  cruel  than  this  procedure. 
After  two  or  three  hours  he  had  enough.  He  paid 
the  girls  with  wine  and  money,  rubbed  his  blue  bruises, 
dressed  himself,  paid  his  bill,  and  went  back  to  his  busi- 
ness, only  to  give  himself  the  same  strange  pleasure  again 
after  a  few  w  ccV^. 

Occasionally  it  happened  that  he  had  one  of  the  girls 
stand  on  his  breast,  and  the  others  then  turn  her  around 
until  his  skin  was  torn  and  bleeding  from  the  turning  of  the 
heels  of  her  shoes.  Frequently  one  of  the  girls  had  to 
stand  on  him  in  such  a  way  that  one  shoe  was  over  the  eyes, 
with  its  heel  pressing  on  one  eye,  while  the  other  shoe 
rested  across  his  neck.  In  this  position  he  endnred  the 
pressure  of  a  person  weigliing  about  I.*)!)  jKtunds  for  four  or 
five  minutes.  The  auflir>r  speaks  of  dozens  of  similar  cases 
that  are  knf>wn  to  him.  irammond  ]»n'suuies,  with  reason, 
that  this  man  had  iM'come  impotent  for  intercourse  with 
women;  that  in  tliis  strange  procedure  he  found  an  equiva- 
lent for  coitus ;  and  that,  when  the  heels  drew  blood,  he  had 
pleasant  sexual  feelings,  accompanied  by  ejaculations. 

CaS6  60*    X.,  gentleman  belonging  to  upper  class 

* "TVanMctlom  of  the  Colorado  Stute  Medical  Society,"  quoted 
in  the  "Alienist  and  Nenrologist,**  April,  1888,  p.  S45. 
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of  soricty;  ai;«'  sixtv-^ix;  fallier  liyjxTst'xual :  two  brotlnTS 
said  to  be  nui'^' M-liisfs.  X.  claiincd  that  Iiis  iiiasrK'liism  dates 
hack  to  early  cliildliood.  At  the  aije  of  five  he  asked  littli? 
girls  to  undress  liiui  and  spank  his  naked  bottom.  Later 
on  ho  arranged  with  other  boys  or  girls  in  playing  teacher 
with  him  to  Üog  hiniL  With  the  age  of  fifteen  he  began 
to  imagine  that  girls  ambnahed  and  then  beat  him.  At 
that  time  he  had  no  idea  as  yet  of  the  sexual  meaning  of 
such  proceedings,  in  faet  he  was  still  unaware  of  the  vita 
aexttalis.  His  craving  for  being  beaten  by  women  stead- 
ily increased.  At  the  age  of  eighteen  ho  learned  how  to 
satisfy  it  and  liad  the  first  pollution  during  the  act.  When 
nineteen  first  coitus  witli  complete  satisfaction  and  poteney 
and  without  masochistic  representations.  Normal  sexual 
interoourHO  until  he  was  twenty-one,  when  a  girl  suggested 
a  mnsocliistic  scene.  Tie  accepted,  niid  from  that  time 
never  had  coitus  witluuit  a  masorliistic  adventure  pre- 
ceding it.  He  soon  recognizi^d  (be  fact  tliat  the  stimubis 
pnw^ccdcd  from  tlie  idea  to  Ix-  in  the  ])o\ver  of  a  woman 
rallicr  than  from  the  act  <»f  violence  it^'lf.  lie  succeeded 
in  makinij  a  ha|»jn'  marriage,  frei-  from  masochistic  ideas, 
but  admitted  that  from  time  to  lime  he  had  to  seek  relief 
in  some  masoejiistic  act  with  a  girl,  even  though  he  then 
had  graii<l  children.  The  masochistic  scene  was  always  the 
prelude  to  cititus.  lie  sliowed  no  j)sycho|>alhic  symptoms 
and  was  free  from  otlier  per\'er8ion8.  He  pointed  out  the 
frequency  of  masochism  and  the  clovor  methods  often  ap- 
plied by  so-called  masseuses.  According  to  his  experience 
masochism  is  of  frequent  occurrence  in  England,  and 
English  women  are  easily  persuaded  to  practise  it. 

Case  61.  L.,  artist,  age  twenty-nine;  nervous  disease 
and  tuberculosis  nf  frequent  occurrence  in  family.  VHa 
8cximli/t  suddenly  aroused  in  him  at  the  of  seven 
whilst  being  caned  ad  ]><  lieem;  at  ten,  masturb:i(ion.  Tour- 
ing the  act  he  always  tliought  of  some  one  flagellating  hini. 
In  later  years  noetnmal  pollutions  were  always  aocompa- 
nied  by  dreams  of  Hagellation.    The  wish  to  be  flogged 
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was  ever  present  in  Ins  mind  since  he  was  ten  years  old. 
From  eleven  to  eighteen  he  bad  inclinations  to  persons 
of  his  own  sex,  though  they  never  overstepped  the  bounds 
of  boyish  friendship.  During  this  homosexual  period  he 
was  forever  agitated  by  the  desire  to  be  beaten  by  his 
companion. 

At  nineteen  coitus,  but  without  sufficient  erection  or 
gratifying  pleasure.  His  heterosexual  inclinations  were 
always  towards  women  older  than  himself.  He  was  in- 
different towards  young  girls.  His  craving  for  flagellation 
increased  with  the  years. 

At  twenty-five  lie  fi'll  violently  in  love  with  a  woman 
much  older  than  hinisc  If,  bnt  marriage  he  refused.  The 
woman  made  every  etTort  in  her  power  to  win  him  over 
to  natural  sexnal  intercourse.  Alfli<»u::h  he  detested  tlie 
stall'  of  affairs  and  professed  nndieiui;  love  for  the  wouuin 
he  insisted  tluit  his  sexual  feelinixs  for  iier  were  (»nly  of  a 
mas(K'hisfie  character.  Now  and  then  he  succeeded  in 
persiiading  her  to  flairellate  him. 

His  sexual  n<'e<ls  licinir  strouij  lie  Iiad  i?irls  tlairellatc 
liiiu.  He  claimed  tliat  lhi<jellation  was  tiie  only  adequate 
sexual  act  durini;  which  he  could  expi'rience  rially  pleas- 
urable ejacidation.  Coitus  was  of  minor  importance  and 
only  on  rare  occasions  did  he  couple  it  with  the  act  of 
flagellation,  probably  on  account  of  psychical  impotence. 

Nevertheless  the  two  acts  affected  him  in  a  different 
manner.  Coitus  seemed  to  improve  him  both  mentally 
and  physically,  whilst  flagellation  had  bodily  exhaustion 
and  moral  depression  in  its  wake.  He  was  persuaded  that 
masochism  in  him  was  a  pathological  condition;  on  that 
ground  he  came  for  advice. 

His  appearance  was  undeniably  masculine,  his  con- 
duct decent  and  Ix^yond  criticism,  lie  com[)lained  of 
cerebral  neurasthenia  (weakness  of  mind,  of  will  power, 
absent-mindedness,  irritahility,  shyness,  anxiety  of  mind, 
pressnre  in  the  head,  etc).  Genitals  normaL  Erections 
only  in  the  mominir. 

He  inclined  to  the  belief  that  if  he  could  find  a  woman 
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whom  he  roultl  love,  lie  might  strip  off  his  masochistic  in- 
cliuatioii  ill  ui'dlLM'k. 

Therapeutic  advice:  auto-combating  of  luasodiistic 
thoughts,  impulsea  and  acts,  if  necessary,  with  the  aid  of 
hypnotic  suggestion;  strengthening  of  the  nervous  sysr 
tern,  and  removing  manifestations  of  irritating  wealcness 
by  antineurasthenic  treatment. 

The  cases  of  nia.s<x*lusiii  thus  far  descril)ed,  and  tlie 
numerous  analogous  eases  mentioned  by  those  who  report 
them,  form  a  counterpart  to  the  previously  described 
Group  of  sadism.  Just  as  in  sadism  men  excite 
and  satisfy  themselves  by  maltreating  women,  so  in  maso- 
chism the  same  effect  is  sought  in  the  passive  reception 
of  similar  abuse.'  But  Group  "a"  of  the  sadists — ^that 
of  lust-murder — strange  as  it  may  seem,  is  not  without  its 
counterpart  in  masochism.  In  its  extreme  consequences, 
masochism  must  lead  to  the  desire  to  be  killed  l)y  a  person 
of  the  opposite  sex,  in  the  saitio  way  that  sadism  has  its 
acme  in  active  lust-murder.  But  the  instinct  of  self- 
preservation  opposes  such  a  result,  so  that  the  extreme  is 
not  actually  carried  out.  When,  however,  the  whole 
structure  of  niasrH>liistic  ifloas  is  purely  psvchical.  in  the 
iniairiuatiou  of  such  individuals  even  the  extreme  may  be 
reached,  as  the  following  case  shows: — 

C^e  62.  A  middle-aged  man,  married,  and  the 
father  of  a  family,  who  had  always  led  a  normal  vita  se:^ 
tudit,  but  who  came  of  a  very  nervous  family,  made  the 
following  communication:  In  his  early  youth  he  was 
powerfully  excited  sexually  at  the  sight  of  a  woman 
slaughtering  an  animal  with  a  knife.  From  that  time, 
for  many  years,  he  had  revelled  in  the  lustfully  coloured 
idea  of  being  stabbed  and  cut,  and  even  killed,  by  women 
with  knives*  Later  on,  after  the  b^inning  of  normal 
sexual  intercourse,  these  ideas  lost  completely  their  per- 
verse stimulus  for  him. 

'Instructive  instanops  are  given  by  Seydti,  ** Vfefftcljalimelur.  f. 
ger.  Med./'  18U3,  Ueft  2,  pp.  275,  276. 
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Tins  case  t^iiould  he  cuinparcd  wiili  llip  slatciiu'iits 
according  to  which  iiicn  tiiid  sexual  pleasure  in  being 
lightly  j>ricked  with  knives  in  the  hands  of  women,  who 
at  the  same  time  threaten  them  with  death. 

Such  fancier,  perhap»^,  give  the  key  to  an  uiider8taiid% 
ing  of  the  following  strange  case,  for  which  I  am  indebted 
to  a  oommunication  from  Dr,  Körber,  of  Rankau,  in 
Silesia : — 

Case  63.  "A  ludy  makes  me  the  following  eo)tnnuni> 
cation :  While  still  a  youn^;  and  innocent  girl,  she  was 
married  to  a  man  of  ahout  thirty  years.  On  their  wedding 
night  he  f«»rced  a  howl  with  soa])  into  her  hands,  and 
with(Uit  any  e.\{>n'ssi<>n  of  endcarnicnt  wanted  her  to 
lather  his  rhin  and  neck  (as  if  for  shaviuij).  Tlw  incx- 
j)erieneed  younfj  wife  di<l  it,  and  was  not  a  little  astonished 
dnriuir  the  first  weeks  of  married  life  to  learn  its  seen'ts  in 
ahsoluteiy  no  other  form.  Her  hushand  always  told  her 
that  it  gave  him  the  greatest  deli>:ht  to  have  his  fa<'e 
lathered  by  her.  Later,  after  she  had  sought  the  advice 
of  friends,  she  induced  her  hushand  to  perform  coitus,  and 
had  three  children  in  the  course  of  time  (by  him,  she 
states  with  every  assurance).  The  husband  was  indui^trious 
and  reliable,  but  a  moody  man,  with  short  temper;  by 
occupation  a  merchant.'* 

It  may  be  infern'<l  that  this  man  coneeived  the  act  of 
being  shaved  {i.e.,  the  latiiering  as  a  jireparatory  measure) 
as  a  rudimentary,  symbolic  realisation  of  ideas  of  injury  or 
death,  or  of  fancies  about  knives,  like  those  the  man  pre- 
viously mentioned  had  had  in  his  youth,  and  by  means  of 
which  he  had  been  sexually  excited  and  satisfied.  The 
perfect  sadistic  counterpart  to  this  case,  looked  upon  in 
the  same  light,  is  offered  by  observation  37,  which  is  a 
case  of  symbolic  sadism. 

Symbolic  Masochism. 
At  any  rate,  there  is  a  whole  group  of  niasochists  who 
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8ati!?fv  fheiiisclvos  with  ihc  i^ymbolic  rcprcfeiiitai ions  of 
situatiouä  currt'>|HJUcliiig  with  their  perversion;  a  group 
which  conesponds  with  Group  "a"  and  'V  of  sadisn). 
Thus,  just  as  the  perverse  longiugs  of  the  masochist  mav 
on  the  one  hand  advance  to  "passive  lust-murder"  (to  be 
sure,  only  in  imagination),  so,  on  the  other  hand,  they 
may  be  satisfied  with  simple  symbolic  representations  of 
the  desired  situations,  which  otherwise  are  expressed  in 
acts  of  cruelty,  (this,  of  course,  taken  objectively,  goes 
much  farther  than  the  idea  of  hclu^  uiurdcrcd,  but  in 
faet  not  so  far,  owing  to  tlie  determining  sul)j<(  ti\ c  con- 
ditions). Ciisrs  tiimihir  fu  c:'  may  be  here  described,  in 
which  the  aets  det<ire<l  uml  phinncd  by  the  mascK'Iiists  have  a 
purely  st/}n finite  eharactcr,  and  to  a  certain  extent  serve  to 
define  the  desired  situation. 

Case  64.  (Pascal,  "Igicnc  drir  auiore".)  Kverv 
tlm-c  ni'-nilis  a  man  <>f  alnint  t'orly-tivc  y»'ars  \\o\il«l  visit 
a  ccrlain  jtrosfitnte  and  pay  licr  ten  fi-ancs  fur  the  follow- 
ing act.  The  /fUt  lla  had  to  undn  ss  iiim,  li«'  his  hands  and 
feet,  handap'  Iiis  ey<'s,  and  «Iraw  the  rnrtains  of  the  win- 
dows. Tiien  she  wonid  make  her  gnest  sit  down  on  a 
sofa,  and  leave  him  there  alone  in  a  helpless  position. 
After  half  an  hour  she  had  to  come  back  and  unbind  him. 
Then  the  uian  would  pay  her  and  leave  perfectly  satisfied, 
to  repeat  his  visit  in  about  three  months. 

In  the  dark  this  man  seems  to  have  extended  this 
situation  of  being  helpless  in  the  hands  of  a  woman  by 
the  aid  of  imagination.  The  following  case,  in  which 
again  a  eoniplieated  comedy  in  the  sense  of  masochistic 
desires  is  played,  is  still  more  peculiar: — 

Case  65.  (Dr,  Pascal,  ibid,)  A  gentleman  in  Paris 
was  accustomed  to  call  on  certain  evenings  at  a  honse 
wliere  a  woman,  the  own«T.  neeofh  d  to  his  peenliar  desire, 
lie  entcfi'd  the  salaji  in  full  dn>s,  and  slie,  likewise  in 
evening  toilcUe,  had  to  receive  him  with  a  very  haughty 
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manner.  He  a<ldn'sse<l  lior  as  "Marquise,"  and  slic  had 
to  call  Iii  Hi  "dear  CoJint".  Then  ho  sp(tkc  of  his  j:;ooil  for- 
tiiiH'  in  tiiiiliii;^  licr  alone,  of  his  l«)ve  for  her,  and  of  a 
lover's  interview.  At  this  the  lady  had  to  feel  insulted. 
The  psfudo-fount  ji^rew  holder  and  Iwdder,  an»l  asked  tlif 
pseutlo-uumiuisu  for  a  kiss  on  her  shoulder.  "Then;  is  an 
angry  seene;  the  bell  is  rung;  a  servant,  prepared  for  the 
occasion,  appears,  and  throws  the  count  out  of  the  house. 
He  departs  well  satisfied,  and  pays  the  actors  in  the  farce 
handsomely." 

Case  66.  X.,  age  thirty-eight,  engineer,  married, 
father  of  three  children,  married  life  unmarred.  Visited 
periodically  a  prostitute  who  had  to  enact,  previous  to 
coitus,  the  following  eoniedy.  As  soon  as  he  entered  her 
compartment  she  took  him  by  tlic  ears,  and  pulled  him  all 
over  the  room,  shouting:  *'What  <lo  yon  want  here?  Do 
you  know  that  you  ought  to  be  at  school  ?  Why  don't  you 
go  to  seluxd  f '  She  would  then  sla]>  Iiis  face  and  tlog 
hini  soundly,  until  he  knelt  In-fore  her  heir<;ing  pardon. 
8he  then  handed  hiui  a  little  basket  l  ontainiuij  bread  and 
fruit,  sueh  as  ehihiren  carrv  witli  them  to  scliool.  ]Ie 
remainetl  renitent  until  the  girl's  harsluu'ss  |»rodu('ed  or- 
ga$!ni  in  him,  when  he  wttuld  call  out:  '*J^amgoiug!  I  am 
going!''  and  then  performed  coitus. 

It  is  probable  that  this  masoehistic  wmedy  may  have 
arisen  from  some  scenes  enacted  during  his  schooltime  and 
that  in  this  wise  libido  hecaine  associated  with  them.  Für^ 
ther  details  of  X.'s  vita  aexudlis  are  not  known.  (Dr. 
Carrara,  in  Archivio  di  Psichiatria  xxix.,  4). 

Ideal  MasoehUm, 

A  distinction  must  be  made  hetween  ^'svmbolic*'  and 
"ideal"  masochism.  In  the  latter  'Im  psychi<*al  perver- 
sion remains  entirely  within  the  spheres  of  imagination 
and  fancy,  and  no  attempt  at  realisation  is  made.  (Cf, 
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cases  57  and  G2.)  Two  otlier  cases  of  ideal  masochism 
are  quoted  here.  The  first  is  that  of  an  individual  men- 
tally and  physically  tainted,  bearing  degenerative  signs,  in 
whom  mentid  and  physical  impotence  occurred  early: — 

Case  67.  Hr.  Z.,  aged  twenty-two,  sin^e,  was 
brought  to  me  by  his  father  for  medical  advice,  because  ho 
was  very  nervous  and  plainly  sexually  abnormal.  Mother 
and  maternal  grandmother  were  insane.  His  father  b^t 
him  at  a  time  when  he  was  suffering  severely  from  ner- 
vousness. 

Patient  was  said  to  have  hecn  a  very  lively  and  talented 
child.  At  the  age  of  seven  he  was  noticed  to  practise 
masturhation.  After  his  ninth  year  he  became  inattentive, 
forgetful,  and  did  not  projrress  in  his  .'^tndios.  constantly 
requiring  helj)  and  jwotection.  Witii  ditticulty  he  got 
through  the  Gymnasium,  and  durin:;  Iiis  time  uf  frccdom 
had  attracted  attention  hv  his  indolence,  absent-minded- 
ness, and  various  foidisli  acts. 

Consultation  was  occasioned  by  an  occurrence  in  the 
street,  in  wliicii  /.  had  forced  himself  on  a  young  girl  in  a 
very  impetuous  manner,  and  in  great  excitement  had  trieti 
to  have  a  conversation  with  her. 

The  patient^gave  as  a  reason  that  by  conversing  with 
a  respectable  girl  he  wished  to  excite  himself  so  that  ha 
could  be  potent  in  coitus  with  a  prostitute ! 

His  father  oharacterised  him  as  a  man  of  perfectly 
good  disposition,  moral  but  lazy,  dissatisfied  mth  himself, 
often  in  despair  about  his  want  of  success  in  life,  indolent, 
and  interested  in  nothing  but  music,  for  which  he  possessed 
great  talent. 

The  patient's  exterior — his  plagiocephalic  head,  his 
large,  prominent  ears,  the  deficient  innervation  of  the 
right  facialis  al)out  the  mouth,  the  neuropathic  expression 
of  the  eyes — indicated  a  degenerate,  neuropathic  indi- 
vidual. 

Z.  was  tall,  of  powerful  frame,  and  in  all  respects  of 
masculine  axipearance.    Pelvis  masculine,  testicles  well 
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(lovolopod,  penis  roinarkably  ]arc;o,  wans  rrncris  with 
almndaiu  hair.  Tlie  right  testicle  much  lower  tiiaii  tho 
left,  the  cremasteric  reflex  wcuk  on  both  sides.  The 
patient  was  intellectually  below  the  average.  He  felt 
his  deficiency,  eomplained  of  his  indolence,  and  asked  to 
have  his  will  strengthened.  His  awkward,  embarrassed 
manner,  timid  glances,  and  relaxed  attitude  pointed  to 
masturbation.  The  patient  confessed  that  from  his  seventh 
year  until  a  year  and  a  half  ago  he  practised  it,  years  at  a 
time,  from  eight  to  ten  times  daily.  lentil  a  few  years 
ago,  when  he  became  neurasthenic  (cephalic  pressure,  loss 
of  mental  power,  spinal  irritation,  etc.),  he  said  he  always 
found  great  sensuous  pleasure  in  it.  Since  then  this  had 
been  lost,  and  the  desire  to  masturbate  had  disappeared. 
He  had  constantly  grown  more  hashful  and  indolent,  less 
energetic,  and  more  cowardly  aii<l  n])])rehensive.  He  had 
lost  interest  in  everything,  and  attended  to  his  business 
only  from  a  sense  of  <luty,  feeling  very  low-spirited,  lie 
had  never  thought  of  ('(»itus,  an<l  fn»iii  his  staMd|>oint  as 
an  onanist,  he  could  nut  understand  how  others  could  find 
pleasure  in  it. 

Investigation  in  the  direction  of  inverted  sexual  in- 
stinct gave  a  negative  result.  He  said  he  never  was  drawn 
toward  persons  of  his  own  sex;  he  rather  thought  he  had 
now  and  then  had  a  weak  inclination  for  females.  He 
asserted  that  he  came  to  masturbate  independently.  In 
this  thirteenth  year  he  first  noticed  ejaculations  as  a  result 
of  masturbatic  manipulations. 

It  was  only  after  long  persuasion  that  Z.  consented  to 
entirely  unveil  his  vita  scxualis.  As  his  statements  which 
follow  show,  he  may  be  classified  as  a  case  of  ideal  nuiso- 
chism,  with  rudimentary  sadism.  The  patient  distinctly 
remembered  that  at  the  age  of  six,  without  any  cause,  he 
had  "ideas  of  violence".  He  was  comjM^lled  to  imagine 
that  a  servant  girl  spread  his  legs  apart  and  showed  his 
genitals  to  another:  that  she  tried  to  thr(;w  him  info  cold 
or  hot  water  in  order  to  eause  him  ]iain.  These  "ideas  (vf 
violence"  were  attended  with  lustful  feelings,  and  became 
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the  cauM'  of  ina-tiirluif ic  manipulations.  Later  tho  j>afient 
called  tlieni  up  \ < •luularily,  in  «»rder  to  ineite  liim^^f  lf  to 
nuisturbation.  Tlicv  also  plaved  a  i>art  in  his  ilnauis; 
but  tliey  never  imhieed  p»»lluti<)n,  aj)])arently  because  the 
patient  inasturbatcii  excessively  during  the  day. 

In  time,  to  these  masochistic  ^Mdeas  of  violence'' 
others  of  a  sadistic  nature  were  added.  At  first  they  were 
scenes  in  which  boys  forcibly  [iractised  onanism  on  one 
another,  or  cut  off  the  genitals.  Ho  often  imagined  him- 
self such  a  boy,  now  in  an  active,  now  in  a  passive  role. 
Later  he  busied  himaelf  with  mental,  pictures  of  girls  and 
women  exhibiting  themselves  to  one  another.  He  revelled 
in  the  thought,  for  example,  of  a  servant  girl  spreading 
another  girKn  legs  apart  and  pulling  the  genital  hair;  or 
in  the  thought  of  boys  treating  girls  cruelly,  and  pricking 
and  pincliing  their  genitals. 

Sueli  ideas  also  alwavs  indueed  sexual  exeitenient,  V)ut 
lie  never  ixjicrieneed  any  iiujudse  to  carry  llictn  out 
actively  or  to  have  them  jK  rformed  «»n  himself  j»assively. 
It  satislied  him  to  use  them  for  nuisturhation.  Later  on, 
with  dinnnishing  sexmil  imagination  and  lihido  these  ideas 
and  impulses  had  Ix'come  infreipient,  hut  their  content 
remained  unelianged.  The  nniscK'histic  "ideas  of  violence" 
predominated  over  the  sadistic.  Whenever  he  saw  a  lady, 
he  had  the  thought  that  she  had  sexual  ideas  like  his  own. 
In  this  way,  in  part,  he  explained  his  embarrassment  in 
social  intercourse.  Having  heard  that  he  would  get  rid 
of  his  burdensome  sexual  ideas  if  he  were  to  accustom 
himself  to  natural  sexual  indulgence,  he  had  twice  at- 
tempted coitus,  though  he  only  experienced  repugnance, 
and  was  not  confident  of  success.  On  both  occasions  the 
at  f*  nipt  was  a  fiasco.  The  second  time  ho  made  the  attempt 
he  felt  such  aversion  that  he  ))ushed  the  girl  away  and  fied. 

The  second  case  is  the  following  observation  placed 
at  my  disposal  by  a  colleague.  Even  though  it  Ik'  aphor- 
istic, it  seems  particularly  suited  to  throw  a  clear  light  on 
the  distinctive  element  of  nuis<K>hism — ^the  consciousness 
of  subjection,  in  its  peculiar  psycho-sexual  effect : — 
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Case  68.  Z.,  ns^od  twcntv-soven,  artist,  powerfully 
built,  of  ploasin^  apju'iiraiu'c,  said  to  ho  fren  from  hcrcd- 
itarv  taint,  llraltliy  in  yontli,  since  his  twonty-third  yoar 
he  had  lu'cn  nervous  and  incdined  to  ho  hyjxK'iirondriacaL 
Although  ho  hraggod  of  sexual  indulgonoo  ho  was  not  very 
virile.  In  spite  of  associations  with  females,  his  relations 
with  them  were  limited  to  innocent  attentions.  At  the 
same  time,  his  oovetousness  for  women  who  were  cold 
toward  him  was  remarkable.  Since  his  twenty-fifth 
year  he  had  noticed  that  females,  no  matter  how  ngly> 
always  excited  him  sexually  whenever  he  discovered  any* 
thing  domineering  in  their  character.  An  angry  word 
from  the  lips  of  such  a  woman  was  sufficient  to  give  him 
the  most  violent  erections.  Thus,  one  day  he  sat  in  a  cafS 
and  heard  the  (ugly)  female  cashier  scold  the  waiters  in  a 
loud  voice.  This  threw  him  into  the  most  intense  sexual 
excitement,  whi(di  t^vm  induced  ejaculation.  Z.  required 
the  women  with  whom  he  was  to  have  sexual  intercourse 
to  repulse  and  annoy  him  in  various  ways,  lie  tlioui^ht 
that  onlv  a  woman  like  the  heroines  of  iSacher-Masocii'a 
romances  could  charm  hiui. 

These  cases  of  ideal  masochism  plainly  demonstrate 
that  the  persons  atliieted  with  this  anomaly  do  not  aim  at 
actually  sutTering  j)ain.  The  term  "algolagnia,"  therefore, 
as  api>lic<l  by  Schrenck-N oi zimj  and  by  v.  Eulenburg  to 
this  anomaly,  does  not  signify  the  essence,  ue.^  the  psy- 
chical nucleus  of  the  element  of  masochistic  sentiment  and 
imagination.  This  essence  consists  rather  of  the  lustfully 
coloured  consciousness  of  being  subject  to  the  power  of 
another  person.  The  ideal,  or  even  actual,  enactment  of 
violence  on  the  part  of  the  controlling  person,  is  only  the 
means  to  the  end,  i.e.,  the  realisation  of  the  sentiment 

Cases  like  this,  in  which  the  whole  perversion  of  the 
viia  aexualia  is  confined  to  the  sphere  of  imagination — ^to 
the  inner  world  of  thought  and  instinct — and  only  acci- 
dentally comes  to  the  knowledire  of  others,  d«»  not  seem  to 
be  infrequent.    Their  practical  significance,  like  that  of 
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masocliisin  in  jjciioral  (  which  Ims  not  the  great  forensic 
importance  of  sadism),  is  confined  to  the  psychical  im- 
potence to  which  such  individuals,  as  a  rule,  become 
subject ;  and  to  the  intense  impulse  to  solitary  indulgence, 
with  adequate  imaginary  ideas,  and  all  its  consequences. 

That  masochism  is  a  perversion  of  uncommonly  fre- 
quent occurrence  is  sufficiently  shown  by  the  relatively 
large  number  of  cases  that  have  thus  far  been  studied 
scientifically,  as  well  as  by  the  agreement  of  the  various 
statements  reported. 

The  works  concerning  prostitution  in  large  cities  also 
contain  numerous  statements  concerning  this  matter.' 

It  is  iiitorosting  and  worthy  of  mention  that  one  of  the 
most  celebrated  of  men  was  subject  to  this  perversion 
and  descrihes  it  in  his  autobiofi^aphy  (though  somewhat 
erroneously).  From  ".Tcan  Jacques  Rousseau's  Confes- 
sions" it  is  evident  that  he  was  affected  with  masochism. 

Jfowtarau,  with  refcrcTico  to  \vh<wp  life  and  malady 
Möbius  ("J.  .].  ]^>uss<'al^s  Kianklu'itsircs<'jiichtc."  Leipzig, 
1890)  and  Chnfrhiiii  ('*T.a  folic  de  J.  J,  Rousseau,"  Xeu- 
chatel,  1801)  may  be  consulted,  tells  in  his  ''Confessions" 
(part  i.,  book  i.)  how  Miss  Lambercierj  aged  thirty,  greatly 
impressed  him  when  he  was  eight  years  old  and  lived  with 
her  brother  as  his  pupil.  Her  solicitude  when  he  could 
not  immediately  answer  a  question,  and  her  threats  to 

*  L^o  Taxil  (op.  cit.,  p.  228)  describes  inaROchistic  seeDes  in 
Fftrisian  brothels.  The  man  afTpcteil  with  this  perversion  is  there 
also  oallod  "  slave." 

Cnffifjnon  ("La  corruplion  ft  Paris")  hns  a  chapter  in  his  liook 
entitled  "  Les  Passionels  "  which  contains  contributions  to  this  sub* 
ject. 

The  itroogflrt  proof  of  the  freqoMiqr  <rf  masochism  lies  in  the 
fact  tliat  It  openly  appears  in  newspaper  ndvertisemenis.  For 
instance,  the  following  advertisement  appeared  in  the  "Hannover- 
■ches'  Tageblatt."  4th  IVeenilHT,   1895:  — 

"  SnriirrMiisfifh.  lU!».4()4,  Ladies  interested  in  tlic  works,  and 
who  endxHly  the  female  characters^  of  this  author  are  requested  to 
send  their  addresi^  under  Na  R.  537,  to  the  offices  of  this  paper. 
Strictest  diseretion."  Another  •imilar  advertisement  appeand  la 
the  same  number. 
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punish  him  if  ho  did  not  learn  well,  niado  tlio  doopost 
impression  on  liini.  When  one  day  he  had  blows  at  her 
hands,  with  the  feeling  of  pain  and  shame  he  also  experi- 
enced sensuous  pleasure,  that  incited  a  great  desive  to  lie 
nehipped  by  her  again.  It  was  only  for  fear  of  disturbing 
the  ladj  that  Boitsseau  failed  to  make  other  opportunities 
to  experience  this  lustful,  sensual  feeling.  One  day,  how- 
ever, he  unintentionally  gave  cause  for  a  whipping  at  Miss 
Lamhercier's  hands.  This  was  the  last;  for  Miss  Lam- 
bercier  must  have  noticed  something  of  the  peculiar  effect 
of  the  punishment,  she  did  not  allow  the  eight-year-old 
boy  to  sleep  in  her  room  any  more.  From  this  time 
Bousaeau  felt  a  desire  to  liave  himself  punished  by  ladies 
pleasing  to  him,  d  la  Lamln'reier,  but  lie  asserts  that  until 
he  l)ecame  a  youth  he  knew  nothing  of  the  reliition  of  the 
sexes  to  each  other.  As  is  known,  Rousseau  was  tirst  in- 
troduced to  the  real  mysteries  of  love  in  Iiis  thirteenth  year, 
and  lost  his  innoeenee  through  ^ladame  de  Warnms.  Till 
then  he  had  had  only  feelings  and  impulses  attracting  him 
to  woman  in  the  nature  of  jjassive  Üagellatiou,  and  other 
masochistic  ideas. 

Rousseau  (leseribes  tfi  extenso  how  he  suffered,  with  hb 

grrnt  '^exual  desires,  by  reason  of  his  peculiar  sensuousness, 
which  had  undoubtedly  been  awakened  by  his  whippings, 
for  he  revelled  in  desire,  and  could  not  disclose  his  long- 
ings. It  would  be  erroneous,  howe\er,  sujipose  that 
lioitssrau  was  concerned  merely  with  tlagellation.  Fla- 
gellation oidy  awakened  ideas  of  a  nuisrwhistic  nature. 
At  least  in  these  ideas  lies  the  ])sychological  nucleus  of  his 
interesting  study  of  self.  The  essential  element  with 
Rousseau  was  the  feeling  of  subjection  to  the  woman. 
This  is  clearly  shown  by  the  ''Confessions/^  in  which 
he  expressly  emphasises  that  ''fitre  aux  genoux  d'une 
maitresse  impcrieuse,  ob6ir  ä  ses  ordres,  avoir  des  pardons 
k  lui  demander,  etaient  pour  moi  de  tr^  donees  jouis- 
sances." 

This  passage  proves  that  the  consciousness  of  subjec- 
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ti<m  to  and  humiliation  by        woman  was  the  mott 
important  element 

To  he  sure,  Rousseau  waa  himself  in  error  in  supposing 
that  this  impulse  to  be  humiliated  by  a  woman  had  arisen 
association  of  ideas  from  the  idea  of  flagellation: — 
''N'osant  jamais  d^larer  mon  gout,  je  Pamusais  dn 
moins  par  des  rapports  qui  m'en  conservaient  Tidee". 

It  is  only  in  connection  with  the  numerous  cases  of 
masochism^  the  existence  of  which  has  now  been  estab- 
lished, and  among  uIip  li  tlicro  arc  so  many  tliat  are  in  no 
wise  connected  with  tlagellation,  showing  the  ]irimarv  and 
purely  psychical  character  of  this  instinct  of  subjection — 
it  is  only  in  connection  with  tlicse  cases  that  a  complete 
insight  into  lioiisscnu'.'i  case  is  nht:iin(Hl  and  the  error  de- 
tected into  which  he  ueccssarily  fell  in  the  analysis  of  his 
own  condition.  ^ 

BInel  ("Kevne  Anthropologiqne,"  xxiv.,  p.  250),  who 
analyses  IJonssean's  case  in  detail,  iustlv  calls  attentinn  to 
its  niasocliisf ic  sit;iiitieanee  when  he  says:  *'('o  qu'aimo 
IJoussean  (huis  les  fennnes,  ee  n'(*st  ])as  seidiMnent  le 
sonreil  fronee,  la  main  levee,  le  regard  severe,  I'attitude 
iniperiense,  e'est  aussi  I'etat  emotionnel,  doiit  ees  faita 
sonf  la  tradnefion  exterienre;  ill  aime  la  feinme  fierc, 
dedaigneuse,  i'ecrasant  ä  ses  pieds  du  poids  de  sa  royale 
colore". 

The  solution  of  this  «'nigniatieal  ])sye1io|n<rical  fact 
Bind  fin<ls  in  his  assumption  that  it  is  an  instance  of 
fetichism,  only  with  the  difTerenee  that  the  object  of  the  • 
fetichism — t.c.,  the  object  of  individual  attraction  (fetich) 
— ^is  not  a  .portion  of  the  body  like  a  hand  or  foot,  hot  a 
mental  peculiarity.  This  enthusiasm  he  calls  "amour 
spiritifaliste/*  in  contrast  with  "amour  phistique,**  as  mani- 
fested in  ordinary  fetichism. 

This  deduction  is  acute,  but  it  is  only  a  term  by  which 
to  designate  a  fact,  not  a  solution  of  it  Whether  an 
explanation  is  possible,  will  later  occupy  our  attention. 
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Tliere  woro  also  oloinonfs  of  iimsocliism  (and  sadism) 
in  the  French  writer  C.  I*.  Jiiuidrlturr,  who  died  insane. 

Baudclairr  riuno  of  an  insane  and  eceentric  family. 
From  his  voutli  he  was  nsvcliieallv  al)nornuil.  Iiis  vita 
Sexualis  was  decidedly  abnormal.  Hp  had  love-affairs 
with  ugly,  repulsive  women — ^negresses,  dwarfs,  giantesses. 
About  a  very  beautiful  woman  he  expressed  the  wish  to 
fee  her  hung  up  by  her  hands  and  to  kiss  her  feet  This 
enthusiasm  for  the  naked  foot  also  appears  in  one  of  his 
fiercely  feverish  poems  as  the  equivalent  of  sexual  indulg- 
ence. He  said  women  were  animals  who  had  to  be  shut 
up,  beaten  and  fed  well.  The  man  displaying  these 
masochistic  and  sadistic  inclinations  died  of  paretic  de- 
mentia.   (Loftthrwo,  '*The  Man  of  Genius*'.) 

In  scientific  literature,  the  conditions  oonstitnting 
masochism  have  not  received  attention  until  recently. 
Tarnowsl-y,  however  ("Die*  krankhaften  Erpoheinungen 
des  (Jeselilechtssinns,"  Berlin,  1880),  relate.^  that  he  has 
known  hnpjtily  married,  iiitellectnal  inon,  who  from  time 
to  time  felt  an  irresistible  impulse  to  subject  themselves 
to  tiie  coarsest,  eyni<'al  treatment — to  seoldincs  or  blows 
from  jia>^sive  or  active  pederasts  or  ])rf>stitnte.s.  Tt  is 
worthy  <if  remark  tliat,  as  Tnnunrslcij  r>bserA'es,  in  certain 
cases  blows,  even  when  they  draw  blood,  do  not  brin«j  the 
desired  result  (virility,  or  at  least  ejaculation  during 
flagellation)  by  those  given  to  passive  flagellation.  ''The 
individual  must  then  be  undressed  by  force,  his  hands  tied, 
fastened  to  a  bench,  etc.,  during  which  he  shams  opposi* 
tion,  scolds,  and  pretends  to  resist  Only  under  such 
circumstances  do  the  blows  induce  excitement  leading -to 
ejaculation.'' 

O.  Zimmermanns  work,  "Die  Wonne  des  T^ids,"  Leip- 
/'iir,  1885,  also  contributes  much  to  this  subject,^  taken 
from  bistoiy  and  literature. 

'  liowpver,  the  domain  of  nia.«ochiHni  niuat  be  sharply  differen- 
tiated from  the  principal  subject  of  that  work,  which  is,  that  love 
containa  an  element  of  suirering.   Unrequited  love  haa  always  been 
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More  recently  this  matter  lias  attracted  fuller  attention. 

A.  Moll,  in  his  work,  "Dit*  Conträre  Sexiialemptin- 
dim«r,"  pi>.  l-'i-'i  and  151  ct  svq.,  Berlin,  1891,  quotes  a 
nunilKT  of  oases  of  complete  masochism  in  individuals  of 
inverted  sexuality,  and  among  them  that  of  a  man  suffer- 
iug  with  sexual  perversion,  who  sent  written  instructions, 
containing  twenty  paragraphs,  to  a  man  engaged  for  tliia 
pvirpose,  who  was  to  treat  and  abuse  him  like  a  slave. 

In  June,  1891,  Mr.  Dimitri  wm  Slefanowsky,  Deputy 
Government  Attorney  in  Jaroslaw,  Russia,  informed  me 
that,  about  three  years  before,  he  had  given  his  attention 
to  Uie  perversion  of  the  vita  sextudis  designated  "maso- 
chism'' by  me,  and  called  "passivism"  by  him;  that  a 
year  and  a  half  previously  he  had  prepared  a  paper  on  the 
subject  for  Professor  von  Kowalewtky  for  the  Russian 
"Archives  of  Psychiatry";  and  that  in  November,  188S, 
he  had  read  a  paper  on  this  siibject,  considored  in  its  legal 
and  psvchological  aspects,  Ix'fore  the  Law  Society  of  Mos- 
cow (printed  in  the  ''Juridischer  Boten,"  the  organ  of 
the  swiety,  in  Xos,  0  to  8),* 

v.  Schrcnck'Nohintj  <l('votes  in  his  work  "Therapeutic 
Sugijestions  in  Psyrhopnihia  Sc.nialis;,"  (Stuttgart,  1892), 
several  ]>aracTaj)hs  to  masochism  and  sadism  and  quotes 
several  observations  of  his  own. 

Professor  E.  DcaTc  of  Buda  Pesth,  points  out  that  the 
favourite  thou<rht  of  the  masochist,  viz.:  to  be  us<m1  by  a 
female  person  as  a  beast  of  burden,  uuiy  be  found  in  the 
ol<l-Iii(iiau  J^iterature,  c.<j.,  in  "Pantscliaiaudra"  (Penfey, 
Vol.  ii.,  Book  iv.)  in  the  form  of  a  narrative:  "Woman's 
Wiles,"  the  gist  of  which  is:  The  wife  of  King  Nenda  (in 

dcscril)ed  as  "swoct,  Imt  sorrowful,"  nnd  po<>ta  spoak  of  "  bliaaful 
pnin  "  or  '•  painful  hli-^s  "  'I  liin  iiuist  not  bo  ronfouinle<l.  a*<  Z.  (Iocs, 
wiüx  the  inanifeatutiun»  uf  iiiuNocliisni,  any  more  than  bhould  bt>  tlie 
cimnieterisatioa  of  an  unyielding  lover  as  ''crael.'*  It  is  ramark- 
atjlo,  liowcvrr,  that  Hamrrlinrj  (**  Anmr  uml  Psyohp,"  iv,  Ocaang) 
UBes  perfect  mojBOchistic  pictures,  Uagellation,  etc.,  to  expreu  this 
fading. 

'Cf.  his  recent  paper  on  " Passivisinraa "  in  tha  "Archives 
d*Anthropolcgie  Criminelle,"  1802,  vii.,  p.  204. 
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coiisetiuence  of  soiiio  lovo  (]\iarrel)  was  very  an^j  with 
iier  husband,  but  (h's])it('  <»f  his  most  earnest  entreaties 
would  not  be  reeoucihMl.  lie  suvs  to  her:  "Love,  without 
thee  I  cannot  exist.  I  throw  uivstlf  at  thy  feet  and  im- 
plore thee  to  be  kind  to  me."  She  replies :  *'If  thou  wilt 
let  me  put  a  bit  in  thy  mouth,  mount  thee  and  goad  thee 
on  to  run  and  neigh  like  a  horse,  I  will  forgive  thee.'' 
He  did  it   {Cf„  Case  58  of  this  book !) 

Benfey  found  a  similar  story  in  a  Buddhistic  narra- 
tive  which  is  published  in  '^emoires  sur  les  oontr^  ooei> 
dentales  par  Hionen  Thsang,  traduit  du  Chinois  par  St 
Julien/'  i.,  124. 

Sacher-Masocli'a  writrngB  have  repeatedly  been  men- 
tioned in  this  book. 

^fnny  perverts  refer  to  this  author  as  having  given 
l^pical  descriptions  of  tlieir  psychical  conditions. 

Zoia  has  a  masochistic  scene  in  Iiis  "Nana,"  also  in 
''Eugene  Kougon."  Tlie  "decadent"  literature  of  recent 
times  in  France  and  Germanv  oftm  lias  f«»r  a  theme 
sadism  and  luasfx'liisni.  Accordinii  to  r.  Stcfanou'^l-rj  the 
tendency  of  the  Kiissian  novel  lies  in  tlio  samo  direction. 
Johnnn  dcorf/c  Forsfrr  (  17.">  t-'.>4 )  mentions  in  his 
**Trav(']>"  that  the  samt'  idea  underlies  the  Russian  folk- 
lore. ^'>l('f(tnolt•sf^■|/  linds  the  tyj)e  of  tlie  "Passivist"  in  an 
English  tragedy  by  Otway:  "Venice  j)resen'ed,"  and  re- 
fers also  to  Dr.  Luiz's  ''Les  fellatorcs.  Moeurs  de  la  deca- 
dence^" Paris,  1888  (Union  des  bibliophiles). 

Johannes  Wedde  (social-demoorat  agitator,  died  1890), 
of  Hamburg,  advocates  in  his  lyrics  the  subjection  of  man 
to  woman  who  should  be  mistress  instead  of  handmaid. 
(Cf.  Max  Hoffmann,  ''Magazin,"  v»  29,  2,  96). 

A  striking  example  of  masochism  may  idso  be  found  in 
northern  literature  by  J.  P.  Jaeohaen,  ''Kiels  Lyne." 

(b)  Latent  Maeoehiem — Foot-  and  8hoe-FeUch%$U, 

Following  the  group  of  maso<diists  is  the  very  numer- 
ous class  of  foot-  and  shoc-fetichists.    This  group  forms 
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the  transition  to  the  manifestations  of  another  independent 
perversion,  i.e.,  fetichism  itself;  bat  it  stands  in  eloser 
relationship  to  masochism  than  to  the  latter,  for  which 
reason  it  is  placed  here. 

By  fetiehists  (t>.  page  218)  I  understand  individuals 
whose  sexual  interest  is  concentrated  ezclusivelv  on  oer- 
tain  parts  of  the  female  hodj,  or  on  certain  portions  of 
female  attire.  One  of  the  most  frequent  forms  of  this 
fetichism  is' that  in  which  the  fcmalo  foot  or  slioe  is  the 
fetich,  and  hocomos  the  oxclnsivc  oiijoct  of  sexual  feeling 
and  desire.  It  is  highly  jirohable,  and  shown  by  a  correct 
dassification  of  tlie  obsen'ed  eases,  tluit  the  majority — 
and  perhaps  all — of  the  eases  of  slioe  fetichism,  rest  upon 
a  basis  of  more  or  less  conscious  masochistic  desire  for 
self-lnnniliaf  i<in. 

In  1 1 tiinmnnd's  case  (ease  r)9)  tlic^  satisfaction  of  a 
masochist  was  found  in  boiiiij:  tro<l  upon.  In  cases  55  and 
58  tlicy  also  had  tliciusflvcs  trod  nj)<»n-  In  case  59,  fujnus 
rroficits,  the  jiorson  htvcd  a  woman's  ftwit.  etc.  In  the 
majority  of  cases  of  masfK-hism  tlie  act  of  Ix^-ins:  trod  npon 
with  feet  plays  a  part  as  an  easily  accessible  means  of 
expressing  the  relation  of  subjection.' 

Case  69.  Z.y  age  28,  hereditarily  and  constitutionally 
neuropathic,  claimed  to  have  had  pollntion  at  the  age  of 
eleven,  when  he  was  chastised  by  his  mother  ad  podicem. 
He  often  recalled  the  scene  as  a  pleasurable  experience.  At 
the  age  of  thirteen  he  developed  a  weakness  for  ladies'

shoM  of  ft  particular  kind — buttoned  or  lared.  To  this  objection  it 
niiiy  hp  remarked  that  in  the  firat  fdaeo  t1«>  1ii;;h  hoe1«  characterlie 
thf  h\uh"*  i\H  feminin«',  nml  in  the  Rec-ond  ulnco,  tlint  in  spite  of  the 
sexual  character  uf  his  incliniition,  the  fctichist  demanilH  all  kinds 
of  «fithetie  qualitie«  in  his  fetieh;  also  the  interesting  theories 
n<lv;nico(l  hy  Rrslif  d'-  la  Tfrrtmur  [him^rlf  foot  frlicliist],  SBd 
quoted  in  MoW»  work,  op.  cit.,  pp.  408  and  490,  footnote. 
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boots  witli  lii^^li  heels.  He  pressed  them  hotween  lii.s  tliiijhs 
and  thus  produced  cjaeulation.  The  very  thought  of  it 
BiiiBoed  to  effect  the  desired  result  He  soon  added  to 
this  fancy  the  idea  that  he  lay  at  the  feet  of  a  pretty  girl 
and  allowed  her  to  kick  him  with  her  pretty  boots.  This 
canaod  ejaculation.  Until  he  was  twenty-one  he  never 
had  desire  for  coitus  or  the  female  genitals.  From  twenty- 
one  to  twenty-five  he  suffered  from  tuberculosis,  during 
which  period  the  masochistic  inclination  almost  disap- 
peared. After  recovery  he  tried  ef)itu8  for  the  first  time, 
b\it  when  he  saw  the  nude  form  of  t!ie  ^irl  Iiis  desire  van- 
ished completely.  He  now  confined  himself  to  his  maso- 
eliistie  faneies^  but  hop('<l  that  some  day  he  would  meet 
with  the  ideal  woman  who  by  means  of  sadistic  acts  mig^t 
lead  him  to  normal  sexual  intercourse. 

Such  cases  are  nniiierotis  in  wliieh,  wifhiii  a  fully 
deveh>ped  circle  of  ma>«><hisfie  ideas,  tlie  foot  and  the 
shoe  or  Iniot  of  a  woman,  conceived  as  a  means  of  humili- 
ation, have  hci-ome  the  objects  of  sju'cial  sexual  interest. 
Through  numerous  de^jrees  that  are  easily  dis<'riminated 
thev  form  the  demonstrable  transition  to  other  cases  in 

ft- 

which  the  masochistic  inclinations  retreat  more  and  more 
to  the  background,  and  little  by  little  pass  beyond  the 
threshold  of  consciousness,  while  the  interest  in  women's 
shoes,  apparently  absolutely  inexplicable,  alone  remains  in 
consciousness.  Frequent  cases  of  shoe-lovers,  which,  like 
all  cases  of  fetichism,  possess  forensic  interest  (theft  of 
shoes),  occupy  a  position  midway  between  masochism  and 
fetichism.  The  majority  or  all  may  be  looked  upon  as 
instances  of  latent  masochism  (the  motive  remaining  un- 
conscious) in  which  the  female  foot  or  shoe,  as  the  nuuo- 
chiefs  fetich,  has  acquired  an  independ^t  significance. 

In  cases  70  and  71  the  female  shoe  possesses  a  subor- 
dinate interost.  but  unmistakable  masochistic  desires  play 
an  important  part: — 

Case  70.  ^Ir.  X.,  aged  tvveuty-tive,  parents  healthy, 
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new  ill  before,  placed  the  following  autobiography  at 
my  disposal:  began  to  practise  onanism  at  the  age  of 
ten,  without  ever  having  any  lustful  thoughts  during  the 
act  Yet  at  that  time — am  sure  of  this — ^the  sight  and 
touch  of  girls'  elegant  boots  had  a  peculiar  charm  for  me; 
my  greatest  desire  was  also  to  wear  such  shoes,  a  wish 
that  was  occasionally  fulfilled  at  masquerades.  But  I  was 
also  troubled  by  a  very  different  tliouglit :  m y  ideal  was  to 
see  myself  in  a  position  of  humiliation ;  I  would  f/ladly 
have  been  a  shirr,  and  whipped;  in  short,  I  wished  to 
receive  tho  treatment  that  one  finds  described  in  raanv 
stories  of  slavcrv.  I  do  not  know  whether  the  reading  of 
sueh  stories  gave  rise  to  my  wish,  or  whether  it  arose  spou- 
taneously. 

*'PulH'rty  Ix'pin  at  tlic  iiixv  of  thirteen:  witli  the 
occiirrcncc  of  ejaculation  lustful  ph'asure  increased,  and  I 
mast nrl)ated  more  frinpiently,  <tften  two  or  tliree  times  a 
day.  From  my  twelftli  to  my  sixteentii  year,  during  tlie 
act  of  onanism,  I  always  had  the  idea  that  I  was  forced  to 
wear  girls'  boots.  The  sigiit  of  an  elegant  boot,  on  the 
foot  of  a  girl  at  all  pretty,  intoxicated  me;  I  inhaled  the 
odour  of  the  leather  with  avidity.  In  order  to  smell 
leather  during  the  act  of  onanism,  I  bought  a  pair  of 
leathern  cuffs,  which  I  amelled  while  I  masturbated.  My 
enthusiasm  for  ladies^  leathern  shoes  remains  the  same 
tonlar;  only,  si  nee  my  seventeenth  year,  it  has  been 
coupled  with  the  wish  to  hccome  a  servant,  to  blacken 
shoes  for  distinguished  ladies,  to  pui  ofi  and  take  off  their 
shoes  for  them,  etc, 

^*AIy  dreams  at  night  are  made  up  of  shoe-soraes: 
either  1  stand  before  the  sliow-window  of  a  shoe-shop 
regarding  the  elegant  ladies'  shoes, — ])articularly  hutt(med 
shoes, — or  I  lie  at  a  ladv's  feet  and  smell  and  lick  her 
slws.  For  about  a  year  I  have  given  iij>  onanism  and  go 
ad  purlins ;  coitns  takes  jdace  by  means  of  intense  thougiil 
of  la<lies'  buttoned  shoes;  or,  if  necessary,  1  take  the  shoe 
of  the  purlla  to  bed  with  me.  I  have  never  suffered  from 
niy  former  onanism.    1  learn  easily,  have  a  good  memory. 
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and  have  nvvvr  had  a  headache  in  niy  life.  This  much 
concerniiifx  myst'lf. 

few  words  alxiut  mv  hrothcr:  I  am  thorouirhlv 
conviiiof'd  rliat  ho  is  also  a  shoo-fctichist.  Of  tho  manv 
facts  that  dcmoiii^tratc  this  to  mc,  it  is  onlv  necossarv  to 
mention  that  it  is  a  great  pleasure  for  him  to  ]iave  a  cer- 
tain oonsin  (a  very  beautiful  girl)  tread  upon  him.  As  for 
the  rest,  I  might  undertake  to  tell  whether  a  man  who 
stands  before  a  shoe-shop  and  regards  the  shoes  on  exhibi- 
tion is  a  '^foot-loTer"  or  not  This  anomaly  is  uncom- 
monly frequent  When  in  the  cirde  of  my  acquaintance 
- 1  turn  the  conversation  to  the  question  of  what  woman's 
charm  is,  I  very  frequently  hear  it  said  that  it  is  much 
more  in  attire  than  in  nudity;  h«it  ovorv  one  is  caroful  not 
to  reveal  Ids  especial  fetich.  I  think  an  unde  of  mine  is 
also  a  shoe-fetichist" 

Case  71.  Z.,  twonty-oiglit  yoars,  official,  comes  from 
iifurojtatliic  mother.  Fntlicr  died  early;  as  to  his  fannly 
and  hi  alth  no  information  oiitainahlc.  Z.  was  from  oarly 
childiiood  nervous  and  im]»rcssionahle ;  Iwiran  early  to 
mastnrhate  on  his  own  acccrd;  witli  ])ulK'rty  he  Ix'came 
nenrastlienic,  avoided  i)nanism  f<»r  a  wlnle,  hnt  was  trou- 
bled with  pollutions  very  f reiineiitly ;  r('cover(>d  somewhat 
at  a  hydropathic  institute;  experieneed  strong  libido  to- 
wards woman,  but  never  succeeded  in  coitus  partly  on  ac- 
count of  diffidence  in  his  power,  partly  from  fear  of  in- 
fection. This  upset  him  very  much,  especially  as  he  re- 
lapsed famie  de  mieux  into  his  secret  habit 

Z.,  during  a  searching  consultation  about  his  vita  se^ 
uaUs,  proved  to  be  feticbist  as  well  as  masocfaist,  and 
revealed  interesting  relations  between  these  two  anoma- 
lies. He  asserted  that  since  his  ninth  year  he  had  a  weak- 
ness for  women's  shoes.  This,  he  ckimed,  was  caused  by 
seeing  at  that  time  a  lady  mounting  a  horse  whilst. an 
attendant  held  the  stirrup  for  her.  This  sight  excited  him 
very  much,  if  constantly  recurred  to  his  imagination,  ever 
mereasing  his  lustful  feelings.   Later  on  his  sensations 
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during  pollution  were  connected  with  women  in  bi^ 
boots.  Laced  boots  with  high  heels  charmed  him  most 
especially  when  this  idea  was  associated  with  the  lustful 
thought  that  a  woman  trod  upon  him  with  her  heel,  and 
that  he,  whilst  kneeling,  kissed  a  woman's  shoes.  The 
only  interesting  thing  about  a  woman  was  her  shoe.  Im- 
pressions of  odour  did  not  play  any  part  in  this.  The 
slioe  as  such  was  insufficient;  it  must  1>c  worn  by  woman. 
Wheftcver  he  saw  a  woman  with  laced  Inwts  he  became 
excited  and  masturbated.  Ue  believed  that  he  could  not 
command  virile  power  with  any  woman  unless  her  feet 
were  clad  with  laced  IxMjts. 

Faule  de  micii.r  lie  made  a  drawing:  of  such  a  boot,  and 
whilst  mafiturbatiug  revelled  in  gating  at  it. 

The  following  case  is  nut  only  instructive  because  of 
the  relations  sliowu  tlierein  to  exist  l>et\v(M'n  sliot^-fetich- 
isni  and  nia>i«-hisni,  lint  is  also  of  interest  on  account 
of  the  cure  of  tlie  litu  sexualis  brought  about  bv  the 
patient  himself. 

Case  72.  Mr.  M.,  thirty-three  years  of  age,  of  good 
family,  which  on  the  maternal  side  for  generations  had 
shown  manifestations  of  psychical  degeneration,  extend- 
ing even  to  cases  of  moral  insanity.  The  mother  was 
neuropathic  and  characterologieally  abnormal.  Himself 
strong,  well  built,  but  neuropathic ;  bepm  as  a  small  boy 
to  practise  onanism  spontaneously.  When  twelve  years 
of  age  ])0culiar  dreams  of  being  tortnrtd.  whipped  and 
kicked  by  men  and  women,  especially  by  the  latter.  When 
alK)nt  fourteen  a  weakness  for  women's  b<K)ts  came  over 
hiin.  They  caused  sexnal  excitement;  lie  was  forced  to 
kiss  Mtid  press  them  to  hiiti;  this  produce*!  «>rection  and 
orgasm,  followed  by  mast nrbat ion.  But  these  acts  were 
also  accomjianied  by  luasochistic  ideas  of  being  kicked 
und  t(»rtured. 

TTo  recognized  that  his  rifa  sr.riiaJIs  was  abnornnil, 
and  at  the  age  of  seventeen  he  sought  u  cure  in  coitus.

Jle  found  Inniself  <|uitc  impotent.  At  oi^i^litecn  another 
attempt  proved  u  failuri';  lie  continued  nuisturbation 
assisted  by  shoc-feticliism  and  niasocluslic  fancies. 

At  the  age  of  nineteen  he  heard  by  accident  a  man 
speak  of  flagellation  by  a  girl  as  a  means  to  bring  about 
virility.  He  now  felt  that  he  had  found  his  remedy,  and 
hastened  to  carry  out  the  advice  just  received,  but  was 
completely  disappointed.  The  whole  situation  disgusted 
him  so  thoroughly  that  no  erection  resulted. 

He  made  no  more  similar  attempts,  and  satisfied  him- 
self in  the  accustomed  manner.  Wlicn  he  was  twenty- 
seven  he  met  by  accident  a  ^ynij)atlietic  and  galante  girl, 
became  intimate,  and  complained  to  her  about  his  impo- 
tence. She  laughed  at  him,  and  said  that  at  his  ag9  and 
with  his  constitution  this  was  imjios^sihle. 

Tie  gained  self-confidence,  but  only  after  fourteen  days 
of  the  greatest  intimacy  and  with  the  aid  of  shoe-fetichism 
and  masfK'histic  fancies  he  obtaint-d  jK»\ver.  This  lasted 
several  months.  His  condition  iiiiju-ovcd,  he  could  do 
without  the  secret  aids,  and  his  al>n(trnial  fancies  IxM-auie 
latent.  Then  for  three  years,  on  a<'»M)unt  of  psychical 
impotence  with  other  women,  he  yielded  airain  to  mastur- 
bation an«l  his  former  fetichism.  With  his  thirtieth  year 
he  entered  again  upon  sympathetic  relations  with  another 
girl ;  but  as  he  felt  himself  incapable  of  coitus  without  the 
aid  of  masochistic  situations,  be  instructed  her  to  treat 
him  as  her  slave.  She  played  her  part  well,  made  bim 
kiss  her  feet,  whipped  him  with  a  switch,  and  trod  upon 
him.  But  it  was  all  in  vain.  He  only  felt  pain  and 
utter  confusion,  and  soon  had  these  assaults  discontinued. 
Ideal  masochistic  situations,  however,  aided  him  at  times 
to  accomplish  coitus. 

But  he  found  little  satisfaction  under  these  circura- 
stances.  Then  he  came  across  my  book  on  ''Psychopathia 
Sexualis,"  and  found  out  the  real  condition  of  his  anomaly. 
He  wrote  to  his  former  acquaintanee  and  entered  again 
upon  intimate  relations  with  her,  hut  told  her  definitely 
that  the  former  absurd  scenes  of  ''slavery"  must  not  be 
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enacted  again,  and  that  under  no  circumstances,  even 
though  he  request  it  himself,  must  she  enter  upon  his 
masochittie  ideaa. 

In  order  to  free  himself  of  shoe-fetiehism  he  adopted 
the  following  })lan.  He  bought  a  lady's  elegant  boot 
and  made  daily  these  suggestions  to  himself  whilst  kissing 
the  boot  repeatedly:  '*Why  should  I  have  erections 
when  kissing  this  boot,  which  is  after  all  only  a  piece 
of  ordinary  leather?"  This  practice  little  by  little 
stripped  the  objtH:'t  of  its  fetichistic  charm.  The  erections 
disappeared,  and  finally  the  boot  impressed  him  only  as 
a  boot.  Intimate  intercourse  with  the  sympathetic  per- 
son ran  parallel  with  this  suor^jestive  self-treatment,  and 
although  at  first  he  could  not  produce  virility  without  the 
assistance  of  masochistic  ideas,  these  latter  gradually 
disappeared. 

Ho  was  so  ])l('asi'(l  with  his  cure  tliat  ho  came  to  thank 
mo  for  the  valiiaMo  help  he  liad  found  in  tho  perusal  of 
my  lx)ok,  which  had  shown  him  the  right  way  to  remedy 
his  defect. 

Since  tlion  he  wrote  that  he  was  completely  cured, 
that  he  met  with  no  difficulties  in  his  sexual  intercourse, 
although  from  time  to  time  masochistic  representations 
faintly  reappeared  without,  however,  leaving  any  im- 
pression on  his  mind. 

Case  73.  Heported  by  jfan^e^osm  in  his ''Anthropo- 
logical Studies,"  1886,  p.  110.    X.,  American,  of  good 

family,  mentally  and  morally  well  constituted;  from  the 
banning  of  puberty  capable  of  ln-iu«;  excited  sexually 
only  by  a  woman's  shoe.  Her  body  and  naked  or 
stockinged  foot  made  no  impression  on  him;  but  the 

foot,  when  covered  with  the  shoe,  or  a  shoe  alone,  in- 
duced erection  and  even  ejaculation.  Sight  alone  was 
sufficient  for  Iii  in  in  the  ease  of  elepint  sho<'s — i.e.,  slK»es 
of  black  leather,  hnltoniiii;  iij)  the  side  and  having;  very 
high  heels.  Ilih  sexual  desin'  was  )>owerf>illy  excited  by 
touching,  kissing,  or  putting  such  shoes  on  his  feet. 
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His  enjoyment  was  increased  by  driving  nails  through  tlie 
soles  so  that  tlieir  jmints  would  jirnctratc  his  foot  while 
walking.  This  caused  him  terrible  pain,  but  he  luid  real 
lustful  feeliuii:  at  the  sauie  time.  ITis  greatest  enjoyment 
was  to  kneel  down  before  the  elegant  clad  feet  of  ladies 
and  have  them  stej)  on  him.  If  the  wearer  be  an  ugly 
woman,  the  sluies  would  not  affeet  him,  and  his  fancy 
would  ef)ol.  If  the  patient  had  empty  shoes  only  at  his 
disposal,  his  fancy  would  create  a  beautiful  woman  wear- 
ing them,  and  ejaculation  would  result  His  nightly 
dreams  were  of  the  shoes  of  heautifnl  women.  He  con- 
sidered the  exposure  of  ladies'  shoes  in  show-windows 
immoral,  while  talk  about  the  nature  of  woman  seemed 
to  him  harmless^  but  in  bad  taste.  X.  attempted  coitus 
several  times  without  success,  ejaculation  never  occurred. 

In  the  following  case  the  masochistic  as  well  as  the 
sadistic  element  is  in  evidence  (c/.  ''Torture  of  Animals,** 
under  *'Sadism") : — 

Case  74.  A  young,  powerful  man,  aged  twenty-six. 
Nothing  in  the  oj)positc  sex  excited  his  sensual  feeling 
except  elegant  shoes  on  the  feet  of  a  buxom  woman,  es- 
pecially when  they  were  made  of  black  leather,  and  had 
high  heels.  The  shoes  without  the  wearer  were  suthcient. 
It  g^ve  liim  the  greatest  j»leasure  to  see,  touch  and  kiss 
them.  The  feminine  fof)t,  when  bare  or  covere<l  with  a 
,  strK'king,  had  no  effect  on  him.  Since  childhood  he  had 
a  weakness  for  ladies'  fine  shoes. 

X.  was  potent;  during  the  sexual  act  the  female  must 
be  elegantly  dressed  and,  above  all,  have  on  pretty  shoes. 
At  the  height  of  sexual  excitement  cruel  thoughts  about 
the  shoes  arose.  He  was  forced  to  think  with  delight  of  the 
death  agonies  of  the  animal  from  which  the'  leather  was 
taken.  Sometimes  he  was  impelled  to  take  chickens  and 
other  animals  with  him  to  Phryne,  in  order  to  have  her 
tread  on  them  with  her  pretty  shoes  for  his  pleasure.  He 
called  this  ''sacrificing  to  the  feet  of  Venus.''    At  other 
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times  he  liad  tlic  woman  walk  on  him  with  her  shoes  on, 

the  harder  the  better. 

Until  the  previous  year  it  was  sufficient — since  he 
did  not  take  the  slightest  sonsual  ploasiire  in  women — 
to  (^arcss  ladies'  sliors  tliat  ]il('ast'(l  hi  in,  thus  attaininc; 
ejaciiiaticii  and  complete  salisfactiou  {^Lombroso,  "Arch,  di 
psichiatria,"  ix.,  fascic  iii.). 

The  next  case  reminds  one  of  ease  7.'5,  on  aceoiint 
of  the  intereist  in  the  nails  uf  tiie  shtM's  (as  capable  of 
inflicting  pain) ;  and  of  74,  on  account  of  the  slight  ac- 
companying sadistio  elements— 

Case  75.  X.,  aged  thirty-four,  married;  of  neuro- 
pathic parentage;  raffeied  severely  from  convulsions  as 
a  child;  remarkably  precocious,  but  one-sided  in  develop- 
ment (could  read  at  age  of  three) ;  nervous  from  childhood. 
At  the  age  of  seven  he  manifested  an  inclination  to  finger 
shoes,  especially  the  nails  of  women \s  shoo?.  The  mere 
sight,  but  still  more  the  touch in<;  of  the  shoe  nails  and 
counting  them,  gave  him  indescribable  pleasure. 

At  niirht  he  gave  himself  u])  to  imacrining  how  Iiis 
cousins  had  their  measures  taken  for  shoes;  how  he 
nailed  horse-sh<H>s  on  to  one  of  them  or  cut  her  feet  otT. 
In  linie  the  shoe-scenes  came  U}>on  him  durin«;  the  day, 
and  involuiilarily  induced  erection  an<l  ejaculation.  Fre- 
quently he  t<Mik  the  shoes  of  fennde  occupants  of  the 
house;  and  if  he  touched  theui  with  his  penis  he  had  au 
ejaculation.  F<ir  a  lon^  time,  when  a  student,  it  was 
possihh;  for  him  to  control  his  idi-as  and  inclinations;  but 
there  came  a  time  when  he  was  compelled  to  listen  to 
female  footsteps  on  the  pavement,  which,  like  the  sight 
of  the  nails  being  driven  into  ladies*  shoes,  or  the  sight 
of  shoes  in  the  windows  of  the  boot-shops,  always  swayed 
him  with  feelings  of  lustful  pleasure.  He  married,  and 
dnring  the  first  months  of  his  married  life  was  free  from 
these  desires.  Gradually  lie  became  hysteropathic  and 
neurasthenic 
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At  this  stage  he  begun  to  liuve  liysterical  attaeks  when 
the  slioeinukor  sjxikc  to  liim  of  nails  in  hitlies'  slioes  or  of 
drivini;  nails  in  tlic  same.  Tlic  reaction  was  still  i^n-atcr 
if  he  chant'tHl  to  see  a  pretty  lady  with  shoes  well  hcsct 
with  nails.  In  order  to  induce  ejaculation  it  was  only 
necessary  for  him  to  cut  soles  out  of  |»a>telH>ar(l  and  beset 
them  with  nails;  or  he  wonld  hny  ladies'  shoes,  have 
ihem  b<iset  with  nails  in  the  shop,  and  at  home  serape 
them  on  the  gronnd,  and  finally  touch  thciu  with  the 
end  of  his  penis.  Moreover,  lustful  shoe-Tisions  ooeurred 
spontaneously,  in  which  be  satisfied  himself  by  luasturba* 
tion. 

X.  was  otherwise  intelligent,  skilful  in  his  calling,  hut 
powerless  in  combating  his  perverse  inclinations.  He 
presented  phimosis;  penis  short,  expanded  at  the  root,  and 
incapable  of  complete  erection.     One  day  the  patient 

allowed  himself  to  niastnrbate  when  excited  by  the  sight 
of  ladies'  shoes  beset  with  nails  in  front  of  the  window, 
of  a  shoe-shop,  and  thus  beeanic  a  criminal  {Bkmehe 
''Archiv,  de  2^eurologie,''  1882,  No.  22). 

Reference  mav  be  made  lierc  to  a  ea.se  of  inverted 
sexuality,  to  1k'  (lescril)e(l  later,  Case  1^7,  in  which  the 
prineij)al  sexual  interest  was  in  th»«  boots  of  male  servants. 
The  desire  was  to  be  trod  u^kju  by  tliem,  etc 

Case  76.  (Dr.  Pmral,  "Igiene  doll'  amore".)  X., 
merchant;  from  time  to  time  (but  particularly  in  bad 
weather)  )iad  the  following  desire:  Ho  would  accost 
some  prostitute  and  ask  her  to  go  to  a  shoe^hop  with 
him,  where  be  would  buy  her  the  handsomest  pair  of 
shoes  made  of  patent  leather,  under  the  condition  that 
she  would  put  them  on  immediately.  When  this  had 
taken  place,  she  had  to  go  about  in  the  street,  walking 
in  manure  and  mud  as  much  as  possible,  in  order  to  soil 
the  shoes.  Then  X.  wouM  lead  the  person  to  a  hotel, 
and,  almost  l)efore  they  liad  reached  a  room,  he  would 
east  himself  upon  her  feet,  feeling  an  extraordinary  plea- 
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sure  in  licking  tlieni  with  Iiis  li])^^.  When  ho  had  cleaned 
the  ähues  iu  this  maimer,  he  paid  her  aud  went  his  way. 

From  these  cases  it  mav  be  plainly  seen  that  the  shoe 
is  the  fetich  of  the  masochist,  and  apparently  Ixx'ause  of 
the  relation  of  the  dn'ssed  female  foot  to  the  idea  of  heing 
trod  upon  and  other  acts  of  humiliation.  When,  therefore, 
in  other  cases  of  shoc-fetichisin,  the  female  shoe  appears 
alone  as  the  excitant  of  sexual  desire,  one  is  justified  in 
presuming  that  masochistic  motives  have  remained  latent. 
The  idea  of  being  trod  upon,  etc.,  remains  in  the  depths 
of  unconscious  life,  and  the  idea  of  the  shoe  alone,  the 
means  for  such  acts,  riseia  into  consciousness.  Cases  which 
would  otherwise  remain  wholly  inexplicable  are  suffi- 
ciently explained.'  Here  one  has  to  do  with  latent  maso- 
chism which  may  always  Ix^  assumed  as  the  unconscious 
motive,  when  not  infrequently  the  origin  of  the  fetichism 
can  he  proved  to  arise  from  an  association  of  ideas  with 
some  particular  event,  as  in  pn>ps  113  and  114. 

vSnch  cases  of  desire  for  ladies'  shoes,  without  conscious 
niöti\e  and  without  demonstnihle  ori^nn,  an-  really  innu- 
merable.'   Three  cases  are  here  given  as  examples: — 

Case  77.  Minister,  a/^ed  fifty.  From  time  to  time  he 
went  to  lioiiscs  of  prostitution  under  the  ]>retext  of  renting 
a  room.  lie  entered  it  with  a  girl.  Then  he  lustfully 
regarded  her  slioes,  took  one  off,  osi  iiJudir  cf  nmrdrf  cat- 
if/am  lihidinr  rnphis.  Ad  f/cnitnlid  (h}\\<iur  caligam  pre- 
mit,  ejacidat  semen  semine(iue  cjaculaln  exillus  pe.cixisque 
terit;  then  he  awoke  from  his  sexual  ecstasy.  He  beggpd 
the  woman  to  allow  him  to  keep  the  shoe  for  a  few  days, 
and  always,  at  the  apj<ointed  time,  returned  it  with  thanks 
{Cantaranot,  ''La  Psichiatria,"  v.,  p.  20&).  •

'There  is  apparently  a  connection  between  loot-fetichiun  and 
the  fact  that  certain  persons  of  this  kind,  whom  eoittu  does  aot 
satisfy,  or  who  are  unable  to  perform  It,  find  a  tabotitute  lor  it 
in  Irt/ttt  mmibri  inter  pede»  mulieri». 
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Case  78.  Z.,  Student,  aged  twenty-Üuree;  of  a 
tainted  family.  Sistor  was  insane;  brother  Buffered  with 
h listeria  virilis.  The  patient,  peculiar  from  childhood, 
had  frequent  attacks  of  hypochondriacal  depression,  tadi- 
vm  vitcPf  and  felt  that  he  was  hoinp:  slighted.  In  a  con- 
sultation on  account  of  mental  tronl)lo,  I  found  him  to  bo 
a  vorv  ]><'rvf'rso  licroditarily  prcdis])osod  man,  with  nou- 
rasthcnic  and  hyjHX'liondriaoal  symptoms.  A  suspicion  of 
masturbation  was  conti fiikmI.  I'aticut  made  interesting 
dis<'Iosiircs  concerning  his  vifa  sexualis.  At  the  age  of  ton 
he  was  ixnverfullv  attracted  bv  the  f(M)t  of  one  of  Iiis  com- 
radcs.  At  twelve  he  became  an  enthusiast  for  ladies'  feet. 
It  gave  him  a  delightful  sensation  to  revel  in  the  sight  of 
them.  At  fourteen  he  began  to  masturbate,  thinking,  at 
the  same  time,  of  the  heautiful  foot  of  a  lady.  At  this 
time  he  revelled  in  the  sight  of  the  feet  of  his  three-year- 
old  sister.  The  feet  of  other  females  that  attracted  him 
induced  sexual  excitement.  Only  women's  feet — ^no  other 
part  of  them — ^interested  him.  The  thought  of  sexual 
intercourse  with  women  exeited  his  disgust  He  had  never 
attempted  coitus.  After  his  twelfth  vear  he  had  no  interest 
in  tilt  feet  of  male  individuals.  The  style  of  covering 
of  the  female  foot  was  indifferent  to  him;  it  was  only 
necessary  that  the  person  seemed  to  be  sympatlietic.  The 
thought  of  enjoying  the  feet  of  prostitutes  was  disgusting 
to  him.  For  years  he  had  Ix^en  in  love  with  his  sister's 
feet.  If  he  could  hut  obtain  lier  sIkk's,  the  sight  of  tin  ni 
powerfully  exeited  his  sensuality.  Kissing  or  em])r;i(  iiig 
his  sister  did  not  have  this  effect.  Iiis  greatest  delight 
was  to  embraee  and  kiss  the  foot  of  a  symj)athelic  woman, 
when  ejaculation  woul<l  result  with  a  lively  pleasurable 
sensation.  Often  he  was  impelled  to  touch  his  genitals 
with  one  of  his  sister's  shoes;  but  he  had  been  able,  thus 
far,  to  master  this  impulse,  especially  for  the  reason  that 
for  two  years  (owing  to  progressive  irritable  weakness  of 
the  genitals)  the  simple  sight  of  the  foot  had  induced 
ejaculation.  From  his  relatives  it  was  ascertained  that 
the  patient  had  a  silly  admiration  for  the  feet  of  his  sister; 
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SO  that  slio  avoidofi  liini  niid  soiiixlit  to  liidc  lior  foot  from 
him.  Tlio  patioiU  l<M»k('d  iijxiii  his  jx-rvrrso  .soxual  iinpulso 
as  patliolo^ical,  and  was  jiainfully  atft-ctod  hy  tlio  fact  tliat 
Iiis  viU»  faiH'v  liad  for  its  ohjwt  his  sister's  foot.  Tie 
avoided  ojij)<»rt unity  as  iinioh  as  ho  ooidd,  and  soiijrht  to 
help  the  niattor  hy  niasturl)ation  wlion,  as  in  dreams 
accomj)anied  hy  polhition,  ladios'  foot  filled  his  ima«2:ina- 
tion.  However,  when  the  impulse  became  too  powerful 
he  could  not  avoid  gaining  a  partial  si^t  of  bis  sister'a 
foot.  Immediately  after  ejaculation  he  would  become 
angry  with  himself  at  having  been  weak  again.  Ilia 
partiality  for  his  sister's  foot  had  cost  him  many  a  sleep- 
less night  He  often  wondered  that  he  could  still  love 
his  sister.  Although  it  seemed  right  to  him  that  she 
should  conceal  her  feet  from  him,  yet  ho  was  often 
irritated  because  the  concealment  caused  him  to  have 
pollutions.  Tlio  patient  gave  assurances,  confirmed  by 
bis  relatives,  of  being  moral  in  other  respects. 

Case  79.  S.,  Xow  York,  was  aoonsod  of  beinc:  ft 
stroot-tliiof.  Xumoidiis  eas<'s  of  insanity  in  his  ancestry: 
fatluT,  hrollior  ami  sistrr  nu  ntally  ai>normal.  At  sovon 
years,  violent  eerehral  ooncussi. .n  twice.  At  thirteen, 
struck  bv  a  beam.  At  fourteen  S.  had  violent  attacks  of 
headache.  Aceomjianyinir  those  attacks,  or  innnediately 
after  them,  j)ecnliar  imj)ulse  to  take  the  shoes  of  female 
members  of  the  family — as  a  rule,  only  one  at  a  time— 
and  hide  them  in  some  out-of-the  way  comer.  Taken  to 
task,  he  would  lie,  or  declare  that  he  had  no  recollection 
of  the  affair.  The  passion  for  shoes  was  unconquerable, 
and  made  its  appearance  every  three  or  'four  months. 
On  one  occasion  he  attempted  to  take  a  shoe  from  the 
foot  of  one  of  the  servants,  and  on  another  he  stole  his 
sister's  shoe  from  her  bedroom.  In  the  spring  two  ladies 
liad  their  shoes  torn  from  their  foot  in  the  open  street. 
In  Ausist,  S.  left  his  home  early  in  the  mornintr  to  go 
to  his  work  as  a  printer.  A  moment  afterwarrls  he  tore 
the  shoe  from  a  girVs  foot  in  the  open  street,  fled  to  bis 
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])lacp  of  work,  and  thoro  wna  arrested  as  a  stroet-tliiof. 
Jle  (leclurtMl  that  lie  <li<l  not  know  mnch  of  his  act;  that 
it  had  couu'  upon  him  like  a  stroke  of  liglitning,  at  tlie 
sight  of  the  sh«io,  tliat  lie  must  possess  himself  of  it,  but 
for  wimt  i)ur|M)s('  he  di<l  not  know.  He  had  aeted  wliile 
in  a  state  of  unconsciousness.  The  slioc,  as  lie  corrwtly 
indieatc«],  was  found  in  his  coat.  In  eontinemcnt  he  was 
so  much  excited  mentally  that  an  oufhrcak  of  insanity 
was  feaml.  Discharged,  he  stole  his  wif<»'s  shoes  while 
she  was  asleep.  His  moral  eliaraeter  and  habits  of  life 
were  blameless.  He  was  an  intelligent  workman ;  but 
irregularity  of  employmenty  that  soon  followed,  made  him 
confused  and  incapable  of  work.  Pardoned  (Niehoh, 
"Am.  Journal  of  Insanity/'  1859;  Beek,  "Med.  Jurispru- 
dence/' voL  u,  p.  732,  1860). 

Dr.  Pascal  (op,  eiL)  has  some  similar  caaes,  and  many 
others  have  been  mentioned  to  me  by  colleagues  and 
patients.  • 

{e)Disgiisiivri  Arts  for  the  Purpo.tr  of  Self'Humüiaiion 
and  Sexual  0 ratification — Latent  Masochism — Kopro- 
lagnia. 

Whilst  in  the  manifestations  tlius  far  deserilx'd  the 
jvsthetic  sentimj'ut  is  at  least,  so  far  as  a]ipearances  go, 
saved,  and  the  lustful  situation  is  k<'pt  within  tlie  coutiues 
(»f  a  syjiilv>lic  or  ideal  character,  there  are  many  cases  in 
which  the  desire  for  sexual  gratification  bv  selfdiumilia- 
tion  before  wonuin  finds  expression  in  acts  which  detile  the 
moral  and  aesthetic  feeling  of  the  normal  man. 

Impressions  obtained  through  the  senses  of  smell  and 
taste,  which  in  the  normal  man  produce. only  feelings 
of  nausea  and  disgii.st,  are  made  the  basis  of  the  most 
vivid  emotions  of  lust,  producing  in  the  perverse  subject 
mighty  impulses  to  orgasm  and  even  ejaculation. 

An  analogy  with  the  excesses  of  religions  enthusiasm 
can  be  even  traced.   The  religious  enthusiast,  Antoinette 
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Bouvignon  de  la  IN^rto,  used  to  mix  with  her  food  excreta 
in  order  to  mortify  herself  {Zimmprmann,  op.  cii.,  p.  124). 
The  beatified  ^larie  Alacoque  licked  ui>  with  lier  tongue 
the  exeronient  of  sick  j)('<)j)lc  to  "iiiortilv"  iicrsclf,  and 
sucked  their  fcstcriiii;  toes.  The  anahti;y  with  sadism  is 
also  of  interest  in  tliis  coiiiiection  Itccanse  here  also  mani- 
festations in  tlie  sense  of  vampyrisni  and  anthropophagy 
arising  from  disgusting  ap])ctitcs  of  the  organs  of  taste 
and  olfaction  produce  lustful  feelings  {cf.  case  59,  Biclir], 
Mcm-scloii,  f.  lieoh.  IS,  19,  "50,  22).  This  impulse  to  dis- 
gusting acts  ujight  well  Ik»  named  KorRoi.A(sxiA.  Its 
relations  to  Masochism  (as  a  subordinate  form)  have  heeu 
indicated  in  case  51.  The  subsequent  observation  will 
render  them  clearer. 

In  some  cases  it  would  appear  as  if  the  masochistic 
element  were  unknown  to  the  perverse  subject  and  the 
instinct  for  nauseating  acts  alone  were  present  (latent 
masochism).  A  striking  instance  of  masochistic  kopro* 
lagnia  (combined  with  pcn'erse  sexuality)  may  be  found  in 
case  114  of  the  eighth  edition  of  this  work.  The  subject 
of  this  case  revels  not  only  in  the  thought  of  being  tho 
slave  of  the  beloved,  referring  for  this  purpose  to  i^acher- 
Masoch's  "Venus  in  Furs,"  sed  ct'iam  sihi  fingit  amatum 
posccre  ut  rrepidas  sudore  dlßuentes  ol facial  ejuaque  ster- 
core  reseat ur.  Dcinde  narraf .  quia  non  habeai,  qiiw  cnn- 
finf/at  et  cxojAi^t,  coruin  loro  suas  crepidaa  sudon-  infi-rtas 
oJfacere  suoque  sfcrrorr  vrsei,  intrr  (jiKr  facia  pcne  erecto 
se  voluptate  perturbari  semenque  ejaculari. 

Case  80.  Masuchi.sm — Koprolayina. — Z.,  lifty-twt) 
years  of  age;  high  position;  lather  phthisical;  family 
claimed  to  be  untainted;  always  nervous^  only  child,  de- 
posed to  have « had  peculiar  emotions  since  he  was  seven, 
when  by  chance  he  saw  the  servants  take  off  their  boots 
and  stockings  preparatory  to  scrubbing  the  floors  of  the 
house.  Once  he  begged  one  of  the  maids  to  show  him  her 
toes  and  feet  before  she  washed  them.  When  he  began 
going  to  school  and  reading  books,  he  felt  forcibly  dra^n 
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to  literature  which  contained  descriptions  of  refined  cruehy 

and  tortures,  especially  when  tlioy  were  executed  at  tlie  de- 
mands of  women.  U(}  simply  devoured  novels  dealing 
with  slavery  ami  lK)ntlajrf\  and  whilst  reading  them,  he 
became  so  excited  that  he  began  masturbation.  What 
excited  him  most  was  to  imagine  that  he  was  the  slave 
of  a  ])retfy  yoiniir  lady  of  his  aequaintanro  who  allowed 
him  after  a  long  walk,  pedes  himhrrr,^  praci pm-  pJauhis  el 
spalia  infer  digilos.  lie  thought  of  the  young  lady  as 
j)arti<Milarly  eruel  and  enjoying  tortures  and  whi|)))ings 
meted  out  to  him.  Th<*se  fancies  were  acoompanii'd  by 
masturbation.  At  the  age  of  fifteen  whilst  revelling  in 
such  fiction,  he  let  a  poodle  dog  lick  his  feet.  One  day 
he  noticed  how  a  pretty  servant  girl  in  his  own  home 
let  a  poodle  dog  lick  her  toes  whilst  she  was  reading. 
This  caused  in  him  erection  and  ejaculation.  He  per- 
suaded the  girl  to  let  this  happen  frequently  whilst  he 
looked  on.  After  a  while  he  took  the  place  of  the  poodle 
and  ejaculated  every  time. 

From  his  fifteenth  to  his  ei|^teenth  year  he  was  at 
a  boarding-school  and  had  no  opportunity  for  practising 
such  evil  habits.  lie  was  satisfied  to  excite  himself  every 
few  weeks  with  the  perusal  of  literature  treating  on  cruel- 
ties eoimnitted  hy  women,  imagining  all  the  time  that  he 
was  licking  the  feet  of  such  women.  This  produced 
ejaculation  accompanie<l  hy  the  highest  lustful  exeitemont. 
Tlie  female  organs  ha<l  never  any  attraction  for  liirii.  and 
lie  never  f<  lt  sexuallv  drawn  towards  men.  Wln-n  he  had 
attained  j)ul)erty  he  solicited  girls  an<l  had  coitus  with 
them,  but  always  sucked  their  f<'ct  before  the  act.  Tie 
would  do  this  also,  ttifrr  (irfnm,  and  asked  the  girls  to  tell 
him  with  what  cruelties  they  would  afflict  him  in  case 
he  did  not  lick  their  toes  quite  clean.  Z.  affirms  that  he 
very  often  succeeded  in  this,  and  that  the  whole  action 
was  always  pleasing  to  the  girls. 

^This  disgusting  impulse  is  aUo  referred  to  in  case  68  of  the 
e^hth  edition  of  this  work,  ft  wetmu  to  ooeur  eepecially  with 
Icoprolagnista  and  fetichints. 
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He  was  especially  attracted  by  the  foot  of  well-bred 
women  that  were  deformed  by  narrow  lHM)ts  and  bad  not 
been  washed  for  several  days,  but  be  could  stomach  only 
''slight,  natural  deposits,  such  as  one  may  tind  ujHin  the 
fet't  of  clean  wcll-bn'd  ladies,  also,  discolorations  from  the 
stockini^s,  whilst  sweat iui;  feet  excited  him  only  in  iniapn- 
ation,  but  in  reality  disgusted  him".  "Cruel  tortures" 
also  exist<Ml  for  him  oidy  in  imairinat ion  as  a  means  to 
exciteuii  nt ;  he  abhorred  theiu  and  never  craved  for  them 
in  reality.  Nevertheless  tlicy  played  a  pre-eminent  part 
in  Iiis  fancy,  and  he  never  neglected  to  instruct  the  women 
with  whom  he  kept  in  masochistic  touch  how  tliey  were 
to  write  him  threatening  letters.  From  the  collection  of 
such  letters  placed  at  my  disposal  hy  Z.  one  is  given  here 
because  it  clearly  illustrates  the  line  of  thought  and 
sentiment : — 

^^Lambitor  sudoris  pedum  mulierum!  I  take  the  ut- 
most delight  in  conjuring  up  the  moment  wlu  u  yon  will 
lick  my  toes,  especially  after  a  long  walk.  A  facsimile  of 
my  foot  I  shall  send  you  soon.  It  will  intoxicate  me  like 
nectar  when  yon  will  lick  n]>  my  su<lor  pedum.  And  if  yon 
will  not  do  it  v<»lnntarily,  1  shall  force  yon  to  it :  T  shall 
treat  von  as  mv  meanest  slave.  You  shall  witness  how 
another  favorHii.s  sudoicni  pnhnn  viilii  hinihit,  whilst  you 
shall  whine  like  a  do<x  under  the  lashes  of  my  servant,"^. 
T  shall  (h'clare  vou  oullawed.  I  >hall  find  the  most 
exquisite  ])leasure  in  seeing;  you  in  pain,  breathiuü^  y<iur 
last  under  the  most  cruel  tortures,  lii-kinj^  my  toes  in 
extreme  agony.  .  .  .  V<ni  challenge  my  cruelty — very 
well,  I  shall  crush  you  under  my  foot  like  a  worm.  .  •  . 
Ton  ask  me  for  a  stocking?  I  shall  wear  it  longer  than 
usual.  But  I  demand  that  you  kiss  it  and  lick  it ;  that  you 
soak  the  foot  of  it  in  water  and  then  drink  the  latter. 
If  you  do  not  carry  out  my  pleasure  ahsolutely,  I  shall 
chastise  you  with  my  riding-whip.  I  demand  uncon- 
ditional obedience.  If  you  do  not  obey,  I  shall  have  yon 
whipped  with  the  knont,  I  shall  make  you  walk  over 
a  floor  well-spiked  with  sharp  nails,  I  shall  have  you 
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bastinailt'el  ami  catit  to  the  lions  iu  the  cage.  It  will 
give  iiic  the  utmost  dcligiit  to  »ee  how  the  wild  beasts 
enjoy  your  flesh." 

In  spite  of  such  ridiculous  tirades,  ordered  by  himself, 
Z.  lookeid  upon  them  as  a  means  to  satisfy  his  perverse 
sexuality.  These  sexual  monstrosities,  whidi  to  him  were 
only  a  congenital  anomaly,  he  did  not  consider  unnatural, 
althou^  he  admitted  them  to  bo  disgusting  to  the  nor- 
mally constituted  man.  Otherwise  he  appeared  to  be  a 
decent  sort  of  a  man  with  rather  refined  manners,  but  hin 
otherwise  moa«7re  {esthetic:  sentiments  were  overbalanced  by 
sensuality  which  gratified  his  pervt  rso  desires. 

7.,  gave  mo  an  insight  into  his  eorrespondoTiro  with 
the  literary  cham]>ion  of  masoehism,  i^acher^Masoch. 

One  of  these  letters,  dated  ISSS,  shows  as  a  heading 
tlu'  picture  of  a  luxuriant  wonum,  with  inijierial  1»  aring, 
only  half  eovercd  with  furs  and  holding  a  riding-wliip  as 
if  ready  to  strike.  Sdc/ier-Mitsocli  contends  that  "the 
passion  to  ]>lay  the  slave*'  is  widespread,  especially  auiojig 
the  (lennans  and  Russians.  In  this  letter,  the  history  of 
a  noide  Russian  is  ndated  who  love<l  to  Im»  tied  and 
wliij)ped  by  several  beautiful  women.  One  day  he  found 
his  ideal  in  a  pretty  youug  Freuch  woman  aud  took  her 
to  his  home. 

According  to  Saeher-Masoch,  a  Danish  woman  yielded 
her  favour  to  no  man  until  he  acted  the  part  of  slave  to 
her  for  a  considerable  time.  Amanlen  coagere  solehat,  id 
pedes  8U08  et  podicem  Utmheant  She  bad  her  adorers  put 
in  chains  and  whipped  until  they  obeyed  her  lambendo 
pedes.  Once  she  had  the  ''slave**  fastened  to  her  bed- 
posts and  thus  made  him  witmss  her  granting  the  highest 
favour  to  another.  After  the  latter  left  her  she  had  the 
fettered  "slave"  whipped  by  her  servants  until  he  yielded 
lambfre  podircm  domince. 

If  these  assertions  were  true  which,  of  eourse,  cannot 
Ik»  accepted  from  tlie  ])<»et  without  (h'finite  ]»roof,  they 
would  constitute  reiiiarkal)le  ])n»ofs  of  sadismns  fcminfi- 
rum.   At  any  rate  they  are  psychologically  interesting  in- 
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stancos  of  thoughts  and  st'iitinu  nts  sjxvitic  t<>  iiiasoohisin 
(niv  own  obfservations,  "Ccntralbhitt  fur  Krauklieituü  der 
Harn-  und  »Sexualor^aue,"  vi.,  7). 

Case  81.  Z.,  aged  twenty-four;  Russian  civil  serv- 
ant; mother  neuropathic,  father  psychopathic  Z.  was  in* 
telligent,  of  refined  manners,  physically  normal,  of  pleas* 
ing  appearance  and  ssthetic  tastes;  never  had  a  severe  ill- 
ness. Claimed  to  have  heen  of  a  nervous  disposition  from 
infancy;  had  Uko  his  mother  neuropathic  eyes  and  latterly 
suffered  from  cerebral  asthenic  troubles.  Pervenio  vitcs 
sexual  is  caused  him  much  worry,  bordering  on  despair, 
deprived  him  of  self-esteem  and  tempted  him  to  suicide. 

What  oppr(>ssr(l  him  was  the  umiatural  desire  recurring 
every  four  weeks  for  mictio  mulicns  in  os  suunu  As  cause 
he  gave  tlie  foHowing  facts,  interesting  on  aceonnt  of 
tlieir  genetic  importance.  Wlien  six  years  of  age  lie  j)ut 
his  hand  hy  acciih'nt  siih  podicrui  jnirlltr  wlio  sat  next  to 
him  in  school.  This  caused  him  j)lcasurc  and  Iw  repeatedly 
did  so.  The  memory  of  these  pleasant  situations  strongly 
aroused  his  fancy. 

Pucruin  dccrm  annonnn  sorra  ('diirntrix  lihidinc  mota 
ad  corpus  suuut  apprcssit  cl  dujilam  ejus  in  laijiiuun  intro- 
duxit,  Quum  poslea  fortuitu  digito  nasum  letigitj  adore 
ejus  vaUde  deleetaiua  fuU. 

This  immoral  act  developed  into  a  lustful  fancy  which 
made  him  believe  vinehis  inter  femora  mulierU  cumhere, 
eoactus,  ut  dormiai  sub  ejus  podiee  el  ut  bibat  ejus  urinam.  • 

With  the  thirteenth  year  these  fictions  disappeared. 
At  fifteen  first  coitus,  at  sixteen  second,  quite  normal  and 
without  fanciful  representations. 

Deficiente  pccunia  rt  magna  libidine  perturbalus  mas- 
turbaiione  earn  saiuibat. 

At  seventeen  perverse  ideas  recurred.  They  became 
more  powerful  and  he  struLrirl*  d  against  them  in  vain. 

At  eighteen  he  yielded  to  the  impulse.  Quum 
inulicr  quwdnin  in  as  ci  rninxit.  innxinia  volupfatr  nffi  cfus 
est  He  then  had  coitus  with  the  vile  woman.  Since  then, 
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he  felt  the  necesöity  to  repeat  the  disgusting  act  every  four 
weeks. 

After  indulging  in  thi8i>erverse  acfiou  lie  was  ashamed 
of  himself  and  disgust  overeame  him.  Ejaculations  ac- 
companied the  act  but  seldom,  but  it  produced  erections 
and  orgasm  and  wheneyer  ejaeulation  missed,  he  gratified 
liimself  with  coitus. 

During  the  intervals  between  these  excessive  impulses 
he  was  quite  free  from  perverse  thoughts  and  desires  as 
well  as  from  ideal  masochism  and  fetichistic  relations. 
Libido  during  these  intervals  was  but  slif^t  and  easily 
gratified  in  the  normal  fashion  without  the  assistance  of 
perverse  fiction.  He  often  travelled  miles  from  his  coun- 
try seat  to  the  city  to  satisfy  his  cravings  when  these  spells 
came  over  him. 

Again  and  again  the  patient — refined  as  he  was  and 
disgusted  with  his  own  perversity — sought  to  resist  the 
morbid  imi>ulse,  but  in  vain ;  restlessness,  anxiety,  trem- 
liling  and  somnolence  life  unbearable,  until  he 

found  final  release  from  the  ])syehical  tension  in  the  grat- 
ification of  his  morbid  cravings  at  any  j)rice.  He  attained 
this  easily,  but  was  at  once  overcome  with  self-reproach 
and  contempt  for  himself  bordering  even  on  iadium  vilw. 
These  mental  struggles  enervated  the  patient  and  he  com- 
plained of  debility  of  memory,  absent  -mindedness,  mental 
impotence,  and  cerebral  pressure.  His  last  hope  was  that 
medical  science  might  succeed  in  freeing  him  from  this 
monstrous  affliction  and  in  re-establishing  his  moral  self. 

Case  82L  Masoehism  —  Fetichism  —  Kf^rolagnia. 
B.,  aged  thirty-one,  official,  family  ncuropathically  tainted, 
nen-ous  from  early  childhood,  weakly,  nocturnal  frights. 
First  ]H)llution  at  the  age  of  sixteen.  At  seventeen  fell 
in  love  with  a  French  woman,  twenty-eight  years  old  and 
anything  but  pretty.  Had  a  special  weakness  for  her 
shf>es.  Whenever  he  could  do  so  without  being  observed, 
he  would  cover  them  with  kisses.  This  gave  him  sensual 
delights;  but  it  never  caused  ejaculation.    At  that  time 
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according  to  his  t-tatciiiciii,  lie  had  no  knowledge  of  the 
difference  in  sexes,  lie  could  not  understand  his  weakness 
for  shoes.  After  he  attained  the  age  uf  twenty-two  he  had 
coitus  about  once  a  month,  but  did  not  derive  ps,vchical 
gratification  from  the  act.  One  day  he  met  a  pruetitute 
in  the  street  whose  haughty  demeanor,  fascinating  eye  and 
challenging  mien  made  a  peculiar  impression  on  him.  He 
felt  an  impulse  to  throw  himself  at  her  feet,  kiss  them,  and 
follow  her  like  a  dog  or  slam  Her  ^'majestic*'  feet  dad 
in  patoit  leather  boots  especially  captivated  him.  He 
trembled  with  voluptuous  oxeitement.  During  the  night 
he  could  not  find  sleep  for  tlie  thought  of  the  wonian 
haunted  him.  He  imagined  that  he  was  kissing  this 
woman's  feet.  This  fancy  superinduced  ejaculation.  Shy 
by  nature,  he  now  resorted  to  psychical  masturbation,  imd 
having  a  dislike  for  prostitutes,  he  shunned  henceforth  the 
Bcx-iety  of  women  altogether,  lie  revelled  in  the  thought 
of  the  ])retty  foot  of  an  imperious  woniau  aud  associated 
this  thought  with  tlu'  olfactory  inii»n  v>inn  he  would  re- 
ceive from  its  proximity.  In  erotic  dreams  he  would  fol- 
low such  women.  Kain  would  Icgin  to  fall  and  the  wonuui 
raising  her  skirts  would  show  her  ])retty  fwt,  ankle  and 
calf,  encased  in  a  silken  stocking.  As  soon  as  he  grasjx*«! 
and  fondled  the  warm  form,  so  soft  and  yet  so  firm,  ho 
would  ejaculate.  On  rainy  days  he  used  to  patrol  the  streets 
to  see  such  scenes  in  reality.  If  he  saw  what  he  came  for 
he  would  carry  away  the  impression  in  his  memory  and 
it  became  the  object  of  his  nightly  dreams  and  acts  of 
psychical  masturbation.  To  hasten  the  act  he  would  sniff 
his  own  socks,  kiss,  bite  and  chow  them.  His  dreams  and 
libidinous  ecstasies  were  also  mingled  with  fancies  of  a 
purely  masochistic  character,  e.g.,  a  wonian  hut  slightly 
clad  8tor»d  in  front  of  him  holding  a  whip  in  her  hand, 
whilst  he  knelt  at  her  feet  like  a  slave.  She  would  <Mit 
him  with  the  whip,  j)ut  her  foot  on  his  neck,  face  or  mouth, 
till  he  consented  srrrrfum  inter  (I{(jitos  midos  pedis  ejus 
hene  olans  esswjere.  During  this  mental  act  he  would 
smcU  of  his  own  feet,  the  odor  of  which  was  repulsive  to 
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him  when  iu  his  noriiiai  slat*',  lie  would  vary  these  prac- 
tices with  acta  of  "podexfetichism"  hy  using  a  girl's 
drawon  et  dercus  pruprium  najibus  appomiwn.  At  other 
times  the  cunnus  femina  would  be  his  fetich  and  he  would 
practise  ideal  cunnilingus.  For  assistance  he  would  use 
pieces  cut  from  the  armpits  of  a  woman's  undcrvest,  or 
stockings,  or  shoes.  After  six  years,  during  which  neu- 
rasthenia had  increased  whilst  the  imaginative  power 
had  waned,  he  lost  all  power  to  accomplish  these 
acts  of  psychical  onanism  and  eainf  down  to  the 
level  of  a  conimon  niasturbator.  lie,  later  on,  be- 
came acquainted  with  a  girl  of  a  simihir  masochistic  ten- 
deney,  and  coitus  heeame  possibk'  for  botli,  hut  always 
bv  haviiiir  recourse  to  some  masoehistic  .situation.  But  the 
old  fiiicliistic  fascinations  r('aj)p('ared  and  he  found 
p-eater  jileasiins  in  apj)easiui;  this  perverse  a[>petite  than 
in  <*oitus,  whieli  lie  jx'rforuieti  only  honoris  niusa.  The 
end  of  this  eynical  sexual  existence  was  a  marriaixc — after 
his  mistress  had  f<»rsak(  U  him — with  a  wouiau  wlio  had 
the  same  |)ervcrse  incliuations  as  himself.  Tliey  had  cliil- 
dren,  but  found  sexual  Lcral itieation  chieily  in  mas<X'histic 
marital  acts.  ( (  entralhlatt  für  Krankheiten  der  Harn« 
und  Sexual  organe,  vi.,  7.) 

Other  cases  of  Canlarano's  (loc,  ciL)  belong  here  (mie- 
tio  even  dcfoecaiio  pueUa  ad  linguam  viri  ante  actum)  con- 
sumption of  confectfl  smelling  like  fsBces,  in  order  to  be- 
come potent;  and  also  the  following  case,  likewise  com- 
municated to  me  by  'a  physician: — 

"A  Russian  prince,  who  was  very  decrepit,  was  ac- 
customed to  have  his  mistress  turn  her  back  to  him  and 
«lefecate  on  his  breast ;  this  belnp:  the  only  way  in  which 
he  could  excite  the  reuinaiit  of  libido." 

Another  supported  a  mistress  in  unusually  brilliant 
style,  with  the  condition  that  she  ate  march|)aue  exclu- 
sively. I  f  h/ii(lniosu.s  fiat  rl  rjornlnrr  possll  c.rcrctnctifa 
feminw  ore  exciyil.    A  IJrazilian  physician  tellä  me  of 
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several  cases  of  defwcatio  fcminw  in  os  tin  that  have  come 
to  his  kiiowk'dgc.  Such  ca.si's  (x-cur  evun  wlicro,  and  are 
nut  at  all  infreijuont.  All  k'nnU  of  sccivtion.s — saliva, 
iiasal  iniuMis,  aiul  own  aural  cerumen — are  used  in  this 
way  and  swallowed  willi  jdeasure;  and  osciilti  ad  nulvs  and 
even  ad  an  um  are  indulged  in.  Dr.  Moll  [ojt.  eil.,  p.  I'.l^i) 
reports  the  same  thing  of  a  man  alleeted  with  inverted 
sexuality.  The  perverse  desire  to  practise  ciinniliiKjus, 
which  is  very  wide-spread,  probably  has  its  root  frequently 
in  masochistic  impulses. 

Evidently  the  case  quoted  by  CarUarano  ('Xa  Psichia* 
tria/'  v.,  p.  207)  belongs  bero  also,  in  which  coitus  is 
preceded  by  morsus  ei  suceio  of  the  woman's  toes  which 
have  not  been  washed  for  some  time.  Also  a  case  quoted 
by  me  in  the  eighth  edition  of  this  book,  cf,  ibid,,  case  68. 

Siefanowsky  (''Archives  de  T Anthropologie  crimi- 
nelle," 1892,  vol.  vii.)  knows  of  a  Russian  merchant  qui 
valde  deledaltis  fuU  hibendo  ae  qua  puella  lupanarii  jmao 
avo  in  vas  spurrant. 

Neri,  "Archivio  dello  psicopatic  .Hossiiali,"  p.  198: 
•  Workman,  aged  twenty-seven,  heavily  tainte«l,  tic  in  the 
face,  troubled  with  ])lM»l>ia  (especially  agnrajdiobia )  and 
alcoiiolism.  Sunnna  ci  fit  vohijdas,  si  niri  (  trices  in  os  cju,s 
fa'ccs  cl  uriiias  iji  jmnind.  I  mum  sKpni  cariius  sroriorutn 
fffusum  dt'fJuf  tis  or<  </</  m<  rrlriris  cuiinum  adjiosilo  c.vnpH. 
\'al<l('  dch  rlidar,  si,  sanf/uiiK  iu  im  nsd  uah  ni  c.r  rai/ina  cf- 
fturnirm  suijt  re  pot (  si.  lie  is  fi'lichist  of  ladies'  gloves  and 
slippers,  osculalur  calccos  sororis,  nijus  pedes  sudore  ina- 
deiiL  Libido  ejus  turn  demun  mud  inie  saliatur,  si  a  puellis 
inaultaiur,  immo  vero  verheraiur,  ui  wmgms  exeai.

Pelanda  (''Archivio  di  Psichiatria,"  z.,  faadcolo  8,  4) 
relates  the  following  case: — 

Case  83.  W.,  aged  forty*five,  predisposed,  was  given 
to  masturbation  at  the  age  of  eight  A  decimo  sexto  anno 
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lihidincs  swis  bibcudu  rccculcin  fcinin<iruiu  urinani  satid- 
rlt.  Tanla  nat  rulafita.'i  uniuini  hihrtihs  ul  nee  (ilii/iiid 
olfaccrct  iirc  sajurct,  hac  faru  ns.  .Vflcr  drinking  he  jil- 
wuy.s  ('xjx'ricucctl  dispnst  uiul  ill-fccliiii:,  and  iiiadc  tiriii 
rcsohitions  to  do  it  no  more  in  the  futurL'.  Onre  lie  liad 
the  same  pleasure  in  drinking  the  urine  of  a  nine-year-old 
boy,  with  whom  he  once  practised  felloHo.  The  patienfc 
suffered  from  epileptic  insanity. 

Still  older  cases  belong  here,  which  TardUu  (''Etude 
mMico-l^gale  sur  les  attentats  aux  nucurs/'  p.  206)  ob- 
served in  senile  individuals.  He  describes  as  '^Renifleurs'* 
persons  *'qui  in  aecretoa  hcos  fdmirum  Iheatrorum  porticos 

eonvenientes  quo  complures  fcminw  ad  micturicndiim  fes- 
tinant,  per  narcs  urinali  odoir  cxciiati,  iUico  se  invieem 
polluunl".  The  '/Stcrcoraircs"  that  Taxil  (''La  prostitu- 
tion contemporaine'*)  mentions  are,  in  relation  to  this 

subject,  unique. 

Enh  nhurg  rchitcs  further  monstrous  fju-ts  iK'huiginj;  to 
this  soctinn.  Cf.  Ziilzcr's  "IClin.  Ilandbuch  der  Ham- 
und  iScxualorguuc/'  iv.,  p.  47. 

(d)  Manüchism  in  Woman, 

In  woman  voluntary  subject  ion  to  tlie  opposite  sex  is 
a  j)hysiolo^ical  plienomcnon.  Owini;  to  her  pa>siv('  röle 
in  procreation  and  long-exi.-tcnt  social  conditi«ms,  idea.s  of 
subjection  are,  in  woman,  normally  connected  with  the 
idea  of  sexual  relations.  They  form,  so  to  speak,  the 
harmonics  which  determine  the  tone-quality  of  feminine 
feeling. 

Any  one  conversant  with  the  history  of  civilisation 
knows  in  what  a  state  of  absolute  subjection  woman  was 
always  kept  until  a  relatively  high  degree  of  civilisation 
was  reached;^  and  an  attentive  observer  of  life  may  still 

*  The  laws  of  the  mr\y  middle  ages  gave  the  huHbund  the  right 
to  kill  tlie  wife;  thom  of  the  later  middle  ages,  the  right  to  tieftt 
her.  The  latter  right  vae  used  freely,  even  by  thoee  of  high  ataDd- 
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easily  recognise  how  the  custom  of  unuuinbered  genera- 
tion!*, in  connection  with  the  passive  role  witli  which 
woman  luis  been  endowed  by  Nature,  has  given  her  an 
instinctive  inclination  to  voluntary  subordination  to  man; 
he  will  notice  that  exaggeration  of  customary  ga  Ihm  try 
is  very  distasteful  to  women,  and  that  a  deviation  from 
it  in  the  direction  of  masterful  behaviour,  though  loudly 
reprehended,  is  often  accepted  with  secret  satisfaction.* 
Under  the  veneer  of  polite  society  the  instinct  of  feminine 
servitude  is  everywhere  discernible. 

Thus  it  is  easy  to  regard  nias<»ohism  in  grniral  as 
a  pathological  growth  of  specific  fetniniue  mental  ele> 
ments, — as  an  abnormal  intensification  of  certain  features 
of  the  pHVcho-scxual  character  of  wonuin, — and  to  seek  its 
priniarv  origin  in  that  sex  ( r.  iufrn,  ]\  It  may,  how- 

ever, ho  lield  to  ho  estaltli-licd  that,  in  woman,  an  inclina- 
ti<m  to  suhordinatirin  man  (  wliicli  may  \<o  ri'ganlcd  as 
an  ac(|uired,  purpn-ofnl  arrangement,  a  plicnomcnon  of 
nilaptatiuii  fo  -o<'ial  requirements)  iä  to  a  certain  extent  a 
normal  maiiit"i'>tati(>n. 

The  reason  that,  unth'r  sucli  cir('um>tances,  the 
*'poetry"  of  the  symbolic  act  of  subjection  is  nr»t  reached, 
lies  partly  in  the  fact  that  man  has  not  the  vanity  of  that 
weakling  who  would  improve  the  opi)ortunity  by  the  dis- 
play of  hh  power  (aa  the  ladi&t  of  the  middle  ages  did 
towards  the  love-8er^'ing  knights),  but  prefers  to  realise 
solid  advantages.  The  barbarian  has  bis  wife  plough  for 
him,  and  tbe  civilised  lover  speculates  about  her  dowry; 
she  willingly  endures  both. 

Cases  of  pathological  increase  of  this  instinct  of  sub- 
jection, in  the  sense  of  feminine  masochism,  are  probably

^('f.  Lfidy  Milford'.H  wnrdn  in  SrhiHrr's  "Kali:!!'"  iirid  T. leite": 
"  W  e  women  can  only  ch«Kj8c  In'twtH'n  ruling  and  sri  vin;;;  but  the 
highent  pleunire  power  affords  Is  but  a  miwnible  substitute,  if  the 
grnter  joy  of  being  the  slaves  of  a  man  we  lore  Is  denied  us!** 
(Act  11.«  Scene  L). 
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fre(iiunt  ciioun;}!,  but  cusfom  ivpresises  their  manifesta- 
tion. J^ian^  }ouug  women  like  nothing  better  than  to 
kneel  before  their  husbands  or  lovers.  Among  tlic  lower 
classes  of  Slavs  it  is  said  that  the  wives  feel  hurt  if  they 
are  not  beaten  by  their  husbands.  A  Hungarian  official 
informs  me  ih&i  the  peasant  women  of  the  Somogyer 
Comitate  do  not  think  they  are  loved  by  their  husbands 
uiitil  they  have  received  the  first  box  on  the  ear  as  a  sign 
of  love. 

It  would  probably  be  difficult  for  the  physician  to  find 
cases  of  feminine  masochism.^  Intrinsic  and  extraneous 
restraints — modesty  and  custom — ^naturally  constitute  in 
woman  insumiountabh'  olistaclcs  to  the  expression  of  per- 
verse sexual  instinct.  Thus  it  happens  that,  up  to  the 
present  time,  but  two  eases  of  masochism  in  woman  have 
been  scientifically  established. 

Case  84.  Mi^s  X.,  twenty -one  years  of  age;  her 
mother  was  a  morphia  maniae  and  died  «»nie  years  ago 
from  nervous  di-onlrrs.  Her  nnclc  (muther's  side)  wa-  also 
a  morjiliia^'atrr.  ( )iu'  lirother  of  ilie  girl  was  nenrast hi-nio, 
anotiirr  a  ma-i •diist  (wished  to  Im*  beaten  wiih  a  eane  by 
|»ron«l,  n«»i>le  ladies),  ^[iss  X.  !iad  never  had  a  severe  ill- 
ness, but  at  times  suffered  fi-om  heaihiidies.  She  eonsidered 
herself  to  l)e  physieally  sound,  but  periodieally  insane, 
viz.,  when  sbe  was  baunted  by  the  fancies  which  she  thus 
described: — 

Sinee  her  earlie-^t  youth  siie  fancied  herself  l>eing 
\vhip])ed.  She  simply  revelled  in  these  ideas,  and  had  the 
most  intense  desire  to  be  severely  punished  with  a  rattan 
cane. 

This  desire,  she  claimed,  originated  from  the  fact  that 
at  the  age  of  üve  a  friend  of  her  father's  took  her  for  fun

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across  Iii»  knce»,  preteiuliiig  to  whip  her.  Since  then  she 
had  loiigtHl  for  the  opportunity  of  being  caned,  but  to  lier 
great  regret  her  wish  was  never  realised.  At  these  periods 
she  imagined  herself  as  absolutely  helpless  and  fettered. 
The  mere  mention  of  the  words  '^rattan  cane"  and  '^to 
whip"  caused  her  intense  excitement  Only  for  the  last 
two  years  she  associated  these  ideas  with  the  male  sex. 
Previously  she  only  thought  of  a  severe  school-mistress  or 
simply  a  hand. 

Now  she  wished  to  be  the  slave  of  a  man  whom 
she  loves;  she  would  kiss  his  feet  if  he  would  only  whip 
her. 

She  did  not  understand  that  these  manifestations  were 
of  a  sexual  nature. 

A  few  quotations  from  lier  letters  nro  characteristic  as 
bearing  upon  the  ninsochis^tic  character  of  this  vi\<o: — 

"111  fnniKT  years  T  ^(^riously  contciiijilatcd  froing  into 
a  lunatic  as^luin  wlu'iievcr  tlicso  ideas  worried  iiie.  1  fell 
ujum  this  idea  whilst  reading  how  the  dircrfor  of  an 
insane  a-vliini  [inlied  a  lady  hy  the  liair  from  \n-r  h«'d  and 
Ix'at  lier  with  a  eano  and  a  ri<iiiiu-whii).  I  lonucd  to  he 
treatfd  in  a  similar  inanniT  at  sneh  an  in<titnte,  and  have 
therefore  nncon>('ionsly  a-sociated  my  i<leas  with  the  male 
f^'X.  1  liked,  liowever,  he-t  to  think  of  brutal,  uuedueüled 
female  warders  beating  me  mercilessly. 

^Xying  (in  fancy)  before  him,  he  puts  ono  foot  on  my 
neck  whilst  I  kiss  the  other.  I  revel  in  the  idea  of  being 
whipped  by  him;  but  this  changes  often,  and  I  fancy 
quite  different  scenes  in  which  he  beats  me.  At  times  I 
take  the  blows  as  so  many  tokens  of  love — he  is  at  first 
extremely  kind  and  tender,  and  then,  in  the  excess  of  his 
love,  he  beats  me.  I  fancy  that  to  beat  me  for  love's  sake 
gives  him  the  highest  pleasure.  Often  I  have  dreamed 
that  1  was  his  slave — ])nt,  mind  you,  not  his  female  slave  I 
For  instance,  I  have  imagined  that  he  was  Robinson*  and 
I  the  savage  that  sen'cd  him.  1  often  look  at  the  pictures 
in  whieh  K<4iinson  puts  his  fo..f  (»n  the  nwk  of  the  savage. 
1  now  hud  an  explanation  of  these  strange  faucics :  1  look 
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Upon  woman  in  general  as  low,  far  below  man;  but  I  am 
otherwise  extremely  proud  and  quite  indomitable,  whence 
it  arises  that  I  think  m  a  man  (who  is  by  nature  proud 
and  -ujM'rior).  This  renders  my  liiuniliation  before  the 
man  1  love  the  more  intensic.  1  liave  al»o  fancied  mvself 
to  be  ^is  female  slave;  l)nt  tliis  does  not  suffice,  for  after 
all  every  woman  can  be  tbe  slave  of  her  husband. 

Case  85.  M\m  v.  X.,  n*;e<l  thirty  live ;  of  <;reatly  pre- 
disposed family.  For  some  years  slu»  liad  been  in  tlie  ini- 
tial stages  of  jiiiraiiiiin  pcrst  <  iilorid.  This  sj>ranir  from 
eerebro-sjiinal  nenraslhenia,  the  origin  of  which  was  found 
to  be  sexual  hyperexeitation.  With  twenty-four  she  was 
given  to  inasturbuticm.  As  a  result  of  disajipointment  in 
an  engagiMuent,  she  In'gan  to  practise  masturbation  and 
.  psychical  onanism.  Inclination  toward  persons  of  her  own 
sex  never  occurred.  The  patient  says:  ''At  the  age  of 
six  or  eight  I  conceived  a  desire  to  be  whipped.  Since  I 
had  never  been  whipped,  and  had  never  been  present  when 
others  were  thus  punished,  I  cannot  understand  how  I  came 
to  have  this  strange  desire.  I  can  only  think  that  it  is 
congenital.  With  these  ideas  of  being  whipped  I  had  a 
feeling  of  actual  delight,  and  pictured  in  my  fancy  how 
fine  it  would  be  to  bo  whipped  by  one  of  my  female  friends. 
I  never  had  any  thon^^ht  of  being  whipped  by  a  man.  T 
revelled  in  the  idea,  and  never  attempted  any  actual  reali- 
sation of  Tuy  faneies,  which  disappeared  after  my  tenth 
year.  Only  when  I  read  " Rnmsrnu's  Confessions,"  at  the 
a<»'e  of  thirty-four,  «lid  1  nndersfaml  wliut  my  lon^rin«;  for 
whippin(j:s  meant,  and  that  my  abnormal  ideas  were  like 
those  of  Houssctiit. 

On  account  of  its  original  character  and  the  reference 
to  JiousscaUy  this  case  may  witli  certainty  be  called  a  case 
of  masochism.  The  fact  that  it  is  a  female  friend  who  is 
conceiv«'d  in  imagination  as  whipj>inf!;  her,  is  explained  by 
the  circumstance  that  the  masochistic  desire  was  here 
j>rc8ent  in  the  mind  of  a  child  before  the  psychical  rita 
sexwdis  bad  developed  and  the  instinct  for  the  male  bad 
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been  awakened.  Antipathic  seznal  instinct  is  here  ez- 
pressly  excluded. 

Case  86.  A  phvsician  in  the  General  TToftpital  of 
Vienna  liad  his  attention  drawn  to  a  prl  who  used  to  call 
on  the  medical  assistants  ><{  tlic  in-f ituti.m.  When  meet- 
ing one  of  tlipm  sho  would  oxjiress  ern  at  dolipht  at  mffting 
a  medieal  iiiaii  and  ask  him  to  at  once  undertake  a  syneco 
jogif-al  cxaiainat ion  on  licr.  She  said  she  woidd  make  re- 
sistance, iiut  he  must  take  no  notice  of  that,  on  tlie  contrary 
UJ'k  l»er  to  Ix'  calm  and  proceed  with  tin*  examination.  If 
X.  consented,  tlie  scene  would  he  enacted  as  she  de^ire«!. 
She  would  resist,  and  thus  work  h<  r>elt"  up  into  a  liigh  .slate 
of  sexual  excitement.  If  the  medical  man  refused  to  pro- 
ceed any  further  she  would  beg  him  not  to  desist  It  was 
quite  evident  that  the  examination  was  only  requested  for. 
the  ])urpo8e  of  inducing  the  highest  possible  degree  of 
orgasm.  When  the  medical  man  refused  coitus  she  felt 
deeply  offended,  but  begged  him  to  let  her  come  again. 
Money  she  never  accepted. 

It  is  apparent  that  orgasm  was  not  induced  by  the  mere 
palpation  of  the  genitals,  but  the  exciting  cause  tmdoubt- 
pdly  lay  in  the  act  of  fon  e,  which  was  always  demanded, 
and  which  became  the  equivalent  of  coitus.  It  is  evidently 
a  manifestation  belonging  in  the  province  of  masochism  in 
woman. 

An  Attempt  to  Explain  Masochism. 

The  fa<-ts  of  uias<)clii>.in  are  ci  iiainl\-  aumne:  the  most 
interestint;  in  the  domain  of  ji>yclio]>ai liolo^y.  An  attemj>t 
at  exjdanation  nuist  first  seek  to  (li-liiii;uish  in  them  tlie 
essential  fi'om  the  unessential.  TIk'  di>t i ujiTuishing  charac- 
teristic in  masochism  is  certainly  the  unlimited  sul)j<'ction 
to  the  will  <d'  a  ]>erson  of  tlie  opposite  se.x  (in  sadism,  on 
the  contrary,  the  unlimited  mastery  of  this  person),  with 
the  äwakening  and  accompaniment  of  lustful  sexual  feel- 
ings to  the  degree  of  orgasm.    From  the  foregoing  it  is 
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clear  that  the  particular  maimer  in  which  this  relation  of 
subjection  or  domination  is  expressed  (v.  supra) f  whether 
merely  in  symbolic  acts,  or  whether  there  is  also  a  desire 
to  suffer  pain  at  the  hands  of  a  person  of  the  opposite  sex, 
is  a  subordinate  matter. 

Wliilc  sadism  may  be  looked  upon  as  a  pathological 
intensification  i  f  the  masculine  sexual  character  in  its 
psychioal  ixouliarities,  mascK'liiAiii  rather  represents  a 
pathological  degeneration  of  the  distinctiye  psychical 
peonliaritios  of  woman.  But  masmlino  masochism  is  un- 
(lonlttedly  frequont ;  and  it  is  this  fliat  conios  most  fro- 
([ueiitly  iiiuHT  ob.servatiiin  and  ahiiost  exclusively  makes 
u|)  tile  series  of  observed  caues.  Tlie  reason  for  this  has 
been  ])revi<>usly  state<l. 

Two  sources  of  masochism  ran  Ix'  distinguished  in  the 
sphere  of  normal  phenomena.  The  first  is,  that  in  the 
state  of  lustful  excitement  «'verv  impression  made  hv  the 
person  iriving  rise  to  the  sexual  stimulus,  indej>endently  of 
the  nature  of  its  action,  is  pleasing  to  the  individual  ex- 
cited. 

It  is  entirely  physiological  that  playful  taps  and  Hg^t 
blows  should  be  taken  for  caresses,' 

Like  the  ]uver'H  ]iiiu-h,  which  hurts  and  is  deMired. 

— Anthony  and  CZeopafro,  v.,  2. 

From  here  the  st<'j)  is  not  long  to  a  state  where  the  wish 
to  experience  a  very  intense  impression  at  the  hands  of 
the  consort  leads  to  a  <lesire  for  hlous,  etc.,  in  cases  of 
pathological  intensification  of  lust ;  for  pain  is  ever  a 
ready  means  for  producing  intense  bodily  impressions. 
«Tust  as  in  sadism  the  sexual  emotion  leads  to  a  state  of 
exaltation  in  which  the  excessive  motor  excitement  im- 
plicates neighbouring  nervous  tracts,  so  in  masochism  an 
ecstatic  state  arises,  in  which  the  rising  flood  of  a  single

The  scH'ond  un<l,  indood,  the  most  important  source  of 
masooliism  is  to  be  soiii^lit  in  a  wide-spread  plienomonon, 
wliicli,  tlionijli  it  is  cxi raorilinarv  and  alnionual,  yet,  by 
no  nn  aiis  lies  within  the  domain  of  sexual  ])erv(»rsion. 

1  licre  refer  to  tlie  verv  j)revalent  fact  tliat  in  in- 
nii!iieral)le  iiistaii<-<s,  which  occur  in  all  varieties,  one  in- 
dividual Itecoiiics  dejHlidcUt  on  another  ot'  the  o])|»ositO 
sex,  in  a  verv  ext raordinarv  and  reniarkaiile  manner, — 
even  to  the  ](»ss  of  all  in<lependent  will-power;  a  depend- 
ence which  forces  the  party  in  subjection  to  acts  and 
suffering  which  greatly  ]>rejudice  personal  interest,  and 
often  cnou^  lead  to  ofFenoes  against  both  morality  and 
law. 

This  dependence,  however,  diflfers  from  the  manifesta- 
tions of  normal  life  only  in  the  intensity  of  the  sexual 
feeling  that  here  comes  in  play,  and  in  the  slight  degree 
of  will-power  necessary  for  the  maintenance  of  its  equili- 
brium. The  difference  is  one  of  intensity,  not  of  quality, 
as  in  tmisr>ehistie  manifestations. 

This  dependence  of  (»ne  ]>orson  upon  another  of  the 
opposite  sex — abnormal  hut  not  perverse,  a  phenomenon 
possessing  groat  interest  when  regarded  from  a  forensic 
stamlpoint — I  designate  ^'nerval  bondage" ;^  for  the  rela- 
tions and  eirenmstanees  attendinir  it  have  in  all  respects 
the  character  of  l^mdage.    The  will  of  the  ruliniz;"  indi- 

wy.  (lif  nndior's  arficlf.  I'Imt  <;(>sclilp<"litliclic  H<'iri^'l<f it  iiml 
Masocliisinus,"  iu  the  "  r«^cliiatriBfhe  Jahrbücher,"  IW.  x.,  p,  109  et 
aeq.t  where  this  subject  is  treated  in  detail,  and  particularly  from 
the  forensic  standpoint. 

'The  I'xpreasions  "•  shwc "  and  "  slnvory,"  tliouph  often  used 
nietaplioricully  under  hiu-Ii  i-ireuni8lances,  are  iivoideU  here  lieeause 
they  are  the  favourite  expr«  H»4inns  of  masochism,  from  which  this 
"bondage"  must  tie  strictly  difriTeTitintcd. 

The  expression  "  bondage  "  i»  nul  tu  be  construetl  to  mean  J.  8. 
MiWt  "Bondage  of  Woman."  What  Mill  designates  with  this 
expression  are  law»  and  eustomn,  Hrxial  and  hit^torical  fürt».  Here, 
however,  we  always  speak  of  facts  having  peculii»r  individual  motive-* 
that  even  eoniliet  with  prevalent  customs  and  laws.  Ueside«  iL  haü 
reference  to  either  aez. 
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vidua!  dominates  tliat  of  the  person  in  subjection,  just  as 
the  master's  does  that  of  bondsmen. 

This  "sexual  bondage/'  as  has  been  said,  is  certainly 
an  abnormal  phenomenon.  It  begins  with  the  first  devia« 
tion  from  the  normal.  The  degree  of  dependence  of  one 
person  upon  another,  or  of  two  upon  each  other,  resulting 
from  individual  peculiarity  in  the  intensity  of  motives  that 
in  themselves  are  normal,  constitutes  the  normal  standard 
established  by  law  and  custom.  Sexual  bondage  is  not  a 
lien'erse  manifestation,  however;  the  instinctive  activities 
at  work  here  are  the  same  as  those  tliat  set  in  motion — 
even  tlioni^h  it  be  with  h'ss  viok^noe — the  psychical  vita 
sexualia  wliidi  moves  entirely  within  normal  limits. 

Fear  of  losinpj  the  companion  and  the  desire  to  kee]> 
him  always  content,  amiable,  and  inelinod  to  sexual  inter- 
coin'se,  are  here  tiie  motives  of  the  individual  in  sulij<'<*lion. 
An  extraordinary  dfo^rec  of  love — whieh,  part icnliirly  in 
woman,  diK's  n(»t  always  indicate  an  nnnsnal  decree  of 
scnsiiality — and  a  weak  character  are  the  simple  elements 
of  tliis  extraordinary  process.* 

rill'  motive  of  the  dominant  iinlividual  is  egotism 
which  finds  unlimited  room  for  action. 

The  manifestations  of  sexual  bondage  are  various  in 
form,  and  the  cases  are  very  numerous.*  At  every  step  in 
life  we  find  men  that  have  fallen  into  sexual  bondage. 
Among  married  men,  hen-pecked  husbands  belong  to  this

-ScMiiil  I>on<lape,  of  course,  phiys  a  r6le  in  all  literature. 
Indeed,  for  tiie  poet,  the  extraordinär}'  manifentationH  of  the  sexual 
life  that  are  not  por\'crHe  form  a  rich  and  open  field.  The  mo«t 
celebrated  description  of  masculine  "iMUnlaf^e  "  is  that  by  AbM 
I'rrvnst,  "  Manon  I^escault."  An  fxci  llmt  «IcHcription  of  feminine 
"  bondage  "  is  that  of  "  I^ne  Leoni,"  by  (Srorge  Hand.  But  first  of 
all  comes  Ktei»l*a  Kithchen  von  Heilbronn,**  who  himself  called  It 
tlie  counterjKirt  of  (i>iadistic)  "  Penthesilea."  HtUm*$  ''GriBddls" 
and  nuiny  other  similar  poems  also  belong  here. 
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cutciT'Tv.  particularly  chk-rly  men  uh<>  iiiarrv  young  wives 
and  try  to  on  tn-uint'  llu»  disparity  of  years  ami  physical 
dofcrts  l)y  iiii('<niditioiial  sulnuissioii  to  tltc  wife's  every 
whim;  and  nnniarried  men  of  ripe  niaturity,  who  seek  to 
better  their  last  ehanee  of  love  by  unlimited  sacrifice,  are 
also  to  be  enumerated  here.  Here  belong,  also,  men  of 
any  age,  who,  seized  by  Hot  pasBion  for  a  woman,  meet 
coldness  and  calculation^  and  have  to  capitulate  on  hard 
conditions;  men  of  loving  natures  who  allow  themselves 
to  be  persuaded  to  marriage  l>y  notorious  prostitutes;  men 
who,  to  run  after  adventuresses,  leave  everything  and 
jeopardise  their  future;  husbands  and  fathers  who  leave 
wife  and  child,  to  lay  the  income  of  a  family  at  the  feet 
of  a  harlot. 

But,  numerous  as  the  examples  of  masculine  'ijond- 
age"  are,  every  observer  of  life  who  is  at  all  unprejudiced 
must  allow  that  they  are  far  from  equalling  in  number 
and  importance  the  cases  of  feminine  "bondage".  This 
is  easily  ex])lained.  For  a  num,  love  is  almost  always 
only  an  ej)iso4le,  and  he  has  nuiny  other  and  important 
interests;  for  a  woman,  on  the  otlcr  hand,  hjve  is  the 
j»rinei]>al  thiiiLi:  i'»  lit'N  an<^l»  until  llie  birth  of  children, 
always  her  first  interest.  After  this  it  is  still  oftener  her 
first  thought,  but  always  takes  at  least  the  second  place, 
lint,  what  is  still  more  imjiortant,  man  ruled  by  this 
imj)ulse  easily  satislies  it  in  embraces  for  whicii  lie  finds 
unlimited  opportunities.  Wouuiu  in  the  ui>per  classes  of 
society,  if  she  have  a  husband,  is  bound  to  him  alone; 
and  even  in  the  lower  classes  there  are  still  great  obstacles 
to  polyandry.  Therefore,  a  woman's  husband  means  for 
'her  the  whole  sex,  and  his  importance  to  her  becomes  very 
great.  It  must  also  be  considered  that  the  normal  relation 
established  by  law  and  custom  between  husband  and  wife 
is  far  from  being  one  of  equality.  In  itself  it  expresses 
a  suiRcient  predominance  of  woman's  dependence.  The 
concessions  she  makes  to  her  lover,  to  retain  the  love 
which  it  wouhl  1h'  almost  impossible  for  her  to  replace, 
only  plunge  her  deeper  in  bondage;  and  this  increases  the 
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insatiable  demands  of  husbands  resolved  to  use  their 
advantage  and  traffic  in  woman's  readiness  to  sacrifice 
herself. 

Here  may  be  placed  the  fortune-hunter,  who  for  money 
allows  himself  to  be  enveloped  in  the  easily  created  illu- 
sions  of  a  maiden;  the  scduber,  and  the  man  who  com- 
promises wivesy  calculating  on  blackmail ;  the  gilded  army 
officer  and  the  musician  with  the  lion's  mane,  who  know 
so  well  how  to  staniincr  *'Tlioo  or  death!"  as  a  means  to 
pay  (lobts  and  provide  a  life  of  case.  llerc^  too,  Ix  long 
the  kitchen-soldier,  \vbi)so  love  the  cook  returns  witli  love 
pita  means  to  satisfy  a  diiTcn  nt  appetite;  the  drinker,  who 
consumes  the  savin^rs  of  the  mistress  ho  marries;  and  the 
man  who  witli  blows  eompcls  tiie  prostitute. on  wlioni  ho 
lives  to  earn  a  ccrraiii  sum  for  liiiii  daily.  'Diese  are  ordv 
a  few  (tt'  the  iimiuueraltle  forms  of  hondai^e  into  which 
W(»maii  is  forced  hv  her  greater  need  of  love  and  the  diÖi- 
culties  of  her  position. 

It  was  iiecessarv  in  n'lvr  the  subject  of  "sexual  l)ond- 
aire"  here  brief  (-(»n^iderat iou,  for  in  it  mav  be  clearly 
discerned  the  soil  from  which  the  main  root  of  nuis<H'hism 
sj)rin£rs.  The  relationshij)  <»f  these  two  jihenomena  of 
psy<'liieal  M  xual  life  is  immediately  apparent.  Ijoudage 
and  masochism  lK>tli  consist  of  the  unconditional  subjec- 
tion of  the  individual  aff^ed  with  this  abnormality  to  a 
person  of  the  opposite  sex,  and  of  domination  of  the  former 
by  the  latter.^  The  two  phenomena,  however,  must  be 
strictly  differentiated ;  they  are  not  different  in  degree,  but 
in  quality. 

Sexual  bondage  is  not  a  perversion  and  not  pathologi- 
cal ;  the  elements  from  which  it  arises — ^love  and  weakness 
of  will — ^are  not  perverse;  it  is  only  their  simultaneous 
activity  that  produces  the  abnormal  result  which  is  so 

•Cases  may  occur  in  wliirh  the  sexual  bondage  in  cxpr<'<*sctl  in 
tbe  same  acts  that  are  coiumun  in  masochiniu.  W'lien  ruugh  men 
beat  their  wives,  and  the  Utter  suffer  for  love,  without,  however, 
having  a  desire  for  Mnwg,  w«  have  a  pseudo  form  of  iKMidage  that 
may  ■iroalate  ma«ochiam. 
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opposed  to  self -interest,  and  often  to  eustom  and  law. 
The  motive,  in  obedience  to  which  the  subordinati d  indi- 
vidual  acts  and  endures  tyranny,  is  the  norniul  instinct 
toward  woman  (or  man),  the  satisfaction  of  which  is  the 
price  of  bonda«:^'.  The  ac  ts  of  the  person  in  subjection, 
l>v  means  of  wliich  tho  Ixjndagc  is  expressed,  are  per- 
formed at  tlie  command  of  the  ruling  individual,  to  sat- 
isfy seltislmess,  et**.  For  the  subordinated  individual 
tiiey  have  no  indi  ix  inlcnt  purpose;  tjiev  are  only  the 
means  to  an  end — to  obtain  or  retain  jiossession  of  tiie 
ruling  individual.  Finally,  Inaidage  is  a  result  of  love 
for  a  particular  person;  it  first  appears  when  this  love  is 
awakened. 

In  masochism,  which  is  decidedly  abnormal  and  a 
perversion,  this  is  all  very  different.  The  motive  under- 
lying the  acts  and  suffering  of  the  person  in  subjection  is 
here  the  charm  afforded  by  the  tyranny  in  itself.  There 
may,  at  the  same  time,  be  a  desire  for  coitus  with  the 
dominant  person,  but  the  impulse  is  directed  to  the  acts 
which  serve  to  express  the  tyranny,  as  the  immediate 
objects  of  gratification.  These  acts  in  which  masochism 
is  expressed  are,  for  the  individual  in  subjection,  not 
means  t(»  an  end,  as  in  bondage,  but  the  end  in  them- 
selves. Finally,  in  nuisochism  the  longing  for  subj(>ction 
occurs  a  priori  before  the  occurrence  of  an  inclination  to 
any  particular  object  of  love. 

The  connection  lietween  bondage  and  masochism  may 
be  assumed  liy  reason  of  the  eorn's|)ondenee  of  the  two 
phenomena  in  the  objective  <-oii(lifion  of  dependence, 
notwithstanding  the  ditfereiu-e  in  tlieir  motives;  and  the 
transfornuitioii  of  the  abnormality  into  the  [»erviT-ion 
probably  takes  place  in  the  following  manner:  Any  one 
living  for  a  lon^  lime  in  si'xual  Inrndage  becomes  disposed 
to  ac(juii-e  a  slight  degree  of  mascK-liisui.  Love  that 
willingly  bears  the  tyranny  of  the  loved  one  then  l)ecomcs 
an  immediate  love  of  tyranny.  When  the  idea  of  being 
tyrannised  is  for  a  long  time  closely  assodaied  with  the 
lustful  thoufjht  uf  Ihe  beloved  person,  the  lustful  emotion 
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is  finally  transferred  io  ike  tyranny  itself,  and  (he  trana- 
fomuUion  io  perversion  is  completed.  This  is  the  maimer 
in  which  masochism  may  be  acquired  by  cultivation.^ 

Thus  a  mild  degree  of  masochism  may  arise  from 
''bondage" — become  acquired;  but  genuine,  complete, 
deep-rooted  masochism,  with  its  feverish  longing  for  sub- 
jection from  the  time  of  earliest  youth,  is  congenital. 

The  explanation  of  tlie  origin  of  tlic  perversion — in- 
frequent though  it  be — of  fully  developed  masochism  is

car,"  "to  lie  at  the  feet,"  "henpecked/'  etc., — all  thingH  which, 
literally  carrinl  nut,  f<inii  tlic  <i!)joctH  of  the  niaHiK-hiht's  desire. 
Such  similes  are  fretjucnliy  uiw-d  io  daily  life  and  have  become  trite. 
They  are  derived  from  the  language  of  poetry.  Poetry  has  always 
n*<-ognized,  within  the  general  idea  of  the  passion  of  love,  the  element 
of  dejH'ndence  in  the  lover,  who  practises  self -sacrifice  spontaneously 
or  uf  necessity.  The  facts  of  "  Ijondagc  "  have  also  always  presented 
themselves  to  the  poetical  imagination.  \\'1ien  the  ]ioet  cho«>ses  such 
i'\ liri'-i-^inns  nn  those  nicnt  iotici!^  t<»  picture  tlic  <lcpcu(h'iic«'  uf  the 
lover  in  striking  similes  he  yrocccdn  cuactly  on  the  same  lines  aa 
doca  the  nuuoehiit,  viz.,  to  intensify  the  idea  of  his  dependence  (his 
ultimate  aim)*  he  creates  such  situations  in  reality.  In  ancient 
|MM'try,  the  expression  "  doniina  "  is  used  to  sijrnify  the  loved  one, 
with  a  preference  fur  tlie  simile  of  "  casting  in  chains"  (c.y.,  Horace, 
Od.  iv.,  11).  From  antiquity  through  all  the  centuries  to  our  own 
times  {cf.  firiUtxny  r.  "Ottokar,"  ad  v.:  "To  rule  is  sweet,  ahn(»t 
as  sweet  as  to  obey  " )  the  poetry  of  love  is  filled  with  similar 
phrases  and  similes.  The  history  of  the  word  ''mistress"  is  also 
interesting.  But  poetry  reacts  on  life.  It  is  prolxible  that  the 
courtly  I'liiv.ilry  «>f  tlie  middle  ages  arose  in  this  way.  In  its  rever- 
ence for  woMun  as  "  mistresses  "  in  society  and  in  individual  love- 
relations;  its  transference  of  the  relations  of  feudalism  and  vassalage 
to  tlie  relation  iK-tween  the  knight  and  his  lady:  its  submission  to  all 
feminine  whims-,  its  love-tests  and  vows;  its  duly  of  obedience  to 
every  command  of  the  lady — in  all  this,  chivalry  appears  as  a  sys- 
tematie,  poetical  development  of  the  "bondage"  of  love.  Certain 
extreme  ninnifestations.  like  flie  deeds*  and  «ufTeririLT"^  of  Vlrirh  rnn 
Lichtenstein  or  Pierre  Tidal  in  the  service  of  their  ladies;  or  the 
practice  of  the  fraternity  of  the  "  Galnifv  in  France,  whose  members 
sought  martyrdom  in  love  and  «nbje^  t^'d  themselves  to  all  kinds  of 
sufTering — tlies4'  i  learly  have  a  masiw  bi-tie  i  h.iracf er.  and  demon- 
strate the  natural  transformation  of  one  phenomenon  into  the  other. 
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most  prol>ably  to  bo  found  in  the  assumption  that  it  arises 
from  the  more  (lucnt  abnormality  of  "sexual  bondage/' 
through  which,  now  and  then,  this  abnormality  is  heredi* 
tartly  transferred  to  a  psyvlioiHUhic  individual  in  such  a 
manner  that  it  becomes  transformed  into  a  perversion.  It 
has  been  previously  shown  how  a  slight  displacement  of 
the  psychical  elements  under  consideration  may  effect  this 
transition.  Whatever  effects  associating  habits  may  have 
on  possible  cases  of  acquired  masochism,  the  same  effects 
arc  produced  by  the  varying  tricks  of  heredity  iii>f>n  orig- 
inal masochism.  No  new  element  is  thereby  added  to 
**b<)n<lage,"  but  on  the  contrary  the  very  elemont  i>j  (Mftcii 
wli it'll  coinentü»  love  and  dependence,  and  therein  distin- 
ijnislies  "Ixmdag»'"  fntiii  inasoeliism  and  ahiiortnalit y  fioiti 
p<'rversion.  It  is  quite  natural  that  only  the  instinctive 
element  is  transmitted. 

Tills  transition  from  aluiuniiality  int(^  ])erversion, 
thronjih  lieredilnrv  transfennc«',  lakes  ])lace  very  easily 
where  the  psycliditjilhie  etmstitiition  of  the  descendant 
presents  the  other  factor  of  mascH^hism, — i.e.,  what  has 
been  previously  called  its  main  root, — the  tendency  of 
sexually  hypersrathetic  natures  to  assimilate  all  impres- 
sions coming  from  the  beloved  person  with  the  sexual  im- 
pression. 

From  these  two  elements, — from  ^'sexual  bondage"  on 
the  one  hand  and  from  the  above-mentioned  disposition 
to  sexual  ecstasy,  which  apperceives  even  maltreatment 
with  lustful  emotion,  on  the  other,*— the  roots  of  which 
may  be  traced  back  to  the  field  of  physiological  facts, 
niasof'hism  arises  from  the  basis  of  psychopathic  predis- 
position, in  so  far  as  its  sexual  hypersDsthesia  intensifies 
first  all  the  physiological  aecessories  of  the  rifa  spxnalis 
and,  finally,  only  its  abnormal  accompaniments,  to  the 
pathological  degree  of  perversion.^ 

*  If  it  be  considered  that,  aa  shown  aljove,  "  sexual  bondage " 
is  a  p1i«fimn»nan  nhmervpA  mwh  morp  fminratly  nml  in  a  more 

priwionnrrd  flrs,'rro  in  (Im-  fi  iti  ih-  -rx  tli:iii  in  tlir  ninlc,  the  thought 
arises  that  masochism  (if  not  always,  at  least  as  a  rule)  is  SJD, 
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At  any  rate,  niasorliism,  as  a  (•♦»inicTiital  soxiial  por- 
vcrsioii,  constitutes  a  funetional  si^i  of  de«;*  in  ratioii  in 
(almost  exelnsivi'ly )  luTeilitarv  taint;  and  this  clinical 
(IcJ.nction  is  contirnicd  in  niv  cases  of  niasociiisni  and 
sadism.  It  is  easy  to  demonstrate  that  the  ju'cnliar, 
psychically  aiinmalons  direction  of  the  vita  scnidlis  rep- 
resented in  masocliism  is  an  ori/;inal  almormality,  and 
not,  so  to  speak,  cultivated  in  a  predisposed  individual 
by  passive  flagellation,  through  association  of  ideas,  as 
RouMeau  and  Binei  oonteiid.  Thig  is  shown  by  the 
numerous  cases  of  nuisochism — ^in  fact,  the  majority — in 
which  flagellation  never  appears,  in  which  the  perverse 
impulse  is  directed  exclusively  to  purely  s^'mbolic  acts 
expressing  subjection  without  any  actual  infliction  of  pain. 
This  is  demonstrated  by  the  whole  series  of  observations, 
from  case  50,  given  here. 

The  same  result — namely,  that  passive  flagellation  is 
not  the  nneleus  around  which  all  the  rest  is  gathered — is 
reached  when  closer  study  is  given  to  the  cases  in  which 
passive  flagellation  plays  a  ro/e,  as  in  cases  50  and  52. 
Case  58  is  particularly  instructive  in  relation  to  this;  for 
in  this  instance  there  can  be  no  thought  of  a  sexually 
stimulating  effect  hy  punishment  received  in  youth,  ^fore- 
over,  in  this  case,  connection  with  an  early  exprricnce  is 
not  possihlc;  for  the  situation  constif utiuir  the  ohjcct  of 
princij)al  sexual  interest  is  absolutely  incapable  of  being 
carried  out  by  a  chihl. 

Finally,  the  origin  f»f  masochism  from  purely  ])sychical 
elements,  on  confronting  it  with  sadism  ( r.  infra),  is  con- 
vincingly demonstrated.     That  passive  flagellation  occurs 

inheritance  of  the  "  bond:4;e  "  of  feminine  ancestry.  Thu«  it  comes 
into  a  relation — though  distant — with  antipathic  lezual  instinct,  as 
a  tMnsferenoe  to  tlie  male  of  a  perversion  really  bdonging  to  the 
fcmalp. 

It  must,  however,  1m;  emphasised  that  "bondage"  also  plays  no 
unimportaat  role  in  ttie  masi'uline  vita  «emolis,  and  that  masochism 
in  man  may  also  Ik-  cxjiIaiiK  «1  willinnt  nny  -^ncli  trnn«f«»ri'ncp  of 
feminine  elements.  It  must  abu  1m:  remetubcri-d  here  that  masochism, 
as  well  as  its  counterpart,  sadism,  occurs  in  irregular  combination 
with  aatipatbie  sonal  instinct.

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SO  frfMiiicntly  in  iiiasocliiMn  is  <>x]ilaiiH'<l  simply  hy  tho 
fat't  tluiL  it  is  the  most  cxlromu  mLuiis  of  expressing  tho 
relation  of  suhjection. 

I  repeat  that  tlic  decisive  points  in  the  difffiientiatioD 
of  siinple  passive  flagcUation  from  flagellation  dependent 
upon  masochistic  desire  are,  that  in  the  former  the  act  is 
a  means  to  render  coitus,  or  at  least  ejaculation,  possible; 
and  that  in  the  latter  it  is  a  means  of  gratification  of 
masochistic  desires. 

As  we  have  already  seen,  masochists  subject  themselves 
to  all  other  kinds  of  maltreatment  and  suffering  in  which 
there  can  be  no  question  of  reflex  excitation  of  lust  Since 
such  cases  are  numerous,  we  must  in  these  acts  (as  well 
as  in  flagellation  in  masochists,  having  like  signitieanee) 
seek  to  ascertain  the  relation  in  whieli  i»ain  and  lust  stand 
to  each  other.  From  the  statement  of  a  masochist  it  is 
as  follows : — 

The  relation  is  not  <>f  such  a  nature  that  wluit  causes 
])liysical  paiu  is  here  simply  pcn'eived  as  j)hy.>ieal  j)leas- 
ure;  for  the  pi-r.-on  in  a  stale  of  mascn-hislie  ecstasy  feels 
no  pain,  either  lu'causc,  liy  rcasou  of  Iiis  emotional  state 
(like  that  <»f  the  soldier  in  hattle),  the  i)hysical  effect  on 
his  cutaneous  nerves  is  not  apj)erceive<l,  or  luK-ause  (as  with 
religious  martyrs  and  enthusiasts),  in  the  preoccupation 
of  consciousness  with  lustful  emotion,  the  idea  of  mal- 
treatment remains  merely  a  symbol,  without  its  quality  of 
pain. 

To  a  certain  extent  there  is  overcompensation  of 
physical  pain  in.  the  psychical  pleasure,  and  only  the  excess 
remains  in  consciousness  as  psychical  lust  This  also 
undergoes  an  increase,  since,  either  through  reflex  spinal 
influence  or  through  a  peculiar  colouring  in  the  sensorium 
of  sensory  impressions,  a  kind  of  hallucination  of  bodily 
pleasure  takes  place,  with  a  vague  localisation  of  the  oth 
jectively  projected  sensation. 

In  the  self-torture  of  religious  enthusiasts  (fakirs, 
howlini^  liervishes,  religious  flagellants)  there  is  an  analo- 
gous state,  only  with  a  dilfereuoe  in  the  quality  of  pleas- 
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urable  feeling.  Here  the  conception  of  martyrdom  is  also 
apperceived  without  its  pain;  for  oonsciousness  is  filled 
with  the  pleasurably  coloured  idea  of  aenring  God,  atoning 
for  sins,  deserving  heaven,  etc.,  through  martyrdouL 

In  order  to  give  masochism  its  proper  place  in  the 
sphere  of  sexual  perversion,  we  must  proceed  from  the 
fact  that  it  is  a  manifestation  of  psychical  characteristics 
of  the  feminine  type  transcending  into  pathological  con- 
ditions, in  so  far  as  its  dotermining  marks  are  suffering, 
subjection  to  the  will  of  others,  and  to  forco.  Among 
peoples  of  a  lower  class  of  culture  the  subjection  of  woman 
is  extended  even  to  brutality.  This  flagrant  proof  of  de- 
pendence is  felt  bv  woman  even  with  sensual  pleasure  and 
accepted  as  a  token  of  love.  It  is  j)robal)le  tliat  the  woman 
of  high  civilisation  l(X)ks  upon  the  role  of  bein^  ovor- 
shadowod  bv  tlu'  male  mnsort  an  an  acceptable  situation 
wliicli  f(»rins  a  portiou  of  the  lustful  feeliiifj;  «li  vcldped  in 
the  sexual  act.  The  daring  and  self-euiiHdent  demeanor 
of  man  undoubtedlv  exercises  a  sexual  charm  over  wonum. 
If  eannot  l>o  doubted  that  the  mascK-hist  considers  himself 
in  a  passive,  feminine  role  towards  his  mistress  and  that 
his  sexual  gratification  is  governed  by  the  success  his  il- 
lusion experiences  in  the  complete  subjection  to  the  will 
of  the  consort.  The  pleasurable  feeling,  call  it  lust,  re- 
sulting from  this  act  differs  per  se  in  no  wise  from  the 
feeling  which  woman  derives  from  the  sexual  act 

The  masochistically  inclined  individual  seeks  and  finds 
an  equivalent  for  his  purpose  in  the  fact  that  he  endows 
in  his  imagination  the  consort  with  certain  masculine  psy- 
chical sexual  characteristics — i.e.,  in  a  perverse  manner, 
in  so  far  as  the  sadistic  female  partner  constitutes  his 
ideal. 

Prom  this  emanates  the  deduction  that  masorhistn  is, 
properly  speaking,  only  a  rudimentary  form  of  antipathic 
se.xual  instinct.  It  is  a  partial  rjjcininnfion  which  has 
only  a|)i)erceived  the  seeondary  sexual  characteristics  of 
the  psycliical  vidi  stjmilis. 

This  assumption  is  sup^iortcd  by  the  fact  that  hct<;ro- 
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sr*xiial  iiiaMK-hi.-ts  (v.n.-iidtT  thoin'i**lve'5  mfrt'ly  as  indi\*i<l- 
uals  endowtti  with  ftiiiiiiinc  f»  »  Iiiii:>.*  Obst-nation  shows 
that  they  really  possess  feminine  traits  of  character."  Tliis 
renders  it  intelligible  that  the  maflocbistic  element  is  so  fre- 
quently found  in  hemoeexnal  men.* 

In  the  woman  masfK^hist  also  these  relations  to  an- 
tipathic sexual  instinct  are  to  be  found.  Cf.,  case  84. 
MoU  qnotcs  a  typieal  case  of  homoseznality  in  a  womin 
afflicted  with  passive  flagellantism  and  koprolagnia: 

Case  87.  ^liss  X.,  age  twenty-six.  At  the  age  of 
six  cunnilingus  mutuus;  then  up  to  seventeen  deficienie 
occasione  solitary  masturbation.  Since  then  cunnilingus 
with  various  female  friends,  at  times  playing  the  passive, 
at  others  the  active  role,  always  producing  ejaculation  in 
herself.  For  years  koprolagnia.  Maxime  delectata  fuit 
lambcndo  anum  feminarum  amatarumy  lambendo  san- 
guinem  menstrualem  amicae.  The  same  effect  had  ver- 
bera  amicae  delectae  nudae  et  robustae  ad  nates.  The 
thought  of  performing  koprolagnia  in  corp<»re  viri  was 
repulsive  to  her.  Satisfaction  in  cunnilingus  viri  she  only 
ohtained  when  she  imagined  that  the  act  was  performed 
by  a  woman,  not  by  a  man.  Coitus  cnm  viro  she  dis- 
dained. Erotic  drentn<  wrrc  always  of  a  homosexual  na- 
ture and  were  confined  to  active  or  passive  cunnilinijus. 
Inter  osculationem  mutuam  maximam  offcrt  voluptatem

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morsus  consortia,  hy  preference  in  the  lobe  of  the  ear, 
causing  i)ain  and  subsequent  swelling. 

X.  always  had  leaning  to  male  occupations,  loved  to 
be  among  men  as  one  of  their  own.  From  her  tenth  to 
her  fifteenth  jear  she  worked  in  the  brewery  of  a  relative, 
if  possible  clad  in  trousers  and  a  leather  apron.  She  was 
briglity  intelligent  and  good-natured,  and  felt  quite  happy 
in  li(*r  pon'orso,  lioinnsoxual  cxistonco.  Slio  sinokod  and 
drank  Immt.  Female  lannix  (Dr.  Flataii),  small,  badly 
devol(»pj'd  breasts,  ljiri;e  liaiids  and  feet.  (Pr.  MoU,  intern. 
( Vntralhlatt  f.  Physiol,  und  Patholog.  der  Uam-  und  Sex- 
ual-oigane.  iv.  3). 

-  Masochism  and  Sadism. 

The  perfect  conntcrpart  of  iiias<K'hisni  is  sadism. 
AVhile  in  the  former  llu  re'  is  a  desire  to  sufTer  and  he 
snhjecfed  to  violeiiee,  in  the  latter  the  wish  is  to  inflict 
pain  an<i  nse  violeiu-e. 

The  parallelism  is  perfeet.  All  the  aets  and  situations 
nsetl  hy  the  sadist  in  the  aetive  rolr  Ix'eome  the  ohjeet  of 
the  desire  of  the  nias<x«hist  in  the  passive  role.  In  both 
pen'ersions  those  aets  advance  from  purely  symbolic  acts 
to  severe  maltreatment.  Even  murder,  in  which  sadism 
reaches  its  acme,  finds,  as  is  shown  in  case  62,— of 
course,  only  in  fancy, — its  passive  count  i  rpart.  Under 
favouring  conditions,  both  perversions  may  occur  with 
a  normal  rtta  aexualis;  in  both,  the  acts  in  which  they 
express  themselves  arc  preparatory  to  coitus  or  substi- 
tutes for  it.* 

•Of  rourso,  l>oth  Iinvc  to  ront<'n<l  with  oppo<»in«f  ethical  nnd 
a-athclic  inutives  in  (oru  inlimo.  Aftor  tlu'so  have  hwn  overcome, 
active  aadinn  fmmedMtely  comes  in  conflict  with  the  law.  Thik  is 
not  tho  cnse  with  TuasMwhixm,  Mliich  at-counts  for  the  j^rt-ntcr  fre- 
quency of  masochistic  acts.  But  the  instinct  of  self-preservatiun  and 
fear  of  pain  prevent  the  realisation  of  the  latter.  The  practical 
significance  of  masorliism  lies  only  in  its  relations  to  pnychiral 
impotence;  while  that  of  sadism  lies  ti^ond  this,  and  is  principally 
forensic 
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But  the  analogy  does  not  exiat  aimplj  in  external  man- 
ifestations;  it  also  extends  to  the  intrinsic  character  of 
both  ]icrversiona.  Both  are  to  be  regarded  as  original 
psychopathies  in  mentally  abnonnal  individuals,  who,  in 
particular,  are  affoctod  with  psychical  hj/permslhesia  scru- 
«/».<?,  and,  as  a  rule,  also  with  other  abnormalities;  and  for 
each  of  tliese  pen'crsiona  two  constituent  elements  may  be 
denionst rated,  whieli  havo  their  roots  in  })sychieal  facts 
lying  witliin  jihysiolo^^ical  liinits.  In  luasiH'hism,  as  sliown 
above,  these  (  Irnicnts  lie  in  the  fact  (1)  that  in  tlie  state 
of  sexna]  emotion  every  inij>ression  ]»rodnei'd  hy  llie  con- 
sort, indt'jicndcntly  of  tlie  nniniirr  of  its  ])ro<lnction,  is, 
per  s(\  attendful  with  lustful  ]>leasure,  wiiiel«,  wIk'Ii  neeoin- 
panied  l»y  liyjH'rasfhcsia  S(\niiili,Sy  may  go  so  far  as  to 
overcompcnsate  all  painful  sensation;  and  in  the  fact  (2) 
that  ''sexual  bondage,"  dependent  on  mental  factors — ^in 
themselves  not  per^^erse — ^may;  under  pathological  condi- 
tions, become  a  pen  erso,  pleasurable  desire  for  subjection 
to  the  opposite  sex,  which — even  if  its  inheritance  from 
the  female  side  need  not  he  presupposed — represents  a 
pathological  degeneration  of  the  character  (really  belong- 
ing to  woman)  of  the  instinct  of  subordination,  physiolo- 
gical in  woman. 

In  harmony  with  this,  there  are,  likewise,  two  constit- 
uent elenu'nts  explanatory  of  sadism,  the  oriijin  of  which 
may  also  he  traced  linck  within  physiological  limits.  These 
are:  the  fact  (1)  that  in  sexual  emotion,  to  a  certain  ex- 
tent as  an  a('('«ini|)anyiii;:  ])sycliieal  excitation,  an  iui])ulse 
nuiy  arise  to  inllucncc  the  oi)j(»ct  of  desire  in  everv  posslltle 
way  and  witli  tlie  fjreatest  ]>o<sil)le  intensity,  whieli,  in  in- 
dividuals sexually  hyperasiliel  ie,  may  deirenerate  into  a 
craving  to  inllict  ])ain  ;  and  tlie  fact  (  i')  tliat,  undt'r  {»ath- 
ologicul  conditions,  man's  a«'tivc  rölc  of  winning  woman 
may  become  an  unlimited  desire  for  subjugation. 

Thus  masochism  and  sadism  represent  i>erfect  counter- 
parts. It  18  also  in  harmony  with  this  that  the  individuals 
affected  with  these  perversions  regard  the  opposite  perver- 
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siou  in  the  other  sex  ns  tlioir  ideal,  as  shown  hj  case  57, 
and  also  hy  "Rousseau's  Confe88ion8*\ 

But  the  contrast  «f  masochism  and  sadism  may  also 
lw>  used  to  invalidato  tlio  assumption  that  tlic  forinor  has 
its  origin  in  the  reflex  olTcct  of  passive  thii^ellation,  and 
that  all  the  rest  is  the  j)rodii('t  of  association  of  related 
ideas,  as  liiiicf,  in  his  explanation  of  Rousseau's  case, 
thinks,  ami  as  liousscuu  liiniself  believed.  In  the  aetive 
iiialtnatiiient  forming  tlie  object  of  the  sadist's  sexual 
desire  tln>re  is,  in  fact,  no  irritation  of  his  own  sensory 
nerves  hv  tlu'  act  (»f  maltreat uient,  so  that  there  can  be  no 
doubt  of  the  purely  psychi<*al  character  of  the  origin  of  this 
perversion.  Sadism  and  masochism,  however,  are  so  re- 
lated to  each  other,  and  so  correspond  in  all  points  with 
each  other,  that  the  one  allows,  by  analogA-,  a  conclusion 
for  the  other;  and  this  is  alone  sufficient  to  estahlish  the 
purely  psychical  character  of  masochism. 

According  to  the  ahove-detailed  contrast  of  all  the  ele- 
ments and  phenomena  of  masochism  and  sadism,  and  as  a 
resume  of  all  oliscrved  cases,  lust  in  the  infliction  of  pain 
an<l  hist  in  inflicted  ])ain  appear  bnt  as  two  different  sides 
of  the  same  psychical  process,  of  which  the  primary  and 
essential  thing  is  the  consciousness  of  active  or  passive 
subjection,  in  which  the  combination  of  cruelty  and  lustful 
])|easiire  has  only  a  secondary  psycholo^rical  sifniifif^nce. 
Aets  of  cnielfy  serve  to  express  this  subjection;  first,  be- 
caii>^('  they  are  the  most  extreme  means  for  the  ex])ressi<»n 
of  this  relation;  and,  ai^ain,  Iwcausr-  tlu'V  rej)reseiit  the 
most  intense  effect  that  one  person,  either  with  or  without 
coitus,  can  exert  on  another. 

Sadism  and  masiM-hism  are  the  results  of  associations, 
jjist  the  same  as  all  c<.mj»licated  manifestations  of  ])syehi- 
cal  life  are  associations.  For  ps3'chic  life  consists,  after 
the  production  of  the  simplest  elements  of  consciousness, 
simply  of  associations  and  disaasociations  of  these  ele- 
ments. 

The  chief  point  gained  hy  this  analysis  is  that  sadism 
and  masochism  are  not  merely  the  results  of  accidental 
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associations,  occasioned  by  chance  or  an  opportune  coinci- 
dence, but  resulta  of  associatioiis  springing  from  causes 
existing  under  normal  circumstances,  easily  produced 
under  certain  conditions — sexual  h^y  i^^cnratbesia.  An 
abnormally  intensified  sexual  instinct  spreads  in  erery 
direction.  It  reaches  into  adjacent  spheres,  and  amalga- 
mates with  their  contents,  thus  producing  the  pathological 
associations  which  are  the  real  essence  of  both  these  per- 
versions.^ 

Of  f'onrso,  tins  iiootl  not  always  bo  eo,  for  there  are 
cases  of  hype^spesthesia  without  perversion.  But  these 
cases  of  pure  hyperwsihesia  aextuUU — at  least,  those  of 
strikins^  intensity^— seem  to  be  of  rarer  occurrence  than 

those  of  pcrvorsion. 

Tlic  rases  in  wliicli  sadism  and  niasocliisni  occnr  siniiil- 
taueouäly  in  one  individual  are  interesting,  but  they  pre-

('\]ilairn'»l  on  tlic  as^uniptton  of  fonfronitul  prinl  is  posit  ion.  yet  he 
«-outend»  that  c-ireunistantes  or  a  timely  coincidence  control  their 
^uimnent  (op.  cit.  p.  170). 

III«  arfrimieiits  arc  liascd  upon  fthsprvations.  Quotinj;  two  ease'* 
of  paychopathia  acxualis  (20  and  37  of  the  seventh  edition)  he  con- 
tends that  the  accidental  «ight  of  a  girl  bleeding  or  a  boy  being 
whipped  coinciding  with  a  Rtrong  «exual  emotion  may  be  sufficient 
cause  for  continued  patholofrieal  ansoeialions. 

Against  this  it  may,  liowever,  be  doeiHivcly  held  that  in  every 
hypenesthetie  individual  early  and  strong  sexual  emotions  have  often 
coincided  with  niinierouM  lietoro<,'eneous  tliin;;»,  whilst  the  jtatho- 
Idfjival  (UHsoriationa  arc  altcays  coupled  tcith  but  few  definite  (sadistic 
and  masochistic)  things.  Nuntorous  pupils  indulge  in  sexual 
emotions  or  gratiflcations  during  lessons  in  grammar  an«l  mathe* 
niaties  in  tlie  elasi-room.  as  well  as  elsewhere,  without  thereby  con- 
tracting perverse  associations. 

From  this  clearly  follows  that  the  sight  of  a  whipping  or  similar 
scenes  may  provoke  pathological  associations  already  present  but 
latent,  but  that  it  cannot  pr«Kluee  lliem.  Moreover,  the  arouscil 
sexual  instinct  is  not  assoeiati'd  with  the  numerous  indifferent  things 
that  are  ever  present,  but  only  wltb  such  as  normally  excite  disgust 

The  same  nrffument  refers  to  the  opinion  of  Itiriet.  who  also 
seeks  to  explain  these  manifestations  by  accidental  associations. 
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sent  some  difficulties  of  explanation.  Such  cases  arc,  for 
instance,  No.  47  of  the  seventh  edition,  also  Xos.  57  and 
67  of  tlie  present,  but  especially  A'o.  29  uf  the  ninth  edi- 
tion. From  the  latter  it  is  evident  that  it  is  especially 
the  idea  of  .subjection  that,  both  actively  and  passively, 
forms  the  nucleus  of  the  ])ervorse  desires.  Traces  of  the 
same  thing  are  also  to  be  observed,  with  more  or  less  clear- 
ness, ill  inariy  other  eases.  At  any  rate,  one  of  the  two 
perversions  is  always  markedly  predominant. 

Owing  to  this  marked  predominance  of  one  ))erversi<m 
and  the  later  appearance  of  the  other  in  sueh  (-uses,  it 
nmy  well  be  assumed  that  the  predominating  perversion 
is  original,  and  that  the  other  has  been  acquired  in  the 
course  of  time.  The  ideas  of  subjection  and  maltreat- 
ment, coloured  with  lustful  pleasure,  either  in  an  active 
or  passive  sense,  have  become  deeply  imbedded  in  such 
an  individuaL  Occasionally  the  imagination  is  tempted 
to  try  the  same  ideas  in  an  inverted  role.  There  may 
even  be  realisation  of  this  inversion.  Such  attempts  in 
imagination  and  in  acts,  are,  however,  usually  soon  aban- 
doned as  inadequate  for  the  original  inclination. 

^lasoehism  and  sadism  also  occur  in  combination  with 
antipathic  sexual  instinct,  and,  in  fact,  in  association  with 
all  forms  and  deinTes  of  this  ])erver.sion.  The  individual 
«if  inverted  .sexnalitv  mav  be  a  sadist  as  well  as  a  masochist 

*  « 

(rf.  cases  .'>.''>  of  the  ]»resent  and  41)  of  the  seventh  edition 
and  numerous  cases  in  the  8ubse(|uent  scries  of  casi's  of 
sexual  inversion). 

Wherever  a  sexual  perversion  has  developed  <m  the 
basis  of  a  neuropathic  individuality,  sexual  hypersnthesia, 
which  may  always  be  assumed  to  be  present,  may  induce 
the  phenomena  of  masochism  and  sadism — ^now  of  the 
one,  now  of  both  combined,  one  arising  from  the  other. 
Thus  masochism  and  sadism  appear  as  the  fundamental 
forms  of  psycho-sexual  perversion,  which  may  make  their 
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appearance  at  any  point  in  the  domain  of  sexual  aberra- 
tion.* 

Fcfichism. — ^Thc  Assodalbn  of  Lust  with  the  Mca  of 
Certain  Portions  of  iht  Female  Person,  or  witli  Cer- 

tain  Articles  of  Female  Attire. 

In  tlic  coiisitlcrsitioTis  ('oiiccrtiin;!X  tho  p.«voholo£rv  of  iho 
iictrnial  sexual  lite  in  tlif  intnxlnction  to  tliis  work  it  was 
isliown  tliat,  witliin  jiliysiulojiical  limits,  flio  jjronounced 
prcA-nMicc  for  a  certain  ])<»rlinn  ot  the  ImxIv  of  persons 
of  the  <>[»j)osiir  -rx,  |)art icularlv  for  a  ceiiain  form  of 
this  part,  may  altaiu  great  psycho-sexual  importauce.  lu- 

'  Every  att(>mpt  to  explain  the  facts  of  either  iadisin  or  maso- 

chism  owin^;  to  llic  rlosp  connection  of  tlic  two  |i1i)-noniena  dcnion- 
Btrated  here,  niusl  also  be  suited  to  explain  the  other  perversion. 
An  attempt  to  offer  an  explanation  of  sadiBm,  by  ./.  (7.  Kiernan 
(Chicajjo)  { l  iilc  "  IMcholoj^ical  A-^poc  ts  of  tho  Scxunl  Appetite," 
Alienist  and  \curnlo<;ist,  St.  Ix>ni>'.  April,  ntcetn  this  rc*]nire- 

ment,  and  for  this  reaKun  may  be  briell^-  mentioned  here.  AitrnuH, 
who  has  several  authorities  in  Anglo- American  literature  for  his 
theory,  ^itarts  from  the  assumption  of  several  naturalists  {Dallinffer, 
Dff/HdaU;  liol/th,  Cienkoic/tky)  which  conceives  the  Bo-calleti  con- 
jugation, a  Hcxual  net  in  certain  low  forms  of  animal  life,  to  be 
eannibalism,  a  devouring'  of  the  ]mrtner  in  the  act.  He  brinf^s  into 
irnnuMÜHle  ronnertioji  with  this  the  wcll  known  f;uts  that  at  the 
time  of  sexual  union  crabs  tear  limbs  from  iheir  bodies  and  spiderst 
bite  off  the  heads  of  tlie  males,  and  other  sadistic  acts  performed 
by  nittinfr  animals  witli  their  consorts.  Frdin  this  Ik-  passes  to  lust- 
murder  and  other  lustful  acts  of  cruelty  in  man,  and  assumes  that 
hunger  and  the  sexual  appetite  are,  in  their  origin,  identical;  that 
the  sexual  cannilnlism  of  lower  forms  of  animal  life  has  an  influence 
in  higher  forms  and  in  man.  and  that  sa<lisni  is  an  atavistic  nlMiund. 

This  explanation  of  sadism  would,  of  eourne,  also  explain 
masochism ;  for  if  the  origin  of  sexual  intercourse  is  to  be  soiight  in 
cannibalistic  proeess,  then  both  the  survival  of  one  sex  and  the 
destruction  of  tlie  other  would  fulfil  the  purpose  of  nature,  and 
thus  the  instinctive  desire  to  be  the  victim  would  be  explained. 
Hut  it  must  be  stat«l  in  objection  that  the  basis  of  this  reasoning 
is  iiisiilhrii  nt.  The  cxlrcmeiy  <oiiiplicjiteiI  jiroccss  of  e«>n juf^at ion  in 
lower  organisms,  into  which  science  has  really  penetrated  only 
during  the  last  few  years,  is  by  no  means  to  be  regarded  as  simply 
a  devouring  of  one  indiviilual  Ks  aimtlKT  (rf.  W'risnuinn,  "Die 
IkHieiitun«;  der  sexuellen  Fortplluiuuug  für  die  Sclectiunstbeorie," 
p.  51,  Jena,  1S8Ü). 
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docd,  tlio  os)»r'ri;il  power  of  al  tract  ion  j)oss('sso<l  liy  ccrtaiu 
foruus  uiid  jMculiarif ics  for  many  men-— in  fact,  the  ma- 
jority— may  be  regarded  as  the  real  priuciple  of  individ- 
ualism in  love. 

Tliis  prcft  renco  for  certain  particular  physical  char- 
acteristics in  p(  rsons  of  the  op])osite  sex — bv  the  side  of 
which,  likewise,  a  marked  preference  for  certain  psychical 
characteristics  may  be  demcnstrated — ^followin^  Binei 
(*<Du  F^iadiisme  dana  Famour/'  "Revue  Philosoi>hiqiie/' 
1887)  and  Lombroso  (Introduction  to  the  Italian  edition 
of  the  second  edition  of  this  work),  I  have  called  *'fetich- 
ism" ;  because  this  enthusiasm  for  certain  portions  of  the 
body  (or  even  articles  of  attire)  and  the  worship  of  them, 
in  obedience  to  sexual  impulses,  frequently  call  to  mind 
the  reverence  for  relics,  holy  objects,  etc.,  in  religious  cults. 
This  physiological  fetichism  has  already  been  described 
in  detail. 

By  the  side  of  this  pliysiological  fetichism,  however, 
there  is,  in  the  ])sycho-sexual  sphere,  an  undoubted  pniho- 
logiral,  rrofir  f^  licliism,  of  whicli  there  is  already  a  numer- 
ous series  of  cases  pre^^enlini;  ])henomena  iiaving  tri'eat 
clinical  and  j)sychiatric  interest,  and,  un«ler  certain  cir- 
cumsfaiices  alsct,  forensic  importance.  This  pathological 
fetichism  <hies  not  confine  itself  to  certain  ])arts  of  the 
body  alone,  but  it  is  even  extended  to  inanimate  objects, 
which,  liowever,  are  almost  always  articles  of  female 
wearing-apparel,  and  thus  stand  in  close  relation  with  the 
female  person. 

This  pathological  fetichism  is  connected,  through  grad- 
ual transitions,  with  physiological  fetichism,  so  that  (at  * 
least  in  body-fetichism)  it  is  almost  impossible  to  sharply 
define  the  beii^nning  of  the  perversion.  Moreover,  the 
whole  field  of  body-fetichism  does  not  really  extend  beyond 
the  limits  of  things  which  normally  stimulate  the  sexual 
instinct.  Here  the  abnormality  consists  only  in  the  fact 
that  the  wh(dc  sexual  interest  is  concentrated  on  the  im- 
pression made  by  a  part  of  the  person  of  the  opposite  sex, 
80  that  all  other  impressions  fade  and  become  more  or  less 
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indifferent  Therefore,  the  bodj-fetichist  is  not  to  he  re- 
garded as  a  monatrum  per  exceuwn^  like  the  sadist  or 
masochist,  hut  rather  as  a  monstrum  per  defectum.  What 
stimulates  him  is  not  abnormal,  but  rather  what  does  not 

,  affect  him, — tlie  limitation  of  sexual  interest  that  has  taken 
plaee  in  him.  Of  (  >inse,  this  limited  sexual  interest, 
within  its  narrower  limits,  is  usually  expressed  with  a 
oorrcspondinglj  greater  and  abnormal  intensity. 

It  would  seem  reasonable  to  assume,  as  the  disting\iiah- 
ing  mark  of  patholoijieal  fetieliism,  the  necvssity  for  the 
presence  of  tlie  fetieh  a  conililio  sine  qua  iion  f<>r  the 
j><»ssil»ilif \  (if  |K'rforiii!ineo  of  eoitiis.  But  when  the  facts 
are  more  ean'fully  studied,  it  is  seen  tliat  this  limitation 
is  reallv  (mlv  indelinite.  There  are  numerous  eases  in 
which,  even  in  the  al>senee  of  the  fetieh,  coitus  is  ])ossil)le, 
but  incomplete  and  forced  (often  with  tlie  lielp  of  fancies 
relating  to  the  fetieli  ),  and  particuhirly  unsatisfying  and 
exhausting;  and,  to),  closer  study  of  the  distinctive  sub- 
jective {)sy<  hical  conditions  in  these  cases  shows  that  there 
are  transitional  states,  passing,  on  the  one  hand,  to  mere 
physiological  preferences,  and,  on  the  other,  to  psychical 
impotence,  in  the  absence  of  the  fetich. 

It  is  therefore  better,  perhaps,  to  seek  the  patholo^cal 
criterion  of  body-fetichism  in  purely  subjective  psychical 
states.  The  concentration  of  the  sexual  interest  on  a  cer- 
tain portion  of  the  body  that  has  no  direct  relation  to  sex 
(as  have  the  mamnue  and  external  genitals) — a  peculiarity 
to  be  emphasised — often  leads  Inxlv-fetichists  to  such  a 
condition  that  they  fl  >  not  regard  coitus  as  the  real  means 
of  sexual  gratification,  hut  rather  some  form  of  manipula- 
tion of  tluit  ])ortion  of  the  hody  tluit  is  effectual  as  a  fetich. 
This  perverse  instinct  of  lM)dy-fetiehists  may  Ik-  taken  as 
the  patliological  criterion,  no  matter  whether  actual  coitus 
is  still  possil)le  or  not. 

Fetich istn  of  itinjiiniafe  ohjerfft  or  articles  of  dresf:,  how- 
ever, in  all  cases,  may  well  he  n^garded  as  a  pathological 
phenomenon,  since  its  ohject  falls  without  the  circle  of 
normal  sexual  stiuudi.    But  even  here,  in  the  phenomena, 
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tlierc  i.s  a  certain  ontward  corri'spoiuhMicc  with  procossos  of 
the  normal  psycliical  i  ilu  ,s<  .viuilis ;  tlie  iimcr  connection 
and  meaning  of  pathological  fetichi^m,  however,  are  (mi- 
tirelv  different.  In  the  ecstatic  love  of  a  man  mental! v 
normal,  a  handkerchief  or  shoe,  a  glove  or  letter,  the  flower 
"she  gave,"  or  a  hx-k  of  hair,  etc.,  may  become  the  object 
of  worship,  but  only  because  they  represent  a  mnemonic 
symbol  of  the  beloved  person — absent  or  dead — whose 
whole  personality  is  reproduced  by  them.  The  pathologi- 
cal fetichist  has  no  such  relations.  The  fetich  constitutes 
the  entire  content  of  his  idea.  When  he  becomes  aware 
of  its  presence,  sexual  excitement  occurs,  and  the  fetich 
makes  itself  felt^ 

According  to  all  observations  thus  far  made,  patho- 
logical fetichism  seems  to  arise  only  on  the  basis  of  a 
psychopathic  constitntion  that  is  for  the  most  part  heredi- 
tary, or  on  the  basis  of  existent  mental  disease. 

Thus  it  happens  that  it  not  infrequently  appears  com- 
bined with  the  other  (original)  sexual  pen'orsions  that 
arise  on  the  same  l)asis.  Xot  infro<]uently  fetichism  occurs 
in  the  most  various  forms  in  combination  with  inverted 
sexuality,  sadism,  and  masot'liisiii.  Indeed,  certain  forms 
of  iHidy-fetichisni  (  hand-  and  foot-fet  ielii>ni )  ])robably  have 
a  more  or  less  distinct  connection  with  the  latter  two  per- 
versions (/•.  i)ifra). 

But  if  fetichism  also  rests  upon  a  congenital  general 
psychopathic  disposition,  yet  this  j)erversion  is  not,  like 
those  previously  coubidered,  essentially  of  an  original  na- 
ture; it  is  not  congenitally  perfect,  as  we  may  well  assume 
sadism  and  masochism  to  be. 

While  in  the  sexual  perversions  described  in  the  pre- 
ceding chapters  we  have  met  only  cases  of  a  congenital 
type,  here  we  meet  only  acquired  cases.  Aside  from  the 
fact  that  often  in  fetichism  the  causative  circumstance  of

«looe,  U0  thrown  into  sexual  esdtement,  even  to  the  extent  of  ejaeu* 
lation. 
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its  aoquirement  is  traced,  yet  the  physiological  conditions 
are  wanting,  which  in  sadism  and  niast^chism,  by  means  of 
soxiial  hyponesthesia,  are  intensified  to  perversions,  and 
justify  the  assumption  of  congenital  orii^in.  In  feticliisin, 
every  case  requires  an  event  which  affords  the  ground  for 
the  pen'crsion. 

As  has  been  said,  it  is,  of  course,  pliysiological  in  sexual 
life  to  bo  partial  to  one  or  another  of  womairs  charms, 
and  to  be  enthusiastic  about  it;  but  concentration  of  tlie 
entire  sexual  interest  on  sncli  partial  ini])ression  is  lierc 
the  ess(>ntial  tliini;;  and  for  this  concentration  there  innst 
Vk'  a  particuhir  reason  in  everv  individual  atTected.  There- 
fore, we  may  acccj)t  Jiint  l's  conclusion  that^iM  the  Ufr  of 
cvrry  friicltisf  flicrc  ni<ii/  he  (issitimd  to  have  hrcn  sonic 
rrcnf  wlilrlt  (irfcrmincil  (he  associnf mn  of  Iii.^fful  fnling 
irifh  the  siiif/lr  iniprcssion.  This  event  must  ]»e  souclit  for 
in  the  time  of  earlv  vontii,  and,  as  a  ride,  occur«  in  connec- 
tion  with  the  first  awakening  of  the  vita  aexualis.  This 
first  awakming  is  associated  with  some  partial  sexual  im- 
pression (since  it  is  always  a  thing  standing  in  some  rela- 
tion to  woman)/  and  stamps  it  for  life  as  the  principal 
object  of  sexual  interest.  The  circumstances  under  which 
the  association  arises  are  usually  forgotten ;  the  result  of 
the  association  alone  is  retained.  The  general  predisposi- 
tion to  psychopathic  states  and  the  sexual  hyperesthesia  of 
such  individuals  are  all  that  is  original  here.'

'Though  Binet  {op.  cit.)  dcelKrn  that  creiy  mscusI  peirmion, 
without  exception,  depondo  upon  nueh  an  "  ncu-ident  acting;  on  ft 
proili-^Hosrd  Hiit>j«  i  t '*  (wliore,  umlor  pr('<li>p<>><ition.  only  liypcr- 
arsthesia  in  gt-utTul  in  undcirsiood ) ,  yet  »ucit  an  assumption  for  other 
perversions  than  fetichism  is  neither  neoesssiy  nor  satisfactory.  For 
examine,  it  is  not  clear  Jiow  the  »i^ht  of  another's  chasliHtment 
eould  excite  sexually  even  a  very  cxcital)lc  individtinl,  if  the  pliysio- 
logicul  relationship  of  lust  und  cruelty  hud  nut  been  devclo[ied  into 
oriffisuU  sadism  in  an  abnormally  excitable  individual.  As  the 
hadistic  and  niasochiHtic  associations*  arc  pcrf'>rnu<!  in  tlx-  mint!  of 
the  subject  from  homogeneous  elemeuts  in  adjacent  »phcns,  in  the 
same  measure  is  the  possibility  of  fetidiisUe  associations  prepared 
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Like  the  other  pt'n'ersions  thus  far  considered,  erotic 
(pathological)  fctichism  may  also  express  itself  in  strange, 
umiatiiral,  and  even  criminal  acts:  gratification  with  the 
female  person  loco  indehito,  theft  and  robbery  of  objects  of 
feticbism,  pollution  of  such  objects,  etc.  Here,  too,  it  only 
depends  upon  the  intensity  of  the  perverse  impulse  and 
the  relative  power  of  opposing  ethical  motives,  whether 
and  to  what  extent  such  acts  are  performed. 

These  perverse  acts  of  fctidiists,  like  those  of  other 
sexually  perverse  individuals,  may  cither  alone  constiiute 
the  entire  extemal  vi(a  scxwiJis,  or  occur  parallel  with 
tho  iiMriiial  >('xual  act.  This  dejMinds  upon  the  condition 
of  physical  and  psychical  sexual  power,  and  the  d('<iree  of 
excitahililv  *to  normal  stimuli  that  has  Ik-cu  retained. 
Where  (»x<'ital)ilit y  is  diminished,  not  infrequently  the 
sigiit  or  touch  of  the  fetich  serves  as  a  necessary  pre- 
paratory aet. 

The  great  practical  ini|>orfan<e  whieh  attaches  to  the 
facts  of  fetiehisui,  in  a<'cordanee  with  what  has  been  said, 
lies  in  two  factors.  In  the  tirst  plaee,  ]tatliol(.«;ical  fetich- 
ism  is  n(»t  infre»pienl ly  a.  cause  <*f  psi/rli iral  nuixth  ncr.^ 
Since  the  object  upon  which  the  .sexual  inten^st  of  the 
feticliist  is  concentrated  stands,  in  itself,  in  no  immediate 
relation  to  the  normal  sexual  act,  it  often  hapi>ens  that 
the  fctichist  diminishes  his  excitability  to  normal  stimuli 
by  his  perversion,  or,  at  least,  is  capable  of  coitus  only 

by  the  idio»,vncr«s<ii'!»  uf  llie  ubjcct  und  tliu»  easier  undcrHtood.  In 
nearly  every  iiwUuife  it  in  imprewions  of  parts  of  the  fenale  form 

(including  ^nrnu-iit^^)  that  are  in  qiirstion.  I'Vtii-liihitie  ashoc-iatiun 
whk-li  ori^inuted  only  by  mere  accident  can  only  be  traced  in  a  few 
special  case*. 

*  When  young  hiubanda  who  have  associated  nrach  with  prostl* 

lutos  f(^«  !  inipotfiit  in  tlic  fare  of  tho  ohnstity  nf  (hrir  vmini:  wivos — 
a  thing  of  frequent  oceurrenec — tlie  oouditiou  may  be  regarded  as  a 
kind  of  (pgycliieal)  fetirhiHTn  in  a  wider  sense.  One  of  my  patients 
was  never  potent  with  Iii»  lieautiful  and  chaste  youni;  wife,  iK'cauHc- 
ho  was  iToistotiifd  f<>  the  ion-  iticthrwls  of  |iroH(itatr»*.  When 

he  now  and  tlien  atteniplfd  coitu.H  witli  pudlis  he  was  perfectly 
potent.  Btmmond  {op.  cil.  pp.  48,  40)  reports  a  very  simiUr 
interesting  ca:^.  Of  cour>;p,  in  such  cases,  a  bad  conM;ience  and 
hypochondriacal  fear  of  impotence  play  an  important  parL 
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by  means  of  concentration  of  Iiis  fancy  upon  his  fetich. 
In  this  perversion,  and  in  the  difficulty  of  its  adequate 
gratification,  just  as  in  the  other  perversions  of  the  sexual 
instinct,  lie  conditions  favouring  psychical  and  physical 
onanism,  which  again  reacts  deleteriously  on  the  constitu- 
tion and  sexual  power.  This  is  especially  true  in  the  case 
of  youthful  individuals,  and  particularly  in  the  case  of 
those  who,  on  account  of  o|)|>o8ing  ethical  and  esthetic 
motives,  shrink  from  the  realisation  of  their  perverse  de- 
sires. 

Secondly,  fetichisin  is  of  great  forensic  importance. 
Just  as  sadism  rnav  extend  to  murder  and  tlie  infliction  of 
l)<>dily  injurv,  fetichism  may  lead  to  theft  and  even  to 
roblxTv  for  flio  possession  of  the  desired  artielcs. 

Erotic  fcticliism  iias  for  its  ohject  either  a  certain 
portion  of  the  hody  of  a  person  of  tlie  opposite  st'X,  or 
a  certain  article  or  material  <>f  wearinir  ap])arel  of  the 
opj)osite  sex.  (Only  cases  of  pathological  feticliisiu  in 
men  have  thns  far  Iwcn  observed,  and  therefore  onlv 
portions  of  the  female  person  and  attire  arc  spoken  of 
liere.)  In  accordance  with  this,  fetichists  fall  into  three 
groups. 

(a)  The  Fetich  is  a  Part  of  the  Female  Body. 

Just  as,  in  physiological  fetichism,  the  eye,  the  hand, 
the  foot  and  the  hair  of  woman  frequently  become  fetiches, 

so,  in  the  pathological  domain,  the  same  portions  of  the 
hrxly  become  the  sole  objects  of  sexual  interest.  This  ex- 
clusive concentration  of  interest  on  these  parts,  by  the 
side  of  which  eviTything  else  feminine  fades,  and  all  other 
sexual  value  of  woman  may  sink  to  till,  so  that,  instead  of 
coitus,  stranpje  manipulations  of  the  fetich  become  the 
object  of  desire, — this  it  is  that  makes  these  cases  patho- 
logicaL 

Case  88.  ( linict,  op.  cl(.)  X.,  aired  tliirty-foiir, 
teacher  in  a  g}nmasiuui.    In  cliildliood  he  sutlered  from 
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convulf^ion.s.  At  the  age  of  ten  he  ht'pui  to  inastiirbato, 
witli  lu^^tt"ul  feeliiip^s,  which  wcri'  coihh  etc*!  with  vcrv 
strange  i(k'as.  He  was  jiarticiihirlv  jiartial  to  wonicirs 
eves;  hut  since  he  wislicd  to  imagine  soiiic  form  of  coitus, 
and  wa>  absolutely  iniiueent  in  m'XuuI  niailtTs,  to  avoid 
too  great  a  sej)aralion  from  the  eyes,  he  evolved  the  iclea 
of  making  the  nostrils  the  seat  of  the  female  sexual  organs. 
Then  his  vivid  sexual  desires  revolved  around  this  idea. 
He  sketched  drawings  representing  correct  Greek  profiles 
of  female  heads,  but  the  nostrils  were  so  large  that 
immiagio  penis  would  have  been  possible. 

One  day,  in  an  omnibus,  he  saw  a  girl  in  whom  he 
thought  he  recognised  his  ideal.  He  followed  her  to  her 
home  and  immediately  proposed  to  her.  Shown  the  door, 
he  returned  again  and  again,  until  arrested.  X.  never  had 
sexual  intercourse. 

Nose  fetich  ism  is  but  seldomly  met  with.  The  follow* 
ing  rare  bit  of  poetry  comes  to  mc  from  England: — 

"Oh!  swpci  nnd  prefty  little  nose,  so  charming  unto  me; 

Oil,  wcH'  I  tint  the  swcvtc'st  loso.  \\\  {;ivi'  niy  scont  tc»  theo. 
Üh,  make  it  full  willi  huiie^'  sweet,  that  1  may  suck  it  all; 
T'woulfl  be  for  me  the  greatest  treat,  a  real  festival. 
How  Hwoet  and  how  nutntioii>  _\<>ur  .larliiig  nose  dooft  iM!em; 
It  would  be  more  delicious,  than  strawberries  and  cream." 

I land-fet ieliists  are  very  numer«»us.  The  following 
case  is  not  really  pathological.  It  is  given  here  aä  a  trausi- 
tional  one: — 

Case  80.  B.,  of  neuropathic  family,  very  sensual 
mentally  intact  At  the  sight  of  the  hand  of  a  beautiful 
young  lady  he  was  always  charmed  and  felt  sexual  ezdte' 
ment  to  the  extent  of  erection.  It  was  his  delist  to  kiss 
and  press  such  hands.  As  long  as  they  were  covered  with 
gloves  he  felt  unhappy.  By  pretexts  he  tried  to  get  hold 
of  such  hands.  He  was  indifferent  to  the  foot.  If  the 
beautiful  hands  were  ornamented  with  rings,  his  lust  \\a> 
increased.  Only  the  living  hand,  not  its  image,  caused 
him  this  lustful  excitement.    It  was  only  when  he  was

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pxliaiistod  si'xually  l)v  frciiiii'Ut  coitu-s  tliat  tlic  hand 
lost  its  sexual  clianii.  At  rirst  the  mcinorv-j»!«-! ure  of 
female  haiuls  disturbed  him  even  while  at  work  i^ßiiut,  op. 
ciL). 

Binet  states  that  such  cases  of  etithusiasm  for  the 
female  hand  arc  numerous.  Here  it  may  be  recalled  that, 
according  to  case  25,  a  man  may  he  partial  to  the  female 
hand  as  a  result  of  sadistic  impulses;  and  that,  according 
to  case  52,  the  same  thing  may  be  duo  to  masochistic 
desires.  Thus  such  cases  have  moro  than  one  meaning. 
But  it  does  by  no  means  follow  that  all,  or  even  a  majority, 
of  the  cases  of  hand-foticliism  allow  or  require  a  sadistic 
or  inas<X'histie  explanation. 

The  fullowiuli  iuleresting  ca^e,  that  has  hcon  studied 
in  detail,  shows  that,  in  spite  of  the  faet  that  at  first  a 
sadistic  or  mas(H']iistie  element  seems  to  have  oxeroised 
an  influence,  at  the  time  of  the  individual's  uiaturity 
and  tlie  eom|)lete  development  of  the  perversion,  the 
latter  eontaiucd  notliiuu  of  iluse  ek-ments.  Of  eoursc, 
it  is  possihle  that,  in  tlic  course  of  tiiui'.  tliry  (lisai)p('ared ; 
hut  here  the  assunijiti-'H  of  the  orii^in  nt"  llic  fetiehism  in 
an  accidental  absociatiou  meets  every  re(|uirement:— 

Case  90.  A  ease  of  hiind-fctlch  ism ,  eommunicatod 
by  Alhcii  Moll.  P.  L.,  aged  twenty-eip;ht,  a  merchant  in 
Westphalia.  Aside  from  the  fact  that  the  patient's  father 
was  remarkably,  moody  and  somewhat  quick-tempered, 
nothing  of  an  hereditary  nature  co\ild  be  proved  in  the 
family.  At  school  the  patient  was  not  very  diligent;  he 
was  never  able  to  concentrate  his  attention  on  any  one  sub* 
ject  for  any  length  of  time ;  on  the  other  hand,  from  child- 
hood  he  had  a  great  inclination  for  music  *  His  tem- 
perament was  always  nervous. 

In  August,  ISOO,  he  came  to  me  complaining  of  head- 
ache and  abdominal  pain,  which  in  every  way  gave  the 
impression  of  iH'ing  neurasthenic.  The  patient  also  said 
he  was  destitute  of  energy.  Only  after  aeourately  directed 
questions  did  the  patient  make  the  following  statements 
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concerning  his  sexual  life.  As  far  as     could  remember, 
tlio  boginninf;  of  sexual  excitement  occurred  in  his  seventli 
year.    Wlu-ncvcr  he  saw  a  boy  of  Iiis  own  acjc  urinate  and 
caught  siglit  of  his  genitals,  lie  bccainc  lustfully  excited. 
L.  states  with  crrfainfy  that  this  cxcitcuicnt  was  associated 
with  slronijlv  accent uatcil  erections.     Lc<l  astrav  bv  an- 
other  boy,  T..  learned  to  masturbate  at  the  ap'  of  seven  or 
eiijht.     "Ih'in;^  of  a  very  excitable  nature,"  said  L.,  "I 
practised  masturbation  very  fre<|ueutly  until  my  ei^lilceuth 
year,  without  gaining  any  clear  idea  of  the  evil  results  or 
the  meaning  of  the  practice."   He  was  particularly,  fond 
of  practising  mutual  onanism  with  some  of  bis  school- 
friends,  but  it  was  by  no  means  an  indifferent  matter  who 
the  other  boy  was;  on  the  contrary,  only  a  few  of  his  com- 
panions could  satisfy  him  in  this  respect  To  the  question 
as  to  what  particularly  caused  him  to  prefer  this  or  that 
boy,  L.  replied  that  a  white,  beautifully  formed  hand  in  his 
school-fellow  impelled  him  to  practise  mutual  onanism 
with  him.    L.  further  remembered,  that  frequently,  at  the 
iM'ginning  of  the  gymnastic  lesson,  he  would  exercise  by 
himself  on  a  bar  standing  a])art.    He  did  this  for  tlie 
purpose  of  exciting  himself  as  nnicli  as  possible,  and  he 
was  so  successful  that,  without  using  his  hand  and  without 
ejaculation — L.  was  still  too  young — he  had  lustful  plea- 
sure.   .\]iotlier  early  evj  iit  which  L.  nMU'-mbercd  is  inter- 
esting.   One  (lay  his  favourite  companion,  X.,  who  |>rac- 
tised  mutual  onanism  with  him,  pr«tj>osed  that  L.  should 
try  to  get  hold  of  his  (  X.'s)  penis,  and  he  would  do  all 
he  coidd  to  ])revent  it.    L.  acipiiesei-d.    In  this  way  onan- 
ism was  directly  combined  with  a  struggle  between  Ixith 
parties,  in  which  X.  was  always  conquered.   The  struggle 
was  finally  ended  in  K.'s  being  compelled  to  allow  1^  to 
practice  onanism  on  him.  L.  assured  me  that  this  kind  of 
masturbation  had  given  him,  as  well  as  N.,  especial  pleas- 
ure.  In  this  way  L.  continued  to  practice  masturbation 
very  frequently  until  his  ei^teenth  year.   Warned  a 
friend,  he  then  began  to  struggle  with  all  his  might  against 
this  evil  habit  He  became  more  and  more  8uc<^8sfi0,  and 
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finally,  after  the  first  performance  of  coitys,  ho  stopped 
the  practice  of  onanism  entirely.  But  this  was  only  ac- 
complished in  his  twenty-second  year.  It  now  seemed 
incomprehensible  to  the  patient — and  he  said  he  was  filled 
with  disgust  at  the  thought — ^how  he  could  ever  have  found 
pleasure  in  performing  masturbation  with  other  boys. 
Now,  nothing  could  induce  him  to  touch  another  man's 
genitals,  the  sight  of  which  was  even  unpleasant  to  him. 
He  had  lost  all  inclination  for  men,  and  felt  attracted  by 
women  exclusively. 

It  rnnst  Iw  mentioned,  however,  that  although  L.  had 
a  decided  inclination  for  the  female  sex,  he  presented  an 
abnormal  ])Iienonienon. 

The  espontial  tliinir  in  woman  that  excited  him  was  the 
sijxlit  of  lirr  hcantitiil  liands ;  L.  was  far  more  impressed 
wIhmi  lie  toncluMi  a  iHaniiful  female  liand  llian  he  would 
huv(^  been  liad  he  seen  its  j)*»ssoss(»r  in  a  state  of  (•(>m])lete 
nndity.  The  extent  to  which  L/s  preference  for  iK'autiful 
female  hands  went  is  sliown  hv  the  foHowinp  incident: — 

L.  knew  a  heantifnl  yonn*;  hi<ly  possossed  of  every 
charm,  hut  her  hands  were  quite  large  and  not  beautifully 
formed,  and  often  they  were  not  as  clean  as  L.  could  wish. 
For  this  reason  it  was  not  only  impossible  for  L.  to  con- 
ceive a  dee]ier  interest  in  the  lady,  but  ho  was  not  able 
even  to  touch  her.  L.  believed  that  there  was  nothing  more 
disgusting  to  him  than  dirty  finger-nails ;  this  alone  would 
make  it  impossible  for  him  to  touch  a  woman  who  in  all 
other  respects  was  most  beautiful.  L.  formerly,  as  a 
substitute  for  coitus,  induced  the  purUa  to  perform  genital 
manipulation  with  her  hand  until  ejaculati<m  took  place. 

To  the  question  as  to  what  tliere  was  about  a  woman's 
hand  t1i;it  attracted  him  in  particular,  whether  he  saw  in 
it  a  symbol  of  ]i<.wer.  and  whether  it  gave  him  pleasure  to 
be  directly  huiuiliated  by  a  woman,  the  patient  answered 
that  only  the  h(<iufifnl  forni  of  the  hand  cluirnied  him; 
that  it  atTorded  hiiu  no  u;rai iticaliou  to  bo  lnnniliated  by  a 
wouian  ;  and  that  he  ha<l  never  had  any  tliouirht  to  regard 
the  hand  as  the  symbol  or  iustrumeut  of  a  woman's  power. 
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The  preference  for  the  hand  was  still  so  great  that  the 
patient  had  greater  pleasure  when  his  genitals  were  touched 
by  it  that  when  he  performed  coitus  in  voffinam.  Yet,  the 
patient  preferred  to  perform  the  latter,  because  it  seemed 
to  him  to  be  natural,  while  tlic  former  seemed  abnormal. 
Tlie  touch  of  a  beautiful  female  hand  on  Iiis  body  imme- 
diately caused  him  to  have  erection;  he  thought  that  kiss- 
ing and  other  contacts  do  not  exert  noarly  so  strong  an 
influence.  It  was  only  of  lato  yoar<  f];:ir  the  patient  had 
porformod  coitus  frequently,  but  it  had  always  been  very 
ditHciilt  for  liiiii  to  dctcrniino  to  do  it.  aMorcovcr,  in  coitus, 
be  did  not  tlnd  t\\o  complcfc  satisfaction  be  sougbt.  TTow- 
cvor,  wlicn  lie  found  liiinsclf  near  a  woman  whom  lie  ummiM 
like  to  possess,  s<iniPt iines,  at  mere  si^bt  of  ber,  Iiis  sexual 
exeitiMiient  became  so  intense  tiiat  ejaculation  resulted. 
L.  .«aid  expressly  tbat  during  tins  ])ro<'css  be  did  not  in- 
tentionally loueb  or  ])ress  bis  genitals;  ejaeulatioji  under 
such  eircunistances  afforded  bini  much  more  pleasure  than 
he  experienced  in  actual  coitus.* 

To  go  back,  the  patient's  dnams  were  never  al>out 
coitus.  When  be  bad  ])ollutions  at  night,  they  were  almost 
always  associated  with  other  thoughts  than  those  that 
occur  to  the  normal  man.  The  patient's  dreams  were  of 
erents  of  his  school-day.s,  when,  besides  the  mutual  onan- 
ism described,  he  had  ejaculations  whenever  he  became 
anxiously  excited.  When,  for  example,  the  teacher  dic- 
tated an  extemporaneous  exercise,  and  L.  was  unable  to 
follow  in  translation,  ejaculation  often  occurred.'  The 
pollutions  that  now  occurred  occasionally,  at  night,  were

at  M  huol,  und  ulterwuni,  Ue  often  liad  ejaculation  with  pleasurable 
feeling  when  he  was  seised  with  a  spell  of  intense  anxiety.  Besides, 
almost  every  other  physical  or  mental  pnin  exerted  n  Hiniihir 
intliK'iK  p.  K.,  ns  li<>  4tat.  <!.  had  a  normal  sexual  instinct,  but  suffered 
with  nervoUi*  inipoteni'e." 
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'  only  aooompanied  by  dreams  that  had  the  same  or  a  similar 
subject — i.e.,  the  events  at  school  just  mentioned.  On 
account  of  his  unnatural  feeling  and  sensibility  the  patient 
thought  he  was  incapahle  of  loving  a  wonum  permanently. 
Treatment  of  the  patient's  perversion  was  not  possible. 

This  case  of  lian«l-fotichisui  certainly  does  not  depend 
on  inasoehisui  or  sndi>iii.  hiif  i;^  to  be  ex]>]aino<l  sini]dy 
on  the  ground  of  early  in<lnlg*uee  in  luutual  »»n;>ni>^ni. 
Neither  is  tlii-re  antipathic  s<'xual  instinct.  liefore  tiia 
sexual  aj)i>etite  \\;is  clearly  conscious  of  its  ohjeet,  the 
hands  of  selnH>l-ti'lln\vs  \ver(>  used.  As  soon  as  the  iustiuct 
for  the  o])j)osite  sex  l)e<  aiue  evident,  the  interest  for  the 
hand  was  transferred  to  tliat  of  woman. 

Tn  hand  fetiehists,  who  accordiui:  t<>  llnui,  are  numer- 
ous, it  is  possible  tliut  other  associations  lead  to  the  same 
result. 

Next  to  the  hand-f<'ti('hists,  n;itnra11y  come  tli(>  fool- 
f('( ic/i  isls.  While  i;lovc-fet  iehism,  w  liirli  belongs  to  the 
next  gn»uj)  of  object  fet ichism,  sehhim  takes  the  j)lace  of 
liand-fetichism,  we  tiiid  sli(»e-  and  bfKJt-fet iciiism,  of  which 
there  are  innumerable  cases  o<^curring  everywhere,  taking 
the  place  of  entlnisiasm  for  the  naked  female  foot.  It  'i9 
easy  to  see  the  reason  for  this.  The  female  hand  is 
usually  spcn  uncorercd;  the  foot,  covered.  Thus  the 
early  associations  which  determine  the  direction  of  the 
vita  sexualit  are  naturally  connected  with  the  naked  hand, 
but  with  the  foot  when  covered. 

This  assumption  is  certainly  correct  with  regard  to 
those  who  have  grown  up  in  large  cities,  and  easily  e.\plains 
the  scarcity  of  foot-fetichism/  which  will  be  elucidated 
by  the  following  cases. 

Case  01.  Fooi'fetiehism.  Acquired  inverted  sexudlitff. 

'  Kxppptjons  Mil'  tlip  pnsp«  of  Intent  in:i-iH  ]ii-!ii  in  Hit-  form  of 
Koprolugnia  in  wliicli  i-aHC  the  fetii-liistic  stimulus  iü  not  tu  he 
found  in  the  clean  naked  foot  but  e  contra^  cf.  case  80. 
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Mr.  X.,  civil  flcirant,  twenty-niiuj  years  of  age;  mother 
neuropathic,  father  diabetic. 

Had  good  iiu  ntal  qualities,  was  of  nenous  (lisixtsition, 
but  never  siifiFered  fmin  iiorvoiis  disease,  sliowed  no  signs 
of  degeneration.  l*atient  distinctly  r<*cailcd  tliat  even  at 
the  a^rc  of  six  lie  became  sexually  excited  wliin  he  saw 
tlie  naked  feet  of  women,  and  was  impelled  to  follow  them, 
or  watch  them  when  at  work. 

At  the  aire  of  fourteen  he  sli|tped  one  ni<:ht  into  th'^ 
ntoiu  where  his  si<ler  sle})t  and  kissed  her  foot.  At  the 
aije  of  eiirht  lie  l»(Mr;iu  .sjiontaneoiisly  to  inasfnrbate,  thiuk- 
ing  all  the  while  of  the  naked  feet  of  women. 

A\'heii  sixlcM^n  he  often  took  shoes  and  stoekijiijs  of 
.servant  ^irls  to  hed  with  him;  and  whilst  tingi'ring  them 
excited  hiuuself  into  masturbation. 

At  the  age  of  eighteen  he  began  sexual  interoourso 
with  persons  <^  the  opposite  sex.  He  had  full  power,  and 
coitus  satisfied  him  without  the  aid  of  a  fetich.  For 
males  he  had  not  the  slightest  sexual  inclination,  neither 
had  the  feet  of  men  any  attraction  for  him. 

At  the  ago  of  twenty-four  a  great  change  came  over 
his  sexual  feelings  and  his  physical  condition. 

}*atient  iM'camo  nenra-ihrnie  and  hegan  to  experience 
sexnal  inelinnii  it  to  males.  No  donht  excessive  mastur- 
bation hronfjlit  ahout  nenrosis  and  inverted  sexuality  to 
which  he  was  led  hy  llhliJo  vtmia  remaining  nnsale«!  by 
coitus,  and  by  the  sight  (accidental  or  otherwise)  of  female 
feet. 

As  nenraslhenia  (at  fli'st  sc.ninlis)  inerease<l,  a  rajiid 
cessation  of  hhnlo.  power  an<l  i;ralitieation,  with  r<'pird 
to  women  set  in.  Parallel  with  this,  inclination  towanK' 
his  own  sex  devekiped  and  his  fetichism  was  tranaferrctl 
to  males. 

With  the  a;^e  of  twenty-five  he  had  <'oitns  cum  inuJli  rr 
but  rarely,  and  withont  satisfaction,  lie  had  lo.st  nearly 
all  interest  in  the  foot  of  woman.  The  craving  to  have 
sexual  intercourse  with  men  grew  daily  stronger.  When 
he  was  transferred  to  a  large  city  he  found  the  long- 
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wished-for  opportunity  and  actually  revelled  with  intense 
passion  in  this  iinnatural  love^ 

He  ejaculated  during  these  acts  with  the  utmost  volup- 
tuousness. By-and-by  the  sight  of  a  sympathetic  man, 
especially  if  he  were  barefooted,  sufficed  hiin. 

His  nocturnal  poilutious  had  now  for  tboir  object 
intercourse  with  men,  and,  to  Ix»  sure,  in  tlie  foticliistic 
sense  (feet).  Shoes  did  not  interest  bim.  Tlie  naked  foot 
was  bis  eliarni.  Tie  (.ftcn  felt  inipellcd  to  follow  men  in 
tlie  street,  boj)inu  to  find  (x-easion  for  taking  t»tT  their 
sboos.  As  a  substitute  lie  went  l>;ir;'footed  biniself.  At 
times  ]iv  was  driven  to  walk  alonuj  tbe  street  in  bis  bare 
feet,  tbereby  ex j)erienei iiij^  tbe  most  intense  lustful  feelini;s. 
If  be  resisti'd,  agony,  trendiling,  and  jjalpitat ion  of  tbe 
heart  set  in.  Often  at  nigbts  be  yielded  to  this  impulse 
for  hours,  even  in  storniv,  rainv  weather,  n(it  minding  tlie 
many  risks  and  personal  dangers  to  which  he  exposed 
himself  by  so  doing;. 

He  would  carry  the  shoes  in  his  hand,  became  sexually 
excited,  and  only  found  satisfaction  in  spontaneous,  or 
induced  ejaculation.  He  felt  envious  of  navvies  and  tbe 
poor  who  could  go  barefoot  without  attracting  attention. 

His  happiest  moments  were  the  time  which  he  spent 
in  an  liydropathic  establishment,  «  la  Kneipp,  where  ho 
was  allowed  to  go  barefoot  with  the  other  men  under 
treatment. 

An  awkward  affair,  tbe  result  of  his  perverse  sexual 

practices  solx^rc'd  bim.  He  sought  safety  from  his  un- 
natural sexual  existence  by  consulting  a  physician  who 

sent  him  to  me. 

The  patient  did  Iiis  utmost  to  abstain  from  masturba- 
tion and  perverse  eonneelion  with  men.  lie  underwent 
treatment  for  neurasthenia  in  an  bydrojtathie  institute, 
regained  some  interest  in  tbe  gentle  sex — bis  foot-f<'t ieh- 
ism  serving  as  a  bridge  had  once,  with  a  degree  of  plea- 
sure, coitus  with  a  barefi>oted  ]>easant  girl  who  acceded 
to  bis  wishes,  and  later  on  visited  puellas  a  few  tinies  but 
without  gratification.   Then  he  turned  again  to  persons 
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of  his  own  sex,  backalided  totally,  felt  irresistibly  drawn 
to  tramps  and  farm  labourers,  whom  he  paid  for  the 
favour  to  kiss  their  feet  An  attempt  to  rescue  the  unfor- 
tunate man  by  suggestive  treatment  was  wrecked  on  the 
impossibility  to  remove  an  enervation  which  was  beyond 
therai^eutio  aid. 

Case  92.  Foot-friichism  irUJi  mniiuued  hetcro-sex- 
uaJUy.  Mr.  V.,  fifty  yoars  of  a<j:i',  Uaelu'lor,  boloii<r»'d  to 
lii^li  isocicty.  ('oiisnlti'd  a  pliysician  <»ii  acroiint  of  "iht- 
vons"  iiMiililcs.  Taiiilcd,  from  cliildhood  nervous,  very 
scnsiitivc  to  rold  and  licat,  troubled  witli  delusions  which 
assumed  tbe  character  of  transient  ihincufia  pcrscnttoria. 
For  instance,  wlien  he  sat  in  a  restaurant  he  imagined 
that  evervlnidy  stared  at  liim,  talked  alKiut.  and  nuide 
fun  of  him.  As  soon  as  hj»  rost»  tliis  feeling  left  hiiu  and 
he  no  hinder  believed  his  fancies. 

He  never  felt  settled  for  any  lengtli  of  time,  and 
moved  about  from  one  ))lace  to  another.  At  times  it 
happened  that  ho  engaged  rooms  at  a  hotel,  but  never 
'went  there  on  account  of  his  peculiar  delusions. 

He  never  had  much  libido.  All  his  sentiments  were 
heterosexual.  Now  and  then  he  found  gratification  in 
coitus  which  he  claimed  to  have  been  normal. 

Y.  admitted  that  his  sexual  life  was  peculiar  from  early 
youth.  Neither  women  nor  men  excited  him  sexually, 
but  the  sight  of  female  feet,  be  tliey  of  children  or  grown- 
up women,  would  do  so.  All  other  parts  of  the  fenuiie- 
bodv  had  no  attraction  f<'r  Idm. 

If  by  chance  he  could  see  the  naked  feet  of  female 
gipsies  or  tram])s  he  couhl  i;az<*  at  them  by  the  hour  and 
was  driven  by  a  '"terrilile"  im]Milse  t*'n  r>'  (/rnlfulld  propria 
ad  pedes  illarum,  Thus  far  he  had  successfully  resisted 
this  impulse. 

^\  hat  annoyed  him  most  WiL>«  to  see  these  feet  covered 
with  dirt.  Tie  wouhl  like  to  see  them  well  washed  and 
clean.  lie  could  not  say  how  this  felicliism  originated  iu 
litni  (from  a  conunnnicuiion  of  l*rofess4jr  Furel). 
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Moll  in  his  recent  researches  in  libido  sextuUis,  p.  28S, 
relates  a  most  interesting  case  of  foot-fetichism  which 
resemhles  case  91  above,  in  so  far  as  the  patient  by  force 
of  the  fetich  became  homosexual. 

Shoe-fetichism  also  finds  its  place  in  the  following 
group  of  dress-fetichism ;  however,  on  account  of  its 
demonstrable  masochistic  character  in  the  majority  of 
cases,  it  has  been,  for  the  most  part,  described  already 

alnivc. 

IlrsiUcs  the  eye,  hand  ami  fooi,  the  mouth  and  car  often 
play  the  role  of  a  fetich.  Anionic  others,  Moll  {op.  rit.) 
mentions  such  casios.  (Cf.  lirlnt's  ronianco,  *'La  IJouche 
lie  .\hi«Ianu>  X.,''  which,  B,  states,  rests  upon  actual  ob- 
sen'ation.) 

Tlie  fi»ilu\viii<jr  remarkable  case  comes  under  my  per- 
sonal ol>servation : — 

Case  93.  A  gentleinan  of  vorv  ba<l  here<lity  coti- 
sulled  me  ('(»lu-crnin^'  impotenee  that  was  driviiiu:  Ima  al- 
most to  despair.  Wliile  lie  was  young,  his  fetich  was 
women  of  |)liimp  form.  lie  married  such  a  lady,  and  was 
ha|>{iy  and  ]>otent  with  her.  After  a  few  months  the  lady 
fell  vorN  ill,  and  lost  much  flesh.  When,  one  day,  he  tried 
to  resume  his  marital  duty,  he  was  absolutely  impotent,  and 
remained  so.  If,  however,  he  attempted  coitus  with  plump 
women,  he  was  perfectly  potent. 

£veu  bodily  defects  become  fetiches. 

Case  94.  X.,  twenty-eight  years  of  aire  ;  family 
heavily  tainted;  neurasthenic;  want  of  self-contidence  and 
frequent  depressi<m  of  mind,  with  tits  of  suicidal  inten- 
tions, wliifh  lie  liad  irv*-i\\  tii>ul>Ic  to  ward  otT.  The  smallest 
worries  lhr»  \v  liiiii  out  ot'  li  niitcr,  a?id  tilled  him  with 
<lesj»air.  lie  w;i<  an  «'iii^iiict  r  in  a  factory  in  ITu'-sian- 
I'oland.  a  iii;m  of  rolui-t  frami',  without  sii^ns  of  dei^mera- 
tiou.    lie  complained  of  a  peculiar  mania,  which  caused

him  to  doiiH  his  sanity.  Since  his  seventeenth  year  he 
became  sexually  excited  at  the  sight  of  ])Iiy8ical  defects 
in  women,  es|i(>(  ially  lameness  and  disfigured  feet.  He  was 
not  conscious  of  the  original  associative  connection  be- 
tween his  libido  and  these  defects  in  women. 

Ever  since  puberty  he  had  been  under  the  bane  of  this 
fetichism,  which  was  painful  to  himself.  Normal  women 
had  no  nttraction  for  him.  If  a  woman,  however,  was 
afflicted  with  lameness  or  with  contorted  or  disfignre<l  feet, 
she  exercised  a  ])owerful  sensual  influence  over  him,  no 
mattor  \vliotlier  she  was  otherwise  pretty  or  njjly. 

In  his  dreams,  aeeorapanied  l»y  pollutions,  the  forms  of 
haltinfj  woiiion  wore  evor  before  hiui.  At  times  lio  could 
not  resist  the  temj>tation  to  imitate  their  *xait,  which  caused 
vehement  orgasm,  with  lustful  ejaciilaf iuu.  lie  claimed  to 
have  struUi;  I'thido,  and  sntTend  iiif<'nscly  when  his  sexual 
desire  remained  inisatistic«!.  hi^pitt»  these  fact<,  he  had 
(•••it lis  for  the  tirst  time  when  he  was  twenty-two  years  of 
a«^e,  and  then  hut  tive  times,  lie  felt,  however,  not  the 
slightest  satisfaction  in  spite  of  complete  ability.  He 
thought  it  would  cause  him  intense  pleasure  if  he  had  the 
chance  to  mate  with  a  halting  woman.  At  any  rate,  he 
could  never  marry  any  other  than  a  lame  woman. 

Since  his  twentieth  year  the  patient  manifested  fetich- 
ism  for  garments.  It  often  sufficed  him  to  put  on  female 
stockings,  shoes  and  drawers.  He  bought  such  wearing 
apparel  at  times  and,  putting  it  on  secretly,  became  lust- 
fully excited  and  ejaculated.  Garments  which  had  been 
worn  by  women  had  no  attraction  for  him.  lie  wonld 
fain  })refer  to  wear  female  garb,  so  as  to  keej)  up  sensual 
emotions,  but  had  not  yet  dared  to  do  so  for  fear  of  being 

defected. 

Hi-  vita  sr.nKtHa  was  reduced  to  these  practices.  Tie 
was  (i(  finite  in  assertin*;  that  he  ixncr  was  addict(>d  to  nuis- 
turbation.  (,)iiile  recently  he  iiad  been,  in  conseqncive  of 
liiä  neurastlienic  utUictioiis,  uiucii  troubled  with  pollutions. 

Case  95.    Z.,  geutleman,  family  tainted.    Even  iu 
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earlj  childhood  always  felt  great  sympathy  with  the  lame 
and  the  halt  lie  used  to  limp  abont  the  room  on  two 
brooms  in  lieu  of  crutches,  or  when  unobserved,  go  limping 
about  the  streets;  but  at  that  time  no  scsual  significance 
was  coupled  with  the  idea.  Gradually  the  thought  super- 
vened that  ho  would  liko  *'a8  a  pretty  lame  child"  to  meet 
a  pretty  girl  who  would  express  synipathy  with  his  atttic- 
tion.  Sympathy  fruui  luon  he  disdained.  Z.  was  hroucht 
up  in  a  rich  man's  house  hy  n  private  tutor,  and  claiinoj 
that  ho  was  unaware  of  thr*  ditforenco  in  scxos  up  t«<  lii^ 
tweuticth  year.  His  f»'<'liiiirs  were  eoutined  to  the  idea  of 
beiug  pitied  l»y  a  ])retty  iz\v\  fi>r  heiui;  lame,  or  extrndiui; 
the  saiiii'  synijtatliy  liiuisclf  to  a  lame  i^irl.  (Iradiially 
erolie  emotiou.s  associated  thcmsehcs  with  this  fauey  and 
at  the  aiTo  of  twenty  lie  sueeiimlK.d  to  a  teuijitatiou  and 
niastiirhaird  for  the  first  time.  This  net  he  ]>ractis«'d 
lu'iK'eforth  very  often.  XeurasI la  iiia  sexuali?  supervened 
and  an  irritable  weakness  took  hold  of  him  to  such  an 
extent  that  the  very  sight  of  a  girl  with  a  haltiiig  gait 
induced  ejaculation.  When  masturbating,  or  in  his  erotic  ' 
dreams,  the  idea  of  the  limping  girl  was  always  the  con- 
trolling clement.  The  personality  of  the  halting  girl  was 
a  matter  of  indifference  to  Z.,  his  interest  being  solely 
centered  in  the  limping  foot.  He  never  had  coitus  with 
a  girl  thus  afiUcted.  lie  never  felt  an  inclination  for  doing 
so  and  did  not  think  he  could  be  potent  under  the  circum- 
stances. His  perverse  fancies  only  revolved  around  uias- 
turbati«>n  against  the  foot  of  a  halting  female.  At  times 
he  anchored  bis  lio|>e  on  the  thought  that  he  might  succeed 
in  winninir  and  marrvini;  a  chaste  lamo  jxirl,  that,  on  ac- 
count of  his  l«»ve  for  her,  she  would  tak<'  i)ity  on  him  and 
free  him  (»f  his  crime  hy  *M rausferriiiir  his  love  from  tin* 
soul  of  )icr  foot  to  the  foot  of  her  soul."  Ih-  souirht  di' 
livi  ranet'  in  this  thought.  His  present  existence  was  one 
of  untold  mis<'rv. 

Case  96.  .Mr.  V.,  thirty  years,  civil  servant;  parents 
neuropathic.  Since  his  seventh  year  he  Jiad  for  a  play- 
mate a  lame  girl  of  the  same  age. 
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At  flic  ai;o  of  twclvi',  lit-ing  of  a  nervous  disposit itui  and 
liypcrsoxuallv  inclinrtl,  ilic  boy  began  hpouiamously  lo 
mast  m  bate.  At  tliat  iK'riod  puberty  set  iu,  aud  it  lies 
beyond  doubt  that  the  first  sexual  emotions  towards  the 
other  sex  were  coincident  with  the  sight  of  the  lame  girl. 

For  ever  after  only  halting  women  excited  him  sexu* 
ally.  His  fetich  was  a  jtrctty  lady  who,  like  the  companion 
of  his  childhood,  limped-  with  the  left  foot. 

Always  heterosexual  but  abnormally  sensual  he  sought 
early  relations  with  the  opposite  sex,  but  was  absolutely 
impotent  with  women  who  were  not  lame.  Virility  and 
gratification  were  most  strongly  elicited  if  the  puella 
limped  with  the  left  fwt,  l)ut  he  was  sueeessful  also  if 
the  lameness  was  in  the  right  foot.  As,  in  consequence 
of  his  fetichism  the  op]Mirtnniti(  s  for  eoitns  m'enrrod  but 
seldom,  he  resorted  to  masturbation,  l>ut  found  it  a  dih- 
iriistiini  and  niiscrable  substitute.  His  sexual  anonialv 
reiKleri'd  him  vcrv  uulia]>j>y,  and  lie  was  often  near  eoni- 
mittin^  suicidt',  but  r<'L'ar(l  for  bis  parents  j)rev('nted  bini. 

Tliis  moral  alllicnon  culminated  iu  flic  desire  f<<r 
nuirriage  with  a  symj>atlici ic  lame  lady,  but  siuci^  be  could 
not  love  the  soul  of  such  a  \\ifc.  but  only  bor  defect  of 
lameness,  he  considen'd  such  a  union  a  i»rofanation  of 
matrimony  and  an  imbearable,  ignoble  existence.  On 
this  account  he  had  often  thought  of  resignation  and 
castration. 

When  v.  came  to  me  for  advice  I  obtained,  in  my 
examination  of  him,  only  negative  results  as  reg&rds  signs 
of  degeneration,  nervous  disease,  etc 

I  enlightened  the  patient  on  the  subject,  and  told  him 
that  it  was  difficult,  if  not  absolutely  impossible,  for 
medical  science  to  obliterate  a  feticbi-m  so  deeply  rooted 
by  old  associations,  but  expressed  tlic  hope  that  if  ho 
made  a  limping  maid  happy  in  wedlock  he  himself  would 
find  happiness  also. 

Dcsrnrlrs,  who  himself  ( "Traitc  <b  s  Passions," 
cxxxvi.)  expresses  some  opiuionü  concerning  the  origin  of 
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peculiar  afTocfioiis  in  associaliuus  of  iiica.s,  was  always 
])artial  t<>  cro,-.-  eyed  womt-n,  iK-causc  ^\\v  object  of  his  lirst 
love  luui  >iK'Ii  a  dcl'i-ct  [Jj(ni  l,  uf>.  ctl.). 

Ltjihton  (*'A  J.irlure  on  Si'xual  Perversion,''  Cliirago, 
ISDO)  reports  the  ease  «>f  a  man  \\\u^  lia<l  a  Inxc  affair 
witli  a  wonuin  wliubc  ri^lit  lower  extieinity  had  Ixcn  ani- 
putatt'd.  After  sejiarutioii  from  iu  r  he  m  arehed  fur  ollu  r 
women  with  a  like  defect.    A  negative  fetich! 

A  peculiar  variety  of  body  fetiehism  may  be  found  in 
the  following  case  (strongly  complicated  with  sadistic  elo» 
ments),  in  which  fine  white  virgin  skin  is  the  fetich,  and 
sadism  leads  to  lustful  acts  of  cruelty  (as  an  equivalent  to 
coitus),  even  to  anthropophagy  {cf,  p.  95  et  seq.),  for 
which  the  deeply  degenerated  and  probably  epileptic  pa- 
tient seeks  to  find  a  substitute  in  automutUation  and  auto> 
phagy. 

Case  Ö7.  L.,  lalKinrrr.  was  arrested  because  he  had 
cut  a  large  piece  <>i'  -kin  t K  ni  his  left  forearm  with  a  pair 
of  scissor!«  in  a  pnhiie  ])ark. 

TTc  confessed  that  for  a  l«»nji;  time  ho  had  been  cravlnsr 
to  eat  a  j)ieee  of  the  finr  ii  /iHr  shin  of  amnuh  u,  and  that 
for  this  jinrpose  Ih'  ha<i  lieen  lyini;  in  wait  for  sneh  a  vic- 
tim with  a  pair  of  scissors;  hnt.  a>  he  liad  ]M>en  nnsnccesä- 
fnl,  he  desisted  from  his  purpose  aud  instead  bad  cut  his 
own  skin. 

His  father  was  an  epileptic,  and  his  sister  was  an  iml^^- 
cile.  Up  to  his  seventeenth  year  he  suffered  from  c.nurfsU 
nocturna,  was  dreaded  by  everybody  on  account  of  his 
rough  and  irascible  nature,  and  dismissed  from  school 
because  of  his  insubordination  and  viciousness. 

Ho  began  onanism  at  an  early  age,  and  read  with 
preference  pious  books.  Iiis  character  showed  traits  of 
superstition,  proneness  to  the  mystic,  and  showy  acts  of 
devotion. 

When  thirteen  his  lustfnl  anomaly  awoke  at  the  si^rht 
of  a  beautiful  young  girl  wlio  had  a  fine  white  -kin.  The 
impulse  to  bite  off  a  piece  of  that  skin  and  eat  it  became 
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paramount  with  liiui.  Xo  "thcr  parts  of  tin-  female  IxkIv 
oxcited  Iii  111.  lie  never  iiad  any  detiiru  for  sexual  iuter- 
courtie,  and  never  attempted  such. 

11c  huj)ed  to  aeliievc  his  end  easier  with  the  aid  of 
scissors  than  with  Iiis  teetli,  for  which  reason  he  always 
carried  a  pair  with  him  for  years.  On  several  occasions 
his  efforts  were  nearly  successful.  Since  the  previous  year 
he  found  it  most  difficult  to  bear  his  failures  any  longer, 
when  he  decided  upon  a  substitute — tnz.,  each  time  when 
he  had  unsuccessfully  pursued  a  girl  he  would  cut  a  piece 
of  skin  from  his  own  arm,  thigh  or  abdomen  and  eat  it. 
Imagining  that  it  was  a  piece  of  ihe  skin  of  the  girl  whom 
he  had  pursued,  he  would  w  hilst  masticating  his  own  skin 
obtain  orgasm  and  ejaculation. 

Many  extensive  and  deep  wounds  and  numerous  scars 
were  found  on  his  bod  v. 

Durini;  the  act  of  self-mutilation,  and  for  a  long  time 
afterwanls,  he  suffered  severe  pains,  hut  tliev  wxTe  over- 
compensated  bv  tlie  lustful  feelings  wliieh  lie  experienced 
whilst  eating  the  raw  llesli,  es])ecially  if  the  latter  drij»ped 
with  l)lo(»d,  and  when  he  succeeded  in  his  illusion  that  it 
was  nids  riri/inis.  The  mere  sight  of  a  knife  or  scissors 
suthced  to  provoke  this  jxrverse  impulse,  wliich  threw 
him  into  a  state  of  anxit'ty,  accompanied  hv  profuse  per- 
spiraiiiiU,  vertigo,  palpitation  of  the  heart,  craving  for 
culis  feminm,  lie  must,  with  scissors  in  hand,  follow  the 
woman  that  attracted  him,  but  he  did  not  lose  conscious- 
ness or  self-control,  for  at  the  acme  of  the  crisis  he  took 
from  his  own  what  was  denied  him  from  the  body  of  the 
girl.  During  the  whole  crisis  he  had  erection  and  orgasm, 
and  at  the  very  moment  when  he  began  to  chew  the  piece  of 
his  skin  ejaculation  set  in.  After  that  he  felt  greatly 
relieved  and  comforted. 

L.  was  quite  conscious  of  the  pathological  aspect  of  his 
condition.  Of  course,  this  dangerous  charaeter  was  sent 
to  an  insane  :i<\1inii.  where  ho  attempted  suicide  (^Magnan 
"l*sychiatri>elie  Vorlesungen""). 

An  interesting  category  is  formed  by  the  hair-felich-

isU,  Tlie  transit ifui  from  "adiniicr  »»f  wumairs  hair'* 
within  physiological  iiiuits  to  patlioln<>;ical  IVtiehisin  is 
easy.  The  begiuniug  of  the  patlioh)gical  series  is  foriiK'd 
hy  those  eases  in  vhidi  the  hair  of  a  woman  simply  makes 
a  senaual  impression  and  incites  to  cohabitation.  Then  fol- 
low  those  in  which  virility  is  only  possible  with  a  woman 
who  possesses  this  individual  fetich.  Possibly  various 
senses  (sight,  smell,  hearing,  crepitant  sounds,  also  touch 
as  with  velvet-  and  silk-fetichists,  vide  infra)  are  dra^i-n 
into  activity  in  this  hair-fetichism  as  they  receive  lustful 
inipiilsps. 

The  end  of  the  series  is  formed  by  those  w-hnm  tin  hair 
of  woman  suffices  even  whon  sovored  from  the  UkIv — so 
to  speak,  no  longer  a  part  of  the  living  IkhIv,  but  onlv 
matter,  oven  a  mercantile  article — to  excite  libido  and 
sensnal  ^jratitication  ]>v  way  of  physical  or  psychical  onan- 
ism, eventually  under  (•••nfact  of  the  c-enitals  with  the 
fetich.*  An  intcrcstini;  instance  of  a  liair-fetichist  helonc;- 
inp  to  the  second  cateirorv  is  related  by  Dr.  (irnii/,  under 
the  title  of  "Historie  des  pernqnes  a]>hro<lisiaqne8,"  in 
"La  !Medecine  Internationale,"  Septemlxr,  1S94. 

Case  98.   A  lady  told  Dr.  Oemy  that  in  the  bridal. 

night  and  in  the  night  following  her  husband  contented 
himself  with  kissing  her,  and  running  his  fingers  through 
the  wealth  of  her  tresses.  He  then  fell  asleep.  In  the  third 
night  Mr.  X.  jir«Kluced  an  immense  wig,  with  enormously 
long  hair,  and  begged  his  wife  to  j)ut  it  on.  As  soon  as  she 
had  done  so,  he  richly  conijtensated  her  f«»r  his  neglected 
marital  duties.  Jn  tlie  UKtrning  he  showed  agaiti  extreiiie 
tenderness,  wliiNt  be  ciiressed  flic  wig.  When  Mrs.  X.  re- 
moved the  wig  she  lost  at  once  all  charm  for  her  husband. 

lüamier  (Sadi-fetichiMtu,  Aiuial.  d'hyg.)  knew  a  de^jencrate 
whooe  fetieli  ifma  th«  luir  of  the  JTofM  Veneria.  Hin  ^rreatest  drligltt 
\va»  to  tear  them  out  with  his  teetli.  lie  colloctod  specimens  and  umhI 
them  for  renewed  Hexual  pralification  by  bitinp  and  chewin;/  t1n>in. 
He  bribed  houKomaidH  of  lioteU  to  let  him  searcii  the  UhIs  in  which 
ladies  liad  slept  for  such  hairs.  Whilst  searching  for  them  he  be- 
came erotir-.illy  excited  and  trembled  with  hapfriness  when  he  made 
a  suoceaaful  find. 
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Mrs.  X.  leoogniscd  this  as  a  hobby,  and  readily  yielded  to 

the  wishes  of  her  liiisband,  whom  she  loved  dearly,  and 
whose  libido  depended  on  tlic  wcariiif^  of  the  wig.  It  was 
remarJcablc,  however,  that  a  wig  had  the  desired  effect  only 
for  a  fortnight  or  three  weeks  at  a  time.  It  had  to  be  made 
of  tliiek,  long  hair,  no  matter  of  what  colour. 

Tlio  result  of  this  marriage  was,  after  five  years,  two 
children,  and  a  eollr<'ti(>n  of  seventy-two  wiirs. 

The  following  case,  observed  by  Mafjmin  and  rcjMirfcd 
by  TJioinot  (op,  clt.  j>.  41!)),  is  that  of  a  man  with  anti- 
pathic sexual  instinct,  to  wli<»in  tiu^  actual  existence  of  the 
fetich  was  a  conditio  sine  (jua  non  of  potency. 

Case  90.  aged  twenty,  inverted  sexually.  Only 
loTcd  men  with  a  large  bushy  mustache.  One  day  he 
met  a  man  who  answered  his  ideal.  lie  invited  him 
to  his  home,  but  was  unspeakably  disappointed  when  this 
man  removed  an  artificial  mustache.  Onlv  when  the  vis- 
itor  put  the  ornament  on  the  upper  lij)  again,  he  exercised 
his  charm  over  X.  once  more  and  restored  him  to  the  full 
possession  of  virility. 

In  those  cases  in  which  the  female  hair  as  mere  mat* 
ter  possesses  the  properties  of  a  fetich,  it  not  uncom- 
monly happens  that  the  fetichist  socks  to  possess  himself 
of  woman's  hair  by  unlawful  acts.  These  form  the  group 
of  bair-despoilers,  of  no  slight  importance  from  the  foren- 
sic aspect* 

Case  100.  A  hnir-rlrspnilrr.  P.,  ageti  forty,  artistic, 
locksinilii,  single.  His  father  was  temporarily  insane, 
an»l  his  nictther  was  very  nervous.  lie  was  well  de- 
veloped iind  intelliu'  Uf,  but  was  (>arly  atTeeted  with  tir 
and  delusion.s.      He  had  never  masttirbated.     Tie  loved 

*  }fon  iop.  rit..  p.  131)  rqwrts:  "A  man.  X.,  becomps  intpn«<'Iy 
excited  sexually  wheucvcr  he  seen  a  woman  with  the  hair  in  a  braid; 
loose  luiir,  no  matter  how  beautiful,  cannot  produee  thia  effect** 

Of  conrjo,  it  i"*  not  jiiHtidalilo  to  consider  all  hair  ilcsfioilerH 
fctichistH,  for  iu  a  few  casi'H  sueh  act.s  are  done  for  the  purpose  of 
gain — i.  c,  the  stolen  hair  ia  not  a  fetich. 
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platonicully,  and  ofton  busicnl  hiinsclf  with  matrimonial 
plans,  lie  had  coitiiH  with  prostitutes  but  rarely,  and  never 
felt  saiisiicd  with  such  iutercotirsc — rather,  disgusted. 

Three  years  ago  he  \va<  ovcrtjikrn  l)y  misfortune  (financial 
niin),  and  ht'sidt's,  he  had  a  febrile  disease,  with  delirinni. 
These  ihini^s  had  a  very  bad  effect  on  his  limMlitarily 
])redisj)osed  nervous  system.    On  Auj^nsl  I'S,  1*.  was 

arrested  at  the  Trncaden»,  in  Paris,  in  fln<fnitifi ,  as  he  fon  - 
ibly  ent  otf  a  youu«;  «^irl's  hair.  He  was  arre>t(<l  witli 
the  hair  in  his  hand  and  a  ])air  «)f  sfi>>t'is  in  his  jxicket. 
He  excused  liiniself  oil  llie  irrouiMl  of  momenlarv  mental 
e<tnfu>ion  and  an  imtortunate,  irre.sistihie  j^jission;  he 
eonfes.sed  that  lie  liad  ten  times  eiit  otf  hair,  whieh  he  took 
great  delight  in  keeping  at  home.  On  searching  his  home, 
sixty-five  switches  and  tresses  of  hair  were  found,  as- 
sorted  in  packets.  P.  had  already  been  once  arrested, 
on  15th  December,  1886,  under  similar  circumstances, 
but  was  released  for  lack  of  evidence. 

P.  stated  that,  for  the  last  three  years,  when  he  was 
alone  in  his  room  at  night,  he  felt  ill,  anxious,  excited 
and  duBsy,  and  then  was  troubled  by  the  impulse  to  touch 
female  hair.  When  it  haj»|>ened  that  he  eonld  aetually 
take  a  yonn^  girl's  hair  in  his  hand,  lie  felt  intensely 
excited  sexually,  and  had  erection  and  ejaculation  without 
touching  the  trirl  in  any  other  way.  On  reaching  home, 
he  would  feel  ashamed  of  what  had  taken  ])laee;  but  the 
wish  to  ]>ossoss  liair,  always  aeeomj)anied  by  irreat  sexual 
jih-astire,  beeame  more  and  more  jtowertul  in  him.  He 
wondereil  tliat  jireviously,  even  in  llie  most  intimate  inter- 
e<»iirse  with  women,  lie  had  exjierieneed  no  sueii  feeling. 
One  evening  he  eould  not  resist  the  imi)ulsi'  to  ent  otf  a 
girl's  hair.  With  the  hair  in  his  luuid,  at  home,  the 
.HfiKsuous  process  was  repeated.  He  was  ft»rced  to  rub  his 
body  with  the  hair  and  envelop  his  genitals  in  it.  Finally, 
quite  exhausted,  he  grew  ashamed,  and  could  not  trust 
himself  to  go  out  for  several  days.  After  months  of  rest 
he  was  again  impelled  to  jmssoss  himself  of  female  hair, 
indifferent  as  to  whose  it  miglit  be.    If  he  attained  his 
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ond,  lie  felt  liiinst-lf  posscst^cd  l»y  a  supernatural  jiowcr 
ami  uiial)l('  t(»  i^ivc  up  his  booty.  If  he  couhl  not  attain 
tlu*  ohjcct  of  Iiis  desire,  he  beeanie  greatly  depressed, 
hurried  home,  and  there  revelled  in  his  collection  of  hair. 
He  combed  and  fondled  it,  and  thus  had  intense  orgasm, 
satisfying  himself  by  masturbation.  Ilair  exposed  in  the 
show'cases  of  hair-dressers  made  no  impression  on  him; 
it  required  hair  hanging  down  from  a  female  bead. 

At  the  hei^t  of  his  act,  he  was  in  such  a  state  of  ex> 
citement  that  he  had  only  imperfect  apperception  and 
subsequent  recollection  of  what  he  had  done.  When  bo 
touched  the  hair  with  the  scissors  he  had  erection,  and,  at 
the  instant  of  cutting  it  off,  ejaculation.  Since  his  mis- 
fortune, about  three  years  ago,  he  had  weakness  of  mem- 
ory, was  easily  exhausted  mentally,  and  troubled  by  sleep- 
lessness ami  night-terrors.  P.  deeply  regretted  his  crime. 

^ot  only  hair,  but  a  number  of  hair-pins,  ribl>ons  and 
other  articles  of  the  f<Mninine  toilet,  were  found  in  his 
possession,  which  he  luid  had  j»resented  to  him.  lie  had 
always  ha»l  an  actual  iimnia  for  c. illcci in:;  such  things,  as 
well  as  newsj)apers,  pieces  of  wood  and  otiier  worthless 
trash,  which  he  w»»uld  never  give  up.  He  also  had  a 
strange,  and,  to  him,  inexjilicahle  fear  of  j)assiug  a  certain 
street:  if  he  ever  trie«l  it,  it  made  him  ill. 

The  oj>inioii  (mediet>-legal)  showed  him  to  be  heredi- 
tarily predisposed,  and  proved  tlie  imperative,  impulsive 
and  decidedly  inToluntary  character  of  the  criminal  acts, 
which  had  the  significance  of  an  imperative  act,  induced 
by  an  imperative  idea,  with  an  accompaniment  of  over- 
powering abnormal  sexual  feeling.  Pardon;  asylum  for 
insane  {Votsin,  Socquet,  Motet,  "Annales  d'hygicne," 
April,  1890). 

Following  tlii^  case  is  a  similar  one,  which  also  Af- 
sen'es  attention,  for  it  has  been  well  studied,  and  may  be 
called  almost  classical;  and  it  places  also  the  fetich,  as  well 
ns  the  original  associative  awakening  of  the  idea,  in  a  dear 
light. 
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Case  101.  A  hair^espoilcr.  aged  twenty-fiTO. 
Haternal  aunt,  (  pilcptic;  brother  had  oonvuIsioiiB.  Was 
fairly  healthy  as  a  child,  and  learned  quite  easily.  At 
the  age  of  fifteen  he  had  an  erotic  feeling  of  pleasure, 
with  erection,  at  the  sight  of  one  of  the  village  beauties 
combing  her  hair.  Until  that  time  persons  of  the  oppo- 
site  80X  had  made  no  impression  on  him.  Two  months 
Liter,  in  Paris,  the  siglit  of  young  girls  with  their  hair 
flowing  down  ov(>r  tlieir  shonlilers  ever  excited  him  in- 
tensely. One  day  he  could  not  resist  an  opportunity  to 
twist  a  young  j^irl's  hair  in  fingers.  For  this  he  was 
arrested  and  scntcneed  to  ini|>risonm('nt  for  three  months. 
After  that  lie  served  live  years  in  the  army.  During  this 
time  liair  was  not  thmut  rous  for  liini,  Ixcanse  not  very 
aec<'s.sibU' ;  hnt  lie  dreamed  sonu  tiiiies  of  female  lic^ads 
with  tlie  hair  l)rai(le<l  or  llowing.  (Kvasional  eoitiis  with 
women,  but  witliMuf  their  hair  Ijeing  effeelive  as  a  fetich. 
Once  more  in  i'aris,  he  apiin  dreamed  as  before,  and 
bcc4iiue  greatly  excited  by  female  hair,  lie  never  dreamed 
about  the  whole  form  of  a  woman,  only  of  heads  with 
braids  of  hair.  His  sexual  excitem^t  due  to  this  fetich 
had  become  so  intense  of  late  that  he  had  resorted  to  mas- 
turbation. The  idea  of  touching  female  hair,  or,  better, 
of  possessing  it  to  masturbate  while  handling  it,  grew 
more  and  more  powerful.  Of  late,  when  he  had  female 
hair  in  his  fingers,  ejaculation  was  induced.  One  day  he 
succeeded  in  cutting  hair,  alM)ut  twenty-five  centimetres 
long,  from  three  little  girls  in  the  stre(>t,  and  keeping  it  in 
his  possession,  when  he  was  arrested  in  a  fourth  attempt. 
Deep  regret  and  shame.  He  was  not  sentenced.  After 
sjtending  some  time  in  the  asylum,  he  ini]iroved  so  far 
that  fenuile  hair  no  longer  (»x<'it<'d  him.  Si  t  at  lilierty,  he 
tliuuglit  of  iroing  to  his  native  ])laee.  where  the  women 
wear  their  hair  (hnie  u])  (MiKjnan,  ''Archiv,  de  rauthro- 
poh  criminelle,"  v.,  No.  28). 

A  third  ease  is  the  fnllowinL',  wliieh  is  likewise  suited 
to  illustrate  the  psychopathic  nature  of  such  pheuouiena; 
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and  the  remarkable  means  which  induced  a  cure  are 
Urthy  of  note:- 

Case  102.  Ilair-fetichhm,  Mr.  X.,  between  thirty 
and  forty  years  old;  of  the  higher  dass  of  society;  single. 
Came  of  a  healthy  family,  hui  from  childhood  had  been 
nervous,  yacillating  and  peculiar;  since  his  eighth  year 
he  had  been  powerfully  attracted  by  female  hair.  This  was 
particularly  tnio  in  the  rase  of  young  girls.  When  In*  was 
nine  years  old,  a  girl  of  thirteen  sediu  od  ]nm.  Ih-  did  not 
understand  it,  and  was  not  at  all  oxcift  d.  A  twclv««  vear^ 
(tM  sistor  of  this  girl  also  courted,  kissod,  and  Iniggi'd  him. 
Jlc  allowed  this  quiotly,  l>ecau8e  this  girl's  luiir  pleased  liim 
so  well.  Wlii'n  alx)nt  ten  years  old.  lie  In  gan  to  liave  erotic 
feelin«rs  at  tlie  siirlit  of  fciiial*'  hair  that  jileascd  him. 
Gradually  tlnse  t'rclinirs  occurred  .«])ontaneou.sly.  and 
ni('ni(ii'v-])icturcs  of  girl's  hair  were  always  innuediately 
assiK'iated  with  tiiem.  At  the  age  of  eleven  he  was  taui:ht 
to  niasturhate  hy  schcxd-niates.  'Die  associative  eounec- 
tion  of  sexual  feelings  and  a  fetichistic  idea  were  already 
established,  and  always  appeared  when  the  patient  in- 
dulged in  evil  practices  wilii  his  companions.  With  ad- 
vancing years,  the  fetich  grew  more  and  more  powerful. 
Even  false  hair  began  to  excite  him,  but  he  always  pre- 
ferred natural  hair.  When  he  could  touch  or  kiss  it,  he 
was  perfectly  happy.  He  wrote  essays  and  poems  on  the 
beauty  of  female  hair ;  he  sketched  heads  of  hair  and  mas- 
turbated. After  his  fonrtcentli  year  he  became  so  power- 
fully excited  by  his  fetich  that  he  had  violent  erections.  In 
contrast  with  hi-^  carlv  taste  while  a  hov,  he  was  now 
charmed  only  by  luxuriant,  thick  hhick  hair.  Tie  ex- 
perienced intense  desire  to  kiss  such  hair,  particularly  to 
suck  it.  To  touch  such  hair  aflfonh'd  him  but  little  sat- 
isfaction; lie  (thtainetl  nuich  more  pleasure  in  looking 
at  i(,  hut  jiarTieuiaily  in  kissing  and  sucking  it.  If  tiiis 
were  im])ossil»le,  he  would  l)ecome  unha|>py,  e\'en  to  the 
e\t«'jit  of  firdimn  vHrr.  T\wn  he  wouhl  atfeui])r  to  re- 
lieve liiniself,  imagiuiug  fantastic  "'hair-adveuturcä''  and 
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masturbating.  X<>t  infrcqucntlv,  in  tho  street  and  in 
crowds,  he  could  not  kerp  from  iuiprinting  a  kiss  on 
ladies'  heads,  lie  would  then  hurry  home  to  luasturbate. 
Sometimes  he  could  resist  this  impulse;  hut  it  was  then 
necessary  for  him,  filled  with  feelings  of  fear,  to  run  away 
as  quickly  as  possible,  in  order  to  escape  the  domination 
of  his  fetich.  Ue  was  only  once  impelled  to  cut  off  a  girFs 
hair  in  a  crowd.  In  the  act  he  was  seized  with  fear,  and 
was  not  successful  with  his  pocket-knife;  and,  by  flight, 
he  narrowly  escaped  detection. 

When  ^e  hecame'maturo,  ho  attempted  to  satisfy  him- 
self in  eoitua  with  puellis.  He  induced  powerful  er<x'tion 
by  kissing  their  tresses,  hut  (»ould  not  induce  ejaculation, 
and  coitus  did  not  satisfy  him.  At  the  same  time,  his 
favourite  idea  was  coitus  with  kissinir  of  liair;  but  even 
this  did  not  satisfy  him,  Ixvause  it  did  not  induce  ejacu- 
lation. Fante  dr  mhu.r,  he  *)ii('e  stole  tin-  comhinc^f 
of  a  lady's  hair,  put  it  in  his  mouth,  and  masturhati'd 
while  calling  its  owner  in  imngiiiat ion.  In  the  dark  a 
wonuin  c(»uld  not  interest  liiui,  hcrause  he  couhl  not  then 
see  her  hair.  Flowing  hair  also  had  no  charm  for  him; 
nor  did  the  hair  aWit  the  gi'uitals.  His  erotic  dreams 
were  all  al>out  hair.  Of  late  the  jtaticnt  had  become 
so  excited  that  he  had  a  kind  of  satyriasis.  lie  was 
ihcai>able  of  business,  and  felt  so  unhappy  that  he  sought 
to  drown  his  sorrow  in  alcohoL  He  drank  large  quantities, 
had  alcoholic  delirium,  an  attack  of  alcoholic  epilepsy, 
and  required  hospital  treatment.  After  the  intoxication 
had  passed  away,  under  appropriate  treatment,  the  sexual 
excitement  soon  disappeared;  and  when  the  patient  was 
discharged,  he  was  freed  from  Ins  fetichistic  idea,  save 
for  its  occasional  occurrence  in  dreams.  The  physical 
examination  showed  normal  genitals  and  no  degenerative 
signs  whatever. 

Such  cases  of  hair-fetichisra,  which  lead  to  attacks  on 
female  hair,  seem  to  occur  everywhere,  from  time  to 
time.   In  November^  189Ü,  according  to  reports  in  Ameri- 
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can  iicwspajx  r.s,  several  cities  in  the  United  h>tates  were 
troubled  by  such  hair-despoilera. 

(b)  Tite  Fetich  is  an  Article  of  Female  Attire, 

Tlio  i^rent  iiiijxtrtaiice  of  adorninont,  oniaiiu  nt  ami 
<lrrss  in  tlu'  nuniial  nln  sc.riKiIls  <»f  man  is  verv  m  iicrally 
recognised.  Cult  lire  ami  fasliicni  have,  to  a  certain  extent, 
endowed  woman  with  artiticiul  sexual  characteristics,  tlio 
removal  of  which,  when  woman  is  seen  unattirod,  in 
Bpite  of  tho  normal  acxnal  effect  of  this  flight,  may  exert 
an  <>]>{M)site  influence.'  It  should  not  be  overlooked  that 
female  dress  often  shows  a  tendency  to  emphasise  and 
exaggerate  certain  sexual  peculiarities, — secondary  sexual 
characteristics  (bosom,  waist,  liips).  In  most  individuals 
the  sexual  instinct  awakes  l<»ig  before  there  is  any  possi- 
hility  or  op]>ortunity  of  intimate  intercourse,  and  the  early 
desires  of  yomli  am  concernoil  with  tlio  ordinary  appear- 
ance of  the  attired  female  form.  Thus  jt  happens  that  not 
infrequently,  at  the  beginning  of  the  vita  srnnrUs,  ideas  of 
tho  persons  exerting  sexual  charms  and  ideas  of  their 
attire  becoine  associated.  This  association  mav  Le^fini' 
—the  attired  woman  may  Im^  always  jireferred — if  tlie 
individuals  dominated  by  this  jterversiou  do  not  in  otlier 
res|>e<'ts  attain  to  a  normal  viia  scxualis,  and  find  gratifi- 
cation in  natural  charms. 

In  |)sycli«»|»atliic  individuals,  sexually  hypenesthetic,  as 
a  result  of  tiii-j,  it  actually  hajipens  that  the  dressed  woman 
IS  nlways  preferred  t<t  the  nude  female  form.  It  may  be 
re<'alh'd  that  in  ease  ;')."»  the  woman  was  not  to  take  off  her 
chemise,  and  that  it  case  öS,  rryj/j/.s  rrolinis,  the  woman 
was  preferred  dressed.  Further  on  a  similar  case  will  be 
referred  to. 

Dr.  }f(>n  (ttj).  rif.  sci'ond  edition)  mentions  a  patient 
who  could  not  perform  coitus  with  putlla  nuda;  the  womau 

*Cf.  Goethe*!  renwrkt  about  his  adveiiture  in  Geneva  ("Briefe 
sns  der  Sehweis.**  1.  Abtheil.,  8ch1iiM). 
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had  to  have  on  a  chemise,  at  least  The  same  author  (op. 
cit.,  p.  16)  mentions  a  man  affected  with  inverted  sex- 
uality, who  is  subject  to  the  same  dress-fetichism. 

The  reason  for  this  phenomenon  is  apparently  to  be 
found  in  the  mental  onanism  of  such  individuals.  In 
seeing  innumerable  clothed  forms,  they  have  set  desires 
before  seeing  nudity.^ 

A  more  marked  form  of  dres»>feticfaism  is  that  in 
which,  instead  of  the  dressed  woman  in  general,  a  certain 
kind  of  attire  in  particular  becomes  a  fetich.  One  can 
understand  how,  wiili  an  intense  and  early  sexual  imprea* 
sion,  combined  with  the  idea  of  a  particular  garment  on 
the  woman,  in  hypenestlietic  individuals,  a  very  int^ise 
interest  in  this  ^rment  nujjht  he  dcvclopcjl. 

Jftmuiioml  (op.  cit.,  p.  40)  rc]>orts  the  following  case, 
taken  from  JiotUjoud  (''Xraite  do  rimpuissance,"  Paris, 
187Ö)  :— 

Case  103.  X.,  son  of  a  gt^ioral.  ITe  was  raised  in 
the  country.  At  tlie  aire  «»f  fdurtccn  he  was  initiated  into 
the  ]>leasur('s  of  l(»ve  hy  a  younjj;  lady.  This  huly  was  a 
blonde,  and  wore  her  hair  in  ringlets;  and,  in  order  to 
avoid  detection  in  sexual  intercourse  with  her  young  lover, 
she  always  wore  her  usual  clothing, — ^gaiters,  a  corset,  and 
a  silk  dress  on  such  occasions. 

When  his  studies  were  completed,  and  ho  was  sent  to 
a  garrison  where  he  could  enjoy  freedom,  he  found  that  his 
sexual  desire  could  be  excited  only  under  certain  condi- 
tions. A  brunette  could  not  excite  him  in  the  least,  and 
a  woman  in  night-clothes  would  sti£e  every  bit  of  love  in 
hira.  In  order  to  awaken  his  desire,  a  woman  had  to  he 
a  blonde,  and  wear  r^iters,  a  corset  and  a  silk  <1rr--.  in 
short,  she  had  to  be  dressed  like  the  lady  who  had  ürst 

'The  fact  that  the  partly  veiled  form  i*  <>ft4'n  more  cliarniing 
than  whni  it  it  perfectly  nude,  is,  as  far  an  object  f;oes.  similar,  but 
qnite  dlfTerent  psyrtm  mIIv.  Thia  depend»  upon  the  cfT  -ct  of  contrast 
and  rxportiition,  which  are  common  phenomma,  and  in  no  acnse 
patliolngical. 
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awakened  his  sexual  desiiv.  Jlc  was  always  coiupelled 
to  give  up  thoughts  of  matrimony,  beeause  he  knew  he 
would  be  unable  to  fulfil  his  marital  duty  with  a  woman 
in  night-clothes. 

Hammond  (p.  42)  reports  another  case  where  coitus 
mariialis  could  be  performed  only  by  the  help  of  a  certain 
costume;  and  Dr.  Moll  mentions  several  similar  cases  in 
individuals  of  hetero-  and  homo-sexuality.  The  cause 
may  often  be  shown  to  bo  an  early  association,  and  such 
may  always  bo  assumed.  It  is  only  in  this  way  that  one 
can  ( x|)1ain  why  a  certain  costume  is  irresistible  to  such 
iii<li\  iduals,  no  matter  who  the  person  is  that  wears  the 
fi'tirh.  Thus  one  can  understand  wliy,  as  Coffignon  (op. 
rif.)  relates,  men  at  brotlicls  dciiiand  that  the  women  with 
whom  tlicy  iire  eoncerned  ]»nt  on  <'«*rtMin  costumes,  sneh  as 
that  of  a  balli  f-daiicor,  or  a  nun,  ete.  ;  and  why  These  liouses 
are  furnished  with  Ji  eonij)Iete  wardrolu-  for  sneli  ])urj)oses. 

Ill  11(1  (op.  rit.)  relates  th<'  eax-  of  a  judge  wlio  was 
exclusively  in  love  with  Italian  L'irls  who  came  to  Paris 
as  artists'  models,  and  their  jx-culiar  costume.  The  cause 
was  here  deujonstrably  au  imjiression  made  at  the  time  of 
the  awakening  of  the  sexual  instinct, 

There  is  but  a  step  from  such  cases  .to  the  complete 
absorption  of  the  whole  viia  sexuaUs  by  the  fetich,  the 
possession  and  manipulation  of  which  may  suffice  to  pro- 
voke orgasm  and  even  ejaculation  where  irritable  weak- 
ness of  the  centrum  ejaetdattonis  prevails. 

Case  104.  P.,  thirty-three  years  of  age,  Inisiness 
man,  son  of  a  niolher  who  suffered  from  melancholia  and 
committed  suicide.  He  was  tainted  with  several  signs  of 
anatomical  degeneration,  was  l(M)k(>d  upon  by  his  neigh- 
bours as  a  'Hy])e,"  and  l.i  1  the  nickname  Vam/oureux  des 
nourricfs  el  des  bonnes  d't  nfanfs. 

Ife  lxx*anie  a  nuisance  to  these  girls  by  his  obtrusive 
behaviour,  |>icke<l  a  quarrel  with  one  of  them  who  wore  bis 
fetich,  and  was  arrested. 
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ne  claimed  to  have  always  been  vehemently  excited  at 
the  sight  of  wet-nurses  and  nurse>maids,  but  not  because 
they  were  of  the  female  sex,  but  because  they  wore  a  cer- 
tain costume.  Again,  it  was  not  certain  portions,  but  the 
costume  as  a  whole  which  attracted  him.  To  be  in  the 
company  of  such  persons  was  his  greatest  happiness. 
Wlien  ho  n'tnmed  home  from  such  interviews  it  was  snf- 
ticient  for  him  to  recall  the  impressions  just  received,  in 
order  to  produce  orgasmua  rrnerruf!. 

An  analogous  case  is  related  l»,v  Molt  I.  It  rr  ft  is  to  a 
young  man,  wlio  Ihtjuiio  soxiuilly  (wciicd  only  at  tlio  sight 
of  a  woman  atlircd  in  bridal  l  o-iumc.  Tlio  individnality 
of  llir  woman  was  a  mattrr  of  inditL'rcTK'o  to  him.  In 
ordi'r  in  gralifv  Iiis  fcticliistic  craviii^Lr^,  Ik-  sjM'nt  a  groat 
^\vi\\  of  his  time  at  tlic  di>or  of  a  n  siaurant  where  many 
w«Mldings  were  celebrated  (O'ar/iÜT,  **Les  Fetichistes, 
p.  59). 

A  third  form  of  drcss-fetichism,  having  a  much  higher 
degree  of  pathological  significance,  is  by  far  the  most  fre- 
quent. In  this  form  it  is  no  longer  the  woman  herself, 
dressed,  or  even  dressed  in  a  particular  fashion,  that 
constitutes  the  principal  sexual  stimulus,  but  the  sexual 
interest  is  so  concentrated  on  some  particular  article 
of  female  attire  that  the  lustful  idea  of  this  object  is 
entirely  8ej)aratod  from  the  idea  of  woman,  and  thus 
ol)i;iins  an  indopondont  vahio.  This  is  the  real  domain 
of  dress-fetichisin,  whcri  inanimate  ohjcrt — an  is<dated 
article  of  woaring-appan*l — is  ahme  nst'<l  for  the  excitation 
and  satisfaction  of  the  sexnal  instinct.  This  third  form 
of  dress  fctichism  is  also  the  one  which  forcnsically  is  the 
most  injportant. 

In  a  large  nnnd)cr  of  these  cases  the  fetlidies  ar<>  articles 
of  female  nnderwear,  which,  owini:  to  their  private  use, 
are  suited  to  ot!casion  such  associations. 

Case  105.  K.,  aged  forty-five,  .slwx^maker,  was  re- 
ported to  Ik>  without  hereditary  taint,     lie  was  peculiar. 
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and  had  small  mental  endowment  He  was  of  masculine 
habits,  and  without  signs  of  d^encration.  Previously 
blameless  in  conduct,  on  the  evening  of  5th  July,  1876, 
ho  was  detected  removing  stolen  female  under-garments 
from  a  place  of  conceal  tiicnt.  There  were  found  with  him 
about  800  articles  of  the  female  toilet,  among  them,  be- 
si<l('s  o]ieinis(>s  and  drawers,  night-caps,  garters,  and  a 
fiMiialc  (loll.  When  arrested  lio  was  wearing  a  chemise. 
Since  his  thirteenth  voar  lie  ha»l  Iwon  a  slave  to  an  im- 
pulsp  to  steal  women's  linen;  but,  after  his  tirst  pun- 
ishment f'T  it,  lie  became  very  earefnl,  ami  stole  with 
refinement  and  sueeess.  Wlien  this  joiiixinj^  eame  over 
him,  he  wonM  c:row  anxious,  and  his  iiead  wtiiild  hccoine 
heavy.  Then  he  eould  not  resist  the  iinj)uls(',  c. .st  what 
it  iniglit.  It  was  a  matter  of  inditFerence  to  liim  fn>m 
whom  he  took  the  artieles.  At  niffht,  on  iroini;  f  >  Ix  d, 
he  woidd  put  on  tlie  stoh'n  clothiiii;  and  create  l)c:miiliil 
women  in  imagination,  thus  inducing  pleasurable  feeling 
and  ejaculation.  This  was  a])[)arentlj  the  motive  of  his 
thefts ;  at  least,  he  had  never  disposed  of  any  of  the  articles, 
but  had  hidden  them  here  and  there. 

He  declared  that,  earlier  in  his  life,  he  had  indulged  in 
normal  sexual  intercourse  with  women.  He  denied  onan- 
ism, pederasty,  and  other  sexual  acts.  He  said  he  was 
engaged  at  twenty-five,  but  the  engagement  was  broken 
through  no  fault  of  his.  ITc  was  incapable  of  «rrasping  the 
abnormality  of  his  condition  and  the  wrong  of  his  acts. 
(PfUtsoWf  "Viert el jahrsseh rift  f.  ger.  ^ledic,"  N.  F. 
xxviii.,  p.  01 ;  Krattss,  'Psychologie  des  Verbrechens,'* 
1884,  p.  190). 

Case  106.  J.,  a  youn?  butcher.  AVhen  arrested  he 
wore  inidtTueath  his  ovcroijU  a  botliff.  a  corset,  a  vest,  a 
jacket,  a  collar^  a  jersey,  and  a  chemise,  also  tine  stoekings 
and  irartcrs. 

Since  he  was  (dcven  lie  was  tr<»ubh'd  by  ilic  desire  to 
wear  a  clienii'^e  of  his  ehler  sister.  Wlicnc  'cr  lie  couM  do 
it  unnoticed  he  in<lulged  in  this  pleasure,  and  since  the  ago 
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of  puberty  the  wearing  of  such  a  garment  would  bring  on 
ejaculation.  When  he  became  independent  he  bought 
chemises  and  other  articles  of  female  toilet.  In  his  room 
a  complete  outfit  of  female  attire  was  found.    To  put 

(»11  such  c:aniu'iits  was  the  fxrviit  aim  of  his  sexual  instinct. 
This  fetichisin  bad  financially  ruined  him.  At  the  hos- 
pital he  begged  the  attending  physician  to  peniiit  him 
to  wear  female  attire.  Inverted  sexuality  did  not  exist 
(QamUr,  ''Les  Fetichistes,"  p.  62). 

Case  107.  Z.,  thirtv-six  years  of  nirc,  scholar :  ha<I 
never  hcn'tofnrc  felt  iiitcroslcd  in  woniaii,  <tiil\  in  lier 
attire,  and  never  had  sexual  intoroourse.  IJesldes  the 
eloiraiice  and  smartii'-ss  <»f  the  fenial*'  tuilet  in  ircncral, 
certain  underwear,  eh<'»nises  made  of  caiidnie  and  ti'ininuul 
with  laee,  silk  corsets,  embroidered  silk  skirls  and  silk 
stockingB  formed  his  particular  fetich.  It  caused  him 
voluptuous  feelings  to  inspect  and  finger  such  fenude  gar- 
ments  at  the  draper's.  His  ideal  was  the  female  form  in 
bathing  costume,  with  silk  stockings  and  corset,  and  clad 
in  a  mourning-dress  with  a  long  train. 

lie  studied  the  costumes  of  the  eouretues  des  rueSy  but 
found  tliem  tasteless.  He  found  more  pleasure  in  gazinf!: 
at  the  shop  windows,  but  f(  It  annoyed  beeanse  the  exhibits 
therein  were  not  changed  often  enough.  IIo  found  partial 
satisfaction  in  holding  and  studying  fashion  magarines, 
and  in  buying  now  and  then  single  garments  of  excep- 
tional beauty.  It  would  l)e  the  heiglit  of  ]dca8urc  for  him 
if  he  had  accf^ss  to  the  toilet  arts  «»f  th*^  Ixnnhiir  or  the 
fiffinir  rooms  nt"  the  dressmaker,  or  if  lie  conld  be  the 
i<  nunc  (If  rlnuiilirf  of  some  wealthy  lady  of  the  world,  and 
could  arranirc^  flic  toilet  for  her.  There  were  no  traces  of 
masoelii-iin  or  homosexual  inclination  to  be  found  on  this 
peculiar  fetich  ist.  lie  was  of  thoroughly  manly  presence 
(aanucr,  "La  folic  ä  Paris,"  1S90). 

Hammond  (op,  cit.)  reporta  a  ease  of  passionate  inter- 
est in  single  articles  of  female  wearing-aj>parel.  Ilere, 
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also,  the  patient's , pleasure  consisted  in  wearing  a  corset 
and  other  female  garments  (without  any  traces  of  anti- 
pathic sexual  instinct).    The  pain  of  tight  lacing,  ex- 
perienced  by  himself  or  induced  in  women,  was  a  delight- 
to  him, — sadistic-masochistic  element, 

A  case  probably  belonging  here  is  one  reported  by  Diez 
(**I)er  Selbstmord,"  1838,  p.  24),  where  a  young  man 
could  not  resist  the  impulse  to  tear  female  linen.  While 
tearing  it,  ho  always  had  ejaculation. 

A  combination  of  feticbisni  with  an  imi>nlso  to  <lr,^trov 
the  fetich  (in  a  certain  sense,  sadism  wiili  iuanimate  ob- 
jects) seems  to  oeenr  quite  fre<|nentl.v  {rf.  case  IlM»), 

An  nrtiele  of  dress,  wliirli,  tli..\i<ili  it  lias  not  really  a 
private  charaeter,  by  its  material  and  colour,  as  well  as  l»y 
the  place  wh(>re  it  is  worn,  might  be  suirjrestive  of  uuder- 
pirments,  and  hence  has  sexual  relations,  is  the  apron  (cf. 
also  the  metonymie  use  of  the  word  ••aj)rou"  for  *'petticoat" 
in  the  sayinir.  "To  chase  every  apron,"  etc).  This  ex- 
plains the  following  case: — 

Case  108.  ( .,  aged  thirty-seven;  of  a  badly  tainted 
family;  of  small  mental  endowment;  plagiocephalic  At 
fifteen  his  attention  was  attracted  by  an  apron  hnnj;  out 
to  dry.  He  put  it  on  and  masturbated  behind  the  fence. 
From  that  time  he  could  not  see  aprons  without  repeating 
the  act.  If  he  met  any  one— no  matter  whether  man  or 
woman — with  an  apron  •  n.  be  was  eorapelled  to  rnn  after 
the  person.  In  order  to  freo  him  from  this  constant  st.  al 
ing  of  aprons,  he  was  sent  as  a  marine  in  his  sixtreiuh 
year.  In  this  eallinj;  he  saw  no  aprons,  and  bad  <  un- 
tinual  rest  When,  at  nineteen,  he  returned  iiome.  hv  was 
again  compelled  to  steal  aprons,  and,  as  a  result,  jr-.t  into 
serious  complications,  and  was  several  times  l<K'ke<l  up. 
TTp  sonirht  to  free  himself  of  bis  weakness  by  a  sojourn  of 
several  years  with  the  Trai)pists.  When  he  left  them,  he 
was  jnst  as  bad  as  l>ef..re.  As  a  resnlt  of  a  ncw  theft,  he 
imdi  rwdit  a  uiedieo-leL'al  exannnat i(»n,  and  was  committed 
to  an  asylum.     Ue  never  stole  anything  but  aprons.  It 
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was  a  pleasure  to  him  to  revel  in  the  memory  of  the  first 
apron  he  ever  stole.  His  dreams  were  tilled  with  aprons. 
He  occasionally  used  the  memorv  <>f  Iiis  t lieft s  to  make 
coitus  possible,  or  for  masturbation  {Charcot-Magnatif 
"Arch,  de  ncurolog.,"  1882,  No.  12) . 

In  a  case  reported  by  Lombroso  (••Amori  anomali  pre- 
coci  nei  pazzi,"  "Ardi.  di  psidi.,"  18S:j,  p,  17),  analo^pons 
to  tlioM'  of  this  series,  a  ln»y  <>f  verv  l>a(l  luTedity,  at  the 
age  of  fdiir,  had  erections  aii<l  i:reat  .-<'xual  excitenii'iit  at 
the  si^jit  iif  whitr  pniiieiit.-«,  {»artit-nlarly  uuderelothiiii;. 
lie  was  lu>t fully  excited  i)y  iiaiidlinir  and  cnimplini; 
them.  At  the  aij»'  of  ten  he  lu-pm  to  niastnrliale  at  the 
8i;;lit  of  white,  starched  linen.  He  seemed  li>  have  heeii 
aflfeeted  witii  moral  in.suuitv,  and  was  cx(\'uti'd  for  murder. 

Tlie  following  case  of  peiticoat-fetUhtMi  is  coupled 
with  peculiar  circumstances : — 

Case  100.  Z.,  aged  thirty^five;  civil  servant;  the 
only  child  of  a  nervous  mother  and  a  healthy  father* 
From  childhood  he  was  ''nervous/'  and  at  the  consul- 
tation his  neuropathic  eyes,  delicate,  slender  body,  fine 
features,  very  thin  voice,  and  sparse  growth  of  beard  at- 
tracted attention.  The  patient  presented  nothing  ab- 
normal exeej>t  symptoms  of  sliglit  neurasthenia.  (Jenitals 
and  sexual  functions  normal,  i'atient  stated  that  he  had 
only  mast nrljttited  four  or  five  times  wlien  he  was  very 
young.  As  early  as  at  the  age  of  thirteen,  the  |>atienl 
was  powerfully  excited  sexually  !>y  the  sight  of  wet  fenuile 
<lresses,  while  the  same  dre•^ses,  when  dry.  had  no  elTect 
upon  him.  His  greatest  delight  was  to  I. ink  at  women 
with  wet  garments  in  the  rain.  1 1'  he  met  a  wonum  having 
a  pleasing  face  under  such  cirtMnustanees,  he  experienced 
an  intense  feeling  of  lustfid  pleasure,  bad  erection  and  felt 
impelled  to  perform  coitus.  lie  stated  that  he  had  never 
had  any  desire  to  steal  wet  female  dresses  or  to  throw 
water  on  women.  lie  could  give  no  explanation  of  the 
origin  of  his  peculiarity. 

It  is  possible  that,  in  this  case,  the  sexual  instinct  was 
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first  awakened  by  the  sight  of  a  woman  as  she  exposed 
her  charms  by  raising  licr  skirts  in  wet  weather.  The 
obscure  instinct,  not  yet  conscioiA  of  its  object,  then 
became  directed  to  the  wet  garments,  as  in  otber 
cases. 

Lovers  of  female  hatidhu  rcliiefs  are  freiiiiont,  and, 
therefore,  important  fonnsically.  As  tn  the  frequency 
of  haiulkereliief-feliehisiii,  it  may  Iw  remarked  tliat  the 
handkereliit'f  is  tlic  one  article  nf  femiuiiK!  attire  which, 
outside  <if  intimate  asstn-iat i^u,  is  most  frequently  dis- 
played, anil  which,  witli  its  warmth  from  tlie  person  and 
specific  odtuirs,  nniy  hy  accident  fall  into  the  hands  of 
others.  The  fre<pu'ney  of  early  as.s<X'ialion  of  lustful  feel- 
ings witli  the  idea  of  a  handkerchief,  which  may  always 
be  presumed  to  bave  occurred  in  sucb  cases  of  feticbism, 
probably  is  due  to  this. 

Case  1 10.  A  baker's  assistant,  aged  thirty-two,  sin- 
gle, previously  of  good  repute,  was  discovered  stealing  a 
handkerchief  from  a  lady.  In  sincere  remorse,  he  con- 
fessed that  he  had  stolen  from  eighty  to  ninety  such  hand- 
kerehiefs.  He  had  eared  only  for  handkerchiefs,  and, 
indeed,  only  fi>r  those  helonging  to  young  women  attractive 
to  him.  In  his  outward  appearanee  the  culprit  pre<<'nted 
nothing  |>eeuliar.  He  dressed  himself  with  niueh  taste. 
His  eonduet  was  peculiar,  anxi<»us,  de])resse<l  and  unman- 
ly, and  he  often  lapsed  into  whiniiiL:  and  tears.  Lack  of 
self-reliance,  weakness  (d'  comprehension,  an<i  slowness  of 
perception  and  reflection  were  noticeahle.  One  of  his  si.s- 
ters  was  epilej)tie.  He  lived  in  ^o. «j  circumstances:  never 
had  n  severe  illness;  was  well  deve]op<'d.  Tn  relafiufr  his 
historv,  he  showed  weakness  of  mem<^»rv  and  lack  of  clear- 
ness;  calculation  was  hard  for  him,  though  when  young  be 
learned  and  comprehended  easily.  Iiis  anxious,  uncertain 
state  of  mind  gave  rise  to  a  suspicion  of  onanism.  The 
culprit  confessed  that  be  had  been  given  to  this  practice 
excessively  since  his  nineteenth  year.  For  some  years,  as 
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a  result  of  his  vice,  Ik  lunl  suffered  with  lirpression,  lassi- 
tude, trembling  of  the  limbs,  pain  in  the  back,  and  disincli- 
nation for  work.  Fretjiicnfly  a  depressed,  anxious  state 
of  mind  came  over  him,  in  whicli  he  avoi(k'd  pooplc.  Ho 
had  exa^p^eraled,  fantastic  notions  alx>ut  tlie  rcsuli>  <»f  sex- 
ual intercourse  witli  w(»m('n,  and  could  not  brini;  himself 
to  indu]<:e  iu  it.  Of  hite,  however,  he  had  thoui;lit  of  nuir- 
riage.  ^\  itii  great  remorse  and  in  a  \s cak-minded  way.  he 
now  eonfi'ssed  tliat  six  months  ago,  while  in  a  crowd,  he 
became  violently  excited  sexually  at  the  sight  of  a  jtretty 
young  girl,  and  was  compelled  to  crowd  up  against  her. 
He  felt  an  impulse  to  compensate  himself  for  the  want  of 
a  more  complete  satisfaction  of  his  sexual  excitement,  by 
stealing  her  handkerchief.  Thereafter,  as  soon  as  he  came 
near  attractive  females,  with  violent  sexual  excitement, 
palpitation  of  the  heart,  erection  and  impetus  cceundi,  the 
impulse  would  seize  him  to  crowd  up  against  them  and 
fauie  de  mieux,  steal  their  handkerchiefs.  Although  the 
consciousness  of  his  criminal  aet  never  left  him  for  a 
moment,  he  was  unable  to  resist  the  impulse.  During  the 
act  he  was  uneasy,  which  was  in  part  due  to  his  inordinate 
sexual  impulse,  and  j»artly  to  the  fear  of  detection.  The 
medicolegal  opinion  riglitly  gave  weiglit  to  the  congenital 
mental  enfec  bli  iiimt  ;md  tlie  ]>eniieious  influence  of  mas- 
turbation, an«l  ref<  i  icil  the  altnornial  im]iulses  to  a  per- 
verse sexual  impulse,  ciillinir  ait<  iiiinii  to  the  presence  of 
an  interesting  and  well-known  physiological  connertion 
between  olfactory  aiul  sexual  senses.  Tiii'  inability  to 
resist  the  pathologic^al  im]>nlse  was  recognised.  X.  was 
not  pimished  {Zippe,  "Wiener  ^ed.  Wochenschrift/' 
1879,  No.  23). 

I  am  indebted  to  the  kindness  of  Br.  FriUch,  of 
Vienna,  for  further  facts  concerning  this  handkerchief- 
fetichist,  who  was  again  arrested  in  August,  1890,  in  the 
act  of  taking  a  handkerchief  from  a  lady's  pocket : — 

On  searching  his  house,  446  ladies'  handkerchiefs 
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were  found.  He  stated  that  he  had  already  burned  two 
bundles  of  them.  In  the  course  of  the  examination^  it 
was  further  >li(i\vn  that  X.  had  been  punished  with  im- 
prisonment for  fonrtcc'u  days  in  188^3  for  stealing  twenty- 
seven  handkerciiiefs,  und  again  witli  inipri-sonmcnt  for 
tiiree  wceks  in  1886  for  a  »«iinilar  crime.  CVmcerning  his 
relatives,  nothing  more  could  be  learned  tlian  tliaf  Iiis 
father  was  subjeet  to  eongestions  an<l  tliat  a  brother's 
daughter  was  an  iniliecilL'  and  n)nstituti(»n:i!ly  nciiro- 
jiathic.  X.  liad  married  in  1^7l^  and  »  iiiharkcd  in  an 
indfju-ndcnt  bu>in('.-s,  and  in  issl  lie  maih'  an  as>ign- 
nicnt.  !Soon  after  that  his  wife,  who  nmld  not  live  with 
him,  and  with  \\h<»m  he  did  not  j)erf<jrni  Iiis  marital 
duty  ((h-nied  by  X.),  demanded  a  divoree.  Tiiereafter  he 
lived  as  assistant  baker  to  bis  brother.  He  eoniplained 
bitterly  of  au  impulse  for  ladies'  handkerchiefs,  but  when 
opportunity  offered,  imfortunatcly,  ho  oould  not  resist  it 
In  the  act  he  experienced  a  feeling  of  delight,  and  felt  as 
if  some  one  were  forcing  him  to  it  Sometimes  he  could 
restrain  himself,  but  when  the  lady  was  pleasing  to  him 
he  yielded  to  the  first  impulse.  lie  would  be  wet  with 
sweat,  partly  from  fear  of  detection,  and  partly  on  account 
of  the  impnlse  to  perform  the  aet.  lie  said  he  bad  been 
sexually  excited  by  the  sigiit  of  iiandkereliiefs  belonging 
to  women  sinec>  puberty,  lie  could  not  reeall  the  exact  cir- 
cumstances of  this  fetiehistie  asH<H-iation.  The  nexnal 
excitement  occasioned  l»y  the  sight  of  u  lady  with  a 
handkerehief  hanging  out  of  her  poeket  had  constantly 
increased.  This  liad  repeatedly  caused  ereetic.n,  but  never 
ejaculation.  -\fter  his  twenty-first  year,  he  said,  he  liad 
iiirlinalioii  to  normal  sexual  iii<lulLriuee,  and  had  coitus 
witiioiit  ditliculty  without  ideas  of  iiandkereliiefs.  With 
increasing  fetichism,  the  aj>i)rojiriat iuii  of  llalldkerchief^ 
bad  afforded  him  much  more  satisfaction  than  coitus.  The 
appropriation  of  the  handkerehief  of  a  lady  attractive  to 
him  was  the  same  to  him  as  intercourse  with  her  would 
have  been.    In  the  act  he  had  true  orgasm. 

If  he  could  not  gain  possession  of  the  handkerchief  he 
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desired,  he  would  Itccomc  painfully  excited,  tremble  and 
sweat  all  over.  Ih  kept  separate  the  haudkcrchicfs  uf 
ladies  jmrtii-iilaily  iilcasin«;  to  him,  and  revelled  in  the 
sight  of  ihtiii,  lakini;  un  at  plcasuri'  in  it.  The  odour  <»f 
them  also  pivc  iiiiii  ^icat  «Irli^lit,  ilion<;li  he  states  tiiat  it 
was  really  the  <Klour  jHt  uliar  to  the  liucii,  and  nut  the 
jM'rfiiiiu',  which  excited  hiiu  öcuäually.  lie  had  uiüätur- 
baled  hut  very  seKlum. 

X.  ct>iii|»laiiied  (if  no  ph\>ical  ailments  exei'pt  <K*ca- 
bional  headache  and  \crtii;u.  lie  iireally  rei!;retle«l  Iiis 
misfortune,  his  abnormal  imj)^d^e, — the  evil  spirit  that 
impelled  him  to  such  criminal  acts.  Ho  had  but  ouc 
wish :  that  some  one  might  help  hiin*  Objectively  thera 
were  mild  ueurastheuic  t$ym])tum»,  anomalies  of  the  distri- 
bution of  blood,  and  unequal  i>upil8. 

It  was  proved  that  X.  had  committed  his  crimes  in 
obedience  to  an  abnormal,  irresistible  impulse.  Pardon. 

Case  111.  Z.  Ix'gan  masturbate  at  the  age  of 
twelve.  From  that  time  he  could  not  see  a  wonum's 
handkerchief  without  having  orgasm  and  ejaculation.  He 
was  irresistibly  compelleil  to  poBSOsKs  liiiiiM  If  v(  it.  At 
that  time  he  was  a  ehoir  lH)y  and  used  the  haiidkefchiefs 
to  masturbate  with  in  the  bell-tower  close  to  the  choir. 
V>ut  he  chose  <»nly  such  ]iamlk(  r(  hicf-^  as  had  black  and 
white  l»<.r<lcrs  or  violet  stripes  riuininir  tlironirh  them.  At 
tifleeu  he  had  coitus.  T.ater  on  he  married.  As  a  nde, 
he  was  only  jioteiit  when  he  w^und  such  a  handkerchief 
around  his  peius.  Often  he  ])referred  coitus  inirr  fcniorn 
Iviiiinw  where  he  had  jilaced  a  handkerchief.  Wherever 
he  espied  a  handkerchief  he  did  not  rest  until  he  came  in 
posücssion  of  it  He  always  had  a  number  of  them  in  his 
1  ockots  and  around  his  genitals  {^Itayiuau,  annales  mcdioo- 
psychol.,  1895). 

Such  cases  of  handkerchief-fetidiism,  where  an  abnor- 
mal individual  is  driven  to  theft,  are  very  numerous.  They 
also  occur  in  combination  with  inverted  sexuality,  as  is 
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proved  by  the  following  i-asc,  which  I  borrow  from  pugc 
162  of  Dr.  Moll's  frequently  cited  work: — ^ 

Case  1 12.  Handkerehief-felichism  in  a  case  of  an- 
tipaihic  sexual  insiinet  K.,  aged  thirty-eight ;  mechanic ; 
a  powerfully  built  man.  He  made  numerous  com- 
plaints,— weakness  of  the  legs,  pain  in  the  back,  headache, 
want  of  pleasure  in  work,  etc  The  complaints  gave  the 
decided  iniprcsnion  of  neurasthenia  with  tendency  to 
liypcK'liondria.  Only  after  the  patient  luul  been  under 
Dr.  Mull's  treatment  for  several  mouths  did  he  state  that 
he  was  also  abnormal  sexuallv. 

K.  had  never  had  any  ineliiiatinn  wliatevi'r  for  women  ; 
hilt  handsome  men,  on  the  other  hand,  had  a  pt't-uliar 
charm  fitr  liim.  i'aticnt  had  maslurl)ar(  <1  fr('(|iH'ntly  until 
he  eanic  to  Dr.  Moll.  He  had  never  ]»ra«-tised  mutual 
onanis-m  or  pedera>ly.  lie  did  not  think  that  he  would 
hav(»  found  satisfaction  in  this,  Ixn-ause,  in  spite  of  his 
j)reference  for  men,  an  article  of  while  lium  was  his  chief 
charm,  though  the  beauty  of  its  owner  played  a  role.  The 
handkerchiefs  of  handsome  men  particularly  excited  him 
sexually.  Iiis  greatest  delight  was  to  masturbate  in  men's 
handkerchiefs.  For  this  reason  he  often  took  his  friends* 
handkerchiefs.  In  order  to  save  himself  from  detection, 
he  always  left  one  of  his  own  handkerchiefs  with  his 
friends  in  place  of  the  one  he  stole.  In  this  way  he  sought 
to  escape  the  suspicion  of  theft,  by  creating  the  appearance 
of  a  mistake.  Other  articles  of  men's  linen  also  excited 
K.  sexually,  but  not  to  the  extent  that  handkerchiefs 
.  did. 

'  Ob  page  161  (op,  oit.}  Dr.  Moll  writes  conoemliig  this  impulw 

in  lu  tcro  HfMi  il  individuals:  "  Tlie  paMnion  for  handkcrcliief«  may 
go  no  far  that  the  man  is  entirely  under  its  control.  A  woman  teil» 
mes  *  I  know  a  oertaia  gentleman,  and  when  I  see  him  at  a  distance 
I  only  need  to  draw  out  my  hnndkorchief  so  that  it  peeps  out  oi 
my  pocket,  and  I  ;iin  (frt;iin  that  he  will  follow  rno  as  a  dnij  follows 
it«  nMSteV.  (Jo  where  I  plcaMc,  thin  gentleman  will  follow  me.  He 
may  be  riding  in  a  carriaf:fe  or  engaged  in  important  Intsineae.  and 
yet,  when  be  aees  my  handkerchief  he  drops  eveiytUng  in  order  to 
follow  me, — i.  e..  my  handkerchief.' 
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K.  had  often  performed  coitus  with  women,  having 
erection  and  ejaculation,  but  without  lustful  pleasure. 
Tlicre  was  also  nothing  which  could  stimulate  the  patient 

to  the  porfonnaneo  of  coitus.  Erection  and  ejaculation 
ocriirrfd  onlv  wlicii,  during  the  lu-u  1h>  thought  of  a  man's 
Imndki  ichicf ;  jiiid  this  was  easier  for  the  patient  when 
he  t.H.k  a  friend's  liandkcrchief  with  him  and  had  it  in  his 
hand  durini;  coitus.  In  ai-<'urdanco  with  Iiis  sexual  pcr- 
vrrsi<.n.  in  his  ni-htl.v  pollutions  with  lustful  ideas,  men's 
linen  plav.-.j  ihc  principal  rölr^ 

Still  far  niurc  fn  (picnt  than  the  fetiehisni  of  linen  gar- 
ments is  thai  of  irunt,  ii's  .s/iurs.  Tliesi-  .-ases  arc,  in  fact, 
almost  iunuuieral.lc,  and  a  p-.at  many  of  theui  have  In-cn 
scientifically  studied.  1  have  hut  a  "few  reports  at  third 
hand  of  similar  glove-fetichi^sul ;  not  to  speak  of  ,asi- 
122  (vide  infra),  in  which  glove-fetich  ism  devel-.ps  itself 
merely  into  "stuff-fetichisin".  (Concerning  the  r.  as<.u  for 
the  relative  infre.piency  ,,f  glove-fetichism,  i/Jc  above 

In  shoe-fetichism  the  close  relationshi])  of  tlie  ohjwt 
to  the  feminine  person,  which  explains  linen-fetichiwn,  is 
absolutely  wanting.  For  this  reason,  and  because  there  is 
a  lan?e  number  of  well-observed  cases  at  hand,  in  which 
the  fefichistic  cntlmsiasm  for  the  female  shoe  or  boot  con- 
sciously and  undoubtedly  arises  from  masochistic  ideas, 
an  origin  of  a  masochistic  nature,  even  when  it  is  con- 
'•f^aled,  may  always  be  assumed  in  shoe-fctichism  when, 
iu  I  he  concrete  case,  no  Other  manner  of  origin  is  demon- 
atrablc.     Fox  this  reason  the  majority  of  the  cases  of 

». Another  ease  of  temporary,  i.  c,  iHriiHlituI  hanUkerchief 
fitu  IiiMii,  acx-onipanietl  by  anxiety  and  severe  sweatinf;,  is  related  by 

Dr.  Mai!  in  tlie  "  (•..ntralMatt  f.  ,1.  KriiaklidUn  .1.  r  Harn,  und 
Si'xual  urgaiic,-  v.,  8.  Tiiis  ijiight  be  a  can,,  uf  lat.  nt  .  jnlt.j.sy 
(Trounw  eapUi»  at  the  of  ten,  imbecility,  repeated  fainting  Iii», 
lat.-r  .m  partial  amnesia  i(.r  irticliistic  conditioaa,  accompanied  by 
anxiety  and  Hweatinj;,  etc.)  In  (luse  -.diM-U  ..f  ni..rhid  impulse  to 
steal  ladies'  liandkerdiiefH,  wiiidi  set  in  after  an  utUick  of  typliu»* 
at  the  age  of  thirty,  the  pstient  would  wipe  his  face  with  tlie  stolen 
artiele,  «hieli  act  prodneo<l  ereefimi.  and  at  limes  also  ejaculation. 
A  physician  whom  he  eonsiilfid  Un,]  M^ivitt  him  tlie  advire  never  to 
wear  linen  shirts  again,  as  Iuk  pi>c-uiiar  impulse  was  caused  by  them. 
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'sliftc-  or  foot-fcticliisiii  liiivc  Ixcn  irivcn  under  "Maso- 
<'lii>m.  Tlicrc  tlic  coiislant  iiiasocliistic  cliaractcr  <>t' 
this  form  of  erotic  fi'l icliisrii  lias  Ix-i-n  sntlici<'iitly  ilc- 
iiioiKst rated  by  iiu'aiis  of  transitional  ('<in<litions.  This 
pri'siunpl ion  of  tlic  nia-HK-histie  eharaeter  of  slioc-fetiehisiii 
ia  weukoiied  and  removed  only  where  another  aeeidental 
canse  for  an  association  between  sexual  excitation  and  the 
idea  of  women's  shoes — ^the  oocunrencc  of  which  is  quite 
improbable  a  priori — ^is  eapable  of  proof.  In  the  two 
following  cases,  however,  there  is  such  a  demonstrable 
connection : — 

Case  1 13.  Shoe-fetichism.  Mr.  v.  P.,  of  an  old  and 
honourable  family,  Pole,  aged  thirty-two,  eonsulte<l  me, 
in  1890,  on  accoimt  of  ''nnnaturalness"  of  his  rifn  st  xunlis. 
TTe  jjave  tlie  assurance  that  he  came  of  a  perfectly  healthy 
family.  He  had  been  nenrons  from  childhood,  and  had 
suff(»red  with  rliorra  minor  at  the  aire  of  eleven.  For  ten 
years  he  had  snfTered  with  sleejilessness  an<I  various  neu- 
rasthenic ailiticiiT-^.  From  his  fifteenth  year  he  had  reeoi;- 
nis<'(l  the  dillerence  of  tlie  sexes  and  Iwen  eapahle  of  sex- 
ual excitation.  At  tiie  aire  of  seventeen  he  had  Im'cu 
s<'ducetl  hy  a  French  iroxcrness,  hyt  coitus  was  not  jier- 
luitted;  so  that  intense  nnitual  sexual  excitement  (nuifiial 
ma.sturl)ati<»n)  was  all  that  was  ]>ossihle.  In  this  situation 
his  attention  was  attracted  by  her  very  elegant  boots. 
They  made  a  very  deep  impression.  His  interoonrse  with 
this  lewd  person  lasted  four  months.  During  this  associa- 
tion her  shoes  became  a  fetich  for  the  unfortnnate  bov. 

Mr 

TTe  began  to  have  an  interest  in  ladies'  shoes  in  general, 
and  actually  went  about  trying  to  catch  sight  of  ladies 
wearing  pretty  boots.     The  slioe-fetichism  gained  great 

power  over  hi-  mind.  lie  had  the  pjovernesa  touch  his 
penis  with  iier  siiocs,  and  thus  ci:i<  nlation  with  great  lust- 
ful feeling  was  immetliately  in<lue( d.  After  separation 
from  the  governess  he  went  to  puellas,  whom  be  made 
perform  the  «äame  manipulation.  This  was  usually  snffi- 
cient  for  satisfaction.  Only  8cl<lom  did  he  resort  to  coitus 
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as  an  anxiliarv,  and  iiu  liiiatit.u  for  it  cjqw  loss  and  less.  * 
Iiis  r//rt  scuualis  eousistcd  of  drcam-|K)lliitioiis,  in  which 
women's  shoes  played  the  exclusive  role;  and  of  gratifica- 
tion with  women's  shoes  appositos  ad  meniulam,  bnt  this 
had  to  be  done  bv  the  puella.  In  the  society  of  the 
()l)])08ite  sex  the  only  thing  that  interested  him  was  the 
shoe,  and  that  only  when  it  was  elegant,  of  the  French 
style,  with  heels,  and  of  a  brilliant  black,  like  the  original. 

In  the  course  of  time  the  following  conditions  became 
access(»rv:  a  prostitute's  shoe  that  was  elegant  and  rhlc ; 
starelied  petticoats,  and  hlaek  hose,  if  po><ilt]('.  Nothing 
else  in  woman  interested  him.  Up  was  absolutely  indiffer- 
rui  io  the  )i'il.-i  tl  fool.  \\"\\\rn  have  not  the  slightest  psy- 
ehie  eharm  for  hini.  He  had  never  had  masochistic  desin»s 
in  tlie  sense  of  being  trod  npon.  In  tlie  eonrse  of  years 
his  fetieliisni  liad  iraincd  siicli  ]>ower  over  him  tliat  when 
he  saw  a  lady  in  the  street,  of  a  certain  aj)pearanee  and 
with  certain  slioes,  lie  was  so  intensely  excited  tliat  he  luul 
to  niasturhate.  Sli^lit  ])ressure  on  tlie  jienis  sntH»'ed  to 
indnee  ejaenlatinii  in  this  state  of  severe  neurasthenia. 
SIkh's  disj»layed  in  shops,  and,  of  late,  even  advertise- 
ments of  shoes,  sufheed  to  e.xcito  him  intensely.  In 
states  of  intense  libido  he  made  use  of  onanism  if  shoes 
were  not  at  his  immediate  command.  The  patient  quite 
early  recognised  the  pain  and  danger  of  his  condition, 
and,  even  when  he  was  free  from  neurasthenic  ailments, 
he  was  morally  very  much  depressed.  He  soufi^t  help  of 
various  physicians.  Cold-water  cures  and  hypnotism  were 
unsuccessful.  The  moRt  celebrated  physicians  advised 
him  to  niarrv.  and  assured  him  that,  as  soon  as  he  once 
really  loved  a  girl,  he  wonld  be  free  from  his  fetiehism. 
The  ])atient  had  no  confidence  in  his  future,  but  lie  fol- 
lowed the  a<lvice  of  the  physicians.  lie  was  enielly  dis- 
appointed in  the  lio]>e  which  tlie  authority  f)f  the  jthysi- 
eians  liad  aronsed  in  him,  though  he  le<l  to  the  altar  a 
lady  <li>-l iuiriiished  ]»y  !><ith  mental  and  physical  charms. 
The  we<liliiiir  niirht  was  terrilile;  he  fi'lt  like  a  criminal, 
and  did  not  approach  his  wife.     The  next  day  he  saw  a 
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])r<>.stitutc  witli  the  nMiuiicd  chic.  lie  was  weak  enough 
to  have  iiitorcourse  willi  her  in  his  way.  Then  lio  lx)U«jht 
a  pair  «>f  cli^irant  ladies'  hoots  and  hid  tlieiii  in  hed,  and, 
by  toiu'hini^  I  hem,  wiiile  in  marital  enihraee,  after  a  few 
days,  ho  was  al)lo  to  perform  Iiis  marital  duty.  He  ejacu- 
lated tardily,  for  he  had  to  force  bimsolf  to  coitus;  and 
after  a  few  weeks  this  artifice  failed,  because  his  imagina- 
tion failed.  lie  felt  unspeakably  miserable,  and  would 
have  preferred  to  make  an  end  of  himself.  He  could  no 
longer  satisfy  his  wife,  who  was  sensual,  and  much  excited 
by  their  previous  intercourse;  and  he  saw  her  suffering 
severely,  both  mentally  and  morally.  lie  could  not,  and 
would  not,  disclose  his  s(vret.  lie  •  xjH'rieneod  di^^-^ii-t  in 
marital  interconrse;  he  felt  afraid  of  his  wife,  and  feared 
the  coming  of  night  and  being  alone  with  her.  lie  oould 
no  l«>nger  induce  erection. 

He  an;ain  made  attempts  with  prostitutes,  and  sntistled 
hims(df  hv  touehinir  th^ir  shoes.  Then  the  pinlhi  hail  to 
toneh  his  penis,  when  he  w<»iild  have  ejaenlalion;  hut, 
if  this  did  nut  take  place,  he  w*»uld  altcnipf  coitus  with 
tiie  lewd  Woman;  wiliiout  success,  however,  for  (ejacula- 
tion would  occur  immediately.  In  ah-ojute  desjuiir,  the 
patient  came  for  consultation.  He  deejdy  reijretted  that, 
against  his  inner  conviction,  he  ha<l  foUowed  the  un- 
fortunate adnce  of  the  physicians,  and  made  a  virtuous 
wife  unhappy,  having  <leeply  injured  her,  both  mentally 
and  morally.  Could  he  answer  God  for  continuing  such 
a  marriage!  Even  if  ho  were  to  discover  himself  to  his 
wife,  and  she  were  to  do  e\*crything  for  him,  it  would  not 
help  him ;  for  the  familiar  pei^ume  of  the  demi-monde  was 
also  necessary. 

Aside  from  his  mental  pain,  this  unfortunate  man  pre- 
sented no  remarkable  symptoms.  Qenitals  perfectly  nor- 
mal. Prostate  'joinewhnf  larpfc.  Tie  complained  that 
he  wn«  s»»  under  the  domination  of  his  hoot-ideas  that  he 
would  even  l>lufih  when  boots  were  talked  about.  His 
whole  imagination  was  «riven  up  to  snch  ideas,  When  he 
waa  on  his  estate,  he  often  suddenly  had  to  go  a  distance 
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of  ten  miles  to  the  city,  to  satisfy  his  fetichism  at  shoe- 
shops  or  with  puellU. 

This  pitiable  man  could  not  bring  himself  to  take 
treatment;  for  his  faith  in  i)hy.sicians  had  been  greatly 
shaken.  An  attempt  to  ascertain  whether  hypnosis  and 
a  removal  of  the  fetichistic  association  by  this  moans, 
were  possible,  proved  abortive  on  account  of  the  mental 
excitement  of  the  unfortunate  man,  who  was  i^Eclusively 
controlled  by  the  thought  that  he  had  made  his  wife  un« 
happy. 

Case  1 14.  X.,  aged  twenty-four,  from  a  badly  taint- 
ed family  (mother's  brother  and  grandfather  insane,  one 
sister  epileptic,  another  sister  subject  to  migraine,  parents 
of  excitable  temperament).  During  dentition  he  had 
convulsions.  At  the  age  of  seven  he  was  tau|;ht  to  mas- 
turbate by  a  scrvant-girL  X.  first  rx]»(  rioncod  pleasure 
in  tlu  manipiilntioiis  cum  ilia  puella  fortuito  pede  calce- 
olo  It  rlo  pencm  trfi(/H.  Thus,  in  the  pmHs])oso<l  l)oy,  an 
association  was  ostalilislicd,  as  a  result  of  wliicli.  from  that 
tifno  on.  merely  tlio  sic^lit  «>f  a  \voman*s  shoos,  an<l,  filially, 
merely  the  idea  nf  llieiii.  suftiee«!  to  indiiee  sexual  oxeitc- 
nient  arxl  election,  lie  now  niasfnrl»ate«l  while  l<»<>kincr  at 
women's  shoe<.  or  while  eallini;  them  np  in  ima<:inati(»n. 
The  shoes  (if  tiie  selioolmisi ress  e\eiti'<l  him  intensely,  ami 
in  ireneral  he  was  atTeefetl  hy  shoes  that  wen^  partly  eon- 
eealc«!  hy  female  L'arnu  nts,  One  day  he  e«)nld  n<»t  k«'ej> 
from  frnisjdn;:;  the  teaelier's  shoes — an  act  that  caused  him 
groat  sexual  excitement.  In  spite  of  punishment  he  could 
not  kee])  from  performing  this  act  repeatedly.  Finally, 
it  was  recognized  that  there  must  be  an  abnormal  motive 
in  play,  and  he  was  sent  to  a  male  teacher.  He  then 
revelled  in  the  memory  of  shoe-scenes  with  his  former 
school-mistress,  and  thus  had  erections,  orgasms,  and,  after 
his  fourteenth  year,  ejaculation.  At  the  same  time,  he 
masturbated  while  thitiking  of  a  woman's  shoe.  One  day 
the  thouprlit  came  to  him  to  increase  his  ph  n^iire  by  using 
sneh  a  shoe  for  mastnrhation.  Thereafter  he  frequently 
took  shoes  secretly,  and  used  them  for  that  purpose. 
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XotliiiiLj  else  ill  a  woman  cnukl  excite  liitii:  llio  tlioiiLrlit 
of  coitus  tilled  liiiii  witli  horror.  Men  (li<I  not  interest 
him  in  aiiv  way.  At  tiic  aire  of  eiiiliteen  he  ojteneil  a  shoj», 
und,  among  otlier  things,  dealt  in  hidies'  sliocs.  He  was 
excited  sexually  by  fitting  shoes  for  his  femalo  patrons, 
or  by  manipulating  shoes  that  came  for  mending.  One  day 
while  doing  this  he  had  an  ( ])ileptic  attack,  and,  soon  after, 
another  while  practising  onanism  in  his  customary  way. 
Then  he  recognised  for  the  first  time  the  injury  to  health 
caused  by  his  sexual  practices.  lie  tried  to  overcome  his 
onanism,  sold  no  more  shoes,  and  strove  to  free  himself 
from  the  abnormal  association  between  women's  shoes  and 
the  sexual  function.  Then  frequf  nt  ]>ol]nt  ions,  with  erotic 
dreain!^  alxmt  -lioos,  cK'cnrred,  and  the  ej)ilej>tic  attacks  con- 
tinued. Tiiongh  devoid  of  the  slightest  feeling  for  tlie 
fetnalo  PCX,  lie  determined  on  marriage^  which  seemed  to 
him  to  Ik'  tlie  only  remedy. 

lie  married  a  ]>retty  yonnp:  lady.  In  spite  of  lively 
ereetions  when  ho  thonglit  of  his  wife's  slioep,  in  aftemj)ts 
at  eohahitat ion  he  was  al)SM|nfely  ini|)otent,  Ivcanse  his 
distaste  for  coitus  and  for  close  intercourse  in  ireneral  was 
far  nif>re  j^owerful  than  th(>  inllnence  of  the  siioe-idea, 
wiiich  induced  sexual  e\cit(Mnenf.  On  account  of  his  im- 
potence, the  patient  aj)plied  to  Dr.  Hammond,  who  treated 
his  epilepsy  with  bromides,  and  advised  him  to  hang  a  shoe 
up  over  his  bed,  and  look  at  it  fixedly  during  coitus,  at  the 
same  time  imagining  his  wife  to  be  a  shoe.  The  patient 
became  free  from  epileptic  attacks,  and  potent  so  that  he 
could  have  coitus  about  onoe  a  week.  Ilia  sexual  excita- 
tion by  women's  shoes  also  grew  less  and  less  (Hammond, 
"Sexual  Impotence"). 

These  two  cases  of  sboe-fettcbism,*  which  apparently 

*  other  cases  of  Hhoc-fetichiom  without  diatant  relations  to 
nuaoohitm  are  girtn  by  Alzheimer,  "A  Coi^^ital  Criminftl/'

trivial  and  taally  i«fiit«d.  Vide  also  Moll,  "  Untersiieliungim  Ober 
libido  sexuaHs,"  case  32. 
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depend  upon  subjective  accidental  associations!,  as  is  the 
ease  in  fetichiam  generally,  do  not  offer  anjthiug  startling 
Mrith  reference  to  their  objective  cause,  because,  in  the 
former  case,  it  is  only  a  matter  of  partial  impression  of 
the  general  appearance  of  woman,  and  in  the  latter,  a 
partial  impression  of  the  exciting  manipulation. 

But  there  are  cases — ^np  till  now  only  two  have  been 
closely  obscr%'cd — in  which  the  determining  association 
lias  decidedly  not  been  I>roue:lit  aV»oiit  l»y  any  connection 
of  tiie  nature  of  the  object  with  the  otherwise  normally 
exciting  cause. 

Case  115.  Shor-frfirJn'<iin.  A'//rr//rt,  in  his  "Xatur- 
gosohiclitr  «l(  s  X'crltrcclH  rs,"  p.  trie*)  to  ])rnv('  that 

this  man  \va<  an  iin]><>strr  \vli<>  invented  an  inlcn'st in<^ 
nervous  (li-ca>f  as  a  {»rciciisc  for  niakinj^.a  living  by  fraud. 
The  antlior  arrivt-d  at  a  «litTcrmf  result. 

().,  l»orn  in  I'^'I.I.  stufli  nt  of  tluolo^y,  was  tried  l)ef()ro 
a  niaixisl rate  as  a  fraud  and  mendicant.  lie  eanio  from 
a  lieavilv  tainted  familv,  was  alllicted  with  .shoe-fetieliisni, 
had  from  his  twenty-first  year  neriodical  episodes  in  which 
he  was  irresistibly  forced  to  run  away  and  give  himself  up 
to  drinking-bouts,  although  by  doing  so  he  knowingly 
jeopardised  his  position  and  pro|)erty.  When  in  the  army 
he  repeatedly  deserted  and  became  a  veritable  degenerate, 
an  enigma  to  his  superiors,  for  at  times  his  conduct  was 
exoniplarv  and  beyond  blemish. 

Examined  hcforc  a  eonnnission  of  annv  medieal  men, 
he  was  (h>elared  to  suffer  from  "periodical  insanity,"  in- 
herited beyond  doubt.  In  consequence  this  "eonjjenital 
criniinal"  was  dismissed  from  service.  He  sank  deeper 
and  deeper  in  the  nnre,  bocanio  a  tramp,  lived  on  his  wits, 
and  was  confined  several  times  in  an  insane  asylum. 

The  author  found  a  ])ronouneed  asynnuetry  of  the 
skull,  and  also  the  right  fool  much  larger  than  the  left, 
cte. 

().  was  ahle  to  traee  Iiis  slior-frt irliisni  haek  to  his 
ei^lilh  year.     At  that  linn'  he  iiad  fre«pjenliy  at  scIhmiI

lot  tilings  fall  on  the  Ground  so  that  ho  mi<jht  have  a  cause 
for  cominf;  near  to  tlio  lady  tcaclicr's  foot.  Poriodioally 
the  iiiiai^c  of  a  woman's  shot'  iuipicsscd  liiiii  so  greatly  that 
he  could  not  r('si^^t  the  impulse  to  run  away. 

Tiiis  same  impulse  had  In-en  the  cause  of  Iiis  va^^rancv. 
lie  iicld  hiinscLf  rcspousilile  for  any  puuishahh^  acts  h-^ 
was  guilty  of.  The  author  tested  liiui  as  to  the  existence 
of  his  shoc-fctichism  antl  found  definite  ])roof  that  the 
sanio  was  not  simulated.  Kurella  had  assumctl  that  the 
shoe-fetichism  of  the  pationt  was  a  more  invention,  in  fact, 
had  derircd  the  idea  from  reading  the  author's  book, 
''Psychopathia  Scxualis/'  as  other  critics  have  done  on 
similar  occasions. 

It  became  quite  evident  that  O.  had  never  seen  or 
heard  of  the  book.  (Cf,  the  original  report  of  Kurella, 
in  which  his  reasons  for  stamping  O.  a  criminal,  are  given 
Ml  rxtensn.) 

The  scientific  observations  nnulc  hv  the  author  in  this 
case  were  based  npon  tlic  foll-.v,  ini;  points,  viz.:  horiulitary 
taint,  asymmetry  of  the  sknll  and  other  sipn  of  degenera- 
tion, sexual  perversion  with  periodical  psyehi<-al  numifes- 
tati()ns  in  which  irresistihle  pr^rverse  impulses  forced  the 
patient  to  aini'Tinal  thoughts  and  acts. 

Even  during  Iiis  ln(  id  intervals,  O.  should  not  Im'  held 
respoiisihie  for  his  actions,  since  nervous  disturi)auces  ami 
other  j)sychical  anomalies  in  tlie  shape  «»f  nornud  <lefect^ 
formed  j)art  of  his  degenerative  psychopathic  constitution. 

O.  suffered  from  an  iniierited  degenerative  mania,  and 
was  to  be  considered  a  danger  to  society  {Alzheimer, 
Archiv,  f.  Psychiatrie,  xxviii.,  2). 

Case  1 16.  L.,  aged  thirty-seven,  clerk,  from  fainted 
family,  had  his  first  erection  at  five  years,  when  he  saw 
his  bed-fellow — ^an  aged  relative — ^put  on  his  niglit-cap. 
The  same  thing  occurred  later,  when  he  saw  an  old  servant 
put  on  her  night-eap.  Later,  simply  the  idea  of  an  old, 
wgly  woman's  head,  covere^l  with  n  night^cap,  was  sufficient 
to  cause  an  erection.    The  sight  of  a  cap  or  of  a  naked 
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woman  or  man  only  niad»'  no  impression,  but  the  more 
t*»iicli  of  a  ni^lit-cap  induced  erertii'ii.  and  •sometimes  even 
f'jacnhitioii.  L.  was  not  a  mastnrbnti .r.  and  had  iirvrr 
Imm'Ii  sexually  aetixe  until  Iiis  tliirty->e(ond  year,  when  ho 
married  a  yonn«;  ijirl  with  whom  he  lia<l  faHen  in  love. 
On  Iiis  marriap'-niirlit  lie  remained  cnld  nntil,  fr<»m  neees- 
sity  lie  brouirht  to  his  aid  the  mem<>ry-|>ieture  of  an  uijly 
woman's  head  with  a  nifj;ht-eap.  Coitus  was  immcdiatelj 
RuoccssfuL  Thereafter  it  was  always  Beoessaiy  for  him 
to  use  this  means.  Since  childhood  he  had  been  snbjoet 
to  occasional  attacks  of  depression,  with  tendency  to  sui- 
cide,  and  now  and  then  to  frightful  hallucinations  at  night. 
When  looking  out  of  a  window,  he  became  dizzy  and  anx- 
ious, lie  was  a  penrerse,  peculiar,  and  easily  embarrassed 
man,  of  bad  mental  constitution  (Chareot-Magnan,  ''Arch* 
de  neurol.,''  1882,  No.  12). 

In  this  very  peculiar  raso,  tbo  simultaneous  ooinci- 
deneo  of  tlie  lirat  M^xnal  citation  and  an  absolutely  hetero* 
i;enoou8  impression  seems  to  have  determined  the  associa- 
tion. 

J/iim)>iniuI  (op.  ril.)  also  mentions  a  case  of  aoridental 
ass(KMati\e  feiieiiism  that  is  cpiite  peculiar.  A  married 
num,  a^:ed  thirty,  who,  in  other  respects,  was  healthy, 
j>hysi<'ally  an<l  mentally,  is  sai<l  to  have  smldenly  lost  his 
sexual  jtower  after  iiioviui:  to  another  house,  ami  to  have 
rogaino<l  it  as  s<K>n  as  the  furniture  of  the  sleepiiig-room 
had  been  arrangcnl  as  it  was  before. 

(c)  The  Fetich  is  Some  Special  liaienaL 

There  is  a  third  principal  croup  of  fetiehists  who  have 
as  a  fetich  neither  a  portion  of  the  female  bmly  nor  a  part 
of  female  attire»  but  some  particular  maferial  which  is  so 
used,  not  because  it  is  a  material  for  female  garments,  but 
because  in  itaolf  it  can  arouse  or  increase  sexual  feelings. 
Sneli  materials  arc  fiir.<!.  vrJrrfy  and  .svV/.-.f. 

These  cases  differ  from  the  for^^>ing  instances  of  erotie 
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drees-feticbism,  in  this,  that  these  muteriuls,  uulike  feniulc 
linen,  do  not  bave  any  cIosg  relation  to  tbe  female  body; 
and,  unlike  shoes  and  gloves,  tlicy  are  not  related  to  cer- 
tain parts  of  tbe  person  wbicb  have  peculiar  symbolic  sig- 
nificance. Moreover,  this  fcticbism  cannot  be  due  to  an 
accidental  association,  like  that  in  tbe  cases  of  tbe  nigbt- 
caps  and  tbe  arrangement  of  tbe  slceping>room ;  for  these 
cases  form  an  entire  group  having  tbe  same  object  It 
imist  be  presumed  thut  certain  tactile  s^isations  (a  kind 
of  tickling  irritution  which  stands  in  .some  distant  relation 
to  histful  sensations  0 1  in  bypenL'stiietic  individuals,  fur- 
nish tbe  occasion  for  tbe  origin  of  this  feticbism. 

The  following  is  a  personal  observation  of  a  man  af- 
fected with  this  peculiar  ielichism: — 

Case  117.  N.  N.,  agetl  tliirty-scven ;  of  a  ncuro- 
pafliic  family;  neuropatliir  mnstitution.  IK;  made  the 
I'olitiwing  slati  iiH'nt:  **From  my  i-arlicst  ycmlli  I  have  al- 
ways had  a  dee])ly  rooted  partiality  for  furs  and  velvets, 
in  so  far  that  these  materials  cause  me  sexual  excitemeut, 
and  the  sight  and  touch  of  tbem  give  me  lustful  pleasure. 
I  can  recall  no  event  that  caused  this  peculiarity  (such  as 
tbe  simultaneous  occurrence  of  the  first  sexual  excitation 
and  an  impression  of  tbi^se  materials, — i.  c,  first  excitation 
by  a  woman  dressed  in  tbem) ;  in  fact,  I  cannot  remember 
when  this  enthusiasm  began.  However,  by  this  I  would 
not  exclude  the  i)ossibility  of  such  an  event, — of  an  acci- 
dental eoMiieetinii  ijj  a  lirst  impression  and  eonsfMpient 
association;  luit  I  tbink  it  very  improbable  that  such  a 
thing  took  place,  because  I  believe  such  an  occurn-nee 
Wuuld  have  deeply  impressed  mo.  All  T  know  is,  that 
even  when  a  small  child  1  had  a  lively  desire  to  aoo  and 
stroke  furs,  and  thus  h;id  an  ob^ewre  sixual  j)leasnre. 
With  the  tirst  oeeurrcuce  <»f  deliniit'  sexnal  ideas,- -/.r.,  the 
direetion  <<f  ><  xtial  th«jughts  to  woman,— the  peculiar  j»re- 
ferenec  ftir  v^omen  dresseil  in  siieli  iiiiiterials  w;i<  present. 
p^iuKiKi  tlieu,  up  to  mature  manhood,  il  liatj  remained  un- 
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chang^  A  woman  wearing  furs  or  velvet,  or,  even  bet- 
ter, both,  excites  me  much  more  quickly  and  intensely  than 
one  devoid  of  these  auxiliaries.  To  bo  sure,  these  materials 
are  not  a  conditio  sine  qua  rum  of  excitation;  the  desire 
occurs  also  without  thciii  in  resjHmse  to  the  usual  stimuli ; 
but  the  t^ight  and,  particularly,  tlK'  touch  of  these  fetich- 
inatcrials  form  for  inc  a  powerful  aid  to  other  normal  . 
stimuli  aiul  intensify  critic  pleasure.  Often  merely  the 
sight  of  only  a  passably  pretty  ^irl  dressed  in  these  ma- 
terials causes  me  vivid  excitement,  and  overcomes  me  com- 
pletely. Kvi'u  the  sight  of  my  fi  ticli-uiaterials  gives  me 
])l('usure,  Imt  the  toucli  of  llii;m  luiicli  inoiv.  (To  the 
jK'iit  t rat iiiii;  odmir  of  furs  1  urn  inUitVcn  iit — rather,  it  is 
unpKa.'^aiit  and  it  is  i'ntlural>lt'  only  l>v  reason  of  the 
assMciaf ion  with  j>li'asinir  visual  and  tactile  impressions.) 
1  have  an  intense  loni:inij  to  touch  these  niuhrials 
while  on  a  woman's  person,  to  stroke  and  kiss  them, 
and  bury  my  face  in  them.  My  greatest  pleasure  is, 
inter  actum,  to  see  and  feel  my  fetich  on  the  woman's 
shoulder. 

vFur,  or  velvet  alone,  exerts  on  nie  the  etTeet  descrilM'<l, 
the  fortner  nineli  more  iniensely  than  the  latter.  The 
(•oinhination  of  the  two  has  the  nio-t  inten>e  ell'ect.  Airain, 
female  ixarnients  made  of  velvet  and  fur,  seen  and  tonelie<l 
whi'U  oir  the  wearer,  cause  nie  sexual  e.\cili*nienl  ;  indeed, 
though  to  a  less  extent,  the  same  effect  is  exerted  by  furs 
or  robes  having  no  relaticm  to  female  attire,  and  also  by 
the  velvet  and  plush  of  furniture  and  drapery.  Merely 
pictures  of  costumes  of  furs  and  velvet  arc  objc*cts  of  erotic 
interest  to  me;  indceil,  the  very  word  "fur**  has  a  magic 
charm,  and  immediately  calls  up  erotic  ideas. 

"Fur  is  snrh  an  oltjeet  of  sexual  interest  to  me  that  a 
man  wearing  fur  that  i.s  etlective  (r.  infra)  makes  a  very 
unjdeasant,  repugnant,  and  disgusting  im]»rcssiou  on  me, 
such  as  would  be  made  on  a  normal  person  by  a  man  in 
the  costume  and  attitude  of  a  ballet-dancer.  Similarly 
repugnant  to  me  is  tho  sight  of  an  old  or  ugly  woman  dad 
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in  beautiful  furs,  because  contradicting  fccliugs  arc  thus 
aroused. 

**Thi9  erotic  delight  in  furs  and  velvet  is  something 
entirely  different  from  simple  a»thetic  pleasure.  I  have  a 
very  lively  appreciation  of  beautiful  female  attire,  and,  at 

the  same  time,  a  particular  partiality  for  point-lace;  but 
this  is  purely  of  an  ivstlieUc  nature.  A  wunian  dressed  in 
a  point  lace  tuilcile  (or  in  other  elegant,  elaL)orate  attire)  is 
more  beautiful  than  another;  but  one  dressed  in  my  fetich- 
material  is  more  charmittfj. 

**Furs,  liowevtT,  exereise  on  me  the  effeet  (leserilx*<l 
only  when  tlie  liir  lias  very  tiiirk,  line,  siiHMith  and  rather 
long  liair,  that  ^^laiuls  out  like  that  uf  tlic  so-calhd  Ix-artK-d 
furs.  1  have  Udticcd  (hat  the  elTect  th'iK-nil.s  ujxtu  tlii.s.  1 
am  entirely  imlillerent  not  only  to  the  or«liiiarv,  coarse, 
bui<hy  furs,  hut  also  to  those  that  are  eomujonly  n-^anh«! 
as  beautiful  and  precious,  from  whieh  the  long  hair  liaä 
been  removed  (seal,  beaver),  or  of  which  the  hair  is  natu- 
rally short  (ermine) ;  and  likewise  to  those  of  which  the 
hair  is  overlong  and  lies  down  (monkey,  bear).  The  speci* 
fic  effect  is  exerted  only  by  the  standing  long  hair  of  the 
sable,  marten,  skunk,  etc.  Now,  velvet  is  made  of  thick, 
fine,  standing  hairs  (fibres)  ;  and  its  effect  may  bo  due  to 
this.  The  effect  seems  to  depend  upon  a  very  definite  im- 
])ression  of  the  points  of  thick,  fine  hair  upon  the  terminals 
of  the  sensory  nerves. 

"But  how  this  ix  euliar  imprcsnion  on  the  tactile  nerves 
is  relalctl  to  sexual  instinct  is  a  perfect  enip;ma  to  me.  The 
fact  is,  that  this  is  the  ease  with  nuiny  men.  I  would  also 
state  expressly  that  lieaiitiftd  female  hair  jileases  me,  hut 
phiys  no  more  iiiijMU-tanf  j>arl  than  the  othei"  cliarm^:  and 
that  while  tuiichini;  fur  T  have  no  thoniilit  uf  female  hair 
(the  ta<'tiie  sensation,  al^".  not  the  least  reseiiddance 
to  that  imparted  hy  female  liair  ).  Tliere  is  never  associa- 
tion of  any  <»ther  idea.  Fur,  per  se,  arouses  sensuality  in 
me, — how,  T  cannot  explain. 

"The  mere  a»thetic  effect,  the  beauty  of  oostly  furs, 
to  which  every  one  is  more  or  less  susceptible,  and  which, 
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since  Raphaers  Foruariua  und  Keuben'a  Helene  Four- 
inent,  has  boon  used  as  the  foil  aiul  frame  of  female  lx>auty 
by  innuiiiorable  painters;  which  also  plav.s  so  important  a 

role  in  fasliion, — ihr  art  and  sciepce  of  feniale  dress, — this 
«•sthctic  etlcct,  lus  lia.s  been  remarked,  exjdains  nuthiug 
here.  Beautiful  furs  have  the  same  a\stlietie  effect  on 
me  as  on  nonnal  individuals,  and  alTeet  nie  in  the  same 
wav  that  llowi-rs,  ribljons,  ]ireci(>us  stones,  and  other  orna- 
mejifs  aifeet  everv  one.  Sueli  thinj^s,  whrn  .-kil fully  used 
enhanec  female  iM  iiufy,  and  thus,  under  certain  circum- 
stances, nuiy  have  an  indirect  sensual  effect.  Thev  never 
have  a  direct,  powerful,  sensual  utlect  on  me,  as  do  the 
fetich-materials  mentioned. 

■  "ThoUji^h  in  me,  and,  in  fact,  in  all  'feiichists,'  the 
sensual  and  asthetic  elfect  nnist  be  strictly  di fb  rent ialid, 
nevertheless,  that  does  not  ju'event  me  fr<tm  ilemandiii^  in 
my  fetich  a  whole  series  of  a'sthetie  qualities  in  form,  style, 
colour,  etc  I  could  give  a  lengthy  description  of  these 
qualities  demanded  by  my  tastes ;  but  I  omit  it  as  not  being 
essential  to  the  real  subject  in  hand.  I  would  only  call 
attention  to  the  fact  that  erotic  fetidiism  is  complicated 
with  purely  aesthetic  tastes. 

''The  sjiecific  erotic  effect  of  my  felich-maleriaN  can 
be  explained  no  better  by  the  ass<x'iation  with  the  idea 
of  the  person  of  the  female  wearing  them,  than  by  their 
«»thetic  impression.  For,  in  the  first  place,  as  has  been 
said,  these  materials,  as  such,  affect  me  when  entirely 
isolated  from  the  body;  and,  in  the  second  place,  articles 
of  clothing  of  a  much  more  private  nature,  and  which 
undoubtedly  call  up  associations,  exert  a  much  weaker 
influence  over  me.  Thus  the  fetich-materials  have  an 
independent  sensual  value  for  me.  Why,  is  an  enigma 
to  me. 

'Teathers  in  women's  hats,  fans,  etc,  have  the  same 
erotic  fetichistic  effect  on  me  as  furs  and  velvet  (similar 
tactile  sensation  of  airy,  peculiar  tickling).  Finally,  the 
fetichistic  effect,  with  much  less  intensity,  is  exerted  hy 
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Other  smooth  materials  (satm  and  silk) ;  but  rough  goods 

(cloth,  flannel)  have  a  re])clliug  effect. 

"In  conclusion,  I  will  mention  that  somewhere  I  read 
an  article  by  Cari  Yogi  on  microce])halic  mBa,  according 
to  which  these  creatures,  at  tlie  sight  of  furs,  rushed  for 
them  and  stroked  them  with  every  mauifcstation  of  de- 
light.  I  am  far  from  any  thought ,  on  this  ground,  to  sec 
in  widespread  fur-fctiehism  an  atavistic  retrogression  to 
the  taste  of  our  hairy  ancestors.  Every  cretin,  with  that 
simplicity  belonging  to  its  condition,  touches  anything 
that  ])lcases  liini,  :iiul  the  act  is  n<tt  necessarily  of  a  sexual 
nature;  just  as  many  nornial  men  like  to  stroke  a  eat  and 
the  like,  or  even  velvet  furs,  and  arc  not  thus  excited 
sexually/' 

In  the  literature  of  this  subject,  there  are  a  few  cases 
belonging  here: —  * 

Case  118k  A  haj,  aged  twelve,  became  powerfully 
excited  sexually,  when,  by  chance,  he  covered  himself  with 
a  fox  skin.  Prom  that  time  on  there  was  masturbation 
with  the  employment  «>f  furs,  or  by  means  of  taking  a 
furry  dog  to  bed.  Ejaculation  would  result,  sometimes 
followed  by  an  hysterical  attack.  His  nocturnal  pollu- 
tions were  induced  by  dreaming  that  he  lay  entirely  cov- 
ered up  in  a  soft  skin.  He  was  absohitely  insusceptible 
to  stimuli  coming  fn>ni  men  or  women.  lie  was  neu- 
rasthenic, suffered  with  delusions  of  being  watched,  and 
thought  that  every  one  noticed  his  sexual  anomaly.  lie 
had  tad  mm  rild'  on  account  of  this,  and  tinall  v  iKcame  in- 
sane.  He  bad  marked  taint ;  his  genitals  were  imperfectly 
formed,  and  he  presented  other  signs  of  degeneration 
{Tamowsky,  op.  cit.f  p.  22). 

Case  1 19.  0.,  was  an  especial  lover  of  velvet  He 
was  attracted  in  a  normal  way  by  beautiful  women,  but  it 
particularly  excited  him  to  have  the  person  with  whom 
he  had  sexual  intercourse  dressed  in  velvet    In  this,  it

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was  remarkable  that  it  was  uot  so  much  tlie  sight  as  the 
touch  of  the  velvet  liiat  faused  the  exeitation.  ('.  told 
iiie  tliat  stroking  a  woinan's  velvet  jacki  l  would  exeile  him 
sexually  to  au  extent  .scarcely  possiUu  iu  auy  other  way 
(Dr.  Mull,  op.  cU.f  p.  127 ). 

A  physician  commuuicated  to  me  the  following 
case : — 

In  a  brothel  a  man  was  known  under  the  name  of 
*'Velvet",  He  would  dress  a  s^nupathetic  pudla  with  a 
garment  made  of  black  velvet,  and  would  excite  and  satisfy 
bis  sexual  desires  simply  by  stroking  bis  face  witb  a  corner 
of  ber  velvety  dress,  not  touching  any  other  part  of  the 
person  at  all. 

Another  authority  assures  mc  that  this  weakness  for 
furs,  velvcls  and  silhs  and  feathers,  is  quite  common  among 
masochists  (c/.  case  50).^ 

The  following  is  a  very  peculiar  case  of  material- 

fetiehij<m.  It  is  combined  with  the  impulse  to  injure  the 
fetieh,  which,  in  this  ca.«^c,  represents  an  element  of  sadism 
toward  tlie  woman  wearing  tlie  fetich,  or  imj>erso?ial 
sadism  toward  <tbjects,  which  is  of  fretpient  oeciirn  iire 
in  fetieliists  {cf.  p.  Tliis  impulse  to  cause  injury 

made  this  a  remarkable  criminal  case; — 

Case  120.  In  July,  1801,  Alfred  liacliman,  aged 
twent v-liv«',  lockMuitli,  was  bnuiglit  before  Judire  N.,  in 
the  second  term  id'  the  criminal  court,  in  Inrlin.  In 
April,  ISUl,  the  jiolice  had  had  numerous  complaints, 
according  to  which  some  evil  hand  had  cut  women's 

lln  the  novels  of  Sarher-Afaaoch,  fur  piny»  nn  important  rdle; 
in  f'lrt,  it  sorvos  as  a  title  in  »omo  of  tlii-m.  Tlip  explanation  f^ivon 
is  thul  fur  (crniin)  is  tiie  syuibul  of  Kuvtreignty,  uud  tiicrefore  the 
fetich  of  the  men  deeeribed  in  these  novele,  aeenis  nneatiefaeioiy  and 
far'fetched. 
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dresses  witli  a  very  sharp  iiistniiiieiit.  In  the  evening  of 
2otli  April,  they  were  successful  iu  arnsling  the  perpe- 
trator  in  the  person  of  the  accused.  A  policeman  noticed 
how  the  accused  pressed,  in  a  rcmarkahlo  manner,  against 
a  lady  in  the  oonipuuy  of  a  gentleman,  while  they  were 
going  through  a  passage.  The  officer  requested  the  lady 
to  examine  her  dress,  while  he  held  the  man  under 
suspicion.  It  was  ascertained  that  the  dress  had  received 
quite  a  long  slit  The  accused  was  taken  to  the  station, 
where  he  wuh  examined.  Besidc^s  a  diarp  knife,  which 
he  confessed  he  used  for  cutting  dresses,  two  silk  sashes, 
sneh  as  ladies  wear  on  their  dresses,  were  found  on  him; 
he  also  confessed  that  he  had  taken  these  from  dresstvs 
in  crowds.  Finally,  the  examination  of  Iiis  j)erson  brought 
to  light  a  lady's  silken  neek-scnrf.  Thr  accused  said  he  had 
found  this.  Since  his  statement  in  tliis  case  could  not  be 
refuted,  complaint  was  therefore  madi-  to  rest  on  tiie  result 
of  the  search;  in  two  instances  in  which  c<implaiut  was 
ma«le  by  the  injured  parties  his  acts  were  designated  as 
injury  to  property,  and  in  two  other  instances  as  theft. 
The  accused,  a  man  who  had  been  often  punished  l>efore, 
with  a  pale,  expressicmlcss  face,  before  the  judge,  gave  a 
strange  explanation  of  his  enigmatical  action.  A  major's 
cook  had  once  thrown  him  dotmstairs  when  he  was 
bogging  of  her,  and  since  that  time  he  had  entertained 
great  hatred  of  the  whole  female  sex.  There  was  a  doubt 
about  his  responsibility,  and  he  was  therefore  examined 
by  a  physician.  The  medical  expert  gave  the  opinion  at 
the  final  trial  that'  there  was  no  reason  to  regard  the 
aeeused  as  insaiu',  though  he  was  of  low  intelligence. 
Tbe  cul[)rit  defended  himself  in  a  peculiar  manner.  An 
irresistible  impulse  forced  him  to  approach  women  wear- 
ing silk  dn'sses.  The  ioiirh  of  silk  material  gair  him  a 
frrling  of  drlighl,  and  tins  went  so  far  that,  while  in 
])rison  for  examination,  he  had  been  excited  if  a  silk  thr»'ad 
happened  to  pass  tlirough  his  fingers  while  ravelling  rags. 
Judge  ^fiiller  consitlered  the  a<'cused  to  bo  siin|)ly  a  dan- 
gerous, vicious  man,  who  should  be  made  harmless  for  a 
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long  time.  He  advised  imprisomucnt  for  one  year.  The 
court  si  nteueed  him  to  six  montlifi'  impzisomnenti  with 
loss  of  honour  for  a  year. 

A  cla»»?icul  ease  of  iiiaterial-fetichism  (silk)  is  the 
following  related  by  Dr.  F.  Gamier: — 

Case  121.  On  22iid  SeptfinU-r,  1881,  V.  was  ar- 
n.'stctl  in  till'  strcils  of  Paris  uliilst  lie  iiitrrfrrcd  with 
tlie  silk  tlrcsx's  of  a  lady  in  a  manner  wliit-li  aroused  the 
suspicion  of  his  being  a  pit'k-])ofkt't.  At  first  lit-  was  vvvy 
nuioh  foiif uscil,  but  tinally,  after  many  vain  excuses,  nuido 
u  clean  confessiou  of  his  **munia".  lie  was  twentv-nini* 
years  of  age,  an  assistant  in  a  bookseller's  shop ;  his  father 
was  a  drunkard  and  a  religious  aealoti  his  mother  of  ab* 
normal  character.  She  wished  to  make  a  priest  of  him. 
Since  his  early  youth  he  felt  an  instinctive  impulse — con- 
genital as  he  believes — ^to  touch  silk.  When  at  the  age 
of  twelve  as  a  choir  boy  he  was  allowed  to  wear  a  ailk 
sash,  he  could  not  often  enough  finger  it.  lie  could  not 
describe  the  ])eeuliar  sensation  which  he  experienced  in 
doing  so.  Later  on  he  Ixcamc  actjuainted  with  a  ten- 
year-old  girl  for  whom  he  had  a  childish  affection.  When 
on  Sundays  he  m<'t  this  girl  dad  in  a  silk  dress,  lie  was 
inip(>lle(l  to  lovingly  put  his  arms  around  her  and  touch 
her  silk  dress.  Later  he  found  exceeding  great  jdeasure 
in  L'a/.ing  at  the  silk  gowns  exposed  in  a  dressmaker's 
shop  and  to  feel  them. 

When  they  gave  him  rcnniants  of  silk  nuiterial,  he 
would  hasten  to  put  tlieiu  next  to  his  ImkIv,  which  act  im- 
mediately j>roduced  erection,  orgasm  and  even  ejacidation. 
These  lustful  de>^ireh  nnule  him  uneasy,  so  that  he  doublc<l 
bis  vocation  to  the  priesthood  and  obtaineil  his  discharge 
from  the  seminary.  In  consequence  of  habitual  mastur- 
bation he  was  at  that  time  very  neurasthenic  His  silk- 
feticbism  swayed  him  as  ever.  Only  when  a  woman  wore 
a  silk  gown  could  she  charm  him. 

Even  when  a  child,  ladies  with  silk  gowns  played  a 
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prominent  part  in  Iiis  dreams;  later  on  the  latter  were 
acconipanieil  by  ju»llutions.  On  aceount  of  his  natural 
shyness  he  did  uot  resort  to  coitus  until  later  in  life, 
and  then  he  oould  only  succeed  in  it  with  a  woman 
dressed  in  silk.  He  much  preferred  to  mix  with  crowds  in 
the  street  and  there  touch  the  silk  gowns  of  ladies,  which 
always  produced  ejaculation  accompanied  by  powerful 
oi^sms  and  intense  lustful  feelings.  What  gratified  him 
more  than  being  with  the  prettiest  woman  was  to  put 
on  a  silk  petticoat  when  going  to  bed. 

The  foK  iisie  medical  opinion  declared  him  to  he  a 
heavily  taint<>d  subject  who  gave  way  to  abnormal 
denires  under  the  strain  of  morbid  impulses.  Pardon 
(Dr.  Gamier,  "Annales  d'hygidne  publique,"  serie, 
xxix.,  5). 

Tlic  following  ease  of  ki'l-glovc-fcficJiIsm  h  peculiarly 
a<lapf(Hl  to  show  the  origin  of  fcf icliisf ie  associations  as 
well  as  the  enormous  inllucncc  itcrnianently  exr-reised  bv 
such  an  a^^sociat ion,  although  itself  based  u|)on  a  psychico- 
physioal  and  morbid  predisposition. 

Case  122.  Mr.  Z.,  an  American,  thirty-three  years 
of  ago,  manufacturer,  for  ei(;ht  years  enjoying  a  happy 
married  life,  blessed  with  offspring;  consulted  me  for  a 
peculiar  troublesome  glove-fetichism.  He  despised  him- 
self on  account  of  it,  and  said  it  broui^t  him  well  nigh 
to  the  verge  of  despair  and  even  insanity. 

He  claimed  to  come  of  thoroughly  sound  parents,  but 
since  infancy  had  been  neuropathic  and  very  excitable. 
By  nature  he  was  very  sensual,  whilst  his  wife  was  very 
friirid. 

Ai  the  age  of  nine,  he  was  seduced  by  schoolmates  to 
practise  masturbation,  which  gratified  him  immensely, 

and  ho  yiebhul  to  it  with  passion. 

One  <lay  when  sexually  cxcifcd  he  found  a  small  bacj 
of  chamoi>;  skin,  lie  -ti-ijijK  il  it  over  his  menjbrum  and 
exiM^rienced  tiiereby  great  sensual  pleasure.     After  that

he  used  it  for  onanistic  manipulations,  put  it  around  his 
scrotum  and  carried  it  about  with  him  day  and  night 
This  aroused  in  him  an  unusual  interest  for  leather  in 
general,  but  particularly  for  kid  gloves. 

With  puberty  this  centered  entirely  in  ladies*  kid 
gloves,  which  simply  fa.<«einated  liim.  If  lie  touched  his 
penis  with  one  such  glove  it  produced  erection  and  even 

ejaculiitlon. 

Men's  gloves  did  not  excite  him  in  the  least,  although 

he  loved  to  wear  them. 

In  eonscMjiienee,  nothing  ahont  woman  attrartod  him 
hut  licr  kid  gloves.  Tliese  were  his  fetieli.  'Yhvy  must 
he  Icng,  witli  many  Inittons,  and  if  worn  out,  dirly  and 
saturated  with  |>ersjiir:iti<)U  at  tlie  lingcr-tips,  llicv  were 
j)ref('ral>le.  Women  wearing  sneh,  even  if  ugly  and  old, 
liad  a  parfieuhir  eliarm  for  him.  Ladies  with  silk,  or 
eotton  gloves  did  n(»t  attraet  him.  lie  always  looked  at 
Iicr  gloves  first  when  meeting  a  lady.  As  for  the  rest 
he  took  very  little  interest  in  the  female  sex. 

When  he  could  shake  hantls  with  a  lady  gloved  with 
kid,  the  contact  with  the  soft,  warm  leather  would  cause 
erection  and  orgasm  in  him. 

Whenever  he  could  get  hold  of  such  a  glove  he  would 
at  once  retire  to  a  lavatory,  wrap  it  around  his  genitals 
and  masturbate. 

Later  on  when  visiting  brothels  ho  would  l>eg  the 
pueUa  to  put  on  long  gloves  provided  hv  himself  for  that 
purpose,  whieli  aet  alone  would  excite  him  so  much  that 
ejaculation  ensued  fortiiwith. 

Z.  heeame  a  collector  of  ladies'  kid  gloves.  lie  would 
hide  away  hundreds  of  ]>:iirs  in  various  places.  These 
he  would  count  and  glnat  over  in  his  spare  tiiiu\  "as  a 
miser  wouM  <ivr'r  his  gold,"  place  tlicm  fucr  his  gciiitiil^, 
hury  his  face  in  a  ]iilo  of  them,  put  one  on  his  Imud 
an*!  then  masturbate.  This  gave  him  more  inten.se  pleasure 
than  coitus. 

He  made  covers  for  his  penis  of  them,  V)r  suspen.sories, 
wearing  thom  for  days.   He  preferred  black,  soft  leather. 
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He  woulil  fasten  lii<li(>'  ki<l  prlovos  aronn<l  Iiis  waist  in 
s\ic\\  a  fii:^liion  tliat  they  would,  apron-like,  hang  down 
over  his  genitals. 

Aftor  niarri:iir<'  this  fcl icliisni  i^rcw  worso.  As  a  rule 
lie  was  onlv  virih-  wlion  ho  put  a  pair  of  Iiis  wife's  gloves 
durini?  coitus  bv  her  Jiead  so  that  ho  could  kiss  them, 

Tlie  aenic  of  jjlcasiin-  was  ulii  n  he  eoultl  persuade  his 
wife  to  put  on  kid  gloves  and  thus  touch  his  genitals 
previous  to  cohabitation. 

Z.  felt  very  unliapjjy  on  aeeount  of  iliis  fetichisni,  and 
made  repeated  but  vain  attempts  to  free  himself  of  the 
curse. 

Whenever  he  came  across  the  word,  or  the  picture 
of  a  glove  in  novels,  fashion-plates,  advertisements,  etc., 
he  was  simply  fascinated.  At  the  theatre  his  eyes  were 
riveted  on  the  hands  of  the  actresses.  lie  could  scarcely 
tear  himself  away  from  the  show-windows  of  glove-dealers. 

He  often  would  stuff  long  gloves  with  wool  or  some 
such  material  to  nuike  them  resemble  arms  and  hands. 
Then  he  would  make  iritus  membri  inter  brachia  tnlia  arti- 
ficialia,  until  he  had  achieved  his  object. 

It  was  his  habit  to  take  ladies'  kid  gloves  to  bed  with 
him  and  wrap  them  around  bis  penis  until  he  could  feel 
them  like  a  large  leathern  priopus  between  his  legs. 

In  the  largfT  towns  he  bought  from  the  cleaners  hidies* 
glove-  wliicli  iiad  not  been  called  for,  hut  preferred  those 
most  soiled  and  worn.  Twic(^  he  admitted  to  have  vielded 
to  the  temptation  to  steal  .such  gloves,  although  in  cverv 
other  res])ect  he  was  ahsolntd v  correct.  When  in  a  crowd 
he  must  touch  L'ulies'  liniHis  whenever  possible.  At  Iiis 
ofliee  he  all-  wrHl  no  op]i< »rf imity  to  pass  without  shaking 
hands  with  l:i<li t  s,  in  order  to  feel  for  ''at  least  a  s(><'on.l 
the  soft,  warm  leather".  TTis  wife  must  wear  as  mucli  as 
possible  kid  gloves  or  such  made  of  channiis,  with  which 
he  provided  her  lavishly. 

At  his  office  be  always  bad  ladies*  gloves  lyincf  on  bis 
desk.    Not  an  hour  passed  in  which  he  did  not  touch 
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aii<l  stroke  llicni.  WIk  ji  fsjxM'ially  excited  (sexiiallyj  he 
put  siieli  a  ^1<)\(>  in  his  inoiitli  inul  eliewed  it. 

Otlici-  ariiclo  (if  tlio  female  toilet,  likewise  oilier  j>arts 
of  till'  female  ImxIv  lu'tiidos  tiic  hand,  did  not  attract  hiiu. 
Z.  felt  much  de])res4icd  about  this  auomaly.  He  felt 
ashauicd  to  look  into  the  innocent  eyes  of  his  children, 
and  prayed  God  to  protect  them  from  this  curse  of  their 
father. 

The  ohjoct  of  fctichism  may  also  be  found  in  a  thing 
which  only  by  sheer  accident  siands  in  relation  to  the  body 
of  woman,  as  may  be  gathered  from  the  follow  in«;  instance 
related  by  Moll,  It  proves,  moreover,  how  l»y  the  merely 
accidental  asnociation  of  an  apperception  with  a  parallel 
sexual  emotion — based,  of  course,  upon  a  special  psychic 
pr«x*e!?s — the  ohi  <  '  of  sncii  apperreption  may  become  a 
fetich  which  in  its  turn  nuiy  houil»  day  disappear  ac^ain. 

The  theory  of  asfjociafion  in  connection  witli  oriijinal 
])er\t  rse  manifestations  ( hasi'«l  on  ori!:ano-))sychieal  mo- 
tives) seem<  here  (|iiife  accept ahle.  The  same  may  be 
said  of  the  data  relating  to  uiasoidtisui  aud  sadism. 

Case  123.  B.,  thirt}-  years  of  aije,  apparently  un- 
tainted, refined  and  sensitive;  great  lover  of  flowers;  liked 
to  kiss  them,  but  without  any  sensual  motive  or  sensual 
excitement;  rather  of  natura  frigida;  did  not  before  twcn- 
ty-ime  practise  onanism,  and  subsequently  only  at  periods. 
When  twenty-one  he  was  introduced  to  a  young  lady  who 
wore  some  large  roses  on  her  bosom.  Ever  since  then 
large  roses  dominated  over  his  seximl  feelings.  He  in- 
cessantly boujrbt  roses;  kisslncj  them  would  prmbice  erec- 
tion. ITo  took  them  to  bed  with  him  although  he  n>  \  r 
touched  his  genitals  with  them.  His  pollutions  henceforth 
were  accompanied  Uy  dreams  of  roses.  He  would  dream 
of  roses  of  fairy-like  beauty  and,  inhaling  their  fragrance, 
have  ejacnlation. 

TTe  heeame  secretly  ensrairefl  to  his  "ladv  of  roses," 
but   the   platonic   relations  grew  colder,  and  when  tiie 
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engagomont  was  brolcon  off  tln»  rosc-fcticliisin  siuldonly 
and  pennanontly  disiipixarod.  It  never  relumed,  even 
when  ho  became  again  engaged  after  a  long  spell  of 
melancholia  (Ä.  Moll,  "Ocntralb.  f.  d.  Krankheiten  der 
Ham-  lind  Scxual-organe/'  v.,  3). 

(d)  Beaai-feitehism, 

In  close  relation  to  Htuff-fetichiBm,  certain  cases  must 
be  conftidcred  in  vchich  l)ea8ts  exereise  an  aphrodisical 
infliK  nee  over  liiinian  beings.  One  feels  tempted  to  call 
it  ZiMijihilia  Erotica. 

Tliis  |»er\(Tsion  seems  to  he  rooted  in  a  fctieliism  the 
objeet  of  wliicli  is  llic  skin  of  llie  lieasl. 

The  Iraiisiiiittiiiix  iiicdinin  of  tins  feticliisiii  may, 
])erlia]>s,  Ix*  fuund  in  a  jxculiar  idiosyiK-rasis  of  tlie 
tartilc  nerves  wliicli,  l>y  toucliini;  furs  or  animal  skins, 
j)ro<lu<'('^  jtcrnliar  an<l  lustful  cuiufions  (analnijons  to 
hair-,  liraid-,  velvet-,  and  si Ik-fct ieliisni ).  Tins  may, 
jterhajis,  also  explain  I  hat  jxculiar  holil>v  f<>r  cats  and 
dogs  at  timi's  met  with  in  sexually  p'erverted  persons 
{ride  oapeeially  case  118).  The  fcdiowing  ease,  coining 
under  my  personal  observation,  seems  to  farour  this  as- 
sumption. 

Case  124.  Zoophilia  erotica,  fetichism.  Hr.  N.  N., 
twenty-<>nc  years  of  age,  from  a  nenropathically  tainted 
family,  himself  congenitally  neuropathic  Even  as  a 
child  ho  often  felt  im]>r>11ed  to  perform  at  times  quite  in- 
different actions  f. n  t'l  ar  of  encountering  some  untoward 
event,  lie  h'arned  easily,  never  had  a  severe  illness,  and 
early  a  i^reat  love  for  domestic  animals,  espoeiall>  dogs 
and  cats,  iK'cause  wlieii  petting  them  he  experiena  d  lustful 
emotions.  For  vears  he  indnlircd  in  thi-^  nlav  with  ani- 
mals,  wliich  sensually  sfinndatcd  him,  although  in  an 
innocent  fashion,  a-  if  were.  When  he  arrived  at  the  age 
of  pnherty  he  recitgni/.ed  the  immorality  of  his  acts  and 
tried  to  free  liiinself  fn>in  the  habit.    He  sueeeeded  in  this, 
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but  henceforth  he  was  troubled  in  his  dreams  by  such 
situations  which  produced  pollutions.  He  then  began 
onanism.  At  first  he  practised  it  by  manipulation  accom- 
panied by  the  idea  that  he  was  potting  and  stroking  ani- 
mals.  Aftei;  some  time  he  arrired  at  psychical  onanism, 
produced  by  vividly  imagining  such  situations,  and  ac- 
companied by  orgasm  and  ejaculation.  This  made  him 
neurasthenic. 

ITo  claiino<l  that  s<xloraitic  ideas  never  rntpre«!  his 
mind,  that  the  srxus  hrsi'mvum  never  influenced  his  fancies 
or  actions,  in  faet  he  had  given  it  no  thoiii^lit. 

He  never  ha<l  homosexual  iiisliiict;  Imt  lutcrosexunl 
desires  were  imt  foroiLTii  f<>  liim.  tliouirli  he  lintl  never 
indnli^rd  in  eoilns  hccanso  of  want  of  lihido  {r.r  tnasl urha- 
iioiic  cf  nrunisllirnin .' )  and  frum  fear  of  infection,  lie  was 
ilrawn  only  to  women  of  liihe  ligure  and  with  a  proud 

The  usnal  synintouis  of  cerchro-spinal  neurasthenia 
wore  present,  raiirnt  was  <if  slii;hl  hniitl  and  anuMuie.  lie 
was  greatly  coneerned  to  know  whether  his  lust  virility 
could  be  restored,  as  this  would  raise  his  waning  self- 
esteem. 

Suggestions  how  to  avoid  psychic  onanism,  to  remove 
neurasthenia,  to  strengthen  tlio  sexual  centres,  to  satisfy 
the  rUa  seruaUa  in  the  normal  way  as  soon  as  this  should 
be  possible  and  successful. 

Epicrinis.  Ko  bestiality,  but  fetichism.  Very  likely 
the  petting  of  dnmestie  aninnds  eonplod  with  an  abnormally 
premature  rifii  srTualis  coincided  with  a  primary  sexual 
emotion — pr«»l)al)ly  originating  from  tactile  sensations — 
and  thns  estahli-'n  -I  an  asHOciatiou  Iwtween  the  two  faets 
wliich  hy  n  petition  became  permanent  (*'Zeitschr.  f.  Psy- 
chiatrie/' Bd.  50). 

Antipathic  Sexuality. 

After  the  attainment  of  complete  sexual  development, 
among  the  roost  constant  elements  of  self-consciousness  in 
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the  individual  arc  tbe  knowledge  of  representing  a  definite 
acxnal  personality  and  the  consciousness  of  desire,  during 
tli'c  period  of  physiohigical  activity  of  the  reproductive 
organs  (production  of  semen  and  ova),  to  perform  sexual 
acts  corresponding  with  that  sexual  personality, — acts 
which,  consciously  or  unconsciously,  have  a  procreative 
purpose. 

The  Roxual  instinct  and  desire,  save  for  indistinct 
fcolinr;^;  mill  impulses,  remain  latent  until  the  period  of 

clnjuncnl  of  the  scxniil  orijnns.  Tho  child  is  grnrris 
nruhiiis:  ami  lliouijli,  <hiriii<;  liiis  latent  period, — when 
sexuality  lias  not  yef  risen  into  clear  eijnseionsnes?*,  is  hwt 
virtuully  present,  ami  nneonneeietl  witli  powerful  or<;anic 
sensations, — aluioriiially  early  excitation  of  the  genitals 
may  (x-eiir,  either  spontaneonsly  or  as  a  result  of  external 
inJlnenee,  and  tin<l  satisfael i<»n  in  niasturhation ;  yet, 
notwithstanding;  this,  the  psychical  relation  to  persons  of 
the  opposite  sex  is  still  absolutely  wanting,  and  the  sexual 
acts  during  this  period  exhibit  more  or  less  a  reflex  spinal 
character. 

The  existence  of  innocence,  or  of  sexual  neutrality,  is 
the  more  remarkable,  since  very  early  in  education,  employ- 
ment, dress,  etc.,  the  child  undergoes  a  differentiation  from 
children  of  the  opposite  sex.  These  impressions  remain, 
however,  devoi<l  of  [»sychical  significance,  because  they 
apparently  are  stripixnl  of  sexual  meaning;  for  the  central 
organ  {cnrfr.r)  of  scxual  emotions  and  ideas  is  not  yet 
capable  of  activity,  owinpj  to  its  undeveloped  condition. 

With  the  inception  of  anatomical  and  functional 
<levelopment  of  the  frcneralive  ortjans,  and  the  ditferen- 
tiafion  of  form  heloniiinj;  to  each  sex,  whieh  p)es  hand 
in  hand  with  it  (in  the  hoy  as  well  as  in  the  prl),  rudi- 
ments of  n  mental  feelinij^  correspond intr  with  the  sex 
are  developed;  and  in  tliis.  of  ef»urse,  (education  and 
external  inlluences  in  general  have  a  powerful  clTect  upon 
the  individual,  who  now  begins  to  obser\'c. 

If  the  sexual  development  is  normal  and  undisturbed, 
a  definite  character,  eorres]>onding  with  the  sex,  is  devel- 
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opod.  Certain  well-defined  inclinations  and  veaetiona  in 
interronrne  with  pipraonR  of  the  opjMisite  scz  arise;  and 
it  is  psvcholci-jicallv  worthy  of  note  with  what  relative 
rapidity  each  indiWdnal  psychical  type  corresponding  with 
the  sex  is  e\'o1ved. 

While  mod(>tv,  for  instance,  dnring  childhood,  is 
essentially  hut  an  nncomprehended  and  incomprehensible 
exaction  of  education  and  imitation,  expressed  hot  im- 
|>crfrctly  in  the  innocence  and  naireie  of  the  child;  in 
the  youth  and  maiden  it  booomos  an  imperative  require- 
nient  of  self-respect;  and,  if  in  any  way  it  is  offciKled, 
intense  vaso  niotor  reaction  (blushing)  and  psychical 
emotions  arc  indumL 

If  the  ori^nnnl  constitution  is  favourable  and  normal, 
an<l  factors  injurious  to  the  psyolio-scxual  development 
exercise  no  adverse  infhionor,  then  a  psyeho-spxiinl 
personality  is  developed  wliieh  is  so  unchangeable  and 

f'orrcsponds  so  pomjdftclx»  and  liiirinoniously  with  the  sox 
of  the  individual  in  fpicsf ion,  that  sid)Rei]nont  loss  of  the 
p-ni-raiivc  or<rans  (us  hy  castration),  or  the  climacterium 
or  sonility,  cannot  essentially  alter  it. 

This,  however,  mnst  not  he  taken  as  a  declaration  that 
the  east  rated  man  <ir  woman,  the  yontli  and  tlie  aired 
nuin,  tlie  maiden  and  the  matron,  tlie  impotent  and  the 
poleni  man,  do  not  ditT(?r  essentially  from  each  other  iu 
their  |>syehieal  rxistence. 

An  interesting  and  imj)ortant  ([uestion  for  what  follows 
whether  the  ]>i'ri|»h<  ral  inllnenees  of  the  irenerativo 
;:l;mds  (  le>fe>  ;ind  ovarie->  ),  oi"  cent  rill  <•(•!•(  linil  ecfndit  ions, 
are  the  delerminini;  fa<'lors  in  |tsyeiio-M  \ual  devtdopment. 
The  fact  that  eonircnital  «letieieiicy  of  the  generative 
^hinds,  or  nMiaival  of  them  hrfore  })uherty,  have  a  preat 
intluence  on  physical  and  psycho-sexual  development,  so 
that  the  latter  is  sttnited  and  aKsnnies  a  type  more  closely 
resembling  the  ojiposite  sex  (eunuchs,  certain  viragoes, 
etc.),  betokens  their  cjeat  importance  in  this  respect 

That  the  physical  processes  taking  place  in  the  genital 
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organs  are  only  co-operative,  and  not  the  exclusive  factors, 
in  the  process  of  development  of  the  psycho^xual  char- 
.  acter,  is  shown  by  the  fact  that,  notwithstanding  a  normal 
anatomical  and  physiological  state  of  these  organs,  a  sexual 
instinct  may  be  developed  which  is  the  exact  opposite  of 
that  characteristic  of  the  sex  to  which  the  individual 
belongs. 

In  this  case,  the  cause  is  to  be  sought  only  in  an  anom- 
aly of  central  conditions, — in  an  abnormal  psycho-sexual 

constitution.  This  constitution,  as  far  as  its  anatomical 
and  functional  foundation  is  concerned,  is  as  vet  unknown. 
Since,  in  iicarly  ;ill  such  cases,  the  individual  taiiitt  d  with 
antipathic  si-xuiil  instinct  displays  a  neuropathic  ])redispo- 
sition  in  several  directions,  and  the  latter  may  be  brought 
into  relation  with  hereditary  degenerate  couditions,  this 
anotualy  of  psycho-sexual  feeling  nuiy  br  called,  clinically, 
a  functional  sign  o(  degeneration.  This  inverted  sexuality 
ap|>ear8  spontaneously,  without  external  cause,  witli  the 
development  of  sexual  life,  as  an  individual  manifestation 
of  an  abnormal  form  of  the  vila  sexualis,  having  the  force 
of  a  congenital  phenomenon ;  or  it  develops  upon  a  sexuality 
the  banning  of  which  was  normal,  as  a  result  of  very 
definite  injurious  influences,  and  thus  appears  as  an  ac- 
quired anomaly.  Upon  what  conditions  this  enigmatical 
phenomenon  of  acquired  homo-sexual  instinct  depends, 
remains  still  unexplained,  and  is  a  mere  matter  «»f  hypo- 
thesis. Careful  examination  of  the  so-called  acquired 
cases  makes  it  probable  that  the  predisposition  —  also 
present  here — consists  of  a  latint  lir.jiio-soxualify,  or,  at 
any  rate,  bi-sexuality,  which,  for  its  nianii*estati(»n.  re- 
<piires  the  intluence  <>f  accidental  exciting  causcti  to  rouae 
it  from  its  dornumt  state. 

In  so-called  antipathic  sexual  instinct  there  are  degrees 
of  tiie  phenomenon  which  (piitc  corre-pond  with  the  de- 
grees of  predis|>osit ion  of  the  indi\ idiial>.  Tims,  in  the 
milder  cases,  there  is  simple  hermaj»lirodit i.-m ;  in  more 
pronounced  cases,  oidy  homo-sexual  feeling  and  instinct, 
but  limited  to  the  vita  scxualis ;  in  still  more  complete 
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cases,  the  whole  psychical  personality,  and  even  the  bodily 
sensations,  are  transformed  so  as  to  correspond  with  the 
sexual  inversion;  aud,  iu  the  complete  cases,  the  physical 
form  is  correspond iiiglv  altered. 

The  following  division  of  the  various  plienomena  of 
this  psyeho-sexna]  anomaly  is  made,  therefore,  in  accord- 
ance with  these  clinical  facts. 

A.  Homo-sexual  Peeling  as  an  Acquired  Manifestation  in 

Both  Sexes. 

The  delennininy  factor  here  is  Ihe  dcmuimlraliun  of 
perverse  feeling  for  the  same  sex;  mi  ike  proof  of  sexual 
acU  with  the  same  sex.  These  two  phenomena  must  not 
be  confounded  with  each  other;  perversity  must  not  be 
taken  for  perversion. 

Perverse  sexual  acts,  without  being  dependent  upon 
perversion,  often  come  under  observation.  This  is  espe- 
cially true  with  reference  to  sexual  acts  between  persons 
of  the  same  sex,  particularly  in  pederasty.  Hi  re  ixjows- 
iln'tiia  scxualis  ia  not  necessarily  at  work;  but  hypencs- 
thesiu,  with  ])hysical  or  psychical  impossibility  for  natural 
sexual  satisfaction. 

Thus  we  lind  homo  -  sexual  intercourse  in  impotent 
masturl);ifors  or  •Icliimchccs,  or  faule  de  iii'u  ux  in  scnsn:>l 
men  and  women  under  inii»risoiiiiieiii,  ou  bhip-bourd,  in 
garrisons,  l)a«:^nios,  Ixiardin^-schools,  etc. 

There  is  an  iiimiediafe  return  to  normal  sexual  inter- 
course as  soon  as  the  obstacles  to  it  are  removed.  Very 
Iretiiu'ntly  the  cause  of  sueh  temporary  alHiration  is 
maslurOaliun  and  its  results  iu  youthful  individuals. 

Kothiug  is  so  prone  to  contaminate — under  certain 
circumstances,  even  to  exhaust — ^the  source  of  all  noble 
and  ideal  sentiments,  which  arise  of  themselves  from  a 
normally  developing  sexual  instinct,  as  the  practice  of 
masturbation  in  early  years.  It  despoils  the  unfolding  bud 
of  perfume  and  beauty,  and  leaves  behind  only  the  coarse, 
animal  desire  for  sexual  satisfaction.   If  an  individual, 
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thus  depraved,  reaches  the  ago  of  maturity,  there  is 
wanting  in  him  that  assthetic,  ideal,  pure  and  free  impulse 
which  draws  the  opposite  sexes  together.  The  glow  of 
sensual  sensibility  wanes,  and  the  hicliuution  toward  the 
opposite  sex  is  weakened.  Tliis  defect  inHuences  the 
morals,  the  character,  fancy,  fedini^  and  instinct  of  the 
youthful  masturbator,  male  or  feuiulc,  in  an  unfavourable 
inainicr,  even  causing,  under  certain  ci  renin  stances,  the 
desire  for  the  (»pposite  sex  to  sink  to  nil :  so  that  niastnrba- 
tion  is  preferred  to  the  natural  nunh-  of  satisfaction. 

Soiiietiiiics  the  dcvchtpmcnt  of  ihe  n«bl(  r  sexual  foel- 
inp;  toward  llie  opj>osiU'  sex  sulTers,  on  ae<-ouiil  of  liypo- 
chrondiMacal  fear  of  iiifrciioii  in  sexual  inten-oursi' ;  or 
on  account  of  an  actual  infcclion;  or  as  a  result  of  a  faulty 
edu<atio!i  which  points  out  such  dangers  and  exaggerates 
them.  Ag:iiii  (especially  in  females),  fear  of  the  result  of 
coitus  (pregnancy),  or  abhorrrace  of  men,  by  reason  of 
l)hysical  or  moral  defects,  may  direct  into  perverse  chan- 
nels an  instinct  that  makes  itself  felt  with  abnormal  in- 
tensity. On  the  other  hand,  premature  and  perverse 
sexual  satisfaction  injures  not  merely  the  mind,  but  also 
the  body;  inasmuch  as  it  induces  neuroses  of  the  sexual 
apparatus  (irritable  weakness  of  the  centres  governing 
erection  and  ejaculation;  defective  phasurahle  feeling  in 
coitus,  etc.),  while,  at  the  same  time,  it  maintains  imagin- 
ation and  libido  in  continuous  excitement. 

Almost  cvcrv  m:!^! urhator  at  last  reaches  a  point 
where,  frightened  on  learning  the  results  of  the  vice,  or  on 
experiencing  them  ( nejirasthenia ),  or  led  In*  example  or 
seduction  t<i  the  ojiposite  sex,  he  \vi>hes  to  free  himself 
of  the  vice  and  re-in<tale  his  nla  sc.riinlis. 

The  moral  and  mental  condifi«tns  are  here  the  m<)st 
unfavfuiralile  pos>il)]e.  The  pure  glow  of  sexual  fe<'ling  is 
dest roved  ;  the  lire  <»f  sexual  instinct  is  wanting,  and  self- 
confidence  is  lost;  for  every  mastnrhator  is  more  or  less 
timid  and  cowardly.  If  the  youthful  sinner  at  last  comes 
to  make  an  attempt  at  coitus,  he  is  either  disappointed 
because  enjoyment  is  wanting,  on  account  of  defective 
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sensual  feelings  or  lie  is  lacking  in  the  physical  strength 
necessary  to  accomplish  the  act  This  fiasco  has  a  fatal 
effect,  and  leads  to  absolute  psychical  impotence.  A  bad 
conscience  und  the  memory  of  past  failures  prevent  suc- 
cess in  any  further  attempts.  The  ever  present  libido 
sexualis,  howevcfr,  demands  hutisf action,  and  tliis  moral 
and  mental  perversion  separates  further  and  further  from 
woman. 

Fnr  various  reasons,  however, (neurasthcnie  coiii|)laints, 
hyji'tfliondriacal  tear  of  resuh^^,  etc.),  ihc  individual  is 
also  kept  from  masturbation.  At  times,  under  sucii  cir- 
cumstances, bestiality  is  resorted  to.  lutereourse  with  the 
same  sex  is  then  near  at  hand, — as  the  result  of  seduction 
or  of  the  feelings  of  frii  iid.ship  whieh,  uu  the  level  «>f  ])atho- 
lo^cal  sexuality,  easily  associate  themselves  with  sexual 
feelings. 

Passive  and  mutual  onanism  now  become  the  equivalent 
of  the  avoided  act.  If  there  is  a  seducer, — which,  un- 
fortunately often  happens, — then  the  cultivated  pederast 
is  produced, — t.^.^  a  man  who  performs  quasi  acts  of  onan- 
ism with  persons  of  his  own  sex,  and,  at  the  same  time, 
feels  and  prefers  himself  in  an  active  role  corresponding 
with  his  real  sex ;  who  is  mentally  indifferent  not  only  to 
persons  of  the  opposite  sex,  but  also  to  those  of  his  own. 

Sexual  aberration  reaches  tins  deirree  in  the  normally 
constituted,  untainlcd,  mentally  healthy  individual.  No 
case  has  yet  been  demonstrated  in  whicli  perversity  has 
l)cen  transformed  into  (ierversion — i.e.,  into  an  inversion 
of  the  sexual  instinct^ 

^Oatmiar  (*' AnomaliM  Sexuelles»"  Puii,  pp.  600,  609)  reports 

two  cases  (oa.scs  222  ami  223)  that  are  apparently  npjMixod  to  this 
awuinption,  particularly  the  first,  in  which  despair  about  the  unfaith- 
fulness of  a  lover  led  the  individual  to  submit  to  the  seduotiona  of 
men.  Ihtt  the  case  itself  clearly  «howa  that  this  imlividual  iMver 
found  pleasure  in  homo  sexual  arts.  Tn  ea^e  223.  tlx?  individual  was 
effeminated  ab  originv,  or  was  at  least  n  psych ieul  hermaphrodite. 

Those  wlio  hold  to  the  opinion  that  the  origin  of  homo-sexual 
frelin^'^  mid  instinrf  is  found  tn  lie  exclusively  in  defective  education 
and  other  psycholugical  influences  are  entirely  in  error. 

An  ttntmiiUed  mate  may  be  raised  ever  sn  nudi  liks  a  female, 
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With  tainted  individuals,  the  matter  is  quite  different 
The  latent  perverse  sexuality  is  developed  under  the  influ- 
ence of  neurasthenia  induced  by  masturbaüon,  abstinence, 
or  otherwise. 

Gradually,  in  contact  with  persons  of  the  same  sex, 
sexual  excitation  hy  tlioin  is  induced.  Related  ideas  are 
"coloured  witli  lustful  feelings,  and  awaken  corresponding 
desires.  This  decide<lly  degenerate  reaction  is  the  begin- 
ning of  a  process  of  plivsical  and  mental  transformation, 
a  description  of  which  is  attempted  in  wiiat  follows,  und 
which  is  one  of  the  most  interesting  psycliolo;xi<'al  i)h('nom- 
ena  that  have  Ix'cn  ohserved.  This  mutamorphosis  pre- 
sents ditlcrcut  stages,  or  degrees. 

1.    Degree:  Simple  Reversal  of  Sexual  Feeling. 

This  dcirree  is  attained  when  a  person  exercises  an 
aphrodisiac  ctTect  over  anotlier  person  of  the  same  sex 
who  reciprocates  the  sexual  feeling.  Character  and  in- 
stinct, however,  still  correspond  with  the  sex  of  the  indi- 

and  n  fomnle  like  ii  mnlo,  Itut  (hoy  will  not.  iMH-mnc  hotno-wxuttl. 
The  natural  disposition  is  the  determining  condition ;  not  education 
and  other  (Motdmlal  eireumttaneetf  like  MdMefioM.  There  can  be  no 
tliouj^lit  i)f  nntipatliir  instinct  navo  wlicn  ihv  ivcrnnn  of  the 

name  sex  exerU  a  psvclio  iH'Xual  intluence  over  the  imlividual,  and 
thus  brings  ebout  libido  and  orgasm, — i.  e.,  has  a  psychical  attrae- 
tion.  Ttuc^o  r.iHi'.s  are  quite  difTt-rent  in  wliirli,  faule  dr  mii  ur,  with 
great  si-n^^unlity  and  a  defective  icHthclic  Konne,  tlie  body  of  a  persoo 
of  the  Rnmc  8CX  is  used  for  an  onanistic  act  (not  for  coitus  in  m 
p»yi'hifal  sense). 

In  his  rxpellont  niono^jraph,  Moll  Hhows  verj'  rh>nrly  nnil  con- 
vincingly the  importance  of  original  predisposition  in  contrast  with 
exeitin^  causes  (rf.  op.  eti.,  pp.  212*231).  He  knows  "many  cases 
where  early  sexual  intercourse  with  men  was  not  capalilc  of  imlm  ing 
perversion."  JJoll  signiflcantly  says,  further:  "  1  know  of  »urh  an 
epidemic  (of  mutual  onanism)  in  a  Berlin  school,  where  a  pn  -tun, 
who  is  now  an  actor,  shuneleai^  iBlrodueed  mutual  onanism. 
Though  I  now  know  the  names  of  very  many  urnin;r><  in  Herl  in,  yet 
I  could  not  ascertain,  even  with  anything  like  probability,  that  among 
all  the  pupils  of  that  school  at  that  tinte  there  was  one  that  had 
Ixctmic  an  urninp;  but.  on  the  other  lianti,  I  have  cpiitc  certain 
knowledge  that  many  of  those  pupils  are  now  normal  sexuallv.  in 
fading  and  intercounn. 
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ridual  presenting  the  reversal  of  sexual  feeling.  lie  fcelü 
himself  in  the  active  role;  he  recognizes  his  impulse 
toward  his  own  sex  as  an  aberration^  and  finally  seeks 
aid. 

With  episodical  improvcinent  of  the  neurosis,  at  first 
even  normal  sexual  feelings  may  reappear  and  assert 
themselves.  The  following  case  seems  well  suited  to 
exemplify  this  stage  of  the  psycho*8Cxual  degeneration: —

am  an  <'tli<  i;il,  and,  a!>  far  as  1  know,  come  from  an  un- 
tainfiMl  faiiiilv.  My  fatlu  r  died  of  an  aciitr  di-casc;  mv 
niotlicr,  still  livin*;,  is  V(  11/  m  rroius.  A  siaicr  hiUi  bcci{  wry 
inlciiscly  rclnjious  for  sonic  years. 

**I  myself  am  tall,  and,  in  sikccIi,  uait  an«l  manm-r, 
give  a  jK-rffctly  masenlinc  imjtns>ion.  Mta>lis  is  the 
only  disease  I  have  had;  hnt  since  my  thirteeuth  year  I 
have  suffered  with  soiled  nen'ous  headaches. 

**My  sexual  life  hegan  in  my  thirteenth  year,  when 
I  became  acquainted  with  a  boy  somewhat  okler  than 
myself,  quocum  alter  allerius  genitalia  tangendo  delcclabar, 
I  had  the  first  ejaculation  in  my  fourteenth  year.  Seduced 
to  onanism  by  two  older  school-mates,  I  practised  it  partly 
with  others  and  partly  aloue;  in  the  latter  case,  however, 
always  with  the  thought  of  persons  of  the  female  sex.  "My 
libido  scxualia  was  very  great,  as  it  is  to-day.  Later,  I 
tried  to  win  a  pretty,  stout  servant-girl  who  had  very 
large  mamma!;  id  solum  associitus  sum,  ut  me  prjcscnte 
siiperiorcm  corp<»ris  sni  jiarteni  enn<laret  miliiquc  eonce- 
dfrct  OS  niaiiiiiia>;(|ii<'  osculari,  dum  ijisa  pciicm  mcum 
valde  cnctinii  in  nianuni  suam  rcccpit  cuiiniiu'  trivit. 

"(^uanKjuam  violintissinic  coitnin  rogarem  hoc  solum 
couccssit,  nt  genitalia  ejus  tani^i  n-iii. 

"After  i;«»ini^  to  tlie  university,  1  visited  a  brothel  and 
succee<led  witliont  sj»eeial  effort. 

*'Tljen  an  event  oeeiirred  wliieli  hrouf^lit  al)ont  a  e!i;(n^e 
ill  me.  One  evening  1  acconjpanied  a  friend  home,  and 
in  a  mild  state  of  intoxication  I  grasped  him  ad  <jcnHalia. 
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He  imido  but  .sliglit  oppoisitiuii.  1  tlicu  went  up  io  his 
room  with  him,  uud  wc  practised  mutual  masturbutiuu. 
From  tbait  time  we  indiilf^  in  it  quite  frequently;  in 
fact,  it  came  to  immissiu  pt-uis  in  with  resultant  ejacu- 
lations. But  it  is  strange  that  I  was  not  at  all  in  love  with 
this  person,  but  passionately  in  love  with  another  friend, 
near  whom  I  never  felt  the  slightest  sexual  excitement,  and 
whom  I  never  oonnicctcd  with  sexual  matters,  even  in 
thought.  My  visits  to  brothels,  where  I  was  gladly  re- 
ceived, became  mure  infreciuent;  in  my  friend  I  fouml 
a  substitute,  and  did  not  desire  sexual  intercourse  with 
women. 

*'We  never  practised  pederasty.  That  word  wa«  not 
even  known  between  us.  Fr<»m  the  heixinnini:  of  this  rehi- 
tion  witli  my  friend,  I  ai;ain  inaslurbated  more  freqneully, 
ami  naturally  the  thought  of  females  rerr^lnj  mori'  and 
more  into  the  ltaeki:n>uii«l,  and  I  tliniii:lil  more  and  more 
about  younjj:,  handsome,  shMmr  imn  wiih  the  largest  ])os- 
sible  genitals.  1  preferred  yoiiug  fellows,  from  sixteen  to 
twentv-tive  vears  old,  without  Inards,  hut  tlu'V  had  to 
be  handsome  and  clean.  Voung  lalM>urer8  dressed  in 
trousers  of  Manchester  doth  or  English  leather,  partic- 
ularly  masons,  especially  excited  me. 

"Persons  in  my  own  position  had  hardly  any  effect  on 
me;  but,  at  the  sight  of  one  of  those  strapping  fellows  of 
the  lower  class,  I  experienced  marked  sexual  excitement. 
It  seems  to  me  that  the  touch  of  such  trousers,  the  open- 
ing  of  them  and  the  grasping  of  the  penis,  as  well  as 
kissing  the  fellow,  would  Ix;  the  greatest  delight.  My 
sensibility  to  female  charms  is  somewhat  dulld;  yet  in 
sexual  intercourse  with  a  woman,  particularly  when  she 
has  well-developed  mamnuc,  I  am  always  potent  without 
th(^  help  of  iniagiiuition.  I  have  never  attempte<l  to  make 
use  (»f  a  youiiir  labourer,  or  the  lik<',  for  the  satisfaction  of 
my  evil  de-irr>.  und  never  shall:  hut  T  often  {<•*■]  a  hmging 
t<t  do  it.  I  oilcu  impress  on  myself  the  mental  image  of 
such  a  nuui.  and  then  masturbate  at  home. 

**I  am  abtjoiutely  devoid  of  taste  for  female  work.  I 
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ratluT  like  to  iiiove  in  I'rniak*  st>cii'tv,  but  daiiciii;!:;  is 
n'ltii^riiant  to  iii<'.  1  liavo  a  lively  iiilcn  st  in  tla-  tine  arts. 
That  my  :?i'xual  ^ciim'  is  partly  rover. •»(•<{  i.s,  I  heliev«',  in 
j)arl  <hu'  to  irrealer  eonvenit  nee,  wliieh  keej)s  me  from 
entering  into  a  jclalioii  with  a  girl;  as  the  latter  is  a 
matter  of  too  niiuli  tronl)l<'.  To  he  eonstantly  vi>iling 
Louses  of  j>rostilution  is,  for  u-stlietic  reasons,  repugnant 
to  luc ;  and  thus  I  am  always  returning  to  solitary  onanism, 
which  is  very  difficult  for  me  to  avoid. 

'^Hundreds  of  times  I  have  said  to  myself  that,  in 
order  to  have  a  nomuil  sexual  sense,  it  would  be  neoe»* 
sary  for  mc,  first  of  all,  to  overcome  my  irresistible  passion 
for  onanism, — a  practice  so  repugnant  to  my  «sthetic 
feeling.  Again  and  again  I  have  resolved  with  all  my 
might  to  fight  this  passion ;  but  I  am  still  unsueeossful. 
When  I  felt  the  sexual  impulse  gaining  strength,  instead 
of  seeking  satisfaction  in  the  natural  manner,  I  preferred 
to  masturbate,  because  I  felt  that  I  would  thus  have  more 
enjoyment. 

''And  yet  experience  has  taught  me  that  I  am  always 
potent  with  girls,  and  that,  too,  without  trouble  and  with- 
out the  vision  of  njax  ulinc  genitals.  In  one  ease,  how- 
ever, I  did  not  attain  ejacidat i« »n  heeause  the  woman — it 
was  in  a  ltr«»thel — was  devoid  of  every  <*iiarni.  1  cannot 
avoid  the  tli»>ught  and  severe  self-accusation  that,  to  a 
certain  extent,  my  inverted  sexuality  is  the  residt  of 
excessive  onanism;  and  this  especially  depresses  me,  be- 
cause I  am  compelled  to  acknowledge  that  I  scarcely  feel 
strong  enough  to  overcome  this  vice  by  the  force  of  my 
own  will. 

''As  a  result  of  my  relations  for  years  with  a  fellow- 
student  and  pal,  mentioned  in  this  conununication — 
which,  however,  began  while  we  were  at  the  university, 
and  tdter  we  had  been  friends  for  seven  years — the  im- 
pulse to  unnatural  satisfaction  of  libido  lias  grown  much 
stronger.  I  trust  you  will  ])erinit  the  description  of  an 
incident  which  worried  me  for  months: — 

''In  the  summer  of  1882,  I  made  the  acquaintance 
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of  a  companion  six  yoars  yonniror  than  nivsclf,  who,  with 
several  others,  ha<l  hccn  introdiictd  to  me  and  niy  ac- 
quaintances. I  very  soon  felt  a  deep  interest  in  tliis 
handsome  man,  wii<>  was  unusually  well-i)roi)<»rti(me(l, 
slim,  and  full  of  lu-alili.  After  a  few  weeks  of  associa- 
tion, this  likinii;  rip<  ii('(i  iut(t  friendsiiip,  an<l  at  last  into 
passionate  love,  with  feelings  of  the  most  intense  jealousy. 
I  very  soon  noticed  that  in  this  love  sexual  excitation  was 
also  very  marked;  and,  notwithstanding  my  determina- 
tion,  aside  from  all  others,  to  keep  myself  in  check  in' 
relation  to' this  man,  whom  I  respected  so  highly  for  his 
superior  character,  one  night,  after  free  indulgence  in 
heer,  as  we  were  enjoying  a  bottle  of  champagne  in  my 
room,  and  drinking  to  good,  true  and  lasting  friendship, 
I  yielded  to  the  irresistible  impulse  to  embrace  him,  etc. 

"Wlien  I  saw  him  next  day,  I  was  so  ashamed  that 
I  could  not  look  him  in  the  face.  T  felt  tlie  deepest  regret 
for  my  action,  and  accused  myself  bitterly  for  having  thus 
sullied  this  friendship,  whi(  h  was  to  be  and  remain  so 
pure  and  precious.  In  ord<'r  to  prove  to  him  tliat  I  ha<I 
lost  control  of  myself  only  momentarily,  at  the  (>nd  of 
tlie  semester  I  urp  rl  hiin  to  make  an  excursion  with  me; 
and  after  some  rcluetaurc,  the  reason  of  which  was  only 
too  clear  to  uie,  he  coMsenteij.  Several  uii^ht'^  we  sle]»t 
in  the  saiue  rooiu  without  any  atteuipt  on  my  part  to 
re|>eat  uiy  aelioTi.  I  wislie<l  to  talk  with  him  alniut  the 
event  of  that  night,  hut  I  couhl  not  l>ring  myself  to  it; 
even  when,  during  tl>e  next  semester,  we  were  separated, 
I  could  not  induce  myself  to  write  to  him  on  the  subject ; 
and  when  I  visited  him  in  March  at  X.,  it  was  the  same. 
And  yet  I  felt  a  great  desire  to  dear  up  this  dark  point 
by  an  open  statement.  In  October  of  the  same  year  I 
was  again  in  X.,  and  this  time  found  courage  to  speak 
without  reserve;  indeed,  I  asked  him  why  he  had  not 
resisted  me.  He  answered  that,  in  part,  it  was  1m  cause 
lie  wished  to  please  me,  and,  in  part,  owing  to  the  fact 
that  he  was  somewhat  apathetic  as  a  result  of  being  a 
little  intoxicated.    I  explaineil  to  him  my  condition,  and 
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also  gave  him  ''Psychopatbia  Sexualis"  to  read,  express- 
ing the  hope  that  by  the  force  of  my  own  will  I  should 
become  fully  and  lastingly  master  of  my  unnatural  im- 
pulse. Since  this  confession,  the  relation  between  this 
friend  and  me  has  been  the  most  delightful  and  happy 
possible;  there  are  the  most  friendly  feelings  on  both 
sides,  which  are  sincere  and  true;  and  it  is  to  be  hoped 
that  tliey  will  endure. 

*'If  I  should  not  improve  my  abnormal  condition,  I 
*  am  determined  to  put  myself  under  your  treatment;  the 
more  bocatiso,  after  a  eareful  stu<ly  of  your  work,  I  can- 
not eoimt  myself  ns  hcloniring  to  tlio  oatcirory  of  so-called 
Urnings;  an«l  also  because  I  liave  tin'  tirni  eonvletion, 
hi>\n',  at  least,  tliat  a  stroni;  will,  as>^iste(l  an»!  coniliinetl 
with  skilful  treatment,  could  transform  me  into  a  man 
of  normal  feeling." 

Case  126.  lima  S.,'  aged  twenty-nine;  single,  mer- 
chant's daughter;  of  a  family  having  bad  nervous  taint. 
Father  was  a  drinker  and  died  by  suicide,  as  also  did  the 
patient's  brother  and  sister.  A  sister  suffered  with  con- 
vulsive hysteria.  Mother's  father  shot  himself  while  in- 
sane. Mother  was  sickly,  and  paralysed  after  apoplexy. 
The  patient  never  had  any  severe  illness.  She  was  bright, 
entbusinstie  and  dreaun*.  !^^ense^!  at  the  age  of*  eighteen 
without  difficulty;  but  thereafter  they  were  very  irregular. 
At  fourteen,  chlorosis  and  catale])sy  from  fright.  Later, 
hysteria  gravis  and  an  attack  of  hystet  i< -al  insanity.  At 
eighteen,  relations  with  a  young  man  wlii<  li  were  not  pln- 
tonie.  Tliis  man's  love  was  passionately  returned.  From 
statements  of  tlu^  patient,  it  seemed  that  she  was  very 
sensual,  and  after  sejiaratiou  from  her  lover  ]iraetised 
masturbation.  After  this  she  led  a  romantic  life.  Tu  order 
to  earn  a  living,  she  ]>nt  fin  male  clofhini;.  and  became  a 
tutor;  but  she  gave  u]i  her  jdaee  because  her  mistress, 
not  knowing  her  sex,  fell  in  love  wijh  her  and  courted  her. 

T/.  nuthnr'fl  "  F.xporinientuI  Study  in  the  Domain  of  Hyp- 
notism," third  pditinn,  1893. 
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Then  slic  luvaiiu'  a  railway  ciiiiiloyc«'.  In  tlic  company  of 
licr  conipanicns,  in  order  to  conceal  licr  sex,  she  was  com- 
jiclli'd  to  visit  hrotlicls  witli  tlicni,  anil  hear  the  most  vul- 
gar stories.  This  became  so  distasteful  to  her  that  she 
gave  up  her  ))lacc,  resumed  the  garments  of  a  female,  and 
again  sought  to  earn  her  living.  She  was  arrested  £i>r 
thcfty  and  on  account  of  severe  hystero-cpilepsy  was  sent 
.to  the  hospital.  There  inclination  and  impulse  toward  the 
same  sex  were  discovered.  The  patient  hecame  trouble- 
some  on  account  of  passionate  love  for  female  nurses  and 
patients. 

Her  sexual  inversion  was  considered  congenital.  With 
regard  to  this,  the  patient  made  some  interesting  state- 
ments : — 

**I  am  judged  ineorreetlv,  if  it  is  thought  that  I  feel 
nivself  a  man  toward  the  female  sex.  In  niv  wliole  thoudit 
and  feelini;  I  am  mncli  more  a  woman.  Did  I  not  love 
my  eoiisiii  as  f>nly  a  woman  can  l«>\e  a  man  ^ 

''The  chanije  of  my  feelings  ori^'inaled  in  this,  that,  in 
Pesth,  dresserl  as  a  man,  1  ha<l  an  ojij)ort unity  to  olnerve 
my  consin.  I  saw  that  I  was  wholly  deceiviMl  in  him.  That 
gave  me  terrihle  heart-|>anirs.  I  know  that  I  could  never 
love  another  man;  that  1  Ixlonged  to  those  who  love  but 
once.  Of  similar  effect  was  the  fact  that,  in  the  society 
of  my  companions  at  the  railway,  I  was  compelled  to  hear 
the  most  offensive  language  and  visit  the  most  disreputa- 
ble houses.  As  a  result  of  the  insight  into  men's  motives, 
gained  in  this  way,  I  took  an  unconquerable  dislike  to 
them.  However,  since  I  am  of  a  very  passionate  nature 
and  need  to  have  some  loving  person  on  wliom  to  depend, 
and  to  whom  I  can  wholly  surrender  myself,  I  felt  myself 
more  and  more  powerfully  drawn  toward  intelligent  women 
and  ^irls  who  were  in  sympathy  witli  me." 

The  antipathic  sexual  instinct  of  this  patient,  which 
was  clearly  acquired,  expressed  itself  in  a  stormy  and  de- 
cidciliy  «ensnal  way,  and  was  further  anirmentcd  hy  ma-^- 
Inrhation:  Iweanse  constant  control  in  ho-pifals  made  «sex- 
ual satisfaction  with  tlic  same  sex  iuipossihle.  Character 
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an<l  *x*rMipation  rniiaincil  fominino.  Thor«'  wi  re  no  iiuiti- 
ifj'>rations  <»f  virairinitv.  Acrunlini;  to  information  lat«-iv 
rcc«  i\ f'<i  !»y  tin-  aiitlior,  this  piiinit,  after  two  years  of 
tn  aiiiii  iit  in  an  a.-vluni,  was  entirely  fn^Ml  from  her  neu- 
rosis  ami  sexual  inversion,  and  discharged  curt^d. 

Case  127.  3ljr.  X.,  aged  thirty-fivey  single,  cinl 
servant ;  mother  insane,  brother  hypochoiidriacal. 

Patient  was  healthy,  strong,  of  lively  sensual  tempera- 
ment. He  had  manifested  powerful  sexual  instinct  ahnor- 
mallv  early,  and  masturbated  while  vet  a  small  bov.  He 
had  coitus  the  first  time  at  the  ago  of  fourteen,  with  en- 
joyment and  complete  power.  When  fifteen  years  old« 
a  man  sought  to  seduce  him,  and  performed  manustupra- 
tion  on  him.  X.  exjierieneed  a  fe«'ling  of  repulsion,  and 
freed  himself  from  the  distrusting  situation.  At  maturity 
he  eommitte<l  e\<-f  cv;os  in  lihidn,  with  eoitus;  in  1880  he 
l)eeame  nrnrastlienic,  iM-ing  atHictfd  with  weakness  of  erec- 
tion and  rjfiriilnl in  jirartt.r.  He  thus  Inrame  less  and  h»ss 
jM»»<  nt,  ami  no  longer  expi-ricneed  pleasure  in  tlu'  sexual 
act.  At  this  period  of  sexual  dccadrufe,  for  a  long  time 
he  Ptill  had  what  was  previously  forciirn  to  him. — still 
ineomprehcnsihle  to  him, — an  inelinati(»n  for  sexual  inter- 
course with  immature  girls  of  the  age  of  twelve  or  thir- 
teen.  His  libido  increased  as  virility  diminished. 

Gradually  he  developed  inclination  for  boys  of  thirteen 
or  fourteen.   He  was  impelled  to  approach  them. 

Quodsi  ei  occasio  data  est  ut  tangere  posset  pueros  qui 
ei  placuere,  penis  vehementer  se  erexit  tum  maxime  quum 
cnira  pueronim  tangere  potuisset.  Abhinc  feminas  non 
cnpivit.  Nonnunquam  feminas  ad  ooitum  ooegit  sed  erectio 
debilis,  ejaonlatio  pnematura  erat  sine  ulla  voluptate. 

Xow  oidy  youths  interested  him.  He  dreamed  aUuit 
tli'  m  and  ha<l  })ollution.s.  After  1882  he  now  and  tiien 
hu<l  opportunity  eoneumherr  nmi  pirrnihuft.  This  led  to 
p(>w<rful  sexual  excitement,  which  In*  satisfied  hv  mns- 
turliafiou.  Tt  was  (]uite  (»xeeptioual  for  him  to  venture 
touciiing  his  bed-fellow  and  iudul^iug  in  mutual  mas- 
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turbation.  lie  shunned  pederasty.  For  the  most  part,  he 
was  compelled  to  satisfy  his  sexual  noo<h  by  means  of 
solitary  masturbation.  In  the  act  he  called  up  the  vision 
of  pleasing  lK)ys.  After  sexual  intercourse  with  such  l>oys, 
he  always  f»'lt  strengt liene<l  ami  refreshed,  but  morally 
depressed ;  [»eeause  there  was  consciousness  of  having 
performed  a  perverse,  indecent  and  j)nnisliab]e  net.  He 
found  it  pninfid  that  his  disgusting  impulse  was  more 
powerful  tlian  his  will. 

X.  thituglit  tiiat  Iiis  love  for  Iiis  own  sex  had  resulted 
from  great  excess  in  natural  sexual  intcTcourse,  and  be- 
moaned his  situation.  On  the  occasion  of  a  consultation, 
in  December,  1880,  he  asked  me  whether  there  were  any 
means  to  bring  him  back  to  a  normal  sexual  condition, 
since  he  had  no  real  horror  femina,  and  would  very  gladly 
many. 

This  intelligent  patient,  free  from  degenerative  signs, 
present(>d  no  abnormal  symptoms  except  those  of  sexual 
and  spinal  neurasthenia  in  a  moderate  degree. 

//.  Degree:  Eviration  and  Defeminaiion, 

If,  in  eases  of  antipathic  sexual  instinct  thns  developed, 
no  restoration  f>ccnrs,  then  deej)  and  lasting  transforuia- 
tioHs  of  lilt'  jisi/i'Ji lial  personalitv  may  occur.  T\\r  process 
<-oiii]ilotiiig  it-elt*  in  this  way  niay  l>e  briefly  desiL^nated 
rriidhon  (fhfrinnmlinn  in  woman).  The  j^atient  under- 
goes a  deej)  change  of  character,  jtartienlarly  in  his  feelings 
and  inclinations,  which  thns  l>econie  those  of  a  female. 
After  this,  he  also  feels  himself  to  be  a  wonum  during  the 
sexual  act,  has  desire  only  for  passive  sexual  indulgence, 
and,  under  certain  circumstances,  sinks  to  the  level  of  a 
prostitute.  In  this  condition  of  deep  and  more  lasting 
psycho-sexual  transformation,  the  individual  is  like  unto 
the  (congenital)  uming  of  high  grade.  The  possibility  of  a 
restoration  of  the  pre\nous  mental  and  sexual  personality 
seems  in  such  a  case,  precluded. 
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The  following  case  is  a  classical  example  of  this  variety 
of  lasting  ae(|uircd  antipathic  sexual  instinct : — 

Case  128.  Sch.,  aged  thirty,  ])liy.sician,  one  day  told 
me  the  story  of  his  life  and  malady,  asking  for  pxplaiia> 
tion  and  advice  concerning  certain  anomalies  for  his  viia 
sexualis.  The  following  description  gives,  for  the  most 
part  verhatim,  the  details  of  the  autobiography;  only  in 
some  portions  it  is  shortened : — 

"My  parents  wore  healthy.  As  a  child  T  was  sickly; 
but  with  good  care  I  thrived,  and  got  on  well  in  school. 
When  eleven  years  old,  I  was  taught  to  mai^rbate  by  my 
playn^ates,  and  iravo  myself  np  to  it  passionately.  Until 
I  was  tifteeii,  I  learned  easily.  On  account  of  fre«|ueiit 
jwllutions,  I  iH'canio  less  capable,  and  did  not  ijct  on  well  in 
school,  and  was  uncertain  an<l  eniharrassfd  wluii  «aiied 
on  by  the  teacher.  Fri;:;lilened  by  my  loss  of  capability, 
and  recoijfnisinir  that  the  loss  of  semen  was  n  simnsiblc  fur 
it,  I  pave  up  masl urbat i<»u ;  but  the  jioHniions  became 
ev(»u  more  fre<pi(»ut,  so  that  I  often  had  two  or  three  in  a 
night.  In  desi>air,  I  now  consulted  one  physician  after 
another.   None  were  able  to  help  me. 

"Since  I  grew  weaker  and  weaker,  by  reason  of  the 
loss  of  semen,  with  the  sexual  appetite  growing  more  and 
more  powerful,  I  sought  houses  of  prostitution.  But  I  was 
there  unable  to  find  satisfaction;  for,  even  though  the 
sight  of  a  naked  female  pleased  me,  neither  orgasm  nor 
erection  occurre<l ;  and  even  manustupration  by  the  purlla 
was  not  capable  of  inducing  erection.  Scarcely  would  ,1 
leave  the  house,  when  the  impulse  would  seize  me  again, 
and  I  would  have  violent  erections.  T  grew  ashamed 
before  the  girls,  and  ee;i-t  -1  to  visit  such  houses.  Tims  a 
cf)uple  of  years  passed,  ^ly  sexual  life  consiste(l  of  j>ollu- 
tions.  My  iueliuafiou  toward  the  opposite  sex  grew  less 
and  less.  At  nineteen  T  went  to  the  university.  The 
theatn*  had  more  attra<'tious  for  uk^  :  I  wished  to  beeome 
an  actor.  My  parents  were  iiof  willin«^.  At  the  metro- 
polis 1  was  couipellcd  now  and  then  to  visit  girls  with  niy

conirados.  I  foarcd  sucli  a  situation;  because  I  know  that 
coitus  was  inijK)S8iblc  for  me,  and  lu'cause  my  friends 
might  discover  my  impotence.  Therefore,  I  avoided,  as 
far  88  |K)ssible,  the  danger  of  becoming  the  butt  of  their 
jokes  and  ridicule 

"One  evening,  in  the  opera-house,  an  old  gentleman 
sat  near  me.  He  courted  me.  I  laughed  heartily  at  the 
foolish  old  man,  and  entered  into  his  joke.  Exinopinato 
genitalia  mea  prchendit,  quo  facto  statim  penis  meus  se 
erexit.  Frightened,  I  demanded  of  him  what  lie  meant 
He  said  that  lie  was  in  love  with  me.  ITavinfif  heard  of 
hermaphrodites  in  the  clinics,  I  thought  I  had  <mv  before 
me,  and  became  curious  to  sec  his  genitals.  The  old  man 
was  very  willing,  and  went  with  me  to  the  water  closet. 
Siciiti  ])enem  maximum  ejus  erectum  adspexi,  perterritus 
effiigi. 

"This  man  followed  me,  and  ninde  ptranixe  projjosals 
which  1  did  not  understand,  and  reix  llcd.  He  did  not  irive 
me  any  rest.  I  learned  the  secrets  of  male  love  for  males, 
and  felt  that  niv  sexuality  was  excited  l>v  it.  But  I 
resisted  the  shameful  passion  (as  I  then  reirarded  it)  and, 
for  the  next  three  \  ears,  I  remainetl  free  from  il.  During 
this  time  I  repeatedly  attempted  coitus  with  girls  in  vain. 
My  attempts  to  free  myself  of  my  impotence  by  means  of 
medical  treatment  were  also  in  vain.  Once,  when  my 
libido  aexmlia  was  troubling  me  again,  I  recalled  what 
the  old  man  had  told  me:  that  male^loving  men  were  accus* 
tomed  to  meet  on  the  E.  Promenade. 

After  a  hard  struggle,  and  with  beating  heart,  I  went 
there,  made  the  ncqnaintance  of  a  blgnde  man,  and  allowed 
myself  to  he  seduced.  The  first  step  was  tak(  n.  This 
kind  of  sexual  love  was  satisfactory  to  me.  I  always  pre- 
ferred to  h(>  in  the  arms  of  a  strong  man.  The  satisfaction 
consisted  of  mutual  manustupration :  occasionally  in 
osruJum  ad  prncm  aJfri-iits.  I  was  then  twenty-f liree  years 
old.  Sittinir,  toiretlier  with  my  comrades,  on  the  h«<ls  of 
patients  in  the  clinic  durintr  the  lectures,  excited  me  so 
intensely  that  I  could  scarcely  listen  to  the  lectures.  In 
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tlio  sanio  yoar  I  ont«^rotl  into  a  formal  lovo-rolalion  with  a 
mcrchaut  of  tliirtv-foiir.  Wo  lived  as  man  antl  wife.  X. 
plajed  the  man,  and  fell  more  and  more  in  love.  I  gave 
up  to  him,  but  now  and  then  I  had  to  play  the  man.  After 
a  time  I  grew  tired  of  him,  became  unfaithful  and  he 
grew  jealous.  There  were  terrible  scenes,  which  led  to 
temporary  separation,  and  finally  to  actual  niptnre.  (The 
merchant  afterwards  became  insane,  and  died  by  suicide.) 

''I  made  many  aoquaintaneos,  and  loved  the  most  or* 
dinary  people.  T  preferred  tboso  having  a  full  lioard, 
who  woro  tall  and  of  middle  age,  and  able  to  play  the  aetive 
role  well.  I  developed  a  jn-ortitis.  The  professor  thought 
it  was  the  result  of  sittinu:  too  nnieli  while  preparing  for 
examinations.  T  «hnelope»!  a  li>tnhi.  ami  liad  to  nndor^> 
an  operation;  Imt  this  did  ni>t  eure  nn'  of  my  dr-^in'  to  let 
myself  be  used  |»assiv('ly.  I  became  a  pliysician  ami  went 
to  a  provincial  town,  wlicrc  I  had  to  live  like  a  nun.  I 
devclojM'd  a  desire  to  mo\(»  in  ladies'  society,  and  was 
•rladly  welcomed  there;  because  it  was  found  that  I  was 
not  so  one-sided  as  most  men,  and  was  interested  in 
toilettes  and  sneli  feminine  things.  However,  I  felt  very 
unhappy  and  lonesome*  Fortunately,  in  this  town,  I  made 
the  acquaintance  of  a  man,  a  'sister,'  who  felt  like  me. 
For  some  time  I  was  taken  care  of  by  him.  When  he 
had  to  leave  I  had  an  attack  of  despair,  with  depression, 
which  was  accompanied  by  thoughts  of  suicide. 

'*When  it  became  impossible  for  me  to  longer  endure 
the  town,  I  became  a  military  surgeon  in  the  capital. 
There  I  began  to  live  again,  and  often  made  two  or  three 
acquaintances  in  one  day.  I  had  never  lov<'d  boys  or 
young  people;  only  fully  develo|)ed  men.  The  thoufjlit  of 
fallini;  into  the  hands  of  tlio  p<»liee  was  frip;hlful.  Thna 
far  I  have  eseaped  the  «'Intehes  of  the  blaekmailer.  At  the 
same  time.  1  cou]<I  not  keep  myself  from  the  <;ratiHeation 
of  my  impulse.  Aft(  r  «i\uo  months  T  fell  in  love  with  an 
otli<Mal  of  folly.  T  remained  true  to  him  for  a  year,  and 
we  lived  like  a  |»air  of  lov<'rs.  T  was  the  wife  and  was 
formally  eourted  by  the  lover.    One  day  1  was  transferred 
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to  a  small  town.   We  were  in  despair.   The  last  night  was 
spent  in  eontinualljr  kissing  and  oarcssing  one  another. 
*'In  T.  I  was  imi*pcakal»l_v  unhapin-,  in  spite  of  some 

'sisters'  wlioiii  T  found.  1  <NniId  not  forget  niy  lover.  In 
order  to  satisfy  mv  sexual  desire,  which  cried  for  satis- 
faction,  I  chose  soldiers.  Moncv  obtained  men;  hut  they 
n'liiained  cold,  and  1  had  no  enjoyment  with  tliem.  1 
was  successful  in  heiui;  rel ransferred  to  the  cajtital,  where 
thire  was  a  new  htve  r«']ation,  hut  mucli  jeali'u>y;  heeause 
my  lover  liked  to  go  into  tlie  so<'iety  of  'si.sters,*  and  was 
jiroud  and  etMjuetlisli.  There  wa>  a  rupture.  I  was  v«'rv 
unhappy  and  vary  glad  to  be  transferred  from  the  caj>ital. 
I  now  stayed  in  C,  alone  and  in  despair.  Two  infantry 
privates  were  brought  into  service,  but  with  the  same 
unsatisfactory  results.  When  shall  I  ever  find  true  love 
again! 

**I  am  over  medium  height,  well  developed,  and  look 
somewhat  aged;  and,  therefore,  when  I  wish  to  make 
conquests  I  use  tbe  arts  of  the  toilet  My  manner,  move- 
ments and  face  are  masculine.  Physically  I  feel  as  youth- 
ful as  a  hoy  of  twenty.  1  love  the  theatre,  and  especially 
art.  My  interest  in  the  gtngc  is  in  the  actresses,  whose 
every  movement  and  gesture  I  notice  and  criticise, 

*'In  the  s<M*iety  of  gentlemen  I  am  silent  and  em- 
barrassed, while  in  the  societv  of  those  like  mvself  I  am 
free,  witty,  and  as  fawning  as  a  cat  if  a  man  is  symjtathetic. 
If  I  am  w  ithout  love,  I  l»ecome  deeply  melancliolic ;  hut 
tlie  favours  of  tlie  tirsf  iuind>oine  man  di<j>el  my  depres- 
sion. In  otlier  wavs  1  am  frivi>lous  and  verv  and)itious. 
My  ))rofi'ssion  is  nothing  to  me.  ^laseuline  j>ursuits  do 
not  interest  me.  I  prefer  novels  and  going  to  the  theatre. 
I  am  etleminatc,  sensitive,  easily  moved,  easily  injured 
and  nervous.  A  sudden  noise  makes  my  whole  body  trem- 
ble, and  I  have  to  collect  myself  in  order  to  keep  from 
crying  out" 

Remarka:  The  foregoing  case  is  certainly  one  of  ac- 
quired antipathic  sexual  instinct,  since  the  sexual  instinct 
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and  impulse  wero  originally  directed  toward  the  female 
sex.    Sell,  beeanie  neurastliinic  through  luasturbation. 

As  an  acconii>aii\  iji<:;  manifi  station  of  the  ueurastluMiie 
neurosis,  lessened  inii)n>>i<>iiaMlity  of  the  crcet ion  centre 
and  coUM'^uent  relative  impoti  iiee  dfvel«»pi  <l.  As  a  result 
of  this,  sexual  sen.-ibility  toward  the  op|Mi>iti-  v;(>x  de- 
creased, with  simultaneous  j>ersistenc('  of  libido  scxualis. 
Tiie  aetiuircil  antijiathic  sexual  instinct  must  be  abnornuil, 
since  the  iirst  touch  by  a  person  of  the  same  sex  is  au 
adequate  stimulua  for  the  erection-centre.  The  perverse 
sexual  feeling  becomes  complete. — At  first  8ch.  felt  like  a 
man  in  the  sexual  act ;  but  more  and  more,  as  the  change 
progressed,  the  feeling  and  desire  of  satisfaction  changed 
to  the  form  which,  as  a  rule,  characterises  the  (congenital) 
Urning. 

This  eviration  induces  a  desire  for  the  passive  role, 
and,  further,  fnr  (passive)  ]>edernsty.  It  makes  a  deeper 
impress  on  the  character.  The  character  becomes  femi» 
nine,  imisuiuch  as  Sch.  now  prefers  to  move  in  the  society 
of  actual  females,  has  an  increasing  desire  for  feminine 
occupations,  and  indeed  makes  use  of  the  arts  of  the  toilet 
in  order  to  improve  his  fading  charms  and  make  ^"con- 
quests". 

The  foregoing  facts  c<int('i!iing  acquired  autijtathie 
scxtud  instinct  and  cffemiiiat ion  liud  an  iutt-restiug  cou- 
lirmaliou  in  the  following  ethnological  data: — 

Herodotus  already  describes  a  peculiar  disease  which 
frequently  affected  the  Scythians.  The  disease  consisted 
in  this:  that  men  became  effeminate  in  character,  put 
on  female  garments,  did  the  work  of  women,  and  even 
became  effeminate  in  appearance.  As  an  explanation  of 
this  insanity  of  the  Scythians,*  Herodoiua  relates  the  mytli

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that  the  goddess  Venus,  angered  by  tlic  iihindering  of  the 
temple  ut  Ascalou  by  the  Scythians,  had  made  women  of 
these  plunderers  and  tb»  ii  {  »sterity. 

Uippocratcs,  not  believing  in  supernatural  diseases,  re- 
cognised tliut  impotence  was  here  a  eansativo  factor,  and 
explained  if,  fluMiirh  iiieorreetly,  as  duo  to  the  eustoin  of 
the  Scythians  to  liavc  theuiselvt  s  hletl  hdiitHl  the  ears  in 
t)rth'r  to  eure  disease  suj)erintluee<i  liy  constant  Imrse-haek 
riding,  lie  thonijlit  thai  ihc^e  vt  ins  wviv  nt  u;reat  import- 
ance in  tlie  ]>reservati(>ii  <>f  tlie  sexual  j»o\vers,  and  that 
when  they  were  sevt n  tl,  im|»oi('nci'  was  inihicrtl.  Since 
the  Scythians  considi  red  tlieir  imj)oti'nce  chie  to  divine 
jiunishmcnt  and  incurable,  they  put  on  the  clothing  of 
females,  and  lived  as  wouieu  among  women. 

It  is  worthy  of  note  tliat,  according  to  Klaprolh  (''Reise 
in  dem  Kaukasus/'  Bertin,  1812,  p.  2S5)  and  CkoUnnr 
ski,  even  at  the  present  time  impotence  is  very  frequent 
among  the  Tartars,  as  a  result  of  riding  unsaddled  horses. 
The  same  is  observed  among  the  Apaches  and  Navajos 
of  the  western  continent  who  ride  excessively,  scarcely 
ever  goini;  on  foot,  and  arc  remarkable  for  small  irciiitals 
and  niiJd  libido  and  virility.  Sprengel,  LcUUmand  and 
Nysten  recognise  the  fact  that-  excessive  riding  may  be 
injurious  to  the  sexual  organs. 

Hammond  reports  analogous  observations  of  great  in- 
terest concerning  the  Puehio  Indians  of  Xcw  Mexico. 
These  deseendaufs  of  tlie  Azte<'s  cultivate  so-called  "nni- 
jerados,"  of  which  every  Pueblo  tribe  requires  one  in  the 
religi(»us  eeremouies  (actual  orgies  in  the  spring),  in  which 
pederasty  plays  an  important  part.  In  order  to  cultivate 
a  "nmjerado,"  a  very  powerful  nuiii  is  chosen,  and  he 
is  made  to  masturbate  excessively  and  ride  constantly. 
Gradually  such  irritable  weakness  of  the  genital  organs  is 
engendered  that,  in  riding,  great  loss  of  semen  is  induced. 
This  condition  of  irritability  passes  into  paralytic  im-

potence.  Then  atro])hy  of  the  testicles  and  penis  sets  in, 
the  hair  of  the  beard  falls  out,  the  voice  loses  its  depth 
and  compass,  and  pliysical  strengt  Ii  and  energy  decrease. 
Inclinations  and  disposition  become  feminine.  The  ''mu- 
jerado"  loses  bis  position  in  society  as  a  man.  He  takes 
on  feminine  manners  and  customs,  and  associates  with 
women.  Yet,  for  religious  reasons,  he  is  held  in  honour. 
It  is  probable  that,  at  other  times  than  during  the  festivals 
he  is  used  by  the  chiefs  for  pederasty.  Uammoml  had 
an  opportunity  to  examine  two  "mujerados".  One  had  be- 
e<»nic  sudi  seven  years  before,  and  was  thirty-five  y^ars 
old  at  the  tiiiH'.  Seven  years  ]»revi<»tis,  he  was  entirely 
niascnlino  and  potent,  lie  hud  noticed  gradnal  atrophy 
of  the  testicles  and  penis.  At  the  same  time  he  lost  Uhuht 
and  tlie  power  of  (^rection.  lie  ditTcred  in  nowise,  in 
<lress  and  manner,  from  ilie  women  among  whom  limn- 
tiiond  found  him.  Tlie  genital  hair  was  wanting,  thn 
penis  was  slinmken,  tlie  scrotum  lax  and  pen<lidons,  and 
the  testieles  were  very  much  atropiiied  and  no  longer 
sensitive  to  pressure.  The  "mnji'rado"  had  large  nuinuiuv 
like  a  pregnant  woman,  and  assisted  that  he  had  nursed 
several  children  whose  mothers  had  died.  A  second  ''mu- 
jcrado,*'  aged  thirty-six,  after  he  had  been  ten  years  in 
the  condition,  presented  the  same  peculiarities,  though 
with  less  development  of  mamma.  Like  the  first,  the 
voice  was  high  and  thin.  The  body  was  plump.

A  further  degree  of  development  is  rej)res(Mited  by 
those  eases  in  which  physical  sensation  is  also  tran-^formed 
in  the  sense  of  a  Ira  natu  utatio  sexus.  In  this  respect  the 
followini?  case  is  unique : — 

Case  129.  Antolnoiiraplnj.  "Born  in  Ttnngarv  in 
1S4  1,  for  many  vears  I  was  the  only  child  of  my  parents; 
for  the  otiier  eliiMriMi  <lied  for  tin-  most  ])art  of  gpucral 
weakness.   A  brother  of  later  birtli  is  still  living. 
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''I  conic  of  a  family  in  which  nervous  and  mental 
diseases  have  iyeen  nunirrnus.  It  is  said  that  I  was  very 
pretty  as  a  little  child,  with  hlondo  locks  and  transparent 
skin;  very  obedient,  quiet  and  nitxh  st,  so  that  I  was  taken 
everywhere  in  the  society  of  ladies  without  any  offence  on 
my  part. 

"With  a  very  active  inuii^ination — inv  enemy  throii^li 
life — my  talent.^  deveh»]» d  rapidly.  I  c<tiild  n  ad  and  \vritc> 
at  tlie  aij;e  of  four;  my  memory  roaclu's  l)ack  f(»  my  third 
year.  I  played  with  cvervtliin«;  tlial  fell  into  my  hands, — 
with  leath'n  soldiers,  or  stones,  or  iihl)ons  from  a  toy-shop; 
but  a  machine  for  workini;  in  wimmI,  tliat  was  given  to  me 
as  a  present,  I  did  not  like.  I  liked  best  to  be  at  home 
with  my  mother,  who  was  evciything  to  me.  I  had  two 
or  three  friends  with  whom  I  got  on  good-naturedly ;  but 
I  liked  to  play  with  her  sisters  quite  as  well,  who  always 
treated  me  like  a  girl,  which  at  first  did  not  embarrass  me. 
I  must  have  already  been  on  the  road  to  become  just  like 
a  girl;  at  least,  I  can  still  well  remember  how  it  was 
always  said:  'ITo  is  not  intended  for  a  boy.'  At  this  I 
tried  to  play  the  boy, — ^imitated  my  companions  in  every- 
thing, and  tried  to  surpass  them  in  wildness.  In  this  I 
succeeded.  There  was  no  tree  or  hnilding  too  high  for 
me  to  reach  its  top.  I  took  great  delight  in  soldiers.  I 
avoided  tdrls  more,  Invanse  I  di<l  not  wish  to  play  with 
their  playl hinL'^^ :  and  it  always  annoyed  me  that  tbey 
treated  me  so  mnch  like  one  of  tliem>elves. 

"In  the  stK'iety  of  mature  people,  liowevr'r,  1  was 
always  modest,  and,  also,  always  regarded  with  favour. 
Fantastic  dreams  ahout  wild  aninuils — which  onci-  drove 
me  out  of  bed  without  wakinir  me — fretpiently  trouhled 
me.  I  was  always  very  simple  but  very  elegantly  dressed, 
and  thus  developed  a  taste  for  beautiful  clothinf^.  It  seems 
peculiar  to  me  that,  from  the  time  of  my  school-days,  I 
had  a  partiality  for  ladies'  gloves,  which  I  put  on  secretly 
as  often  as  I  could.  Thus,  when  once  my  mother  was 
about  to  give  away  a  pair  of  i^oves,  I  mado  great  opposi- 
tion to  it,  and  told  her,  when  she  asked  why  I  acted  so,

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that  I  wanted  them  myself.  I  was  laughed  at;  and  from 
that  time  1  took  good  care  not  to  display  my  preference 
for  female  things.  Yet  my  delight  in  them  was  very  great. 

I  took  especial  pleasure  in  masinu  radc  <  «isl nines — i.e.,  only 
in  female  attire.  If  I  saw  them,  I  envied  their  owners. 
What  seemed  to  me  the  prettiest  sight  was:  two  young 
men,  lieautitully  <lns>i(l  as  white  ladies,  with  masks  on; 
and  yet  1  would  not  have  sliown  nivself  to  »»thers  as  a  jjirl 
for  anythini: :  1  was  so  afraid  of  In  ing  ridieuh-d.  At  sehooj 
I  Worked  very  liard,  and  was  always  anion*;  the  lirsl. 
From  chiidlKMid  my  |»arints  tanirht  me  tinit  duly  came 
first;  anil  thi'v  always  >ct  me  an  e.\ain|)l('.  It  was  also  a 
pleasure  f<»r  me  to  altrnd  >chu«i|;  for  l!i<'  teachers  wen- 
kind,  and  the  ehh-r  pupils  <lid  not  phitiue  the  yiumiLrer  ones. 
We  left  my  first  home;  for  my  faliier  was  eompelled,  t»n 
account  of  his  business, — which  was  dear  to  him, — to  sepa- 
rate from  hi«  family  for  a  year.  Wo  moved  to  Germany. 
Here  there  was  a  stricter,  rougher  manner,  i>artly  in 
teachers  and  partly  in  pu]>ils;  and  I  was  again  ridiculed 
on  account  of  my  girlishness.  My  schoolmates  went  so 
far  as  to  give  a  girl,  who  had  exactly  my  features,  my 
name,  ami  me  hers;  so  that  I  hatcnl  the  girl.  But  I  later 
came  to  be  on  terms  of  friendship  with  her  after  her 
marriage.  Jily  mother  tried  to  dress  mo  elegantly;  but 
this  was  repugnant  to  me,  hecause  it  made  nu-  tlie 
ohjeef  of  taunting,  bo,  tinally,  I  was  delighted  when  1 
had  correct  trousers  and  coals.  But  with  these  eainc  a 
new  annoyance.  They  irritate«!  my  j^eiiitals,  parlienlarly 
when  the  cloth  was  rouirli ;  and  flie  touch  of  taihu>  while 
measuring  me,  on  account  of  rlieir  ticklini;,  which  almost 
convidsed  me,  was  unenduraiile,  particularly  ahout  the 
genitals.  riien  1  luul  to  practise  l:ynma^tics;  and  I 
simply  cotdd  <lo  uotliin«;  at  all,  or  oidy  indith'renily  the 
things  that  even  girl.-  «-an  do  easily.  While  hat  him:  I  was 
troubled  by  feeling  ashameil  to  un«lress;  but  1  liked  to 
bathe.  Until  my  twelfth  year  I  had  a  great  weakness  in 
my  back.  I  learned  to  swim  late,  but  ultimately  so  well 
that  I  took  long  swims.  At  thirteen  I  had  pubic  hair,  and 
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was  about  six  feet  tall;  but  mv  faoe  was  fomininc  until 
my  eighteenth  year,  when  niy  beard  came  in  abundance 
and  gave  me  rest  from  resemblance  to  woman.  An 
inguinal  hernia  that  was  acquired  in  my  twelfth  year, 
and  cured  when  I  was  twenty,  gave  me  much  trouble, 
particularly  in  gymnastics.  Besides,  from  my  twelfth 
year  on,  I  had,  after  sitting  long,  and  particularly  while 
working  at  night,  an  itching,  I>uniiii^  and  twitching,  . 
extending  from  tlic  jtcnis  to  my  bju-k,  which  the  acts  of 
sitting  and  stau<liijg  iiK-rcasoI,  and  which  was  inudc 
worse  1)v  catching;  cold.  But  I  ha<I  no  suspicion  wliat- 
evor  tliat  tliis  conld  he  conncct»'d  with  tho  jjcnitals.  Since 
none  of  my  friends  >iitT<  red  in  tliis  way,  it  seemed  sfrani;<? 
to  me;  an<l  it  recjuired  the  LM'eat<',-f  jiatieniM'  to  emliwi'  it; 
the  ni<>r<'  owin«:  to  the  laei  that  my  aitdoiii -ii  tnmliled  me. 

**In  sc.i  udl thus  J  \\a>  >till  |»erf"eetly  iuiioeeiit  ;  Imt  now, 
a>  at  the  age  of  twelve  or  thirteen,  1  liad  a  th  tinite  feelin<^ 
«>t  jireferrini»  |t»  he  a  youm;  lady.  A  yoiin«;  lady's  form 
was  more  jdeasing  to  me;  her  (jnict  mannei',  her  <h*|)ort- 
mcnt,  hut  particularly  her  attire,  attracted  inc.  l^ut  1  was 
careful  not  to  allow  this  to  be  noticed ;  and  yet  I  am  sure 
that  I  should  not  have  shrunk  from  the  castration-knife, 
could  I  have  thus  attained  my  desire.  If  I  had  been  aske<l 
to  say  why  I  preferred  female  attire,  I  could  have  said 
nothing  more  than  that  it  attracted  me  powerfully;  per- 
haps, also,  I  seemed  to  myself,  on  account  of  niy  uncom- 
monly white  skin,  more  like  tliat  of  a  girl.  The  skin 
of  my  face  and  hands,  particnlarly,  was  very  sensitive. 
GirU  liked  my  society;  and,  though  I  sliould  h:iv  jire- 
forro<l  to  have  l»een  with  them  constantly,  I  avoidc<l  ihem 
when  I  conld;  for  I  had  to  exajruoratc  in  order  not  to  ap- 
pear feiiiinine.  In  my  lieart  I  always  envied  fhom.  I  was 
[•artieiilarly  en\  ious  when  one  of  my  yuiini;  i^irl  friends  ir,,t 
loni;  dres.>r's  aiul  wore  tjloves  and  veils.  \\  hen,  at  tie-  a^e 
of  tifteeji,  I  was  on  a  journey,  a  youn;ir  lady,  with  wIkhu  T 
was  huardinii,  projio^cd  that  1  should  ma>k  a-^  a  lady  and  ^o 
out  with  her;  hnt,  owinir  to  the  fact  that  she  was  imt  alone, 
T  did  not  act|niesce,  much  aa  I  should  have  liked  it.  Wliilc 
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on  this  journey,  I  was  pleased  at  seeing  boys  in  one  city 
wcariiif!^  blouses  with  short  sleeves,  aiul  tlie  arms  ban*.  A 

lady  elaborately  dres.sed  was  likf  :i  i:«MM(  >s  to  me;  and  if 
even  her  liand  toiidiod  inc  coldly  1  was  happy  and  envi- 
ous, and  only  too  gladly  would  have  ]mt  myself  in  her 
place  in  the  beautiful  garments  and  lovely  form.  Never* 
thclcss,  I  studied  assiduously,  and  passed  tlirouijli  the 
li(Nils('lmlc  nuA  \]h'  Ciymnasiuui  in  nine  years,  inissiu-^  a 
^nnd  (inal  cxaiuiiiatiou.  1  n'liiciiilH'r,  wlirn  iiftcen,  t(t  iiavc 
tirsi  i'.\j)r('ss(  «1  to  a  frii-iid  llic  wisli  to  l>e  a  jxirl.  In  answer 
to  Ills  (jnestioii,  1  coul<l  not  give  the  reason  why.  At 
M'ventccn  I  got  into  fast  sfK-iety;  I  drank  beer,  smoked, 
and  tried  to  joke  with  waili  r-giris.  The  latter  liked  my 
society,  but  they  always  treated  nie  as  if  I  wore  petti- 
coats. I  oonld  not  take  dancing  lessons,  they  repelled  me 
so ;  but  if  I  could  have  gone  as  a  mask,  it  would  have  been 
different.  My  friends  loved  me  dearly ;  I  hated  only  one, 
who  seduced  me  into  onanism.  Shame  on  those  days, 
which  injured  me  for  life!  I  practised  it  quite  frequently, 
but  in  it  seemed  to  myself  like  a  double  man.  I  cannot 
describe  the  feeling;  I  think  it  was  masculine,  but  mixed 
with  feminine  clt  iuents.  I  could  not  approadi  girls;  I 
feared  them,  but  tliey  wen-  n-  f  strange  to  me.  They  im- 
pressed me  as  l>eing  more  like  myself;  1  envied  them.  I 
would  have  denied  myself  all  pleasures  if,  after  my  classes, 
at  home  T  could  have  been  a  girl  autl  thus  have  gone  out. 
Crinoline  and  a  siuootidy-litting  glove  were  my  ideals. 
With  every  lady's  gown  I  saw  I  fancied  how  1  should  feel 
in  it.  /.<'.,  a-^  a  lady.  I  had  no  inclination  towanl  men. 
l^ut  1  reiiieinher  that  1  was  somewhat  lovingly  attached 
to  a  very  haiiilsoine  friend  with  a  girl's  face  and  dark  hair, 
though  1  think  1  had  no  other  wi.sh  than  that  we  both 
might  be  girls. 

*'At  the  high-srhool  I  finally  once  had  coitus;  hoc 
modo  sensi,  mo  libcntius  sub  puella  concubuisse  et  penem 
meum  cum  cunno  mutatum  maluisse.  To  her  astonish- 
ment, the  girl  had  to  treat  me  as  a  girl,  and  did  it  will- 
ingly; but  she  treated  me  as  if  I  were  she  (she  was  still 
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quite  inexperienced,  and,  therefore,  did  not  laugh  at 
me). 

"When  a  stiulont  at  tinus  I  was  wild,  but  I  alwavs 
felt  that  I  assumed  this  wiMncss  as  a  uuisk.  I  drank  and 
duelled,  but  I  eould  not  take  Icsmhis  in  dancing,  because 
I  was  afraid  of  l>ctraving  myself.  .My  friendshijis  wen? 
close,  but  witliout  otiier  tliouglits.  It  j)leased  me  most 
to  have  a  friend  masked  as  a  lady,  or  to  studv  tlie  ladies' 
costumes  at  a  ball.  I  understood  such  things  perfectly. 
Qraduallj  I  began  to  feel  like  a  girl. 

''On  account  of  unhappy  circumstances,  I  twice  at- 
tempted suicide.  Without  any  cause  I  once  did  not  sleep 
for  fourteen  dajs,  had  many  hallucinations  (visual  and 
auditory  at  the  same  time),  and  was  with  both  the  living 
and  the  dead.  The  latter  habit  of  thought  remains.  I 
also  had  a  friend  (a  lady)  who  knew  niy  hobby  and  put 
on  my  gloves  for  me;  but  sbe  always  looked  upon  me 
as  a  girl.  Tims  I  understoo<l  women  better  than  other 
men  did,  and  in  what  they  differed  from  meu ;  so  I  was 
alwavs  treated  moro  feminarum — as  if  thev  bad  found  in 
me  a  female  friend.  On  ibe  whole,  I  could  not  endure 
(tl)seenity,  and  indulged  in  it  myself  only  out  of  bragga- 
d(K-i<»  ulien  it  was  necessary.  T  soon  oveream«'  my  aversion 
to  foul  odours  and  blood,  and  even  liked  tbem.  Only  some 
tilings  I  eould  not  look  at  witliout  nausea.  I  was  want- 
ing in  only  one  respect:  I  could  nf>t  understand  my  own 
condition.  I  knew  that  I  bad  feminine  inclinations,  but 
believed  that  I  was  a  man.  Yet  I  doubt  whether,  with 
the  exception  of  the  attempts  at  coitus,  which  never  gave  . 
me  pleasure  (which  I  ascribe  to  onanism),  I  ever  admired 
a  woman  without  wishing  I  were  she;  or  without  asking 
myself  whether  I  should  not  like  to  be  the  woman,  or 
be  in  her  attire.  Obstetrics  I  learned  with  difficulty  (I 
was  ashamed  for  the  exposed  girls,  and  had  a  feeling 
of  pity  for  tbem)  ;  and  even  now  I  have  to  overcome 
a  feeling  of  fright  in  obstetri<al  cases;  indeed,  it  has 
happened  that  I  thought  I  felt  tbc  traction  myself. 
After  filling  several  positions  successfully  as  41  physician. 
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I  wont  tliron-rli  a  iiiilitarv  cainiiaiun  as  u  voliiutoor 
bui'i^c'.n.  Kiiiiiig,  whifli,  wliilc  a  .^ludi'iir,  was  i>ainful  to 
me,  bocause  iu  it  the  geuituU  had  more  of  a  iViiiinino 
feeling,  was  diJBicult  for  me  (it  would  have  been  easier 
in  the  female  style). 

**Stil],  I  always  thought  I  was  a  man  with  obscure 
masculine  feeling;  and  whenever  I  associated  with  ladies, 
I  was  still  soon  treated  as  an  inexperienced  lady.  ^Yhen 
I  wore  a  uniform  for  the  first  time,  I  should  have  much 
preferred  to  have  slipped  into  a  lady's  costume,  with  a 
veil:  I  was  disturbed  when  tlio  stately  uniform  attracted 
attention.  Tn  privato  practice  I  was  siicecssful  in  the 
three  principal  luauches.  Then  I  made  another  military 
campaign;  and  diirinü:  tliis  I  came  to  understand  my 
nature:  for  1  think  tliat,  since  the  tir>t  ass  ever  made, 
no  beast  (if  bunh'ii  lias  ever  had  to  »  ndiire  with  so  nmcli 
jnitiinee  as  I  liave.  ]>eeorations  were  not  wanting,  but 
I  was  inditT<Tcnt  to  iheiii. 

**Tliiis  I  went  thnmi!:li  life,  such  as  it  was,  never  satis- 
fied with  myself,  full  <»f  di>sat isfaetion  with  the  world, 
an<l  vaeillaiinu:  l)etween  sent iiiu  nialitv  and  a  wiidnejss 
that  was  for  the  most  part  affected. 

"I^fy  •  experience  as  a  candidi|te  for  matrimony  was 
very  peculiar.  I  should  have  preferred  not  to  marry,  but 
family  circumstances  and  praetieo  forced  me  to  it.  I 
married  an  energetic,  amiable  lady,  of  a  family  in  which 
female  government  was  rampant.  I  was  in  love  with  her 
as  much  as  one  of  us  can  be  in  love — ue,,  what  we  love 
we  love  with  onr  whole  hearts,  and  live  in  it,  even  though 
we  do  not  sliow  it  n<  imieli  as  a  genuine  man  does.  We 
love  our  brides  witli  all  the  love  of  a  woman,  almost  as 
a  woman  might  love  her  lMi<le»rroom.  But  T  cannot  say 
this  for  myself;  for  I  still  believed  that  I  was  but  a 
de|)ressed  man.  who  would  come  to  himself,  and  find  him- 
self out  by  marriaire.  Hut.  even  ou  my  iiiarriai^e  uiirlit,  I 
felt  that  T  was  r»uly  a  wouum  in  man's  form;  sub  feiiiiua 
loeiiin  iiieiiiii  e^se  mihi  visum  est.  On  the  whole,  we 
lived  contented  and  happy,  and  for  two  years  were  child- 
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less.  After  a  ditliciilt  pregnancy,  during  which  time  I 
lay  at  the  point  of  death  in  tho  enemy's  own  country,  my 
wife  gave  birth  to  our  first  boy  in  a  difficult  labour, — a 
boy  still  afflicted  with  a  melancholy  nature.  Then  came 
a  second,  who  is  very  quiet ;  a  third,  full  of  peculiarities ; 
a  fourth,  a  fifth ;  and  all  have  the  predisposition  to  neuras- 
thenia* Since  I  always  felt  out  of  my  own  place,  I  went 
much  in  gay  society;  1>nt  I  always  worked  as  much  as 
human  strength  would  emhire.  I  studied  and  operated; 
and  I  experimented  witli  many  drugs  and  methods  of 
cure,  always  on  myself.  T  left  the  n  trnlation  of  the  house 
to  my  wife,  ns  she  un«l(*rstoo<l  housekeepin«?  very  well. 
y\y  mariful  dntics  T  jx'rforiiuMl  well  as  I  eoiild,  lint 
witlunit  pi  i-M-iiai  sat isfaftion.  Since  tlic  first  eoilus,  llio 
iiia^culiiic  ))<i>itiun  in  it  lias  Iwcn  rcjininjajit,  and  also 
ditiicnlt  for  nn-.  I  sliotild  lia\<'  niiicli  prcfcrrcil  to  liave 
tlie  oflicr  rnlc.  Wlicn  I  liad  to  ddivfr  niy  wife,  it  alinosr 
l»roke  my  heart;  for  I  knew  how  to  ajipreciatc  her  pain. 
Tliu.s  we  livi'd  loni:  ton;other,  until  .severe  gout  drove  me 
to  various  baths,  and  made  me  neurasthenic.  At  the 
same  time,  L  became  so  anemic  that  every  few  months  I 
had  to  take  iron  for  some  time;  otherwise  I  wotdd  be 
almost  chlorotic  or  hysterical,  or  both.  Stenocardia  often 
troubled  me;  then  came  unilateral  cramps  of  chin,  nose, 
neck  and  larynx;  hcmicrania  and  cramps  of  the  dia- 
phragm and  chest  muscles.  For  about  three  years  I  had 
a  feeling  as  if  the  prostate  were  enlarged, — a  bearing-down 
feclinir,  as  if  giving  birth  to  somethinc:;  and  also  jiain  in 
the  hips,  constant  pain  in  the  baek,  and  the  like.  Yet, 
with  the  .«Jtrencth  of  despair,  I  fought  against  these  com- 
plaint-;, which  impressed  me  as  being  female  or  effeminate, 
until  three  years  airo,  when  a  severe  attack  of  arthritis 
completely  hi-oke  me  df)wn. 

"lint  hcforc  this  tcrrildc  attack  of  i^oiif  occurred,  in 
desiiair,  to  Ir  sscn  the  pain  of  pint.  I  had  taken  hot  haths, 
as  near  the  tenijierat iiif  of  the  hody  as  po^sihlc  On  one 
(*{  tlie^e  occasions  it  happened  that  T  smMenly  chancred, 
and  seemed  to  be  near  death.     I  sprang  willi    all  my 
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remaining  strength  out  of  the  hath ;  I  had  felt  exaetly  like 
a  woman  with  libido.  This  happened  when  the  extract 
of  Indian  hemp  came  into  vogue,  and  was  highly  prised. 
In  a  state  of  fear  of  a  threatened  attack  of  gout  (feeling 
perfectly  indifferent  about  life),  I  took  tlirco  or  f(.ur  times 
the  usual  dose  of  it,  nnd  almost  died  of  hashish  poison- 
ing. Convulsive  laughter,  n  feel  ins:  of  unheard  of  strength 
and  swiftness,  a  peculiar  fcdinn:  in  brain  and  eyes,  millions 
of  sparks  streaming  from  tlie  bruin  tlinmLdi  tlic  skin, — all 
these  feelings  occnrred.  But  I  conld  iii^t  fni-co  niysi^lf  to 
speak.  All  at  once  I  saw  mysj'lf  a  woman  from  my  toes 
to  my  l)roiist  ;  I  felt,  as  Iw'fore  wliilt'  in  the  bath,  that  the 
genitals  liad  shrnnkcn,  the  pelvis  bn»adtn('d,  the  breasts 
swollen  out;  a  feeling  of  unsjuakable  delight  came  over 
nu\  I  closed  mv  eves,  so  that  at  least  I  did  not  see  the 
face  changed.  ^ly  physician  l<K»ked  as  if  he  had  a  gigantic 
potato  instead  of  a  head ;  mj  wife  had  the  full  moon  on 
her  thorax.  And  yet,  I  was  strong  enough  to  briefly 
record  my  will  in  my  note-book  when  hoth  left  the  room 
for  a  short  time. 

''But  who  could  describe  my  fright  when^  on  the  next 
morning,  I  awoke  and  found  myself  feeling  as  if  com- 
pletely changed  into  a  woman;  and  when,  on  standing 
and  walking,  I  felt  vulva  and  mammcel  When  at  last  I 
raised  my  *  If  out  of  bed,  I  felt  that  a  complete  trans- 
formation had  taken  place  in  me.  During  my  illness  a 
visitor  said:  'He  is  too  patient  for  a  man\  And  the 
visitor  gave  me  a  jdant  in  bloom,  which  seemed  strange, 
but  jdeased  me.  From  that  time  T  was  ])atient,  and 
would  do  notliing  in  a  hurry;  but  I  Ixvauje  tenacious, 
like  a  eat,  flmiiLdi,  at  the  same  time,  mild,  forgiving  and 
no  hmger  iK-aring  enmity, — in  short,  T  had  a  w<unan's 
disposition.  During  the  last  sickness  T  had  many  visual 
and  auditory  liallneinati<ms, — s]>oke  with  the  dead,  etc.; 
saw  and  heard  familiar  sj)irits;  felt  like  a  double  person; 
but,  while  lying  ill,  I  did  not  notice  that  the  man  in  me  had 
been  extinguished.  The  change  in  my  disposition  was  a 
piece  of  good  fortune,  for  I  had  a  stroke  of  paralysis  which 
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would  certainly  have  killed  me  had  I  been  of  my  former 
disposition;  hut  now  I  was  reconciled,  for  I  no  longer 
recognized  myself.  Owing  to  the  fact  that  I  still  often 
confounded  neurasthenic  symptoms  with  the  gout>  I  took 
nmny  baths,  until  an  itching  of  the  skin,  with  the  feeling 
of  scabies,  instead  of  being  diminished,  was  so  increased 
that  I  gave  up  all  (External  troatmont  (T  \va«  made  more 
and  more  nnremic  by  the  baths),  and  hardened  myself  as 
best  1  could.  But  the  imperative  female  feeling  remained, 
and  Invamo  so  strong  that  I  wear  only  tlie  mask  of  a  man, 
and  in  cvcrvtliing  else  feel  like  a  woman;  and  p'adnally  I 
liavt'  lost  iiiciiiorv  of  tlic  formiT  in<livi(liiality.  What  was 
left  of  mo  by  tlic  pnit,  influenza  ruined  eutin'ly. 

'^Prrticnt  rondii'ion:  I  am  tall,  slightly  hald,  and  the 
])oard  is  gro\sing  gray.  T  begin  t<»  stoop.  Since  having 
iiilluenza  I  have  lost  al)<)ut  due-fourth  of  mv  strenfftli. 
Owing  to  a  valvular  lesion,  my  fact;  looks  somewhat  red  ; 
full  beard;  chronic  conjunctivitis;  more  muscular  than 
fat.  The  left  foot  seems  to  he  developing  variety  veins, 
and  it  often  goes  to  sleep;  but  it  is  not  really  thickened, 
though  it  seems  to  he. 

'The  mammary  region,  though  small,  swells  out  per- 
ceptibly. The  abdomen  is  feminine  in  form;  the  feet  are 
placed  like  a  woman's,  and  the  calves,  etc.,  are  feminine; 
and  it  is  tlu  same  with  arms  and  hands.  I  can  wear  ladies' 
hose  and  gloves  7^  to  7^  in  size.  I  also  wear  a  corset 
without  annoyance.  My  weight  varies  between  168  and 
184  pounds.  Urine  without  albumen  or  sugar,  but  it  con- 
tains an  excess  of  uric  acid.  l»ut  when  there  is  not  too 
much  uric  acid  in  it.  it  is  clear,  and  alui'tst  as  elear  as  water 
after  any  exeitenu  iir.  Bowels  usually  regular,  but  should 
they  not  Im«,  then  eouie  all  the  symptoms  of  female  eonsti- 
|)afiou.  Sleep  is  poor, — for  weeks  at  a  time  «tu!y  of  two 
or  llire(>  li()urs'  duration.  Aj»petite  (juife  good;  hut,  on 
the  whole,  uiv  sf(<niaeh  will  not  Iwar  more  than  that  of  a 
strong  woman,  an<l  reacts  ti»  irritating  food  with  eutane<»us 
eruption  and  burning  in  the  urethra.  The  skin  is  white, 
and,  for  the  most  part,  feels  quite  smooth ;  there  has  been 
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nnboarable  cutaneous  itching  for  the  last  two  years;  hut 
during  the  last  few  weeks  this  has  diminished,  and  is  now 
presi  lit  nn\y  in  the  popliteal  space and  on  the  scrotum. 

"Tfiulrney  to  porsj)ire.  Perspiration  was  previously 
as  good  as  wantin«;,  l)iit  now  there  are  all  the  o<lious  poou- 
liarities  of  the  finiale  perspiration,  partienlarly  aWmt 
till'  h>vver  ])art  of  the  IkuIv;  so  that  I  liave  to  keep  myself 
cleaner  than  a  woman  (  I  perfnme  niy  handkerchief ,  aud 
use  perfiuned  soap  an<l  cnv-dr-CoJoqm*'). 

"(it  ht ml  fcclinf/:  I  feel  like  a  woman  in  a  man's  form; 
ami  even  tliou^h  I  often  am  sensible  of  the  man's  form, 
yet  it  is  always  in  a  feiiiiiiine  sense.  Thus,  for  example, 
I  feel  the  ]>enis  as  clitoris;  the  nretlira  as  urethra  an<l 
vaginal  orilice,  whit  li  always  feels  a  little  wot,  even  when 
it  is  actually  dry;  the  scrotum  as  labia  majora;  in  shorty  I 
always  feel  the  vulva.  And  all  that  that  means  one  alone 
can  know  who  feels  or  has  felt  so.  But  the  skin  all  over 
my  body  feels  feminine;  it  receives  all  impressions, 
whether  of  touch,  of  warmth,  or  whether  unfriendly,  as 
feminine,  and  I  have  the  sensations  of  a  woman.  I  cannot 
go  with  bare  hands,  as  both  heat  and  cold  trouble  me. 
When  the  time  is  past  when  we  men  are  permitted  to  enrry 
snn-nmbrellas,  T  have  to  endure  i^reat  sensitiveness  of  tlio 
skin  of  my  face,  until  sun-umhrellas  can  again  be  used. 
On  awakening  in  the  mortiim;,  I  am  confused  for  a  few 
moments,  as  if  T  were  soekin«;  for  myself ;  then  the  impera- 
tive feelin*;  of  heinir  a  woman  awakens.  I  feel  th(>  serine 
of  the  vulva  (that  one  is  there),  and  always  irreet  I  lie  day 
with  a  soft  or  loud  sii^h  ;  for  1  liaxc  fear  airain  of  the  |day 
that  nmst  he  carried  on  tlirouiiliunt  the  day.  1  ha<l  to 
learn  everythin;;  anew;  the  kiiit'< — a]>paratus,  everythiui; 
— has  felt  dilTerent  for  the  la^t  ihree  years;  and  with  the 
chanfje  of  inuscular  sense  I  had  to  learn  evervthinpj  over 
again.  I  have  been  sueee.s.sfnl,  and  only  the  use  of  the  saw 
and  bonc^hisel  are  difficult ;  it  is  almost  as  if  my  strength 
were  not  quite  sufficient.  On  the  other  hand,  I  have  a 
keener  sense  of  touch  in  working  with  the  curette  in  the 
soft  parts.    It  is  unpleasant  that,  in  examining  ladies,  I 
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often  fed  their  sensations;  but  this,  indeed,  does  not  repel 
them.  The  most  unpleasant  thing  I  experience  is  fostal 
movement  For  a  long  time — ^several  months — I  was 
troubled  hj  reading  the  thoughts  of  both  sexes,  and  I  still 
have  to  fight  against  it  I  can  endure  it  better  with 
women;  with  mm  it  is  repugnant  Tlirco  years  ago  I 
had  not  yet  consfinnsly  soon  tlio  world  with  a  woman's 
eyes;  tliis  olinnijo  in  the  relation  of  tho  oyos  to  tho  brain 
came  almost  smldenlv,  witli  violont  hcadacho.  I  was 
with  a  huly  whoso  soxnal  ficlin«;  was  rovorscd,  wlion  sud- 
(lonly  I  saw  lior  olian^«  «!  in  flio  m'lisc  T  now  frei  iiiys«']f, — 
viz..  she  as  man,— antl  I  felt  mys*  lf  a  woman  in  cniitrast, 
with  her;  so  that  I  left  her  with  ill-cond  alr«!  \t  \ation. 
At  that  time  sho  had  not  yet  come  to  underslaud  her  own 
condition  jicrfcclly. 

"Since  then,  all  niy  sensory  impressions  are  as  if  (liey 
wore  fenunine  in  form  and  relation.  The  cerebral  svstem 
almost  immediately  adjusted  itself  to  the  vegetative;  so 
that  all  my  ailments  were  manifested  in  a  feminine  way. 
The  sensitiveness  of  all  nerves,  particularly  that  of  the 
auditory  and  olfactory  and  trigeminal,  increased  to  a  con« 
dition  of  nervousness.  If  only  a  window  slammed,  I  was 
frightened  inwardly ;  for  a  man  dare  not  tremble  at  such 
things.  If  food  is  not  absolutely  fresh,  I  perceive  n  cadav- 
erous odour.  I  eoiild  never  depend  on  the  trip  niinns; 
for  the  pain  would  jump  whimsically  from  one  branch  of 
it  to  another;  from  a  tooth  to  an  eye.  But,  since  my 
transformation,  T  bear  toothaeho  and  migraine  more  easily, 
and  have  less  fe(ding  <tf  fear  with  sten<^'ardia.  It  seems 
to  me  n  stranije  faet  that  I  feel  myself  to  he  a  fearful, 
weak  being,  and  yet,  when  danirer  threatens,  T  am  raflier 
eo<»l  ami  eolleeted,  and  this  is  trne  in  «lan<rf'rous  opera- 
tions. The  stoiiiaeh  rebels  ncrainst  the  slightest  indiscre- 
tion (in  female  diet  )  that  is  ci.nimitted  without  thonirht  of 
the  female  natnre,  either  by  ruetus  or  olh(»r  syniploms; 
bnl  particniarly  against  abuse  of  alcoliolies.  The  indis- 
IKwition  after  intoxication  that  a  man  who  feels  like  a 
woman  experiences  is  much  worse  than  any  a  student 
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ö)uld  get  up.  It  seems  to  me  almost  as  if  one  fooling 
like  a  woman  were  entirely  controlled  by  the  vegetative 
system. 

"Small  as  my  nipples  are,  they  demand  room,  and  I 
feel  as  thonnrh  the  pelvis  were  female;  and  it  is  the  same 
puberty  tlio  nipi)lo.s  swelled  and  pained.    On  this  account, 
tho  white  shirt,  the  waisf.  oat  and  the  coat  trouble  me.  I 
feel  as  though  the  pelvis  were  female;  and  it  is  the  same 
with  the  anns  and  nafos.     At  first  the  scnso  of  a  female 
alMl. .111(11   was  troiihlesome  to  me;  for  it  eannot  hear 
troiis.  rs,  an<l  it  always  possesses  or  indiieo^  the  feminine 
fcclinn:.     I  also  have  the  imperative  feeling  of  a  waist.  It 
is  as  if  I  were  n.l.lx-d  of  my  own  -kin,  and  pnt  in  a  woman's 
skin  liiar  lifted  nie  perfectly,  hut  which  felt  everythin«?  as  if 
it  eovered  a  woman:  an<l  wlmse  sensations  passed  thr..ni;h 
the  man's  body,  anti  exterminated  the  masculine  «  lemcnt. 
The  testes,  even  thonirl,  not  afropiiie.l  <,r  deirenerated,  are 
Still  no  longer  testes,  and  often  cause  me  pain,  with  the 
feeling  that  they  belong  in  the  ahdomen,  and  should  be 
fastened  there;  and  their  mobility  often  Ix.tlu  is  me. 

"Every  four  weeks,  at  the  time  of  the  full  morm,  I 
have  the  molimen  of  a  woman  for  five  days,  phvsically  and 
mentally,  only  I  do  not  bleed;  but  I  have  the  feeling  of  a 
loss  of  fluid ;  a  feeling  that  the  genitals  and  abdomen  are 
(internally)   a  .  Ih  n.    A  very  pleasant  period  comes  when, 
afterward  and  later  in  the  interval  of  a  day  or  two,  the 
I>hysiologieal  desire  for  procreation  conies,  which  with  all 
power  i^ermeates  the  woman.    My  wlude  l>ody  is  then  filled 
with  this  sensation,  as  an  immersed  piece  of  sugar  is  filW 
with  water,  or  as  full  as  a  soaked  sponge.     It  is  like  this: 
first,  a  Woman  loiiirjno;  for  love,  and  then,  for  a  ni:in;  and, 
in  fact,  the  (h  sire,  as  it  seems  to  me,  is  more  a  longing  to 
he  i>ossessed  than  a  wish  for  coifns.     The  intense  natural 
instinet  or  the  feminine  coneu|)is(.(.nce  overcomes  the  feel- 
ing of  modesty,  so  that  indirectly  coitus  is  desin^d.    I  have 
never  felt  coitus  in  a  masculine  way  more  than  three  times 
in  my  life;  and  even  if  it  were  so  in  general.  T  was  always 
indifferent  about  it.    But,  during  the  last  three  years,  £ 
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have  experienced  it  passively,  like  a  woman ;  in  fact,  often- 
times with  the  feeling  uf  femiiune  ejaculation;  and  I  al- 
ways  feel  that  I  am  impregnated.  I  am  always  fiitigued 
as  a  woman  is  after  it,  and  often  feci  ill,  as  a  man  never 
does.  Sometimes  it  caused  me  such  great  pleasure  that 
there  is  nothing  with  which  I  ean  compare  it;  it  is  the 
most  blissful  and  powerful  feeling  in  the  world ;  ut  that 
moment  the  woman  is  simply  a  vulva  that  Jias  devoured  the 
whole  person. 

"During  the  last  three  years  I  have  never  lost  for  an 

instant  the  feeling  of  heing  a  woman,  and  now,  owing  to 
lialtit,  this  is  no  longer  annoying  to  nie,  though  during 
tills  jx'i'iod  I  have  fell  (h  ha^cd  ;  for  a  man  could  en<lure 
to  feel  like  a  woman  without  a  desire  for  enjovnieut ;  hut 
when  de>ires  couie,  the  happiness  eeax's !  Then  eoiue 
the  Ituniiug,  the  heat,  the  feeliug  of  turgor  of  the  genitals 
(when  the  jx'iiis  is  not  in  a  t>tate  of  erection  the  genitals 
do  not  J)lay  any  ])art).  In  case  of  iuiense  desire,  the 
feeling  of  sucking  in  the  vagina  and  vulva  is  really  terrible 
— a  hellish  pain  of  lust  hardly  to  be  endured.  If  I  then 
have  opportunity  to  perform  coitus,  it  is  better;  but, 
owing  to  defective  sense  of  being  i)ossessed  by  the  other, 
it  does  not  afford  complete  satisfaction ;  the  feeling  of  ster- 
ility comes  with  its  weight  of  shame,  added  to  the  feeling 
of  passive  copulation  and  injured  modesty.  I  seem  al- 
most like  a  prostitute.  Reason  does  not  give  any  help; 
the  iuiperative  feeling  of  femininity  dominates  and  rules 
everything.  The  dilKculty  in  carrying  on  one*s  occupa- 
tion, under  such  circumstances,  is  easily  appreciated;  but 
it  is  possible  to  fr»rce  one's  self  t«»  it.  Of  eourse,  it  is 
almost  impossible  to  sit,  walk,  or  lie  down;  at  least,  any 
one  of  these  cannot  be  endured  long;  and  with  the  constant 
toueh  of  the  trousers,  etc.,  it  is  unendurable. 

"^farriaiie  tlien,  except  during  c<iitus,  where  the  num 
has  to  feel  himself  a  woman,  is  like  two  women  living 
together,  one  of  whom  regards  herself  ji»  in  the  uiask  of 
a  man.  If  the  ])criodi<'al  iNoliiniiiti  fail  to  occur,  then 
come  the  feelings  of  ]»regaanty  or  of  sexual  satiety,  which 
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a  man  never  experiences,  but  which  take  possession  of  the 
whole  being,  just  as  the  feeling  of  femininiiv  does,  and  arc 
repugnant  in  themselves;  and,  therefore,  1  gladly  welcome 
the  regular  molimina  again.  When  erotic  dreams  or  ideas 
occur,  I  see  myself  in  the  form  I  have  as  a  woman,  and 
see  erected  organs' presenting.  Since  the  anus  feels  fem- 
inine, it  would  not  bo  hard  to  become  a  passive  pcd*  rast; 
only  positive  religious  conunand  prevents  it,  as  all  other 
deterrent  ideas  would  be  overcome.  Since  such  eonditions 
are  repn^iunit,  as  they  would  be  to  any  one,  I  li;i\e  a 
desire  to  lie  sexless,  or  to  make  myself  sexless.  If  1  liatl 
been  siiiLdc,  T  should  luug  ago  have  taken  leave  of  testes, 
scrotiiiii  ami  penis. 

*'()f  what  use  is  female  jilcasure,  when  ont-  il'xs  iiut 
eoiu'civt' ^  What  good  coiiio  from  e\<Mtation  of  female 
love,  wIm'u  one  has  only  a  \vif<'  for  grat ilical ion,  even 
though  ('o|»ulaliou  is  felt  as  though  it  were  with  a  man  ^ 
What  a  terrible  feeling  of  shame  is  caused  by  the  feuiinine 
perspiration!  How  the  feeling  for  dress  and  ornament 
lowers  a  man !  Even  in  his  changed  form,  even  when  he 
can  no  longer  recall  the  masculine  sexual  feeling,  he  would 
not  wish  to  be  forced  to  feel  like  a  woman.  lie  still 
knows  very  well  that,  heretofore,  he  did  not  constantly 
feel  sexually;  that  he  was  merely  a  human  being  unin* 
fluenced  by  sex.  Now,  suddenly,  be  has  to  regard  his 
former  individuality  as  a  mask,  and  constantly  feel  like 
a  woman,  only  lia\  ini:  a  ehango  when,  every  four  week.s, 
he  has  his  {H'riudical  sickness,  and  in  the  intervals  his 
insatiable  female  desire.  If  he  eould  but  awake  without 
immediately  being  foreed  to  feel  like  a  woman!  At  last 
he  long<  for  a  moment  in  whieh  he  miglit  raise  his  mask: 
but  that  moment  dr)es  not  come.  He  can  only  find 
ameliorat ioti  of  his  misery  when  he  can  j>ut  on  some  bit 
of  fenuile  attire  or  finery,  an  umler-garment,  etc.;  for  he 
dare  not  go  about  as  a  woman.  1«»  hi'  eomjH  Ued  to  fulfil 
all  tiic  tluties  of  a  calling  with  the  feeling  of  being  a 
woman  costumed  as  a  man,  and  to  see  no  end  of  it,  is 
no  trifle.    Keligiou  alone  saves  from  a  great  lapse;  but  it 
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does  not  prevent  the  pain  when  temptation  affects  the 
man  who  feels  as  a  woman;  and  so  it  must  be  felt  and 
cndurc<]!  When  a  respectable  man  who  enjoys  an  un- 
usual degree  of  i»ul»Iic  coufidcnci',  and  possesses  authority, 
umat  go  about  with  his  vulva — imaginary  tliough  it  be; 
when  one,  Icavini:  lils  nnlnons  daily  task,  is  coniix-llcd 
to  exiiiiiiue  llie  loil<  l(c  of  the  lirst  lady  he  meets,  and  criti- 
v\>v  lii  r  wifli  feminine  eyes,  and  to  read  her  tlimii^lits  in  lier 
faee ;  wli^'n  a  j<Mirnal  <»f  fashions  ])ossesses  an  interest 
eijual  (<»  tliat  of  a  >eientilie  work  (1  felt  this  as  a  child); 
wiien  one  nnist  eoneeid  lii.>  e<»udition  f|-r)ni  Iiis  wife,  wh(»<(' 
thoui^lits,  the  niomeiit  he  feels  like  a  woman,  he  can  rea<l 
in  iu-r  faee,  whilr  il  heeoines  jx'rfeelly  eh  ar  to  lier  that 
lie  has  ehanged  in  hoily  and  >oul — what  nnist  all  this  be  ^ 
Tlic  misery  caused  by  the  feminine  gentleness  that  must 
be  overcome?  OftontimeSy  of  course,  when  I  am  away 
alone,  it  is  possible  to  live  for  a  time  more  like  a  woman ; 
for  example,  to  wear  female  attire,  cspeeially  at  night,  to 
keep  gloves  on,  or  to  wear  a  veil  or  a  mask  in  my  room, 
so  that  thus  there  is  rest  from  excessive  libido.  But  when 
the  feminine  feeling  has  once  gained  an  entrance,  it  im- 
peratively demands  recognition.  It  is  often  satisfied  with 
a  moderate  coneessi<)n,  such  as  tlu^  wearinsj:  of  a  bracelet 
above  the  cuff;  but  it  imperatively  demands  8om(>  con- 
cession. My  only  liai)i>iin'>^s  is  to  sec  myself  dressed 
as  a  woman  witliont  a  feelim;  <»f  shame;  indeed,  when 
my  face  is  veiled  or  masked,  T  |»ri  fer  it  so,  and  thus  think 
of  myself.  Like  everv  otie  of  Fasldon's  f«K)ls,  I  have  a 
taste  for  tiie  prevallinir  mode,  sr)  ureatly  ;iin  I  trans- 
fornii'd.  To  heconie  acen>lonifd  to  the  tlionuhr  (»f  feeiin«^ 
»»nly  like  a  woman,  and  oidv  to  renu-mher  the  |»revi(tns 
manner  of  ilmuirht  to  a  certain  extent  in  e^mtrast  with 
it,  and,  at  ihe  same  time,  to  express  one's  self  as  a 
man,  requires  a  long  time  and  an  intinite  amount  of 
persistence. 

"Nevertheless,  in  spite  of  everything,  it  will  ha[)i)en 
that  I  betray  myself  by  some  expression  of  feminine 
feeling,  either  in  aexuatibtiSf  when  I  say  that  I  feel  so  and 
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SO,  expressing  wliat  a  man  withont  the  female  feeling 
cannot  know;  or  when  I  acotdentallT  betray  that  female 
attire  is  mj  talenL  Before  women,  of  course,  this  does 
not  amount  to  an^-thing;  for  a  woman  is  greatlj  flattered 
when  a  man  iin<!<'rr-tands  something  of  her  matters:  but 
this  must  not  be  displayed  to  my  own  wife.  How  fri^ht- 
ono<\  I  once  was  when  mj  wife  said  to  a  friend  that  I  had 
great  ta.«te  in  ladies'  drossl  How  a  liaiiphty.  stylish  lady 
was  astoiii>ljcd  wln  ii,  ^llO  was  about  to  make  a  irnat 
error  in  the  •••Inraf <•{  her  little  daughtrr.  1  «leseril)ed 
to  her  in  writiui:  and  verbally  all  the  feniiniiic  feelings  I 
To  Ix'  .•.lire,  I  li)<l  ti>  her,  saviuir  that  uiv  kn«»wh><lire  had 
iKfu  git-aued  from  h  tters.  l>ut  her  eonfidenee  in  nie  is 
as  great  as  ever;  and  the  ehihl,  who  was  on  liie  road  to 
insanity,  is  ratiouai  and  happy.  She  had  confessed  all  the 
feminine  inclinations  as  sins;  now  she  knows  what,  as  a 
girl,  she  must  bear  and  control  by  will  and  religion;  and 
she  feels  that  she  is  human.  Both  ladies  would  laugh 
heartily  if  they  knew  that  I  had  only  drawn  on  my  own 
sad  experience.  I  must  also  add  that  I  now  have  a  finer 
sense  of  temperature,  and,  besides,  a  sense  of  the  elasticity 
of  the  skin  and  tension  of  the  intestines,  etc.,  in  patients, 
that  was  unknown  to  mc  before;  that  in  operations  and 
autopsies,  poisonous  fluids  more  readily  penetrate  my  (un- 
injured) skin.  Every  autopsy  causes  me  pain ;  (  xamina* 
tion  of  a  ])r«»stitnte,  or  a  woman  having  a  disehai^,  a 
(■anej'nms  nd-.ur,  or  the  like,  i-  actually  rejjugnant  to  me. 
In  all  rt -jxcts  I  am  now  under  thr  intluence  of  anlij)athy 
and  syiiipathy,  froui  the  sense  <»f  r<'l«.nr  to  my  juilirment  of 
a  {»erson.  Women  u>iia]ly  see  in  eacii  other  the  peritulical 
sexual  dispo>itioii ;  and,  then-fore,  a  lady  wears  a  veil,  if 
she  is  not  always  aecustomed  to  wear  one,  an<l  usually 
she  perfumes  herself,  even  though  it  Ik'  only  witli  liandker- 
chief  or  gloves;  for  her  olfactory  sense  in  relation  to  her 
own  sex  is  intense.  Odours  have  an  incredible  effect  on 
the  female  organism;  thus,  for  example,  the  odours  of 
violets  and  roses  quiet  me,  while  others  disgust  me;  and 
with  Viang- Ylang  I  cannot  contain  myself  for  sexual  ex- 
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oitement  Contact  with  a  woman  seems  homogeneous  to 
mc;  coitus  with  my  wife  socmus  possihlc  to  mc  because  she 
is  somewhat  masculine,  and  has  a  Urm  skin ;  and  yet  it  is 

more  an  atnor  Icshicus. 

"Besides,  I  always  feel  passive.  Often  at  night,  when 
I  cannot  sleep  for  excitement,  it  is  Hiially  accomplished,  . 
*'*  frnioid  ntcd  dishiisn  IntJiro,  sirli  iiiiilicr  cum  riro  ron- 
nnnhriif^y  or  if  1  lie  «»n  my  side;  hiii  an  arm  or  the  i)C(]- 
clothin«;  must  n(»t  toiicli  the  inumnui\  or  tlicn^  is  no 
slccj) ;  and  th(>rc  must  h;'  no  pressure  on  the  al)domen. 
I  ^^Ieep  lu-st  in  a  chemise  and  nii;ht-rol)(',  and  with  gloves 
on;  for  my  hands  easily  get  eold.  1  am  also  eomfortahio 
in  female  drawers  and  pettic«tats,  because  they  (h^  not 
touch  the  genitals.  I  liked  female  dresses  best  when 
crinolines  were  worn.  Pemale  dresses  do  not  annoy  the 
feminine-feeling  man ;  for  he,  like  every  woman,  feels 
them  as  belonging  to  his  person,  and  not  as  something 
foreign. 

"My  dearest  associate  is  a  lady  suffering  with  neuras- 
thenia, who,  since  her  last  confinement,  feels  like  a  man, 
but  who,  since  I  explained  these  feelings  to  her,  eoilu 
ahatinet  as  much  as  {lossible,  a  thing  I,  as  a  husband,  dare 
not  do.  She,  by  her  example,  helps  me  to  endure  my 
condition.  She  has  a  most  perfect  nienutry  of  the  female 
feelings,  and  has  often  given  me  goo«!  advice.  Were  she 
a  man  and  I  a  r-umiL''  irirl  I  >lioid<l  seek  to  win  her;  for 
lier  I  >liMiil(l  he  glad  to  i-ndure  tiie  fate  of  a  woman.  Ihit 
her  j>resent  ajtpearanee  is  ijuiti'  diiVerenl  from  wliat  it 
formerlv  was.  She  is  a  verv  eleiiantlv  dres-^cd  iri  iitlcman, 
notwithstanding  Imisoiu  an«!  hair;  slie  also  sjuaks  «piickly 
and  concisely,  and  no  longer  takes  pleasure  in  the  things 
that  ])li'ase  me.  She  has  a  kind  of  melancholy  dissatis- 
fa<'tion  wiih  I  he  worhl,  hut  she  bears  her  fate  worthily 
and  with  resignation,  lin<liiig  her  comfort  only  in  religion 
and  the  fulfilment  of  her  duty.  At  the  time  of  the  menses, 
she  almost  dies.  She  no  longer  likes  female  society  and 
conversation,  and  has  no  liking  for  delicacies. 

''A  vouthful  friend  felt  like  a  girl  from  the  very  first, 
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and  had  inclinations  towards  tlio  male  sex.  His  sister 
had  the  opposite  efmdition  ;  and  uiii  ii  tlic  uterus  demanded 
its  riijht,  and  she  saw  herself  as  a  lovinji  woman  in  spite  of 
lier  nias(  iiliniiN ,  slie  cut  the  inalter  short,  aud  committed 
8uici<.K'  l>,v  (Irowninir- 

"Since  eninplefe  etfemlnat ion,  the  principal  cliauges  I 
have  observed  in  mvself  are: — 

"1.  The  constant  feeling  of  being  a  woman  from  top 
to  toe. 

**2.   The  constant  feeling  of  having  female  genitals. 

'*3.  The  periodicity  of  the  monthly  molimina. 

"4.  The  regular  occurrence  of  female  desiie,  though 
not  directed  to  any  particular  roan. 

'^5.  The  passive  female  feeling  in  coitus. 

"6.  After  that,  the  feeling  of  impregnation. 

'*7,  The  female  feeling  in  thought  of  coitus. 

"8.  At  the  sight  of  women,  the  feeling  of  being  of 
their  kind,  and  the  feminine  inti  rest  in  fhom. 

'•9.   At  the  sijjht  of  men.  tlie  feminine  interest  in  them. 

**10.  At  the  sip;ht  of  children,  the  same  feeling. 

''11.  The  changed  disposition  and  much  greater  pa- 
tience. 

"12.  The  final  resi/ernation  to  my  fate,  for  which  I  have 
nothinir  to  tliank  hut  positive  religion;  without  it  1  should 
have  Ions  iii;o  eommitted  suiei<K*. 

"To  l)c  a  man  and  to  he  eonij)ened  t<i  feel  that  rhaque 
fcmnie  est  fuluec  ou  die  desire  d  elre  is  hard  to  endure." 

The  foregoing  antohiograjdiy,  scientifically  so  import- 
ant, was  accompanied  by  the  following  no  less  interesting 
letter: — 

"SiB> — I  must  next  beg  your  indulgence  for  troubling 
you  with  my  communication.  I  lost  all  control,  and 
thought  of  myself  only  as  a  monster  before  which  I  myself 
shuddered.  Then  your  work  gave  me  courage  again;  and 
I  determined  to  iro  to  the  bottom  of  the  matter,  and 
examine  my  past  life,  let  the  result  be  what  it  might.  It 
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seemed  a  duty  of  gratitude  to  you  to  toll  you  the  result  of 
inv  rocolh-ction  and  observation,  since  I  had  not  scon  anv 
description  by  you  of  an  anab)gous  case;  and,  tinally,  I 
also  thought  it  nngbt  perhajis  interest  you  to  learn,  from 
the  pen  of  a  pliysieian,  liow  such  a  worrldess  human,  or 
nuiseuliiif,  being  thinks  and  feels  under  the  weight  of  the 
imperative  idea  of  being  a  woman. 

**It  is  not  perfect  ;  but  I  no  longer  luive  tlie  strength 
to  reflect  more  npou  it,  and  have  no  desire  to  go  into 
the  matter  more  deeply.  Much  is  repeated ;  but  I  beg 
you  to  rememlter  tliat  any  mask  may  be  allowed  to  full  off, 
particularly  when  it  is  not  voluntarily  worn,  but  enforced. 

"After  reading  your  work,  I  hope  that,  if  I  fulfil  my 
duties  as  physician,  citizen,  father  and  husband,  I  may 
still  count  myself  among  human  beings  who  do  not  deserve 
merely  to  be  despised.  » 

^*Finally,  I  wished  to  lay  the  result  of  my  recollection 
and  reflection  before  you,  in  order  to  show  that  one  think- 
ing and  feeling  like  a  woman  can  still  be  a  physician.  I 
consider  it  a  great  injustice  to  debar  woman  from  ^fedi- 
cine.  A  woujan.  tli rough  her  feeling,  gets  on  the  track  of 
many  ailments  which,  in  spite  of  all  skill  in  diagnosis,  re- 
main ob'iciin'  to  a  man;  at  least,  in  the  disi-ases  of  womeu 
and  cliildren.  If  I  cf»uld  have  my  way,  I  should  have 
every  jihy-ici;iii  ii\-e  the  life  of  a  woinaii  for  tlii-rc  moiilhs; 
then  he  would  lia\('  a  In'tter  understanding  and  more  c<m- 
siderafion  in  maiters  alb-cling  the  half  «»f  humanity  from 
which  he  comes;  tbi'U  he  would  learn  to  value  the  great- 
ness of  woman,  and  appreciate  the  dithcnlty  of  her  lot." 

Remarks:  The  Iradly  tainted  patient  was  originally  psy- 
cho-sexually  abnormal,  in  that,  in  character  and  in  the 
sexual  act,  he  felt  as  a  female.  The  abnormal  feeling 
remained  purely  a  jisychical  anomaly  until  three  years 
ago,  when,  owing  to  severe  neurasthenia,  it  received  over- 
mastering support  in  imperative  bodily  sensations  of  a 
iranamuialio  sexus,  which  now  dominate  consciousness. 
Then,  to  the  patient\s  horror,  he  felt  Ixxlily  like  a  woman; 
and,  under  the  impulse  of  his  imperative  feminine  sensa-

lions,  lio  (>xjH'riciu-(«l  a  cuiiiplcfo  f rimsr<>niiati(»n  of  Iiis 
f«»rmi'r  iiiasfiiliiii'  i'rclin^',  tiiuu^lit  an<l  will;  in  fact.  Ins 
wliolc  vila  scxualis,  in  llio  scnso  of  eviration.  At  tlic  same 
time,  1Ü8  "^go"  was  able  to  control  thege  abnormal  psycho- 
physical manifestations,  and  prevent  descent  to  jxiranoia, — 
a  remarkable  example  of  imperative  feelings  and  ideas  on 
the  basis  of  neurotic  taint,  which  is  of  great  value  for  a 
comprehension  of  the  manner  in  which  the  psycho-sexual 
transformation  may  be  accomplished.  In  1893;  three 
years  later,  this  unhappy  colleague  sent  me  a  new  account 
of  his  present  state.  This  correspon<U'<I  e<se>ntially  with  the 
former.  Iiis  jthysical  and  pssychieal  feelings  were  abso- 
lutely tlinsc  uf  a  wonum ;  hut  his  intellectual  powers  wore 
intact,  and  he  was  thus  saved  from  paranoia  {vide  infra). 

A  eonnt«'rj»art  to  this  ease,  )|hielj  is  of  clinical  and 
psychological  uiomcut,  is  that  of  u  lady  as  given  in : — 

Case  130.  Mrs.  X.,  dan-ihlcr  of  a  liluli  otHcial.  Her 
mother  (lied  from  nervous  disease.  The  father  was  nn- 
tainteil,  and  <lied  from  imeumonia  at  a  ifodd  old  aj^i'.  Her 
brothers  and  sisters  had  inferior  jisvchopathic  di>j>osit ions ; 
one  brother  was  of  abnormal  character,  and  very  neuras- 
thenic. 

As  a  girl  !Mrs.  X.  had  decided  inclinations  for  boys' 
sportH.  So  long  as  she  w<»re  short  dresses  she  used  to  rove 
about  the  fields  and  woods  in  the  frrest  manner,  and 
climlx>d  the  most  dangerous  rocks  and  clifTs.  She  had  no 
taste  for  dresses  and  finery.  Once,  witen  they  gave  her  a 
dress  made  in  Imivs'  fashion,  she  was  liiirhl\'  delifjlited; 
and  when  at  school  they  dressed  her  np  in  boyV  clothes 
on  the  (Hcasion  of  some  theatrical  performance,  she  was 
filled  with  bliss. 

Otherwise  nothing  hetraved  her  liomo-sexnal  inclina- 
tions. T*])  fo  her  marriai^e  (at  the  nu."  of  twenty-one)  slie 
eonld  not  recall  to  mind  a  siiii^le  in>taiier  in  which  she  felt 
lierself  drawn  to  persons  of  lier  own  sex.  Men  were 
eipially  iuditfcreut  to  her.    When  niatnred  she  had  many 
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admirers.  This  flattered  her  greatly.  However,  she 
claimed  that  the  differcucc  of  the  sexes  never  entered  her 
mind;  she  was  only  influenced  by  the  difference  in  the 
dress. 

When  attending  the  first  and  only  ball  she  felt  interest 
only  in  intellectual  conversation,  but  not  in  dancing  or  the 

dancers. 

At  the  n<ro  of  cii^litoon  the  menses  set  in  without  diffi- 
culty. 81ic  always  looked  upon  menstruation  as  an  \\n- 
neccssarj'  and  liotliorsomo  function.  TTcr  ongagemont  with 
a  man  who,  thon«;!!  n;oo(l  an<l  rich,  yet  j>ossos!sofl  not  tlip 
slijxlifcst  kiiowlcdiji'  of  woman's  nature,  was  a  matter  of 
utter  inditTei'onco  to  lior.  She  lia<l  neither  sympathy  for 
nor  antipathy  acrainst  matrimony.  Her  eounuljial  (luti»'s 
wore  at  fir^t  ])ainful  to  her,  hiler  on  >iiiiply  loatlisonie. 
She  nevi-r  experieuee<l  sexual  pleasure,  Imt  heeame  the 
motlier  of  six  elilhlren.  ^\'hen  her  liusltau<l  heiran  to 
observe  coiliui  interruptus,  ou  account  of  tho  |)roli{ic  conse- 
quences, her  religious  and  moral  sentiments  were  hurt, 
iilrs.  X.  grew  more  and  more  neurasthenic,  peevish  and 
unhappy. 

She  suffered  from  descensus  uteri,  erosions  on  the 
portio  raginaUiSy  and  became  ana?mic.  Gynecological  treat- 
ment and  visits  to  watering-places  procured  but  slight  im- 
provements. 

At  the  age  of  thirty-six  she  had  an  apoplectic  stroke, 
which  ei»nlinod  her  to  hod  for  two  years,  with  heavy  nou- 
rastlienic  ailments  (agrypnia,  pressure  in  the  head,  paljii- 
tation  of  tlio  heart,  psychical  depression,  feelings  of  lost 

physical  and  mental  power,  lx)rdoring  oven  on  insanity, 
etc.).  Durintr  this  long  illness  a  peculiar  change  of  her 
psychical  and  physical  feelinir:^  took  place. 

The  small  talk  of  the  ladies  visiting  her  alxmt  love, 
toilet,  tinery,  fashions,  domcsiic  and  servants'  atTairs  dis- 
«;usted  her.  She  f(dt  mortified  at  heini;  a  woman.  She 
could  not  even  make  up  lii-r  mind  a^xain  to  |o<ik  in  the 
mirror.  She  loMtlicil  citud>iuL'  hei'  hair  and  makint:  her 
tt>iK't.     .Much  to  the  surprise  of  her  own  people  her  liilher- 
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to  soft  and  decidedly  feminine  feattures  assumed  a  strongly 
masculine  character,  so  much  so  that  she  gave  the  impres- 
sion of  being  a  man  clad  in  female  garb.  She  complained 
to  her  trusted  physician  that  her  periods  had  stopped, — 
in  fact,  she  had  nothing  to  do  with  such  fiinction.s.  When 
they  recurred  again  she  felt  ill-tempered,  and  fomid  the 
od'oir  of  tlie  iiicnstrual  flow  most  nanseatinjr,  but  definitely 
refused  the  use  of  perfumes,  which  affected  her  in  a  similar 
unpleasant  manner. 

Tiiit  in  otluT  ways  slio  ft-lt  lluit  a  ])ocnliar  rluniir»'  had 
conic  over  licr  entire  h'ini;.  Slie  had  athletic  spells,  and 
great  doire  lor  gvMinii-iic  ex<Tci>(  >.  At  times  she  tVlt  as 
if  she  were  just  twenty.  She  was  startled,  uinn  her 
neurasthenic  hrain  allowed  of  thoui^lit  at  all, — at  the  tliijht 
and  novelty  of  her  thonirhts,  at  her  (]uiek  and  precise 
method  of  arrivini:  at  conclusions  and  forniin::^  opinions, 
at  tlie  curt  and  short  way  of  expressing  herself,  and  her 
novel  choice  of  words  not  always  becoming  a  lady.  Even 
an  inclination  to  use  curse  words  and  oaths  was  noticeable 
in  this  otherwise  so  ]>ious  and  correct  woman. 

She  reproached  herself  bitterly,  and  grieved  because 
she  had  lost  her  femininity,  and  scandalised  her  friends  by 
her  thoughts,  sentiments,  and  actions. 

She  also  perceived  a  change  in  her  body  She  was 
horrified  to  notice  her  breasts  disappeuring,  that  her  pelvis 
grew  smaller  and  narrower,  the  hones  l>ecame  more  mass- 
ive, and  her  skin  rougher  and  harticr. 

Slie  refus<Ml  to  \vear  any  more  a  lady's  night-dress  or  a 
lady's  caj),  and  ]Mit  away  lier  hracelcfs,  earrings  and  fans. 
Her  maid  and  her  dressnniker  noticed  a  ditTerent  odour 
coming  from  her  person:  her  voice  also  grew  dec|)er, 
rougher,  and  »piite  mascidine. 

When  the  patient  was  tiiuilly  ahle  to  leavf  her  IhhI,  the 
female  gait  ha<l  altered,  feminine  gestures  and  movements 
in  her  female  attire  were  forced,  and  she  could  no  longer 
bear  to  wear  a  veil  over  her  face,  llcr  former  period  of 
life  spent  as  a  woman  seemed  strangn  to  her,  as  if  it  did 
not  belong  to  her  existence  at  all ;  slie  could  play  do  longer 
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the  rvle  of  woman.  iSlio  assunnd  more  and  nmre'the 
cliaractor  of  a  man.  Slic  «'Xjd  iiriirc«!  >iran;4i*  tVclinirs  iu 
luT  abtlomcn  ;  and  complaim  il  !<•  ilu'  jtlivsician  attcndini; 
lit*r  that  sill'  could  feci  no  lonucr  the  inti  rnal  ur<;an.s  ut' 
generation,  that  her  Ixxly  wa.s  closed  up,  the  region  of  her 
gcuitals  enlarged,  and  often  had  the  sensation  of  jiosscssing 
a  penis  and  scTotum.  She  showed,  also,  unmistakable 
svmptoiiis  of  male  libido.  All  these  obseirations  affected 
her  deeply,  filled  her  with  horror,  and  depressed  her  so 
much  that  an  attack  of  insanity  was  apprehended*  But 
by  incessant  efforts  and  kind  advice  the  family  physician 
finally  succeeded  in  calming  the  patient  and  piloting  her 
safely  over  this  dangerous  point.  Little  by  little  she  gained 
her  equilibrium  in  this  novel,  strange  and  morbid  piiyaico- 
psyehieal  form.  She  took  pains  in  performing  her  duties 
as  housewife  and  mother.  It  was  interesting  t.)  ob'serve 
the  trulv  manlv  firmness  of  .will  which  she  devel<>])ed,  but 
Iv  r  former  softness  of  character  had  vanishc«!.  She  as- 
sumed the  ruh'  of  the  mun  in  her  lioiise.  a  circumstance 
which  led  to  many  dissensions  and  misunderstandings. 
She  became  an  enigma  which  her  husband  was  unable  to 
solve. 

She  complaini'd  to  her  jdiysician  that  at  times  a 
''bestial  nuisculine  libido"  threatened  to  overcome  her, 
which  made  her  despondent.  Harital  intercourse  with 
the  husband  appeared  to  her  most  repulsive — in  fact, 
impossible.  Periodically  the  patient  experienced  feminine 
emotions,  «bnt  they  became  scarcer  and  weaker  as  time 
went  by.  At  such  periods,  she  became  conscious  again  of 
her  female  genitals  and  breasts,  but  these  episodes  affected 
her  painfully,  and  she  felt  that  such  a  ''second  trans- 
mutation'' would  be  unbearable,  and  would  drive  her  to 
insanity. 

She  now  became  reconciled  to  her  iransmutatio  aexua, 
brought  about  by  her  severe  illness,  and  bore  her  fate  with 
resignation, '  finding  much  support  in  her  religious  con- 
victions. 

What  affected  her  most  keenly  was  the  fact  that,  like 
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all  actress,  slic  must  move  in  a  straiiixe  sphere — i.c,  in  that 
of  a  woman  (Status  Pitesens,"  Sept.,  1892). 

IV,  Degree:  Meiamorpkosi»  Sexualis  Paranoica, 

A  final  possible  stage  in  tbis  disease-process  is  tbe  de- 
lusion of  a  transformation  of  sex.  It  arises  on  the  basis 
of  sexual  neurasthenia  that  has  developed  into  neuraslhe' 

nia  ttiiivcraaHs,  resulting  in  a  inontal  disease, — jxtranoia. 

The  followin::  i  m^cs  sliow  the  develoiMn*  nt  of  the  inter- 
esting neuro-psychological  process  to  its  height : — 

Case  131.  K.,  aged  thirty-six,  male,  single,  servant, 
roeoived  at  the  clinie  on  2r»th  F<'1)ninrv,  1889,  typical 
ease  of  jxirniKnn  jterst  rtilori)).  rt'^till  i  iiir  t  i"i>iii  ururdsfhcnia 
sexudlis,  Avitli  (ilfarfiirv  li:illiii-iiiai "mns,  sensaliuiis,  etc. 

ITc  caiiio  (if  a  |»ri  (li-|)ii><  (l  family.  Several  hrothers 
ami  .'■i>tcrs  were  j)>yclii>|»ailiic.  Patient  had  a  hydro- 
cephalic skull,  depressed  in  the  rc-^ion  of  the  riffht  fi>n- 
taiielle;  eyes  neuropathic.  lie  liad  always  hecn  very 
sensual;  began  to  nuisturbate  at  nineteen;  had  coitus  at 
twenty-three;  begat  three  illegitimate  children.  He  gave 
up  further  sexual  intercourse  on  account  of  fear  of 
begetting  more  children,  and  of  being  unable  to  provide 
for  them.  Abstinence  j^roved  very  painful  to  him.  lie 
also  gave  up  masturbation,  and  was  then  troubled  with 
polhitions.  A  year  and  a  half  ago  he  became  sexually 
neurastltenic,  had  diurnal  pollutions,  became  thereafter  ill 
and  inis(  rahle.  and,  after  a  time,  generally  neurasthenic, 
finally  developin,!]^  paranoia.  • 

A  year  ago  ho  began  to  have  partesthetie  sensations, — 
as  if  there  vere  a  ^rreat  coil  in  the  place  of  his  genitals: 
and  then  he  fell  that  his  scnttiiin  and  jienis  were  gf>ne,  and 
that  his  ^enital'^  were  chani;ed  into  those  of  a  female. 

He  felt  the  irrowih  <d*  his  hreast^;  that  his  hair  wa'« 
th.'it  of  a  woniim  :  :nid  that  feminine  ir-iniient-^  witc  on  his 
hody.  11<'  tlionLdif  himself  a  womnn.  The  pcuplf  in  the 
street  gave  utterance,  to  corresponding  remarks:  ''Look 
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at  the  woman!  The  old  blouliard  I"  In  a  lialf-dreamy 
state,  he  had  the  feeling  as  if  he  played  the  part  of  a 
woman  in  coitus  with  a  man,  which  caused  him  the  most 
lively  feelings  of  pleasure.  During  his  stay  at  the  clinic, 
a  remission  of  the  paranoia  occurred,  and,  at  the  same 
time,  a  marked  improvement  of  the  neurasthenia.  Then 
the  feelings  and  ideas  due  to  a  developing  meUmorphfmt 
sexualis  disappeared. 

A  more  advanced  caso  of  pvi ration,  on  the  way  to  a 
iransformatio  nexus  paranoicay  is  the  following: — 

132«  FiMTiz  St.,  agod  t]n rfy-tliree;  school* 
teaclipr,  sintrlo:  probably  of  tainted  family;  always  neuro- 
j)atlii(';  emotional,  timid,  intolcranf  of  aleoliol ;  beiran  to 
mast iirbale  at  eiijlitecn.  At  thirty  there  were  manif»'sta- 
tions  of  }ii  urasthenia  scnuihs  (  iiollnf ion?;  witli  eonsctpient 
faticiie,  soon  beginnin<r  to  (vrcur  diiriiii:;  the  ilay;  jiain  in 
the  rc^fion  of  tho  s<irnil  plc.nis^  etc.).  riradiially,  spinal 
irritation,  ])ressure  in  the  luad,  and  een  bral  nciira-^tlienia 
were  added.  Sinee  the  bei^innin*;  of  1885  the  patient  had 
given  up  eoitus,  in  which  he  no  longer  experienced  pleas- 
urable feeling.    lie  masturbated  frequently. 

In  188S  he  began  to  have  delusions  of  suspicion.  He 
noticed  that  he  was  avoided,  and  that  he  had  unpleasant 
odours  about  him  (olfactory  hallucinations).  In  this  way 
he  explained  the  altered  attitude  of  people,  and  their 
sneezing,  coughing,  etc. 

He  coiild  smell  corpses  and  foul  urine.  He  recognised 
the  cause  of  his  bad  smells  in  inward  pollntions,  TTe 
recognised  these  in  a  feeling  he  Iia<l  as  if  a  Unid  flowed 
np  from  tlic  symphysis  toward  the  breast  Patient  soon 
left  the  elinie. 

In  1889  he  was  again  received  in  an  advanced  stage  of 
paranoia  masturhatoria  persectUoria  (delusions  of  physical 
persecntiftn). 

Tn  the  iM'ginninii:  '»f  ^li^y,  1"^*^^^  tlie  j»ati<Mit  attracted 
notice,  in  that  he  was  cross  when  he  was  addressed  as 
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''mister''.  He  protested  against  it  because  he  was  a 
woman.  Voices  told  him  this.  He  noticed  that  his 
breasts  were  growing.  Some  weeks  before,  others  had 
touched  him  in  a  sensual  manner.  He  heard  it  said  that 
he  was  a  whore.  Of  late,  dreams  of  pregnancy.  He 
dreamed  that,  as  a  woman,  he  indulged  in  coitus.  He  felt 
the  immissio  penis,  and,  during  the  hallucinatoiy  act,  also 
a  feeling  of  ejaculation. 

Head  straight;  facial  form  long  and  narrow;  parietal 
eminences  prominent;  genitals  normall;^  developed. 

The  following  case,  observed  in  the  asylum  at  Illonau, 
i>;  a  pertinent  e\ain])lc  of  lasting  delusional  alteration  of 
sexual  consciousness: — 

Case  133.  M ctamorjfhosis  scxualis  paranoica.  N. 
a£jed  twont y-tlirce,  siuiilo,  })ijiuist,  was  roccivcd  in  the  asy- 
lum at  Ilicnau  in  the  ]d<t  |»art  of  October,  ISti").  He  came 
of  a  family  in  which  there  was  said  to  be  no  hereditary 
taint!  but  there  was  phthisis  (father  and  brother  died  of 
pulmonary  tuberculosis).  Patient,  as  a  child,  was  weakly 
and  dull,  though  especially  talented  in  music  He  was  al- 
ways of  abnornuil  diaracter;  silent,  retiring,  unsocial,  and 
sullen.  He  practised  masturbation  after  fifteen.  After  a 
few  years  neurasthenic  symptoms  (palpitation  of  the  heart, 
lassitude,  occasional  pressure  in  the  head,  etc.)  and  also 
hypochondriacal  syniptoms  were  manifested.  During  the 
last  year  he  had  worked  with  great  ditKeulty.  For  about 
six  months  neurasthenia  had  increased.  lie  complained 
of  palpitation  of  the  heart,  pressure  in  the  head,  and 
sleeplessness;  was  very  irrifahlc,  and  scrmcd  to  l>e  sexually 
excited.  He  declared  tiiat  lie  must  mairv  for  his  health. 
He  fi'll  in  love  witli  an  artiste,  hut  ahnost  at  the  same 
time  (September,  l^r»."»'),  fell  ill  witli  paranoia  pcrsecuioria 
(ideas  of  enemies,  (leri>ion  in  the  street,  jtoison  in  f«Kid  ; 
obstacles  were  placed  on  the  bridixc  tt>  keep  liim  from 
goinp:  to  his  inaniorala).  On  a«'count  of  increasing  ex- 
citement and  coullicts  with  those  about  bim  that  he  con- 
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sidered  inimical  to  liini,  lie  was  taken  to  the  asvliun.  At 
first  he  presented  the  picture  of  a  typical  paranoia  perse- 
culoria  with  symptoms  of  sexual,  and  later  general,  neuras- 
thenia,  thougli  the  delusions  of  ])ersecution  did  not  rest 
upon  this  neurotic  foundation.  It  was  only  oocasionall^r 
that  the  patient  heard  such  sentences  as  this:  '^Ivow  the 
semen  will  be  drawn  from  him.  Now  the  bladder  will  be 
cut  out." 

In  the  course  of  the  years  1866-68,  the  delusions  of 

persecution  became  less  and  less  apparent,  and  were  for 
the  most  part  replaced  by  erotic  ideas.  The  somatic  and 
mental  basis  was  a  lasting  and  powerful  excitation  of  the 
sexual  sphere.  The  patient  fell  in  love  with  every  woman 
he  saw,  heard  voices  wiiicli  told  iiini  to  approa<-h  her,  and 
beg  to  he  allowed  to  marry,  declaring  that,  if  lie  were 
not  given  a  wife,  he  wojild  waste  away.  With  continu- 
ance of  masturbation,  in  18G9,  signs  of  futiire  effemination 
made  themselves  uumifest.  "He  would,  if  he  should  got 
a  wife,  love  her  <tnly  platonically.''  The  patient  crew 
more  and  more  peculiar,  lived  in  a  circle  of  erotic  ideas, 
.«aw  jtrostitution  practised  in  the  asylum,  and  now  and 
then  heard  voices  which  imputed  immoral  conduct  with 
women  to  him.  For  this  reason  he  avoided  the  society  of 
women,  and  only  associated  with  them  for  the  sake  of 
music  when  two  witnesses  were  with  him. 

In  the  course  of  the  year  1872,  the  neurasthenic  con- 
dition became  markedly  increased.  Now  paranoia  pene- 
cfdoria  again  came  into  the  foreground,  and  took  on  a 
clinical  colouring  from  the  neurotic  basis.  Olfactory 
hallucinations  occurred.  Magnetic  influences  were  at  work 
on  him — ^'magnetic  waves  produced  by  striking  an  anvil" 
(false  interpretation  of  sensations  due  to  spinal  asthenia). 
With  continued  and  intense  sexual  excitement  and  exce<)s 
in  masturbation,  the  process  of  effemination  constantlv 
proL'ressed.  Only  episodically  \va«5  ]io  a  man  and  inclined 
toward  a  woman,  com|)laining  that  the  shameless  prosti- 
tution <tf  rlic  men  in  the  house  made  it  impO'-iMe  for  a 
lady  to  come  to  him.    He  was  dying  of  magnetically  pois- 
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oned  air  and  unsatisfied  love.  Witliont  lore  be  could  not 
live.  lie  was  poisoned  by  lewd  poison  that  aiFected  his 
sexual  desire.  The  lady  whom  he  loved  was  surrounded 
here  by  the  lowest  vice.  The  prostitutes  in  the  house  bad 
fortune-chains;  that  is,  chains  in  which,  without  moving, 
a  man  can  indulge  in  lustful  pleasure.  lie  was  ready 
now  to  satisfy  himself  with  })r(»stitute8.  Ho  wa??  possessed 
of  a  wonderful  ray  of  thougltt  that  oinanated  from  his  eyes, 
wliioli  were  worth  20,000,000.  His  compositions  were 
worth  500,000  francs.  M'itli  tlirso  indications  of  delusions 
of  grandeur,  there  woro  als<»  tlio.so  of  ]>orso(Mition — tlio  frwul 
was  poisonofl  In-  venereal  exerenients ;  lie  tasted  and 
8nielle<l  jtoisun,  lieard  infamous  accusations,  and  asked  for 
appliances  !(»  close  Iiis  ears. 

From  AuiTUst,  ISTJ,  however,  the  si^ns  of  ctTciaiiiat i(»n 
became  more  and  more  frequent.  lie  a<'le(l  soiiifwhat 
alTeeledly,  deelarincj  that  he  could  no  Ioniser  live  amom; 
men  that  drink  and  smoke.  lie  thought  and  felt  like  a 
woman.  He  must  thenceforth  he  treated  like  a  woman  and 
transferred  to  a  female  ward.  lie  asked  for  confections 
and  delicate  desncrts.  Occasionally,  on  account  of  tenes- 
mus and  cystospasm,  be  asked  to  be  transferred  to  a  lying- 
in  hospital  and  treate<l  as  a  woman  very  ill  in  pregnancy. 
The  abnormal  magnetism  of  masculine  attendants  bad  an 
unfavourable  effect  on  him. 

At  times  he  still  felt  himself  to  be  a  man,  but  in  a  way 
\vhieh  indicated  his  abnormally  altered  sexual  feelini;.  Tie 
pleaded  only  for  satisfaction  by  means  of  masturbation, 
or  for  marriage  without  coitus.  Marriage  was  a  sensual 
institution.  The  girl  that  he  would  take  for  a  wife  must 
be  a  inasturbator. 

Al)ou,t  the  end  of  Deeeniher,  1S72,  his  personality  be- 
came completely  feminine.  From  that  time  he  remained 
a  woman.  lie  had  always  heen  a  woman,  hut  in  hi-^  hahy 
ho<td  a  French  ()uaki'r.  an  artist,  had  jmt  masculine  p'lii- 
tals  on  liiui,  ;itid  l»v  rnhhiuir  .*nid  distorting  his  thorax  bad 
preventi'd  ilic  d(  \  i  lopuicui  of  his  hreast-". 

After  this  lu^  demanded  to  he  transferred  to  the  female 
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ilepartiiR'nt,  ju-itiction  from  mou  that  \vish(^<l  to  violate 
iiini,  and  askid  lor  funiale  clothing.  Eventually  he  also 
•  IcsiriMl  to  l>o  given  employnicnt  in  a  toy-slioj),  with  erwhet- 
ing  and  rmliroidcrv  work  to  do,  or  a  place  in  a  drcssniakini!; 
cstal)li>liiii(  nt  witli  fcnialc  work.  From  the  time  of  the 
tidn.sfurniatiii  sc.nis,  the  jiatit  nt  h  :j;an  a  new  rcc-konini;  of 
time.  He  conceived  his  previous  pcrbouality  iu  memory 
as  that  of  a  ciMisin. 

He  ahvay.s  .^poke  of  hinij^elf  in  the  third  ])ers<m,  and 
called  Idnjself  the  Counte.«««  V.,  the  dearest  friend  of  the 
Empress  Eugenic;  asked  for  perfumes,  corsets,  cte.,  He 
took  the  other  men  of  the  ward  for  girls,  tried  to  raise  a 
head  of  hair,  and  demanded  '^Oriental  Ilair-Removcr/' 
in  order  that  no  one  may  douht  his  gender.  He  took  de- 
light in  praising  onanism,  for  "she  had  been  an  onanist 
from  fifteen,  and  had  never  desired  any  other  kind  of 
sexual  satisfaction*'.  Occasionally  neurasthenic  symptoms, 
olfactory  hallucinations,  and  persecutory  delusions  were 
observed.  All  the  events  up  to  the  time  of  December,  1872, 
belonged  to  the  personality  of  the  cousin. 

The  patient's  delusion  that  ho  was  the  Countess  V. 
couhl  no  lon<;er  be  correcft  d,  JShe  proved  her  identity  hy 
the  fact  that  the  nurse  had  examined  her,  and  foini-l  \\<-r  to 
he  a  lady.  The  countess  would  not  marry,  hecanse  .>lie  hat(  d 
men.  Since  he  was  not  provided  with  female  cl'ttjiin^  uthI 
shoes,  he  spent  the  i^i'eafcst  part  of  iIh'  day  in  lied,  acted 
like  an  invaliil  lady  of  ])<Kitit»n,  atfecte<Ily  and  mode>tly, 
and  a>ke(l  for  Imih-Im.iis  and  the  like.  His  iiair  was  d<iiH>  up 
in  a  knot  a-  well  as  it  allowed,  and  the  beard  was  pulled 
out.     Breasts  were  made  of  rolls  of  hn  ad. 

In  1874  caries  began  in  the  left  knee-joint,  to  which 
pulmonary  tuberculosis  was  soon  added.  Death  on  2nd 
December,  1874.  Skull  normal.  Frontal  lobes  atrophic. 
Brain  amrmic.  Microscopical  (Dr.  Schiile),  In  the  su- 
perior layer  of  the  frontal  lobe,  ganglion  cells  somewhat 
shrunken ;  in  the  adrentUia  of  the  vessels,  numerous  fat- 
corpuscles  ;  ganglia  unchanged ;  isolated  pigment  particles 
and  colloid  bodies.    The  lower  layers  of  the  cortex  normaL 
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Genitals  very  large;  testicles  small,  lax,  and  showed  no 
change  microsoopicallj  on  section. 

The  delusion  of  sexual  tnmsfonnation,  displayed  in  its 
conditions  and  phases  of  derelopment  in  the  foregoing 
case,  is  a  manifestation  remarkaMv  infmiiiont  in  the 
pathology  of  tlio  Innnaii  mind.  Besides  the  foregoing 
eases,  personally  observed,  1  have  seen  such  a  case,  as  an 
episodical  phenomenon,  in  a  lady  liavinij  sexnal  inversion 
(case  118,  of  the  seventli  edition  of  tiiis  work),  one  in  a  girl 
affected  with  (>ri<riiial  jmranoia,  and  another  in  a  lady 
suffering  with  original  paranoia. 

Save  for  a  eai^e  briefly  reported  l)y  AnuU^  in  his  text- 
book, and  one  ipiitc  .supertieially  <les('ril)!'d  by  Serieux 
( "Reeherehes  Clinitiue,"  p.  .'>."5),  and  tlic  two  cases  known 
to  Esquiroly'  I  cannot  recall  any  cases  of  delusion  of  sexual 
transformation  in  literature. 

I  have  already  mentioned  the  interesting  relations  ex- 
isting  between  the  facts  of  delusional  transformation  of 
sex  and  the  soKjalled  insanity  of  the  Scythians. 

Marandon  ("Annales  m^ioo-psychologiques,"  1877,  p. 
161),  like  others,  has  erroneously  presumed  that  with  the 
ancient  vScythians  there  was  an  actual  delusion,  and  that 
the  condition  was  not  merely  that  of  eviration.  According 
to  the  law  of  empirical  actuality,  the  delusion,  so  infre> 
^ent  to-day,  must  also  have  been  very  infrequent  in  an- 
cient times.  Since  it  can  only  be  conceived  as  arising  on 
the  basis  of  jxininoia.  there  can  be  no  tlionght  of  its  en- 
demic occurrence;  it  <'an  only  l)c  repmled  as  a  superstitious 
Tnatiifestation  of  e\iration  (the  result  of  juiirer  of  tlic 
goddess),  aß  is  also  evident  from  the  statements  of  Hippo- 
crates. 

The  facts  of  the  so-called  Scvthian  insanity,  as  well  as

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the  facts  lately  learnt'd  ahont  the  Puehlo  In<lial)^i,  arc  also 
worthy  of  note  anthropologically,  in  so  far  as  atrophy  of 
the  testes  and  genitals  in  general,  and  approximation  to 
the  female  type,  physically  and  mentally,  were  obaeiTecL 
This  18  the  more  remarkable,  since,  in  men  who  have  lost 
their  procreative  organs,  such  a  reversal  of  instinct  is  quite  , 
as  unusual  as  in  women,  muiaHs  mutandis,  after  the  nat- 
ural or  artificial  ellmacterie, 

B.  Homo-Scxual  Peeling  as  an  Abnormal  Congenital 

Manifestation.' 

The  essential  feature  of  this  strange  manifestation  of 
the  sexual  life  is  the  want  of  sexual  sensibility  for  the 
opposite  sex,  even  to  the  extent  of  horror,  while  sexual 
indination  and  impulse  toward  the  same  sex  arc  present. 
At  the  same  time,  the  genitals  are  normally  developed,  the

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sexual  glands  perform  their  functions  properly,  and  the 
sexual  type  is  completely  differentiated. 

Feeling,  thought,  will,  and  the  whole  character,  in 
cases  of  the  complete  development  of  the  anomaly,  corre- 
spond with  the  pociiliar  sexual  instinct,  but  not  with  the 
«  sex  which  the  individual  represents  anatomically  and 
physiologically.  This  abnormal  mode  of  feeling  may  not 
infrequently  he  recoi^iized  in  the  manner,  dress  and 
eallin^;  of  the  individuals,  who  may  iro  so  far  as  to  yield 
to  an  impulse  to  don  the  distinctive  cluiliinc:  eorresjKmding 
with  the  sexual  role  in  which  they  feel  tliciiisidvt^s  to  he. 

Ant hropolniiically  and  clinically,  this  ahunrnud  mani- 
festation prcsf'jifs  \ari<>us  d<'i;recs  of  dcvcjojmicnt  : — 

1.  Tra<-cs  (if  lietero-sexual,  with  pn-duiniuat ing  homo- 
sexual, instinct  (psyeho-sexual  hcruiaplinMÜt isui ). 

2.  There  exists  inclination  only  toward  the  same  sex 
(homo-sexuality). 

3.  The  entire  mental  existence  is  altered  to  correspond 
with  the  abnormal  sexual  instinct  (effemination  and 
viraginity). 

4.  The  form  of  the  body  approaches  that  which 
corresponds  to  the  abnormal  sexual  instinct  However 
actual  transitions  to  hermaphrodites  never  occur,  but,  on 
the  contrary,  completely  differentiated  genitals;  so  that, 
just  as  in  all  pathological  perversions  of  the  sexual  life,

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the  cause,  must  be  sought  in  the  brain  (andrvfji/ity  and 
gynandry). 

The  first  <lcliiut('  coiiiiimiiications'  coiiccrniiig  tliia 
ciiiiiinatical  plii'Hoincnon  of  Autiirt-  arc  made  by  Cai<pcr 
("L  eber  2sutliziiclit  uiid  rUtlerastie,"  (Jaapcr's  "Vicrtel- 
jahrsschrift/'  1852,  i.),  who,  it  is  true,  classes  it  with 
pederasty,  but  makes  the  jtertincnt  remark  that  this 
anomaly  is,  in  most  eases,  congenital,  and,  at  the  same 
time,  to  be  regarded  as  a  mental  hermaphroditism.  There 
exists  here  an  actual  disgust  of  sexual  contact  with  women, 
while  the  imagination  is  filled  with  beautiful  young  men, 
and  with  statues  and  pictures  of  them.  It  did  not  escape 
Casper  that  in  such  east  s  cniisslo  penis  in  anum  (peder- 
asty) is  not  the  rule,  but  that,  by  humus  of  other  sexual 
acts  (mutual  onanism),  sexual  satisfaction  is  sought  and 
obtained. 

In  his  "Clinieal  Novels"  (1N(W>,  i>.  W-V)  Casper  gives 
the  intcrestiu«?  eonfession  of  a  man  showiuij  this  perver- 
sion of  the  sexual  instiiict.  and  docs  not  hesitate  to  assert 
that,  aside  from  vicious  imairiiiutioii  and  \  iee.  as  a  residt  of 
(•\er-iiidiili:enee  in  normal  sixual  intercourse,  there  are 
numerous  c:i>-es  in  which  "ju'derasty"  has  its  orii»;in  in 
a  remarkahh',  «»Itsctire  im|)ulse,  which  is  eoiii:i>nital  and 
inexplicahlc.  Ahout  the  middle  of  the  "sixties"  a  eertain 
assessor,  Ulrichs,  himself  suhjeet  to  this  perverse  instinct, 
declared,  in  numerous  articles,  under  the  nom-de-plume

It  cannot  l>c  firtermincd  whether  siuli  a  rnsc  is  one  of  eon- 
genital  (psycho-sexual  hcrmaphrodisia?)  or  acquired  antipathic 
seoraal  instinct. 
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''Noiiui  XumaDtiu!*,'  that  the  sexual  menul  life  was  not 
ooiinoc*tr>d  with  the  bixlilv  «ex;  that  there  were  male  in- 
din«iuald  that  felt  like  women  toward  men  i  anima  mulie* 
brix  in  corpore  viriU  inrJuAa).  He  calkt]  the»*?  pix>ple 
^'urniufjx''  ari'l  «Icmaii»!«  <I  iiotliin^  tlmu  the  legal 

and  H<x-ial  n*<'<»;rnitiMn  of  ihi^  .-<'xual  l«<vt'  of  the  urnitiip» 
a"  (•<»n;.'«'iiiTal  ami,  therefore.  a>  ri^hr  ;  antJ  the  jK-rmissioii 
of  inarriag*'  aiii-'Uir  thrni.'  I  Iridis  failetl,  liowever,  to 
jirov.-  tliaf  tili.-  «<  riaiiily  .iiL^  nital  ami  paradoxical  dexual 
feeling  ua-  j>hv-i. (logical.  aiitJ  iwi  pat li"l";:ical. 

(irirsliifjrr  (  'Archiv  f.  I*.-vchiairie,**  i.,  p.  »».M )  threw 
the  firi^t  ray  of  light  on  these  facts,  anthropologically'  aud 
clinically  by  pointing  out  the  marked  hereditary  taint 
of  the  individual  in  a  case  which  came  under  his  own 
ohflen'ation. 

We  owe  thanks  to  Westphal  (•*Archiv  f.  Psychiatric,^' 
ii.y  p.  73)  for  the  first  systematic  consideration  of  the 
manifestation  in  question,  which  he  defined  as  '^congenital 
reversal  of  the  sexual  feeling,  with  consciousness  of  the 
abnormality  of  the  manifestation/'  and  designated  with 
the  name,  since  generally  accepted,  of  antipathic  sexual 
inslinrt.  At  the  same  time,  he  heijan  a  series  of  cases, 
whicii  iij)  to  tliis  time  has  numhen>d  alx>ut  200,  those 
reported  ill  (liiH  monograph  not  being  included. 

West filnil  leaves  if  u?i(h  (^(hHl  as  to  whether  antipathic 
HexHiil  ftrlin:;  i>  a  sviiiptom  of  a  neuropatliie  or  of  a 
psycliopatiiic  eoiiditioii.  <<y  wiiether  it  may  occur  as  an 
isolated  maiiife-iat ioii.  1I(>  holds  fast  to  the  opinion  that 
the  <'oiiditioM  is  coni^ciiiial. 

From  lln>  cax's  piil)lish<'d  np  to  l'^77  T  have  desig- 
nated this  peculiar  sexual  feeling  as  a  functional  sign 
of  degeneration,  and  as  a  ])artial  manifestation  of  a 
n<Mm>-  (psycho-)  pathic  state,  in  most  cases  hereditary, — ^a

('(•iisiilerut ion  of  additional  cascHi.  Tlio  following:  ])ocii- 
liaritics  may  1«'  given  as  the  sigus  of  this  ncuro-  (psycho-) 
puthic  taint : — 

1.  TIk^  sr-xual  liti'  of  individuals  thus  oi'i^anizf'd  mani- 
fests itself,  as  a  rule,  uhnornially  early,  and  then  afier  with 
abnormal  j)o\ver.  Not  infrc(inently  still  other  perverse 
manifestations  arc  presented  besides  the  abnormal  method 
of  sexual  satisfaction,  which  in  itself  is  conditioned  hy  the 
peculiar  sexual  feeling. 

2.  The  ])sychical  love  manifest  in  these  men  is,  for 
the  most  part,  exaggerated  and  exalted  in  the  same  way 
as  their  sexual  instinct  is  manifested  in  consciousness, 
with  a  strange  and  even  compelling  force. 

3.  By  the  side  of  the  functional  signs  of  degeneration 
attendiniij  anti])athic  sexual  feeling  are  found  other 
functional,  and  in  many  cases  anatomical,  evidences  of 
degeneration. 

4.  Xenroses  (hysteria,  neurasthenic,  epilej)toi(l  states, 
etc.)  co-exist.  Alni'tst  invariably  the  existence  of  tem- 
])orary  or  lastini;  neurastht  nia  may  be  proved.  As  a  rule, 
this  is  constitutional,  havinir  its  root  in  congenital  condi- 
tions. It  is  awakened  and  maintained  by  masturbation  or 
euforee<l  abstinence. 

Jn  male  indivi<lualf,  owing  to  these  ]>racfiees  or  to 
congenital  «lisp<*sition,  there  is  finally  nruraslJunia  scx- 
ualis,  which  manifests  itself  essentially  in  irritable  weak- 
ness of  the  ejaculation  centre.  Thus  it  is  explained  that, 
in  most  of  the  cases,  simply  embracing  and  kissing,  or  even 
only  the  sight  of  the  loved  person,  induce  the  act  of  ejacu- 
lation. Frequently  this  is  accompanied  by  an  abnormally 
powerful  feeling  of  lustful  pleasure,  which  may  be  so  in- 
tense  as  to  suggest  a  feeling  of  "magnetic''  currents  pass- 
ing through  the  body, 

5.  In  the  majority  of  cas(  <,  ]wy,  hi<  al  anomalies  (bril- 
liant cndov  nt  in  art.  especially  music,  ]"»etry,  etc.,  by 
the  side  of  bad  intellectual  p»wers  or  original  ec"  ntricity) 
are  present,  which  nuiy  exft-nd  to  pronounced  conditions 
of  mental  degeneration  (imbecility,  moral  insanity). 
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In  luauv  iiriiiiigs,  cither  tem[K>rariIy  or  periiianeiitly, 
insanity  of  a  (lcg(>iierative  cliuractcr  (patliolc^eal  emo- 
tional states,  periodical  insanity,  paranoia,  etc.)  makes  its 
appearance. 

0.  In  almost  all  cases  where. an  cNamiuation  of  the 

]»liysic!»l  an<l  mental  inrnliaritii's  of  the  ancestors  and 
bkiod  rehitions  has  hi'i-n  |M»ssil>k',  neurosis,  psvelioses, 
degenerative  sieiis,  etc.,  lia\«'  Im  »  ii  foiiiul  in  tlir  faniilit  s.* 

Tlic  depth  «'f  <-oiminiial  antijtailiie  sexual  feeliu«;  is 
shown  l»y  the  fact  that  tlic  lustful  drcaui  of  the  uiale-loving 
urnin;r  has  for  il>  coincnt  onlv  male  iudix  iduaN  ;  that  of 
the  feuiale-lo\  in«;  woman,  only  female  individuals,  with 
corresp<»nding  >it uat ions. 

The  observation  of  Weslplial,  that  the  con8ciou^ne8s  of 
ftfie  eongenitally  defective  in  sexual  desires  toward  tlic 
opposite  sex  is  painfully  affected  by  the  impulse  toward 
the  same  sex,  is  tme  in  only  a  numk>r  of  cases.  Indeed, 
in  many  instances,  the  consciousness  of  the  abnormality 
of  the  condition  is  wanting.  The  uwjority  of  umings  are 
happy  in  their  {lerverse  sexual  feeling  and  impulse,  and 
unhappy  only  in  so.  far  as  social  and  legal  harriers  stand 
in  the  way  of  the  satisfaction  of  their  instinct  toward 
their  own  sex. 

The  study  of  antipathic  sexual  feeling  iwints  direetly 
to  anomalies  of  the  cerebral  orjipunsation  of  the  atfeeted 
individuals.  The  verv  faet  that  in  these  cases,  with  few 
exeejit ion-,  the  .^t-xual  Irlands  are  fotind  «juite  nornud, 
anatoiiii(  ally  and  functionally,  seems  to  favour  this 
assuni])!  ion. 

This  cniirnuit ical  mani fotat ion  in  the  nature  of  man 
has  If'd  to  many  attempts  of  explanation. 

Among  1(11/  persons,  it  is  ealled  viee;  iu  the  language

of  the  law,  crime.  Those  tainted  with  it,  althdugh  recog- 
nising it  as  an  abnorinalitv,  claim  for  it  the  same  rights 
and  privileges  that  arc  accorded  to  normal  (hetoro-sexual) 
love,  on  account  of  its  being  based  upon  a  freak  of  nature. 
From  Plato  down  to  UlrichH,  in  antipathic  sexual  circles, 
this  standpoint  is  maintained.  Plalo's  "Banquet,"  chap* 
ters  viii.  :u»(l  ix.,  aro  quoted  for  that  purpose,  viz,:  "There 
IS  no  Aphrodites  without  an  Kro«.  But  there  are  two 
goddesses.  The  older  ApImHlitcs  ciuno  into  existence 
without  a  mother;  l)eing  the  daughter  of  Uranos  slie  is 
eallc«!  I'rania.  The  youn^jer  Apiiro^lites  is  the  tlanuhtcr 
of  Zeus  and  Dinnn  and  is  callc«!  Pandonio«.  Tim  Knx 
nt*  flit'  foniuT  must,  therefore,  he  I'ranos,  that  of  the 
hitler  rnihleiiKK.  ^\'ith  the  love  of  Kros  Pandeiuos  the 
ordinary  hiiiiian  lieiiii:'^  loxc;  Eros  Cninos  did  not  choitse 
a  female  hut  a  male;  this  is  the  love  for  hoys.  Whoever 
i><  insi>in'd  with  this  love  turns  to  the  male  sex."  I-'roin 
nniny  other  j)laees  in  the  classics  the  impression  may  i)e 
won  that  I'ranic  love  attained  a  higher  position  even 
than  her  sister.  More  recent  explanations  of  the  homo- 
sexual instinct  have  emanated  from  philosophers,  psycho- 
logists and  natural  scientists. 

One  of  the  most  jieeuliar  explanations  is  advanced  by 
Schopenhauer  ("Die  Welt  als  Wille  und  Vorstellung"), 
who  seriously  contends  that  nature  seelcs  to  prevent  old 
men  over  fifty  years  of  age)  from  begetting  children, 
since  experience  teaches  that  tln  se  never  turn  out  good. 
For  this  ptirpi>se  nature  in  her  wisdom  has  turned  the 
sexual  instinct  in  old  men  toward  thi  ir  own  sex!  The 
irrcat  |)hilosopher  and  tliinkor  evidently  was  not  aware 
that  sexual  inversion,  as  a  rule,  exists  ah  oriffinr.  and  that 
pederasty,  oecnrrinir  in  the  srniiim,  is  oidy  sexual  ]»er- 
versity,  hut  In-  no  means  pn»ves  the  presence  of  perversion. 

Ilini  t  atlemjits  to  explain  ilie^i'  peiMdiar  mani fe-tat imih 
from  a  pst/rJuilat/irnl  standj>oint,  thinkin/j:  {  with  ConiliUiu  ) 
to  rednee  them — toirether  with  other  hnnrvi'  j)sychical 
j»hi  nom<  na  —  to  the  law  of  ass^wialion  of  i<leas  (/.c., 
ass«M'iation  of  i<leas  with  .«entinu'Ut.s  in  slntu  nasremli). 
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This  clever  psychologist  assunus  that  tho  instinct  not 
as  yet  sexually  differentiated  is  detcrmiued  by  the  coin- 
cidence of  a  vivid  sexual  emotion  with  the  simultaneous 
sight  or  contact  of  a  person  of  the  opposite  sex.  Tn 
tliis  manner  a  niiglity  ass<H'iatit)n  is  created,  which  takes 
root  l)v  rc|H'afinir  itself,  wliilst  the  original  ass<H*iative 
]>roc('ss  is  forgotten  or  Ixruiiios  latent.  Even  t«»-day  r. 
t<rlir(  n(li--y<>l:iinj  and  otlit  r>  lean  to  fliis  oj»iiiion,  in  tlieir 
efforts  to  e\]»lain  the  inverted  sexual  in>tinct  (  (  liietly 
when  aeijuired  )  ;  luit  it  cannot  witle-tand  serious  erilii'isin. 
Psyclntloj:iieal  I'orci's  are  in>nttieii  nt  to  exphiin  manifesta- 
tions of  so  thoronjildy  degenerated  a  eliaraet<  r  (  ride  infra). 

Chevalier  ("luversion  Sexuelle,"  Paris,  isOo)  rightly 
demurs  against  Binet  that  those  attempts  at  pttychological 
explanations  explain  neither  the  precocity  of  homo-sexual 
impulses,  ie,,  such  as  have  existed  long  before  sexual 
feelings  were  associated  with  imagination,  nor  the  aver- 
sion towards  the  opposite  sex,  nor  early  appearance  of 
secondary  psychico-sexual  manifestations.  Nevertheless, 
Binet's  subtle  remark  that  the  lasting  presence  of  such 
associations  is  only  possible  in  predisposed  (tainted)  indi- 
viduals is  worthy  of  note. 

Neither  do  the  explanations  attempted  by  physicians 
and  naturalists  prove  anything  to  satisfaction.  (Uri/ 
("Revne  jdiilosophicine,''  January.  L'^'^l)  maintains  tluit 
those  atfliefed  witli  invert e<l  sexual  instinet  liav(^  a  female 
brain  (  I  )  but  niaseidine  sexual  glands,  and  that  an  existinij 
morbid  condition  of  the  lirain  determines  tlie  sexual  life, 
wiiilst  ('  (oiiira  and  normally  the  sexual  i:Iands  influence 
tlie  sexual  «'erebral  funeti<»ns.  Mtit/nnn  ('"Annales  nied. 
psycbol.,''  ISN.'),  p.  4r>8)  also  s])eaks  of  a  female  brain  in 
the  body  of  a  man  and  vice  versa.  Ulrichs  ("2demnon," 
1868)  comes  closer  to  the  point  when  he  speaks  of  an 
anima  muliehris  virili  corpori  innati,  and  thus  seeks  to 
explain  congenital  effeminatlo.  According  to  Maniegazta 
(op.  ciL  188G,  p.  106),  anatomical  anomalies  exist  in  such 
persons  in  so  far  as  the  natural  plexus  of  the  genital  nerves 
terminates  in  the  rectum,  thus  misdirecting  thither  all 
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lustful  desires.  But  surely  nature  never  is  guilty  of  such 

errors  or  "salius".  Xt'ither  <\ws  shq  burdon  a  masculine 
body  with  a  female  brain.  The  anil  it  of  tliis  hypothesis^ 
otherwise  so  acute,  quite  overl(M>ka  the  fact  that  the 
individuals  given  to  sexual  inversion,  :i<  :i  rule,  abhor 
the  use  of  the  anus — viz.,  jioilcrastv.  Mantegazza  revert?*, 
as  a  support  for  his  hyjHithesis,  to  the  communications 
whicli  he  reocivc«!  fnmi  a  well-known  prominent  author, 
who  assured  liiiii  that  lie  was  not  as  yet  satistied  in  his 
own  mind  whether  lie  derived  greater  jileasure  fr«»m  coitus 
than  from  defa-ealion.  Even  it  we  admit  tlie  eorreetuj^ss 
of  this  statement,  it  would  only  j)rove  that  its  aiitlior  was 
sexually  alnii»rmal,  and  that  he  tlerived  liiit  a  miiiiiimiu  of 
pleasure  from  eoitus.  Moreover,  one  would  come  to  the 
conclusion  that  the  tuucous  niemhrauc  of  his  rectum  was, 
in  some  ahnorinal  manner,  erogenous. 

Bemhardi  (**DeT  TTranismns/'  Berlin,  1882)  casually 
found  in  five  effeminali  (^^Palhici'*)  absence  of  apermafo' 
zoa,  in  four  cases  not  even  sperm  crystals,  and  thought  to 
find  the  solution  of  this  ''enigma  of  many  thousand  years" 
in  the  assumption  that  the  pathieus  was  a  ''monster  of 
the  feminine  sex,  having  nothing  else  in  common  with 
the  male  than  the  male  genitals,  which  in  some  cases  are 
even  only  imperfectly  developed".  This  author  could  not 
even  hase  his  contention  upon  an  autopsy,  which,  no  doubt, 
would  have  eventually  established  a  case  of  hermaphrodit- 
ism. 

Those  practisiui;  active  vira<rinity  and  gA'uandrv  he 
styles  as  ''monsters  of  masculine  gender  in  oppositiim  to 
which  the  jm-sive  tribade  is  as  perfect  a  woman  as  the 
active  pa'<Iicator  is  a  ])erfeet  man". 

The  author  this  l>o((k  has  made  an  atteni]»t  to  utilise 
facts  of  heredity  for  an  cxjilanation  of  this  anotnaly. 
Procee<ling  from  the  r'X})erience  that  manifestations  of 
sexual  perversion  are  frequently  found  in  the  parents,  he 
suspects  that  the  various  gra<les  of  congenital  sexual 
inversion  represent  various  grades  of  sexual  anomaly 
inherited  by  birth,  acquired  by  ascendency,  or  otherwise 
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developed.  In  this  connection,  the  law  of  progressive 
heredity  lunet  also  lie  considered. 

All  attempts  iit  (xplaimtion  made  hitherto  on  the 
frronnd  of  natural  philosojdiy  or  psychology,  or  those  of 
a  iiK-n  ]y  speculativo  cliaracter  are  insiifticient. 

J-atcr  rosoarolu's,  however,  pr<w(MMlin?;  on  oinbrvo- 
loiiical  (onto-  :in<l  ]»liylojnronptic)  and  anthro|M)logical  lines 
seem  to  promi^»'  <j;<»o«I  n-^nlts. 

EiiKUial iiiir  li'oiii  I'ldnh  L)f'J>ifon  ( "IMiiladi'lphia  .Med. 
and  Snrir.  K< ci.rdi  r."*  ScptnnUor,  isss.)  ami  Klfruan 
("MtMlical  Stiiinlanl."  Xovciulii  r,  ISss),  tlicy  are  based 
(1)  on  the  fart  that  bisi  xual  nrpnjisation  is  still  found  in 
the  lower  animal  kinjidom,  ami  {'2)  «tu  the  supposition  that 
mono-sexuality  gradually  develoiH»d  from  bisexiiality. 
Kieman  assumes  in  trying  to  subordinate  sexual  inversion 
to  the  category  of  hermaphroditism  that  in  individuals  thus 
affected  retr«^n^ssion  into  the  earlier  herinaphrodisie 
forms  of  the  animal  kingdom  may  take  place  at  least 
functionally.  These  are  his  own  words:  '*The  original 
bisexuality  of  the  ancestors  of  the  race,  shown  in  the 
rudimentary  female  organs  of  the  male,  couhl  not  fail  to 
occasion  funetiona!,  if  not  organic  reversions,  when  mental 
or  physical  manifestations  were  interfered  with  by  disease 
or  congenital  defect.  It  seems  certain  that  a  feminity 
functionating  brain  can  <K*eupv  a  male  l>ody  and  rire  versa. 

Chrralicr  (op.  ciL.  p.  lOs  )  piMceeds  fnuu  the  oriirinal 
bisj'xnal  life  In  the  animal  kinL"!"iii,  and  the  original 
bisexual  iii-i  di-]>o>iiiou  in  th<'  Imniaii  I'u'tus, 

Aceordinir  to  liim  tln'  d i tTtTfucc  in  tlio  gender,  with 
marked  ])iiy.vical  and  ]»>-yrhica]  srxnal  characft  r,  is  only 
the  result  of  endle'^s  processes  of  evohltioU.  I  lie  jisyelio- 
pliy^iea]  sexual  «litTereuce  runs  jiarallel  willi  tlie  liiirli  le\-el 
of  the  ev(»lving  jutK-ess.  The  individual  hcing  must 
also  itself  pass  through  these  grades  of  evolution;  it  is 
originally  bisexual,  hut  in  the  struggle  between  the  male 
and  female  elements  either  one  or  the  other  is  conquered, 
and  a  monosexual  being  is  evolved  which  corrrsponds  with 
the  type  of  the  present  stage  of  evolution.    But  traces  of 
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the  conquered  sexuality  remain.  Under  certain  circam- 
stances,  these  earacterea  texueU  latenU  may  gain  Darwin's 
signification,  i.e.,  they  may  provoke  manifestations  of 
inverted  sexuality.  Chevalier  does  not,  however,  look 
upon  such  processes  as  a  retrogression  (atavism),  in  the 
sense  of  Lombroso's  opinion  and  that  of  others,  but  rather 
ccmsiUers  them  with  iMcassagne  as  disturbances  in  the 
present  stage  of  evolution. 

If  tlie  strncture  nf  tliis  opinion  is  continued,  the  fol- 
lowing anthropological  and  historical  facts  way  be 
evolved : — 

1.  Tlie  sexual  ajiiMratus  consists  of  (a)  the  sexual 
glands  and  flic  orirans  <»f  n-produetion ;  {/;)  the  spinal 
centres,  \vhi<'h  act  cither  as  a  check  or  a  stiuiuliis  u])on 
(a) ;  (c)  the  cerebral  regions,  in  which  the  psychical 
processes  of  the  vita  sexualis  are  enacted. 

Since  the  orig^al  predisposition  of  (a)  is  of  a  bisexual 
character,  the  same  must  be  claimed  for  {h)  and  (r). 

2.  The  tendency  of  nature  in  the  present  stage  of 
evolution  is  the  reproduction  of  monosexual  individuals, 
and  the  law  of  experience  teaches  that  that  cerebral  centre 
is  normally  developed  which  corresponds  with  the  sexual 
glands  (**Law  of  the  Sexual  Homologous  Development"). 

3.  This  destruction  of  antipathic  sexuality  is  at  present 
not  yet  completed.  In  the  same  manner  in  which  the 
processus  vermtformU  in  the  intestinal  tube  points  to 
former  stages  of  organisation,  so  may  also  be  found  in 
the  sexual  apparatus — in  the  male  as  well  as  in  the 
female — residua,  which  point  to  the  original  onto-  and 
pli\ lo^euetic  biscxuality,  not  to  speak  of  hcrniaphrodisic 
lualforuiat i<»us,  which  may  Im^  looked  U])on  merely  as 
partial  excesses  of  develoj>iiieut,  or  disturbances  in  tlie 
fonuation  of  the  sexual  organisation,  and  especially  of 
the  (  j  frnuil  (jenitals. 

Tiie  residua  referred  to  are,  in  the  male,  the  uiriculus 
maaniltnvs  (remnants  of  the  ''MUllerm*he  Gänge")  and 
the  nipple,  in  woman  the  panMijihoron  (remnants  of  the 
original  renal  portions  of  the  Wolffian  bodies),  and  the 
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epooplioron  (remnants  of  Wolff's  eanglia,  and  analogous 
vith  the  epididymis  in  the  male).  Beiycl,  KUbs,  Fürst  and 
otlicrs  liave  found  in  the  human  female  stmiri  stions  of  the 
Wolrtiau  bodies  in  the  shaj)e  of  the  so-callt  il  Gartnerian 
ennals,  wiiidi  in  the  female  ruminants  are  regularly  present 
in  the  hitcral  wall  of  the  uterus. 

4.  I>(  >i(lcs,  a  loti;:  liu»>  of  clinical  and  anthropological 
facts  favour  tlii.s  a>"-iiiiii>t ion. 

I  will  only  call  aitcnrion  to  tiio  not  iufrc(juent  cases 
of  inilividuals  with  characlcrs  of  luixcd  or  (in  tlie 
sense  of  sexual  inversion)  predoniiuai iu^  physical  and 
psychical  sexuality  (''female  men  and  male  women" to 
the  appearance  of  the  female  character  (psychically  and 
physically  )  in  men^  consequent  upon  castration  {eunuchs), 
and  of  the  male  character  in  woman  after  the  removal  of 
the  ovaries  in  early  youth,  also  to  the  manifestations  of 
viraginity  in  climax  prwcox,  and  even  to  the  development 
of  a  second  gender. 

Professor  Kaltenbach  gives  a  remarkable  instance  of 
such  a  second  (antipathic)  vita  sexualis,  developed  upon 
climax  prcrcox. 

'On  tlie  17th  of  February,  1802,  lie  consulted  nie  about 
"a  woman,  tliirfy  years  of  uiic,  uuirried  two  years,  who 
formerly  had  irrc'jular  menstruations." 

Since  June,  ISOl,  a  sinMen  Mfies  of  nuinifestations 
which  corresponded  with  the  pnx'ess  of  maseidine  })til)erty, 
viz.,  full  beard,  luiir  of  the  head  much  darker,  eyebrows 
and  pubis  stronglv  developed,  chest  and  abdomen  covered 
with  hair  as  in  man. 

Increased  activity  of  the  sudoriparous  and  sabaceous 
glands.  Upon  chest,  back  and  face  strong  miliary  and 
acne  developments,  whilst  formerly  the  tint  was  classically 
white  and  smooth.  Change  of  voice  —  formerly  ri<ji 
soprano,  now  a  ^'lieutenant's  voice*'.  The  entire  facial 
expression  changed.  Complete  change  of  carriage:  chest 
broad,  w  aist  gone,  alxlomen  prominent  with  adipose  tissue,  . 
short  thick^set  neck,  masculine  all  over.  Lower  part 
of  face  broad,  breasts  flat  and  masculine.  Psychical 
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changes:  fomerly  mild  and  tractable,  now  energetic, 
hard  to  control,  even  aggressive.  From  the  beginning 
of  ninmage  no  adequate  sexual  desire,  but  no  traces  oi 

inversion. 

Jn  tlic  soxual  orf^ans  also  highly  interesting  changeg 
may  be  foiiiKl.  "Thus  this  ytxinij  woman  has  changed 
into  a  man,  to  all  intents  an<l  purposes." 

^Jy  explanation  of  the  case: — 

*'C7//»a.r  pracox,  loss  of  former  feminine  sexuality. 
Physical  and  psychical  development  of  male  sexuality, 
Mtherto  latent.  Interesting  illiistration  of  the  bi-scxual 
predisposition,  and  of  the  possibility  of  continued  existence 
of  a  Bec<nid  sexuality  in  a  latent  state,  under  c<niditioiui 
hitherto  unknown." 

Unfortunately,  I  could  obtain  no  further  information 
about  the  subsequent  metamorphosis  of  this  case,  or  the 
presence  of  probable  hereditary  taint. 

Vide  also  cases  129  and  130.  In  these  severe  neuras- 
thenia was  the  causating  element  of  iraMmutaiio  sexvs, 
based  upon  heavy  taint;  the  chango,  however,  being  only 
psychical,  and  not  affecting  the  physical  sexnal  character. 

5.  These  manifestations  of  inverted  sexuality  are 
evidently  frtund  only  in  persons  with  nrtjanic  taints  In 
normal  eon<f itnl ions  the  law  of  mouo-sexnal  development, 
homologous  with  the  sexual  gland<,  remains  intact.  That 
the  eerehral  centre  is  devclojied  under  other  C(»n(litions, 
quite  independent  fr(^)m  the  perijdieral  sexual  organs  (in- 
cluding the  sexual  glands),  is  evident  from  the  cases  of 
hermaphroditism  (at  least,  so  far  as  pseudo-hermaphrodi- 
tism  is  concerned),  in  wbich  the  law  referred  to  above  re- 
mains intact  in  the  sense  of  mono-sexual  development, 

*The  resrarclu"«  in  zoology,  by  Klau/t  ("  Znnlnrjy,"  1891,  p.  490) 
•llOW  that,  in  the  lower  grades  of  the  animal  world,  not  only 
hemuiphroditisfii  exists,  but  that  also  (phvHiolo^icalf)  sexual  «x> 
dinn^'o  in  nne  and  the  sane  in<1ivi<lual  may  take  place.  KlauB  statM 
that  the  cymothoidetr  (claHHiHed  under  cruHtacon)  perform  in  tlic 
flnt  part  of  their  life  the  functions  of  the  male,  and  in  the  second 
part  under  ninny,  even  secondary,  changes  of  the  sexual  eharacter 
those  of  the  female.

analogous  to  the  sexual  glands.  In  hermaproditttmwt 
rcrus,  however,  physically  as  well  a»  psychically,  a  mutual 
inllueni'(>  of  Ixttli  ccntn^s  obtains,  and  thus  also  a  neutral* 
isation  of  the  vita  amoris,  assuming  even  a  state  of  asex' 
uality,  and  a  tendency  to  physically  and  psychically  com- 
bine and  put  into  operation  Woth  those  sr>xmil  characters. 

Hut  hcnnapliroditisiu  and  sexual  inversion  stund  in  no 
rclatittu  to  each  otln-r.  Tl»is  is  dear  fnun  the  fa<'t  that 
thr  Ik  rina]»hroditt'  (or,  |>ra('t irally  spoakin«;,  the  |)s»'udi)- 
hornuii)hrodite )  follows  the  law  of  evolution  (juoti  d  alxive, 
and  docs  not  r»fTrr  inverted  si  xiiality,  whilst,  on  the 
other  hand,  lu'ruiaphro<liti>iM  lias  nevi  r  Ikmu  anatoniieally 
observed  in  cases  of  anti])athic  sexual  instinct.  This 
follows,  without  further  argument,  from  the  difference  of 
the  conditions  under  which  they  originate,  for  in  sexual 
inversion  we  must  look  for  the  cause  in  central  (cerebral) 
defects,  and  in  hermaphroditism  in  the  anomalies  affecting 
the  peripheral  sexual  apparatus. 

The  farts  quoted  .seem  to  support  an  attempt  of  an 
historical  and  anthropological  explanation  of  sexual  invert 
sion. 

It  is  a  <listiirl>anee  of  the  law  of  the  development  of 
the  corehral  c«'ntre,  honioloirous  to  the  sexual  glands 
(homo  -  sexuality ).  :m<l  eventually  also  of  the  law  of 
the  inoiio-sexiKil  formation  of  the  iii<li\idual  (  psyeliical 
"heriuaphrodii i^m").  In  the  former  ea^^e  it  is  the  <*entre 
of  hi-si'xual  predisposition,  antaironi^t ie  to  the  ijc^nder 
rejUT'senteil  Ity  the  sexual  irlaiid.  which  in  a  paradoxical 
manner  conquers  that  originally  intended  to  be  superior; 
yet  the  law  of  mono-sexual  develoj)ment  obtains ' 

In  the  other  case  victory  lies  with  neither  centre;  yet 
an  indication  of  the  tendency  of  mono-sexual  development 

'A  monoscxnnl  psycInV  n|»pfir;it us  of  pcnorntion,  in  i\  mono- 
sexual  \HMiy  wliicli  lH'lonj.'H  to  ttie  n|i|Kj.Hite  wx,  does,  of  course,  not 
mean  a  "  ftminine  houI  in  a  moBouline  bniin,"  or  tnee  vena  thte 

wruiM  xitiiply  coiit nulh't  nil  monistic  nnd  «ciontifir  f liniii/Jit  ;  nrither 
a  feminine  bruin  in  n  masculine  Itwiy — lliiH  contradicts  every 
anatominil  fact — but  only  a  fcmiaifte  psypho^aexual  centre  in  a 
maacttline  brain«  und  rice  verga. 
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remains,  in  so  far  that  one  is  predominant,  as  a  rulo  tho 
oi>|>08itc.  This  is  the  more  remarkable  since  it  has  not 
tlie  support  of  a  corresponding  sexual  gland — in  fact,  not 
even  a  peripheral  sexual  apparatus,  another  proof  that  the 
cerebral  centre  is  autonomous,  and  in  its  development 
indcpon«l('ut  of  the  sexual  «rlaiuls. 

In  tlie  tirst  case  it  must  be  assumed  that  the  centre 
wliich  1)y  right  should  have  conquered  was  too  weak. 
This  fact  may  be  recognized  in  I  lie  subscquontly  weak 
lihido  in  the  .sexual  character,  but  feebly  marked  in  the 
physical  and  psychical  c<iii<lili<iiis. 

In  the  scct>nd  case  Indh  centres  were  too  weak  to 
obtain  victory  and  >ni>criiirity. 

This  dt  fc<'t  of  the  natural  laws  niiist,  fn»m  the  anthro- 
jK)logical  and  clinical  >tan«ii>uint,  Im-  coiisidt  rcd  as  a  uian- 
ifcstation  of  degeueratiou.  In  fact,  in  all  cases  of 
sexual  inversion  a  taint  of  a  liorfMlitary  character  may 
be  established.  What  causes  produce  this  factor  of  taint 
and  its  activity  is  a  question  which  cannot  bo  well 
answered  by  science  in  its  present  stagc.^ 

There  are  plenty  of  anal(^us  cases  to  be  foimd  in 
tainted  individuals.  For  the  symptoms  of  influences 
di-  nl.iuir  i»liy>ical  and  psychical  evolufi«in,  and  plainly 
to  be  found  in  tlie  genu  of  procreation,  exhibit  themselves 
in  many  otlicr  manifestations  of  a  defective  or  perverse 
character  (si|;n!>  of  anatomical,  functional,  somatic  and 
psycliical  dcfT'-neration). 

The  antipathic  sexual  instinct  is  only  the  strongest 

» Joseph  HtäUnr,  in  a  devcr  ttrochttre  (*'  Ueb«r  Oamopling>-," 
Stuttparl,  ISflJ)  ofTirs  nn  iiuliuvniont  for  further  research  in  this 
dirrction.  He  advnncrs  the  opinion  tliat  l)y  a  certain  law,  o'^talilinhod 
by  necessity,  auU  tran»ceudin^  in  normal  fashion,  a  uniun  of  the 
organs  and  their  qtialitiea  i«  efTeeted.  This  union  would  explain  how, 
in  flio  <tniir;jlf  of  the  deTrlnpnit-iit  of  iiiono  and  Iti  •*r\tinlity,  ttiosp 
organs  and  their  qualitieit  sulTer  the  common  fate  of  conquest  or 
defeat  which  belong  together  as  a  whole  with  regard  to  their 
fnnctlonnl  capacity.  Tlie  defect  of  tlio  elcmcntH  connecting  tlie 
organ*  dtirinp  the  »triipple  fur  superiority  in  beings  subject  to 
organic  taint  wuld  only  be  explained  as  a  negative  result  of  this 
hypothetical  Inw. 
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mark  left  by  a  whole  aeries  of  exhibitions  of  the  partial 
deTelopmeiit  of  psycfaieal  and  physical  inverted  sexual 
characters  (vide  supra) t  and  one  may  be  easily  permitted 
to  say:  The  more  indistinct  the  psychical  and  physical 
sexual  characters  appear  in  the  individual,  the  deeper  it 
is  below  the  present  level  of  perfect  homologous  mono* 
sexuality  obtained  in  the  evolution  of  manifold  thousands 
of  years. 

The  cerebral  centre  mediat<  s  the  psychical  and,  in- 
directly, also  the  physical  sexual  characfcr«^.  Tlie  various 
graili's  «»f  con«Tpiutal  aiiti]>atliic  sexuality  will  he  found  to 
correspond  with  the  intensity  of  various  grades  of  taint. 

The  same  holds  piM»d  with  reirard  to  "accjuired"  sexual 
inversion,  whieh  exhibits  itself  only  later  in  life.  Tn- 
tainted  nmn  will  never  become  sexuallv  inverted  tlirou^h 
onuuism  or  seduction  by  persons  of  the  same  sex;  for,  as 
soon  as  the  extrinsic  influences  cease,  he  rettirns  to  norniul 
sexual  functions.  The  tainted  individual,  however,  whose 
psycho-sexual  centre  is  originally  weak,  is  in  a  different 
position.  All  possible  ])sy(rhical  and  )>hysical  deficiencies, 
especially  neurasthenic,  are  able  to  impair  his  wakened 
sexuality,  homologous  though  it  may  have  been  hitherto 
to  the  sexual  glands.  These  evil  influences  may  render 
him  furthermost  psychically  bi-sexual,  then  invertedly 
mono-sexual,  and  eventually  may  effect  oven  c  vi  rat  to  {dc- 
fem{natio)y  by  way  of  producing  physical  and  psychical 
characters  of  sexuality,  in,  the  sense  of  predominating 
antipathic,  or  the  destruction  of  original,  centres.  On 
page  iisi),  etc.,  I  have  tried  to  show  in  how  far  neura'^thenia 
may  give  the  impulse  for  the  development  of  antipathic 
sexual  itv. 

Congenital  Antipathic  Sexual  instinct  in  A\an. 

The  sexual  acts  by  means  of  which  male  umings  seek 
and  find  satisfaction  are  multifarious.  There  are  indi- 
viduals of  fine  feeling  and  strength  of  will  who  sometimes 
satisfy  themselves  with  platonic  love,  with  the  risk  how- 
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ever,  of  becoming  nervous  (neurasthenic)  and  insane  as  a 
nsült  of  tliis  oiforced  abstinence.  In  other  instances,  for 
the  same  reasons  which  may  lead  normal  individuals  to 
avoid  coitus,  onanism,  faiUe  de  mieux,  is  indulged  in. 

In  Urnings  with  nervous  systems  congenitally  irritable, 
or  injured  by  onanism  (irritable  weakness  of  the  ejacu- 
lation centre),  simple  embraces  or  caresses,  vitb  or  without 
contact  of  the  genitals,  an-  sufficient  to  induct'  ejaculation 
and  consequent  satisfaction.  In  less  irritable  individuals, 
the  sexual  act  consists  of  mannst u])rat ion  by  the  loved 
person,  or  mutual  onanism,  or  iniitali(»n  of  coitus  between 
the  thighs.  In  uruiiiij:s  morally  pcrviTsc  and  potent,  quoad 
creel loticm .  the  sexual  dcsirt'  is  >ali-tii  d  by  jicderasty.— an 
act,  however,  which  is  rcputrnaiit  t<»  perverted  individuals 
that  are  not  defective  niorallv,  much  in  the  same  wav  as 
it  U  to  normal  men.  The  statement  of  Urnings  is  renuirk- 
ablc,  that  the  adequato  sexual  act  with  persons  of  the 
same  sex  gives  them  a  feeling  of  great  satisfaction  and 
accession  of  strength,  while  satisfaction  by  solitary  onan- 
ism, or  by  enforced  coitus  with  a  woman,  affects  them  in 
an  unfavourable  way,  making  them  miserable  and  increas- 
ing their  neurasthenic  symptoms. 

As  to  the  frequency*  of  the  occurrence  of  the  anomaly, 
it  is  difficult  to  reach  a  just  conclusion,  since  those  affected 
with  it  not  often  break  from  their  reserve;  and  in  criminal 
cases  the  uming  with  perversion  of  sexual  instinct  is  usual- 
ly classed  with  the  person  given  to  |)oderasty  for  simply 
vicious  reasons.  According  to  Casper's  and  Tardieus,  as 
well  as  my  own,  experience,  this  anomaly  is  much  more 
frequent  than  reported  cases  would  lead  us  to  presume. 

'That  inversion  of  tin-  ih-xuiiI  imitinet  is  not  uuL-onunon  is 
proved,  mmtmg  other  things,  by  the  cireumotaiiees  that  it  is  frequently 

tlic  «tillico»  in  nnvcl-*.  TIic  nfiiropritliif  fdiindrif inn  of  thi>»  srxnnl 
perversion  does  not  escape  the  writers.  Thi*»  tlieme  is  treated  in 
German  literature  in  **  Fridotitt'ii  heimliche  Ehe."  by  WiJhrand;  in 
"  Brick-n  Tlriuk  odor  T.ii  lit  ini  S<  hatten,"  by  F.mrrirh  Graf  StaäUm; 
ttUn  hy  ItaUluin  drollrr.  "  I'ririt  Klotz."  Tin-  oMcnt  iirninir  romnnee 
is  proliably  that  puhli!4he<)  by  Petroniua  at  Rome,  under  tlie  Empire, 
imder  tha  title  **  Satjrricon." 
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Vlricha  C^Kritiscko  Pfeile/'  p.  2,  18SÜ)  declares  that, 
on  an  average,  there  is  one  person  affected  with  antipathic 
sexual  instinct  to  every  300  mature  men,  or  to  every  800  of 
the  population;  and  that  the  percentage  among  the  ^lag- 
yars  and  South  Slavs  is  still  greater, — statonients  which 
may  be  regarded  as  untnistwortliv.  Tlie  >nl>j<'ct  of  ono 
of  my  cases  knows  personally,  at  his  home  (l.J.ono  inhab- 
itant?), foiirtct  n  urninps.  He  further  declare-  that  he  is 
aenuaiiitod  with  at  least  ciiilitv  in  a  cifv  of  (Jl),(K)()  iiihiihi- 
lants.  It  is  tu  1)  '  urcsuiiicd  tiiat  this  man,  <tth»  r\\  i.se 
worlliy  of  hrlirf,  makes  no  distiuctiou  between  the  congen- 
ital and  the  aequired  auunialy. 

1.  Psychical  Hermaphroditism/ 

The  characteristic  mark  of  this  degree  of  inversion  of 
the  sexual  instinct  is  that,  by  the  side  of  the  pronounced 
sexual  instinct  and  desire  for  the  same  sex,  a  desire  toward 
the  opposite  sex  is  present;  but  the  latter  is  much  weaker 
and  is  manifested  episodically  only,  while  homo-sexuality 
is  primary,  and,  in  time  and  intensity,  forms  the  most  strik- 
ing feature  of  the  vUa  sexualis. 

The  hetero-sexual  instinct  mav  be  but  rudimentarv, 
manifesting  itself  simply  in  unconscious  (dream)  life;  or 
(episodically,  at  least)  it  may  be  powerfully  exhibited. 

The  sexual  instinct  toward  the  opposite  sex  may  be 
strengthened  by  the  exercise  of  will  and  self-control;  by 
moral  treatment,  and  possibly  by  hypnotic  suggestion;  by 
improvement  of  the  constitution  and  the  removal  of 
neurosrs  ( nt  urasthenia) ;  but  especially  by  abstinence  from 
masturbation. 

However,  there  is  always  the  danger  that  homo-sexual 
feelings,  in  that  tliey  are  the  most  powerful,  may  become 
permanent,  and  lead  to  enduring  and  exclusive  antipathic

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sexual  instinct.  This  is  especially  to  be  feared  as  a  result 
of  the  influences  of  masturbation  (just  as  in  acquired  in- 
version of  the  sexual  instinct)  uud  its  ueurusiliLiiiu  and 
conse(|uent  exacerbations;  and,  further,  it  is  to  be  found 
as  a  consequence  of  unfavourable  experiences  iu  i^cxiial 
intercourse  with  persons  of  the  opposite  sex  (defective  lad- 
ing ©f  pleasure  in  coitus,  failure  in  coitu»  on  account  of 
wt'iikiioss  of  erection  und  premature  ejacuintion,  infection). 

On  tlic  Ktlicr  Imnil,  il  is  jinssiMc  tlint  n-stlict ic  and 
etiiical  ?vniiiatliv  with  per-ons  of  the  t>j>p')-ii(>  ^^■.\  may 
fav(»nr  (lie  di'vcldpincnt  «if  lieli'r(»->('.\nal  (K-ire.-.  I  lm» 
it  ha|>i>cii-  that  tlic  intli\ idiial,  arcordinu"  to  tlie  predonii- 
nanci'  of  favourable:  or  unfavourahh'  inllui  ucis,  experiences 
now  betero-äexual,  now  homo-sexual,  feeling. 

It  seems  to  me  probable  that  such  hermaphrodites 
from  constitutional  taint  are  rather  numerous.*  Since  they 
attract  very  little  attention  sociallyi  and  since  such  secrets 
of  married  life  are  only  exceptionally  brought  to  the  knowl* 
edge  of  the  physician,  it  is  at  once  apparent  why  this  in- 
teresting and  practically  important  transitional  group  to 
the  group  of  alxolnti-  inverted  sexuality  has  thus  far 
escaped  scientific  investigation. 

Many  case»  of  frif/idlfas  n.roris  and  niariti  may  possibly 
depend  upon  this  anomaly.  ScniuiI  intercourse  with  the 
o|ipo.>;ilc  sex  is,  in  itself,  |M»>iltlc.  .\t  any  rate,  in  ca^cs 
of  this  di  irri  i',  ii<»  liiii  T"!'  sr.rtis  tilh  ritis  (•.\ist>.  llrrc  i-  a 
fertile  tit  Id  for  liie  application  of  medical  and  moral  thera- 
peutics (  r.  I II I'm). 

The  differential  diagnosis  from  ac<iuired  antipathic 
sexual  instinct  may  present  dillicnlticf* :  fop,  in  such  <-ases, 
so  long  as  the  vestiges  of  a  normal  sexual  instinct  arc  not 
absolutely  lost,  the  actual  symptoms  are  the  same  (v. 
infra). 

Jjk  the  first  degree,  the  sexual  satisfaction  of  homo-

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sexual  impulses  consists  in  passive  and  mutual  onanism  and 
coitus  inter  femora. 

Case  134.  ArUipaihic  sexual  instinct  with  sexual  sat- 
isfaction in  hetero-aexual  intercourse.  Mr.  Z.,  aged  thirty- 
six,  consulted  mo  un  account  of  an  anomaly  of  his  sexual 
feelings,  which  Imd  Kcromo  a  matter  of  anxiety  t<»  Iiim 
in  connection  with  an  intemkHl  marriage.  Patient'^  fatiier 
was  neuropathic,  and  suffered  with  nij;htniare  and  night- 
terrors.  ( Irandfatlicr  was  jil>o  neiiroiuithic;  father's 
brother  an  idioi.  Patient's  iiiuther  and  lier  family  wi-rf 
liealtliy  and  normal  mentally.  The  patient  lia«!  tliree 
sisters  and  one  l»n>tlier.  the  latter  being  snhjeet  to  moral 
insanity.  Two  .sisters  were  heulthv,  and  enjoying  happy 
marri(<i  lives.  , 

As  a  child,  the  patient  was  weak,  nervous,  and  subject 
to  night-terrors,  like  his  father;  hut  he  ne>'er  had  any 
severe  illness,  except  coxitis,  as  a  result  of  which  he  limped 
slightly.  Sexual  impulses  were  manifested  early.  At 
eight,  without  any  teaching,  he  began  to  masturbate. 
From  his  fourteenth  year,  ejaculation.  He  was  mentally 
well  endowed,  and  his  principal  inten  ^t  was  in  art  and 
literature.  He  was  alwavs  weak  mnscularlv,  and  had  no 
inclination  for  boyish  .sports  and  later  for  manly  occupa- 
tions, lie  had  a  certain  interest  for  female  toilettes,  orna- 
ments, and  occupations.  From  tiie  time  of  puberty  the 
]>atient  noticed  in  liinixlf  an  inexjdicable  iu<'lination 
toward  male  j)er>on-.  Youths  of  the  lowe-t  i'lasse<  were 
mo-t  attra<-tive  to  liini.     Cavalrv  men  t-peciallv  excited

his  interest.  lie  exj>erieneed  a  liNtful  de>ire  to  press  him- 
self against  sueh  individnals  from  behind.  Occasionally, 
in  crowds,  it  was  j)ossible  for  hiui  to  do  this;  and  in  such 
an  event  an  intense  feeling  of  pleasure  passed  over  him. 
After  his  twenty-second  year,  on  such  occasions,  he  now 
and  then  had  an  ejaculation.  From  that  time  ejaculation 
occurred  when  a  sympathetic  man  laid  his  hand  on  the 
patient's  thigh.  He  was  now  in  great  anxiety  lest  he 
might  sometime  assault  a  man  sexually.    People  of  the 
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lower  classes,  wearing  tight,  brown  trousers,  were  espec- 
ially  dangerous  for  kini.  Iiis  greatest  pleasure  would  be 
to  embrace  such  a  man  and  press  himself  to  him;  but, 
unfortunately,  the  morality  of  his  country  did  not  allow 
such  a  thing.   Pederasty  seemed  disgusting  to  him. 

It  gave  liiiii  great  pleasure  to  gain  a  flight  of  the  gen- 
itals of  uiales.  lie  was  always  coinpolled  to  look  at  the 
genitals  of  every  man  he  met.  In  circuses,  the:ifr<  ~.  etc., 
only  male  perfftriiiers  interested  him.  Patient  liad  never 
notieed  any  inclination  for  women.  He  did  not  avoid 
them,  ev(»n  danced  willi  tlieni  on  oeeasiun,  Init  he  never 
felt  tho  slightest  äcu£ual  excitation  under  such  circum- 
stances. 

At  tho  age  of  twenty-eight  the  patient  was  neuras- 
thenic as  a  result  of  his  excessive  masturbation. 

Then  frequent  pollutions  in  sleep  occurred,  which 
weakened  him  very  much.  It  was  only  occasionally  that 
he  dreamed  of  men  when  he  had  pollutions;  and  never 
of  women.  A  lascivious  dream-picture  (pederasty)  had 
occurred  but  once.  He  dreamed  of  death-scenes,  of  being 
attacked  by  dog-,  etc.  After  these,  as  before,  he  suffered 
with  great  lih'nlit  scxntills.  Often  there  came  Vi  fore 
him  such  laseivious  thonghts  as  gloating  over  the  death  of 
animals  in  the  slanghter  iionse,  or  allowing  himself  to  he 
whip])ed  liv  h<.y>:  but  he  always  overcanic  sneh  desires, 
and  al-o  the  imjiuKe  to  dre>s  in  a  military  uniform. 

In  ftrilcr  f<»  cure  liiin-«-!!'  of  masturbation,  und  to  tiior- 
ongldy  satisfy  his  lihuin,  he  determined  to  frecpieut  ])rot]i- 
els.  He  tirst  !itfem|>te(l  sexual  intercourse  with  a  woman 
when  twenty-one,  after  over-indulgenee  in  wine.  The 
beauty  of  the  female  form,  and  female  nudity  in  general, 
made  no  impresäon  on  him.  However,  he  was  able  to 
enjoy  the  act  of  coitus,  and  thereafter  he  visited  brothels 
regularly  for  "purposes  of  health." 

From  this  time  he  took  great  plea$iure  in  hearing  men 
tell  stories  of  their  sexual  relations  with  the  opposite  sox. 

Ideas  of  flagellation  would  alfo  come  to  him  while  in 
a  brothel,  but  the  retention  of  such  fancies  was  not  essen- 
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tial  for  the  porforiimnce  of  coitus.  He  considered  sexual 
intercourse  with  prostitutes  only  a  remedy  ugainst  the  de- 
sire for  masturbation  and  men, — a  kind  of  safety-valve  to 
prevent  compromisiug  himself  mth  some  man. 

The  patient  wished  to  mariy,  hut  feared  not  only  that 
he  could  have  no  love  for  a  decent  woman,  but  also  that 
lie  iiiiglit  be  in)|K)t('nt  for  iiitcivourso  with  her.  Hence 
hiA  thought  and  need  of  medical  advice. 

The  patient  was  very  intelligent,  and,  in  all  respects, 
was  of  nisisculine  ai>ix?araiiec.  In  (Jro->  and  manner  ho  pre- 
sontc«!  iiotliiiiiT  that  wmild  attract  attention.  (Jait,  voice 
an«l  fi-aiiir,-  tlu-  pch  is  ('>i»cciallv, —  masculine  in  ciuiractcr. 
(u  iiiials  of  normal  development.  The  normal  growth 
of  hair  for  a  male  was  abundant.  The  patient's  relatives 
and  friends  had  not  the  i^liglitest  snsj)icioii  of  ids  sexual 
anomalies.  In  Iiis  inverted  sexual  fancies  he  had  never 
felt  himself  in  the  role  of  a  woman  toward  a  man.  For 
some  years  he  had  been  entirely  free  from  neurasthenic 
troubles. 

The  question  as  to  whether  he  considered  himself  a 
subject  of  congenital  sexual  inversion  he  could  not  answer. 
It  ^^eenis  j  robable  that  there  was  a  congenital  weak  inclina* 
tion  for  the  opposite  sex,  with  a  greater  one  f or  the  same 
sex,  which,  as  a  result  of  early  masturbation  in  oonse- 
quenco  of  tlie  ]intiio->exual  instinct,  was  still  more  weak- 
en(  <K  hut  not  redu<M  (i  to  nil.  With  the  cessation  of  mas- 
t iirl>;it ion,  the  feeling  for  women  hrvame  in  a  measure 
more  natural,  l)ut  ordv  in  a  coarscdv  sen-ual  wav. 

Since  the  ])atient  explained  tliat.  for  reasons  of  family 
and  husinc-s,  it  was  necessai\  i'T  him  to  marry,  it  was 
impossihle  to  (diniinate  thi-  delicate  point. 

Fortunately,  the  patient  confined  himself  to  the  ques- 
tion as  to  his  virility  as  a  husband;  and  it  was  necessary 
to  reply  that  he  was  virile,  and  that  he  would  probably  be 
so  in  conjugal  intercourse  with  the  wife  of  his  choice, — 
at  least,  if  she  were  to  be  in  mental  sympathy  with  him; 
moreover  that  he  could  at  all  times  improve  his  power  hy 
exercising  his  imagination  in  the  right  direction. 
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Tho  main  objoct  was  to  «sfron^rthon  tlio  sexual  inclina- 
tion for  tlic  (>])ji(isit('  sex,  which  was  (ielV'ctive,  but  not  ab- 
solutf'lv  wantin<i.  This  could  be  done  bv  avoidin«'  and 
op}>osiDg  all  homo-sexual  feelings  and  impulses,  possibly 
with  the  help  of  the  artificial  inhibitory  influences  of  hyp 
notic  suggestion,  (removal  of  homo-sexual  desires  by  sug- 
gestion) ;  l)y  the  excitation  and  exercise  of  normal  sexual 
desires  and  impulses;  by  complete  abstinence  from  mas- 
turbation,  and  eradication  of  the  remnants  of  the  neuras- 
thenic condition  of  the  nervous  system  by  means  of  hydro- 
therapy, and  possibly  general  faradisation. 

Case  135.  V.,  age  twenty-nine,  official ;  father  hypo- 
chondriac, mother  neuropathic;  four  other  children  nor^ 
mal;  one  sister  honio-soxual. 

V.  was  very  talented,  h'arncd  easily  and  had  a  most 
excellent  religions  education.  \'erv  nervous  and  emo- 
tional. At  the  ai;e  of  nine  he  begun  to  nuisturl)ate  of  Ids 
own  ace<»rd.  When  fourteen  he  rceogtiised  the  danger 
of  this  practice  and  fought  witli  some  success  against  it; 
but  he  began  to  rave  about  male  statuary,  also  about  young 
men.  When  puberty  set  in,  he  took  slight  interest  in 
women.  At  twenty,  first  coitus  cum  muliere,  but  though 
potent,  he  derived  no  satisfaction  from  it.  Afterwards 
only  fauie  de  mievx  (about  six  times)  hetero-sexual  inter- 
course. 

He  admitted  to  have  had  very  frequently  intercourse 

with  men  (masturbatio  mutua,  coitus  inter  femora,  inter- 
dum  in  os).  He  took  cither  the  active  or  passive  role. 

At  the  consultation  he  was  in  despair  and  wept  bitterly, 
lie  abhorred  his  sexual  anomaly,  and  said  that  he  had  des- 
perately battled  against  it,  but  without  success.  Tn  woman 
lie  found  oidy  inod<rafc  nniuial  satisfaction,  ]Hyclncal 
gratiticatir.n  Ix'ing  totally  absent.  Yet  he  craved  for  the  • 
haj)pincss  of  fauiily  life. 

Excepting  an  abnormally  broad  pelvi-  (100  cm.)  there 
was  nt>thii)g  in  his  character  or  per-nual  appearance  that 
lacked  the  qualities  of  the  masculine  iyi^c. 
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Case  136.  K.,  ai;e  'jOf  in  the  family  on  his  mother's 
side  tiicro  were  several  cases  of  insanitj. 

Both  parents  were  neurastheuic,  irritable  and  excitable, 
and  lived  unhappily  together. 

K.  had  from  his  early  childhood  sympathy  only  for 
men,  chiefly  for  male  servants. 

Pollutions  at  the  age  of  fourteen,  often  coupled  with 
homo-sexual  dreams. 

Descriptions  <>f  bullfights  and  tortures  of  animals 
greatly  excited  him  sexually. 

AVhon  fifteen  he  began,  of  his  own  accord,  auto-mas- 
turbation. At  the  age  of  twenty-one,  liomo-scxual  inter- 
course witii  men  (only  mutual  mastnrluitit.n).  Off  and  on 
psychieal  «»iiMiiism  assoeiatcd  with  tliou^rhts  of  men. 

His  incliiKitiniis  to  woiin  ii  were  of  a  transient  nature. 
A\'lien  pressed  to  enter  wedlock  he  could  not  decide  in  its 
favour. 

He  never  had  coitus  cum  muliere  partly  because  he 
had  no  conüdence  in  his  virility,  and  partly  from  fear  of 
infection. 

For  years  he  was  highly  neurasthenic,  which  rendered 
him  for  whole  periods  psychically  unfit  for  any  kind  of 
work.  He  was  listless  and  devoid  of  energy,  but  in  strue- 
ture  and  personal  appearance  masculine.  Genitals  normal. 

Advice:  Treatment  for  neurasthenia,  energetic  combat 
with  homo-sexual  desires,  society  of  ladies,  eventually  coi- 
tus condomatns.  Wedlock,  when  suited,  as  his  station  in 
life  demanded  it. 

After  four  months  K.  returned.  He  had  conscien- 
tiously acted  upon  the  medical  advice,  was  successful  in 
coitus,  dreajiied  of  women,  disdained  the  idea  of  sexual 
relations  with  men,  but  diiriuix  tlie  heated  season  still  ex- 
perienced hom«»->cxual  inipul-e-;  (due  to  exacerbation  of 
neura.-^lhenia,  sujx'rinduced  b\  tlie  liot  weather). 

He  lio|)cd  to  marry  at  an  early  date,  and  anticipated 
much  happinciss  from  the  niarried  state. 

Case  137.  Psyehical  kermaphrodiiism.  Hetero-aex- 
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ual  feeling  early  interfered  with  by  masturbation,  but  epi« 
'  sodically  very  intense.    Ilomo-scxual  feeling  ah  origine 

pen'firse  (sexual  excitation  by  men's  boots). 

Mr.  X.,  of  high  social  position,  aged  twenty-eight,  came 
to  me  in  September,  1887,  in  a  despairing  mood,  to  con- 
sult me  on  account  of  n  ]»i'r\f'rsioii  of  ln<  \  ira  ^^cxualis, 
wliich  made  life  scorn  alnio>t  uiiln-arable  to  him,  and  which 
had  repeatedly  hn»ui;lit  hiiu  near  to  suicide.  The  patient 
came  of  a  family  in  which  neuroses  and  j>sychoses  luid  i>een 
of  fretiticnt  «M'cuiTi'nee.  Tu  the  f:ifh<T's  family  there  had 
been  marriage  between  first  cousins  for  three  j^enerations. 
The  father  was  said  to  li;i\c  Itn  n  a  healthy  man,  and  to 
have  lived  m(»rally  in  niarria;j;e.  However,  Iiis  father's 
])reference  for  fine-looking  servants  seemed  remarkable  to 
the  son.  The  mother's  family  was  described  as  eccentric. 

• 

The  mother's  grandfather  and  gri  at -grandfather  died  mel- 
ancholic ;  her  sister  was  insane ;  a  daughter  of  the  grand- 
father's brother  was  hysterical,  and  had  nymphomania. 
Only  three  of  the  mother's  twelve  brothers  and  sisters 
married.  Of  these,  one  brother  was  homo-sexual,  and  al- 
ways nervous  as  a  result  <>(  «  \<  rs-i\o  masturbation.  The 
patient's  mother  was  said  to  liavc  been  a  l>igot  of  small 
mental  endowment,  nervous,  irritable,  and  inclined  to  mel- 
anehoHa. 

Patient  had  a  sister  and  a  brother.  The  brother  was 
nenr(.|)athie  and  frequently  melancholic :  and,  thontrh 
m.iniic  had  never  shown  th<'  .«-lichtest  trace  of  st>xual 
inclinations.  The  sister  was  an  ackno\vledir»  d  beauty,  and 
much  .sr)Ught  by  iicnl l«'men.  This  huly  was  married,  but 
cliildlcss,  as  rcjiorled,  owin«;  to  the  iuiitotence  of  her  hus- 
band. She  had  always  been  inditicri  iit  to  the  attentions 
shown  her  by  men,  but  was  clmrmcd  by  female  beauty, 
and  actually  in  love  with  some  of  her  female  friends. 

With  respect  to  himself,  the  patient  asserted  that  when 
four  years  old  he  dreamed  of  handsome  jockeys  wearing 
shining  boots.  He  never  dreamed  of  women  when  he  grew 
older.  His  nightly  pollutions  were  always  induced  by 
"boot-dreams".   From  his  fourth  year  he  had  a  peculiar 
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partiality  for  men,  or,  more  correctly,  for  lackers  wearing 
shining  boots.  At  first  they  only  excited  his  interest,  but 
with  development  of  his  sexual  functions,  the  sight  of 
them  caused  powerful  erections  and  lustful  pleasure.  It 
was  only  servants'  boots  that  affected  him ;  the  same  kind 
«>f  hoots  on  persons  of  like  social  station  were  without 
effc'ot  on  him.  In  a  liomo-soxual  sense,  there  was  no  sexual 
imptilse  connected  witli  tlio.<;G  Situation».  Even  the  thought 
of  sHfh  a  possibility  was  disijusfinjr  to  liim.  At  times,  how- 
over,  lio  luul  sensually  rujoiircil  idi  ;i>< — siieh  as  heing  his 
scrvMiit's  servant,  and  drawing  otT  Iiis  Inxtts;  the  idea  of 
heing  .-h  i»|K  <i  on  hv  him,  or  of  having  t<»  Idaeken  his  boots, 
was  nm.-f  |)lca>ing.  I'lie  ])ri(h»  of  tlie  aristocrat  rose  up 
against  sueh  tln»ni:hts.  In  general,  these  notions  about 
boots  were  disgusting  and  painful  to  liini. 

Sexual  instinct  was  early  and  powerfully  developed. 
It  first  found  expression  in  indulgence  in  sensual  thoughts 
about  boots,  and,  after  puberty,  in  dreams  accompanied  by 
pollutions;  otherwise,  mental  and  physical  development 
was  undisturbed.  Patient  was  well  endowed  mentally — 
learned  easily,  finished  his  studies,  and  became  an  officer. 
On  areount  of  his  distinguished,  manly  appearance  and 
his  high  position,  he  was  much  sought  in  society. 

Tie  characterised  himself  as  a  clever,  quiet,  strongs 
willed,  but  superficial  man.  He  assorted  that  he  was  a 
passionate  hunter  and  rider,  and  that  he  had  never  had 
any  inrdinafion  for  feminine  pursuits.  In  the  society  of 
lailies  lie  had  always  l)een  reserved;  dancing  always  tired 
liini.  He  never  liad  an  interest  in  anv  hidv  of  Id^h  social 
position.  As  for  women,  only  the  hnxoni  peasant  girls, 
such  as  are  the  mutjcls  (d'  painters  in  li<>me.  had  taktMi  his 
fancy,  lie  had,  however,  never  f<lt  any  sexual  interest 
even  in  su(di  representatives  of  the  female  sex.  At  the 
theatre  and  circus  only  male  performers  had  attracted  him; 
but,  at  the  fiame  time,  they  caused  him  no  sensual  feelings. 
As  for  men,  only  their  boots  excited  him,  and,  indeed, 
only  when  the  wearers  belonged  to  the  servant  class  and 
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were  handsome  men.  Men  of  his  ovm  position,  wearing 
ever  so  fine  boots,  were  absolutely  indifferent  to  him. 

With  reference  to  his  sexual  inclinations,  the  patient 
was  still  uncertain  whether  he  felt  these  more  toward  the 
opposite  sex  or  his  own.  lie  was  inclined  to  think  that 
originally  he  had  more  inclination  for  women,  but  tbut  this 
syinpatliy  was,  in  any  caso,  very  weak.  lie  stated  with 
certainty  that  the  siglit  of  a  unkod  man  nind«^  no  impres> 
sion  on  liini,  nn<l  tliat  tlic  si^lit  of  male  genitals  was  even 
repugnant  to  him.  As  for  woman,  tlii-  wa>  not  oxactly  the 
caso:  l)iit  even  the  most  Itfantiful  feminin'.'  fonii  iliil  not 
excite  him  sexually.  Wlien  a  yoimn-  otlicer,  he  wa>  now 
and  then  eomiK'llcd  to  acconij>any  lii>  comrade?  to  brothel*. 
He  wa>  the  more  ea-ily  persnathMl  to  this,  since  he  hoj)ed 
by  this  meun.s  to  get  rid  of  his  vile  partiality  for  boots; 
bnt  he  was  impotent  unle.ss  be  brought  the  thought  of 
boots  to  his  aid.  Under  such  circumstances,  the  act  of 
cohabitation  was  nonmally  performed,  but  without  pleasur- 
able feeling.  Patient  felt  no  impulse  to  intercourse  with 
women,  always  requiring  some  external  cause — i.e.,  per- 
suasion. Left  to  himself  his  vita  soxualis  consisted  in  rev- 
elling  in  ideas  nl>ont  hoots,  an«l  in  corresponding  dreams 
coupled  with  pollutions.  As  the  impulse  to  kiss  his  ser- 
vant's boots,  to  draw  them  off,  etc.,  1)ecame  more  and  more 
connected  with  these  dreams  and  ideas  the  patient  deter- 
nnne<l  to  use  every  means  to  rid  himself  of  thi?  disgust- 
ing desire,  which  deeply  w<tund( d  ]{']<■  pride.  At  that-time, 
hi'ing  in  his  twentieth  year,  and  in  Paris,  he  recalled  a 
very  heautiful  peasant  girl,  wIm»  lived  in  his  distant  home. 
Tie  hoj)ed,  ^vith  her  assistance,  to  free  himself  of  his  sexnal 
perversion.  He  went  home,  and  tried  to  win  the  girl's 
favour,  lie  asserted  that  at  that  time  he  was  deeply  in 
love  with  this  person,  and  that  the  sight  of  her,  or  the 
touch  of  her  dress,  gave  him  sensual  pleasure ;  and,  when 
she  once  kissed  him,  he  had  a  powerful  erection.  After 
about  a  year  and  a  half,  the  patient  succeeded  in  gaining 
his  desires  with  this  person.  . 
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He  was  potent,  but  ejaculated  tardily  (ten  to  twenty 
minutes),  aud  never  bad  a  pleasurable  feeling  in  tbe  act. 

After  about  a  year  and  a  balf  of  sexual  intercourse 
with  this  girl,  bis  love  for  bcr  grew  cold,  because  be  did 
not  find  ber  so  '*fine  and  pure**  as  be  wisbed.  From  tbis 
time  it  was  necessary  f<ir  him  to  call  upon- ideas  about  boots 
for  liolp,  wbicb  bad  Ihch  latent,  in  order  to  be  potent  in 
soxual  intorcdurse  with  ber.  In  j)roix)rtion  as  ]><>\vor 
failed,  tlu'se  ideas  arose  spontaneously.  Thereafter  he  luid 
coitus  with  other  women.  Xow  aud  then,  espeeially  when 
the  Woman  was  in  syin])athy  with  liiui,  the  act  took  place 
without  any  a>--i<fancc  of  iinairinat ion. 

It  oiicc  li;ij>|Hii("d  that  till'  {latient  coninütled  rape. 
It  is  reniarkahlf  that  on  this  >in;:lc  occasion  lu-  had  a  jilcas- 
urahle  feeling  in  tlie  l  forced  )  act.  1  umit  diatcly  after  the 
deed  he  had  a  feeling  of  di.vgust.  \\  ht  u,  an  hour  after  the 
forced  iudnlgenee,  he  had  coitus  with  the  same  woman, 
with  her  consent,  be  experienced  no  feeling  of  pleasure. 

With  tbe  decline  of  virility — i.e,,  when  it  was  main* 
tained  only  with  ideas  about  boots — libido  for  the  opposite 
sex  decreased.  The  patient's  slight  libido  and  weak  in- 
clination for  women  were  evidenced  by  tbe  fact  that,  while 
he  still  sustained  sexual  relations  with  the  peasant  girl, 
he  began  to  nuistnrbatc.  II.  learned  tlie  viec  from 
"Rousseau's  Confessions,"  the  book  aceidentally  falling 
into  his  bands.  The  boot-fancies  immediately  linked  them- 
selves with  corresponding  impulses.  Jle  then  had  violent 
erections,  masturbated,  and  ejaculation  atforded  him  a 
lively  feeling  of  ph-a-urc,  which  was  denied  to  him  in 
coitus;  and  at  tir-t  lie  felt  liini-clf  uieutally  brighter  and 
frc.-her,  a-  a  rc-ult  of  niasturhation. 

In  time,  however,  symptoms  of  sexual,  and  later  on  of 
general  neurasthenia,  with  spinal  irritation,  appeared.  lie 
then  temporarily  gave  up  masturbation,  and  sought  bis 
first  lore;  but  she  was  now  more  than  ever  indifferent  to 
him.  Since  be  finally  became  impotent,  even  when  be 
called  ideas  of  boots  to  bis  assistance,  be  gave  up  women 
entirely^  and  again  practised  masturbation,  wbicb  pro* 
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tected  him  from  the  impulse  to  kiss  and  blacken,  etc.,  ser- 
vaots*  boots.  At  the  same  time,  he  felt  his  sexual  position 
keenly.  He  again  occasionally  attempted  coitus,  and  was 
successful  in  it  as  soon  as  he  thought  of  blackened  boots. 
After  continued  abstinence  from  masturbation,  he  was  at 
times  sueeesiifiil  in  coitus  without  any  artificial  aid. 

The  patient  said  that  his  sexual  needs  were  intense. 
If  no  ejaculation  had  taken  i)laee  for  a  long  time,  he  be* 
came  congestive,  psychically  mneh  excited,  and  tormented 
by  re|)ug'nant  iiiiaircs  of  Inxits,  so  that  he  was  forced  to 
have  coitus,  or.  |>rcfrrably,  t«)  masfur])ate. 

Dnrini;  the  ]>a>t  y»-ar  his  moral  position  became  most 
painfully  comj>licated  by  the  fact  that,  as  the  last  of  a 
wealthy  line  of  high  pof^ition,  und  at  the  importunate  de- 
sire of  his  ])arents,  he  must  marry.  Thv  bride  was  of  rare 
beauty,  and  mentally  in  perfect  sympathy  with  him  :  but, 
as  a  woman,  she  was  as  indifferent  to  him  as  any  other. 
^Esthetically  she  satisfied  him  *'as  any  work  of  art  would'' ; 
in  his  eyes,  she  was  simply  ideaL  To  honour  her  in  a 
platonio  way  would  be  happiness  worth  atriving  for;  but 
to  possess  her  as  a  wife  was  a  painful  thought.  He  was 
certain  beforehand  that  with  her  he  would  be  impotent, 
save  with  the  help  of  ideas  of  boots.  To  use  such  means, 
however,  was  in  opposition  to  Iiis  respect  and  his  moral 
and  aesthetic  feelings  for  the  la<ly.  Were  he  to  soil  her 
with  snch  thoughts,  she  would  lose,  in  his  eyes,  all  her 
jrsthr^tic  value;  and  then  he  would  become  impotent  for 
her.  and  she  would  bei-ome  repugnant  to  him.  The  patient 
considered  his  position  one  of  desj)air,  and  confessed  that 
he  had  of  late  been  rej)eatedly  near  suicide. 

He  was  a  num  of  mucli  int('llig''nce,  and  decidedly  of 
masculine  apj>earance,  with  abundant  growth  of  beard, 
deep  voice,  and  normal  genitals.  The  eye  had  a  neuro- 
pathic expression.  Xo  signs  of  degeneration.  Symptoms 
of  spinal  neurasthenia.  It  was  possible  to  reassure  the 
patient,  and  give  him  hope  of  his  future. 

The  medical  advice  consisted  in  means  for  combating 
the  neurasthenia,  and  the  interdiction  of  masturbation  and 
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mUulgence  of  the  fancv  in  images  of  boots,  in  the  hope 
that,  with  the  removal  of  the  neurasthenia,  cohabitation 
without  ideas  of  boots  would  become  possible;  and  that,  in 
time,  the  patient  would  become  morally  and  physically 
capable  of  marriage. 

In  the  latter  part  of  October,  1888,  the  patient  wrote 
to  me  that  he  lind  n^solutdy  resisted  masttirbati<m  and  his 
imaLniiation.  In  the  interval  he  had  li  -1  1  i*  no  dream 
about  boots,  and  scarfoly  a  |Milhition.  lie  liad  been  free 
from  lionin-soxual  inplinations.  hut,  in  spite  of  this,  tliere 
was  oftrn  (•on.<i<h  rahlo  sexual  exeitomont,  without  any- 
tiiins;  like  adt'tjuatc  llhldo  for  woman.  In  this  do])h^rable 
situation,  lio  wa<  now  compelled  hy  circumstances  to  marry 
in  three  months. 

2.  Homo-Sexual  Individuals,  or  Urnings. 

In  contradiBtinction  from  the  preceding  group  of 
psycho-sexual  herma[)hrodite8,  there  are  here  predominant, 
<äf  origine,  sexual  def>ires  and  inclinations  for  persons  of 
the  same  sex  exclusively;  but,  in  contrast  with  (Äe  follow- 
ing group,  the  anomaly  is  limited  to  the  rita  scxualiB»  and 
does  not  more  deeply  and  seriously  a£fect  character  and 
mental  personality. 

The  vihi  ar.riinlis  of  theso  nmings,  mttlalis  inutandU, 
is  entirely  like  that  in  normal  hotoro-soxtial  love;  hut,  since 
it  the  cxai't  f)])]<osifo  of  the  natural  foolinij,  it  Iwronies 
a  faricaturc,  and  liie  nioro  so  as  tlicsi»  individual>\  at  the 
same  time,  an<l  as  a  rtilo,  are  suhjoct  to  Jn/prrfrsfJirsia  fir.r- 
wilis:  fur  wliicli  roason,  their  love  for  their  own  sex  is 
eniotioiKil  and  ])assionate. 

The  Urning;  loves  and  deifies  tlio  nialo  object  of  his 
affections,  just  as  the  normal  man  idealises  the  woman  he 
loves.  He  is  capable  of  the  greatest  sacrifice  for  him,  and 
experiences  the  pangs  of  unhappy,  often  unrequited,  love; 
he  sufTors  from  the  disloyalty  of  the  beloved  object,  and 
is  subject  to  jealousy,  etc. 

The  attention  of  the  male-loving  man  is  given  only  to

male  dancers,  actors,  athleles,  statues,  etc.    The  sight  of  • 
female  charms  is  indifferent  to  him,  if  not  repulsive.  A 
naked  woman  is  disgusting  to  hiiu,  wliilc  the  sight  of  male 
genitals,  liij»s,  etc.,  affords  liiin  iiifiuile  plcasnro. 

Bodily  eoiilael  with  a  syuij)al liet ie  man  iiiduees  a  thrill 
of  delight  ;  and,  since  sucli  individuals  are  in  most  eases 
bcxualiy  neura.-ilu'iiic  (cungenitally  or  from  onanism  or 
enforced  ahslineiice  fioni  sexual  intercourse^,  under  such 
circum?iances  ejacuiatiun  is  very  easily  induced,  which 
even  iu  the  most  intimate  intercourse  with  women  cannot 
be  induced  at  all,  or  only  hy  mechanical  means.  The 
sexual  act  with  a  man,  in  many  instances,  affords  pleasure, 
and  leaves  behind  a  feeling  of  comfort  Should  the  urning 
be  able  to  force  himself  to  coitus,  in  which,  as  a  rule,  dia- 
gust  has  the  effect  of  an  inhibitory  character,  and  makes 
the  act  possible,  then  his  feeling  is  something  like  that 
of  a  man  compelled  to  take  disgusting  food  or  drink.  How- 
ever,  exj)erienco  teaches  that  not  infrequently  Urnings  be- 
longing tr)  this  group  marry,  either  from  ethical  or  social 
considerations. 

Such  unfortunates  are  relative  ly  potent,  iu  so  far  that 
in  marital  intercourse  th(y  incili-  liieir  imagination,  an«I. 
instead  of  thinking  of  tlu-ir  wives,  they  call  Uf>  tlu'  image 
of  some  loved  male  person.  I  Jut  for  them  coitus  i-  a  great 
sacrifice,  and  no  pleasure.  It  makes  them,  for  days  after, 
nervous  and  miserable.  If  such  umings,  by  means  of 
powerful  stimulation  of  their  fancy,  or  under  die  influence 
of  alcoholic  drink,  or  by  erections  induced  by  an  overfilled 
bladder,  etc.,  are  not  enabled  to  overcome  the  inhibitoiy 
feelings  and  ideas,  then  they  are  entirely  impotent ;  while 
the  mere  touch  of  a  man  may  induce  intense  erection,  and 
even  ejaculation. 

Dancing  with  a  woman  is  unpleasant  to  an  urning, 
htit  to  dance  witli  a  man,  es]>eelally  one  with  an  attractive 
form,  is  to  him  the  greatest  of  pleastires. 

The  male  urning,  if  he  jxx^css  higher  <  iiltnre,  is  not 
opposed  to  non-se.\ual  intercourse  with  woman,  when  by

mind  and  lefinement  they  make  conversation  charming. 
It  is  only  woman  in  her  sexual  role  that  he  abhors. 

In  this  d^iree  of  sexual  degeneration,  character  and 
occupation  correspond  with  the  sex  which  the  individual 
represents.  Sexual  pervorsion  remains  an  isolated  anom- 
aly of  tho  mental  being  of  the  individual,  dfcply  affecting 
the  M.cial  existence.  In  aec  rdance  with  fliis,  those  indi- 
viduals feol  tli('ins(dvos  diirin:;  the  sexual  act  in  the  same 
role  which  would  naturallv  be  theirs  in  hetero-sexual  inter- 
course. 

1  lowovcr,  transitions  to  irroup  o  occur,  inasmuch  as 
.soMKi iiiHs  tlic  passivi'  rüJr  which  coi*rcs])onds  with  homo- 
sexual tcclinir  is  th<tu,i:ht  of  or  desired,  or  at  least  forms 
tho  std>jot't  of  (lream>^.  Moreover,  leaninijs  to  o<'cupati«)n8 
and  tendencies  of  taste  are  manife.-.ted  which  do  not  cor- 
retspond  with  the  sex  of  the  individual.  In  many  cases 
one  gets  the  impression  that  such  s\ -mptoms  are  artificial, 
the  result  of  educational  influences;  in  other  cases,  that 
they  represent  deeper  acquired  degenerations  of  the  orig- 
inal anomaly,  superinduced  by  perverse  sexual  activity 
(masturbation),  and  analogous  to  the  signs  of  progressive 
degeneration  obser\'ed  in  acquired  sexual  inversion. 

Ro^ardimr  the  manner  of  sexual  satisfaction,  it  must 
be  stated  that  with  many  male  urnin^s,  the  mere  embrace 
is  sufficient  to  induce  ojaculation,  std>joct  as  they  are  to 
irritahle  weakness  of  tlu  sexual  ajijiaratus.  Tu  ea'^es  of 
sexual  liyj>tM"a">t]ie>ia,  and  of  yiar:esthe-ia  of  tlie  moral 
?onso,  ^rcat  j)leaMire  atforded  hy  intercourse  with  persons 
of  the  lowest  »'ondition. 

On  the  same  lia>i-,  (h  -ire  to  commit  pederasty  (active, 
of  course)  and  oilier  similar  aberrations  occur,  though  it 
is  but  seldom,  and  apparently  only  in  cases  of  moral  defect 
and  by  reason  of  libido  mimia  in  individuals  especially 
passionate,  that  active  pederasty  is  indulged  in. 

The  sexual  desire  of  mature  umings,  in  eontradisHne- 
Hon  to  old  and  decrepit  dehattekeea,  who  prefer  boys  {and 
indulge  in  pederaMy  by  preference),  seems  never  to  be 
directed  to  immature  males.    Only  for  want  of  better 
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material,  and  in  case  of  violent  passion,  docs  the  uming 
become  dangerous  to  boys. 

Case  138.  Z.,  aj^c  rliirty-six,  wliolcsalc  incrdiant ; 
parents  were  said  \<i  liavc  been  licallliv  ;  plivsical  ami  iiit  ii- 
tal  (Ifvcldjmicnt  iitiriual  ;  iiTrlrv.mt  cliihlrcn's  <lisca<('< ;  at 
fuurtrcii  oiianisiii  of  his  <»\vn  accord;  bcgau  tu  rave  alxjut 
boys  of  Ills  •)\vu  age  when  fifteen.  Xever  took  the  slight* 
est  notice  of  the  opposite  sex. 

At  twenty-four  he  went  for  the  first  time  to  a  brothel, 
but  took  to  flight  when  he  saw  the  nude  female  figure. 

At  twenty-five  sexual  intercourse  with  men  of  his  own 
stamp  (fervent  embraces  with  ejaculation,  at  times  mutual 
mastiirhation). 

For  business  reasons,  and  with  a  view  to  cure  his  abnor- 
mal passion,  he  married  at  the  a<re  of  t\vi>nty-eigbt  a  hidy 
endowed  with  many  physical  and  mental  charms.  By  tlie 
aid  <»f  iniaLnnation  (tiiinkin^  of  intercourse  willi  a  hand- 
some yonnir  man),  Z.  -uccocded  in  b«'in<r  potent  with  his 
wife,  wIkuii  at  lu  arr  he  loved  |ta->ionatidy.  This  strain, 
however,  snjMTinduccd  neura-iln  nia.  When  a  child  was 
'born  lie  gradually  witiulrew  from  his  wife,  who  was  any- 
how endowed  with  a  frigid  nature,  chierty  l)ecau.se  he  was 
haunted  by  the  fear  of  procreating  offspring  atÜicted  with 
Jiis  own  anomaly. 

Homo-sexual  feelings  and  thoughts  began  to  sway  him 
again,  which  he  sought  to  eradicate  by  means  of  mastur- 
bation. 

He  fell  in  love  with  a  handsome  young  man,  but  over- 
came the  weakness  at  the  cost  of  his  own  health  ns  the 
severe  struiiiile  brought  on  a  pronounced  attack  of  cerebral 
neurasthenia.  lie  eame  to  me  for  advice,  as  his  homo- 
sexual  tendency  had  l)eeome  too  powerful  to  be  resisted  any 
longer.  TTo  was  afrai<l  that  his  secret  affliction  iniLdit  be 
di^^covered,  thus  rejiderinir  his  position  in  society  imjtossi- 
ble.  Like  many  of  his  fellow-snfTerers  he  had  taken  t<> 
drink.   Althougli  he  found  that  alcohol  relieved  his  nerv- 
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ous  disorder:;  (physical  weakness,  psj'diicail  inertness  and 

depression),  Iiis  libido  was  incroasiHl. 

Z.  was  a  man  of  n  tinrtl  t!:oni:lit,  montalh'  wi  ll  •  n- 
tlnwcd,  in  aiipearancc  inasculhic  and  normal.  Ilr  dc(])ly 
d'  plon'd  Iiis  position  and  loallicd  Lib  wcukucaä  to  aulo- 
liia;lurl'atii>n  (at  times  al>u  niiitiial). 

Mutual  ki--fs  and  t-nil'i-acf.- satisiicd  him.  ^lurally,  ho 
Kiid,  he  hail  ^unk  to  low  thai  he  would  feign  ahaudon  hiiu- 
sclf  to  this  perverse  passion  were  it  not  for  tlie  eon^dera- 
tion  he  had  for  his  wife  and  ehild. 

My  advice  was  to  strenuously  couiUat  these  homo^xual 
impulses^  perform  his  marital  duties  whenever  iKHtsibh*, 
eschew  alcohol  and  masturbation,  which  increases  homo- 
sexual feelings  and  kills  the  love  for  woman,  and  undergo 
treatment  for  neurasthenia.  If  he  eould  not  find  relief 
and  the  situation  became  unbearahle  he  must  confine  him- 
aelf  to  kisses  and  embraces  with  the  male. 

Case  139.  V.,  niro  thirty  six,  niercliant ;  ni-'flicr 
psyehopat  liif  :  sister  healthy;  lirotlnr  nenropsyehopal  li  i<'. 

W  was  early  drawn  to  ]»er>ons  of  his  own  sex,  at  tii>t 
to  school-  and  playmates;  with  the  a(hent  «d'  pnlx-rty  to 
adnlt>;  nevi  r  to  persons  of  the  oj»]M»site  sex  whose  eharnis 
had  no  interest  for  him.  .Vt  the  a<ie  of  .^ix  he  felt  aniioyr-d 
at  not  being  a  girl.  Dolb  and  girls'  games  he  always  pre- 
ferred. 

At  twelve  a  schoolmate  seduced  him  to  masturbate. 
Iiis  dreams  (with  pollutions  when  virile)  were  exclusively 
of  an  homo-wxual  character.  lie  practised  mutual  mas- 
turbation with  men,  coitus  inter  femora,  exceptionally 
suocio  membri  alterius.  lie  had  felt  a  pronouiu  ed  ]H>!^ition 
as  to  tin  active  or  passive  role  in  the  a«  J.  Ilarely  and 
only  fnufc  de  mivux  coitus  euui  uiuliere.  lie  was  potent 
when  he  thonjrht  during  the  act  of  a  man,  but  never  expe- 
rienced real  ])leasnro.  The  sexual  act  with  a  woman  ap- 
pearetl  to  him  as  a  miserable  ^nh^tifnte  for  the  homo-sexnal 
nt  t.  During  recent  years  intimate  relations  with  a  young 
man. 
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V.  acknowlcdgi'il  tin-  ahiiunualitv  of  Iiis  vila  srxualis. 

(icniials  normal.  Stvoiulaiy  physical  and  p^vcliicHl 
sexual  fiiaractcristic's  llioron^lily  maücaline.  Xo  patiiolog- 
iral  condition!^.  Arrc-tcd  ior  liavini;  comniitlcd  inutiial 
iiia,'tiirl»ati(»n,  lit;  \va>  tried,  found  guillv  and  sent  to  uri.-rMi. 
He  felt  his  ~eiitenei'  keenly,  l)Ut  only  Ik-imum'  it  ln'ju^iit 
<lisli<»u<Mir  tu  liiin  and  Iiis  family.  1  le  could  iiot  help  feeling 
aud  acting  iu  lii^  abnormal  manner. 

Case  140.  II.,  age  thirty-,  member  of  liigli  aocict^'j 
mother  neuropathic. 

Wbeii  a  lH)y  he  felt  drawn  to  his  schoohnatcs.  At  the 
age  of  fourteen  a  playmate  older  than  himself  committed 
paedicalio  on  him.  lie  liked  it,  hut  nevertheless  felt  pangs 
of  conscience  and  never  allowed  the  act  to  bo  repeated 
again.  Lator  on  he  practised  mutual  masturbation.  As 
neurasthenia  increased  it  suttieed  ulien  he  < mhraeed  and 
pressed  a  e<  »inpanion  to  him.'^t  I  f  i  >  >  j  h  •  1 1  k  .  ejaculation,  lie 
confined  hinisflf  to  tln><  method  when  sleeking  satisfaction. 
Hp  never  had  a  liking  for  persons  of  (he  other  sex  and  was 
uneonseiuus  of  Ids  anomaly.  At  twenty  he  made  some  at- 
tcm])ts,  (ipiid  pill  litis,  ill  older  to  cnre  his  l  ihi  .si  j  uali.s. 
I  |>  to  that  time  ln'  li;id  In. ki  d  \\\u>\\  his  alinormal  prae- 
tiees  mer(dy  as  a  youtlil'ul  alH  rratinn.  He  wa~  p<»tent  in 
('(»itu>s,  l)Ut  tlerived  no  uiiiiitication  from  it,  f(»r  whicdi  rea- 
son he  turned  to  man  again,  lii^  weakness  was  for  young 
men  eighteen  to  twenty  years  of  age.  lie  had  no  sympathy 
for  men  older  than  that  He  never  played  a  well  defined 
rule  in  his  relations  with  other  men,  hut  his  social  situa- 
tion affected  him  keenly.  He  was  forever  haunted  by  the 
fear  of  detection,  and  said  he  could  never  survive  the 
shame  of  it.  There  was  nothing  in  habits  or  behaviour 
whieh  h'  trayed  antipathic  sexual  in-tinet.  Genitals  nor- 
mal.  Xo  signs  of  degeneration.  He  had  no  faitli  in  ever 
changing  h'n  abnormal  sexuality.  For  women  he  had  no 
taste  whatsoever. 

Case  141.  V.,  age  forty,  manufacturer;  father  neii- 
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rMjiailiic ;  tlio<l  «.f  oon  Wral  apojdcw  ;  iiiotlicr's  family  with 
taint  of  insanity;  two  other  cliiMffii  of  the  family,  tliuugh 
sexually  normal,  \\<  re  (•on>i itut i<>nally  iienrojtathie.  At 
eiglit  ma.-tiirhation  of  hU  own  aeeord.  At  fifteen  he  felt 
drawn  to  »»ther  liaml^ome  boy*  of  his  own  age,  of  whom  he 
seduced  K>veral  to  inasturlmtion.  With  puberty  he  was 
attracted  by  youths  bevcntcen  to  twenty  years  of  age,  but 
they  must  be  beardless  and  hav(  ]>ii  ity,  ttoft  and  girl-like 
features.   Girls  had  no  charm  for  him. 

He  soon  recognized  the  pathological  character  of  his 
vita  sexualis;  but  he  conttidered  his  nietho<l  of  satisfying 
his  abnormal  needs  as  in  accordance  with  nature  and  felt 
no  remorse.  To  touch  a  woman  w  a>  loathsome  to  him.  He 
had  twice  atti  iii}>!(>d  coitus,  but  with<»ut  succcsis.  In  like 
manner,  ho  looked  ui»on  anto-masturI»ation  as  a  filthy  act. 
He  averred  that  he  had  hoi-.c-tly  >triven  to  strip  oflf  this 
dreadfid  imj>iil-e,  which  made  an  oiitca>t  of  him  l)efore  the 
whole  world.  Ilm  all  lii'^  elTorl>  wei-e  in  vain,  for  he  felt 
forced  l>y  nature  to  .-eek  -ati>faeli<>n  in  his  own  manner. 
He  always  played  the  active  röh-  and  eontined  him>^e|f  r-n- 
tirely  to  acts  not  proscrihed  l>y  the  law  of  the  land.  Yet 
he  became  invtdveU  in  some  atfair,  lost  his  position,  which 
was  one  of  confidence  and  good  renmneration,  became  a 
vagabond  until  he  decided  to  cross  the  ocean  and  begin  a 
new  life.   Being  clever  and  honourable  he  succeedcil. 

When  first  I  met  Y.,  he  was  in  despair  and  firmly  eon* 
templatcd  suicide,  especially  since  a  medical  man  had 
failed  with  hypnotic  treatment,  on  account  of  Y.  not 
reacting  to  suggest  ion. 

He  was  inclined  to  neurasthenia.  Penis  small.  No 
pathological  symptoms.   Masculine  in  every  respect. 

Case  142.  'P..  aire  thirly-fonr ;  nierchant  :  mother 
neuropathic  and  weakly;  father  lualthy.  At  the  age  of 
nine  a  schoolmate  tanirlif  him  Imw  l«»  masturbate.  IIt> 
practis(^d  mutual  ma«turbat ion  with  hi-  brother,  who  >lept 
with  him  in  the  same  Ix-d;  once  receptio  nu-nibri  in  os. 
On  one  occasion,  when  yet  a  boy,  it  happened  quod  lambit 
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locum  quo  prius  miles  urmaverat.  At  fourteen  first  love 
for  a  schoolmate  of  ten.  At  the  age  of  seventeen  he 
took  a  dislike  to  handsome  joung  men,  and  centred  his 
affection  in  decrepid  old  men. 

One  ni^lif  lie  licanl  Iiis  ap'<l  father  "give  a  groan  of 
sexual  satisfaction."  This  excited  him  immenselv  as  he 
imagined  his  father  ]>(  i  fonning  the  marital  act.  Since 
that  time  the  picture  of  old  men  ]>erforminir  the  homo- 
sexual net  ('iili\  ("iu  (1  Iiis  drcanis  (  with  ]>olluti(»n ) ,  aiul  was 
present  in  his  mind  diirinir  niasnirhat ion.  The  older,  the 
more  decrepid  an<l  fcchlc  the  old  man  was,  when  he  saw 
sne)i,  tlie  stronirer  his  sexinil  excilt-mcnt  wonid  he  ('\<ii 
nnto  cjacnlar ion.  .\t  t wenty-thi-cc  hi'  sonirht  a  enre  \vi(h 
a  prostitnte;  hnt  erection  faih'd  him,  and  lie  made  no  other 
attempts.    Young  men  and  boys  left  him  callous. 

At  twenty-nine  he  conceived  a  violent  love  for  an  old 
man  whom  he  accompanied  for  years  on  his  daily  walks. 
Intimate  relations  were,  however,  precluded.  But  he  often 
had  ejaculations  on  tliese  walks.  To  free  himself  of  this 
humiliating  situation  he  once  more  went  to  a  prostitute, 
hut  it  prov(  (1  a  fiasco.  He  now  fell  upon  the  id<  a  to  hire 
a  decrepid  old  man.  take  him  along  and  make  him  have 
coitus  whilst  he  hM>ked  on.  This  caused  erection  in  him, 
and  he  was  able  to  have  coitns  himself.  The  act,  however, 
pave  him  no  pleasure,  Inil  he  frit  psychically  relieved, 
especially  when  he  was  potent  in  the  absence  of  the  old 
man.  Ihit  tliis  di<l  not  la>f  loni:.  He  became  sexually  and 
j^enerally  neiira.-thenic,  «h  pressed,  -liy  and  impotent,  and 
cave  hims(df  up  to  jtsyehical  onani-in  coupled  witli 
thoujihts  of  old  men  in  lionuvsexual  situaiion-^, 

T.  was  nni-culine  in  apjx'arance,  and  presented  no 
special  nnirks  beyond  his  heavy  sexual  neurasthenia. 

Case  143.  Z.,  age  twenty-eight,  merchant;  father 
very  nervous  and  irritahle;  mother  hysteropathic.  He 
was  himself  constitutionally  nervous,  suffered  from  enure- 
sis to  his  eighteenth  year,  and  was  a  frail  hoy.  Proper 
physical  development  really  began  only  when  he  was 
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twenty  3'cars  of  age.  The  first  sexual  emotions  he  experi- 
enced when,  a  boy  of  eight,  he  witnessed  other  boys  being 
caned  ad  {kmücciu.    Although  he  felt  compassion  for  the 

b»vs,  he  VL't  ha<l  a  feeling  of  lustful  j»lea?<ure  ju^rvading  his 
whole  body.  Some  time  afterwards  he  was  late  for  s-chool 
and  (til  the  way  the  anticipation  of  a  caning  ad  podicem 
excited  him  so  much  that  for  a  short  time  he  could  not 
move  an»l  had  a  violent  erection. 

At  eleven  he  fell  in  l«>ve  witli  a  "Iteautifnl,  hl<>n<l  hoy 
who  had  \\on<irou>lv  lovelv,  intt  llim'nt  and  lustrous  eves.** 

It  gave  him  immen^e  plea-ure  to  see  this  1m\v  home, 
and  he  often  craved  for  kisses  and  eare^-(  -  from  him.  13ut 
Jio  ix'co^nized  the  unbecoming  nature  of  this  de?ire,  and 
did  not  allow  the  boy  to  have  an  inkling  of  them. 

At  that  time  he  met  a  girl  once,  two  years  his  junior, 
who  pleased  him  so  much  that  he  covered  her  with  kisses. 
This,  however,  remained  a  solitary  cpi^rode* 

At  thirteen  he  was  seduced  to  onanism.  But  be  did 
not  cultivate  the  habit,  as  he  found  protection  in  his  ''more 
refined  fe(  lings  for  voung  men"  and  disdained  to  "drag 
his  pure,  divine  love"  in  the  gutter. 

At  seventeen  he  hecnine  desperately  enamored  with  a 
companion  **\vith  lovilv  hrown  eye?,  noLlc  features  and 
dark  complexion",  lie  sutT(>i'(»l  untold  tortures  through 
this  unhiippy  love  for  two  ;iii<l  one-half  years,  when  he 
was  separated  from  iiis  companion.  If  ever  he  were  to 
meet  him  again,  the  old  tire  would  he  certain  to  llare  up 
anew.  On  two  other  occasions  he  fell  in  love  with  com- 
rades, hut  not  so  violently  as  in  the  lirst  instance.  At 
twenty  he  had  coitus,  but  derived  no  pleasure  from  the  aet. 
He  continued  his  relations  with  women  for  the  purpose 
of  avoiding  niasturliation,  to  a])pear  i)otent  and  to  mask, 
his  homo-sexual  tendency. 

Although  hp  had  no  horror  frminfp,  women  did  not 
excite  him.  ''A  woman  is  a  work  of  art,  a  statue.'' 

Endowed  with  a  f^trong  will  power  he  was  able  to  mas- 
ter his  ahiioruuil  inclination.  But  lii.s  Kcxual  ]>osition  ap- 
peared to  him  unsatisfactory,  especially  as  he  looked  upon 
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coitus  as  a  coarsely  sensnal  enjoyment,  and  erection  became 
difficult. 

In  the  consultation  no  abnormal  signs  could  be  de- 
tected. He  appeared  to  be  virile  and  mentally  sound. 

Case  144.  P.,  age  thirty-seven ;  mother  very  nervous, 
sufTorr  d  from  migraine.  As  a  boy  he  was  snV)j(>ct  to  attacks 
of  hysteria  gravis.  Was  always  drawn  to  haiHlsoino  young 
men  and  bcoaino  !ii<;hly  excited  wlien  he  could  sro  tlioir 
genitals.  With  |>uberty  lie  practised  umiual  iuasturi»al ioii 
with  men;  hut  they  must  he  nlxmt  fueuty-livo  to  thirty 
years  old.     He  idaved  the  feuiale  rolr  iu  the  sexual  act. 

^  I  • 

He  loved  with  the  whole  iutensitv  of  wouuin,  and  onlv 
posed  as  a  uian  like  an  actor  on  the  stage.  Other  l)oys 
sneered  at  him  on  account  of  his  girlish  ways  and  habits. 
In  the  hope  of  correcting  his  vita  scxualis  he  married.  He 
forced  himself  to  coitus  with  the  wife  and  produced  po- 
tency by  imagining  her  to  be  a  young  man.  They  had 
one  child.  But  he  himself  became  neurasthenic,  his  imag- 
ination waned  and  he  became  potent.  For  two  years 
he  avoided  coitus,  resumed  his  homo-sexual  practices  and 
was  apprehended  by  the  police  in  the  act  of  mutual  mas- 
turbation with  a  young  man. 

He  pleaded  that  prolonged  sexual  abstinence  had  un- 
duly excited  him  when  ho  «aw  the  genitals  of  a  man  and 
in  his  confusion  he  had  yielded  to  the  impul-c. 

There  was  no  aunit-ia.  Thorouirhly  virile.  Decent 
appearance.   Genitals  normal.   Short  imprisonment. 

Case  145.  N.,  aged  forty-one,  unmarried.  Father 
and  mother  near  relatives,  but  both  psychically  normal. 
An  uncle  on  the  father's  side  was  insane.  X.'s  brothers 
were  hy])er-  and  hetero-sexual.  At  the  age  of  nine  he  felt 
strong  inclinations  to  other  boys.  At  fifteen  mutual  mas- 
turbation and  coitus  inter  femora. 

At  sixteen  a  love  affair  with  a  young  man.  His  homo- 
sexual love  developed,  so  he  claimed,  just  as  the  love  affairs 
between  man  and  woman  do  in  novels. 
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Only  handsome  young  men  of  the  age  of  twenty  to 
twenty-four  attracted  him.  Iiis  erotic  dreams  were  solely 
homo-sexual.  He  played  the  female  role,  also  in  actual 
intercourse  with  uien. 

His  soul  was  öf  feminine  cliaractor,  so  he  said.  He 
never  cared  for  boys'  games,  only  for  cooking  and  girls' 
work.  Manlv  .sport-  ;iiid  siuokini;  and  drinking  he  dis- 
dained. He  led  a  varied  lite,  >erved  as  cook  in  a  foreign 
country  and  <:a\e  ^reat  >ati?-(a(  t i< 'u ;  l»ut  lie  lost  his  place 
beoauK;  he  entered  upon  a  love-allair  with  the  sou  of  his 
employer. 

At  twenty-two  he  recognized  the  almurniality  of  his 
sexual  position.  He  became  alarmed  and  Ugan  to  fre- 
quent brothels  to  cure  himself  of  his  per\'erse  habits,  but 
erection  absolutely  failed  him. 

When  his  family  discovered  the  true  state  of  affairs  he 
became  confused  with  shame  and  made  an  attempt  on  his 
own  life.  But  he  recovered,  went  abroad  (cast  out  by  his 
family),  disgusted  with  himself  and  his  unhappy  life.  His 
only  hope  was  that  with  old  age  relief  would  come.  He 
came  for  medical  advice  to  find  "honour  and  rest."  The 
scf  11^  ny  physical  sexual  characteristics  were  quite  nor- 
mal and  of  the  masculine  type,  (»enitals  normaL  He 
thouglil  <'f  ea-tration  or  entering  a  monastery. 

Advice:  Suggestive  treatment. 

Case  146.  On  a  -nmnier  evening,  at  twilight,  X. 
Y.,  a  i»hv;ieian  of  a  eitv  in  \<irtli  (  lernianv,  was  detected 
by  a  watchman  while  committing  a  misdemeanour  with  a 
countryman  in  a  field.  He  was  practising  masturbation 
on  him,  and  then  meniulam  alius  in  os  suum  immml,  X, 
escaped  legal  prosecution  by  flight  The  audiorities  dia- 
missed  the  complaint,  because  there  had  been  no  publicity, 
and  because  immisaio  membri  in  anum  had  not  taken  place. 
Among  X.'s  effects  was  found  an  extensive  correspond- 
ence of  a  perverse  sexual  character,  which  showed  that 
he  had  had  perverse  intercourse  for  years  with  all  classes 
of  people. 
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X  came  of  a  neurotic  family.  His  paternal  grand- 
father died  by  suicide  while  insane.  His  father  was  a 
weak,  peculiar  man.  One  brother  masturbated  at  the  age 
of  two.  A  cousin  was  sexually  perverse,  and  practisotl 
perverse  acts,  similar  to  those  of  X.,  while  a  youth;  he 
became  woak-miiided,  and  diid  of  ^pinal  disease.  A  pater- 
nal giciit uncle  was  an  hermapiirodite.  Jlis  niotlu-r's  sifter 
was  in?aiio.  His  niotlier  is  ^aid  to  have  been  healthy.  X.'a 
brother  is  nervous  and  irascible. 

X.,  likewise,  was  nervous  as  a  child.  I'lie  luewin«;  of 
a  cat  would  create  great  fear  in  hiui;  and  if  one  but  imi- 
tated the  voice  of  a  cat  he  would  cry  bitterly,  and  run 
to  others  for  protection.  Slight  piiysical  disturbance 
caused  violent  fever.  lie  was  a  quiet,  dreamy  child,  of 
excitable  imagination,  but  of  slight  mental  capabilities, 
lie  did  not  indulge  much  in  boyish  games;  he  preferred 
feminine  pursuits.  It  gave  him  especial  pleasure  to  curl 
the  hair  of  the  housemaid  or  of  his  brother. 

At  thirteen  X.  went  to  an  institute.  There  he  prac- 
tised mutual  masturbation,  seduced  hi.'^  comrades,  and  his 
cynical  conduct  made  him  unmanageable;  so  that  he  had 
to  be  taken  lioiue.  At  that  time  the  }>a rents  found  love- 
letters  with  lascivious  contents,  showing  perverse  sexuality. 
From  llie  age  of  seveiitiMii  he  studied  under  the  strict 
surveillance  of  a  pnde— or  in  a  gymnasiiim.  He  made  but 
sad  progre>s  in  learning.    He  had  only  a  talent  for  nnisie. 

After  finishing  his  studies,  the  patient  entered  the  uni- 
versity at  the  age  of  nineteen.  There  he  attracted  attention 
by  his  cynical  character  and  his  association  with  young 
persons  who  were  thought  to  be  given  to  masculine  love. 
'  He  began  to  be  dandified;  wore  striking  cravats,  and  low 
cut  shirts;  he  forced  his  feet  into  narrow  shoes,  and  curled 
his  hair  in  a  remarkable  way.  This  peculiarity  disappeared 
when  lie  left  school  and  returned  home. 

At  the  age  of  twenty-four  he  was  for  a  long  time  neu- 
rasthenic. From  that  time  until  his  twenty-ninth  year 
he  was  earnest  and  skilful  in  his  profession ;  but  he  avoided 
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the  society  of  the  opposite  sex,  aod  constantly  associated 
with  men  of  doubtful  character. 

TIh-  ]iationt  wonlJ  not  allow  a  personal  exainiuation. 
In  writing,  lie  made  the  excuse  that  this  would  Ik*  of  no 
use,  because  his  iiiipiil-e  to  his  own  sex  had  existed  from 
his  earliest  cliildli«x>d,  and  was  conjp'uital.  He  had  always 
had  horror  fc'tninsv,  and  had  nrver  been  incline  tl  to  avail 
liini-rlf  of  the  charms  of  women.  Toward  men  he  felt 
hiin<i'lf  ill  ilic  n'tlr  of  a  man.  He  rccnirniscd  his  imiml^c 
toward  Iiis  own  sex  as  al)normal,  anil  cxciis^-d  his  sexual 
iiidnl<;encc  as  being  the  result  of  an  abnormal  natural  cou- 
dition. 

Since  his  flight,  X.  lived  out  of  Germany,  in  Southern 
Italy,  and,  as  I  heard  from  a  letter,  now,  as  before,  he 
indulged  in  perverse  love.  X.  was  an  earnest,  stately  man, 
of  masculine  features,  welUgrown  beard,  and  normally  de- 
veloped genitals.  Dr.  X.  furnished  me  a  short  time  ago 
with  his  autobiography,  of  which  the  following  is  worthy 
of  mention: — 

"When,  at  the  age  of  seven,  I  entered  a  private  school, 
I  felt  very  uncorafortable,  and  found  very  little  sympathy 
with  my  eompanions.  Only  toward  one  of  tlu m,  wlio  wa^? 
a  very  handsome  child,  did  I  feel  attracted,  and  1  loved 
iiim  wildly.  In  eiiildi-;h  iraines  I  iilway-  knew  how  to 
arrange  it  -o  that  I  could  appear  in  feminine  attire;  and 
my  greatest  jihasure  was  to  f«»rm  intricate  roiffiirr^  for 
our  servnnt-i;irls.    T  often  rej^retted  that  I  wa?  not  a  irirl. 

*'.My  sexual  iti-tiiict  awakened  when  I  was  thirteen, 
and  from  the  moment  of  its  api)earance  it  wa»  directed 
toward  youthful,  strong  men.  At  first  I  was  not  really 
certain  that  this  was  abnormal,  but  eonsciousness  of  it  came 
when  I  saw  and  heard  how  my  companions  were  charac- 
terized sexually.  I  began  to  masturbate  at  the  age  of 
thirteen. '  At  seventeen  I  left  home  and  went  to  the  gym- 
nasium of  a  large  capital,  where  I  was  put  to  board  with 
a  married  profe-ssor  of  the  gTmna  iiiiu.  wiili  wliose  son  T 
afterward  had  '^exnal  nlahon<.  It  was  with  liim  that  I 
fir^t  had  sexual  satisfaction.    Thereafter  I  made  the  ao-

quaiiitaiicc  of  a  young  artist,  wlio  very  80on  noticed  that 
I  was  abnormal,  and  confessed  to  me  that  he  was  in  the 
same  condition.  I  learned  from  him  that  this  abnormality 
was  very  frequent;  and  this  knowledge  overcame  the 
trouble  that  I  had  had  in  supposing  that  I  was  alone  in 
my  abnormality.  This  young  man  had  an  extensive  ac- 
quaintance  with  pormjns  in  like  condition,  to  which  lie 
introduced  me.  There  I  became  the  ohject  of  general 
attention,  for  on  all  hU\va  I  was  declared  to  Im»  very  attract- 
ive physically.  I  soon  becauie  insanely  loved  liy  an  old 
gentleman;  Imt,  not  finding;  him  to  my  taste,  1  endured 
him  but  a  siiort  time,  and  then  pive  ear  to  a  yoiin^  and 
handsome  olticer  who  lay  at  my  Icet.  lie  was  really  my 
first  love. 

"After  pn-sinu  my  linal  cxiiininatidn,  at  the  age  of 
nincliMii,  free  fnim  tlic  «lis<-i|»lini'  of  scIkm»!  T  niadi^  tiie 
a<  (|iiaiiitanee  of  a  gn^at  nund>:'r  of  jH'oj)li'  like  myself,  and 
among  them  Karl  Ulrichs  (Xuma  Numantius). 

'*\Vhen,  later,  I  took  up  the  study  of  medicine,  and 
associated  with  many  normal  youths,  I  was  often  in  a  posi- 
tion where  I  was  com^ielled  to  visit  public  prostitutes. 
After  having  consorted  to  no  purpose  with  various  pros- 
titutes, some  of  whom  were  very  beautiful,  the  opinion  was 
spread  among  my  ae<iiiaintances  that  I  was  imfiotent,  and 
1  .slrengtliciu'd  this  by  telling  of  previous  M  xual  excesses. 
At  that  time  I  had  numerous  external  relations  with  per- 
sons  who  prized  my  physical  ]>ecnliaritieM,  which  wore 
cf»nsid('red  very  hcautifnl.  Tlu'  result  of  thin  wa«,  that  I 
was  exciting  .-oinehody  all  the  time;  and  I  received  such  a 
ma-s  of  e-li*tters  that  T  wa^  often  in  emharrassment. 
The  aiMiic  of  this  was  reached  latfr,  when,  a<  a  physician, 
I  lived  in  the  hospital.  I'liere  I  moved  about  like  a  cele- 
brated |»ers(iTi,  and  the  scenes  of  jealousy  that  t<M)k  place 
on  my  account  almost  led  to  the  discovery  of  the  whole 
thing.  Shortly  after  this,  I  fell  ill  with  an  inflammation 
of  my  shoulder-joint,  from  which  I  recovered  after  three 
months.  During  this  illness  I  receivf>d  subcutaneous  in- 
jections of  morphine  several  times  daily,  which  were  sud- 
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dcnly  discontinued,  and  which  I  practised  thereafter 
secretly  after  my  recovery.  For  the  purpose  of  special 
study,  I  spent  some  months  in  Vienna,  before  entering  into 
private  practice,  and  there,  by  means  of  some  recommen- 
dation-, 1  gained  eiitraiu'e  tt>  various  circles  of  people  like 
myself.  1  there  learned  that  the  abnoi  tnality  in  question, 
in  its  various  f>>rins,  is  spread  through  the  lower  classes 
as  well  as  the  higher,  and  that  those  who  arc  approachable 
for  inouey  are  not  infrequently  met  among  the  higher 
classes. 

"When  1  estai)li>li<M|  myself  in  the  coundv,  1  lioped 
to  cure  myself  of  the  morj>liino  habit  by  means  of  cucaine; 
an«l  then  I  i>eeame  a  victim  (if  coeaiue,  of  whieh.  only 
after  three  relapses,  1  was  able  to  rid  my.-elf  (about  two 
years  ago).  In  my  position,  it  was  inijiossible  for  me  to 
find  sexual  satisfaction,  and  I  noticed  with  pleasure  that 
the  use  of  cocaine  had  overcome  my  deiire.  When,  on 
the  first  occasion,  at  the  urgent  request  of  my  aunt,  I  had 
emancipated  myself  from  cocaine,  I  travelled  for  a  few 
weeks  in  order  to  improve  my  health,  the  perverse  im- 
pulses  were  again  awakened  in  their  old  strength,  and, 
one  evening,  while  out  in  the  fieM-  by  the  city  amusing 
mvself  with  a  man,  T  n<iti(  ed  that  1  had  been  detected  by 
the  authorities  and  advertised;  but  that  the  act  of  which 
I  was  accused  was  not  punishable,  in  accordance  with  the 
opinion  expressed  by  tiie  biirlit>!  court  of  the  German 
kingdom.  I  had,  therefore,  to  be  carefii];  for  alre;nly  the 
announcement  of  the  ci"iiiie  li;i>l  bi'cn  ber;iMi  'l  on  all  si<les. 
I  saw  that  after  tlii-^  I  ^houl^l  be  compelled  to  leave  Ger- 
many, and  tind  a  new  home  where  neither  the  law  nor 
public  oj)inion  would  Ik;  opposed  to  that  impulse,  which, 
like  all  abnormal  instincts,  could  not  be  overcome  by  the 
will.  Since  I  was  never  deceived  for  a  moment  about 
the  matter,  in  recognizing  my  impulses  as  opposed  to  social 
usages,  I  repeatedly  attempted  to  become  master  of  them ; 
but  by  these  efforts  they  were  increased  in  power.  This 
same  observation  has  lieon  communieated  to  me  by  ac- 
quaintances. Since  I  was  exclusively  drawn  toward  strong, 
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youthful  and  masculine  individuals,  and  they  were  very 
seldom  inclined  to  yield  to  my  wishes,  I  was. compelled 
to  buy  them.  Since  my  desire  was  limited  to  persons  of 
the  lower  classes,  I  was  always  able  to  Unci  sudi  as  were 
purchasable  with  money.  I  hope  that  the  following  state- 
ments will  not  awaken  your  repugnance.  At  lirst  1  in- 
tended to  omit  them;  Imt,  for  the  completeness  of  this 
communicatinii,  I  iii;iy  include  them,  f>in('(^  they  serve  to 
enric-ii  the  clinical  iiuiK  rial.  1  am  compelled  to  perform 
the  sexual  act  in  the  following  way: — 

"Pene  juvenis  in  os  recejtto,  ita  ut  coiuiunxxudo  ore 
meo  ctfccerim,  ut  is  quem  cupio,  semen  ejaculaverit, 
sperma  in  perimeum  exspuo,  f-emora  comprimi  jubeo  et 
penem  meum  adversns  et  intra  femora  compressa  immitto. 
Dum  hsBc  fiunt,  necesse  est,  ut  juvenis  me,  quantum  potest, 
amplectatur.  Quae  prius  me  fecisse  narravi,  eandem  mihi 
afferunt  voluptatem,  acsi  ipse  ejaculo.  Ejaculationem 
pene  in  anum  immittendo  vel  manu  terendo  assequi,  mihi 
nequaquam  amoenum  est. 

''Sed  inveni,  qui  penem  meum  receperint  atque  ea 
facientes,  quse  supra  exposui,  effecerint,  ut  Ubidines  men 
plane  sint  saturatse. 

"Concerning  my  person,  I  must  still  mention  the  fol- 
lowing: I  am  1S(5  centimetres  tall,  of  masculine  appear- 
ance, and  with  the  exception  of  abnormal  irritability  of 
the  skill,  hi  alfhy.  My  hair  and  IxNird  are  black  and  thick, 
^kiy  genitals  are  of  iii*'diiini  size  and  normally  fnniicd.  I 
am  able,  witli»tnt  any  traer  of  fatigue,  to  perform  the 
sexual  act  fn>m  four  to  six  times  in  twenty-four  hours. 
!Mv  life  is  verv  re^iular.  I  use  alcohol  and  tobacco  verv 
sparingly.  I  play  the  piano  quite  well,  and  some  of  my 
unpretentious  compositions  have  heen  much  applauded.  I 
have  lately  finished  a  novel,  which,  as  my  first  work,  has 
Veen  very  favourably  criticised  by  my  friends.  The  story 
has  several  problems  taken  from  the  life  of  umings  in  the 
subject-matter. 

"Among  the  large  number  of  fellow-sufferers  that  are 
personally  known  to  me,  I  have  naturally  been  in  a  poai- 
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tion  to  make  observations  concerning  the  condition  and 
the  degrees  of  abnormality;  and,  perhaps,  the  following 
communications  may  be  of  service  to  you : — 

*'The  most  abnormal  thing  that  I  am  acquainted  with 
was  the  impulse  of  a  gentleman  who  lived  in  Berlin.  He 
preferred,  alwve  all  others,  young  fellows  with  unwashed 
feet,  which  he  w«>nl<l  lick  passionate  ly.  A  gentleman  in 
Leipzig  was  similar  to  him;  who,  where  it  was  possible, 
W(»iil(l  linirnam  in  annin  iiuniiltcro,  prcfi'rrini;  the  parts  to 
Im*  nncicani'«!.  Several  have  a-siire<l  nn*  that  tht^  ^^^ht  of 
ri(lii)i;-lioots  or  of  p:irt.s  of  miliuirv  uniforms  induced  such 
excilenient  in  them  that  spontaneous  ejaculation  resulted. 
A  man  in  Paris  compelled  a  friend  u(  In      l  i  mingat. 

**\Vith  refi'rence  to  tlio  degree  in  which  many  feel 
themselves  as  women,  which  is  with  me  not  tiie  ease,  two 
persons  in  Vienna  are  ejiamplcR.  They  bore  feminine 
names.  One  is  a  barber  who  calls  himself  'French  Baura;' 
the  other  was  formerly  a  butcher,  who  calls  himself  Ri- 
cher-Fanny'. Both  of  them  never  missed  an  opportunity 
during  the  carnival  time,  to  show  themselves  in  veiy  fan- 
tastic feminine  masks.  In  Hamburg  there  is  a  person  that 
many  people  helieve  to  be  a  woman,  because  ho  always 
goes  alK)ut  the  house  in  feminine  attire,  and  only  occa- 
sionally leaves  the  1h)uso,  and  always  in  such  clothing. 
This  man  wished  to  stand  as  codmother  at  a  christening, 
and,  as  a  result  of  it,  gave  rise  to  great  seandal. 

**Keminine  timidity,  frivolity.  oi)slinacy  and  weakness 
of  character  are  the  ndo  in  such  indiviilual^t. 

"Several  ca-es  of  j)erver-e  -exuality  are  known  to  me 
in  whom  e|)ilej>-y  and  p-ychoses  are  present.  Hernias  are 
remarkably  fretjuent.  In  practice  many  persons  come  to 
me  to  be  treated  for  diseases  of  the  anus,  because  of  rec- 
ommendation by  friends.  I  saw  two  syphilitic  and  one 
local  chancre,  and  several  fissures;  and  at  present  I  am 
treating  a  gentleman  for  condylomata  of  the  anus,  which 
form  a  rounded  tumor  as  large  z»  a  fist.  One  case  of 
primary  affection  of  the  soft  palate  I  saw  in  Vienna,  in  a 
young  man  who  used  to  frequent  fancy-dress  balls  in  girl's 
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attire,  iind  entice  young  men;  lie  would  tlien  pretend  that 
he  was  im-nstrnatiiiir,  and  thus  induee  tlie  (»llicrs  to  use 
him  jxr  os.  The  assertion  was  niado  tliat  in  this  way  he 
had  deceived  fourteen  men  in  nue  evening.  Since,  in  none 
of  tlie  pnhlical i<ins  eoneerning  antijtatjjic  sexuality  tlnit  I 
have  seen,  1  liave  f<tund  anything  concerning  tlie  inter- 
course of  pederasts  auiung  themselves,  1  venture  to  com- 
municate something  concerning  it  in  conclusion : — 

"As  soon  as  individuals  that  are  aifected  with  inverted 
sexuality  become  acquainted,  there  is  a  detailed  narration 
of  their  experiences,  loves  and  seductions,  as  far  as  the 
social  difference  between  them  allows  such  entertainment 
Only  in  very  few  cases  is  this  amusement  uncommon  with 
new  acquaintances*  Among  themselves,  they  call  them* 
selves  'aunts';  in  Vienna,  'sisters';  and  tw*o  very  mascu- 
line public  prostitutes  in  Vienna,  whom  I  accidentally 
bwamc  acquainted  with,  and  who  lived  in  a  j)erver8e  sex* 
mil  relation  with  each  other,  told  me  that  for  the  corre- 
spomling  condition  in  women  the  name  'nnde'  wa^  used. 
Mince  I  hecame  conscious  of  my  abnormal  iustiuct  1  have 
met  thousands  of  t>uch  individuals. 

''Almost  every  large  city  has  some  nieeting-jdace,  as 
well  as  a  so-called  promenade.  In  sUiailer  cities  there 
are  relatively  few  'aunts,'  though  in  a  small  town  ot  l'^OO 
inhabitants  I  found  eight,  und  in  one  of  7000  eighteen  of 
whom  I  was  absolutely  sure, — to  say  nothing  of  those 
whom  I  suspected.  In  my  own  town  of  30,000  inhabitants 
I  personally  know  about  120  'aunts'.  The  greater  number 
of  them,  and  I  especially,  possess  the  capability  of  judging 
another  immediately  as  to  whether  they  an  alike  or  not, 
which,  i]i  the  language  of  the  'aunts,'  is  called  'reason- 
able' or  'unreasonable'.  My  acquaintances  are  often  as- 
tounded at  the  certainty  of  niv  judgment.  Individuals 
that  are  ap|>arenfly  ah-'>!iitely  nnisenline  T  recognize  as 
'aunts'  at  the  tii'st  ^ii:)it.  ( )n  tlie  otlier  liand,  T  am  ahle  to 
lM'ha\"e  myself  in  such  a  masculine  way  fliat.  in  circles  to 
which  I  have  been  introduced  by  uc^uaiulauccä,  there  is 
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a  doubt  as  to  my  genuineness.  "When  I  am  in  the  mood, 
I  can  act  .exactly  like  a  girl. 

**Since  the  majority  of  'aunts,*  like  myself,  in  no  way 
regret  their  abuorinalitv,  but  would  be  sorry  if  the  condi- 
tion  were  to  be  changed;  and,  moreover,  siuce  the  congeni- 
tal condition,  aecording  to  my  own  an  i  all  other  experi- 
ence, cannot  Im*  int!ncnc(>(l,  all  our  hope  rests  upon  the 
possil)ility  i)f  a  flianjic  of  the  laws  with  reference  to  it,  ao 
that  oiilv  rape  or  the  coniniis-ion  of  juiMic  offence,  wlien 
thh  can  be  proved  at  the  i»auie  time,  «haU  be  puuiähabie." 

3.  Effemination. 

There  are  varion.s  trant^ilions  fron»  the  foregoing  cases 
io  those  making  up  this  category,  characterised  by  the 
degree  in  which  the  psychical  personality,  o«pecially  in 
general  manner  of  feeling  and  inclinations,  is  influenced 
by  the  abnormal  sexual  feeling.  In  this  group  are  fully 
developed  cases  in  which  males  are  females  in  feeling;  and 
rice  versa  women,  males.  This  abnormality  of  feelini; 
and  of  tlevelopment  <>{  the  character  is  often  apparent  in 
ehihlhood.  The  Iniv  likes  to  spend  his  time  with  girls, 
phiy  with  (lolls,  au<l  lielp  his  moth<'r  about  the  house;  ho 
likes  to  cook,  sew,  knit;  he  develops  tastes  in  female 
tiiifrffrs,  and  even  l>e<'onies  the  adviser  of  his  sisters.  As 
ho  grow-;  older  lie  e><diews  smokini:,  drinking  and  manly 
sports,  and,  on  the  eoiitrary,  }ind>  plea>iirt'  in  adornment 
of  persons,  art,  hcUc-bH ns,  etc.,  even  to  the  extent  of 
givin«;  himself  entirely  to  the  cnltivalion  of  the  iMautifnl. 
Since  woman  possesses  paralh  1  inclinations,  he  prefers  to 
move  in  the  society  of  women. 

If  he  can  assume  the  role  of  a  female  at  a  masquerade 
it  is  his  greatest  delight  He  seeks  to  please  his  lover,  so 
to  speak,  by  studiously  trying  to  represent  what  pleases 
the  female-loving  man  in  the  opposite  sex — modesty,  sweet- 
ness, taste  for  lesthetics,  poetry,  etc  Efforts  to  approach 
the  female  appearance  in  gait,  attitude  and  attire  are  fre- 
quently seen. 
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With  reference  to  the  sexual  feeling  and  instinct  of 
these  Urnings,  so  thoroughly  permeated  iu  all  their  mental 
being,  the  men,  without  ixception,  feel  themselves  to  be 
females.  Thus  thoy  feel  thcmsclv<  >  tu  l>o  antagonistic  to 
persons  of  their  own  sox  constituted  like  thcnist  lves,  as  of 
eourso,  tlipy  are  like  them  in  form,  lint,  on  the  «»tlier 
hand,  tliev  are  drawn  toward  tho;-e  of  tlieir  own  sex  that 
are  homo  sexual  or  .-exually  norniai.  The  «ame  jealousy 
whieh  occur-  iu  nunnal  ~c\ual  life  al>o  occurs  here,  when 
rivalry  i»  threatened;  and,  indeed,  since  they  are,  as  a  rule, 
hyperustlM  f i<'  M  xually,  this  jealousy  is  often  houndless. 

In  eases  of  completely  developed  inverted  sexuality, 
betero-sexual  love  is  looked  upou  as  a  tiling  absolutely  in* 
comprebensible;  sexual  intercourse  with  a  person  of  the 
opposite  sex  is  unthinkable,  impossible.  Such  an  attempt 
brings  on  the  inhibitory  concept  of  disgust  or  even  horror, 
which  makes  erection  iuiiK>ssiblo.  Only  two  of  my  cases 
transitional  to  the  third  category  were  able,  with  the  aid 
of  imagination  which  made  the  female  in  rjuestif.n  assume 
the  role  of  man.  to  have  coitus  for  the  time  being;  but 
the  act,  whi(  li  yi(  Ided  iio  gratitication,  was  a  great  sacri- 
fice, and  afforded  no  pleasure. 

In  homo-sexual  intercourse  eti't  iniiuUed  man  feels  him- 
self in  the  act  alway-  a-  a  wouiaii.  The  mean-;  of  indul- 
gence, where  there  i>  irritahie  weakness  oi  the  ejaculation 
'  centre,  are  simply  !<iii  i  iilnis.  or  j»a->i\e  roi/ns  ml,  r  fcninrii  ; 
in  otlier  eases,  passive  uuist urhat  ion,  or  <  j'tt  iilfif ki  nrl  Ji- 
Irch  In  orr.  Some  have  a  desire  for  ])assive  pederasty; 
occasionally  a  desire  for  active  pederasty  occurs.  In  one 
attempt  of  this  kind,  the  man  desisted  because  of  the  dis- 
gust which  seized  him  when  the  act  reminded  him  of 
coitus. 

There  tivw  never  inclination  for  immature  persona  {hoy- 
love  J)   Xot  infrequently  there  were  only  platonic  desires. 

Case  147.  K.,  a^ed  thirty-one,  Mm  of  an  inveterate 
drunkard.  Xo  other  taint  in  the  family.  Grew  up  in  a 
village.    At  the  age  of  six  he  began  to  feel  happy  when 
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ill  tlie  company  of  inen  with  Ix  iird*.  At  tlic  age  of  eleven 
he  be^an  to  I>lti>li  whcnevi  r  lie  met  a  UauUäOUio  man,  and 
dared  not  look  at  them,  lie  \va>  at  ea?o  when  iii  the  coni- 
paiiy  «>f  women.  lie  wore  ir'nTs  •jarim  nis  up  to  his  sev- 
enth year,  and  was  very  nnhaj'|iv  wiuii  Ik-  was  »h  privcil 
of  them.  ( )ceui»al iun  in  tlie  kilelicn  ami  aUuit  tlic  Ihmim' 
he  liked  l»e>t.  Iiis  school  lime  jia--«  d  with«iut  events. 
Xow  and  I  lien  he  had  intimate  liking  for  a  certain  selnx)!- 
mate,  hut  this  wore  off. 

l)reanis  of  men  with  heardü  elatl  in  hluc  clotbcs  became 
more  fri'ijiient. 

He  joined  an  atldetic  r-<'eiety  tiial  he  nnuht  «'onversc 
with  men,  likeil  to  go  to  halls,  not  on  account  of  the  girU, 
who  ueic  a  uiaiter  of  indi tyereiic«'  tu  him,  hut  to  see  the 
lini'  men,  ihinking  all  the  time  thai  he  was  in  the  eud>raee 
of  one  of  them.  He  felt  lonely,  however,  and  dissatisfied, 
and  gradually  became  conscious  of  being  quite  unlike  the 
other  joung  fellows.  All  his  thoughts  and  aims  were  to 
find  a  man  who  could  love  him. 

At  seventeen  he  was  bcduccd  by  another  man  to  mutual 
masturbation.  Delight,  shame  and  fear  were  the  reaction, 
lie  recognized  the  abnormality  of  his  sexual  feelings,  be- 
came depressed,  came  near  committing  suicide.  lie  finally 
became  reconciled  with  his  abnonnal  position  and  craved 
for  men,  bnt  heinj;  shy  by  nature  lie  found  l«nt  little  op-, 
|K»rtunity.  He  felt  uneasy  when  girls  souglit  his  company. 
When  twenty-six  he  went  to  live  in  a  large  city  and  now 
found  plenty  of  o|)|(ortnnilie>  for  homo  sexual  intercourse. 
For  some  time  lie  liveil  with  another  man  of  his  own  age 
i\<  hu>han<l  an<l  wife,  lie  felt  liMppy  in  the  rö/r  nf  woman. 
Sexual  gratification  was  obtained  by  mutual  masturbation 
and  eoitu-s  inter  femora. 

TTe  was  a  skilful  workman,  well  liked.  an<l  in  aj>j»ear- 
anio  and  hthaviour  masculine.  Genitals  normal.  No 
signs  of  degeneration. 

His  younger  lirolher  was  al>o  liomo--(  xual. 

Two  sisters,  who  both  died  young,  avoided  men,  never

cared  for  work  in  tlio  kitchen,  lint  preferred  tliat  in  the 
stable,  and  were  akiÜ'ui  in  ail  handicrafts  of  men. 

Case  148.  C,  age  twcnty-ci^ht,  gentleman  of  lei- 
sure; father  neuropathic;  motlier  verv  nervous.  One 
brother  .sutfened  from  j)aranoia,  anotlier  was  p?vc'lucally 
degeuerated.  Three  younger  members  of  the  family  were 
normal. 

C.  was  neuropathically  tainted;  slight  convulsive  tic. 
As  long  as  he  can  remember  he  felt  drawn  to  male  pe^ 
sons,  at  first  only  to  his  schoolmates.  When  puberty  set 
in  he  fell  in  love  with  male  teachers,  who  used  to  visit  at 
the  hou^e  of  his  parents.  He  felt  himself  in  the  female 
rnJc.  Iiis  dreams,  with  pollutions^  were  alwavs  alxuit  men. 
He  was  gifted  in  music  and  poetry  and  loved  the  theatre. 
For  science,  especially  mathenuitics,  he  had  no  talents  and 
passed  his  final  examinations  only  with  ditticnlty.  P^^ychie- 
ally,  he  declared,  lu-  was  a  woman.  Loved  to  play  with 
dolls  and  c<»nct  rncd  hiiiiself  by  ])rpf('rence  with  wmnairs 
affairs,  disdainiu«::  all  the  pursuits  of  men.  lie  liked  be-t 
the  society  of  youu^  pirls,  because  tiiey  were  .-ynipathctic 
and  had  an  aliinily  <d"  soul.  When  in  tlie  c<»nipany  of  men 
he  was  shv  and  confused  like  a  maiden.  He  never 
smoked,  and 'disliked  alcoholic  drinks.  He  feign  would 
have  liked  to  spend  his  time  in  cooking,  knitting  and  em- 
broidering. He  had  no  libido.  Sexual  intercourse  with 
men  only  a  few  times,  although  his  ideal  was  to  play  the 
role  of  the  woman  on  such  occasions.  Coitus  cum  muliere 
he  abhorred.  After  reading  'Tsjchopathia  Sexualis,"  he 
became  alarmed,  was  afrai«l  of  cominij  in  conflict  with  the 
police  and  avoided  sexual  relations  with  men.  But  pollu- 
tion«^  became  very  fretpient,  and  neurasthenia  supervened. 
He  came  for  nunlical  advice. 

( '.  liad  an  abundant  beard,  and  was  of  a  deeide'lly  mas- 
culine type,  exeeptin*;  soft  features  and  a  renuirkably  tine 
skin.  (lenitals  normal,  exeepi  a  detieient  tlrsa usus  of 
one  of  tlx'  te-ticles.  In  his  behaviour,  pait,  an«!  ajipearaiicc 
nothing  unu?ual,  though  he  had  the  illusion  that  everybody 
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noticed  his  abnormal  .«fxiial  prwlivitv.  Ho  slmnned  soci- 
ety for  that  reason.  Lascivious  talk  made  him  blush  like 
a  maiden.  Once  when  someone  turned  tlio  topic  of  con> 
versation  on  antipathic  sexual  instinct,  lie  fainted.  Music 
brought  on  a  heavv  [)L'rspiration  all  nvcr  Iii-«  bodv.  I  pon 
eloscr  :ic(|iiiiintan('c  lie  showed  p>yi'hi(  :il  fcniininit v ;  ho 
was  as  timid  as  a  girl,  aiul  witln»nt  a  ve-tige  r,f  independ- 
ence. ^Servous  re.-jle~-ne>s,  t-onvubive  tie,  nuiiier<iii>  neu- 
rasthenic coniplicatinns  jmt  <>ii  him  the  stump  of  u  consti- 
tutiuBallv  tainted  neuropathic  individual. 

Case  140.  B.,  waiter,  forty-two  years  of  age,  un- 
married, was  sent  to  me  by  his  own  phv  ician  (with  whom 
be  had  fallen  in  love),  as  a  case  of  sexual  inversion.  R 
gave  readily  in  modest  language  an  account  of  his  vita 
anteacta  and  especially  sexualis,  Itc  seemed  pleased  to 
obtain  at  last  an  authentic  explanation  <>f  his  abnormal 
state  which  he  had  always  ct)nsidered  a  disease. 

R.  possessed  no  knowledge  of  his  grandparents.  The 
father  was  of  an  irascible,  excitai»le  nature,  a  drinker,  and 
of  strong  sexual  wants.  After  hcgetting  twenty-fnnr  chil- 
dren with  the  same  woman,  he  obtained  a  divorce,  and 
after  that  ha«l  fhr«e  children  hy  his  hoii-i  !<er]M  r.  The 
mother  was  a  healthy  woman.  Ot"  the  twenty-four 
children  oidv  six  are  now  among  the  living  .several  of 
whom  snfT(»r  from  nervous  atreeti<»ns,  hut  are  sexually  nor- 
mal,  except  one  sister  who  for  ever  runs  after  the  men. 

B.  claimed  to  have  always  been  delicate  and  sickly. 
His  vita  sexualis  awoke  at  the  age  of  eight.  He  began 
to  masturbate  and  derived  much  pleasure  from  penem 
aliorum  puerorum  in  08  arrigere.  At  the  age  of  twelve  be 
began  to  fall  in  love  with  men,  preferring  those  in  the 
thirtii  s  and  with  moustache.  His  sexual  needs  at  that 
period  were  extraordinary  and  erecti<tns  and  [dilutions 
were  frequent,  lie  ma^turhattd  daily,  thinking  of  some 
man  whom  he  lovi-d.  His  and)ition  was  always  jwnem 
viri  iii  OS  arrif/rrr.  which  tlwmght  caus(^d  ejacnlatioTi  ac- 
companied by  the  utmost  lust.     But  only  twelve  times 
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tbns  far  had  he  been  successful  in  this.  He  never  felt 
nausea  at  the  penis  of  others  if  they  were  sympathetic;  on 
the  contrary.  Active  as  well  as  passive  pederasty  dis- 
gusted him  thoroughly  and  he  never  accepted  such  offers. 
During  the  perverse  act  he  played  the  role  of  woman.  His 
love  for  («vinpathetic  men  was  boundless,  lie  could  do  aiiy- 
tliinp:  for  tlie  man  whom  he  thus  loved,  and  when  ix  liolding 
him  he  trembled  with  excitement  and  lustful  feeliugs. 

Wiu-n  nineteen  lie  was  several  tinu's  lured  bv  his  com- 
panions  to  a  hrotlu  l,  hut  coitus  did  not  ])leaso  him  aud 
only  at  the  uionient  of  ejaculation  did  he  e.\j>erience  a  sort 
<»f  ^rafiticatiiiii.  He  could  oidy  he  virile  with  woman 
when  he  thou«!;lit  <d'  her  during  the  act  as  the  maw  whom 
ho  loved,  lie  much  rather  would  have  jireferred  the 
M'onian  to  allow  him  iminiftsio  iM  iiis  in  u.s;  hut  she  refused. 
Fauie  de  mieux  he  indulged  in  coitus;  twice  even  he  wa«i 
a  father.  The  younger  of  the  two  children,  now  a  girl  of 
eight,  has  already  begun  masturbation  and  mutual  onan- 
ism, which  fact  troubled  him  very  much.  Was  there  no 
remedy  for  this! 

Patient  said  that  towards  men  he  alwavs  felt  himself 
to  l>e  of  feminine  type  (this  also  during  sexual  intercourse). 
His  itlea  wa-^  that  thi^  sextnd  perversion  originated  from 
the  fact  that  his  father  when  hcpettinrr  him  wislied  tO 
l)eget  a  girl.  The  other  children  of  the  family  always 
teased  him  on  account  of  his  i:irli<h  ways  ami  nninucrs. 
To  sweep  the  rodui-  and  \\a-h  the  tli-he<  were  ever  plensant 
occu]>ations  for  him.  His  hou-ework  was  always  much 
a<lmired  iind  prai>etl  hecausc  he  \va>  cleverer  than  the  girls. 
AVhenever  he  could  he  would  tlon  girl's  attire.  At  the 
McLrdi-grn.s  halls  he  always  wore  the  female  mask,  lie 
made  a  capital  coquette  on  account  of  his  female  nature. 

Drinking,  smoking,  manly  .sports  and  occupations  never 
suited  him,  but  ho  was  pa;»sionate1y  fond  of  sewing  and 
was  often  upbraide«!  on  account  of  his  weakness  for  dolls 
when  a  boy.  When  at  the  circus  or  the  theatre  his  atten- 
tion was  only  drawn  to  the  male  performers.  He  had  an 
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irresistible  desire  to  loiter  about  W.C's.  in  order  to  get  a 
look  at  the  men's  genitals. 

Female  cliunns  never  attracted  liiiii.  ('(»itns  was  only 
])osi^ible  when  aided  by  the  thought  <  >f  a  beloved  man. 
Xoctnmal  ]>n]hitions  were  always  produced  by  lascivious 
dreams  about  men. 

I)('s])ite  luniierous  sexual  exeesses  J>.  ha<l  never  suf- 
fere<l  from  ncunisthrnin  scninl is :  neither  were  there  symp- 
toms of  neura-tlienla  of  any  kind. 

Features  delieate ;  f«j»ar>e  siiic  \vlii>k(  r-  and  nioustaehe, 
wiiieli  bi'pni  to  ijrow  «>nly  when  lie  was  f \vt  niy-rii:;lit.  His 
external  apj)earanee,  execpting  a  light,  swinging  gait,  did 
not  indicate  female  nature,  lie  obser\'ed  that  he  was 
often  teased  on  accoimt  of  his  womanish  carriage.  His 
manners  were  liigidy  modest.  Genitals  larpp,  well  devel- 
oped, quite  normal,  with  abundance  of  hair;  Ivis  mas- 
culine.  Cranium  rachitic,  slightly  hydrocephalic;  parietal 
bones  rather  bulging.  Countenance  exceptionally  smalL 
Patient  said  he  was  easily  provoked  to  wrath. 

Case  150.  T<ii/I<>r  had  occasion  to  examine  a  eertain 
Eliza  Edwards,  aged  twentj'-fonr.  It  was  discovered  that 
she  was  of  masculine  sex.  E.  had  worn  female  elotliing 
from  her  f(»urf('entli  year,  and  Iiad  alf^o  been  an  actress. 
The  liair  was  worn  long,  attrr  ilu'  manner  of  females,  and 
jiarted  in  the  niid<llc.  The  form  of  the  face  was  feminine, 
hut  o! Ii'tvn  i-c  ilif  l»ody  was  nni^euline.  The  heard  wa*^ 
carefully  pulled  out.  The  masculine.  well-d('vel<»p('d  gen- 
itals were  fixed  in  an  upward  po-ition  l»y  an  artful  band- 
age. The  condition  of  the  anus  indicatetl  passive  peder- 
asty (Taylor,  ''Med.  Jurisp."  1873,  ii.,  p.  473). 

Case  151.  An  official  of  middle  age,  who  for  some 
years  had  been  happy  in  family  life,  and  was  married  to  a 
virtuous  woman,  presented  a  peculiar  manifestation  of  anti- 
pathic sexual  feeling. 

One  day.  through  the  indiscretion  of  a  prostitute,  the 
following  scandal  became  public:  About  once  a  week  X. 
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Mould  ap})oar  in  u  lunisc  »>f  prostitnlioii,  and  tlioro  dross 
himself  up  a.s  a  woiuaii,  alwavs  rc(piiriufr,  as  a  parr  of  his 
costuuic.  a  coiffure.  W  lieu  Iiis  toilet  was  coinpictcd,  ho 
would  lie  down  on  the  hed,  and  ha\'e  the  prostitute  p('rf(»rui 
luanu-tnpration.  lint  lie  very  uiueh  preferred  to  have  a 
male  pi  r-oti  fa  servant  of  the  hnu*e).  Tin-  man's  father 
was  heridilarily  tainted,  had  heen  insane  several  times, 
and  was  afflicted  with  ht/perccsthesia  and  parwathesia  sex- 

4  Androgyny. 

Fonniog  diroot  transitions  from  the  foregoing  groups 
are  tlio-^e  indivi«luals  of  antipathic  sexuality  in  whom  not 
only  the  eliuraeter  and  all  tlio  feelings  are  in  accord  with 
the  abnormal  sexual  in>tinct,  hut  al>o  tlie  fiaine,  tlio  feat- 
ures, voice,  etc.;  so  that  the  individual  approaclies  the 
oppo.site  sex  ani hi"opo|i»«;ieaIly,  and  in  nioic  than  a  ji^ychi- 
eal  and  p-ychox-xual  way.  This  anthrop<tl(»<:ieal  form  of 
the  cerebral  anomaly  apparently  rej)resents  a  very  high  <lo- 
gree  of  (h'generation ;  hut  tluit  tiiis  variation  is  based  on  an 
entirely  different  ground  than  the  teratological  manifesta- 
tion of  hennaphroditiamy  in  an  anatomical  sense,  is  dearly 
shown  by  the  fact  that  thus  far,  in  the  domain  of  inverted 
sexuality,  no  transitions  to  hermaphroditic  malformation 
of  the  genitals  have  been  observ'ed.  The  genitals  of  these 
persons  always  prove  to  be  fully  differentiated  sexually, 
though  not  infrequently  there  are  present  anatomical  signs 
of  <lei;eneration  (epispadiasis,  etc.),  in  the  sense  of  arrests 
of  development  in  organs  that  are  otherwise  well  marked. 

There  is  yet  wanting  a  sufficient  record  of  cases  belong- 
ing to  this  interesting  grouj)  of  women  in  masculine  attire 
with  masculine  eenital-:.  Kvery  eNjK'rionced  observer  of 
his  fellow-men  remembers  masenline  jtersoiis  that  wen* 
very  rennirkaMo  for  their  womani-h  character  and  type 
(wide  hij)s,  form  rounded  by  abundant  doveloj)ment  of 
adipose  tissue,  absence  or  iusullicient  develoj)niont  of  beard, 
feminine  features,  delicate  eon){)Iexion,  falsetto  voice,  etc.). 
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In  jK'r<on>  licloii<;in^  to  the  foiirlli  ^roup,  and  in  cer- 
tain ones  in  the  third,  forming  transitions  to  the  fourth, 
there  seenis  to  l>c  a  feeling  of  j^hauic  (sexual)  toward  per- 
sons of  the  same  sex,  and  not  toward  those  of  the  opposite 
sex. 

Case  152.  Andm^-nv.  ^Ir.  v.  II.,  agod  thirty,  sin- 
gle; of  neuropathic  mother.   Nervous  and  mental  diseases 

were  said  not  to  have  <K*eurred  in  the  ])atient's  family,  and 
his  onlv  hrothcr  was  said  to  he  nienfallv  and  idivsieallv 
eonipletely  uoriiial.  Tlje  patient  dovelo]>ed  tardily  physi- 
cally, and,  tluTcfor«',  ^])ent  nnicli  of  his  time  at  tlio  sea- 
shore and  cliniatic  i<-iii  ts.  From  t-hihUnmd  lie  was  of  neu- 
r«»pafliic  constitution,  ;tnd.  aceordinir  to  the  statements  of 
Iiis  relatives,  unlike  other  hoys.  His  disineliiiat ion  for 
masculine  pursuits  and  his  preference  for  feminine  amuse- 
ments were  early  remarked.  Thus  he  avoided  all  boyish 
games  and  gymnastic  exercises,  while  doll-play  and  femi- 
nine occupations  were  particnlarly  pleasing  to  him.  Sub- 
sequently he  developed  well  physically,  and  escaped  severe 
illnesses,  but  he  remained  mentally  abnormal,  incapable  of 
an  earnest  aim  in  life,  and  decidedly  feminine  in  thought 
and  feeling. 

In  his  seventeenth  year  pollution  oeeurrcd,  became 
more  frequent,  and  finally  took  place  during  the  day;  so 
that  tlx  {Kitient  grew  weak,  and  manifested  various  ner- 
vous disturbances.  Syni]itom->  of  nrnrnslhrnin  spinalis 
nunle  tiieir  appearanee,  and  histed  for  some  years,  hut  they 
hecame  niiMer  with  the  <leerease  in  the  nund»er  of  pollu- 
tions. ()n;iiiis:ri  (h  nicd,  hut  was  very  ])rol)al)le.  An 
indolent,  efTemitiate.  dreamy  hahit  of  iliomrht  had  ))ocome 
more  and  more  notieeahle  ever  since  ]>uhcrty.  All  efforts 
to  induce  the  patient  to  take  up  an  earnest  pursuit  in  life 
were  in  vain,  lli.s  inteileetual  funetious,  though  formally 
quite  undisturbed,  were  never  equal  to  the  motive  of  an 
independent  character,  and  the  higher  ideals  of  life.  He 
remaine^d  dependent,  an  overgrown  child;  and  nothing 
more  clearly  indicated  his  original  abnormal  condition  than 
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an  actual  incapabilitj  to  take  care  of  money,  and  his  own 
confession  that  he  had  no  ability  to  use  money  reasonably ; 
that  as  soon  as  he  had  money  he  wasted  it  for  curios,  toilet- 
articles,  and  the  like. 

Incapable  as  he  was  of  a  reasonable  use  of  money,  the 
patient  was  no  more  capal>lf  <»f  Icailinp;  a  sociul  existence, 
indeed,  he  was  incapable  of  gaining  an  insight  into  its 
significiuicc  aiitl  value. 

He  learned  very  ])<K)rly,  spendinp;  his  time  in  tuiUllcs 
and  artistic  notiiiii^s,  partieularly  in  paintin«r,  for  uliich 
lie  eviiired  a  ccrtaiii  <-a]>al»ility  ;  l)Ut  in  this  direriiun  Ik' 
aceomj)Iished  n<>tliiii:r,  siiici'  he  was  wanliiii^  in  piTr-cver- 
ancc.  He  eotild  not  he  brought  to  take  u[)  any  earnest 
thonght;  he  had  a  mind  only  for  externals,  was  always 
distracted,  and  serious  thin^^s  (piiekly  wearietl  liim.  Pre- 
posterous acts,  scuselcsa  journeys,  waste  of  money  and 
debts  repeatedly  occurred  throughout  the  course  of  his  later 
life;  and  even  for  these  positive  faults  in  his  life  he  was 
wanting  in  understanding.  lie  was  self-willed  and  intracta- 
ble, and  never  did  well  when  an  attempt  was  made  to 
put  him  on  his  feet  and  point  out  to  him  his  own  interests. 

With  these  manifestations  of  an  oi-i<;iiial  abnormal  and 
defective  mind,  there  were  notal)le  indieatioiis  of  perverse 
sexnal  feeling,  which  were  also  indicated  in  the  somatic 
habilufi  of  the  patient.  Sexnally,  the  ])atient  felt  like  a 
woman  tow^ard  men,  and  had  inclinations  toward  people  of 
his  own  sex,  with  inditfcrcncc,  if  not  actual  disinclination, 
-  for  females. 

In  hi•^  twenty-second  year  it  wa-  a-scrted  that  he  had 
Fexual  intereonrso  with  women,  an<l  was  able  to  ])crform 
the  act  of  coitus  normally;  bnt,  partly  on  acconnt  of  in- 
crease of  nenrassthenie  symptoms  which  was  tH?casional 
after  coitus,  and  partly  on  account  of  fear  of  infection— 
but  really  by  reason  of  a  want  of  satisfaction — ^he  soon 
ceased  to  indulge  in  such  intercourse.  Concerning  hw 
abnormal  sexual  condition,  he  was  not  quite  clear;  he  was 
conscious  of  an  inclination  toward  the  male  sex,  but  con- 
fessed, only  in  a  shame-faced  way,  that  he  had  certain 
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pleasurable  feelings  of  friendship  for  masculine  individ- 
uals, which,  however,  were  not  accompanied  by  any  sensual 
feelings.  The  female  sex  he  did  not  exactly  abhor;  he 
could  even  bring  himself  to  marry  a  woman  who  could 
have  an  attraction  for  him,  by  means  of  similarity  in 
arti-^tie  tastes,  if  he  could  but  be  frrod  from  conjugal 
duties,  which  were  unpleasant  t  .  liim,  niul  the  performance 
of  wliich  made  him  tired  and  weak.  He  denied  having 
had  sexual  intercourse  with  men,  but  his  hlusiiing  and 
emharrassment,  and,  still  more,  an  oecurrenee  in  X.,  where 
the  patient  some  time  before  provoked  a  scandal  hv  at- 
tempting to  have  sexual  intercourse  with  youths,  gave  him 
the  lie. 

His  external  ai)pearanee  also.  ImhUns.  form,  gestures, 
manners  and  dress  were  reiiiarkable,  an<l  decidedly  recalled 
the  feminine  form  and  characteristics.  The  patient,  how- 
ever, was  over  middle  height,  but  thorax  and  pelvis  were 
decidedlj  of  feminine  form.  The  body  was  rich  in  fat; 
the  skin  was  v*eU  groomed,  delicate  and  soft.  This  im- 
pression of  a  woman  in  masculine  dress  was  further  in- 
creased by  a  thin  growth  of  hair  on  the  face,  which  was 
shaven,  with  the  exeej)ti<»n  of  a  small  moustache;  bv  the 
mincing  gait;  the  shy,  effeminate  manner;  the  feminine 
features;^  the  swimming,  nenrojjathic  expression  of  the 
eyes;  the  traces  of  powder  and  ]>aint ;  the  curtailed  cut  of 
the  elotliing,  with  the  iiosonidike  prominence  of  the  upper 
garments:  tiie  fringed  feminine  cravat:  and  the  hair 
hnislied  down  smoothly  from  the  l»ro\v  to  the  temples.  The" 
j)liysieal  examination  nia<le  undoiihied  the  feminine  form  of 
the  hody.  The  external  genitals  were  well  devi-loped,  though 
the  left  te.xficle  had  remained  in  the  eanal ;  ilio  qroirth  of 
hair  on  (he  mons  veneris  was  thin,  and  the  hitler  was 
unusually  rieh  in  fat  and  prominent.  The  voice  was  high, 
and  wthout  masculine  timbre. 

The  occupation  and  manner  of  thought  of  v.  H.  were 
decidedly  feminine.  He  had  a  boudoir  and  a  well-supplied 
toilet-table,  at  which  he  spent  many  hours  in  all  kinds 
of  arts  for  beautifying  himself.   lie  abhorred  the  chase, 
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pniotico  witli  arms,  and  siicli  masculino  pursuits,  and 
called  hiiijsclf  an  cpsthetc ;  spoko  wirli  profen-noe  of  his 
paintings  and  attempts  at  poetry.  lie  was  interested 
in  feminine  occupations,  in  which — e.g.,  embroidery- 
be  engaged,  and  called  his  greatest  pleasure.  He  could 
>]K  nd  his  life  in  an  artistic  and  aesthetic  circle  of  ladies 
and  gentlemen,  in  conversation,  music  and  aesthetics. 
His  conversation  was  preferably  about  feminine  things, — 
fashions,  needlework,  cooking  and  household  work. 

The  patient  was  well  nourished,  but  ansmic.  He  was 
of  neuropatliic  constitution,  and  i)re8entcd  symptoms  of 
neurasthenia,  whidi  were  maintained  1>y  a  bad  manner  of 
life,  lying  aliod,  living  in-doors,  and  effeminateness. 

He  complaineil  of  occasional  pain  and  pressure  in  the 
licad,  and  had  habitual  consti|)atiou.  Tie  was  easily  fright- 
ened ;  eonijdained  of  occasional  las^itutlc  and  fatigue,  and 
drawing  ])ains  in  the  cxtreniitics,  in  the  direction  of  the 
lunilxt-alHloniinal  nerves.  After  jxijhitious,  an<l  rcirularlv 
after  eating,  he  felt  tired  and  relaxi-d  ;  lie  was  .-ciisitivc  to 
j)ressure  over  the  spinous  processes  of  tin'  dorsal  vertehne, 
as  also  to  pressure  along  accessible  nerves.  He  felt  peculiar 
sympathies  and  antipathies  towards  certain  persons,  and, 
when  he  met  people  for  whom  he  had  an  antipathy,  he 
fell  into  a  condition  of  peculiar  fear  and  confusion.  His 
pollutions,  though  later  on  they  occurred  but  seldom,  were 
pathological,  in  that  they  occurred  by  day,  and  were  un- 
accompanied by  any  sensual  excitement. 

Opinion. 

1.  Mr,  v.  H.,  according  to  all  observations  and  reports, 
was  mentally  an  ahnornuil  and  defective  ])<'rsoii,  nud  that, 
in  fact,  (ih  (tritji)ir.  His  anlipafliic  sexual  instinct  repre- 
sented u  part  of  his  abnormal  j)hy8ical  and  mental  condi- 
tion. 

'2.  This  condition,  in  that  it  was  e<tngenital,  was  in- 
cnrable.  'J'here  existe<l  defective  organisation  of  the  high- 
est cerebral  centres,  which  rendered  him  incapable  of 
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leading  an  independent  life,  and  of  obtaining  a  position  in 
life.  His  pen'erse  sexual  instinct  prevented  him  from 
exercising  normal  sexual  functions ;  and  this  was  attended 
by  all  the  social  consequences  of  such  an  anomaly,  and 

tlK'  «l;uiir»M'  (tf  satisfacti(»n  of  ppnorse  impulses  arising  out 
of  Iiis  uimoriiial  organisation,  witli  consequent  social  and 
legal  contlicts.  Fear  of  the  latter,  however,  coultl  not  be 
groat,  since  the  (perverse)  sexual  impulse  of  the  patient 
was  weak. 

n.  ^ir.  V.  II.,  ill  fill'  lt'i;al  sense  of  tlie  word,  was  not 
irresponsilile,  auil  neiiln  r  tit  for,  or  iu  ueed  of,  treatment 
in  a  hospital  for  the  insane. 

Tt  was  possihh'  for  him — ihounji  hnt  an  overgrown 
(•hii<l,  and  ineapal)k'  of  jiorsonal  independence — to  live  in 
sooietv,  even  under  tlie  care  and  guidance  of  normal 
individuab.  To  a  certain  extent,  it  was  possible  for  him 
to  respect  the  laws  and  restrictions  of  society,  and  to  judge 
his  own  acts;  but,  with  respect  to  possible  sexual  errors 
and  conflicts  with  criminal  laws,  it  must  be  emphasised 
that  his  sexual  instinct  was  abnormal,  having  its  origin 
in  organic  pathol<^cal  conditions;  and  this  circumstance 
should  have  he«'n  eventually  used  in  his  favour.  On  ac- 
i-  'tint  ot'  his  notorious  lack  of  iudei>endence,  he  could  not 
be  discharged  from  parental  care  or  guardianship,  inas- 
much as  otherwise  he  would  be  mined  financially. 

4.  Mr.  v.  TI.  was  also  physically  ill.  lie  presented 
signs  *)f  slight  an;eiiiia  and  of  ii>  iir<i<lln  iiiii  splnafis. 

A  rjitioiial  reH:uhiiion  of  his  iiiaiiner  of  lite  and  a  tmiic 
regiiiHu,  und,  if  po»il)le,  hydro-therapeutic  treatment, 
seemed  necessary.  The  sus|)ieion  that  this  troiihle  had  its 
origin  in  early  niasturhation  .should  be  entertained,  and 
the  iKi.ssibility  of  the  existence  of  sperniatorrhaa,  that  is 
of  importance  etiologtcally  and  therapeutically,  was  proba- 
ble.  (Personal  case.  Zeitschr.  f.  r^sychiatric) 
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Scictirc  ill  its  pn^scnt  staajc  lias  Imr  fow  flata  to  fall 
hack  oji,  <i>  far  as  ilic  «Hcurrcncc"  of  lioinuM  xual  iiistiuct 
in  woman  is  coiuTnic«!  as  coiiiparcd  uitli  num. 

It  wouhl  n()t  fair  to  <lra\v  from  tliis  tiio  conclusion 
that  sexual  inversion  in  woman  is  rare,  for  if  this  anomaly 
is  really  a  manifestation  of  functional  degeneration,  then 
dcgi  nerative  influences  will  prevail  alike  in  the  female 
as  well  as  in  the  male. 

The  causes  of  ai)]>arent  infrcquency  in  woman  may  he 
found  in  the  following  facts:  (1)  It  is  more  difficult  to 
gain  the  confidence  of  the  sexually  perverse  woman;  (2) 
this  anomaly,  in  so  far  as  it  leads  to  sexual  intercourse, 
inter  feminas,  does  not  fall  (in  Germany  at  any  rate)  under 
the  criminal  code,  and  therefore  remains  hidden  from 
public  knowledge;  (3)  sexual  inversion  does  not  aiTect 
woman  in  the  same  manner  as  it  does  man,  for  it  does 
not  render  woman  impotent ;  (4)  because  woman  (whether 
sexnallv  inverted  or  not)  is  bv  nature  not  as  sensual  and 
certainly  not  as  airuressive  in  tlie  ])nrsnit  of  sexnal  needs 
as  man,  for  which  reason  the  inverted  sexual  intercourse

rt'conl  ( i>svelii«'al  in  iiiia|»hr«i(litisiii,  even  lioniosiexuality) 
in  whieh  the  eauses  of  friyitlilus  uxoris  remain  unknown 
even  to  the  husband. 

Certain  passages  in  the  Bible,^  the  history  of  Greece 
("Sapphic  Love*')y  the  moral  history  of  ancient  Home 
and  of  the  Middle  Ages,*  offer  proofs  that  congresaus  in- 
teraexualia  feminantm  took  place  at  all  times,  the  same 
as  it  is  practised  now-a-days  in  the  harem,  in  female 
prisons,  hrothelg  and  young  ladies'  seminaries  {vide  infra, 
amor  Irshirns). 

Still  it  must  he  admitted  that  many  of  these  eases  • 
are  to  he  reduced  to  causes  of  perversity  and  not  per- 
version.' 

The  ehicf  reason  whv  inverted  sexualitv  in  wouum 
is  still  eovercd  with  the  \ril  i)f  uiystrrv  is  that  the  homo- 
sexual act  so  far  as  woman  is  concerned,  does  not  fall 
under  the  law. 

I  cannot  lay  sufficient  stress  upon  the  fact  that  sexual 
acts  between  p<*rsons  of  tin?  same  sex  do  not  necessarily 
constitute  antipathic  sexual  instinct.  The  latter  exists 
only  when  the  ])hy8ical  and  psychical  secondary  sexual 
characteristics  of  the  same  sex  exert  an  attracting  influ- 
ence over  the  individual  and  provoke  in  him  or  her  the 
impulse  to  sexual  iacts.

Tlu'  luToiiU'H  of  thi'Ke  (U'»hi<')  novillts  nppoar  to  the  Ih'Iovc«! 
person»  of  the  8aiiu>  mix  in  tlic  vhuructor  and  the  rule  of  a  mux;  their 
love  is  most  intense. 

Tlio  oldest  cn-c  rif  m  viial  inviT'^ioii  rororded  thus  fnr  in  Germany 
in  one  uf  viraginily  dating  as  far  buck  as  the  begiuning  of  the 
eighteenth  century.  It  is  that  of  a  woman  who  was  married  to 
another  woman  <<ilia1iitin^  with  tlio  consort  liy  moans  of  a  loathern 
prIapuB.  Vide  Dr,  Müller  in  Friedrcioh'a  "  Bltttter  i.  ger.  Med.,"  1891. 
Heft  4. 
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I  have  through  loug  experience  gained  the  impression 
that  inverted  s'-xnality  oeenrs  in  woman  as  frequently 
as  in  man.  But  the  chaster  edneation  of  the  p;irl  deprives 
tht  sexual  instinet  of  its  predominant  eliaraeter;  sedueti<tn 
to  nnitnal  nuistnrl»atinn  is  less  freipienl  ;  the  sexmil  in- 
stinct in  the  prl  lie^ins  to  develop  only  when  she  is,  with 
the  advent  of  j)ul)erty,  introduced  to  the  society  of  the 
Other  sex,  aud  is  thus  naturally  led  i)rimarily  into  hetero- 
sexual channels.  All  these  circumstances  vork  in  her 
favour,  often  serve  to  correct  abnormal  inclinations  and 
tastes,  and  force  her  into  the  ways  of  normal  sexual  in- 
tercourse. We  may,  however,  safely  assume  that  many 
cases  of  frigidity  or  anaphrodisia  in  married  women  are 
rooted  in  undeveloped  or  suppressed  antipathic  sexual 
instinct. 

The  situatiim  changes  when  the  predisposed  female  is 
also  tainted  with  other  anomalies  of  an  hypersexunl  char- 
acter and  is  led  through  it  or  sedutXHl  by  other  femttlea  to 
masturhation  or  homosexual  acts. 

In  tlle^e  cases  we  find  situations  analopius  to  those 
whi<di  have  heeii  de-crilM-d  !i<  exisfiuir  in  men  alilicted 
with  **ac(piired"  antijiatliie  sexual  in-^linet. 

As  jxissilije  sfturces  from  whieli  lioinosexual  love  in 
woman  nuiy  sjirinjjj,  the  f<dlowing  may  he  mentioned: 

1.  Constitutional  hypersexuality  impelling  to  auto- 
mastiirbation.  This  leads  to  neurasthenia  and  its  evil 
consequences,  to  anaphrodisia  in  the  normal  sexual  inter- 
course so  long  as  libido  remains  active. 

2.  Hypersexuality  also  leads  faufe  de  mteux  to  homo- 
sexual intercourse  (inmates  of  prisons,  daughters  of  the 
liigher  classes  of  society  who  are  guarded  so  very  care- 
fully in  their  relations  with  men,  or  are  afraid  of  im- 
pregnation,— this  latter  group  is  very  numerous).  Fre- 
quently female  sen'ants  are  the  seducers,  or  lady  friends 
with  perverse  sexual  inclinations,  and  lady  teachers  in 
seminaries. 

•T.  Wi\es  of  imj)otenf  Innhanils  who  «mu  oidy  sexually 
excite,  but  not  satisfy,  woman,  thus  producing  in  her 
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lihido  insaliaia,  recourse  to  masturluUion,  pollulioncs  frm- 
ina-.  noiirnsthenin,  nan.soa  f<>r  coitus  and  ultimately  disgust 
with  till'  iiialt'  j-cx  ill  trciicral. 

4.  Prostifnfcs  of  «rross  sciisiialir v  wlio,  dis^ustecl  with 
the  inf»'iv<>iii>('  witli  jicrvcrsc  and  impotent  iiu-n  hy  whom 
llicy  arc  iimmI  for  tlic  ])(>rforiiiaiic('  of  the  m(»st  rovoltin;^ 
sexual  acts,  s"ck  comi»cnsatioii  in  the  sympathetic  embrace 
of  persons  of  tlieir  own  sex.  These  cases  are  of  very  fre- 
quent occurence. 

Careful  obserration  among  tbe  ladies  of  large  cities 
soon  convinces  one  that  homosexuality  is  by  no  means  a 
rarity.  Uranism  may  nearly  always  be  suspected  in  fe- 
males wearing  their  hair  short,  or  who  dress  in  tbe  fashion 
of  men,  or  pursue  tbe  sports  and  pastimes  of  their  male 
aoquaintanccfl ;  also  in  opera  singers  and  actresses,  who 
appear  in  male  attire  <m  the  stage  by  }>reference. 

So  far  as  the  clinical  aspect  is  concerned  T  inay  be 
hrief,  for  this  anomaly  shows  the  same  qualifications  alike 
in  man  and  woman,  nnifatis  niutaudis,  and  runs  throni^h 
tii<'  -aiiie  i:ra<les.  Vsiirli'iro-hrrtnaphrinlixir  and  many 
homo<('\nal  \v«»men  <lo  not  hetray  their  anomaly  by  ex- 
ternal apjtearanees  nor  by  mental  ( masculine )  sexual 
characteristics.  liemarkable,  liowcM  r.  it  is  that  Dr. 
Fhddu  (Moll,  op.  (it.,  p.  334)  in  examining  the  lar>^lx  of 
twenty-three  lioniosexual  women  foimd  in  several  of  them  a 
decidedly  masculine  formation. 

In  the  transition  to  tbe  subsequent  grade,  ue.,  that  of 
viraginiiy  (analogous  to  effeminaiio  in  the  male)  strong 
preference  for  male  garments  will  be  found.  In  dreams, 
but  also  in  the  ideal  or  real  homosexual  function,  the 
iii<lI\  idMa]  in  <pie<tion  |»lays  an  indifToront  sexual  role. 

Where  virairinity  is  fully  developed,  the  woman  so 
acting  assumes  detinitely  the  masculine  role. 

In  this  grade  mo<lesty  rinds  expression  only  towards 
the  same  but  not  the  opposite  sex. 

In  such  ca-es  tbe  sexual  anomaly  often  manifests  itself 
by  strongly  marked  cliaraeferi'^rics  «if  male  s<'xuality. 

The  female  urning  may  ehietly  be  found  in  the  haunts 
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of  hoya.  She  is  the  rival  in  their  play,  preferring  the 
rocking-horse,  playing  at  soldiers,  etc.,  to  dolls  and  other 
girlish  occupations.  The  toilet  is  iipglcctcd,  and  rough 
boyish  manners  are  affected.  Love  for  art  finds  a  Sub- 
stitute in  the  pursuits  of  the  sciences.  At  times  smoking 
and  drinking  are  cultivatod  oven  with  passion. 

Porfiinios  and  sweet  meats  are  disdained.  Tlie  eon- 
soiousness  of  iM-iiig  a  woman  and  tlius  to  l)e  ileprived  of 
the  iray  colleir»'  life,  or  to  he  bain'd  out  from  the  military 
career,  prodnees  j)ainfiil  retleci  ions. 

Tiie  masenliiii'  soul,  lieavini;  in  the  female  l)osoni, 
tinds  j)leasure  in  the  |Mirsnit  t»f  nianlv  sj)orts,  and  in 
manifestations  of  courage  and  bravado.  There  is  a  strong 
desire  to  imitate  the  male  fashion  in  dressing  the  hair 
and  in  general  attire,  under  favourable  cimumstances  even 
to  don  male  attire  and  impose  in  it.  Arrests  of  women 
in  men's  clothing  are  by  no  means  of  rare  occurrence. 
A  case  of  a  woman  who  for  years  successfully  posed  as 
a  man  (hunter,  s<ddier,  etc.,)  is  related  by  Müller  in 
Friedreich's  "Blatter*';  another  by  Wise  (op.  cit.)  and 
others. 

Tlic  ideals  of  such  liratfines  are  certain  female  char- 
acters who  in  the  ])ast  or  the  present  liave  excelled  by  virtue 

of  genius  and  l)rave  and  nohle  deed";. 

a  i/nitn(Iri/  rejirescnts  the  extreme  i:rade  of  defjenerative 
homosexualit V.  The  woman  of  this  tvpe  possesses  of  the 
feuiiniiu'  f|ualities  only  the  crenital  oruans ;  thouirht.  senti- 
meni,  aetion,  even  external  appearance  are  those  of  the 
uian. 

Often  enough  does  one  come  across  in  life  such 
characters,  whose  frame,  pelvis,  gait,  appearance,  coarse 
masculine  features,  rough  deep  voice,  etc,  betray  rather 
the  man  than  the  woman.  Moll  (op.  cit.  p.  331)  has  given 
many  interesting  items  about  the  mode  of  life  led  by  these 
men-women,  and  about  the  way  in  which  they  satisfy 
their  sexual  needs. 

Mufaiis  muian(li'<.  the  situation  is  the  same  as  with  the 
man-loving  man.    These  creatures  seek,  find,  recognise, 
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love  one  anotlior,  ofton  live  together  as  "fatlier"  and 
"motljor"  in  ji^ciid«»  marriage.     SiK«{)icion  iiiav  always 
be  fnnicd  t(»\vard  liuinn«ioxuality  wlicn  one  reads  in  the 
advertisement  eolnnms  uf  tlie  daily  ]>aper8:  "Wanted, 
a  lady,  a  liidy  fricntl  and  companion". 

Xunioroiis  j»syrliifal  hcrniaiiliroditcs  of  the  female 
gender,  and  even  honK)sexnali."5tfi,  enter  upon  matrimony 
with  men  partly  on  aecount  of  being  ignorant  of  their 
own  anomalj,  and  ]>artly  because  they  wish  to  be  pro- 
vided for.  Some  of  these  marriages  linger  on  in  a  way» 
the  husband,  perhaps,  being  psychically  sympathetic,  thus 
rendering  the  marital  act  possible  to  the  unhappy  wife. 
But  in  most  cases,  when  one  or  two  children  have  been 
bom,  she  seeks  under  all  kinds  of  pretexts  to  avoid  the 
connubial  duty. 

More  frequently,  however,  incompatibility  wrecks  these 
unions.  Homosexual  intercourse  continues  after  marriage 
just  the  8ame  as  with  the  liomosexual  man. 

When  viraginity  prevails  marriage  is  impossible,  for 
the  very  thought  of  coitus  cum  viro  arouses  disgust  and 
horror. 

The  intersexnal  gratitieatiun  among  these  women 
seems  to  be  reduced  to  ki^sing  and  embraces,  which  seems 
to  satisfy  those  of  weak  .sexual  instinct,  but  produces 
in  sexually  neurasthenic  females  ejaculation. 

Automasturbation,  fauie  de  mieux,  seems  to  occur  in  all 
grades  of  the  anomaly  the  same  as  in  men. 

Strongly  sensual  individuals  may  resort  to  cunnilingus 
or  mutual  masturbation. 

In  grades  3  and  4  the  desire  to  adopt  the  active  role 
towards  the  beloved  person  of  the  same  sex  seems  to  in- 
vite the  use  of  the  priapus. 

Case  133.  Psychical  hcrmapJirodUism.  Mrs.  X.. 
twenty-six  y<  ars  of  age,  suffered  from  neurasthenia.  She 
Avas  }iere(litarily  tainted,  sulTered  periodically  from  delu- 
sions. Slie  had  hein  marrierl  <»>\  cn  y(  ars.  had  two  healthy 
children,  a  boy  of  six  and  a  girl  of  four  years.    Success  in 
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gaining  the  oonfidcnce  of  the  patient   She  confessed  that 

sho  always  inrlincd  more  to  persons  of  hor  own  sex,  and 
that,  ahhough  she  csiccincd  and  liked  her  hushand.  sexual 
inlercourj^o  disi^iistcd  her.  Since  tlie  birth  of  tlie  youiigor 
of  the  two  cliildren  she  had  ]>n'\ailed  upon  liini  to  '/wo  it 
Uj)  alloi^etlier.  When  at  the  >eininarv  she  interested  her- 
self in  other  vonnj;  ladies  in  a  manner  which  she  could  only 
describe  as  love.  At  times,  however,  she  also  found  her- 
self drawn  to  certain  gentlemen,  and  esj)ecially  of  late 
her  virtue  had  been  sorely  tried  by  an  admirer  to  whose 
advaneea  she  was  afraid  she  might  succumb,  for  which 
reason  she  avoided  being  alone  with  him.  But  such 
episodes  were  only  of  a  (piite  transient  character  as  com- 
pared with  her  passionate  liking  for  persons  of  her  own 
sex.  Iler  whole  desire  was  to  he  kissed  and  embraced  by 
them  and  have  the  most  intimate  intercourse  with  them. 
She  suffered  much  from  nervousness  b-^oause  she  could 
not  always  realise  these  desires.  The  patient  is  not 
aware  of  tliis  inclination  to  ]>ersons  of  the  same  sex  being 
of  a  sexual  character,  for  bi'vond  kissing,  embracing,  or 
fondling  them  she  would  not  know  what  to  do  with  them. 
J*atient  ihouirlit  herself  to  Ix^  of  a  sensual  nature,  it  was 
likely  that  she  was  jiddicti-d  to  masturbation. 

She  considered  lier  sexual  perversion  as  "unnatural, 
morbi<l." 

There  was  nothing  in  the  behaviour  or  the  manners  or 
the  external  appearance  of  this  lady  which  iu  the  least 
betrayed  her  anomaly. 

Case  154.  Payehieal  hermaphrodittmn.  Ifrs.  H., 
forty-four  years  of  age,  claimed  to  be  an  instance  illus- 
trating the  fact  that  in  one  and  the  same  human  being,  he 

it  man  or  woman,  the  inverted  as  well  as  the  normal  di- 
rection of  sexual  life  may  be  combined.  The  father  of  rliis 
lady  was  very  musical,  generally  possessed  eon-^iderable 
talents  for  art,  was  a  great  admirer  of  the  gentle  SCX,  and 
himself  of  exceptional  beauty.  He  died,  after  repeated 
apoplectic  attacks,  with  dementia  in  an  asylum.  His

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brother  was  neuropsychopathic,  as  a  child  was  afflicted  with 

somnainbulisin,  and  later  on  with  Jii/iu  nvsthrsia  scxtudU, 
Altlioiigh  married  and  father  of  several  married  eons,  he 
fell  dospcratel;^'  in  love  with  Mrs.  M.,  then  eighteen  years  • 
of  age,  and  attenijited  to  abiluct  her. 

Her  grandfutlier  (on  the  j)at('rnal  side)  was  verv  eo- 
eentric  and  a  well  known  artist,  wliu  had  orieinallv  studied 
thcdloiry,  hut  for  love  of  \\\v  diauuitic  art  heeanie  a  mimic 
and  sinpT.  lie  was  «jivcn  to  excess  in  liacchu  et  I  cnvrr, 
extravapmt  and  fond  of  sj)lendour,  and  die<l  at  the  aire  r>f 
forlv-nine  from  aii(i/>h.ii<i  nnhri.  Her  mother's  father 
and  Ijer  mother  lK)th  diid  of  j»ulmonarv  phthisis. 

She  had  eleven  hrothers  and  sisters,  but  onlv  six  sur- 
vived. Two  brothers  died  at  the  age  of  sixteen  and  twenty 
of  tuberculosis.  One  brother  was  suffering  from  laryngeal 
phthisis.  Four  living  sisters  the  same  as  Mrs.  M.  were 
physically  like  unto  the  father,  very  nervous  and  shy. 
Two  younger  sisters  were  married  and  in  good  health,  and 
both  had  healthy  children.  Another  one,  a  maiden,  was 
suffering  from  nervous  affection. 

Mrs.  .M.  was  the  mother  of  four  children,  mostly  deli- 
cate and  neuropathic. 

There  was  nothinir  of  importance  in  the  historv  of  the 
patient's  eliildhoud.  Slie  learned  easilv,  liad  gifts  for 
})oefrv  ;ind  ic-thetics,  was  somewlnit  alTected.  loved  to 
read  novels  and  sentimental  literature,  was  <»i  neuropathic 
constitution  and  verv  sensitive  t(»  changes  of  tenijierature, 
the  slightest  ilraught  woiU<l  nnike  her  tlesh  creep.  It  is 
noteworthy,  however,  that  one  day  when  ten  years  of  age 
she  fancied  her  mother  did  not  love  her.  Thereupon  she 
put  a  lot  of  sulphur  matches  in  her  coffee  and  drank  it  to 
make  herself  ill,  in  order  to  draw  her  mother's  love  to 
herself. 

Puberty  began  without  difficulty  at  the  age  of  eleven, 
with  subsequent  regular  menses.  Even  previous  to  that 
period  sexual  life  had  awakened,  which  ever  since  was 
very  potent.  The  first  sentiments  and  euiotions  lay  in 
the  homosexual  direction.    She  conceived  a  passionate, 
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though  platonic,  affection  for  a  young  lady,  wrote  love- 
songs  and  sonnets  to  Lcr,  and  never  was  happier  than. 

Avhoii,  ii|)(tii  unc  ccrnsion,  slio  could  admire  the  "cliarms 
of  her  belovcnl"  in  tho  bath,  or  when  slic  cMiild  jxazp 
upon  the  luck,  slioiildprs  and  breasts  of  tliis  ladv  wliilst 
dressing.  She  could  rcsi.^t  oidv  wifli  ditfii-ulty  flic  desire 
fo  tou<di  tln'sc  jdiysical  flianiis,  WIk'Ii  a  ^irl  was 
dffj)ly  ill  love  with  liajjluu'l's  and  Guido  licni's  Madoniuis. 
Slic  was  iriTsist iltly  iui|)('llrd  to  follow  ju'ctty  ijirls  and 
ladies  Ity  tlic  hour,  no  uiattn-  how  inch  nniit  ihr  \\cath<'r 
might  he,  admiring  their  air  of  relim-nicnt  and  watching 
for  a  chance  of  showing  them  a  fa\t»ur,  giving  them 
flowers,  etc.  The  patient  asserted  that  up  to  her  iiincteenth 
year  she  had  not  the  slightest  knowledge  of  the  difference 
of  sexes,  since  she  had  been  brought  up  by  a  prudish  old 
maiden  aunt  like  a  nun  in  a  cloister.  In  consequence  of 
this  crass  ignorance  she  fell  a  victim  to  a  man  who  loved 
her  passionately  and  insidiously  betrayed  her  virtue.  She 
became  the  wife  of  this  man,  gave  birth  to  a  ehild,  and 
led  an  "eccentrically"  sexual  life  with  liim,  but  felt  sat- 
hiu-<\  with  the  sexual  intercourse.  A  few  years  later 
she  became  a  widow.  Since  then  her  affections  again 
turned  to  persons  of  her  owii  sex,  the  principal  reason  for 
which  was,  the  patient  averred,  the  fear  of  the  results  of 
sexual  intercourse  with  man. 

At  the  age  of  twenty-seven  she  entered  upon  a  second 
marriage  with  a  man  of  intiriii  constitution.  It  was  not 
n  love  match.  Tlirice  '^lie  hccaujc  a  mother,  and  fulfilled 
all  the  cttnditions  of  maternity;  hut  her  health  ran  dowu, 
and  during  the  latter  years  her  dislike  for  coitus  ever 
increased,  chiefly  on  account  of  her  husband's  infirmity, 
although  her  desire  for  sexual  gratification  remained 
strong. 

Three  years  after  her  second  husband^s  death,  she  dis- 
covered that  her  daughter  by  the  first  husband,  now  nine 
years  of  ago,  was  given  to  masturbation  and  going  into 
decline.  She  read  an  article  about  this  vice  in  the  Ency- 
clopadia,  and  now  could  not  resist  the  temptation  to  try 
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it  benelf  and  thus  became  an  onanist  She  hesitated  to 
give  a  full  account  of  this  period  of  her  life.  She  stated, 
however,  that  she  iHcaine  sexually  ?<»  excited  tlmt  she  had 
to  send  her  two  daughters  away  fntin  hrnne  in  order  to 
preserve  them  from  something  ^'terrible".  The  two  boys 
could  remain  at  home. 

Patient  beeamc  niMirasthenic  r.r  uiasdirhafiont'  f spinal 
irritation,  jtrcssun-  in  the  liea<l,  laiiiriior,  mmtal  cniistijia- 
tion,  etc,)  at  times  even  dysthymic,  with  worrying  iwdium 
ritcp. 

Her  sexual  in(  linatii»ns  turned  n<i\v  to  woman,  now 
to  man.  liut  she  eontndled  herself,  suffered  much  from 
her  abstinence,  ( s[)ecially  since  she  resorted  to  mastur- 
bation on  account  of  her  neurasthenic  afflictions  only  at 
the  last  instance.  At  the  age  of  forty-four — still  having 
regular  periods — ^the  patient  suffered  from  a  violent  pas- 
sion for  a  young  man  with  whom,  on  account  of  her  avoca- 
tion, she  was  bound  to  be  in  constant  contact 

The  patient  did  not  offer  anythini;  extraordinary  in 
her  extcriial  appearance,  thonirli  uraeeful  <»f  huild,  she  was 
slight  of  form.  Pelvis  decidedly  feminine,  but  arms  and 
legs  larjre,  and  of  ])ronoimeed  niaseuline  type.  Female 
boots  did  not  really  tit  lier,  and  she  had  quite  crippled 
and  malforin«'d  hrr  feet  l»y  forciui;  them  into  narrow 
slioes.  (fcnitals  tpiile  norma].  Ivxceptin*;  a  ihsroisiis 
uteri  with  hy]>t'rtrophy  <»f  the  vaijinal  ]>ortion,  no  changes 
were  iiotict  al'lf.  She  still  claimed  to  he  essentially  h«>mo- 
sexual,  anil  declared  that  her  inclination  and  desire  for  the 
opposite  aex  were  only  periodical  and  grossly  sensual.  Al- 
though she  had  stVong  sexual  feelingü  towards  the  man 
aforementioned,  yet  her  greatest  and  noblest  pleasure  she 
found  in  pressing  a  kiss  upon  the  soft  cheek  of  a  sweet 
girl.  This  pleasure  she  enjoyed  often,  for  she  was  the 
''favourite  aunt"  among  these  "dear  creatures,"  to  whom 
she  rendered  the  services  of  the  "cavalier**  unstintinj^y, 
always  fooling  herself  in  the  role  of  the  man. 

Case  155.  UomowxualUy.  Miss  L.,  fifty-five  yean 
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of  age.  !Xo  infonnaiiun  about  hor  father's  family.  The 
parents  of  her  mother  were  described  as  irascible,  ca- 
pridouB  and  nervous.  One  brother  of  her  mother  was  an 
epileptic,  another  eccentric  and  mentally  abnormal. 

Mother  was  sexually  hjpersesthetici  and  for  a  long 
time  a  messalina.  She  was  considered  to  be  piydiopathio 
and  died  at  the  age  of  sixty-nine  of  cerebral  disease. 

]\riss  L,  developed  normally,  had  only  slight  illnesses 
in  childliood,  and  was  mentally  well  endowed,  but  <>f  a 
neuropathic  constitution,  emotional,  and  troubled  with 
numerous  fads. 

At  flic  age  of  thirteen,  two  years  ])revious  to  her  tirst 
menstruation,  she  fell  in  love  with  a  girl-friend  ('-'a  dreamy 
feeling,  quite  \>ur('  of  scnsuiility"). 

Her  second  love  was  for  a  girl  older  than  liersclf  who 
wa.«  a  l)ride;  this  wa.s  aecoiiipanird  hy  tantalising  sensual 
desires,  jealousy,  and  an  "undcliued  eonseiousness  of  mys- 
tical impropriety".  She  was  refused  by  this  lady  and 
now  fell  in  love  with  a  married  woman,  who  was  a  mother 
and  twenty  years  her  senior.  As  she  controlled  her  sensual 
emotions,  this  lady  never  even  divined  the  true  reason  of 
this  enthusiastic  friendship  which  lasted  for  twelve  years. 
Patient  described  this  period  as  a  veritable  martyrdom. 

Since  she  was  twenty-five  she  had  begun  to  mastur- 
bate. Patient  seriously  thought  that,  perhaps,  by  marriage 
she  might  save  herself,  but  her  conscience  objected,  for 
her  children  might  inherit  her  weakness,  or  she  mi^t 
make  a  sincere  husband  unhappy. 

At  the  agf'  of  twenty-seven  sho  was  approaclied  with 
direct  proposals  by  a  girl  who  d(.noun<"ed  abstinence  as 
absurd,  and  plainly  describe*]  the  homosexual  instinct 
wliicli  ruled  lier  and  was  very  impetuous  in  her  deuiands. 
She  sutTered  the  caresses  of  the  girl,  but  would  not  con- 
sent to  sexual  intercourse,  as  sensuality  without  love  dis- 
gusted her. 

Mentally  and  bodily  dissatisfied  the  years  fled  by, 
leaving  the  consciousness  of  a  spoiled  life.  Now  and  then 
she  became  enthusiastic  about  ladies  of  her  acquaintance, 
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but  controlled  herself.  She  also  rid  herself  from  mastur- 
bation. 

When  she  was  thirty-eight  years  of  age  she  became 
acquainted  with  a  girl  nineteen  years  her  junior,  of  ex- 
ce{)tioual  beauty,  who  came  from  a  demoralized  family, 

ami  liad  been  at  an  early  ap'  sediieed  by  her  eousinn  to 
mutual  inastiirlmtion.  It  c«>uld  not  he  ast-erfaincd  wiicther 
this  <:irl  A.  was  a  rase  psyoliical  li<  riuai>iirodism  or  of 
a<'(|uirr(l  .-.i  xual  invt  r.siou.  The  former  hypothesis  seems 
the  liki'licr  <>f  the  two. 

The  following  is  taken  from  au  autobiography  of  Misd 
L.:— 

"Miss  A.,  my  pupil,  U-iian  to  sh(»w  me  her  idolatrous 
love.  She  was  sympathetic  to  the  highest  degree.  Since 
I  knew  that  she  was  entangled  in  a  hopeless  love  affair 
with  a  dissolute  follow  and  continued  intimate  intercourse 
with  demoralised  female  cousins,  I  decided  not  to  repulse 
her.  Compassion  and  the  conviction  that  she  was  surely 
drifting  into  moral  decay  determined  me  to  suffer  her 
advances. 

*'I  did  not  considt^r  her  affection  as  daiijjorous,  as  I  did 
not  think  it  possible  that  (considering  her  love  affair)  in 
ONE  soul  two  passions  (one  for  a  man  and  another  for  a 
wouum)  eouM  exist  sinndtaneously.  ^lorcovor,  T  was 
certain  oi'  my  jiowcr  of  ri  si-tancc.  I  kept,  thiTcfore,  Miss 
A.  alxMit  me,  n-iicwrd  my  moral  resolutions,  and  e(»n- 
slclrrcd  it  (o  lu'  my  duly  to  u^<>  her  love  for  nie  for  en- 
nobling licr  character.  The  folly  of  tliis  I  so»»n  foun<l 
out.  One  dav  whilst  1  lav  asleei)  Miss  A.  took  (X't'asion 
to  satisfy  her  lust  on  me.  Although  I  woke  up  just  in 
time,  I  did  not  have  the  moral  strength  to  resist  her.  I 
was  highly  excited,  intoxicated  as  it  were — and  she  pre- 
vailed. 

''What  I  suffered  immediately  after  this  occurrence 
beggars  description.  Worry  over  the  broken  resolutions, 
which  to  keep  T  had  made  such  strenuous  efforts,  fear  of 
detection  nnd  subsequent  contempt,  CXidx  rant  joy  at  last 
to  be  rid  of  the  torturing  watchings  and  longings  of  the 
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single  state,  imspoakablo  sensual  pleasure,  wrath  against 
the  evil  companion,  mingled  with  feelings  of  the  deepest 
tenderness  towards  her.  Miss  A.  calmly  smiled  at  my 
excitonient,  and  with  caresses  soothed  iiiy  anger. 

"I  acc('j)t<'d  the  situation.  Our  intiniacv  histed  for 
years.  Wo  practise»!  imirual  masturhation,  but  never  to 
excess  (ir  in  a  cynieal  fashion. 

"l.itth'  bv  little  this  sensual  euinpanionship  ceased. 
Mis.s  A.\s  tenderness  weakened;  mine,  liowevtr,  rcuiained 
as  before,  although  I  felt  no  Ioniser  the  same  sensnal 
cravinjjH.  Miss  A.  thoiiiriit  of  niarriap-,  partly  in  order  to 
lind  a  home,  bnl  especially  Ix  causi'  her  sensual  desires  had 
turned  into  the  normal  paths.  She  succeeded  in  finding 
a  husband.  I  sincerely  hope  she  will  make  him  happy, 
but  I  doubt  it  Thus  I  have  the  ])rosp(H:t  before  me  to 
linger  on  the  same  joyless,  pcaceless  life  as  it  ever  was  in 
youthful  days. 

''It  is  with  sadness  that  I  remember  the  years  of  our 
loving  tmion.  It  does  not  disturb  my  conscience  to  have 
had  sexual  intercourse  with  .Miss  A.,  for  I  succumbed  to 
her  seduction,  haviuj?  honestly  endeavoured  to  save  her 
from  moral  ruin  and  to  brin«?  her  up  an  educated  and 
moral  beinj?.  In  this  1  honestly  think  T  have  succeode<l 
after  all.  P.e<i<les.  T  rest  in  the  thouulit  that  the  moral 
code  is  c.-tiibli^hed  only  for  nornuil  humans,  but  is  not 
bindini:-  for  anomalies.  Of  course,  the  human  being  who 
is  endowed  by  nature  with  -'  iitiiiicnts  of  retinement,  but 
whose  constitution  is  abnctruial  and  outside  the  conven- 
tionalities of  society,  can  never  be  truly  happy.  But  I 
experienced  a  sad  tranquillity  and  felt  happy  when  I 
thought  Hiss  A.  to  be  so  too. 

"This  is  the  history  of  an  unhappy  woman  who,  by 
the  fatal  caprice  of  nature,  is  deprived  of  all  joy  of  life 
and  made  a  victim  of  sorrow." 

The  author  of  this  woeful  story  was  a  lady  of  great 
refinement.  But  she  had  coarse  features,  a  ixnverfid  but 
throughout  feminine  frame.  She  passed  tbrounh  the 
elitMLcterium  without  trouble,  and  since  then  had  been 
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entirely  free  from  sensual  worry.  Sexually  she  had  never 
played  a  defined  role  towards  the  womua  she  loved;  for 
men  she  never  felt  the  slightoi^t  inclination. 

Tier  statements  about  tlu*  fumily  relations  and  the 
health  of  her  paramonr,  Miss  A.,  establish  a  heavy  taint 
Ixnond  doubt.  The  father  died  in  an  insane  asvlum,  the 
in«»ther  wa?*  d('ranp:«'d  duriui;  tlic  period  <»f  her  rhmac- 
icrinm,  neuro>t'>  were  <>f  fnMjut'nt  ucciirreuce  in  tiie  family, 
an<I  Miss  A.  ht  ix  If  -iitft  n  d  at  tinu's  heavily  from  hyatero- 
pathy,  with  hulluciuationä  and  delirium. 

Case  156.  Ilomosexualily.  S.  J.,  age  thirty-eight, 
governess.  Came  to  me  for  medical  advice  on  aeoount 
of  nervous  trouble.  Father  was  periodically  insane,  and 
died  from  cerebral  disease.  Patient  was  an  only  child. 
She  suffered  early  from  anxiety  and  alarming  fancies, 
e.g,,  that  she  would  wake  up  in  a  coffin  after  it  had  been 
fastened  dow  n ;  that  she  would  foriret  something  when 
going  to  eonfe^sioii,  and  thus  receive  holy  commtmipn 
unworthily.  Was  often  troubled  with  headaches,  vciy 
excitable,  easily  startled,  but  notwithstandin«:  had  a  great 
desire  to  sec  exciting  thing^s  such  as  funerals,  etc. 

From  the  earliest  voiith  she  was  subject  to  sexual 
excitement,  and  sjM»n(aneously  ])ra('tised  masturbation. 
At  the  aire  of  fiturteeii  she  Ix-^an  to  menstruate.  Her 

peri(»ds  were  offen  lu  m])anied  by  «'olieky  j)ains.  intense 

sexual  excitement,  neuraliria  and  mental  depression.  With 
the  ago  of  eighteen  she  gave  up  masturbation  successfully. 

The  patient  never  experienced  an  inclination  towards 
a  person  of  the  op]>osite  sex.  Marriage  to  her  only  meant 
to  find  a  home.  But  she  was  mightily  drawn  to  girls. 
At  first  she  considered  this  affection  merely  as  friendship, 
but  she  soon  recognised  from  the  intensity  of  her  love 
for  girl  friends  and  her  deep  longings  for  their  constant 
society  that  it  meant  more  than  mere  friendship. 

To  her  it  is  inconceivable  that  a  uirl  could  love  a  man, 
although  she  can  comprehend  (lie  feelinj;  of  man  toward 
woman.   She  always  took  the  deepest  interest  in  pretty 
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girh  and  ladies,  the  si^t  of  whom  caused  her  intense 
excitement.  Her  desire  was  ever  to  embrace  and  kiss 
these  dear  creatures.  She  never  dreamed  of  men,  always 
of  girls  only.  To  revel  in  looking  at  them  was  the  acme 
of  pleasure.  Whenever  she  lost  a  **girl  friend"  she  felt 
in  despair. 

Patient  claimed  that  she  never  felt  in  a  defined  role, 
even  in  her  dreams,  towards  her  girl  friends.  In  appear- 
ance she  was  thoroughly  feminine  and  modest.  Feminine 
pelvis,  large  mamms,  no  indication  of  beard. 

Case  157.  IlomoscjunlH if.  "Nfrs.  K.,  aj^cd  lliirty-five, 
of  high  social  position,  was  brought  to  me  in  lÜSü  by  her 
husband  for  advice. 

Father  was  a  j)hy»ician ;  very  neuropatliic.  Paternal 
grandfather  was  healthy  and  normal,  and  reached  the  age 
of  ninety-six.  Facts  concerning  paternal  grandmother 
are  wanting.  All  the  children  of  father's  family  were  said 
to  have  been  nervous.  The  patient's  mother  was  nervous, 
and  suffered  with  asthma.  The  mother's  parents  were 
healthy.  One  of  the  mother's  sisters  had  melancholia. 

From  her  tenth  year  patient  had  been  subject  to 
habitual  headache.  .With  the  exception  of  measles,  she 
had  no  illness.  She  was  gifted,  and  enjoyed  the  best  of 
training,  having  especial  talent  for  music  and  languages. 
It  iHcame  necessary  for  her  to  prepare  herself  for  the 
work  of  a  governess,  and  during  lior  earlier  years  she 
wa'^  nu'Tifally  overworked.  She  passed  through  an  attack 
of  iiielaneliolia  snic  (hlirio.  of  some  months'  duration,  at 
seventeen.  The  |»atient  asserted  liiat  slie  liad  always  had 
svmiiatliv  onlv  for  her  own  sex,  and  foini<l  oiilv  an  :estiietic 
interest  in  men.  She  never  had  any  taste  for  female  work, 
As  a  little  girl,  .she  preferred  to  play  with  boys. 

She  said  she  remained  well  until  her  twenty-seventh 
year.  Then,  without  external  cause,  she  became  depressed 
and  considered  herself  a  bad,  sinful  person,  had  no  plea- 
sure in  anything,  and  was  sleepless.  During  this  time  of 
illness  she  was  also  troubled  with  delusions:  she  must

think  of  her  death  and  that  of  her  relatives.  Recoverjr 
after  ahout  five  months.  She  then  became  a  igovemessy 
was  overworked,  but  remained  well,  except  for  occasional 
neurasthenic  syiuptoms  and  spinal  irritation. 

At  twenty^eiglit  she  mada  the  aciiiuiintance  of  a  lady 
five  years  younger  than  herself.  She  fell  in  love  with 
her,  and  her  love  was  returned.  The  love  was  vitv  «sensiial, 
and  satisfied  bv  mutual  masturbation.  "1  lovtd  her  as 
a  pxl ;  luTs  is  a  nolilc  soul,''  she  said,  wlien  she  mentioned 
this  lovc'-lx.nd.  It  lasted  four  years  and  was  ended  by  the 
(unfortunate)nJarriau:e  <>f  iier  friend. 

In  ISS,'),  aft<'r  uiueli  eninti.niul  strain,  tiie  ])atient  be- 
eatne  ill  wiiii  symptoms  of  hystero-neurasthenia  (dyspep- 
sia, spinal  irritation,  and  tonic  spasmodic  attacks;  attacks 
of  hemiopia  with  migraine  and  transitory  aphasia; 
pruritus  pudendi  et  ani)»  In  February,  1886,  these  symp- 
toms disa})[)eared. 

In  March  she  became  acquainted  with  her  present 
husband,  whom  she  married  without  taking  much  time 
for  reflection;  for  he  was  rich,  much  in  love  with  her, 
and  his  cli:ira(  tcr  was  in  .sympathy  with  her  own. 

On  Gth  April,  she  read  the  sentence,  "Death  misses 
no  one.'*  Like  a  flash  of  lightninp:  in  a  clear  sky,  the 
former  delusions  of  death  returned.  She  was  foreed  to 
meditate  on  the  most  horrilde  manner  of  death  for 
liers(df  and  tliose  about  her,  and  constantly  iuui^ined 
deatli-seenes.  She  lust  rest  ;md  sh'ep,  and  took  no 
j)leasure  in  anytliiui;.  Her  ennditiou  improved.  Late  in 
^fay,  ISSr»,  she  was  married,  l»nl  was  still  troubhd  bv 
painful  tliou^hts  at  that  time:  that  she  would  bring 
misfortune  on  her  husband  and  those  about  her. 

First  coitus  on  0th  June,  1880.  She  was  deeply  de- 
pressed morally  by  it.  She  had  no  such  conoeption 
of  matrimony.  The  husband,  who  really  loved  his  wife, 
did  all  he  could  to  quiet  her.  He  consulted  physicians, 
who  thought  all  would  be  well  after  pr^piancy.  The 
husband  was  imable  to  explain  the  peculiar  Ixdiaviour 
of  his  wife.   She  was  friendly  toward  him,  and  suffered 
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his  caresses.  In  coitus,  which  was  actually  carried  out, 
she  was  entirely  passive,  and  after  the  act  she  was  tired, 
exhausted  all  day  long,  nervous,  and  troubled  with  spinal 

irritation. 

A  ])ri(Iul  tour  1>n night  about  a  meeting  with  Iier  old 
friend,  wlio  liad  iivcU  in  an  unhappy  marriage  for  three 
years.  Tlie  two  hulics  trcnihUnl  with  jr»y  and  oxcitoinont 
as  they  sank  into  each  oiIht's  arms,  an«I  Iwcamc  insopar- 
ahlc.  The  hushaiul  saw  that  this  frii'n«lly  relation  was 
a  pt'ciiliar  one,  and  liaslcncd  (licir  (Icparlurc.  lie  iiad  au 
('l>l"'rtimity  of  asccrtaininir,  tlironijh  tlio  corn-siiondonee 
of  Iiis  wife  with  tliis  friend,  that  the  leltcrs  inlorciiauged 
were  like  those  of  two  lovers. 

Mrs,  R,  became  pregnant.  During  prep^iancy  the 
remains  of  depression  and  delusions  disapjieared.  In 
September,  during  about  the  ninth  week  of  pregnancy, 
abortion  took  place.  After  that,  renewed  symptoms  of 
hystero-neurasthenia.  In  addition  to  this,  there  were 
atUefiexio  et  latero-posUio  dexlra  uteri,  anamia,  et  atoma 
veniriculi. 

At  the  consultation  the  patient  gave  tho  impression 
of  a  very  neuropathic,  tainted  ])erson.  The  neuropathic 
expression  of  the  eyes  cannot  be  deserihed.  Appearance 
entirely  feminine.  Witli  the  exception  of  a  very  narrow 
arelied  ])alate,  tliere  was  no  skeletnl  almormality.  With 
difheuhy  tlie  j>:fti<  !it  eonld  !>e  hmui^ht  to  ^i\e  the  detail-^ 
of  lier  sexual  ahinuinality.  She  comjdained  that  she  had 
niarrie(l  without  knowing  what  marriaire  Intween  men 
and  Women  was.  She  loved  her  laishand  dearly  fr»r  his 
mental  ipialitie.s,  but  marital  intercourse  was  a  pain  to 
her;  she  did  it  unwillingly,  without  ever  finding  any 
satisfaction  in  it.  Post  actum,  all  day  long  she  was  weary 
and  exhausted.  Since  the  abortion  and  the  interdiction 
of  sexual  intercourse  by  the  physicians,  she  had  been 
better;  but  she  thought  of  the  future  with  horror.  She 
esteemed  her  husliand,  and  loved  him  mentally;  but  she 
would  do  anvthing  for  hira,  if  he  would  but  avoid  her 
sexually  in  the  future.  She  hoped  to  have  sexual  feeling 
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for  him  in  time.  When  he  j^la  wd  the  violin,  she  seemed 
to  feel  the  b(^[inning  of  an  inclination  for  him  that  was 
something  more  than  frioidship;  but  it  was  only  tran- 
sitory, and  she  could  get  no  assurance  for  the  future 
in  it  Her  greatest  happiness  was  in  correspondence  with 
her  former  lover.  She  felt  that  this  wa  i<>ng,  but  she 
could  not  give  it  up ;  for  to  do  so  made  her  miserable. 

Case  158.  HomoscntalUy.  ^liss  X.,  of  the  middle 
class  in  a  large  city.  At  tlio  end  of  my  observations  she 
was  twenty-two  years  of  air»'. 

She  was  considered  a  heautv;  much  admired  by  men; 
decidedly  sensual;  a  born  Aspasia;  refused  all  jtroposals 
of  marriage.  Siie  reciprocated,  however,  the  advances  of 
one  admirer,  a  youthful  scholar,  entertained  relations  with 
him,  that  is  to  say,  she  allowed  him  to  kiss  her,  but  not 
as  a  lover.  When  on  one  occasion,  Mr.  T.  thought  he  had 
obtained  the  aim  of  his  attentions,  she  begged  him  under 
tears  to  desist,  alleging  that  her  refusal  was  not  based 
upon  moral  principles,  but  rooted  in  deeper  psychical 
reasons.  Subsequently  epistolary  correspondence  between 
the  two  disclosed  the  existence  of  sexual  inversion. 

Her  father  was  given  to  drink,  her  mother  hystero- 
pathic.  She  lierself  was  of  neuropathic  constitution,  had  a 
large  bust  and  tlie  appearance  of  an  exceptionally  hand- 
some  woinnn,  but  was  strikingly  mnnuish  in  hor  manners, 
had  masculine  tastes,  loved  gvnuiastic^  and  horseback 
exercise,  sumked,  and  had  uuisculinc  carriage  and  gait, 
She  would  like  to  go  on  tlie  stage. 

TJeeeutly  she  eau>ed  uuich  talk  on  account  of  her  (>n- 
thusia.stic  f ri(  ndsliijts  with  young  ladies.  One  young  lady 
lived  with  her.    They  slept  in  the  same  bed. 

Up  to  her  puberty  Miss  X.  claimed  to  have  been  sex- 
ually indifferent. 

At  the  age  of  seventeen,  whilst  at  a  spa,  she  made  the 
acquaintance  of  a  young  foreigner  whose  ''royal"  appear* 
ance  fascinated  her.  She  was  happy  when,  on  a  certain 
occasion,  she  could  dance  with  him  the  whole  evening. 
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The  next  evening  at  twilight  she  happened  to  witness  the 

revolting  scone  of  this  clianning  young  man  right  opposite 
from  hi'v  window  in  tlif  sliniljlicrv  of  the  gardens  fntnare 
more  bcj-tiarum  niulierem  (juondani  int*  i-  iiu  ii^truationem. 
Aspcctii  sanguinis  currcntis  et  lil)i(linis  ([nasi  Ix'stialis  viri 
Miss  X.  was  horrified,  almost  annihilated,  and  felt  it 
(litKeidl  to  recover  her  mental  balance.  For  a  long  time 
she  lost  lier  sleep  and  appetite,  and  from  that  time  she 
saw  in  man  only  the  eiulx>dimeut  of  coarse  vulgarity. 

Two  years  later,  in  a  public  park,  she  was  approached 
bj  a  young  lady  who  smiled  and  looked  upon  her  in  such 
a  peculiar  fashion  that  she  felt  a  thrill  through  her  soul. 

The  day  after.  Miss  X.  was  irresistibly  impelled  to  go 
to  the  park  again.  The  young  lady  was  already  there, 
and  Boemcd  to  he  waiting  for  her.  They  greeted  each 
other  like  old  aoquaintanees ;  talked  and  joked  together, 
made  fresh  appointments,  and  \\h<  ti  tlx  weather  became 
too  inclement  they  met  at  tlie  boudoir  of  the  young  lady. 

"One  day,"  ^liss  X.  relates  in  her  confidential  rcvela- 
tionf,  "she  led  mo  to  her  divan,  and  whilst  she  was  seated 
I  knelt  down  at  her  feet.  She  fastened  her  timid  eyes 
ujNJU  me,  stroked  away  the  hair  from  my  forehead,  and 
said.  *Ah!  if  T  only  could  love  you  once  really!  May  W 
I  consented,  jind  whilst  w»'  thus  sat  together,  gazing  into 
each  other's  eyes,  we  drifted  into  that  current  which  al- 
lows of  no  retreat.  .  .  .  She  was  enchantingly  beauti- 
ful. All  I  wished  was  to  possess  the  power  of  the  artist 
to  immortalise  that  form  upon  the  canvas.  To  me  it  was 
a  novel  experience.  I  was  intoxicated.  We  abandoned 
ourselves  to  each  other  without  restriction,  drunk  with 
the  ravages  of  sensual  feminine  pleasure.  I  do  not  believe 
that  man  can  ever  grasp  the  exuberance  of  such  piquant 
tenderness;  man  is  not  sufficiently  refined;  he  is  much 
too  coarse.  .  .  .  Our  wild  orgy  laste»!  until  I  sank  down 
exhaust<'d,  ]Htw<'rless,  unnerved.  I  fell  asleep  on  her  bed. 
Suddenly  I  awoke  with  an  unspeakable  thrill,  hitherto 
unknown  to  me,  runnlmr  through  my  whole  In-ing.  She 
was  upon  me — cuunilingum  perticiens — the  highest  plea- 
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sure  for  her,  tandem  mihi  iion  liccbat  altmm  quam  osculos 
dare  ad  mammas,  wbicii  caused  her  to  quiver  convulsively. 

"This  intercourse  lasted  for  a  whole  year,  when  the 
removal  of  her  father  t«»  another  city  separated  us." 

Miss  X.  admitted  that  in  tliis  homosexual  intercourse 
she  always  felt  in  the  n'tlc  of  man  towards  the  ^voman, 
and  that  on  one  o<-casion,  fauir  dt  nu<  tix,  she  granted 
cuniHluuju.s  to  one  of  her  male  admirers. 

C&se  159.  Jlomoservalify.  ]Mrs.  C,  aged  thirty-two 
wife  of  an  official,  a  large,  not  uncomely  woman,  feminine 
in  appearance,  came  of  a  neuropathic  and  emotional 
mother.  A  brother  was  psychopathic,  and  died  of  drink. 
Patient  was  always  peculiar,  obstinate,  silent,  quick-tem- 
pered, and  eccentric.  The  brothers  and  sisters  were  ex- 
citable people.  Pulmonary  phthisis  had  been  frequent 
in  the  family.  When  only  a  girl  of  thirteen,  with  signs 
of  great  sexual  excitement,  she  attracted  attention  In- 
enthusiastic  love  for  a  female  friend  of  her  own  age.  Her 
cducati<m  was  strict,  though  the  patient  secretly  read  many 
novels,  and  wrote  innnmerahle  pr>ems.  She  nuirricd  at 
eighteen  to  free  herself  from  unpleasant  circumstances 
at  home. 

She  said  she  lia«l  always  been  indifTerent  toward  men. 
In  fact,  shi^  a\oi(l<'(l  balls.  Female  statues  jjleased  her. 
Her  greatest  happiness  was  to  think  of  marriage  with 
a  beloved  woman.  She  was  not  aware  of  her  sexual 
peculiarity  until  marriage,  and  the  thing  had  remained 
inexplicable  to  her.  Patient  did  her  marital  duty,  and 
bore  three  children,  two  of  whom  were  subject  to  con- 
vulsions. She  lived  pleasantly  with  her  husband,  but  she 
esteemed  him  only  for  his  moral  qualities.  She  gladly 
avoided  coitus.  "I  should  have  preferred  intercourse,  with 
a  woman." 

Until  1878  she  had  l>een  neurasthenic.  On  the  occa- 
sion of  a  sojoiiTji  at  a  watering-place  she  nunle  the  ac- 
quaintance of  a  female  urning,  whose  history  I  liiivc 
reported  as  case  0,  in  the  "Irrenfreund,"  Xo.  1,  15S4. 
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The  patient  came  home  a  changed  pereon.  Her 
husband  said:  ''She  was  no  longer  a  woman,  no  Ioniser 
had  any  love  f<»r  me  and  the  childrcn,  nm\  would  have 
no  more  of  marital  approiidies.  She  was  iiiflaiiK-d  with 
passionate  love  fi»r  her  I'cmalc  tViciid.  ainl  liad  taste  lor 
nothing  else."  After  th<'  hiisiiaml  torhade  her  lover  tlie 
house,  there  was  intereliange  of  letters  witli  such  expres- 
sions in  tliem  as  '\Mv  dove  I    I   live  oidv  for  von,  mv 

ft  »  •  '  • 

SOuL"  'J'iiere  wvro  meetings  and  frightful  excitement 
when  an  exjieeted  letter  did  not  come.  The  relation  was 
in  nowise  i)latonic.  From  certain  indications  it  was  pre- 
sumable that  mutual  masturbation  was  the  means  of  sexual 
satisfaction.  This  relation  lasted  until  1882,  and  made  the 
patient  decidedly  neurasthenic. 

She  absolutely  neglected  the  house,  and  her  husband 
hired  a  woman  of  sixty  years  as  a  housekeeper,  and  also 
a  governess  for  the  children.  The  patient  fell  in  love 
with  both,  who,  at  least,  allowed  caresses,  and  profited  ma- 
terially through  the  love  of  their  mistress. 

In  the  latter  part  of  1SS;J,  on  aecount  of  developing 
pulmonary  tnlierr  iilosi«,  she  had  to  go  south.  There  >he 
heeame  ae<inaiiitpd  a  liU>-ian  lady  of  forty  ye;ir-,  and 

fell  pa->-ionat{dy  in  lovr  with  her:  hut  she  did  not  meet 
with  a  return  of  lo\('  in  her  .-eiisc.  One  day  in>anity  he- 
eame nmnifest.  tSlie  thought  the  Uu-ian  lady  a  nihili-t; 
that  she  was  magnetised  hy  her;  and  she  present»'d  formal 
persecutory  delusions.  She  fled,  was  caught  in  an  Italian 
city,  and  placed  in  a  hospital,  wlierc  she  soon  became  (]uiet. 
Again  she  worried  the  lady  with  her  love,  felt  herself  very 
unhappy,  and  planned  suicide. 

AVhen  she  returned  home  she  was  greatly  depressed 
because  she  did  not  have  the  lady,  and  was  harsh  toward 
her  family.  A  delusive,  erotic  state  of  excitement  came 
on  ahout  the  end  of  May,  1884.  She  daiu-ed.  shouted, 
and  called  herself  a  man  ;  dejiiauded  her  former  lover,  and 
said  she  was  of  royal  Mood.  She  escaped  from  the  house 
in  male  attire,  and  was  taken  to  the  asylum  in  a  state  of 
eroto-mauiacal  excitcuicut.    After  a  few  days  the  exalta- 
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tion  disappearod.  The  patient  became  (piiet,  and  made  a 
desperate  attempt  at  suieide;  after  it  >lie  was  iu  great  an- 
p^iish  of  mind  witli  indium  rlhf.  Tlir  perverse  sexual 
feelini;  irrew  less  an<l  li-ss  noticeable  as  tuberculosis  pro- 
gressed, ihe  patient  died  of  phthisis  iu  the  begiuniug  of 
1885. 

The  examination  of  the  brain  presented  nothing  unu- 
sual  80  far  as  architecture  and  arrangement  of  convolu- 
tions  were  concerned.  Weight  of  brain  1150  grammes. 
Skull  slightly  asymmetrical.  No  anatomical  signs  of  de* 
generation.  External  and  internal  genitals  without  anom> 
aly. 

Case  160.  {Ilotno-srxualUy  in  Transition  to  Vint- 
ginily.)  ^Mrs.  v.  T.,  wife  of  a  mnnufacturer;  age  twenty- 
six;  married  only  a  few  montiis;  was  broujrht  bv  her 

lHisl)imd  for  consnllatioii  because  after  a  banquet  she  had 
fallen  upon  the  neck  of  a  lady  irucst,  coxcred  her  ])rofusely 
with  kisses  and  caressed  her  like  a  lover,  thus  causing  a 
scandal. 

^frs.  T.  sai<l  that  slie  had  before  their  marriajre  ex- 
plained to  her  husband  her  antipathic  sexual  feelings,  and 
had  told  liim  that  she  esteemed  him  solely  for  his  mental 
qualities.  She  accepted  her  conjugal  duties  merely  as  a 
matter  of  unavoidable  necessity.  Her  only  condition  was 
that  she  should  he  ineuhua.  In  this  position  she  obtained 
a  sort  of  gratification,  for  she  imagined  his  body  to  be 
that  of  a  beloved  woman  in  mceuhus. 

Her  brother  was  neuropathic,  of  feminine  type,  suf- 
fered from  hysteria,  and  was  very  weak  in  his  sexual  needs; 
one  of  his  si>ters,  it  was  said,  bought  her  conjugal  rights 
from  her  liii-].;itid  for  a  sum  of  money,  giving  him  full 
lilx-rty  to  tind  sexual  satisfaction  elsewhere.  The  mother 
was  byper-sexmd,  and  known  as  a  Messalina.  She  made 
her  dauirhter  sleep  in  the  same  bed  with  her  till  she  reaeherl 
the  age  of  fourteen.  At  tifteen  v.  T.  was  sent  to  a  cirl's 
school.  Beini;  (>xtra<»rdinarily  briirht,  she  learned  (piickly 
and  soon  dominated  over  all  the  other  girls  in  her  form. 
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At  the  age  of  seven  she  had  a  p-^ychical  trauma  when 
a  friend  of  the  family  exhibited  himself  before  her. 

Menses  began  at  twelve,  were  regular  and  without 
nervous  concomitants.  At  that  age  she  began  already  to 
be  powerfully  drawn  to  other  girls.  Although  fur  several 
years  she  ne\  (  r  asscx'iated  these  yeamii^  with  sexual  feel- 
ings, she  yet  looked  upon  them  as  an  anomaly.  She  only 
frit  liashful  when  undressing  in  the  presence  of  persons 
of  her  own  sex.  At  twentv  the  sexual  instinct  awoke.  At 
once  she  turned  to  cirls  for  j^nititication,  avoiding  mon 
entirely.  She  had  sensual  ln\c  affairs  witii  irirls  liy  the 
seorcs.  When  she  rt'tiirn<tl  honic  liuiii  -chouj,  liaviiii::  no 
sujtervision  and  plenty  of  money,  >\\v  found  it  ca^y  ti>  i:ive 
her  pa.-?ion  full  >\\ay.  She  always  felt  like  a  nuin  towards 
wonnm.  Ma-turl>atio  feniinie  dileeta'  was  the  conunun 
occurrence  in  her  orgies,  until  a  female  cousin  taught  her 
the  mysteries  of  Lesbian  love.  She  now  coupled  the  act 
with  ciinnilingiis.  She  always  played  the  active  role,  and 
never  allowed  others  to  satisfy  themselves  on  her  own  body. 
Homo-sexual  woman  she  disdained.  She  gave  preference 
to  unmarried  women  of  high  standing  endowed  with  men- 
tal gifts,  of  voluptuous,  Diana-like  figure,  but  of  modest 
and  retiring  disposition.  (Sensual  women  she  did  not  care 
for.)  Whenever  she  met  such  a  wonmn,  she  would  be- 
come erotically  so  excited  that  she  fell  uj)oii  her  person 
like  a  hungry  wild  heast.  She  said  that  at  such  moments 
everything  apix-ared  to  her  in  a  nddi-h  <^l(  am.  and  con- 
sc-iousiH'--  was  olilitr  ratcd  for  tiic'timc  Ixiii^^.  ller  nt-rxcs 
w(  re  ea&iiy  unstrung,  and  she  could  not  master  lier  feel- 
ings. 

At  the  age  of  twenty-three  .-he  hecame  ae<|indnted  with 
a  young  woman  who,  to  all  appearances,  was  not  homo- 
sexual, but  very  hyperaexual,  and  could  not  find  sexual 
satisfaction  on  aceoimt  of  impotence  in  her  husband.  The 
relations  with  this  woman  stimulated  T.*8  homo^sexualitv 
to  a  very  high  pitch  and  increased  her  sexual  needs.  She 
furnished  an  apartment  away  from  home,  where  she  had 
regular  orgies  cum  digito  et  lingua,  sometimes  for  hours, 
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until  she  heraclf  collapsed  in  a  state  of  cxliaustion.  She 
had  a  love  atTair  with  a  dres<inaker*8  model  with  whom 
she  had  herself  photographed  in  man's  attire,  visited,  in 
the  same  cost  nine,  with  Iht  places  of  amnseiiiont  and  was 
tinally  arrested  on  one  of  these  oeeasious.  She  escaped 
with  a  warning  and  gavi'  nj)  iiiaU'  attire  out-of-doors. 

A  vcar  before  her  iiiarriam'  slir  luid  a  pt-riod  of  iiK-lan- 
cholia.  At  that  time  slic  inrditarcd  >uicidf,  and  wn-tc  a 
farewell  letter  to  an  intimate  ladv  friend,  a  sort  of  con- 
fession, from  which  a  ft'W  jiassages  ari'  «^iven: 

**1  was  horn  a  girl,  hut  a  misdirected  education  forced 
my  fiery  imagination  early  into  the  wrong  direction.  At 
twelve  I  had  a  mania  to  pose  as  a  boy  and  court  the  atten- 
tion of  ladies.  I  rec<^ised  this  abnormal  impulse  as  a 
mania,  but,  like  fate,  it  grew  with  the  years.  The  power 
to  rid  myself  of  it  was  lost.  It  was  my  hashish,  my  happi* 
ncss,  and  grew  into  an  overpowering  passion.  I  felt  like 
a  man,  forced  to  play  the  active  role.  My  exuberant  dis- 
position, fierce  sensuousness  and  deep-rooted  jierverse  in- 
stinct gradually  forged  me  into  the  chains  of  Lesbian  love. 
I  took  a  certain  interest  in  man,  but  a  single  touch  by  a 
woman  made  niv  whole  norvons  svstem  tremble.  I  have 
suffered  untold  tortures  in  the  bane  of  tliis  passion. 

"The  readinir  of  PVeneh  novels  and  lascivious  compan- 
ions taught  me  all  tlie  tricks  of  perverse  erotics,  and  tho 
latent  impulse  iM-eame  a  eou^eious  ])erversity.  Nature  has 
ma<le  a  mistake  in  the  choice  of  my  sexuality  and  I  must 
do  a  life-long  penance  for  it,  for  the  ni'Tal  power  to  suflfer 
the  unavoidable  with  dignity  is  lost.  Irresistibly  I  have 
been  drawn  into  the  maelstrom  of  passion  and  shall  be 
swallowed  up  by  it   ...  . 

"I  languished  for  your  sweet  body.  I  was  jealous  of 
your  Victor  as  one  rival  is  of  the  other.  In  my  jealousy 
I  suffered  the  tortures  of  hell.  I  hated  that  man  unto 
death.  I  cursed  my  fate  that  made  me  a  woman.  I  was 
satisfied  to  play  a  stupid  comedy  before  yoti,  to  endow 
yoxi  with  an  artificial  membnini.  It  only  increased  the 
heat  of  my  passion.   Courage  failed  me  to  tell  you  the

truth,  IxM'iuiso  it  woiM  liavc  \)vvn  so  iiiisciahli'  and  liidi- 
cioiL^i.  Mow  you  know  all.  ^  <>u  will  not  d(  S]>is('  nio, 
thouglij  you  will  only  feel  what  1  have  .siitTcrcd.  All  my 
joys  resemble  more  a  momentary  intoxicatiou  than  the  real 
gold  of  happiness.  It  was  all  but  an  illusion.  I  have  fooled 
life  and  life  has  fooled  me.  We  are  quits.  I  say  good-bye. 
Think  sometimes  in  the  hour  of  happiness  of  your  poor, 
comical  fool  who  loved  you  truly  and  so  well   .   .  . 

The  vita  aexualU  of  this  woman  contained  also  traces 
of  masochism  and  sadism.  If  the  woman  whom  she  wor- 
shipped had  chi<l('<l  <>r  even  struck  her,  it  would  have  been 
a  delight, — so  she  claimed — and  at  the  time  of  sexual  ex- 
citement she  felt  more  like  biting  than  kissing  the  object 
of  her  love. 

She  was  highly  cultured  and  intellectual,  fclr  her  false 
position  painfully,  hul  rather  on  a<-<-uunt  of  her  family 
than  her  own  self.  She  looked  upon  it  all  as  fate,  over 
which  she  had  n«>  c<»iifrol.  She  hewailed  it  aiul  <lce!ar<'d 
herself  ready  to  do  anythiui;  t<»  rid  herself  of  this  perversion 
and  1m  come  a  true  wife  and  good  mother,  for  she  would 
take  go<»d  care  that  her  child  were  brought  up  in  the  right 
way.  She  would  do  everything  to  reconcile  her  husband 
and  perform  her  marital  duties,  but  she  could  not  bear 
his  moustache,  and  she  must  first  rid  herself  of  her  un< 
fortunate  impulsive  passion. 

The  physical  and  psychical  secondary  sexual  charae^ 
teristics  were  partly  masculine,  partly  feminine.  Her 
love  for  sport,  smoking  and  drirjking,  her  preference  for 
clothes  cut  in  the  fashion  of  nicTi.  her  lack  of  skill  in  and 
liking  for  fenuile  occupation-;,  her  love  for  the  study  of 
ohtuse  and  philosophical  subjects,  lier  gait  and  carriage, 
severe  features,  deep  voice,  robust  skeleton,  powerful  mus- 
cles and  ab-cuce  of  adi|)ose  layers  bore  the  stamp  of  the 
masculine  character.  The  jielvis  al>^o  (••nuill  hi|>-),  dis- 
tantia  spinarum  22cm.,  cri^farum  20,  trochanterum  ."H,  ap 
})roachcd  the  nuiscidine  figure.  VaLnmi,  uterus,  ovaries 
norimil,  clitoris  rather  large.  Mamuuc  well  developed, 
hair  on  luom  veneris  female. 
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I  sent  her  to  an  hy  dropathic  establishment,  where  an 
experienced  colleague  succeeded  in  a  few  months  to  free 
this  patient  by  means  of  hydro-  and  suggestive  treatment, 
from  her  homo-sezual  affliction.  She  became  a  decent, 
sexually  at  least,  neutral  person.  The  relatives  with  whom 
.sho  lived  afterwards  for  a  considerable  time  found  her  be- 
haviour  absolutely  correct 

Case  161.  Viraginitf/.  "Slhs  X.,  twenty-fivo  yean 
of  aije.  Parents  siipjxiped  to  Ix'  1m  altliy.  Her  brothers 
and  sisters  were  all  neurojuif hie.  riirce  of  her  sisters  were 
married.  She  was  verv  talrnrtd,  t  ^iKcially  in  the  tine  arts. 
Even  in  her  earliest  ehil(llio4Mi  >lic  pri  ferred  ])laying  at 
soldiers  and  other  hoys'  games;  she  was  Imld  and  tom- 
boyish,  and  tried  even  to  e.xeel  her  little  eoni|>anion.s  of 
the  other  sex.  She  never  had  a  liking  for  dolls,  needle- 
work or  domestic  duties.  Puberty  at  fifteen.  She  soon 
fell  in  love  with  yonng  ladies,  but  only  in  a  platonic  fash- 
ion, for  she  was  a  ^^respectable  girl."  For  several  years  since 
then  her  libido  was  very  strong.  She  could  hardly  restrain 
herself.  Her  dreams  were  of  a  lascivious  character,  only 
about  females,  with  herself  in  the  role  of  man.  She  was 
de8perat(  ly  in  love  with  a  woman  of  forty,  whom  she  tor^ 
mented  with  her  jealous  conduct 

Miss  X.  was  indifferent  to  nu  n.  She  eonld  safely  live 
with  a  man  in  the  same  room,  whilst  towards  persons  of 
her  own  sex  she  was  most  hashfnl. 

She  wa-^  (juite  eon^eiuus  of  her  {)a*liolui;ieal  eondition. 

^lasciiline  features,  deej)  voice,  manly  gait,  without 
heard,  siuall  luaiiniia' ;  eropned  her  hair  .-hurt,  and  made  the 
impression  of  a  man  in  woman's  clothes. 

Case  162.  Viraginily.  C.  K.,  maid-servant,  aged 
twenty-six,  suffered  from  the  time  of  her  development 
with  original  paranoia  and  hysteria.  As  a  result  of  her 
delusions,  her  life  had  been  somewhat  romantic*  and  in 
1B84,  in  Switzerland,  where  she  had  gone  on  account  of 
d^usions  of  persecution,  she  came  under  the  observation 
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of  the  authorities.  On  this  occasion  it  was  ascertained  that 
K.  was  affected  with  sexual  inversion. 

Concerning  her  parents  and  relatives,  there  was  no  in- 
formation at  hand.  B.  asserted  that,  with  the  eicception 
of  an  inflammation  of  the  lungs  at  the  age  of  sixteen,  she 
had  never  been  severely  ill. 

First  menstruation  at  fifteen,  without  any  difficulties; 
thereafter  it  was  very  often  irregular  and  almormally  ex- 
cessive.  The  patient  declared  that  she  never  had  had 
inclinations  toward  the  opposite  sex,  and  had  never  allowed 
the  approach  of  a  man.  Sho  never  could  understand  how 
her  friends  could  discribe  the  beauty  and  amiability  of 
men.  But  it  was  cliarming  and  inspiring  for  her  to  im- 
jirint  u  kiss  on  tli(>  lijts  of  a  hclovcd  fcnialc  friend.  Slie 
had  a  love  for  girls  that  was  ineoiiipreiu-nsible  to  lier. 
Slie  had  passionately  |oV(>(l  and  kissed  sonu;  of  her  female 
friends,  and  she  would  luive  iriven  up  iier  life  for  tliem. 
Jler  iu'iiiitcst  delight  would  have  Ix'eu  to  have  eonslautly 
lived  with  such  a  friend  and  absolutely  possessed  her. 

In  this  she  felt  toward  the  beloved  girl  like  a  man. 
Even  as  a  little  child  she  had  an  inclination  only  for  the 
play  of  boys,  and  she  loved  to  hear  shooting  and  military 
music,  was  always  much  excited  by  them,  and  would 
gladly  have  gone  as  a  soldier.  The  chase  and  war  have 
been  her  ideals.  In  the  theatre  only  feminine  performers 
interested  her.  She  knew  wry  well  that  the  whole  of  this 
inelination  was  unwomanly,  but  she  eould  not  help  it.  It 
had  always  been-  a  great  pleasure  for  her  to  go  about  in 
male  clothing,  and  in  the  same  way  she  had  alway?  pre- 
ferred mascnline  work,  and  had  shown  unusual  skill  in  ir  ; 
while  with  r<  ft  rt-nee  to  feminine  oeeupations,  es|)e<Mally 
handiwork,  she  lia<l  to  say  the  «MUtrary.  The  patient  had 
also  a  weakness  for  smoking  and  si)irits.  On  account  of 
persecutory  delu!«iou<.  in  onler  to  rid  herself  of  her  i»er- 
seeutious,  the  patient  had  often  gone  alniut  in  male  attire 
and  played  the  part  of  a  man.  She  did  this  with  such 
(natural)  skill  that,  as  a  rule,  she  was  able  to  deceive  peo- 
ple concerning  her  sex. 
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It  is  authoritativelj  established  that  in  1884  for  a 
long  time  the  patient  went  about  in  male  attire,  now  in 
the  garments  of  a  civilian,  now  in  the  uniform  of  a  lieu- 
tenant; and  in  August  of  the  same  year,  dressed  as  a  male 
servant,  she  tied  to  Swit/.orhnid  thronjj:h  dchisions  of  per- 
secution. There  she  iound  sltvIcc  in  a  merchant's  family 
and  fell  in  love  with  tlie  dau^liKT  of  the  house,  "the  beau- 
tiful Anna,"  who,  on  her  side,  not  reeogui>ing  the  sex  of 
li.j  fell  in  love  with  the  handsome  vnuui:  man. 

C'oneerning  this  episode  the  patit'Ut  made  the  follow* 
ing  charaeteristic  .statenu  nt :  "1  was  madly  in  love  with 
Anna.  I  don't  know  how  it  came  about,  and  I  cannot  put 
myself  right  concerning  this  impulse.  In  this  fatal  loTe 
lies  the  reason  why  I  i>layed  the  roU  of  a  man  so  long. 
I  have  never  yet  felt  any  love  for  a  man,  and  I  believe 
that  my  love  is  for  the  female  and  not  the  male  sex.  I 
can  in  nowise  understand  my  condition." 

From  Switzerland  R.  wrote  letters  home  to  her  friend 
Amelia,  which  were  produced  at  the  examination.  They 
are  letters  showing  passionate  love,  which  goes  beyond 
the  bounds  of  friendsiiip.  She  apostrophises  her  friend: 
"My  flower,  sun  of  my  heart,  longing  of  my  soul".  She 
was  her  iireatest  liaj)j)iness  on  earth:  li<>r  lieart  was  hers. 
And  in  her  letters  to  her  friend's  j)ar<Mits  she  wrote:  ''You, 
too,  slxnild  watch  my  'tlower,'  for  if  she  should  die  I  also 
would  1k'  unahle  to  en<lure  life". 

For  the  purpose  of  investigating  her  mental  condition, 
R,  remained  for  some  time  in  an  asylum.  On  one  occa- 
sion,  when  Anna  was  allowed  to  pay  R.  a  visit,  there  was 
no  end  of  passionate  embraces  and  kisses.  The  visitor 
acknowledged  freely  that  they  had  before  secretly  em- 
braced and  kissed  in  the  same  way. 

H.  was  a  tall,  slim,  stately  person,  of  feminine  form  in 
all  resp(('ts,  but  masculine  features.  Cranium  regular; 
no  anatomical  signs  of  degeneration.  Genitals  normal  and 
indicative  of  virginity,  ß.  made  the  impression  of  a  mor- 
ally pure  and  modest  person.  All  the  circumstances  in- 
dicated that  she  had  only  indulged  in  platonic  love.  Eye 
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and  aj>poaranco  wi-re  iiulic-ativc  of  a  nourastlieuic  person. 
Severe  hysteria,  oecasiional  caraleptoid  attacks,  with  vision- 
ary and  delirions  stales.  'ilw  j)ali<  nt  was  very  easily 
brdiigiit  into  a  state  of  M»uinanihniisiu  by  hypnotic  inllu- 
enc'C,  and  in  this  condition  was  siisc(»ptihh'  to  all  jwssible 
suggestions.  (Tersoual  case.  "frudrcich's  lilätier," 
1881,  Heft  i.) 

Case  163.  Virag  'mity.  Miss  O.,  twenty-three  yetra 
of  age.  Mother  constitutionally  and  heavily  hysteropathic 
Mother's  father  insane.   Father's  family  untainted. 

Father  died  early  of  pneumonia.  Patient  was  hrought 

to  nie  by  her  trustee  bocanse  she  ran  away  reeently  from 
home  in  male  attire  in  order  to  rove  through  the  world 
and  become  an  **artiste'\   Very  gifted  in  music. 

For  several  years  she  attracted  much  attention  by  her 

bold,  mannish  behaviour,  and  by  wearing  lier  hair  and 
attire  in  male  fashi(»n.  Since  she  was  thirteen  she  was 
d(  inoii>traiive  in  her  love  for  girl  friends,  whom  she  often 
wearied  with  fervent  endtraces. 

She  did  not  seek  to  conceal  her  passionate  fondness 
for  persons  of  her  own  sex.  Claimed  that  since  her  thir- 
teenth vear  she  was  fullv  eon.seious  of  the  fact  that  she 
could  love  only  women.  She  felt  as  a  man  towards  woman ; 
though  she  looked  like  a  man,  and  would  much  rather  wear 
men's  clothes. 

A  short  time  ago  she  seriously  asked  a  relative  who 
was  in  the  police  department  to  obtain  permission  for  her 
to  go  about  in  male  attire. 

Her  orotic  dreams  dealt  only  with  intimate  intercourse 
with  female  friends.  She  never  took  the  slightest  interest 
in  men,  and  never  thought  of  marriage. 

She  felt  (piite  happy  in  her  abnormal  sexual  condi- 
tion, and  did  not  recognise  it  as  pathological.  Slie  could 
not  comprehend  that  her  sexual  instinct  differed  from  that 
of  otiier  women. 

The  circumference  of  tlic  head  was  51  em.  Frame 
quite  feminine;  but  the  feet  were  cxeeptionally  large  and 
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iiKJic  .pf  I^a^(*llline  tvjie.  Carriage,  attiliule  aiul  gait  quite 
iiia>t  iiliiic.  Fciiialc  voice,  ^luntlil^y  perioils  regular  si ucü 
her  tliirteeuth.  jcar. 

Case  164.  {Viraginiti/.)  On  the  5th  of  October, 
1898,  the  police  brought  to  luy  elinic  W.,  age  thirty-six, 
a  charwoman,  for  examination  as  to  her  sanitj.  She  had 
engaged  licrsclf  to  a  joung  girl  imder  the  pretext  that  she 
was  a  man  and  belonged  to  an  aristocratic  family.  Exam- 
ination })r<iveJ  this  to  be  a  classical  case  of  original  para- 
noia. When  >he  was  üve  she  imagined  that  the  couple 
with  whom  she  lived  were  only  her  fo-ter  parents,  at 
eighteen  that  ^^he  came  from  a  distinguished  family,  at 
twenty-nine  that  lu  r  father  was  a  king,  her  mother  a 
eoiintcss.  ( 'ircumfrivncc  of  cranium  r)3  eni.,  ])ari<'tal 
lioiies  slightly  bulging.  Kars  ahiiormally  ^mall,  of  uneven 
^i/.e,  niisfornied,  the  right  loU'  joined  groin-like  to  the 
cheek,  the  left  i)roperly  developed.  I'alate  very  narrow 
and  .stct'j).  Ti'etli  carious,  nuiny  missing  (  Kai  hitis).  Stat- 
ure medium  size,  willowy.  Chest  strongly  arched.  Waist 
and  region  of  hips  smaller  than  in  the  normaL  A  promi- 
nent gynecologist  examined  the  peWic  regions  and  found 
a  small  pelvis,  narrow  at  the  inferior  outlet,  in  form  almost 
typically  masculine.  Ilium  less  inclined  than  in  the  nor> 
maL 

The  hard  lines  and  severe  features  of  the  face  gave  it 

a  rather  masculine  a])]>earanee.  Iler  hair  was  cut  short 
Gait  and  bearing  masculine.  Skin  very  rough,  adipose 
layers  spar-e,  mammir  stunted.  (Jenitals  normal,  hymen 
intact.  She  was  loath  to  speak  of  her  vita  se.xualis.  but 
want<'d  an  «'xplanation  why  she  had  no  desire  for  men  and 
only  for  person-  of  her  own  sex.  "Iler  genitals  could  not 
he  right."  Men-c-  fnuii  tlie  age  of  sixteen,  but  the  flow 
of  l)lood  came  but  -ehl"m,  and  even  then  very  sparsely. 
AVith  the  advent  of  puberty  inclinations  to  jiersons  of  her 
own  sex.  She  never  was  sensual.  Her  sexual  ideas  were 
always  about  the  female  sex  in  general,  never  concentrated 
on  an  individual.  In  this  wise  she  had  lived  with  another 
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girl  of  her  own  age;  hut  llit'ir  ri*hitions  had  hccn  tlioj-e  of 
sisters;  sexual  acts  had  never  taken  place  hetween  them. 
She  felt  towards  other  women  as  u  man  does;  siio  loathed 
the  idea  of  sexual  intercourse  with  a  man.  When  a  child 
she  preferred  playing  with  boys.  When  playing  at  "rob- 
bers'' she  would  be  the  captain  and  chose  a  girl  for  her 
wife,  but  without  any  sexual  moment.  At  sixteen  she 
thought  she  possessed  the  qualities  of  a  man.  She  was 
then  in  a  convent  and  there  learned  from  a  woman  mas- 
turbation. The  thought  of  this  woman  was  always  pres- 
ent  when  ehe  masturbated,  and  acted  as  a  sexual  stimulus. 
Later  on  she  thought  of  other  females  during  the  act,  but 
without  decided  individuality. 

At  thirty-three  she  hiM-ame  neurastlienie,  *rave  up  the 
practice  successfully.  She  bewailed  the  fact  that  she  was 
not  Ixu'ii  a  nn»n,  as  she  hated  feminine  thiiiijs  and  dress 
generally.  Woidd  much  rather  have  been  a  soldier. 
Sweetmeats  she  disdained,  j>referring  u  cigar.  Slie  was  u 
bright,  intelligent  ])er>on.  Larynx  and  voice  feminine. 
She  heeame  cijnvincetl  that  siie  could  not  marrv  a  wonnin 
and  upon  promise  to  conquer  her  perverse  sexual  inclina* 
tiona  she  was  dismissed. 

Case  165.  Miss  X.,  aged  thirty-eight,  consulted  me 
late  in  the  fall  of  1881,  on  account  of  severe  spinal  irri- 
tation and  obstinate  sleeplessness,  in  combating  which  she 
had  hecomc  addicted  to  morphine  and  chloral.  Her  mother 
and  sister  w(M-e  nervou-  sufferer  .  In»  tlh-  re-t  of  the  fam- 
ily were  healthy.  The  trouble  dated  from  a  fall  on  her 
Imek  in  1>>1'2,  at  which  time  tlu'  ]>atient  was  terribly 
frightened,  though,  when  a  girl,  .«he  liad  been  subject  to 
muscular  cramps  and  liy>terical  symptoms.  Following 
this  shock,  a  iienra-thenii'  atid  liy-terical  neurosis  devel- 
oped, with  iMedoiiiinai ing  spinal  irritation  ai?d  sleepless- 
ness. Kpisoilically.  hysterical  jiarapleiria.  lasting  as  hmg 
as  eight  months,  and  hystt-rical  hallueinalory  delirium, 
with  convulsive  attacks,  ocrurred.  In  the  course  of  this, 
symptoms  of  morphinism  were  added.    A  stay  of  some 
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months  iu  the  Iiospital  relieved  the  latter,  and  considerably 
improved  the  neurasthenic  neurosis,  in  the  treatment  of 
wliich  general  faradisation  exerted  a  remarkably  favour* 
able  influence. 

Even  at  the  first  meeting,  the  patient  produced  a  re- 
markable impression  by  reason  of  her  attire,  features  and 
conduct  She  wore  a  gentleman's  hat,  her  hair  closely  cut, 
eye-glassesy  a  gentleman^s  cravat,  a  coat-like  outer  gar* 
ment  of  masculine  cut  tliat  r('iichi<]  well  down  over  her 
gown,  and  boots  with  high  In  1-.  She  had  coarse,  some- 
what masculine  features;  a  harsli,  deep  voice;  and  iua<le 
rather  the  impression  of  a  man  in  female  attiro  than  that 
of  a  lady,  if  one  hut  ovcrhnikcd  tlic  1)o>oim  and  ihc  decid- 
edly friiuninc  form  of  tlic  jx'lvis.  Diiriiii;  tlic  Ion-;  time 
tliat  .''lie  was  oh^crved,  there  were  never  signs  of  erotism, 
AVhen  questioned  eoneerning  her  attire,  she  wouhl  only 
re>iHjnd  that  tlie  style  she  eho>e  suited  her  Ixilter.  CJradu- 
ally  it  was  ascertained  from  her  that,  even  when  she  was 
a  small  girl,  she  bad  had  a  preference  for  horses  and 
masculine  pursuits,  and  never  any  interest  in  feminine 
occupations.  Later  she  developed  a  particular  pleasure  in 
leading,  and  prepared  herself  to  be  a  teacher.  Dancing 
had  never  pleased  her;  it  had  always  seemed  silly  to  her. 
The  hallet  had  never  interested  her.  ITer  greatest  ])leasuro 
had  always  hecn  in  the  einns.  I'ntil  her  sickness,  in 
1872,  she  had  neither  had  inclination  for  persons  of  the 
oppoaite  nor  of  those  of  her  own  s.  x.  From  that  time 
she  had,  what  was  remarkalih«  to  herself,  a  peculiar 
friendship  for  females,  particularly  for  yonnsr  ladies; 
an«!  she  had  a  desire,  and  safislied  it,  to  wear  hats  and 
coats  of  masculine  stvle.  Since  1S09,  she  had  worn  her 
hair  short,  and  ]>arted  it  on  the  si<ie,  as  men  do.  She  as- 
serted that  she  was  never  sexually  excited  in  the  company 
of  men,  but  that  her  friendshij)  and  self-sacritice  for  sym- 
pathetic ladies  was  unbounded;  while  from  that  time  she 
also  experienced  repugnance  for  gentlemen  and  their  so* 
ciety. 

Her  relatives  reported  that,  before  1878,  the  patient 
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had  a  pr())M».sul  of  luarriagi',  whit-li  slio  rcfuscd  ;  and  tliat 
wlieu  8lie  returned  from  a  sojourn  at  a  watering  place,  in 
1874,  she  was  sexually  changed,  and  occaaionallj  showed 
that  she  did  not  regard  herself  as  a  female. 

Since  that  time  she  would  associate  only  with  ladies, 
had  a  kind  of  love-relation  with  one  or  another,  and  made 
remarks  which  indicated  that  she  looked  upon  herself  as 
a  man.  This  predilection  for  women  was  decidedly  more 
than  mere  friendship,  since  it  expressed  itself  in  tears, 
jealousy,  etc. 

When,  in  1S74,  slio  was  stopping  at  a  watering  place, 
a  young  lady,  who  took  her  for  a  man  in  disfjuise,  foil  in 
lovp  with  her.  AVlion  this  lady  married,  later,  the  ]>atient 
was  for  a  lonir  time  dej)ressed,  and  spoke  of  unfaithful- 
ness. Moreover,  siiic(>  her  illn<'.'^s,  her  relatives  were  struck 
hy  her  desire  for  masculine  attire,  her  masculine  conduct, 
and  disinclination  for  feminine  pursuits;  whih',  previously, 
at  least  sexually,  siie  had  presented  nothing  unusual. 

Further  investigation  showed  that  the  patient  had  a 
love-relation,  which  was  not  purely  platonic,  with  the  lady 
descrihed  in  case  159 ;  and  that  she  wrote  her  affectionate 
letters  like  those  of  a  lover  to  his  beloved.  In  1887  I  again, 
saw  the  patient  in  a  sanatorium,  where  she  had  been  placed 
on  account  of  hystero-epileptic  attacks,  spinal  irritation, 
and  morphinism.  The  inverted  sexual  feeling  existed  un^ 
changed,  and  only  by  the  most  careful  watching  was  the 
patient  kept  from  improper  advances  toward  her  fellow- 
patients. 

Her  condition  remained  quite  nnchanged  until  1880. 
Tben  the  })atient  heirau  t*>  fail,  and  she  died  of  ''exhaus- 
tion," in  August,  issO.  The  autopsy  showed,  in  the  vefje- 
tative  orijans,  aniyluid  defeneration  of  the  kidnevs,  tihroma 
of  the  uterus,  and  evst  (»f  the  left  ovary.  The  frontal  bone 
was  much  thickened,  uneven  on  the  inner  surface,  with 
numerous  exostoses;  dura  adherent  to  vault  of  cranium. 
Long  diameter  of  skull,  175  millimetres;  lateral  diameter, 
148  millimetres;  wei^t  of  the  (edematous,  but  no  atro- 
phied brain,  1175  grammes.  The  meninges  delicate,  easily 
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removed.  Cortex  pale.  Convolutions  broad,  not  numer- 
ous, regularly  arranged.  Nothing  abnormal  in  cerebellum 
and  great  ganglia. 

Case  166.  Oynnndry}  History :  On  4th  Xovomber, 
1889,  the  father-in-law  of  ii  certain  C  ountess  V.,  com- 
plained that  the  latter  had  swindled  him  out  of  800f., 

under  tlio  prctonco  «»f  roquirinsj  a  bond  a?  socrotary  of 
a  stook  company.  It  was  ascertained  tliat  Sandor  had 
onfi  rrd  into  matrimonial  contracts  and  cscaj)cd  from  the 
nui)tials  in  tlic  s|trin<;  of  1  and,  more  than  this,  that 
this  osteusililc  ("onnt  Sandor  was  no  man  at  all,  but  a 
woman  in  male  attire — Santlta  (Charlotte),  Conntess  V. 

S.  was  arrested,  ami,  on  aiconnt  of  deeej)tion  and 
forgerj  of  public  documents,  brought  to  exauiinatiou.  At 
the  first  hearing  S.  confessed  that  she  was  bom  on  the 
6th  Sept.,  18C6;  that  she  was  a  female,  Catholic,  single, 
and  worked  as  an  authoress  under  the  name  of  Connt 
Sandor  V. 

From  the  autobiography  of  this  man-woman  I  have 

gleaned  the  following  remarkable  facts  that  have  been 
independently  confirm^ : — 

S.  eame  of  an  ancient,  nolde  and  highly  respected 
family  of  Hungary,  in  which  then-  had  heen  ece^trieity 
and  family  peculiarities.  A  sister  of  the  maternal  grand- 
mother was  hysterical,  a  soirmainhnlist,  and  lay  seventeen 
years  in  Ix-d,  on  aeeount  of  f.incie<i  paralysis.  A  second 
great-annt  spent  seven  years  in  Ix  d.  on  account  of  a  fancied 
fatal  illness,  and  at  the  sanio  tinu'  irave  halls.  A  third  had 
the  whim  that  a  c<  rtain  tahle  in  her  suhni  was  btnvitched. 
When  anything  was  laid  on  this  tahle,  she  would  hecome 
greatly  excited  and  cry,  "Bewitched!  bewitched!"  and 
T\m  with  the  object  into  a  room  which  she  called  the  ''Black 
Chamber,''  and  the  key  of  which  she  never  let  out  of  her 
hands.  After  the  death  of  this  lady,  there  were  found  in 
this  chamber  a  number  of  shawls,  ornaments,  bank-notes, 

•Cy.  the  expert  medioni  opinion  of  thin  case,  by  Dr.  BimhaektTf 
in  **  Friedreich**  Blitter  f.  get.  Med.,"  1801,  Heft  1. 
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etc  A  fourth  great-aunt  during  two  years  did  not  leave 
her  room,  and  neither  washed  herself  nor  combed  her  hair; 
th^  she  again  made  her  appearance.  All  these  ladies 
■wore,  nererthelessy  intellectual,  finely  educated  and 
amiable. 

S.'s  mother  was  nervous,  and  could  not  bear  the  light 

of  the  moon. 

She  inhoritod  many  of  tlio  peculiarities  of  hor  father's 
family.  One  line  of  the  family  ^ave  itself  u])  almost 
entirely  to  spiritualism.  Two  bl<x»d  relations  on  the 
father's  side  sli(*t  themselves.  The  nuijority  of  her  nuile 
relatives  were  unusually  tah-nted;  the  females  were  de- 
eidedlv  narrow-minded  and  domesticated.  S.'s  father  had 
a  high  position,  which,  however,  on  account  of  his  eccen- 
tricity and  extravagance  (he  wasted  over  a  million  and  a 
'  half),  he  lost. 

Among  many  foolish  things  that  her  father  encouraged 
in  her  was  the  fact  that  he  brought  her  up  as  a  boy, 
called  her  Sandor,  allowed  her  to  ride,  drive  and  hunt, 
admiring  her  muscular  energy. 

On  the  other  hand,  this  fofdisli  father  allowed  his 
second  son  to  go  about  in  female  attire,  an  !  l  a  !  him 
brought  up  as  a  ^irl.  This  fa  reo  ceased  when  the  son 
was  sent  to  a  higher  school  at  the  age  of  fifteen. 

Sarolta-Sandor  remained  umler  her  father's  influence 
till  her  twelfth  year.  :i\\<\  then  ciiuie  und<  r  the  care  of  her 
eccentric  iiiaternal  grandiiiuther  in  iJrexlen,  hy  whom, 
when  the  nuiM-uline  j>lay  hecame  too  ohvions,  >he  was 
place<l  in  an  institute  and  uuide  to  wear  female  altiro. 

At  thirteen  she  lunl  a  love-relation  with  an  English 
girl,  to  whom  she  represented  herself  as  a  boy,  and  ran 
away  with  her. 

Sarolta  returned  to  her  mother,  who,  however,  could 
do  nothing,  and  was  compelled  to  allow  her  daughter  to 
again  become  Sandor,  wear  male  clothes,  and,  at  least 
once  a  year,  to  fall  in  love  with  persons  of  her  own  sex. 

At  the  same  time  S.  received  a  careful  education  and 
made  long  journeys  with  her  father,  of  course  always  as  a 
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young  gontlenuin.  Sho  early  l>ocame  indcpeii(Jont  and 
visiti'd  cafes,  even  lliose  of  doul)tt'ul  character,  and,  indeed, 
lx>asted  one  day  that  in  a  hrothel  slie  had  had  a  girl  sitting 
on  eacli  knee.  S.  was  often  intoxicated,  had  a  passion  for 
masculine  s})orts  and  was  a  very  skilful  fencer. 

She  felt  herself  drawn  particularly  toward  aetrcssea, 
or  others  of  similar  position,  and,  if  possible^  toward  those 
who  were  not  very  young.  She  asserted  that  she  never 
had  any  inclination  for  a  young  man,  and  that  she  had 
felt,  from  year  to  year,  an  increasing  dislike  for  young 
men. 

preferred  to  go  into  the  society  of  ladies  with  ugly» 
ill-favoured  men,  so  that  none  of  them  could  put  me  in 

the  shade.  If  I  noticed  that  any  of  the  nu  n  awakened 
the  sympathies  of  the  ladies,  I  felt  jealous.  I  preferred 
ladies  who  were  bright  and  pretty:  I  could  not  endure 
them  if  they  were  fat  or  much  inclined  towanl  men.  It 
delighted  me  if  the  passion  of  a  lady  was  disclosed  under 
a  {KK'tic  veil.  .Ml  immodesty  in  a  woman  was  distrusting 
to  me.  I  had  an  indescribable  aversion  for  female  attire, — 
indeed,  for  everything  feminine,  but 'only  in  as  far  as  it 
i  i.ii<<  rued  me;  for,  an  the  other  hand,  I  was  all  enthu- 
siasm for  the  beautiful  sex." 

During  the  last  ten  years  S.  had  lived  almost  con- 
stantly away  from  her  relatives,  in  the  guise  of  a  man. 
She  had  had  many  liaisons  with  ladies,  travelled  much, 
spent  much,  and  made  dehts. 

At  the  same  time  she  carried  on  literary  woric,  and  was 
a  valued  coUahorator  on  two  noted  journals  of  the  capital. 

Her  j)a8sion  for  ladies  was  very  changeable;  con* 
Stancy  in  love  was  entirely  wanting. 

Onlv  once  did  such  a  liaisun  last  three  vearp.  It  was 
years  before  that  S.,  at  Castle  G.,  made  the  ac<iuaintance 
of  "Enuua  E.,  who  was  ten  years  older  fliat  herself.  She 
fell  in  love  with  her,  made  a  marriage  contract  with  her, 
and  they  lived  together  as  man  and  wife  for  three  years 
at  the  capital. 

A  new  love,  which  jirovcd  fatal  to  S.,  caused  her  to 
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8ovor  hor  matrimonial  relations  with  K.  The  latter  would 
not  have  it  so.  Only  with  the  greatest  sacrifice  was  S. 
ahle  to  juirchasc  iicr  freedom  from  K.,  who  still  looked 
npou  herself  as  a  divorced  wife,  and  reganled  herself  as 
the  (^onntess  \'. !  That  S.  also  had  the  }»ow<>r  to  excite 
passion  in  other  women  was  shown  bv  the  fact  that  wheu 
she  (before  her  marriage  with  £.)  had  grown  tired  of  a 
Miss  D,,  after  having  spent  thousands  of  guldens  on  her, 
she  was  threatened  with  shooting  by  D.  if  she  should  be- 
come untrue. 

It  was  in  the  summer  of  1887,  while  at  a  watering- 
place,  that  S.  made  the  acquaintance  of  a  distinguished 
ofiicial's  family.  Immediately  she  fell  in  love  with  the 
daughter,  Marie,  and  her  love  was  returned. 

Her  mother  and  cousin  tried  in  vain  to  break  up 
this  affair.  During  the  winter  the  lovers  corresponded 
zealously.  In  April,  l*^*^^.  Count  S.  ])aid  her  a  visit,  and 
in  May.  ISSD,  attained  her  wish;  in  that  Marie — who, 
in  the  nicantiuic,  had  ^'ixcn  up  a  jtosition  as  tcaclier — 
hccaiiie  her  bride  in  tlic  presence  of  a  friend  of  her  lover, 
the  ceremony  In-in^  j>erformed  in  an  arbour,  by  a  pseudo- 
priest,  in  Hungary.  S.,  with  her  friend,  fcu'gcd  the  mar- 
riage eertificate.  The  pair  lived  happily,  and,  without 
the  interference  of  the  father-in-law,  this  false  marriage, 
probably,  would  have  lasted  much  longer.  It  is  remark- 
able that,  during  the  comparatively  long  existence  of  the 
relation,  S.  was  able  to  deceive  completely  the  family  of 
her  bride  with  regard  to  her  true  sex, 

S.  was  a  passionate  smoker,  and  in  all  respects  her 
tastes  and  passions  were  masculine.  Her  letters  and 
even  legal  d^HMiments  reached  her  under  the  address  of 
"Count  S.''  She  <»ften  spoke  of  having  to  drill.  Froiu 
remarks  of  the  father  in-law  it  seems  that  S.  (and  she 
afterward  confessed  it  )  knew  how  to  imitate  a  scrotum 
with  handkerchiefs  or  gloves  stuffed  in  thf  t ron^iT'^.  The 
fat lier-in-law  al-o.  nn  on*'  «M'<';i>iion.  noticed  something 
like  an  erected  iin  iiilii  r  mh  his  future  ■^ou-indaw  (probably 
a  priapus).    She  also  occasionally  remarked  that  she  was 
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obliged  to  wear  a  suspensory  bandage  while  riding.  The 
fact  is,  S.  wore  a  bandage  around  the  body  possibly  as  u 
means  of  retaining  a  priapus. 

Though  S.  often  had  herself  shaved  pro  forma,  the 
servants  in  the  hotel  where  she  lived  were  convinced  that 
she  was  a  woman,  because  the  chambermaids  found  traces 
of  menstrual  blood  on  her  linen  (which  S.  explained,  how* 
ever,  as  hemorrhoidal)  ;  und,  on  the  occasion  of  a  bath 
which  S.  was  aceustonied  to  take,  they  claimed  to  have 
convinced  themselves  of  her  real  sex  by  looking  through 
the  key-hole.. 

Tlio  family  o(  Marie  make  it  soeiii  j^rohahU^  that  slu' 
for  a  long  time  wa><  dceeived  with  regard  to  the  trtie 
sex  of  her  false  bridegroom.  The  following  passage  in 
a  letter  from  Alarie  to  S.,  ^Cith  August,  ISSI»,  speaks  in 
favour  of  the  incredihle  simjtlieity  and  iniioecuee  of  this 
unfortunate  girl:  "I  don't  like  children  any  more,  hut 
if  1  had  a  little  Bezerl  or  Patscherl  by  my  Sandi — ah, 
what  happiness,  Sandi  mine  !" 

A  large  number  of  manuscripts  allow  conclusions  to 
be  drawn  concerning  8/s  mental  individuality.  The 
chirography  possesses  the  character  of  firmness  and 
certainty.  The  characters  are  genuinely  masculine.  The 
same  peculiarities  repeat  themselves  everywhere  in  their 
contents — ^wild,  imbridled  passion;  hatred  and  resistance 
to  all  that  opposes  the  heart  thirsting  for  love;  poetical 
love,  which  is  not  marred  hy  one  ignoble  blot,  enthusiasm 
for  the  beautiful  and  noble;  appreciation  of  science  and 
the  arts. 

Tier  writings  lx»fray  a  wonderfully  wide  range  of 
rejidiug  in  classics  of  all  languages,  in  citations  from 
jtoets  and  prose  writers  of  all  lantls.  The  e\idenee  of 
those  (|ualifie<l  t<»  jiuige  literary  work  shows  that  S.'s 
poetical  and  literary  ability  was  by  no  means  small.  The 
letters  and  writings  eoneerning  the  relation  with  AJarie 
are  psychologically  worthy  of  notice. 

S.  speaks  of  the  happiness  there  was  for  her  when 
by  M.'8  side,  and  expresses  boimdless  longing  to  see  her 
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beloved,  if  only  for  a  moment.  After  such  a  happiness 
she  could  have  but  one  wish — to  exchange  her  cell  for 
the  grave.  The  bitterest  thing  was  the  knowledge  that 
now  Marie,  too,  haled  her.  Hot  tears,  enough  to  drown 
herself  in,  she  had  shed  over  her  lust  happiness.  AN'liolc 
quires  of  paper  are  given  np  to  the  ai)oth('osis  of  this 
love,  and  reminiscences  of  the  time  of  the  ärst  love  and 
acquaintance. 

S.  ('oni])lain('d  of  In  r  heart,  lluif  would  allow  no  reason 
to  direct  it;  slic  t'.\|ice>sed  eiiioiions  whicli  were  sucii 
as  onlv  could  Iw  felt — not  simulate*].  Tiien,  auain,  there 
were  outhreaks  of  most  silly  j»a>sion,  with  the  ileclara- 
tion  that  .she  could  not  live  without  Marie.  "Thv  dear, 
sweet  voice;  the  voice  whose  tone  perchance  would  raise 
me  from  the  dead;  that  has  been  for  me  like  the  warm 
breath  of  Paradise  1  Thy  presence  alone  were  enough 
to  alleviate  my  mental  and  moral  anguish.  It  was  a 
magnetic  stream;  it  was  a  peculiar  power  your  being 
exercised  over  mine,  which  I  cannot  quite  define;  and, 
therefore,  I  cling  to  that  tner-trne  definition:  T  love  you 
because  I  love  you.  lu  the  night  of  sorrow  I  had  but 
one  star — the  star  of  ALarie's  love.  That  star  ha.s  lost 
its  light;  now  there  remains  but  its  shiunner — the  sweet, 
sad  memory  whicli  even  lights  with  its  soft  ray  the 
deepening  night  of  death — a  ray  of  hope." 

This  writing  euds  with  the  apostroj)he:  'iieiitlemen, 
you  learned  in  the  law,  psychologists  and  pathologists, 
do  me  justice!  Love  led  mc  to  take  the  step  I  took;  all 
my  deeds  were  conditioned  by  it.  God  put  it  in  my 
heart 

"If  he  created  me  so,  and  not  otherwise,  am  I  then 
guilty;  or  is  it  the  jetemal,  incomprehensible  way  of 
fate?  I  relied  on  God,  that  one  day  my  emancipation 
would  come;  for  my  thought  was  only  love  itself,  which 
is  the  foundation,  the  guiding  principle,  of  His  teaching 
and  His  kingdom. 

"O  God,  Thou  All-pitying,  Almighty  Ond  l  lion 
seest  my  distress;  Thou  knowest  how  I  suffer.  Incline 
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Thyself  to  me;  extend  Thy  lielping  liand  to  mo,  deserted 
by  all  the  world.  Only  God  is  just.  How  beautifully 
does  Victor  Hugo  describe  this  in  his  'Legendes  du 
Siecle*!  How  sad  do  Meudelssohu's  words  sound  to 
me:    'Xii^litly  in  dreams  I  see  thee'!" 

Though  knew  that  none  of  lier  writiiiij^s  readied 
her  lover,  slie  did  not  grow  tired  writing  of  her  pain 
and  delight  in  love,  in  page  after  })agf  of  deitieation  of 
Marie.  And  to  inihue  one  more  ])ur('  tloo»!  of  tears,  on 
one  still,  clear  summer  evening,  wlu  u  tlie  kike  was  aglow 
with  the  setting  sun  like  molten  gold,  and  the  bells  of 
St.  Anna  and  Maria-Wdrth,  hlending  in  harmonious  meV 
ancholy,  gave  tidings  of  rest  and  peace,  she  wrote:  **For 
that  poor  soul,  for  this  poor  heart  that  beats  for  thee  till 
the  last  breath". 

Personal  examination:  The  first  meeting  which  the 
experts  had  with  S.  was  in  a  measure,  a  time  of  embarrass- 
ment to  lx)th  sides;  for  them,  because  perhaps  S.*s  some- 
what dazzling  and  forced  masculine  carriage  impressed 
them;  for  her,  because  ?he  thought  she  was  t(»  he  marked 
with  the  stigma  of  nu>ral  insanity.  She  had  a  ])leasant 
and  intelligent  face,  which,  in  spite  of  a  certain  delicacy 
of  features  and  diminul iveness  of  all  its  ])arts,  gave  a 
decidedly  masculine  im])ression,  had  it  not  been  for  the 
absence  of  a  mctustaehe.  It  was  even  dithetilt  for  the 
experts  to  realise  that  they  were  concerned  with  a  woman, 
despite  the  fact  of  female  attire  and  constant  association; 
while,  on  the  other  hand,  inteiconrse  with  the  man  Sandor 
was  much  more  free,  natural,  and  ajiparently  corredt 
The  accused  also  felt  this.  She  immediately  beoime  more 
open,  more  communicative,  more  free,  as  soon  as  she  was 
treated  like  a  man. 

In  spite  of  her  inclination  for  the  female  sex,  which 
had  been  present  from  her  earliest  years,  she  asserted  that 
in  her  thirteenth  year  she  first  felt  a  trace  of  sexual  feeling, 
which  expressed  itself  in  kisses,  onibracos,  and  caresses, 
with  sexmil  ]»h'asure,  and  this  on  the  occasion  of  her 
elopement  with  the  red-haired  English  girl  from  the  Dres-

den  institute.  At  that  time  feminine  forms  exclusively 
appeared  to  her  in  dream-pictures,  and  ever  since,  in 
sensual  dreams,  she  felt  herself  in  the  situation  of  a  man, 
and  occasionally,  also,  at  such  times,  experienced  ejacu- 
lation. 

She  knew  nothing  of  solitary  or  mutual  onanism. 
Such  a  thing  seemed  very  disgusting  to  her,  and  not 
conducive  to  manliness.  She  had,  also,  novor  allowed 
herself  to  he  touched  ad  genitalia  by  others,  because  it 
would  have  revealed  her  great  secret.  The  menses  began 
at  seventorn,  but  were  always  scanty  and  witliout  pain. 
It  was  phiin  to  Ik?  seen  tliat  8.  had  a  horror  of  speaking 
of  menstruation;  that  it  was  a  thin«:  rcjincnant  to  licr 
niasoulin(>  consciousnpss  and  tcclinff-  Slu-  nro^j^ji^t'd  the 
abnormality  <»f  her  sexual  inclinations,  but  had  no  desire 
to  have  them  elianced,  since  in  this  perverse  fei^ling  she 
felt  both  well  and  liajtpy.  Tiie  idea  of  sexual  intercourse 
with  men  disgusted  her,  and  she  also  thought  it  would  he 
impossible. 

Her  modesty  was  so  great  that  she  would  prefer  to 
sleep  among  men  rather  than  among  women.  Thus, 
when  it  was  necessary  for  her  to  answer  the  calls  of 
nature  or  to  change  her  linen,  it  was  necessary  for  her  to 
ask  her  companion  in  the  cell  to  turn  her  face  to  the 
window,  that  she  miirht  not  see  her. 

When  occasionally  S.  came  in  contact  with  this  com- 
panion,— a  woman  from  the  lower  walks  of  life, — she 
experienced  a  sexual  exfitement  that  nuide  her  blush. 
Indeed,  without  beinir  asked.  S.  related  that  she  was 
overcome  with  actual  fear  when,  in  her  cell,  she  was 
comj)elled  to  force  herself  into  the  unusual  female  attire, 
Her  only  comfnrt  was  that  she  was  at  least  allowed  to 
keep  a  shirt.  Kemarkable.  and  what  also  speaks  for  the 
significance  of  olfactory  .sensations  in  her  vlfa  srxualis,  is 
her  statement  that,  on  the  occasions  of  Marie's  absence, 
she  had  sought  those  places  on  which  Marie's  head  was 
accustomed  to  repose,  and  smelled  them,  in  order  to  ex- 
perience the  delight  of  inhaling  the  odour  of  her  hair. 
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Among  women,  those  who  were  beautiful,  or  voluptuous, 
or  quite  joung,  did  not  particularly  interest  her.  The 
physical  charms  of  women  she  made  subordinate.  As 
by  magnetic  attraction,  she  felt  herself  drawn  to  those 
between  twenty-four  and  thirty.  She  found  her  sexual 
satisfaction  exdusivply  in  corpore  feminm  (never  in  her 
own  person),  in  the  form  of  manustiipration  of  the  beloved 
woman,  or  cunnilinjLrn-'.  ()<■<  a^ionally  she  availed  herself 
of  a  stocking  stuffed  with  uakum  a?  a  ]>riapiis.  These 
admissions  were  made  only  unwillin^^ly  by  S.,  and  with 
apparent  shaiiio;  just  as  in  her  writings  immodesty  or 
cynicism  arc  never  found. 

She  was  religions,  luid  a  lively  interest  in  all  that  is 
noble  and  beautiful, — iik  u  excepted, — and  was  very  sensi- 
tive to  the  o])ini(>n  others  entertained  of  her  morality. 

She  (lee]»ly  reirretled  liiat  ill  her  passion  she  made  ^la- 
rie  nnhaj»i)y,  anti  regarded  her  sexual  feelinfjjs  as  perverse, 
and  8ucli  a  love  of  one  wonum  for  anoilier,  among  normal 
individuals,  as  morally  reprehensible.  She  had  great 
literary  talent  and  an  extraordinary  memory.  Her  only 
weakness  was  her  great  frivolity  and  her  incapability  to 
manage  money  and  })roperty  reasonably.  But  she  was 
conscious  of  this  weakness,  and  did  not  care  to  talk 
about  it. 

She  was  153  centimetres  tall,  of  delicate  build,  thin, 
but  remarkably  muscular  on  the  breast  and  thighs.  Her 
gait  in  female  attire  was  awkward,  ller  movements  were 
»  powerful,  not  nnpleasing,  though  they  were  somewhat 
masculine  and  laeking  in  grace.  She  greeted  one  with 
a  firm  pressure  of  the  hand.  Her  whole  carriage  was 
decided,  tirm  and  somewhat  solf-eonscions.  Tier  glance 
was  intelligent;  mien  somewhat  diffident.  Feet  and  hands 
remarkably  small,  having  remained  in  an  infantile  «tnge 
of  development.  Kxtensor  surfaces  of  the  I'xtreinities 
reiuarkably  well  covered  with  hair,  while  ihen^  was  not  the 
gliglitot  trace  of  heard,  in  spite  of  all  shaving  cx]>eri- 
ments.  The  hijis  did  not  correspond  in  any  way  with 
those  of  a  female.    Waist  wanting.    Pelvis  so  slira  and 
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so  little  prominent,  lluit  a  lino  drawn  from  the  axilla  to 
the  eorrespondina;  knee  was  straii;ht — not  curved  inward 
bv  a  waist  or  outward  hy  the  pelvis.  The  skull  .slightly 
oxycephalic,  and  in  all  its  measurements  below  the  aver- 
age of  the  female  skull  by  at  least  one  centimetre. 

Circumferenoe  of  tbe  head  52  centimetres;  occipital 
half  circumference,  24  centimetres;  line  from  ear  to  ear, 
over  the  vertex,  23  centimetres;  anterior  halfHsircumfer- 
anoe,  28.5  centimetres;  line  from  glabella  to  occiput,  30 
centimetres;  ear<shin  line,  26.5  centimetres;  long  diam- 
eter,'17  centimetres;  greatest  lateral  diameter,  13  centi- 
metres; diameter  at  .auditory  meati,  12  centimetres;  zygo- 
matic diameter,  11.2  centimetres.  Upi)er  jaw  strikin^dy 
projecting,  its  alveolar  process  projecting  beyond  the  under 
jaw  about  0.5  centimetre.  Position  of  the  teeth  not  fully 
normal ;  right  upper  canine  not  devclo})ed.  Mouth  remark- 
ably small;  ears  prominent;  lobes  not  diflFerentiated,  pass- 
ing over  into  the  skin  of  the  cheek.  Hard  jxilatc.  narrow 
and  liiirli  :  voice  rough  and  tleeji ;  niaiimue  fairly  developed, 
.soft  and  without  secretion.  Möns  veneris  covered  witli 
thick,  dark  hair.  (lenitals  eompletely  feminine,  without 
trace  of  hermai)hroditic  appearance,  but  at  the  stage  of 
development  of  tliosr«  of  a  ten-year-old  girl.  The  labia 
majora  touching  each  other  almost  completely;  labia 
minora  having  a  cock's-comb-like  form,  and  projecting 
under  the  labia  majora.  Clitoris  small  and  very  sensitive. 
Frenulum  delicate;  perineum  very  narrow;  introitus 
vaginse  narrow ;  mucous  membrane  normal.  Hymen  want- 
ing (probably  congenitally)  ;  likewise  the  carunculs  myrti- 
formes.  Vagina  so  narrow  that  the  insertion  of  a  mem- 
brum  virile  would  be  impossible,  also  very  sensitive;  cer- 
tainly coitus  had  not  taken  place.  Uterus  felt,  through  the 
rectum,  to  be  about  the  size  of  a  walnut,  immovable  and 

retroflected. 

Pelvis  generally  narrowed  (dwarf -pel vis),  and  of  de- 
cidedly masculine  t^'pe.  Distance  between  anterior  su- 
perior spines  22.5  centimetres  (in.stead  of  20. o  centi- 
metres).   Distance  between  the  crests  of  the  iiii,  20.5 
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centimetres  (instead  of  29.3  centimetres)  ;  between  the  tro- 
chanters»  27.7  centimetres  (31);  the  external  conjugate 
diameter,  17.2  centimetres  (19  to  20) ;  therefore^  the  in- 
ternal oonjugate,  presumablj,  7.7  centimetres  (10.8).  On 
account  of  narrowness  of  the  pelvis,  the  direction  of  the 
thighs  not  convergent,  as  in  a  woman,  but  straight 

The  opinion  given  showed  that  in  S.  there  was  a 
congeni tally  abnormal  inversion  of  the  sexual  instinct, 
which,  indeed,  expressed  itB(  If,  anthropologically,  in  ano- 
malies of  developiiiont  of  the  ImmIv,  dopondini;  upon  o^reat 
hereditary  taint;  further,  tliat  tlic  criininal  acts  t.f  S. 
had  their  foundation  in  her  abnormal  and  irresistible 
sexuality. 

S.'s  diaracteristic  (•xj)rc\ssions — "Ciod  put  love  in  niy 
heart.  If  lie  created  nie  so,  and  not  other\vi?ie.  am  I, 
then,  guilty ;  or  is  it  the  eternal,  incomprehensible  way 
of  fate?" — are  really  justitiell. 

The  court  grant*'(l  })ardun.  The  "countess  iu  male 
attire,"  as  she  was  called  in  the  newspapers,  returned 
to  her  home,  and  again  gave  herself  out  as  Count  Sandor. 
Her  only  distress  was  her  lost  happiness  mth  her  beloved 
Marie. 

A  married  woman,  iu  l»rantl(tu,  Wisconsin,  whose 
case  is  reported  by  Dr.  Kicrnan  (*  Tlie  Medical  Standard," 
1888,  November  and  December),  was  more  fortunate. 
She  eloped,  in  1883,  with  a  young  girl,  married  her,  and 
lived  with  her  as  husband  imdisturbed. 

An  interesting  '^historical"  example  of  androgyny  is 
a  case  reported  by  8pi(zka  ("Chicago  Medical  Review," 
20th  August,  1881).  It  was  that  of  Lord  Combary, 
Qovemor  of  New  York,  who  lived  in  the  reign  of  Queen 
Anne.  He  was  apparently  affected  with  moral  insanity; 
was  terribly  licentious,  and,  in  spite  of  his  hiiili  position, 
could  nf>t  keep  himself  from  goinj?  alxjut  in  the  streets 
in  female  attire,  coquetting  with  all  the  allurements  of  a 
prostitute. 

In  a  picture  of  him  that  has  been  preserved,  his  narrow 
brow,  asymmetrical  face,  feminine  features,  and  sensual 
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mouth  at  once  attract  attention.  It  is  certain  that  be 
never  actually  regarded  himself  as  a  woman. 

ComplicQiions  of  Antipathic  Sexual  Instinct. 

Moreover,  in  individuals  afflicted  with  sexual  inver- 
sion, in  themselves,  the  per\'er.so  K(>xual  feeling  and  inclina- 
tion may  bo  coniplicatod  with  other  pcn'erse  manifesta- 
tions. Thus  here,  with  reference  to  the  activity  of  the  in- 
stinct, there  iiiiiy  he  acts  quite  analop^us  to  acts  induli^od  in 
by  iiulivichials  in  piTversc  satisfaeti(»n  of  tlie  instinct,  but 
wlio,  at  the  same  time,  liave  a  natural  inclination  toward 
persons  of  the  opposite  sex. 

Owing  to  tlie  circumstance  tliat  abnormally  increased 
sexuality  is  alm<»st  a  re^uhir  accompaniment  of  anti- 
patiiic  si'xual  feelinc:,  acts  of  lustful  sadistic  cruelty  in 
the  satisfaction  of  libido  arc  easily  possible.  A  reuiarkablo 
example  of  this  is  the  case  of  Zastrow  {Casper-Litnan,  7. 
Auflage,  Bd.  i.,  p.  160;  ii.,  p.  487),  who  bit  one  of  his 
victims  (a  boy),  tore  his  prepuce,  slit  the  anus,  and 
strangled  the  child. 

Z.  came  of  a  psychopathic  grandfather  and  melan- 
cholic mother.  His  brother  indulged  in  abnonnal  sexual 
pleasures,  and  committed  suicide. 

Z.  was  a  congenital  uming,  and  in  habitus  and  occupa- 
tion masculine.  There  was  phimosis,  ^l- utally,  he  was 
a  weak,  perverse,  socially  useless  man.  He  had  horror 
femina,  and,  in  his  dreams,  he  felt  himself  like  a  woman 
toward  a  man.  He  was  painfully  conscious  of  his  want 
of  normal  sexual  feeling  and  of  his  perverse  instinct,  and 
sou<;ht  satisfaction  in  mutual  onanism,  with  frequent 
desire  for  pederasty. 

Similar  sadistic  feelinirs  of  this  kind,  in  those  afflicted 
with  antipathic  sexual  instinct,  are  found  in  some  of  the 
foregoini;  histories  (rf.  cases  128  and  129  of  this  edition, 
and  case  00  of  the  sixth  edition;  also  Moll.  "Contr.  Sex- 
ualemphndung,"  second  edition,  p.  189;  v.  Kraffl,  "Jahrb. 
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f.  Psychiatrie,"  xii.,  pp.  367  and  389;  MoU,  "Untei^ 
suchungen  über  Libido  sexualis/'  cases  20  and  27). 

As  examples  of  perverse  sexual  satisfaction  dependent 
on  antipathic  sexual  instinct,  may  be  mentioned  the  Greek, 
nrho,  as  Äihenäus  reports,  was  in  love  with  a  statue  of 
Cnpid,  and  defiled  it,  in  the  temple  of  Delphi ;  and  besides 
the  monstrous  cases  reported  by  Tardieu  ("Attentats,"  pb 
272),  the  terrible  one  reported  bv  Lomhroso  ("L*uoino 
delinquente,  "  ]>.  iOO),  of  a  certain  Artusio,  who  wounded 
a  boy  in  the  abdomen,  and  abused  him  sexually  l^y  means 
of  the  incifiion.

The  follt.wiiii;  caso.  taken  fri>in  (inrnu  r,  is  a  classical 
exaiii})le  of  boot-fcticliisni.  At  times  mas<K'hisni  forms  a 
coinplication  of  sexual  inversion  ^loll,  second  edition, 
p.  172  (ease  12)  and  p.  190;  //cm,  "Internat.  Centralbl. 
f.  d.  PhysioL  and  Pathol,  der  Ilam-  und  Sexnalorgane," 
iv..  Heft  5  (homosexuality  in  a  woman  with  passive  flagel- 
lantism  and  kopr<  >]*hagia) ;  v,  Krafft,  case  43  in  sixth 
edition  of  this  book,  also  case  137  of  this  edition  and 
114  of  eighth  edition;  ditto  ''Jahrbücher  für  Psychiatrie," 
xii.,  p.  339  (homosexuality,  abortive  masochism),  p.  351 
(psych,  hermaphrod.  masochism). 

Case  167.  Homosexuality,  X.,  twenty  six  years  of 
ape,  of  the  npper  class,  was  arrested  for  havinc:  prac- 
tised masturbation  in  a  public  park.  By  her<  <lity  heavily 
tainted;  skull  abnormal:  was  peculiar  from  earliest  youth; 
psyehieally  almfirmal ;  at  the  aire  of  ten  he  bofian  to  show 
a  peculiar  iiifcr'  -t  in  [latent  leather  slioes;  bciran  to  mas- 
turbate at  thirteen,  but  in  order  to  pro(>nre  ejaculation 
he  had  to  fasten  his  eyes  uj>on  ])at<'nt  leather  shoes.  Tie 
never  felt  any  inclination  towards  woman,  ami  when,  nt 
the  age  of  twenty-one,  he  once  attempted  coitus  at  a 
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brothel  derived  no  satiafaetion  from  the  act  With  the 
twenty-fourth  year  his  homosexual  instinct  b^gan  to 
assert  itself  more  and  more.  But  he  felt  himself  drawn 
only  to  yuuii^  men  who  wore  elegant  clothes  and  patent 
leather  boots.  Thinking  of  such  men,  he  masturbated. 
His  ideal  was  to  live  with  such  a  man  and  practice  mutual 
masturbation.  Unable  to  realise  his  wishes,  he  would 
introduce  a  ball  into  his  anus,  and  moving  it  in  and  out 
fancy  himself  to  have  coitus  with  his  ideal  young  man 
wearing  patent  leather  boots.  Simultaneously  he  would 
masturbate.  During  this  imitation  of  passive  pederasty 
he  would  wear  drawers  made  of  red  silk.  For  some  time 
lif  was  wont  to  stick  notices  on  public  buildings  to  this 
ctft'ct :  "-My  nates  are  at  the  disjiosal  of  handsouic  gentle- 
men who  wear  ])ateiit  leather  lwM»ts".  Whilst  wiiling 
such  notices  and  looking  at  his  own  palent  h'ather  shoes, 
he  would  have  an  erection.  Since  his  .sixteenth  year, 
when  young  men  Ix-iran  to  interest  him,  he  had  eyes  oidy 
for  their  pateut  leather  boots.  lie  lovctl  to  l<»itcr  about 
the  show-windows  of  lM>ot  shojis  and  the  drilling-grounds 
of  the  military  school,  where  he  had  opportunity  for  ad- 
uiiring  the  ofticers  in  their  patent  leather  boots.  One 
day  he  bought  a  pair  for  himself  and  became  quite  in- 
toxicated  by  gazing  at  them.  The  very  smell  of  them 
was  su£Scient  to  excite  him  very  much  sexually.  He 
finally  put  them  on,  that  in  them  he  might  nuJce  con- 
quests ;  but  he  was  not  successful.  Now  he  used  them 
for  another  purpose.  He  would  mctsturhando  ejaculate 
into  them.  The  most  intense  lustful  pleasure  he  derived 
when  he  put,  during  this  act,  one  of  the  shoes  to  his  anus 
or  inlrr  femora,  rubbing  it  about  there.  "When  one  day 
X.  found  a  defect  on  the  uppers  of  one  of  these  shoes, 
which  he  always  saved  most  carefully,  he  was  very  de- 
jected. He  looked  \ipou  himself  as  a  person  who  has 
just  discovereil  tlie  tirst  wrinkle  in  the  face  of  his  behtved. 
One  (lay  wiicn  in  the  i)ark  he  tlioui^ht  that  a  young  man 
maije  advances  ti>  him  aect.iNiiuir  to  his  own  desin-;  he 
was  highly  elated,  and  could  not  resist  to  expose  his  per- 
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SOI).  He  was  arre>tcil,  but  not  sentenced.  He  was  sent  to 
an  insaoc  asylum  (Gamier,  "Le^  i'etichistes/'  p.  114). 

In  general,  the  acquired  casaa  are  characterised  in 
that  :— 

1.  Tho  honio-st'xual  in.>-tinct  appenrn  as  a  seoonJarj 
laelur,  anil  always  may  l»e  rci'erreil  to  inlluc-nces  (mas- 
turbatic  neuraathenia,  uieutal)  which  disturbed  normal 
aexiial  satisfaction.  It  is,  however,  probable  that  here,  in 
spite  of  powerful  sensual  libido,  the  feeling  and  inclination 
for  the  (»])p(>8ite  sex  arc  weak  ab  origine,  especially  in  a 
spiritual  and  SBsthetic  sense. 

2.  .The  homosexual  instinct,  so  long  as  inversio  sexualU 
has  not  yet  taken  place,  is  looked  upon,  by  the  individtul 
affected,  aa  vicious  and  abnormal,  and  yielded  to  only 

fautc  (Ir  nticux. 

.*>.  The  heterosexual  instinct  long  remains  predominant, 
and  the  impossihility  to  satisfy  it  gives  pain.  It  weakens 
in  proportion  as  th(  iiomosexual  feeling  gains  in  strength. 

On  the  other  hand,  in  nm(/*)iit(il  oases: — 

(<i)  The  homosexual  instinct  is  the  one  that  occurs 
])riiiiarily.  nnd  1hm'<)1ii<'s  dominant  in  the  ri(<i  si  xiKiJts.  It 
appears  as  the  natural  nuiuiu'r  (»f  satisfaction,  and  also 
douiinatt's  flie  dreaniditV  of  tiu^  individual. 

(/>)  'IMir  heterosexual  iustinet  fails  completely,  or.  if 
it  should  make  its  appearance  in  the  hi>tory  of  the  indi- 
vidual ( psyeho-sexiuil  lieruiaj)hrodit isui ) ,  it  is  still  hut  an 
episodical  phenomenon  which  has  no  root  in  the  mental 
constitution,  and  is  essentially  but  a  means  to  satisfaction' 
of  sexual  desire. 

The  differentiation  of  the  above  groups  of  congenital 
inverted  sexuality  from  one  another,  and  from  the  cases 
in  which  the  anomaly  is  acquired,  will,  after  the  foregoing, 
present  no  difficulties. 

The  prognosis  of  the  cases  of  acquired  antipathic  sexual 
instinct  is,  at  all  events,  much  more  favourable  than  that 
of  tho  con^^enital  cases.  In  the  former,  the  occurrence 
of  effemination — the  mental  inversion  of  the  individual,  in 
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the  sense  of  perverse  sexual  feeling — is  the  limit  bejond 
which  there  is  no  longer  hope  of  benefit  from  therapy.  In 
the  congenital  cases,  the  Yarious  categories  established  in 
this  book  form  as  many  stages  of  psycho-sexual  taint,  and 
benefit  is  probable  only  within  the  category  of  the  psyciiical 
hermaphrodites,  thought  possible  (tnele  the  case  of  tSckrenk- 
Notzinrj)  in  that  of  the  Urnings. 

The  jiropli  1/1(1.1  is  o{  tln'sc  conditions  Iwoonins  thus  the 
more  important — for  the  congenital  cases,  ])rohil)it ion  of 
the  rcjtroduct ion  of  such  unfortunates;  for  the  aei|uii'ed 
cases,  proti'ctictn  from  the  injurious  inllueneos  which  e.\j)e- 
rience  teacheä  may  lead  to  the  futul  inversion  of  the  sexual 
instinct. 

Numerous  predisposed  individuals  meet  this  sad  fate, 
because  parents  and  teachers  have  no  suspicion  of  the 
danger  which  masturbation  brings  in  its  train  to  children. 

In  many  schools  and  academies  masturbation  and  vice 
are  actually  cultivated.  At  present  much  too  little  atten- 
tion is  given  to  the  mental  and  moral  peculiarities  of  the 
pupils. 

If  only  the  tasks  are  done,  nothing  more  is  asked. 
That  many  pupils  are  thus  ruined  in  body  and  soul  is  never 

considered. 

Tn  ohedionce  to  affected  prudery,  the  vita  sexualis  is 
nui«le  a  mystery  to  the  developing  youth,  and  not  the  slight- 
est attention  given  to  the  excitations  of  his  sexual  instinct. 
How  few  family  j)hysicians  are  ever  called  in,  during  the 
years  of  development  of  cliildren.  to  irive  advice  to  their 
patients  that  are  often  so  greatly  pre<lisposed ! 

If  is  thought  that  all  must  he  left  to  Xature;  in  the 
meantiine.  Nature  rises  in  her  power,  an<l  lea<ls  the  help- 
less, unprotected  innocent  into  dangerous  by-paths. 

Dia^sis,  Prognosis  and  Therapie  of  Antipathic  Sexual 

Instinct 

The  diagnosis  of  antipathic  sexual  instinct  is  of  great 
clinical  and.  particularly,  forensic,  import   At  the  first 
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glancCy  it  opens  some  difficulties^  since  the  symptoms  are 
rather  of  a  subjective  nature  and  the  perverse  acts  offer 
so  many  aspects  which  may  mean  perversion  as  well  as 

perversity.  Much  depends  on  the  veracity  of  the  patient, 
and  that  leaves  in  many  cases  much  to  be  desired.  Auto 
biographiea  are  to  he  taken  rum  grano  salis,  and  slmuld 
be  discounted.  Nevertheless  the  expert  will  soon  be  able 
to  weed  out  exaggeration  and  untruth.  Antipathic  sejcual 
instinct  is  such  a  complicated  psychical  anomaly  that  only 
tho  (<N]H  ricnced  specialist  can  quickly  distinguish  between 
truth  and  liction. 

True  knowledge  is  easiest  ascf^rtained  from  those  who 
despair  of  their  e\i-teiice,  meditate  .-uicido  (which  fre- 
quently is  found  in  those  who  have  cultured  minds  and 
realise  the  anomaly  of  tlieir  jxisition  ),  l)\it  as  a  hi>t  resort 
como  to  the  medical  man  for  advice;  also  from  those  who 
aro  confronted  with  lej;al  proceedinp»,  or  who  through  cir- 
cumstances are  forced  into  marriage  and  donbt  their 
virility.  These  patients  have  an  urgent  need  for  help,  and 
will  tell  the  truth.  In  strong  contrast  to  these  really  un* 
fortunate  beings  stand  those,  generally  of  but  little  ethical 
and  intellectual  value,  who  seek  to  enrich  medical 
knowledge  by  fatuous  gossip  about  thehr  disease.  Every 
case  of  genuine  homosexuality  has  its  etiology,  its  concom- 
itant physical  and  psychical  symptoms,  its  reactions  upon 
the  whole  psychical  beinir,  and  mw-^t  be  reduced  to  an  ab» 
normal  sexual  instinct  whieh  is  <!i:nn(  trically  opposed  to 
the  physical  sex  of  the  affected  individual,  as  it  can  be 
explained  upon  that  hasis  only.  The  diagnosis  is  to  be 
found  in  the  itnamnesis,  the  arfiolor/if,  the  vita  anteacta, 
the  ppycho  -exiial  development  of  the  case.  To  form  a 
clear  opinion  ii  hi-honves  to  judi^e  the  case  from  the  stand- 
j>oinf  (if  the  anthroj)ohi;_Mc;iI  clinical  historv  of  its  devel- 
opment, and  to  collect  syntlieticnlly  all  the  various  details. 

The  opinion  will  then  be  as  dehnitely  established  as  in 
any  other  clini(*al  ease. 

The  tirst  im])ortant  point  based  upoii  rij)e  ex])eriencc 
is  the  fact  that  antipathic  sexual  instinct  as  an  anomaly 
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of  sexna]  life  is  only  found  in  individuals  who  are  tainted, 
as  a  rule,  hereditarily.  In  foru  ^/articular  atress  should  be 
laid  upon  this  point.  In  all  cases  in  which  anamnesis  has 
been  proved,  this  taint  will  be  readily  found.  Per  se,  this 
proof  is  of  no  value,  for  perversity  also  grows  in  this  soil. 
But  it  assumes  importance  when  the  same  frailty  is  found 
to  exist  in  several  members  of  the  same  family  or  appears 
in  the  form  of  other  perversions  of  the  sexual  life  either 
in  the  individual  himself  under  consideration,  or  in  other 
members  of  his  family.  Often  enough  the  patient  pre- 
sents other  psyehical  or  iiourntic  anomalies,  even  psychical 
diseases,  defects  or  such  like.  Tln'v  are  so  frequent  and 
nnmerous  that  one  is  often  led  to  doubt  whether  the  man- 
ifestation under  observation  Ix^Iongs  in  the  sphere  of  neu- 
ropathia  or  that  of  psychopathia. 

Tliese  neurotic  and  ])syclio]);itliic  nianifcstations  de- 
mand a  most  careful  scrutiny  as  t«>  tiieir  meaning.  Xot 
nncommonlv  tliev  ai'e  siuii-^  of  taint  or  dcireneratinn  of 
e(|uivalent  value  willi  antipathic  sexual  instinct,  or  tliey 
may  be  reactions  eiiianatin«;  froui  external  defects  to  which 
tainted  individuals  are  more  subject  than  normal  man  is, 
often  indirectly  depending  on  antipathic  sexual  instinct 
on  the  groimd  of  psychical  conflicts  in  which  these  unfor- 
tunates are  frequently  iiii])licated  by  virtue  of  their  sexual 
perversions ;  or  they  may  be  found  to  spring  from  the  im- 
perfect or  perverse  gratification  of  their  sexual  needs 
(onanism). 

Certain  it  is  that  these  persons  are,  as  a  rule,  also 
abnormal  so  far  as  character  is  concerned.  Thev  are  neither 
man  nor  woman,  a  mixture  of  l>otli,  with  secondary  psy- 
chical and  physical  characteristics  of  the  one  as  well  as  the 
other  sex,  which  grow  out  of  the  interfering;  inflnenc»  s  of 
a  bisexual  jU'cdisposition  and  disturb  the  <lcvel«»j)meiit  »»f  a 
woW  defined  and  com|dcte  being.  But  this  peculiarity  is 
only  found  in  fully  developed  cases.  A  i)sychical  disease 
prr  ftr  is  not  a  necessary  adjunct  to  antijiathic  s(»xiud  in- 
stinct.   All  nations  and  all  eras  have  produced  perverse 
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men,  whose  renown  and  greatness  adorn  the  history  of 
their  mother  country  or  that  of  the  world. 

This  abnormality  must  not  be  looked  upon  as  a  patho- 
logical condition  or  as  a  crime,  but  the  development  of  the 
vita  texualU  with  its  reacting  effects  upon  the  mind  and 
the  moral  sense;  it  may  proceed  with  the  same  harmony 
and  satisfying  influence  as  in  the  normally  disposed,  a  fur- 
ther argument  in  favour  of  the  assumption  that  antipathic 
soxual  instinct  is  an  (H]iiivalent  for  heterosezuality.  If 
ethical  and  intellectual  defects  are  present,  they  may  be 
looked  upon  merely  as  complicated  anomalies  resulting 
from  tiie  taint. 

An  important  factor  is  precocity  in  sexual  life,  which 
together  with  it<  antithesis,  i.e.,  retarded  puberty,  is  tlie 
distingiii>liing  mark  of  a  degenerated  con-titution.  It  is 
(jiiife  anotiier  tiling  wlien  the  vlfn  si  .nuilis  take<  an  invert»'d 
euurse  at  an  early  period,  partienlarly  at  a  time  wlien  evil 
intlnenee.»*  or  had  examjdes  cannot  In»  at  work.  For  in- 
stance, when  litlh'  boys  prefer  male  adults  to  tlieir  female 
relations,  or  Aiow  a  predilection  for  girls'  games  and  oc- 
cupations or  particular  skill  in  sewing,  knitting,  embroid- 
ering^ etc,  or  inclination  for  female  toilet,  find  pleasure  in 
wearing  girls'  clothing,  choose  girls'  characters  in  private 
theatricals  or  in  masquerades  and  betray  great  cleverness 
in  impersonating  the  female  character,  etc. 

Homosexual  acts  (mutual  masturbation,  etc.)  previous 
to  puberty  are  no  proof  of  antipathic  sexuality.  They 
may  spring  from  hypersexuality,  precocity  or  .«jome  exter- 
nal intluences.  'J'hev  do  not  necessarilv  lead  to  inverted 
sexuality,  only  then  when  the  individual  is  predisposed. 
It  is  at  the  time  of  pulierty  that  the  vita  sexual  is  is  devel- 
oped and  receives  its  direction  for  the  rest  of  life.  An 
nncon-;fious  dtsire  for  sexual  union,  oftvn  enough  stimu- 
lated by  individuals  of  the  same  s»'X,  brings  the  playniates 
together,  tickling  and  other  tactile  irritatiou-S — (juite  apart 
from  the  genuine  sexual  instinct  Iea<l  to  acts  of  mastur- 
bation in  corpore  \  irili,  but  they  are  not  (•ouj)led  with  J'sy- 
chical  feelingb  in  the  sense  of  homosexual  acts.   The  same 
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analogous  manifestations  may  be  observed  in  joung  ani- 
mals. 

But  rarely  antipathic  sexuality  develops  from  these 
horseplays.  Puberty  teaches  the  youthful  sinner  t<>  know- 
bis  true  sex.  soon  enough.  From  the  s(>.\iuil  instinct,  based 
upon  a  series  of  physical  and  psych icul  attractions,  ema- 
nates the  sexnal  leaning  to  persons  of  the  opposite  gend(>r, 
and  the  earlier  homosexual  eneonnters  are  remembered 
with  slianie  and  confusion.  IJiir  the  lionioscxual  act  eom- 
niitl('<I  iiflcr  |)\il)erty  lias  set  in,  is  ffir  dcrisirc  sl<'|»  in  the 
wroii«;  directidti.  Th«^  stadium  of  sexual  ditTrrentiation 
I'ltvers  sfdnetinii's  a  loiig  period  and  ofti-n  i-eachca  far  be- 
yond that  of  physical  sexual  development. 

Of  «rreat  \alue  in  (liauni<>J^i"i-r  ü  <'i»^*'  i^^  to  ascertain  the 
dream  life  and  that  of  sleej>  in  the  patient.  The  true 
status  of  the  sextnil  instinct  is  here  often  pitifully  por- 
trayed. NocturDal  pollutions  are  found  to  be  coloured  (a) 
in  cases  of  psychical  hermaphroditism  predominantly,  (b) 
in  all  the  other  grades  of  the  anomaly  exclusively  in  the 
sense  of  homosexuality.  In  cases  of  effeminatio  (viragin- 
ity)  they  are  accompanied  by  dream-pictures  delineating 
the  passive  (in  man)  or  the  active  j(in  woman)  role  in  the 
sexual  act 

The  presence  of  ]>hysieal  or  psychical  abnormal  char- 
acteristics may  aid  dia|?ii<^>sis  if  they  are  coupled  with  other 
more  distinctive  signs.  By  th(  involves  they  prove  nothing, 
as  they  are  also  found  in  individuals  not  tainted,  for  in- 
stance, in  gynwcomasts,  V)earded  women,  etc.,  etc 

In  the  well-pronounced  cases  of  antipathic  sexual  in- 
stinct (efT<'miiiatio  and  viraginity)  the  jdiysical  and  ])sy- 
chical  (diaractrristics  of  inverted  >c.\uality  are  so  plentiful 
tiiat  a  mistake  cannot  (wcur.  They  are  simply  men  in 
women's  garb,  and  women  in  men's  attire,  es])ecially  if  tln'y 
have  full  freedom  of  action.  l*sy<'hically  they  consider 
thems(dves  to  belong  t*t  the  opjiosite  sex.  AVe  have  seen 
women  Urnings  in  the  army,  and  men  Urnings  amoni;  the 
waitresses  in  restaurants.  They  act,  walk,  gesticulate  and 
behave  in  eveiy  way  exactly  as  if  they  were  persons  of  the 
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sex  which  tluy  simulate.  I  have  known  male  ummgs 
who  excelled  woman  in  wiles,  loquacity,  coquetry,  etc., 
etc. 

In  pronmmced  easrs  Itushfulnoi's  and  timidity  in  the 
presence  of  jiersons  of  liig  own  sex  will  be  observed  in  the 
•    homosexual  individual. 

Tliat  inniniis  know  each  other  instinctively  is  a  fahle. 
They  rtcopiizc  ..nc  anoilicr  hy  their  piit,  natural  shyness 
and  hv  sii^ns  just  the  same  as  unnual  persons  of  opposite 
ße.\es  do  if  thcv  m>  advcntun'  huiitini;. 

The  liiiiher  ijrados  of  houiox  xuality  show  horror  feni- 
inse  to  the  extent  (»f  ahsohitf  iniiioti-nee.  Imagination 
sometimes  assists  in  ])rodueing  erection  and  rendering  coi- 
tus possible.  Diagnosis  is  definitely  established  when  abso- 
lute proof  is  at  hand  that  a  homosexual  person  is  perma- 
ncntlv  attracted  b\  a  person  of  the  same  sex  and  led  to  a 
sexual  act  with  that  person,  the  act  granting  full  satisfac- 
tion to  the  sexual  instinct,  whilst  similar  attractions  do  not 
exist  in  persons  of  the  opposite  sex,  and  if  the  dii|^st  for 
persons  of  the  opposite  sex  is  insuperable. 

The  distinction  between  congenital  and  acquired  (or 
rather  retarded)  homosexuality  is  considered  to  be  of  theo- 
retical  and  therapeutical  value. 

Some  authors  claim  that  congenital  homosexuality 
does  not  exist,  hut  that  this  anomaly  is  acquired  from  oth- 
ers. I)Ut  I  cannot  accept  their  arguments,  for  they  do 
not  explain  the  jire-eiice  of  the  distin^ui-hing  synij>toins  so 
often  f<iund  in  the  earliest  years  of  the  individuals  af- 
flieieil,  i.r..  at  a  period  in  which  exiernal  iutiueDces  may  be 
considered  to  be  absolutely  excluded. 

Case  168.  'raken  from  Moll.  "Lihi.lo  Sexualis,"  case 
69,  p.  720.  A  young  man,  tiiirty-four  years  of  age,  was 
from  age  seventeen  drawn  to  yoyng  men,  and  had  no 
liking  for  girls.  He  was  an  elTeminated  character,  had  a 
girl's  nickname,  and  played  with  dolls.  When  drunk  he 
allowed  men  to  masturbate  him.  When  sober,  howerer. 
he  would  not  permit  it,  because  he  thought  it  st  upid. 
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To  jjiuvnts  and  l^aolurs,  tlic  cxporienccs  dotailod  iii 
tliis  and  nuuicnnis  otlier  scieutitic  works  on  musturbatiou, 
present  valuable  suggestions. 

Educators  are  often  too  ''naive"  in  tlieir  views,  and 
their  power  of  observation  is  too  limited  to  notice  the  sexnal 
abuses  rampant  among  the  hoy  a  entrusted  to  their  caie 
and  practised  even  during  lesson  time.  In  a  few  excep- 
tional cases  they  have  even  become  seducers  of  boys. 
Everything  that  is  calculated  to  unduly  further  the  devel- 
opment of  the  vita  scxualis — such  as  prolonged  sitting  on 
the  form,  the  use  of  alcoliolic  drinks,  etc.— should  bo 
strictly  avoided.  A  lx)v  witli  inverted  sexuality  should  be 
rigidly  excluded  from  all  public  educational  institutions 
for  boys  and  sent  to  a  hos])ital  for  norvous  disorders.  Boys 
should  not  be  permitted  to  sleej)  together  at  homo.  Swim- 
inins;  lessons  and  bathinir  en  wri.v.sv'  should  b;>  under  the 
careful  and  strict  siiperx  i-^ion  of  a  e«»nip<'t(  nf  person. 

^>eith<'r  sh<nild  a  ehild  with  anfi]>athic  sexual  instinct 
be  plae«'d  innler  the  i«>lati'd  tuition  <.f  a  tiitur  ur  prixato 
master,  for  frecjuently  tlie  Hr>t  object  of  hoino-exnal  love 
is  the  instructor  at  home.  ("are  -liould  be  taken  that 
tainted  children  are  n«»l  care>s<'d  an<l  fou<lled  by  persons 
of  the  same  sex.  Flagellatio  ad  |)odieem  should  never  be 
permitted. 

The  best  place  for  children  that  are  perversely  (sex- 
ually) inclined  is  the  public  school  where  co-education  of 
the  sexes  prevails.  An  early  preference  for  games,  occu- 
pations and  pastimes  of  the  opposite  sex  should  be  strongly 
discountenanced  and  interdicted.  Masturbation  should  be 
carefully  watched  in  both  sexes.  Early  signs  of  antipathic 
sexual  instinct  should  at  once  be  noticed,  and  hypnotic  and 
suggestive  treatment  applied,  for  there  is  more  hope  for 
eradicating  the  evil  in  its  earlier  stages  than  when  the  in- 
dividual so  tainted  has  already  been  lost  in  the  quagmire 
of  sexual  perversion. 

The  lines  of  frrafni'  iit.  when  antipathic  sexual  instinct 
exists,  are  the  following: —

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1.  Prevention  of  onanism  and  removal  of  other  influ- 
ences injurious  to  tiio  rifa  sexualis. 

2.  Cure  of  the  neurosis  ( nntmsihenia  sexnnlis  and  uni- 
versalis) arising  out  of  the  unhygienic  conditions  of  the 
vita  sexual  is. 

3.  ^Mental  treatment,  in  the  s(>nse  of  combating  lionio- 
sexnal,  and  encouraging  heterosexual,  feelings  and  im- 
pulses. 

Tlic  moniontnni  of  the  trcatnicnf  lies  in  fuliillini^  the 
third  iTidicatioii,  particularly  with  reforcncr  to  onanism. 

Only  in  very  few  cases,  wlioro  acijuired  antipathic 
sexual  instinct  has  not  pro«»:rcsscd  far,  can  the  fulfilment 
of  1  and  2  he  sutiicient.  as  a  ease  fully  reported  by  the 
author  in  the  "1  rreuf reiind,"  Is^.'),  Xo.  1,  proves.  Cf. 
case  I'JS,  ninth  edition  of  this  Invok. 

As  a  rule,  physical  tn  aMiient,  even  tliongh  it  be  rein- 
f(»rced  morally  by  <::oo(l  advice  with  ret«  iciwe  to  the  avoid- 
ance of  mastni'hatioii,  the  repression  (»f  lionioscxnal  feel- 
inL'"s  and  impulx  s,  and  tlie  encouragement  of  heterosexual 
di'sires,  will  not  prove  aulhcieut,  even  in  eases  of  acquired 
sexual  inversion. 

Here  a  method  of  mental  treatment — hypnotic  SU^es- 
tion — is  all  that  can  really  henetit  the  patient. 

1  kn<»w  of  hut  om>  case  in  which  anto-suggestion  proved 
successful,  cf,  case  liM),  ninth  edition. 

As  a  rule,  only  siKjfjcsf i<ni  rotinuij  f roiii  a  second  per^ 
aon,  and  that  hv  means  of  hi/jtnosis,  jjntuiises  success. 

Tn  sueh  cases,  the  object  of  post  hypn<»tic  suggestion 
is  to  remove  the  ini})nlse  to  masturbation  and  homosexual 
feelings,  and  to  encourage  heterosexual  emotions  with  a 
sense  of  virility. 

A  prere(piisite  i-.  of  course,  the  possibility  to  induce 
hypnosis  of  sutl^icient  intensity.  It  is,  unfortunately,  in 
these  very  ca>es  of  neurasthenia  that  this  proves  impossi- 
ble, since  the  subject  is  often  excited,  <  inl-arrassed,  and 
in  no  condition  to  concentrate  tlu'  thought-^. 

By  reason  of  tlie  great  benefit  that  can  be  given  to 
such  unfortunates,  and  with  Ladanw'a  ease  in  view  (i;. 
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infra),  in  all  snoli  casos,  ovcrvrliing  slio»ild  Iw  donv  to  force 
livjuio.si.'- — ilu'  only  means  of  salvation.  The  resuii,  iu  ihe 
three  following  cusses,  was  satisfactory: —

'Case  IGO.  Antipathic  sexml  ifudinet  acquired 
through  masturbation,  Mr.  X.,  mercliant,  aged  twenty- 
nine.  Father's  parents  healthy.  Nothing  nervous  in 
father's  family. 

Father  was  an  irritable,  peevish  old  man.  One  brother 
of  the  father  was  a  man-about-town,  and  died  unmarried. 

Mother  died  in  third  confinement,  when  the  patient  was 
six  years  old;  she  had  a  deep,  rough,  masculine  voice,  and 
coarse  appearance.  Of  tlic  children,  one  brother  is  irri* 
table,  "nielanehoUc,''  and  indifferent  to  women. 

When  a  child,  patient  had  scarlet  fever  with  dcliritim. 
Up  to  his  fourteenth  year  he  was  liirht-lieartcd  and  siwial, 
hut.  after  tiiat,  quiet,  solitary,  and  "melancholic".  The 
tirsl  trace  of  -exual  feeling  apjKnired  in  his  tenth  or  elev- 
enth year,  and  at  that  time  he  learned  masturbation  from 
other  hoys,  and  prae(i>ed  mutual  "iiani-m  with  them. 

At  the  ape  of  thirteen  or  f<»urteen,  ejaculati<tn  for  the 
tirst  time.  Patient  had  felt  no  evil  results  of  ouauism  until 
the  last  three  months. 

At  sehwd  he  learned  easily,  but  was  troubled  with  head- 
aches.  After  the  age  of  twenty,  ]>ollutions,  in  spite  of 
daily  practice  of  onanism.  With  pollutions  occurred  ''pro- 
creative"  dreams,  as  man  and  wife  might  perform  the  act 
In  his  seventeenth  year  he  was  seduced  into  mutual  onan- 
ism by  a  man  having  a  love  for  men.  He  found  satisfac- 
tion in  this,  inasmuch  as  he  was  always  very  passionate 
sexually.  It  was  a  long  time  before  the  patient  again 
sought  new  opportunities  for  intercourse  with  males.  He 
did  it  >-iiiiply  to  rid  himself  of  semen. 

Hr  felt  no  friendship  or  love  for  tlio  person  with  whom 
he  had  intercourse.    He  felt  satisfaction  onlv  when  he 

« 

playe<]  the  passive  roJr — when  manustupratioti  \Mt~  prac- 
tised on  him.  When  the  ael  was  once  completed,  he  had 
no  respect  fur  the  individual.    If  it  happened  that,  later. 
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h'-  i'^kum  to  T*  '\f«-f  'i.f'  f/jan.  'iir-n  r^^^f^  tr,  intliilfff  in 
\\it'.  ari  wirli  hirn.  La**-r  i'  U-<-an»*  iii-iiTi«  r»  nt  To  him 
wh^'th^  r  hf.-  rxia>njrViat<-<j  *»r  Wi  uiÄ.-turl»aiion  [•ra'^-Tijsf'd  on 
faim.  When  be  him«^'If  praetiMd  onani^m.  be  alwavs 
tboogfat  of  pleading  men  praeti«]ii^  onanism  on  him  diir> 
ing  tbe  meL  He  preferred  a  bard,  roogfa  band. 

The  patient  tbougfat  that,  bad  be  not  been  led  astrav, 
be  woald  bare  arriired  at  a  natnral  mode  of  satisfaction  of 
hif  aexnal  desireiL  lie  never  felt  lore  for  bis  own  sex, 
tfaongb  be  bad  pleased  bim«e]f  witb  tbe  thooebt  of  loving 
men.  At  first  he  had  had  senjoial  inclinations  toward  the 
op[Kj«ite  f^x.  He  had  taken  pleaj>ure  in  danr-ing.  and  be 
bad  been  plea-^^-d  with  worn^-n,  but  he  had  taken  more 
pleasure  in  tbe  figure  than  tbe  face.  He  bad  bad  erections 
at  the  cijrbt  of  women  that  ylf  a-^-d  him.  He  had  never 
attfrijptf'd  f'<nt\ifi.  for  fear  of  i n f»-<-r i<^.n :  whether  lio  wa? 
fKd'iiT  or  n«^»t  with  Wf.nifii,  hf  did  not  know.    He  thought 

foiild  Ix'  «o  no  Jodle  t,  iM-^-an-^*  Iiis  feeiing  for  women 
bad  ^rrowii  fold,  i-jK-ciallv  durinL'  lafc  yfar<. 

Willie  |>r<-\  ioii-lv.  in  hi-  *<  ii-ual  dn  aiii-.  had  Iiad 
idf-a"  of  iKttli  iiK  ii  and  womMi.  i,f  ]nu-  years  h<-  ha<l  dreanie*! 
only  of  apjiroaehe'  t(»  men  ;  lie  (-«»iild  n«»t  reniemlx  r  that 
be  bad  dreamed,  in  late  yi-ars,  of  H-xnal  relations  with  a 
woman.  At  the  theatre,  as  well  as  in  tbe  circus  and  ballet, 
the  feminine  figure  had  always  interested  him.  In  mur 
■eumsy  masculine  and  feminine  statues  had  affected  him 
equally. 

Patient  was  a  grpat  smoker,  a  beer-drinker,  loved  male 
society,  and  was  an  athlete  and  skater.  Anything  dandi- 
fied was  repugnant  to  him,  and  he  had  never  felt  any  de- 
sire to  please  men ;  he  would  even  have  preferred  to  please 
women. 

Ife  nov,  ff  li  hi*  position  to  l>e  painfnl.  Iie(\'iu?e  onani-ni 
bad  obtained  tbe  upper  hand.  Ma-turbation,  that  bad 
previousl;^'  I.ern  practised  without  evil  effects,  now  began 

to  di'«eh»'-e  its  liad  ro-ult*. 

Sinrr-  July,  li^SO.  lu*  liii<1  -nfTf-rcd  with  nonralpia  of 
tbe  testicle.^.   Tiie  pain  occurred  particularly  at  uigbt;  and 
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at  night  tliere  was  also  lioiiibiiug  (iucreased  reflex  excita- 
bility). 

Sleep  was  not  refresbiug,  and  he  would  wake  up  with 
pain  in  the  testicles.  Ue  was  inolined,  now,  to  indulge 
more  frequently  in  onanism.  Ue  was  afraid  of  the  con- 
sequences of  the  habit,  lie  hoped  that  his  sexual  life 
might  still  be  turned  into  normal  channels.  Now,  he 
thought  of  the  future;  he  had  a  relation  with  a  girl,  who 
was  attractive  to  him,  and  the  thought  to  possess  her  as 
a  wife  was  pleasing. 

For  five  davs  lie  had  abstained  from  onanism,  but  he 
could  scarcely  believe  that  he  would  be  able,  witli  his  own 
strength,  to  overcome  the  habit.  Of  hitc  lie  had  l)een 
very  much  depro»ed,  having  lost  all  desire  for  work,  and 
become  tired  of  life. 

l*ari('ut  was  tall,  powerful,  well  nourished,  and  had  a 
thick  growth  of  beard.  Skull  and  skelcfini  normal.  Knee- 
jerks  verv  jtrompt  :  deej)  reflexes  in  ujtjx  r  ext mnil i« imieh 
increased.  l*u|)ils  dilated,  equal,  and  acted  promptly, 
(^irotids  of  ecpial  calibre;  li\ pi  ne<f ln  -ia  urethrte;  cords 
and  toticles  not  sensitive;  genitals  normal. 

The  patient  was  calmed,  and  givi  n  hope  for  the  future, 
provided  that  he  gave  up  onanism  and  attempted  to  trans- 
fer his  sexual  desires  from  persons  of  his  own  sex  to 
females. 

Hip-baths  (24^  to  20**  R.) ;  extr.  SecaL  comut.  aquos., 
0.5 ;  antipyrin,  1.0  (pro  die) ;  pot.  brom.  4.0  (evenings), 
were  ordered. 

13th  December.  To-day  the  patient  came,  in  a  dis- 
turbed condition  of  mind,  complaining  that,  unaided,  he 
was  unnbh  to  resist  the  impulse  to  masturbate,  and  he 

asl  '  !  for  help. 

A  trial  of  hypnosis  induced  a  condition  of  deep  lethargy 

in  llic  patient. 

lie  was  given  the  following  suggestions: — 

1.  I  can  not,  must  not.  an«l  will  not  ma-tnrbatr  aijain. 

2.  I  ablior  the  h.ve  (»f  my  own  sex,  und  »hall  never 
again  think  men  handsome. 
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3.  I  shall  and  will  become  well  again,  fall  in  love  with 
a  virtuous  woman,  be  happy,  and  make  her  happy. 

14th  December.  While  out  walking  to-day,  patient 
saw  a  handsome  man,  and  felt  himself  powerfully  drawn 
toward  him. 

From  tills  time  there  were  hypnotic  sittings  every 
second  day,  with  the  above  suggestions. 

18th  December  (fourth  sitting),  somnambulism  oc- 
curred ;  the  impulse  to  onanism  and  interest  in  men  dis- 
appeared. 

At  the  t'i<;litli  sittincr  "completo  virility"  was  a<ldod  to 
tlio  al)<>\(>  siiLrircstions.  Tlic  patient  felt  liimsclf  morally 
elevated  ami  physically  strengthened.  The  neuralgia  of 
the  tesiicli  -  had  disa])peared.  lie  now  found  that  be  was 
wilhoul  x'Mial  t'eeling. 

Jle  now  hclicvcd  himself  free  from  masturbation  and 
inverted  se.xual  inelinalion. 

After  the  eleventh  sitting  he  thought  further  help  was 
unnecessary.  lie  wished  to  go  home,  and  marry.  He  felt 
well  and  potent  Early  in  January,  1890,  treatment 
ceased. 

In  March,  1890,  the  patient  wrote:  "I  have  since  had 
several  occasions  on  which  it  has  been  necessary  for  me 
to  use  all  my  moral  strength  in  order  to  overcome  my 
habit,  and,  thank  God,  I  have  been  successful  in  freeing 
myself  from  this  vice.  Several  times  I  have  had  oppor^ 
tunity  f'tr  s(  xn:i]  intercourse,  and  I  have  found  pleasure 
in  it.   I  look  calmly  on  my  happy  future.'' 

Other  eases  successfully  treated  by  suggestion  may  be 
found  in  Wd/crsf rnnd.

The  for('<:<iing  ih'tails  of  the  sueees>fiil  results  of  hyp- 
notic, suggestion,  in  eases  of  a<'<pured  ><'\ual  in\ersion, 
make  it  >eem  jH»-«-ilil('  that  those  unfortunates  who  are 
atHieteil  with  congenital  perversion  may  be  helped  in  some 
degree  by  the  same  means. 

Of  course  the  proposition  is  different  as  regards  cases 
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•f  a  congenital  anomaly.  To  correct  a  morbid  psycho- 
sexual  existence  is  a  most  difficult  problem. 

The  most  favourable  cases  are  those  of  psyekoMxual 
hermaphrodittMi  in  which  at  least  rudimentary  hetero- 
sexual feelings  may  be  strengthened  by  suggestion  and 
brought  into  active  practice. 

Case  170.  Mr.  von  X.,  aged  twenty-five,  landed 
proprietor.  lie  came  of  a  neuropathic,  iniM-ihle  fatlier, 
who  was  said  to  have  been  sexually  normal,  ilis  mother 
was  ner\'0U9,  as  were  her  two  sifters.  Maternal  grand- 
mother was  nervous,  and  maternal  "grandfather  a  rour. 
much  given  to  venery.  Patient  was  like  his  mother,  and 
an  onlv  child.  From  hirth  lie  was  weak,  sutTercd  much 
with  iiii^n-iiine,  and  was  ucr\uus.  lie  j)assc<l  tlir<ini:li  sev- 
eral illnc.->cs.  At  fifteen  he  began  maaturbation,  without 
having  been  taught. 

Until  his  seventeenth  vear  he  never  had  feeling  for 
men,  or,  in  fact,  any  sexual  inclination;  but  at  this  time 
desire  for  men  arose.  lie  fell  in  love  with  a  comrade. 
His  friend  returned  his  love.  They  embraced  and  kissed 
and  indulged  in  mutual  onanism.  Occasionally  patient 
practised  coitus  inter  femora  rtn.  He  abhorred  pederasty. 
Lascivious  dreams  were  concerned  only  with  men.  In 
circus  and  theatre  males  alone  interested  him.  The  inclin- 
ation was  for  those  of  about  twenty  years.  Handsome,  tall 
forms  were  enticing  to  him.  Given  these  conditions,  he 
was  quite  indifferent  to  other  characteristics  of  the  men. 
In  his  sexual  affairs  with  men  his  part  was  always  that  of 
a  man. 

After  his  eighteenth  year  the  patient  was  always  a 
source  of  anxiety  to  his  highly  respected  parents,  for  ho 
then  began  a  love-affair  with  a  male  waiter,  who  llee<*e<l 
him  and  made  him  an  <»bject  of  remark  and  ridicule,  lie 
was  taken  hnmi'.  TFe  eotxorted  with  servants  and  ho'^rlers. 
lie  eause<l  a  scan<ial.  lie  was  si  iit  away  to  trav«  1  about. 
In  Lf)ndon  he  got  int..  a  "blaekmailing  scrape,''  but  suc- 
ceeded in  escaping  to  his  home. 
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He  profited  in  no  waj  by  this  bitter  experience,  and 
again  showed  disgraceful  inclinations  toward  men.  Pa- 
tient  was  sent  to  me  to  be  cured  of  his  fatal  peculiarity 
(December,  18SS).  Tall,  stately,  robust,  well-nourished, 
of  masculine  build;  large,  \v(ll-l'(»rmed  genitals.  Gait, 
voice,  and  attitude  niascnline.  Pronounced  masculine  pas- 
sions, lie  smoked  but  little,  and  only  cijiarettes;  drank 
little,  and  was  fond  of  confer  t  ion  er  v.  lie  loved  music, 
arts,  a*8theties,  flowers,  and  moved  in  ladies'  society  by 
j)reference.  Tie  wor<'  a  luoustaelie,  tlii'  face  l>eini;  other- 
wise cleanly  shavecl.  Ills  ^jiniienls  were  in  nowise  re- 
markable. He  was  a  soft,  bhise  fellow,  and  a  do-notliin£f. 
He  would  lie  in  bed  m<»rnin£rs,  and  could  scarcely  be  made 
to  rise  lief  ore  noon.  He  said  he  had  never  retrarded  his 
inclination  toward  his  own  sex  as  abnornuil.  He  looked 
upon  it  as  congenital;  but,  taught  by  his  evil  experiences, 
he  wished  to  be  cured  of  his  pen'ersion.  He  had  little 
faith  in  his  own  will.  He  had  tried  to  reform,  but  always 
lapsed  into  masturbation,  which  he  found  injurious,  inas- 
much  as  it  caused  (slight)  neurasthenic  symptoms.  There 
was  no  moral  defect  Intelligence  was  a  little  below  the 
average.  Careful  education  and  aristocratic  manners  were 
apparent.  The  exquisite  neuropathic  eye  betrayed  a  ner- 
vous constitution.  The  patient  was  not  a  complete  and 
hopeless  urning.  lie  had  hcierosexual  feelings,  his  sen- 
sual inrlinnl Ifnts  foward  the  npposifr  sr.r,  hoivever,  were 
manifested  hut  H'vakhj  and  infrfujurufh/.  Wlien  nineteen, 
he  was  first  taken  to  a  brothel  by  friends.  He  experienced 
no  horror  ferntno'.  lunl  elhcient  erections,  and  some  plea*;- 
ure  in  coitus,  but  not  the  instinctive  delight  be  experienced 
while  embracing  men. 

Since  then,  patient  asserted  that  he  had  had  coitus  six 
times.  twi<'e  sua  six/idr.  He  «rave  the  assurance  that  he 
was  always  capable  of  it,  but  In-  did  it  unlv  f,iuf('  de  mieu.v, 
a<  he  (lid  uiasturliatiou.  when  the  se.xiuil  impulse  troubled 
him,  as  a  substitute  for  intercourse  with  men.  He  had 
thought  of  the  possibility  of  finding  a  sympathetic  lady  iJnd 
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inarrviiig  hvr.  He  wuukl  regarU  luaiilal  cnhahitatiou  aud 
abötiuence  from  intercourse  with  meu  us  Lard  duties. 

Since  there  were  radiments  of  heterosexual  feelings 
preaent,  and  the  caae  could  not  be  looked  upon  as  hopeless, 
it  seemed  that  treatment  was  indicated.  The  indications 
were  clear  enough,  but  there  was  no  support  for  them  in 
the  will  of  the  indolent  patient,  so  unconscious  of  his  own 
position.  It  lay  near  to  seek  support  for  the  moral  influ- 
ence  in  hypnosis.  The  fulfilment  of  this  hope  seemed 
donbtful,  because  the  famous  Hansen  had  tried  several 
times,  in  vain,  to  hypnotise  him. 

At  the  same  time,  by  reason  of  the  most  important 
social  interests  of  the  patient,  it  was  necessary  to  make 
another  atrcmpt.  To  my  great  surprise,  Brnilu  lm's  pro- 
cedure iudiie;  »!  iniuiediarely  a  condition  of  deep  lethargy, 
with  possibility  of  post-hypnotie  supjiestioii. 

At  tlie  s<'<-<tnd  sitting  soinnainbulisni  was  induced  by 
merely  looking  at  liini.  Tiie  patient  ea-ily  yielded  to  sug- 
gestions of  all  kinds;  indeed,  contracture-:  were  induced 
by  stroking  liim.  lie  was  awakened  by  eounting  tlin-e. 
Awakened,  patient  iiail  amnesia  f<»i  all  the  events  of  the 
hypnotic  state.  Hypnosis  was  induced  every  second  or 
third  day  for  the  conunimication  t>{  hypnotic  suggestions. 
At  the  same  time,  moral  and  hydro-therapeutic  measures 
were  employed. 

The  hypnotic  suggestions  were  as  follows: 

1.  I  abhor  onanism,  because  it  makes  me  weak  and 
miserable. 

2.  I  no  longer  have  inclination  toward  men;  for  love 
for  men  is  against  religion,  nature  and  law. 

3.  I  feel  an  inclination  toward  woman;  for  woman  is 
lovely  and  desirable,  and  created  for  man. 

During  the  sittings  the  patient  always  repeated  rcr- 
batim  these  suggestions.  After  the  fourth  sitting  it  was 
noticeable,  that,  when  taken  into  society,  he  paid  court  to 
ladies.  Shortly  after  that,  wh;'n  a  famous  prima-donna 
sang,  he  was  all  enf lni>^ia>^ni  fnr  her.  Some  days  later  the 
patient  sought  the  address  of  a  brothel. 
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Y  et  lie  i>ref('rre(l  the  sc»cie!  v  uf  young  e;entlemon  ;  luit 
tlie  most  careful  watcbiug  failed  to  reveal  auytliiug  sua* 
picious. 

ITth  February,  Patit  nl  a.-ked  to  be  all»)\vetl  to  iu- 
(Inliie  in  eoiiiis,  and  was  very  well  satiätied  with  his  expe- 
rieiiee  witli  *>iw  of  the  di  ini-immths. 

Kith  Marcli.  I'p  to  this  tiuu',  liypnosis  twice  a  week. 
The  patient  always  passed  into  deep  souuianiliulism  by 
.simply  being  looked  at,  and,  ut  request,  repeated  the  sug- 
gestions. He  was  susceptible  to  all  kinds  of  ]K>st-hypnotic 
suggestion,  and,  in  the  waking  state,  knew  not  the  least 
of  the  influences  exerted  on  him  in  the  hypnotic  state. 
In  the  hypnotic  condition  he  always  gave  the  assurance 
that  he  was  free  from  onanism  and  sexual  feeling  for  men. 
Since  he  gave  the  same  answers  in  hypnosis — e,g.,  that  on 
such  and  such  a  date  he  practised  onanism  for  the  last 
time,  and  that  he  was  too  much  under  the  will  of  the 
physician  to  be  able  to  ]i( — bis  assi^rtions  deserved  belief; 
the  more,  since  he  looked  well  and  was  free  from  all  neu- 
rasthenic symptoms,  and,  in  the  stn  iety  of  men,  not  the 
.slightest  suspicion  reste  l  '  ii  him.  An  open,  free,  and 
manly  bearing  was  develojx'd. 

Moreover,  sinci',  nf  Iiis  own  will,  he  n<»w  and  then  in- 
dulged in  coitus  wiili  jtlcasurc,  and  occasional  pollutions 
were  iiitiuccd  by  lascivious  dreams  which  concerned 
Women,  there  could  be  no  doubt  of  the  fiiv<»urahle  change 
<d'  his  vita  si.ni(ilis;  and  it  was  jiresuinable  that  the  hyi>- 
notic  suggestions  had  develojxul  into  auto-sngi^cst ive  in- 
clinations, which  directed  his  feelings,  thoughts  and  will. 
Probably  the  patient  will  always  renmin  a  natura  frigiJa; 
but  he  more  often  spoke  of  marriage,  and  of  his  intention 
to  win  a  wife  as  soon  as  he  had  become  acquainted  with  a 
synijiathetic  lady.  Treatment  was  6to])ped.  (Author's  own 
case,  ^^Intemat.  Centralbl.  für  die  Physiol,  und  Pathol, 
der  Ilam-  und  Sexualorgane''  Band  i.) 

In  July,  1889,  1  received  a  letter  from  his  father,  tell* 
ing  me  of  his  8on*s  good  health  and  conduct 

On  24th  Hay,  .1890,  hy  chance,  I  met  my  former 
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patif'iit,  wliilc  on  a  journcv.  His  brii^lit,  Iicalthful  ajUK-ar- 
aiice  allowed  tiiu  most  favourable  opinion  of  hi?  eouditiou. 
He  told  me  that  he  still  had  .svuipathetie  feeling  for  some 
men,  but  never  anything  like  love.  Uc  occasionally  had 
pleasurable  coitus  with  women,  and  now  thought  of  mar- 
riage. 

I  hypnotised  liim,  in  tbe  former  manner,  to  try  him, 
and  asked  for  the  commands  I  had  given  him.  In  a  deep 
condition  of  somnambulism,  and  in  the  same  tone  of  voice 
as  formerly,  the  patient  repeated  the  suggestions  he  had 
received  in  December,  1888 — ^an  excellent  example  of  the 
poaaible  duration  and  power  of  post-hypnotic  suggestion. 

Other  ca^es  may  be  found  in  the  eighth  edition,  cases 
laS,  140,  141;  and  ninth  edition,  case  r6'6,  of  this 

,  book. 

•The  cases  quoted  by  the  author,  a^  well  as  those  given 
hv  Liuidinv,  in  which  siifii^cst ion  rrniovc«!  tho  homosexual 
instinct,  or,  at  least,  neurrali><'»l  it  a  protection  from 
shame  and  law),  seem  to  alford  a  proof  that  even  the 
gravest  cast  s  of  congenital  si'xual  inversiou  may  be  bene- 
fited l)v  the  application  of  hypnotism. 

\\ctterstrand  (cf.  Schrench,  op.  cit.,  case  49)  Bern- 
heim  (cf,  Sehrenck,  case  51),  Müller  (cf,  Schrench,  case 
53),  Schrench  (op.  cit.,  eases  6G,  07),  report  even  complete 
success  in  displacing  the  homosexual  by  the  heterosexual 
instinct  coupled  with  virility.  Schrench  (op.  ciL,  cases 
62,  69)  succeeded  also  in  cases  of  effeminaiio* 

But  only  when  hypnotism  produces  deep  somnambu- 
lism, decided  and  lasting  results  may  be  hoped  for,  which, 
after  all,  are  nothing  more  than  suggestive  training,  not 
a  real  cure.  They  are  marvellous  arte  facta"  of  hypnotic 
science  practised  fm  abnormal  human  beings,  but  by  no 
means  ^Hranaformalions"  (cf,  Schrench)  of  a  psychosexual 
existence. 

Very  instructive  in  this  rospeot  is  a  case  related  by 
Sebrenek,  the  representative  of  which  after  effected  *'ciire" 
says  of  himself:  ''I  am  ever  conscious  of  a  certain  insu- 
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perable  coercion  whicb  does  not  rest  upon  moral  principles, 
but  musty  as  I  believe,  be  referable  directly  to  treatment''. 
At  any  rate  such  *'cures*'  afford  no  proof  whatsoever 
against  the  assumption  of  original  conditionality  of  sexual 
inversion. 

It  is  necessary  here  to  warn  the  reader  against  illusions 
about  the  true  value  of  hypnotic  therapy. 

Attempts  have  boon  repeatedly  made  to  question  the 
right  of  the  medical  adviser  to  treat  cases  of  antipathic 
sexuality.  Tlie  advice  given  to  tlie  unfortunates  so  af' 
iiicted  was  to  become  reconciled  with  their  anomaly  mid 
to  eschew  homosexual  intercourse.  In  some  cases  in  which 
tlie  liMdo  was  weak  or  tlie  sense  of  nioriilify  was  not  en- 
•  tin  ly  lilmifcd.  sin-i-c-s  l>r<  ii  acliicvr.l.  It  was  pointed 
out  to  these  unfortunate  lieiii^s  that  tlicrc  are  many  other 
dreadful  atüictions,  such  as  f riiji'Uiinus  nr'ural,i:ia  or  inalii^u 
tumours,  wliich  mau  luust  hear  with  rcsirrunf ion.  This 
view  invoUcs,  however,  ;i  defective  kuo\\ledm>  of  the 
meaning  an<l  heariin;  «>f  auti|»athic  sexual  iii.stinct,  in  so 
far  as  this  alHietion  means  nothin«;  more  or  less  than  a 
hopeless  existence,  a  life  without  love,  an  undignified 
comedy  before  human  society,  and  moral  and  psychical 
marasmus  if  the  adWce  is  adopted;  on  the  other  hand, 
eventual  loss  of  social  position,  civic  honour  and  liberty 
are  involved. 

Castration  is  out  of  the  question,  because  it  is  difficult 
to  justify  such  an  operation,  for  the  antipathic  sexual  in* 
stinct  with  its  psychical  tortures,  cannot  be  extirpated  by 
this  process  even  though  the  lihido  sexualis  be  diminished. 

To  confine  such  peo])le  in  an  insane  asylum  is  a  mon- 
strous idea.  Justification  for  it  can  only  then  exist  if  the 
perverse  individual  suffers  also  from  a  psychosis  which 
renders  confinement  imperative. 

Another  ohjection  which  has  heen  nuide  ajrainst  treat- 
ment is  that  the  weal  and  we1far«>  of  society  is  jeopardized 
in  so  far  as  an  opportuiiit v  is  given  to  tainted  individuals 
to  propapite  their  j»erversions. 

This  objection  appears  comical  in  the  face  of  the  fact 
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that  no  one  has  jet  thought  of  prohibiting  the. marriage 
of  the  congenital  libertine  or  habitual  drunkard.  My  ex- 
perience teaches  me  that  the  sexual  perverts  in  general 
by  no  means  constitute  the  worst  type  of  degeneration. 
The  progeny  of  individuals  thus  tainted,  which  I  have  had 
occasion  to  observe,  has  offered  no  pronounced  manifesta- 
tions of  neuropathic  constitution  or  taint 

P.^ychopathia  soxualis  is  not  often  met  with  as  a  family 
failing  or  a  mark  of  heredity. 

The  number  of  case.-  which  have  been  really  cured  of 
this  anomaly  will  always  be  limited,  because  many  of  these 
imfortunatcs  refrain  from  taking  into  their  cMnti<lence  even 
the  medical  man.  Others  de>|)air  beforehand  of  the  effi- 
ciency of  treatment,  whil-t  some  who  j)racti>e  homosexual 
intercourse  and  find  -ati-faction  in  it.  hoitate  to  exchange 
their  method  for  .something  uncertain.  Again  others  de- 
mur for  fear  of  bi coiiiing  pdtcni,  and  thus  transmitting 
their  own  weakness  to  the  otTspring.  Others  present  psy- 
chical im{)ediments  which  seem  insnrniounta)>le,  or  they 
do  not  react  to  liypnotie  influence  or  suggestion,  thus  ren- 
dering treatment  futile. 

If  an  individual  afflicted  with  antipathic  sexual  in- 
stinct, for  ethical,  social  or  any  other  reasons,  demands 
treatment,  surely  it  cannot  be  denied  him.  It  is  the  sacred 
duty  of  every  medical  man  to  give  advice  and  aid  to  the 
best  of  his  ability  and  knowledge  whenever  it  is  asked  for. 
The  health  and  welfare  of  the  patient  must  ever  be  para- 
mount to  that  of  society  at  large.  Hygiene  and  prophy- 
laxis enable  him  at  all  times  to  reeompeine  the  community 
for  any  damage  he  may  have  done  in  an  isolated  case. 

Moreover  in  the  majority  of  cases  the  patient  is  (juite 
KutisHed  when  he  becomes  sexually  neutral,  and  under 
thc'^o  circum-^tances  medical  -kill  ha-  rendered  a  signal  ser- 
vice to  both  society  and  the  individual  himself.

AuKJbST  OF  Mental  Devkloi'memt. 

Sextai,  life  in  idiots  is,  irciicrally  speaking,  but  aliglitly 
tlcvolopi'd.  It  is  wantint:  entirely  in  i»liots  of  hij^h  c^rade. 
In  siieli  instances  the  g.  niials  are  frequently  small  and 
deformed,  and  menstruation  is  late  or  docs  not  occur  at 
all.  There  is  either  impotence  or  sterility.  Even  in 
idiots  of  low  grade,  sexuality  is  not  i)rominent  In  rare 
cases  it  is  manifested  with  a  certain  periodicity,  and  then 
with  greater  intensity.  It  may  then  find  expression  in 
sudden  impulses,  and  be  violently  satisfied.  Perversions 
of  the  sexual  instinct  do  not  seem  to  occur  at  the  lowest 
levels  of  mental  development. 

When  the  desire  for  sexual  satisfaction  is  opposed  in 
these  cases,  great  passion  is  excited,  with  danger  of  mur- 
derous assault  on  the  persons  attacked.  It  is  to  be  ex- 
pected that  idiots  should  not  exereise  choice,  and  even 
attempt  to  satisfy  the  sexual  instinct  on  their  nearest 
relatives. 

Tims  M<irc-I(h  h  r  re])orts  the  case  of  an  idiot  who 
attempted  to  rajie  his  sister,  and  had  almost  strangled 
her  wlien  he  was  (liseu\  (»red. 

Fricdrrith  n  ports  an  analogous  case  {^^Friedreich's 
Blätter,''  lSr>S,  p.  '.(>). 

I  have  repeatedly  had  occasion  to  give  opinions  in 
cases  of  attempts  to  rape  little  girls. 
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Giraud  ("Annal.  med.  psych.,"  1885,  No.  7)  also  re- 
ports a  case  of  this  kind.  Consciousness  of  the  significance 
of  the  act  is  always  wanting;  but  an  instinctive  know- 
ledge that  such  obscene  acts  are  not  publicly  permitted 
is  often  present,  and  causes  the  act  to  be  undertaken  in 
a  deserted  place. 

In  imbeciles  the  sexual  instinct  is  usually  developed 
as  in  normal  individuals.  The  moral  inhibitory  ideas  are 
cloudy,  and,  therefore,  the  sexual  impulse  is  more  or  less 
openly  manifested.  For  this  reason  imbeciles  are  sources 
of  disturbance  in  society.  Abnormal  intensity  and  per- 
version of  the  sexual  instinct  are  infrequent. 

The  most  frequent  numner  of  satisfvini]^  the  sexual 
desire  is  onatiisin.  The  weak-minded  seldom  make  sexual 
attacks  on  adults  of  the  op]>osite  sex. 

Sexual  satisfaction  with  animals  is  frequently  at- 
tempted. The  threat  majority  of  cases  of  injury  (sexual) 
to  animals  must  be  attributed  to  imbeciles.  Children  are 
quite  often  their  victims. 

Emminghaua  {"Mcuschka's  Ilandb.,"  iv.,  p.  234)  draws 
attention  to  the  frequency  of  unrestricted  manifestatioiL 
of  sexual  instinct,  which  comprises  open  masturbation, 
exhibition  of  the  genitals,  attacks  on  children  and  those 
of  the  same  sex,  and  sodomy. 

Oiraud  ("Annal.  m6d.  psychol.,"  1855,  No.  1)  has 
reported  a  whole  series  of  immoral  attacks  on  children^: — 

1.  H.,  a£^ed  seventeen,  imbecile,  enticed  a  little  girl  into 
a  bam,  by  giving  her  nuts.  There  he  exposed  her  genitals 
and  showed  his  own,  makiiiir  movements  of  coitus  on 
the  child's  abdomen.  He  had  no  idea  of  the  moral  sig> 
nificance  of  the  act. 

2.  L.,  aged  twenty-one;  imbecile;  degenerate.  While

1890,  Ueft  1. 
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he  was  watching  cattle,  his  sister  of  eleven  years,  with  a 
playmate  of  eight  years,  came  and  told  him  how  some 
unknown  man  had  attempted  to  do  them  violence.  L. 
led  the  children  to  a  deserted  house  and  attempted  coitus 
with  the  younger  child,  but  let  her  go  because  immission 
was  unsuccessful,  and  because  the  child  cried  ouL  On 
the  way  home  he  promised  to  marry  her  if  she  would 
not  say  anything.  At  the  trial  he  thought  that  by  marriage 
he  could  right  the  wrong  he  had  done. 

3.  G.,  aged  twenty-one,  microcephalic,  imbecile,  had 
masturbated  since  hi»  sixth  year,  and  practised  active 
and  passive  pederasty.  He  had  ro]>oato<ny  tried  to  per- 
form pederasty  with  hoys,  and  attacked  little  girls.  He 
was  al>solnt('ly  without  an  undcrstandini;  of  his  acts. 
Mis  sexual  <l<'sirps  were  manifested  periodically  and  in- 
tensely, as  in  animals.' 

4.  B.,  afrt'd  twenty-one;  imbecile.  While  alone  in  a 
forest  with  his  sister  of  nineteen,  he  deiiianded  that  she 
allow  coitus.  She  refused.  He  threatened  to  strangle 
her,  and  stabbed  her  with  a  knife.  The  frightened  girl 
wrenched  his  penis,  und  he  then  left  her  and  quietly 
went  on  with  his  work.  B.  had  a  deformed,  microcephalic 
skull,  and  had  no  sense  of  the  significance  of  his  act 

Emminghaus  {op.  eit,  p.  234)  reports  the  case  of  an 
exhibitionist: — 

Case  171.  A  man,  aged  forty,  married,  had  for  six- 

teen  years  been  aeeustonied  to  exhibit  himself  in  parks,  at 
dusk,  to  little  girls  and  servants,  and  drew  their  atten- 
tion to  himself  by  whistling.  After  having  been  frequently 
punished  for  it,  he  avoidi'd  the  plaee-^,  but  he  carried  on 
his  practice  elsewhere.  Hydrocephalus.  Mental  weakness 
of  slight  degree.   Mild  sentence  passed. 

Case  172.  X.,  of  tainted  family;  imV)ecile;  defective 

'Other  vn^p^  of  pedern»ty,  r.  Casprr,  "  Klia.  NoTdleil/'  FftU  5| 
Combetf  "Aimai.  mM.  psychol./'  July,  1866. 
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and  pervortcd  in  intclli'ct,  fcclintr  and  will.  For  help 
and  protection  he  was  brought  hcfon»  an  olliccr.  Jt  was 
complained  that  ho  had  repeatedly  exposed  his  genitals 
to  servant-girls,  and  had  shown  himself  at  windows  with 
the  upper  portion  of  his  body  naked.  No  other  maui-  » 
festatioiiB  of  inverted  sexual  instinct  No  onanism  re- 
ported (Sander,  "Archiv  f.  Psych.,"  p.  ü55). 

Case  173.  Pederasty  with  a  ehUd,  On  8th  April, 
1884,  at  ten  o'clock,  a.  u.,  while  X.  was  sitting  in  the 
street,  holding  a  boy  of  eighteen  months  on  her  lap,  a  cer- 
tain Vallario  approached  and  took  the  child  from  X.,  say- 
ing he  was  going  to  take  it  for  a  walk.  He  went  the 
distance  of  luilf  a  kilometre,  and  returned,  saying  that  the 
child  had  fallen  from  his  anns,  and  thus  injured  its  anus. 
The  anus  was  torn,  and  blood  was  pouring  from  it  At  the 
place  where  the  deed  was  done,  traces  of  semen  were 
found.  V.  confessed  his  horrible  crime,  and,  at  his  final 
trial,  he  acted  so  strangely  that  an  exaniinati*»!!  of  his 
nif-nfal  condition  was  made.  ]Ie  had  impressed  the 
prison  attendants  as  hciiig  an  indx'cile.  \'.,  aged  forty- 
five,  mason,  defective  morally  and  intellectually,  doliclio- 
microceplialic ;  narrow,  deformed  facial  bones;  the  halves 
of  the  face  and  tlie  ears  asymmetrical;  brow  low  and  re- 
treating; genitals  normal.  V.  showed  general  diminution 
of  cutaneous  sensibility,  was  imbecile,  and  bad  no  ideas. 
He  lived  in  the  present,  had  no  ambition,  and  did  nothing 
of  his  own  will.  lie  had  no  desires  and  no  emotional  feel- 
ing. He  had  never  had  coitus.  Nothing  more  could  bo 
ascertained  about  his  tnia  aexvalis.  Proofs  of  intellectual 
and  moral  idiocy,  due  to  microcephaly;  the  crime  was 
ascribed  to  a  perverse,  uncontrollable  sexual  impulse.  Sent 
to  an  asylum  {Virgilio,  "H  Manicomio,"  v:  year,  Ko.  3). 

A  case  mentioned  by  L.  Meyer  ("Arch.  f.  Psych.,"  Bd. 
i.,  p.  103)  shows  how  female  imbeciles  may  indulge  in 
shameless  prostitution  and  immorality.'

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States  of  Acquired  Mental  Weakness. 

The  numerous  anomalies  of  the  vita  aexuaUa  in  senile 
dementia  have  heen  described  in  the  section  on  ^'General 
Pathology".  In  other  conditions  of  acquired  mental 
weakness — ^those  due  to  apoplexy;  trauma  capitis;  to  the 
secondary  stag^  of  psychoses;  or  to  inflammatory  pro- 
cesses in  the  cortex  (lues,  paretic  demontia), — ^perversions 
of  the  sexual  instinct  seem  to  be  infrequent;  and  here 
the  immoral  sexnal  acts  seem  to  dej)end  on  abnormally 
increased  or  nniuhibitcd  sexual  feeling,  which,  in  itself, 
is  not  abnormal. 

1.  Dementia  Consecutive  to  Psychoses. 

Ca.sjH  f  ("Klin.  Xovi  llcn,"  Kail  M  )  repcu-ts  a  ease  that 
belongs  here.  It  is  that  of  a  physician,  aged  thirty  three, 
who  attempted  rape  on  a  child.  He  was  weakened 
mentally,  as  a  result  of  hypochondriacal  melancholia. 
He  excused  his  deed  in  a  very  silly  way,  and  had  no 
appreciation  of  the  moral  and  criminal  meaning  of  the 
act,  which  was  apparently  the  result  of  a  sexual  impulse 
that  could  not  be  controlled  on  account  of  his  mental 
weakness. 

Case  21,  in  Liman*8,  "Zweifelhafte  Geisteszustände," 
is  an  analogous  case  (dementia  after  melancholia;  offence 
against  morals  by  exhibition). 

2.  Dementia  After  Apoplexy. 

Case  174.  B.,  ajjed  tifty-two.  He  passed  tliron^rh  a 
cerebral  attaek,  and  was  no  longer  able  to  carry  on  his 
business  as  a  nu-rehant. 

One  <lay,  in  the  alisence  of  his  wife,  ho  hx-ked  two 
girls  in  the  Ikmim',  i;ave  them  liquors  to  drink,  and  then 
carried  out  sexual  acts  with  the  children.  He  commanded 
them  to  say  nothing,  and  went  to  his  business.  The 
medical  expert  established  mental  weakness,  resulting

from  repeated  a{»o|)loxies.  B.,  who,  up  to  this  time, 
had  been  woIl-bohav<Ml,  says  ]io  oomiiiittcd  the  criininal 
act  because  of  an  iincoiitroUahle  and  iiicoinprehonsihle 
impulse;  and  tliaf,  wlicn  lie  came  t<t  liiinsclf,  he  was 
ashamed,  and  sent  tin?  ^irls  away.  Since  his  apfplectic 
attack,  J),  had  heeii  weak-minded,  iticapaltle  of  Imsiness, 
and  liemijdeiric :  hnt.  soon  after  arrest,  he  made  an  nn- 
skilfnl  atti'iupt  at  suicide.  He  often  cried  childisldy. 
His  moral  and  intellectual  energy  in  o}>jH»sing  hia  sexual 
impulses  was  certainly  much  weakened.  No  sentence 
(Oiraud,  "Ann.  m^d.  Psychol.,"  Mmh,  1881). 

3.  Dementia  After  Apoplexy  of  Head. 

Case  175.  K.,  when  fourteen  years  old,  was  injured 
on  the  bead  by  a  horse.  The  skull  vras  fraietured  in 
several  places,  and  several  pieces  of  bone  required  removal. 

From  that  time  K.  was  weak  mentally,  irascible,  and 
ill-tempered.  Gradmilly  lie  developed  an  inordinate  and 
trulv  beastlv  sensual  it  v,  which  drove  liini  to  the  most 
innnoral  net-;.  One  day  he  raped  a  irirl  of  twelve,  and 
straiiirled  her  for  fear  of  discovery.  Arrested,  he  confessed. 
The  luedieiil  experts  declared  him  responsible,  and  he 
was  executed. 

The  autopsy  revealed  ossification  *»f  almost  all  the 
sutures,  remarkahle  asymmetry  of  the  halves  of  the  skull, 
and  evidences  of  healed  fractiircs.  The  aflfected  hemi- 
sphere had  band.s  of  cicatricial  tissue  runniu«i  through 
it,  and  was  one-third  smaller  than  the  other  (Friedreich's 
"Blatter,"  1885,  Heft  6). 

4*  Acquired  Mental  Weakness,  Probably  Resulting 

from  Lues. 

Case  176.  X.,  officer,  had  repeatedly  oommitted 
immoral  acts  with  little  in^la;  among  other  things,  he 
had  induced  them  to  ])erfMri]i  iii.niii-fupration  on  him, 
had  exposed  his  genitals,  and  handled  theirs. 
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X..  forniorly  lioaltliy,  and  of  blairu'loüs  lifo,  was  in- 
fected with  >v))liilis  in  1S»;7.  In  ISTI)  jiaraKsis  of  the 
left  abdnecns  ocenrred.  Tliereaftcr  mental  weakness  was 
noticed,  with  a  change  of  his  disposition  and  ciiaracter. 
Headache,  wcasional  incoherence  of  speech,  failnre  of 
power  of  thought  and  logic,  occasional  inequality  of  pupils, 
and  {)aro8i8  of  the  right  facial  muscles,  were  ohserved. 

X.y  aged  thirty-seven,  showed  no  trace  of  lues  when 
examined.  The  paralysis  of  the  left  ahducens  was  still 
present.  The  left  eye  was  amblyopic.  He  was  mentally 
weak.  Concerning  the  trial  that  was  before  him,  he  said 
it  was  nothing  but  a  harmless  misunderstanding.  Indi- 
cations of  aphasia.  Weakness  of-  memorv,  particularly 
for  recent  events.  Superficial  emotional  reaction;  rapid 
exhaustion  of  memorv  and  ability  to  speak.  Proved: 
that  the  ethical  defect  and  the  perverse  sexual  impulse 
are  the  symptoms  of  an  abnormal  condition  of  brain 
induced  bv  lues. 

Suspension  of  eriiainal  ]>roceedingö  (personal  case, 
''Jahrbücher  für  l*svchiatrie"). 

5.  Paretic  Dementia. 

Here  the  sexnal  life  is  nsnallv  ahnorniallv  affected;  in 
the  incipient  stages  of  the  disease,  as  well  as  in  episodical 
states  of  excitement,  it  is  intensified,  and  sometimes  per- 
verse. In  the  final  stages  libido  and  sexual  power  usually 
become  nil. 

Just  as  in  the  prodromal  stage  of  the  senile  forms,  one 
sees  here,  in  connection  with  more  or  less  evident  losses 
in  the  moral  and  intellectual  spheres,  expressions  of  an 
apparently  intensified  sexual  instinct  (obscene  talk,  las- 

civiousness  in  intercourse  with  the  opposite  sex,  thoughts 
of  marriaire,  frequenting  of  brothels,  etc.),  which  is  char- 
acteristic of  the  clouding  of  coii'^eiousness. 

Seduction,  abduction  and  ])ublic  scandal  are  here  the 
order  of  the  day.  At  first  there  is  still  some  appreciation 
of  the  circumstances,  though  the  cynicism  of  the  acts  is 
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striking  enough.  As  the  mental  weakness  increases,  such 
patients  beeome  crimiiial  by  reason  of  exhibition,  maatur- 
bation  in  the  streets  and  attempts  at  immoral  acts  with 
children. 

If  conditions  of  mental  excitement  come  on,  attempts 
at  rape  are  committed,  or  at  least,  grossly  immoral  acts, — 
the  patient  attacks  women  on  the  street,  appears  in  public 
in  very  imperfect  dress;  or,  half*clothed,  tries  to  force  his 
way  into  strange  houses,  to  cohabit  with  the  wife  of  an 
acquaintance,  or  to  marry  the  daughter  on  the  spot. 

XiiMiorous  cases  belonging  to  tliis  category  are  cited 
by  Tardieu  (''Attentats  aux  mocurs")  ;  Mendel  ("Progre.s- 
sivo  Paralyse  der  Irren,"  1880,  p.  12.'i) ;  \Vestphal  ("Arch, 
f.  Psych.,  vii.,  p.  and  a  case  by  Pefnicci  ("Anual. 

med.  Psychol.,''  1875)  shows  that  bigamy  may  also  occur 
here. 

Tlie  l)nilal  ili.-icpird  of  conscfiiK'nccs  with  whicli  tlie 
patients  in  tiie  ad\ niici  il  >ta«5U!S  attempt  to  siilisfy  their 
sexual  needs  is  charat-t(  ri>I  ic. 

In  a  ease  reported  hy  Lcf/mnd  (  "La  folic,"  p.  olO),  tlie 
father  of  a  family  was  found  uiasturhating  in  the  open 
Street.    After  the  act  he  consumed  Ins  semen. 

A  patient  seen  by  me,  an  officer,  of  a  prominent  family, 
in  broad  dayliglit,  made  attacks  on  little  girls  at  a  water- 
ing-place. 

A  similar  case  is  reported  by  Dr.  Regis  ("De  la 
dynamic  ou  exaltation  fonctionncUe  au  debut  de  la  paral. 
gen.,"  1878). 

Cases  reported  by  TamowsJey  (op,  clL,  p.  82)  show  that 
also  pederasty  and  bestiality  may  occur  in  the  prodromal 
stages  and  course  of  this  malady. 

Epilepsy. 

Epilepsy  is  allied  to  the  nc(|uire<l  states  of  mental 
weakness  lu-cause  it  often  leads  to  th»*m,  and  then  all  the 
]>ossil)iiiiirs  of  frcklcss  satisfaction  of  the  sexual  imindse 
that  liave  been  mentioned  may  occur.     Moreover,  in 
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many  epileptics  the  sexual  instinct  is  very  intense.  For 
the  most  part  it  is  satisfied  by  masturbation,  now  and 
then  by  attacks  on  children^  and  by  pederasty.  Pen'er- 
sion  of  the  instinct  with  perverse  sexual  acts  seems  to  be 
infrequent. 

Much  more  irniK>rtant  are  the  uuiiicroiis  cases  in 
literature  in  which  epilepties,  wlio,  during  intervals, 
present  no  signs  of  aetive  sexual  impulse,  but  manifest  it 
in  connection  with  0}>il('|)tie  attacks,  or  during  the  time 
of  equivalent  or  post-epileptic  exceptional  mental  states. 
Tliosto  cases  liave  scarcely  yet  been  studied  clinically,  and 
furensically  not  at  all;  but  they  deserve  careful  study. 
In  tills  way  certain  cases  of  violence  and  rape  would  be 
understood,  and  Iciral  nnirilers  ])nn-ente(l. 

From  the  followini;  fa<'ts  it  will  certainly  clear  that 
the  ci'rel)ral  chanues  which  ac<-onij)any  the  eiiileptic  out- 
break may  induce  an  abnormal  excitation  of  the  sexual 
instinct.'  J>esides,  in  the  exceptional  mental  states  of 
epilc])tics,  they  are  unable  to  resist  their  impulses,  by 
reason  of  the  disturbance  of  consciousness. 

For  years  I  have  knoun  a  young  epilc])tic,  of  bad 
heredity,  who,  always  after  frequent  cpile])tic  seizures, 
attacks  his  mother  and  tries  to  violate  her.  After  a  time 
he  comes  to  himself,  and  has  no  recollection  of  his  acts. 
In  the  intervals  he  is  very  strict  in  morals,  and  has  but 
slight  sexual  inclination. 

Some  years  »ira  I  became  acquainted  with  a  young 
peasant,  who.  duriuL'^  <  pil*  |iMe  attacks,  masturbated  shame- 
lessly, but  during  the  intervals  was  above  reproach. 

Simon  ("('rimes  et  debts,"  ]>.  220)  mentions  an  epilep- 
tic girl  of  twenty-three,  well  educated,  and  of  the  best 
morals,  who,  in  attacks  of  vertigo,  would  shout  out  ob- 

^Amdi  ("Lchrb.  d.  Pnych,"  p.  410)  especMlIy  erophaaises  the 

passionate  element  in  epileptic;* :  "I  linve  knovni  epileptii<«  who 
beliavetl  in  a  niont  sensual  way  toward  their  mothers,  and  others  wliu 
were  suKpecteil  hy  their  fathers  of  sexual  intercoune  with  the 
motherH."  But  when  Anull  <I»'il;uir*  that,  wherever  there  is  a 
peeuliarily  of  the  »exual  life,  tli<>u<rht  of  an  epileptic  element  should 
cunie  into  eon.sideration^  lie  i»  in  error. 
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Boene  words,  then  raise  her  dress,  make  lascivious  move- 
ments, and  try  to  tear  open  hor  iiudcrirarnients. 

Kicrndn  (^'Alienist  ami  Xouroli.^ist,"  January,  1884) 
reports  tlie  case  of  an  epileptic  who  always  had,  as  an 
aura,  tlic  vision  of  a  beautiful  woman  in  lascivious  atti- 
tudes, wliieli  induced  ejaculation.  After  some  years,  with 
treutint'iit  with  jiotaj^sinni  hrouiidc,  tlio  vision  was  (•liani;ed 
to  that  <»f  a  (h'vil  attacking;  him  witli  a  pitchfork.  The 
instant  this  n  achcd  hini.  la*  hfcanie  unconscious. 

Tlic  same  aiitlmr  speaks  t)f  a  very  rospecfahh'  man 
who  had,  two  or  three  times  a  year,  cpih'ptic  attacks  of 
furor  and  dvstliymia,  witli  imj»nl>es  to  pederasty,  wliicli 
lasted  a  week  or  two;  and  of  a  hi<ly  who,  with  epih'psy  tliab 
came  on  during  the  cliiiuuicrtuin,  had  sL'Xual  desire  for 
Imvs. 

Case  177.  W.,  of  good  heredity,  previously  healthy ; 
before  and  after  the  attack,  sound  mentally,  quiet,  kind, 
temperate.  On  13th  April,  1877,  he  had  no  appetite.  On 
the  14th,  in  the  presence  of  his  wife  and  children,  he  de- 
manded coitus,  first  of  his  wife's  friend,  who  was  present, 
then  of  his  wife.  Taken  away,  he  had  an  epileptoid  attack ; 
after  this  he  became  wildly  maniacal  and  destructive, 
threw  hot  water  on  those  that  tried  to  approach  him,  and 
threw  a  child  in  the  stove.  Then  he  soon  beeame  quiet, 
but  for  some  days  remained  confused,  and  final! v  cnme 
to  himself  with  no  recollection  of  the  events  of  his  attack 
[Kowalewsky,  ''Jahrbücher  f.  Psych.,"  187 U). 

Another  case,  examiii<  d  liy  Cnspur  ("Klin.  Xov<'lleii,'* 
p.  207),  may  he  atlrihuh  »!  to  t  pilej)sy  (latent  ).  A  res]te<-t- 
ahlc  man  attacked  four  women,  one  after  another,  in  the 
open  street  (one  lu-fore  two  witnesses),  and  violated  one 
of  tliem,  "notwithstandini^  thai  his  young,  pretty  and 
healthy  wife"  lived  hard  by. 

The  e[>ileptic  significance  of  the  sexual  acts  in  the 
follovring  cases  is  unequivocal : — 
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Case  178.  L.,  au  official,  a^i«  «!  l"<»rt  v  ;  a  kiml  lai>l)aiul 
and  father.  Duriiij;  four  years  lit-  lia»l  otTi'iidcJ  public 
morals  twenty-fivo  times,  for  wliich  he  bad  to  endure 
long  imnrisoniiifiit. 

Ill  the  first  sovou  coinjdaint.s  lie  was  a('ou>«'<l  of  t'X])os- 
incj  Iiis  i^ciiitals  t<>  i^irls  from  clt'veii  to  iliirtrcn  vcars 
oM,  while  jmssin^jT  tlit  iii  on  horsrhack,  and  callinL;  their 
attention  l>y  ohseene  words.  While  in  continenient,  he 
had  ex]><»sed  his  guuilals  at  a  window  which  o^K-nod  on 
a  ])Opnlar  street. 

L.'s  father  was  insane;  his  brother  was  onec  met  on 
the  street  wearing  only  a  shirt.  During  his  military 
service  L.  had  had  two  attacks  of  aerere  fainting.  Since 
1859  lie  had  suffered  with  peculiar  attacks  of  vertigo,  at 
such  times  hecoming  weak,  tremulous,  and  deathlv  i)ale; 
it  grew  dark  before  his  eyes,  be  saw  bright  stars,  and  was 
forced  to  get  supfmrt  in  order  to  keep  upright.  After 
violent  attacks,  great  weakness,  profuse  sweating. 

Since  1861  he  had  been  very  irritable,  which,  respecterl 
though  he  was  as  an  ofiieial,  eaiised  him  much  troid)le  in 
his  work.  His  wife  noticed  the  ehani:v  in  hini.  He  had 
days  when  he  would  run  about  the  house  as  if  insane, 
holding  his  In  a<l  l>r>twecii  his  hands,  strikini;  the  wall,  and 
complaining  of  lieadaehe.  In  ls(;i  he  fell  to  the  «rronnd 
four  times,  lying  there  stitT,  with  eyes  open.  Confused 
states  of  eonx-ion-^ness  were  also  jtroved  to  have  oeeurn  il. 

T..  declared  that  he  had  not  the  slightest  reiiicni- 
brance  nf  the  erinie  of  which  he  was  accused.  ()li>erva- 
tion  siiowed  further  and  more  violent  attacks  of  ejtileptie 
vertigo.  L.  was  not  si-nfenced.  In  JS7.'»  jiaretic  dementia 
developed  with  rapi<lly  fatal  ret«ults  {W  cslphal,  "Arch.  f. 
Pnvch.,"  vii.,  p.  113). 

Case  179*  A  rich  man  of  twenty-six  had  lived  for 
a  year  with  a  girl  with  whom  he  was  very  much  in  love. 
He  cohabited  but  rarely,  but  was  never  perverse. 

Twice  during  the  year,  after  excessive  indulgence  in 
alcohol,  he  had  had  epileptic  attacks.    One  evening  after 
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dinner,  at  which  he  had  taken  much  wine,  he  hurried  to 
the  house  of  his  mistress,  and  into  her  sleeping-apartment, 
although  the  8or\ant  toltl  him  she  was  not  at  home. 
From  there  he  hastciud  into  a  room  where  a  boy  of 
fourtooH  was  ^liM'piii«;,  and  ]M'p;an  to  violate  him.  At  tlie 
cry  of  the  cliiltl,  whose  jirepuce  and  hand  he  luul  injured, 
the  servant  hurried  to  tliem.  He  left  the  boy  and  raped 
the  maid :  after  that  he  went  to  bed  and  sh'j)t  twelve 
hours.  When  iu'  awoke,  he  had  an  indistinet  remem- 
brance of  intoxication  an<l  coitus.  TiKTcafter  there  were 
repeated  epileptic  attacks  {^Tanioivsk'y,  op.  cit.,  p.  52). 

Case  180«  X.,  of  high  social  position,  led  a  dissolute 
life  for  some  time,  and  had  epileptic  attacks.  He  be- 
came engaged.  On  his  wedding  day,  shortly  before  the 
ceremony,  he  appeared  on  his  brother's  arm  before  the 
assembled  guests.  When  he  came  before  his  bride,  he 
exposed  his  genitals  and  began  to  masturbate.  ITc  was 
at  once  taken  to  an  expert  in  mental  disease.  On  the 
way  he  constantly  masturbated,  and  for  somo  day^  was 
actuated  by  this  impulse,  which  gradually  decreased  in 
intensity.  After  tliis  ]>aroxysm  the  ]>ati<'nt  ha<l  only  a 
confused  renuMubrance  of  the  events,  and  could  give  lio 
explanation  of  Iiis  acts  {Tarnowsky,  up.  ciL,  p.  53). 

Case  181«  Z.,  aged  twenty-seiren;  very  had  heredity; 
epileptic.  He  violated  a  girl  of  eleven,  and  then  killed  her. 
He  lied  about  the  deed.  Absoiee  of  memory,  ue.,  mental 
confusion  at  the  time  of  the  crime,  was  not  proved.  Pug- 
Uese,  "Arch,  di  Psich.,''  viii.,  p.  622). 

Case  182.  V.,  aged  sixty;  physician;  violated  chil- 
dren. Sentenced  to  imprisonment  for  two  years.  Dr. 
Marandon  later  on  proved  the  exi.stence  of  e}tih"ptoid 
allacks  of  ajtprehensiveness,  dementia,  erotic  and  hy])o- 
chondriacal  delusions  and  occasional  attacks  of  fear  {Lacas- 
aagne,  "Lyon.  mW.,**  1887,  No.  51). 

Case  183.   On  4th  Augvat,  18Z8,  H.,  aged  about 
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fifteen,  was  picking  gooseberries  with  several  little  p;ir]s 
and  boys  as  her  contpanioiis.  Suddenly  i^lic  thrcnv  L., 
aged  leu,  to  the  gjoiiiid  jiihI  exposed  her,  and  ordered  A., 
aged  eight,  and  O.,  aged  live,  to  bring  about  conjunctio 
memhronim  with  the  girl,  and  they  obeyed. 

II.  lia<l  a  cood  rliaracter.  For  five  vears  she  had  been 
subject  to  irriiability,  hcadaclic,  vcrfii^o  and  epileptic 
attacks,  llcr  mciilal  and  pliy>ical  (l(  V('l()]>m('iit  had  Ix'cn 
arrested.  Slic  had  not  iiicnstruatcd,  hut  •Aw  manifested 
menstrual  iiiuliiin  lui.  Her  niotlu  r  was  suspected  to  bo 
epileptic.  For  tiinc  numtlis  II.,  after  seizures,  had 
freipuMiily  doiu'  strange  things,  anil  afterward  had  no 
reniend)ran(e  of  them. 

II.  seemed  to  have  been  deflowered.  Aleutal  defect  was 
not  apparent.  She  said  she  had  no  remembrance  of  the 
act  of  which  she  was  accused.  According  to  her  mother's 
testimony,  she  had  an  <  ])ih  ptic  attack  on  the  morning  d 
4th  August,  and  she  had  been,  on  that  account,  told  by  her 
mother  not  to  leave  the  house  {Pürkhaucr,  "Friedreich'9 
Blätter  f.  ger.  Med.,"  1879,  H.  6). 

Case  184.  Immoral  acta  of  an  epUepiie  in  stales  of 
abnormal  uncfmsriousuess, — T,,  revenue  collector;  aged 
fifty-two ;  married,  lie  was  charged  of  being  guilty  of  im- 
morality with  boys  for  the  past  seventeen  years,  by  practis< 

ing  masturbation  on  them,  and  l)v  indneinj?  them  to  carry 
out  the  act  on  himself.  The  accuse*!,  a  respected  otücer, 
was  overeoiiu'  by  the  terribh'  crime  attributed  to  him,  and 
declared  tiuit  he  knew  noihinii^  of  the  deeds  of  whii'h  he 
was  aeeiiscd.  His  mental  integrity  was  rpiestionable. 
His  family  j>hysician,  who  had  known  him  twenty  years, 
emphasised  his  jxculiar,  retiring  disjtosition  and  his 
mereurial  moods.  His  wife  asserted  that  T.  (»nce  tried 
to  throw  her  iu  the  water,  and  that  he  sometimes  had 
outbreaks  in  which  he  tore  oif  his  clothing,  and  tried  to 
throw  himself  out  of  window.  T.  knew  nothing  of  these 
attacks.  Other  witnesses  testified  to  strange  changes  of 
mood  and  peculiarities  of  character.  A  physician  reported 
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the  observation  of  occasional  attacks  of  vertigo  and  con- 
vulsions in  him. 

T.'s  grandfather  was  insane;  his  father  was  affected 
with  chronic  alcoholism^  and  of  late  years  had  had  epilep- 
tiform attacks.   The  father's  brother  was  insane,  and  had 

killed  a  rclativo  while  in  a  delirious  state.  Another  uncle 
of  T.  had  killed  himself.  Of  T.'s  three  children,  ono 
was  weak-minded,  another  cross-eyed,  and  the  third  was 
subject  to  convulsions.  Flie  aeetised  asserted  that  he  had 
occasional  attacks  in  whii-h  ('(»nseionsness  was  so  rcduecd 
that  he  did  not  know  what  he  was  a1><>ut.  These  attacks 
were  nsiit  rcil  in  by  an  auro-like  j)ain  in  the  hack  of  his 
neck,  lie  was  tlii  u  iiH|)<-ll('(l  to  iro  out  in  tli«'  air.  lie 
did  not  know  where  he  went.  His  wife  had  perft'ctly 
satisticd  him  sexually.  For  eij^litocu  years  he  had  ha<l 
chronic  eezeiiui  (actual)  of  the  scrotum,  wliieh  had  often 
caused  him  to  have  extraordinary  s<*xual  excitement. 
The  opinions  of  the  six  exficrts  were  contradictory  (sane, 
— attacks  of  latent  epilepsy) ;  the  jury  disagreed,  and  he 
was  dismissed.  Dr.  Legrand  du  8auUe,  who  was  called  as 
an  expert  witness,  found  that,  until  his  twenty-second 
year,  T.  had  urinated  in  bed  from  ten  to  eighteen  times  a 
year.  After  that  time  the  enuresis  nocturna  had  ceased; 
but,  from  that  time,  states  of  mental  confusion,  lasting 
from  an  hour  to  a  day,  had  occurred  occasionally,  and  they 
left  the  patient  without  any  remembrance  of  them.  Soon 
T.  was  arrested  ajjain  for  public  inmiorality,  and  sentenced 
to  imprisonment  f<^r  fift(>en  months.  In  prison  he  grew 
sick,  and  apparently  much  weaker  mentally.  For  this 
reason  he  was  pardoned,  but  the  mental  weakness  in- 
creased. T.  was  noticed  to  have  repeated  cpileptoid  con- 
vulsions (tonic  convulsion  with  treuior  and  loss  of  con- 
sciousness) (Auzoiiy,  *'Annal.  nie<l.  psyelio].,  1^74,  Nov.; 
Ij('<jrand  du  iSaulLc^  "Etude  med.  legale,"  etc.,  p.  99). 

Tlic  folj«»winir  eases  of  immoral  acts  with  ehiMren,  ol>- 
served  by  the  author  and  reported  in  "Frudrcich's  Blät- 
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ter/'  will  serve  to  conclude  this  group/  so  important  in  its 
legal  bearings.  It  is  the  more  important,  in  that  a  state 
of  unconsciousness  was  establislicd  at  the  time  of  the  act, 
and  because,  for  allied  rrasrtns,  the  facts  related  in  T.atin 
show  how  a  complicated  and  refined  act  becomes  possible 
in  such  a  state  of  unconsciousness. 

Case  185.  P.,  aged  forty-nine;  married,  lioppital 
bonefioiarv.  He  was  accused  of  liavin*;  comiiiitted  the 
foUowini;  terrible  acts  with  two  jjirls, — 1).,  a<;ed  ten,  and 
G.,  a^ed  nin(>, — whom  he  had  taken  to  his  work-shop  on 
25th  May,  1^8:{. 

D.  tostitied:  **I  was  in  the  meadow  witli  (I.  and  mv 
sister  J.,  a^ed  three.  P.  called  ns  into  his  pliop  and  ^ 
fastenecl  the  door,  'rum  nos  exosculahatur,  liuijiiaiii  in 
08  meuui  deiuittere  tentabat  facieuupie  mihi  lamheluil ; 
sustulit  me  in  gremium,  bracas  aperuit,  Testes  meas 
sublevavit,  digit  is  me  in  genitalibus  titillabat  et  membro 
vulvam  meam  fricabat  ita  ut  humida  fierem.  When  I 
cried,  he  gave  me  twelve  kreuzers,  and  threatened  to  shoot 
me  if  I  exposed  him.  At  last  he  tried  to  persuade  me  to 
come  again  the  next  day." 

G.  testified:  'T.  nates  et  genitalia  D.  .sb  exoaculatus, 
iisdem  me  oonatibtis  aggressus  est.  Deinde  filiolum 
quoque  tres  annos  natum  in  manus  acceptum  osculatns 
est  nudatumque  parti  sue  virili  appressit.  Postea  quse 
nobis  essent  nomina  interrogavit  ac  censuit,  genitalia 
D.  .SB  meis  multo  esse  majors.  Quin  etiam  nos  impulit, 
lit  membrum  siiiim  intucrcmur,  maiiibus  eoraprehendere- 
mus  et  vidcrcinus,  quantopere  id  esset  ercctum," 

At  his  examijuitiim.  20th  ^lay,  P.  said  he  had  but  an 
indistinct  recol lection  of  having;  fon<lled.  caressed  and 
made  presents  to  a  little  girl  a  short  time  he  ton-.  If  he 
had  done  anything  more,  it  must  have  been  in  an  irre- 
sponsible condition.     Besides,  he  had  suffered  for  years 

^Cf.  also  Liman,  "Zweifelhafte  Ccistrt^znstflnde,"  Fall  6; 
Laai'guc,  "  l"\}iilMtif)nislx.  Union  ni<kl.,"  1S77  .  lUiU  nnd  Chamhurdt 
"Art.  Somnamlmlisine  "  ("Diet,  des  scienc.  ni6d.,"  1881). 
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with  woaknoss  in  his  liead  as  result  of  an  injury.  On 
22nd  June  lie  knew  nothing  of  the  events  of  2.")th  May, 
and  nothing  of  bis  examination  on  29tb  May.  This 
amnesia  was  shown  also  on  crofls-examination. 

P.  came  of  a  familjr  affected  with  cerebral  disease;  a 
brother  was  epileptic  P.  was  formerly  a  drinker.  Years 
before  he  had  actually  received  an  injury  to  his  head. 
Since  then,  from  time  to  time,  he  bad  attacks  of  mental 
disturbance,  introduced  by  raoroseness,  irritability,  ten* 
dency  to  alcoholic  excesses,  apprehension,  and  delusions  of 
persecution  sufficient  to  induce  threats  and  deeds  of  vio- 
lence. At  the  same  time  he  would  have  auditory  bypenes- 
thesia,  vertigo,  headache  and  cerebral  congestion, — all  this, 
with  prreat  mental  eoufiision  and  amnesia  for  the  whole 
period  of  the  attaek,  whieh  sometimes  lasted  for  weeks. 

During  the  intervals  lie  was  suhjcet  to  headache, 
whieh  started  from  the  seat  *>{  injurv  on  flic  head  (a 
small  sear  in  the  skin  over  the  rij:ht  tenij)le),  whicli  was 
paitiful  <»n  [iressure.  With  exneerhation  <»f  the  headache 
he  iM'came  very  irritahle,  nnu-osc  t«>  an  extent  that  in- 
clined him  to  suicide,  and  uu  iitally  like  one  drunk.  In 
187J>,  while  in  such  a  state,  he  made  an  impulsive  attempt 
at  suicide,  of  whieh  he  afterward  had  no  remembrance. 
Soon  after  this,  being  sent  to  hospital,  he  gave  the  im- 
pression of  being  epile]itic,  and  for  a  long  time  was  treated 
with  pot.  bromide.  At  the  end  of  1879  he  was  taken 
to  the  infirmary,  no  actual  epileptic  attack  having  been 
observed. 

During  his  lucid  inter\'als  he  was  a  virtuous,  indus- 
trious, good-natured  man,  and  had  never  shown  any  sex- 
ual excitement ;  and,  until  this  time,  never  sexual  incli- 
nations, even  during  his  mental  confusion.  Moreover, 
until  lately  he  had  lived  with  his  wife.  At  the  time  of 
the  criminal  a'  f  he  luid  shown  signs  of  an  approaching 
attai'k,  and  had  asked  the  physician  to  prescribe  pot. 
bromiile. 

P.  asserted  that,  since  the  iujtirv  f..  hi«  head,  ht-  lind 
been  intolerant  of  heat  and  alcohol,  whieh  immediately 
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brought  on  headache  and  confusion.  The  medical  exami> 
nation  proved  tlie  truth  of  his  assertions  about  mental 
wcakiiosa,  irritability^  and  poor  sh^ep. 

If  pressure  wore  made  at  th<'  seat  of  tlie  trauma,  P. 
became  congested,  irritable,  confused  and  trembled  all 
over;  lie  ajtpeared  cxcitctl;  consciousness  was  disturbed, 
and  rcniaint'd  i^o  for  lioiirs. 

At  times,  when  lie  was  free  from  t\iv  sensations  that 
startt'd  from  the  scar,  hv  s«(iiu'd  kind,  free,  willinij  and 
oprn,  tlionpli  he  was  mentally  weak  and  cloiidy.  P.  was 
not  sentenced  i^vidc  "Friedreich's  lilätlcr"  for  full  report). 

Periodical  Insanity. 

Just  as  in  cases  of  non-periodical  mania,  an  abnormal 
intensity  or  a  noticeable  prominence  of  the  sexual  sphere 
is  very  often  manifested  in  the  periodical  attacks  (v.  infra, 
"Mania"). 

The  following  case,  reported  by  Servaea  (''Arch.  f. 
Psych."),  shows  that  it  then  may  also  be  perverted: — 

Case  186.  Catherine  W.,  a^ed  sixteen :  she  had 
not  yet  menstruated;  previously  healthy.  Father  very 
irascible. 

Seven  w-eeks  before  admission  ('»rd  IVcomber,  1872), 
melancholic  depression  and  irritability.  JTtli  Nov(>nd)er, 
nianiaeal  outbreak,  histinu'  two  days;  thereafter,  melan- 
cholic.    <'»tli  ])eteinber.  normal  condition. 

24tli  December  ( t wenty-eiglit  days  after  the  tirst 
nianiaeal  attack),  silent,  shy,  depressed.  iJTtli  l)ecend>er, 
exaltation  (jolly,  lautrliin^,  etc.),  with  violent  love  for  an 
attendant  (female).  .'Ust  l)(M'emb(>r,  suddenly  melan- 
cholic catalepsy,  which  disaj)peared  after  two  hours.  20th 
January,  1873,  new  attack  like  the  previous  one.  A  simi- 
lar one  on  18th  February,  with  traces  of  menses.  The 
patient  had  no  recollection  whatever  for  what  occurred  in 
the  paroxysms,  and  blushed  scarlet  with  astonishment  and 
shame  when  told  about  them. 
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Thereafter  tliere  were  abortive  attacks,  which  entirely 
disappeared,  to  give  place  to  the  normal  mental  condition 
in  June. 

In  a  case  reported  by  Ooek  ("Arch.  f.  Psych."  v.), 
which  was  probably  circular  insanity,  in  a  man  of  very 
bad  heredity,  during  the  state  of  exaltation  there  was 
manifestation  of  sexual  fcelinn;  f«>r  men.     In  this  case, 

however,  the  patient  thoii.irlit  liimst  lf  a  girl,  and  it  is  (jucs- 
tionablc  whether  the  sexual  inclination  was  induced  by  the 
delusion  or  by  an  antipathic  sexual  instinct. 

In  connection  with  these  eases  of  abnormal  manifesta- 
tion o|  tlie  scxnal  instinct  arc  those  which,  ns  a  symptom 
of  mania,  tiianif<'sr  an  ahiKtmial  and  f rc<jiiciit ly  a  perverse 
sexual  instinct  in  an  impulsive  way,  analo^^«»us  to  dips<v 
mania,  while  in  the  intervals  the  sexual  iustiuct  is  neither 
inteuse  uor  perverse. 

Quite  a  ^n  nuino  ease  of  such  period ind  psjirltopatlila 
sexualU,  connected  with  the  process  of  menstruation,  is 
the  following  reported  by  Anjcl  ("Arch.  f.  Psych."  xv., 
Heft  2)  r— 

Case  187.  A  quiet  lady,  near  the  elimaclerium. 
Very  bad  heredity.  In  her  youth  attacks  of  petit  mal. 
Always  eccentric,  quick-tempered;  very  moral;  childless 
marriage. 

Several  years  ago,  after  a  violent  emotional  disturb* 
ance,  a  hy8tero-epilc]>ric  attack,  with  post-epileptic  insanity 
of  8e\Tral  weeks'  duration.  Thereafter  there  was  sleep- 
lessness for  Fr>v(>ral  months.  Following  this,  there  was 
always  menstrual  insomnia,  and  the  impuls(>  to  embrace 
and  kiss  hoys  of  t(»n,  and  fondle  their  genitals.  During 
this  excitement  tliere  was  tio  desire  for  coitus;  certainly 
not  for  intercourse  wiili  adults. 

The  jtatient  often  spoke  ojienly  of  this  iiupulsc,  and 
asked  to  he  watclnd,  as  she  was  not  to  he  trusted.  In  the 
intervals  she  anxiously  avoided  all  talk  of  it,  was  very 
modest,  and  in  nowise  passionate  sexually. 
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With  reference  to  the  still  imperfectly  known  cases  of 
periodical  payehopathia  sexualis  of  this  kind  Tamowaky 
{op,  eit,,  p.  38)  has  made  valuable  contributions,  though 
his  cases  were  not  all  of  a  periodic  natur(>. 

Tarnowsky  rf  jxtrts  cases  where  married,  cultured  men, 
the  fathers  of  families,  wore,  from  tiiiio  to  tiino,  compelled 
to  perform  the  most  terrible  sexual  aviHy  while  during  the 
intervals  thoy  were  sexually  noruial,  abhorred  their  parox- 
ysmal sexual  acts,  and  shuddered  before  tho  expectation  of 
their  repetition. 

If  a  new  paroxysm  cainc  <>ii,  the  imniiul  sexual  instinct 
disappeared;  a  stat(^  of  incntal  <\cit«'nient  arose  with  in- 
somnia, and  lho\if:liis  and  inijudsrs  to  commit  tlie  perverse 
nexual  acts,  wiili  anxious  confusion  and  an  inereasinc:  im- 
pulse to  tlie  ahhorrcil  indnliTi-nce.  In  this  state  the  act 
was  a  relief,  because  it  ended  the  condition.  The  analogy 
with  dipsomania  is  complete. 

For  other  cases  (of  periodical  pederasty),  vide  Tarrww- 
sky,  op.  cii.,  p.  41.  The  case  there  reported,  on  page  46 
belongs  in  the  category  of  epilepsy. 

The  following  case,  reported  by  Anjel  (Arch.  f. 
Psych.,"  XV.,  Heft  2),  is  one  of  the  most  typical  of  the 
convulsive-like  occurrence  of  sexual  excitement: — 

Case  188.  A  gentleman  of  hi^h  social  position,  aged 
forty-five;  generally  respected  and  beloved ;  heredity  good ; 
very  moral ;  married  fifteen  years.  Previously  aeanially 
normal,  the  father  of  several  healthy  children,  and  living 
in  hap])V  matrimony.  Eipht  years  aijo  he  had  a  sudden 
fripjht.  For  some  weeks  thereafter  he  had  a  feeliujE^  of 
apprehension  of  car<]iac  attacks.  Then  came  attacks,  at 
intervals  of  s(n-eral  niontlis  or  a  year,  of  what  the  patient 
calle<l  his  '"inoral  catarrh".  He  l>ecame  slee])less.  After 
three  days.  lo>s  of  ajtpetite,  increasin'j  irrital)ility,  strane^o 
apy)earance;  fixed  stare,  starin*;  into  space;  j)aleness, 
ehan^inj;  witli  re<lness:  tremor  of  the  tinirers:  red,  shinin!jj 
eyes,  with  peculiar  glassy  expression;  and  violent,  quick 
manner  of  speech.    There  was  a  desire  for  girls  of  from 
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five  to  ten  years,  even  for  his  own  daughters.  He  would 
beg  his  wife  to  giiard  the  children.  For  days  at  a  time, 
while  in  this  state,  he  would  shut  himself  in  his  room. 
Previously  he  was  compelled  to  pass  schoolgirls  on  the 
street,  and  be  found  a  peculiar  pleasure  in  exposing  bis 
genitals  before  them,  by  acting  as  if  about  to  urinate. 

For  fear  of  exposure,  he  shut  himself  in  his  room, 
morose,  incapable  of  movement,  and  torn  by  fo(>1ing8  of 
fear.  Consciousness  seemed  to  be  undisturbed.  The  at* 
tacks  lasted  from  eight  to  fourteen  days.  The  cause  of 
their  return  was  not  clear.  Improvement  was  sudden; 
there  wgs  great  desire  for  sleep,  and,  after  this  was  satis- 
lied,  lie  was  well  again.  In  the  interval  there  was  nothinfij 
almorinal.  Anjif  assumed  an  e])ileptic  foundation,  and 
eonsidered  the  attacks  to  be  the  psychical  e(|uivaleut8  of 
epileptic  convulsions. 

Mania. 

With  the  general  excitalion  that  here  exists  in  the  psy- 
chical organ,  the  sexual  sphere  is  likewise  often  implicat- 
ed. In  maniacal  individuals  of  the  female  sex,  this  is  the 
rule.  In  certain  cases,  it  may  be  questionable  whether 
the  instinct,  which,  in  itself,  is  not  intensified,  is  simply 
recklessly  manifested,  or  whether  it  is  present  in  actual 
abnormal  intensity.  For  the  most  part,  the  latter  is  the 
tnie  assumption — certainly  so  where  sexual  delusions  and 
their  religious  equivalents  are  constantly  expressed.  In 
accordance  with  the  degrees  *>(  int<>ii-ity  ..f  the  disease,  the 
intensified  instinct  is  expressed  in  different  forms. 

In  sinij)le  maniacal  exaltation  in  men,  courting,  frivol- 
ity, and  lasciviousness  in  sj)eech,  and  f re«pieiiting  of 
hrotiii'ls.  are  <»l»served  ;  in  women,  inclination  fur  the  so- 
<'i<  fy  of  iiM'U,  personal  ad<<rniiM  nt,  pt-rfiiiiies,  talk  of  iiiar- 
r\nin  i'l'd  -'•and!d>.  suspicion  of  the  virtu<-  of  other  wouumi  ; 
or  tlH  Tc  i-  iiiiuii t'<'-fed  tin-  religion^  <(|iiival<'iif  jii!i:riiii- 
agcs,  missionary  work,  de>ire  to  become  a  monk  or  the 
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servant  of  a  priest;  and  in  this  case  there  is  much  talk 
about  innocence  and  virginitj. 

At  the  height  of  mania  there  may  he  seen  invitations 
to  coitusy  ezhihition,  obscenity,  great  excitation  at  sight 
of  women,  tendency  to  smear  the  person  with  saliva, 
•urine,  and  even  fteoes;  religrioiiexiial  delusionsy^to  be 
under  the  protection  of  the  Holy  G}iost,  to  have  ^ven 
birth  to  Christ,  etc;  open  onanism  and  pelvic  movements 
of  coitus. 

In  maniacal  men  care  must  be  taken  to  prevent  shame- 
less masturbation  and  sexual  attacks  on  women. 

* 

Nymphomania  and  Satyriasis.^ 

The  description  of  these  conditions  is  simply  an  annex 
to  the  attempt  made  on  pag^  HO  to  explain  hifpcnpsthesia 
scrtialis,  in  so  far  ns  wo  take  into  consideration  temporary 
sexual  atTt'cts  ciiiaiiatiiiir  fli<"r<'fr"iii,  no  matter  wlietlicr  they 
are  oeeasionc«!  liy  al>sr induce  i>r  an-  <«f  a  juTinaneiit  eluir- 
acter.  They  may  l»ccuiii(^  sd  jtrcdomiiiaiit  that  tliev  com- 
]>let<'ly  sway  tlie  tidd  <»f  iuiajriiiat ion  ami  <le<ire,  and  im- 
jteral ivi'ly  demand  the  relief  of  the  atTe<-t  in  the  correspond- 
ing sexual  act.  In  acute  and  severe  cases,  ethics  and  will- 
power lose  their  controllin«;  influence  entirely,  while  in 
chronic  and  milder  cases  restraint  is  still  possible  to  a 
certain  degree.  At  the  acme  of  paroxysm  hallucinations, 
delirium  and  benumbed  consciousness  make  their  appear- 
anoe,  and  often  continue  during  a  prolonged  period.

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SiU'li  cases  have  led  to  the  cla^siiication  of  nyinpho- 
mania  as  a  proper  psychical  disease.  But  this  is  an  error, 
for  nymphomania  is  onlj  a  sjndrome  within  the  sphere  of 
psychical  degeneration.  As  such  it  may  manifest  itself 
as  an  acute  paroxysmie  condition,  analogous  to  dipsomania, 
frequently  coinciding  with  menstrual  phases,  recurring 
either  in  stated  periodical  cides,  or  at  irregular  intervals. 
Or  it  may  he  a  complication  or  combination  of  other  condi- 
tions and  appear  episodically  in  dementia  senilis,  climac- 
teric psychosis,  mania  in  degenerates,  and  delirium  acutum 
("acute  deadly  uymphomania*'). 

Moreau  (op.  rif.)  reports  an  interesting  case.  A  young 
girl  became  suddenly  a  nymphomaniac  when  forsaken  by 
her  betrotlied ;  slie  revelled  in  cynical  songs  and  expres- 
sions, and  las<nvi«>us  attitudes  and  {jestures.  She  refujied 
to  put  on  her  «rarments,  had  to  he  held  d«i\vii  in  bed  by 
muscular  jueii  (  I)  and  furiously  deui:in<led  ei>itus.  In- 
somnia, conp'stion  (d'  I  lie  facial  nerves,  a  dry  tongue,  and 
rapid  pulse.     Within  a  few  days  lethal  colla])se. 

Louyrr-]' illcnnay  (op.  rlf.):  ^liss  X.,  a^ed  thirty; 
modest  and  «leeent.  was  sudtieuly  seized  wifli  an  attack  of 
nymphomania,  unlimited  desire  for  sexual  gratilicatiou, 
obscene  delirium.  Death  froiu  exhaustion  within  a  few 
days.  Cf.  three  other  cases  with  deadly  result  by  Mansch, 
Psychiatr.  Centralblatt,  1871. 

Chronic  Nymphomania  is  more  frequently  met  with, 
but  seems  to  occur  only  in  individuals  psychically  degener- 
ated. It  is  the  result  of  sexual  hypersesthesia  and  exacer- 
bations thereof  reaching  even  to  the  state  of  sexual  affects 
which  manifest  themselves  in  impulsive  acts,  or,  in  milder 
cases,  are  complicated  with  delusions.  These,  however, 
need  not  by  necessity  lead  to  involuntary  acts,  in  as  much 
as  ethical  considerations  mav  counterbalance  the  milder 
forms  of  sexual  excitement  and,  moreover,  recourse  to  soli- 
tary masturbation  as  a  means  of  temporary  relief  is  here 
always  possible. 

These  milder  cases  of  nymphomania  claim  our  s_vm- 
patby  not  less  that  tho^e  unfortunate  women  who  by  irre- 
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fcistil.l'-  imi»nl-<  :»  arc  ff^n-oil  to  sacrifice  feminine  boDOor  and 
dignity,  for  tIm  v  are  lully  coiii?ciou»  of  their  punful  ritna- 
tion.  thry  are  a  toy  in  the  grip  of  a  morbid  imaginatioii 
w  h'irh  revolves  .solely  around  oexnal  ideas  and  gra«i»  even 
the  nio«t  distant  point»  in  the  sense  of  an  aphrodisiae. 
Even  in  their  sleep  they  are  pursued  by  lascivious  ^^^f^oa. 
In  the  daytime  the  slightest  cause  will  produce  a  crisis  in 
which  a  veritable  erithUmua  cerebralU  sexualiB,  coupled 
with  painful  sensations  (pressure,  vil.rarioo,  pulsatimi, 
etc,)  in  the  genitals  torments  them.  Temporary  relief 
comes  in  time  in  the  shape  of  neunuihema  genitalis,  which 
reacts  promptly  on  the  centre  of  ejaculation  and  roadily 
cau«cs  pollution*  in  lasoivious  dreani:»,  or  n-nif  ororip  ori^is 
when  awake.  Full  gratitirafion,  howovor,  th.  y  cann-.t  tina 
any  more  than  those  of  their  unfortunate  ft  ll..w->utTerer:» 
who  abandon  themselves  to  men.  This  auapfi roiiisia  ex- 
plains to  a  lafL^e  extont  the  p.TH<r<-iK-e  of  the  n  xnal  affect, 
i.e.,  that  nvniplioinaiiia  wl/n-h  lu-a]^-  <Ti>is  \i|v>n  crisis. 

ScitrnsihriiKi  srjunVts.  wliirh  inhibits  orirasm  and 
sen-nal  ^rratiticati<.n.  n-.  .loiil.t,  fully  explains  this  anaphro- 
(lisia  which  n-.rrains  ilif  hi  nrtieent  assuagement  of  »ual 
emotions,  yet  maintain ini;  an  incessant  craving  {libido  in- 
mi'uün),  forces  the  woman,  morally  devoid  of  all  power  of 
resistance,  to  anto-mastiirhation  or  psychical  <manism,  and 
eventually  as  a  Messalina  to  prostitution  in  which  to  find 
satisfaction  and  relief  with  one  man  after  another. 

This  neurasthenia  is  often  caused  by  an  abnormally 
early  and  powerful  sexual  instinct,  whicb  prescribes  onan- 
ism; or  it  may  be  reduced  to  enforced  continence  witb 
strong  coexisting  sexual  appetite. 

Case  189.  ^rs.  v.,  from  earliest  yoiuh  uianin  for 
men.  Of  Rood  ancestor.,  highly  cultured,  good-natured, 
very  modo-^t,  Idu-hed  easily,  hut  alway-^  the  terror  of  the 
family,  (^lando  <iuideni  ^"la  erat  cum  houiine  sexus  alte- 
riuni,  n<-Ldii:'ns.  utrum  infan-  A\  an  vir,  an  scncx,  utrum 
pnlcher  an  teter,  >r:.tim  corpus  nudavif  et  velumenter 
libidines  suas  satiari  rogavit  vel  vim  vel  nuiuus  ei  injecit. 
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Marria^i.'  was  rrsortcd  to  as  a  euro.  Marituin  (juaiii  max- 
inie  aiiia\il,  lu-quc  laiiu'ii  sihi  tcinpiTari'  |)<»tuit  iiuin  a 
qiiolil>et  viro,  si  solum  apjin  hciKlcrat,  st'ii  verso,  seu  luer- 
cennario,  seu  tliscipulo  coil  um  exposceret. 

I^^othiug  could  cure  her  of  tliiä  failing.  Even  when 
she  was  a  grandmother,  she  still  remained  a  Messalina. 
Puerum  quondam  diiodecim  annos  natum  in  cubiculum 
alleetum  stuprare  voluit.  He  tore  himself  away  and  fled, 
and  his  brother  gave  her  a  severe  punishment  But  it 
was  all  in  vain.  When  sent  to  a  convent  she  was  a  model 
of  good  conduct  and  committed  not  the  slightest  act  of 
indisorot ion.  But  the  moment  slic  returned  home,  she 
resumed  her  perverse  practices.  The  family  sent  her  awaj, 
giving  her  a  small  allowance.  She  worked  hard  to  earn 
the  money  she  needed  for  "buying  her  lovers.**  In  look- 
ing at  the  trim,  neat  matron  of  sixty-five  years  of  age,  with 
her  modest  manners  and  a  most  amiable  dis|M)sition,  no 
one  eoiild  ever  suspect  how  shaiuelessly  needy  in  her  sexual 
life  sIh'  was  even  tlu-ii. 

At  la>t  she  was  sent  to  an  insane  a-vlum,  where  she 
lived  till  May,  1S5S,  when  in  her  s<'venty-third  year,  she 
succuiiiImmI  to  a  stfnkc  of  ecrrbral  ajMijth'xy.  Ih-r  iK'ha- 
viour  at  the  a.-yliiia  when  under  surveillanee,  was  Ijeyond 
reproach;  but  if  left  to  herself  she  utilized  every  oppor- 
tunity in  the  same  old  fashion  even  to  within  a  few  days 
before  her  death.  No  other  signs  of  mental  anomaly  could 
be  detected  in  her.    {TreUtt,  ''folic  lucide.") 

Ca80  100.  Chronic  nffmphomani<L  Mrs.  E.,  age 
forty-seven.  An  uncle  on  father^s  side  insane.  Father 
RnfTeii'd  from  self-conceit  and  was  given  to  sexual  excess. 
A  brotlier  of  the  patient  died  from  acute  cerebral  inflam- 
mation. Always  nor\'ous,  eccentric,  erotic,  began  eoitns 
at  the  ai;e  of  ten.  Married  at  nineteen.  Although  her 
husband  was  virile,  she  maintained  a  number  of  male 
friends.  Fully  eonseions  of  the  alvMuinable  nature  of  her 
condnef,  she  was  jtowcrle-s  in  restrainitiir  lier  insatiable  ap- 
petite.   iShe  kept  up  apx^^^^c^^>  however.    Later  on  she 
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claiiiiud  that  she  had  sutfered  from  a    "luuuomauia  for 

SIic  had  six  coufiiu'iiu'iits.  One  dav  she  was  thrown 
from  a  carriage  and  sustained  concussion  of  the  brain. 
This  caused  melancholia  and  paranoia  persecutoria.  With 
approaching  climacterium  the  menses  became  frequent  and « 
Tery  profuse,  but  the  libido  gradually  di^ppeared.  Slight 
degree  of  descensus  uteri  and  prolapsus  ani. 

Chronic  conditions  of  nymphomania  are  apt  to  weaken 
public  morality  and  lead  to  offences  against  decency.  Woe 
unto  the  man  who  falls  into  the  meshes  of  such  an  insatia- 
ble  Messalina,  whoso  sexual  appetite  is  never  appeased. 
Heavy  neurasthenia  and  impotence  are  the  inevitable  con- 
sequences. Tlioso  unfortunate  women  disseminate  the 
spirit  of  lewdness,  demoralize  their  surroundinL'^^.  I^frmie 
a  danger  to  Ikivs,  and  are  liable  to  corrupt  pirls  also,  for 
there  uro  lutnioscxiial  nyni])hoinaniacs  as  well.'  Bv  expos- 
ing their  feminine  charms,  even  hv  exhihilion,  tliev  lure 
men.  Xympliomaniacs  endowed  witli  the  w(»rld's  riches 
purchase  lovers.  In  many  instances  they  resort  to  prosti- 
tution. 

Tiie  contlitions  of  Snf i/rinsls  in  men  are  analogous  to 
nyiiijthoniania.  Tt  is  a  ci-ntral  disturhancc,  either  »)f  an 
aciilr  cliaractcr  or  clirunic.  In  tlie  a<Mite  staijt?  it  mav  lead 
to  iialliicinations  of  erotic  content,  ami  wiiere  compensa- 
tion of  the  sexual  affect  is  rendered  impossihle,  to  furious 
mania,  di'lirium  aeutunj. 

This  patliolo^ieal  sexual  affect,  stignnitised  hy  ahnormal 
intensity  an«I  «liiiaiion,  tills  the  whole  )>syehical  life.  Oc- 
currences of  the  conlmone^t  and  most  indifferent  nature 
are  taken  as  sensual  hints  or  suggestions.  The  lustful 
colouring  of  thoughts,  ideas  or  natural  perceptions  by  the 
senses  is  strongly  exaggerated.  At  the  acme  of  the  crisis 
the  patient  is  in  a  '*rut-like''  condition,  in  which  conscious^ 
ness  is  clouded  and  a  general  physical  excitement,  eimilar 
to  that  during  coitus  (r/.  p.  40)   pervades  the  whole

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frame.  Kjaciilntiuii  may  Ix?  concatenated  with  a  renewed 
phase  of  orgasm  in  which  the  genital  organs  retain  a  per* 
nianent  turgescencc  (priapism).  The  individual  afflicted 
with  satyriasis  is  forever  exposed  to  the  peril  o|  commit- 
ting rapt*,  thus  becoming  a  common  danger  to  all  persons 
of  the  opposite  sex.  Faute  de  mieux  he  resorts  to  mastur- 
bation and  sodomy.  Luckily  satyriasis  is  a  rare  disease. 
It  is  not  due  to  poisoning  with  cantharides,  as  some  claim, 
which  only  produces  priapism,  that  is  to  say,  though  at 
first  cnusinf?  erotic  sensations  and  erection,  after  repeated 
doäes  it  produces  the  opposite  effect 

Aualogons  wirh  nymphomania  chronica  mitis  condi- 
tions of  a  mild  satyriasis  exist  in  men, (chiefly  after  Abusus 
VeiH'ris)  who  suffer  from  neurastlienia  sexualis  ex  niastur- 
batioiic  jind  siilif»H|uent  ini]K<t(iic<',  yet  arc  the  slaves  of 
an  iiis:itial)Io  lil)ido.  'I'lic  itiiaginatioii — the  same  as  in 
acute  ciix's — is  liiirlily  excilcd  and  con<<'i(insTic-^s  is  <*om- 
j)lef('Iy  tilled  witli  olisccue  j)iclurcs  and  situations.  The 
whole  train  of  tliou:i)it.  the  entire  n-alin  of  desire  in  these 
men  is  directed  to  sexual  iiiairers.  Impotence  and  anaphfO- 
disia  assisted  by  perverse  fancies  lead  them  to  the  worst 
perversities  possible  in  the  sexual  act  and  render  them 
particularly  dangerous  to  children.  They  give  ofTence  by 
exhibition,  by  masturbation  and  by  sexual  acts  with  per- 
sons of  the  other  sex  in  public.  They  are  lascivious  in 
speech  atid  revel  in  filthy  language,  etc. 

Satyriasis  mitis  is  often  observed  in  the  incipient  stages 
of  dementia  paralitica  and  senilis. 

Case  191.  Safyriasis.  Delir,  acutum  ex  abslinentia. 
On  the  20th  of  May,  18S2,  F.,  aire  twenty-three,  unmar- 
ried, cobbler,  was  received  at  the  psychiatric  clinic  at 
(iraz.    Father  irascible,  mother  neuropathic,  uncle  on 

motlier's  side  insane. 

Patient  never  had  a  severe  illness,  was  not  addicted  to 
drink,  but  ^i  xnally  very  needy.  Five  days  previously  he 
was  attacked  with  an  acute  psychical  disease.  In  Itroad 
daylitjht,  and  in  the  presence  of  two  witnesses,  he  made 
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two  s('j);iraii'  attempts  af  rap<\  went  int»)  a  tit  of  ilolirluin, 
raving  about  obscono  matters  when  arrested,  constantly 
masturbated,  and  became  a  raving  maniac  with  violent 
motoric  irritability  and  fever.  Trefttment  with  ergotine 
brought  relief. 

On  January  äth,  1888,  be  was  again  arrested  in  a  fit 
of  raving  mania.  On  the  4th,  he  had  been  morose,  irrita- 
ble, squeamish,  sleepless.  He  became  furious  when  he 
was  foiled  in  two  assaults  on  women.  On  the  6th  his  con- 
dition became  very  much  aggravated,  heavy  delirium  acu- 
tum (disturbance  of  consciousness,  jactation,  crinehing  of 
teeth,  facial  contortions  and  otlier  motoric  niauifestationp, 
temperature  10.7°).  Masturbation  as  if  by  instinct.  Re- 
covery under  treatment  with  ergotine  till  the  11th  of 
January. 

Wlien  restored  to  health  again  be  gave  some  interesting 
details  almut  Iiis  illness. 

His  scNiuil  needs  were  aluiiys  verv  threat.  Coitus  at 
sixteen.  I 'ontiiieiice  caused  liejidaelies.  ^reat  psvehieal 
irritability,  dislike  for  work,  la/.iness,  slerplessness.  Hav- 
ing no  opjiortunity  for  coitus  be  resorted  to  umsturbulion, 
onee  or  twice  daily. 

For  two  nionllis  he  had  had  no  sexual  intercourse. 
As  sexual  excitement  increased,  masturbation  failed  as  a 
means  of  compensation,  but  the  desire  for  coitus  became 
more  vehement  than  ever.  At  the  acme  of  the  attack  his 
memory  failed  him.  In  his  normal  state  he  was  a  decent 
man  and  looked  upon  his  state  as  a  pathological  condition 
which  filled  him  with  alarm  for  the  future. 

Case  192.   On  the  afternoon  of  7th  July,  1874, 

r'|( mens,  engineer,  being  on  his  way,  on  business,  from 
Trieste  to  Vienna,  left  the  train  at  tlie  town  of  Bruck,  and, 
passing  through  tlie  town  to  the  neighbouring  village  of 
St.  Ku|)recht,  attenij)te<l  a  rape  on  an  old  woman,  aged 
seventy,  whom  he  found  alone  in  a  hous(\  Tie  was  seized 
by  the  neighlwiurs  and  arretted  bv  the  local  police.  At  his 
hearing  he  declared  that  he  had  tried  to  find  the  pound. 
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ill  order  to  sutisfv  Iiis  sexual  (Icsiic  with  a  bitcli.  TTo  ?ni(l 
that  he  often  siitTered  witli  sueh  .>-e.\ual  exciteiueiit.  He 
did  not  deny  his  act,  but  excused  it  as  the  result  <)(  disease. 
The  heat,  the  motion  of  the  cars,  and  anxiety  about  his 
family,  to  whom  be  wished  to  go,  had  confused  him  and 
made  him  ill.  Shame  and  remorse  were  not  shown.  Uis 
conduct  was  open,  his  mien  gay;  eyes  red  and  bright,  bead 
hot,  tongue  coated;  pulse  full,  soft,  beating  over  100; 
fingers  somewhat  tremulous.  The  statements  of  the  ac- 
cused were  precise  but  hurried;  his  glance  uncertain,  and 
with  an  unmistakable  expression  of  lasciviousnegs.  To  the 
medical  expert  summoned  to  examine  him  he  gave  the 
iin|))r>si<in  of  one  suffering  with  disease — as  if  be  were  in 
the  beginning  of  alcoholic  insanity. 

r.  was  forty-tivo  years  old,  married,  father  of  <me  child. 
He  did  not  know  what  diseases  Iiis  parenL«  or  other  mem- 
bers of  his  family  had.  In  childhood  he  was  weak  and 
nenrdpaf hie.  At  the  age  of  live  his  head  was  injured  by 
a  blow  with  a  hoe.  A  sear  one-half  cm.  bmad  i>y  one 
cm.  loiiiT,  situated  on  the  ritrht  parietal  and  frontal  botie;?, 
dated  from  that  injury.  The  boue  was  liii'c  >omi'what 
depressed.  The  overlying  skin  w;i-  united  to  the  bone. 
Pressure  at  this  point  caused  pain,  whit  h  radiated  along 
the  lower  branch  of  the  trigeminus.  This  spot  was  also 
at  times  spontaneously  painful.  Tn  bis  youth  be  suffered 
''fainting  spells'';  before  puberty,  pneumonia,  rheumatism 
and  intestinal  catarrh.  At  the  age  of  seven  he  experienced 
a  peculiar  inclination  for  men — i.e.,  for  a  certain  superior. 
Whenever  be  saw  this  man  he  bad  a  peculiar  feeling  in 
bis  heart ;  kissed  the  ground  be  walked  on.  At  ten  be  fell 
in  love  with  a  certain  deputy.  Later  he  had  an  •  nt1iu8ia<tm 
for  men,  though  it  was  entirely  plar<  nie.  He  began  to 
masturbate  at  tlie  age  of  fourteen;  first  intercour-;r^  at  sev- 
enteen. Then  the  earlier  manifestations  of  inverted  sexual 
feeling  disappeared  entirely.  At  that  time  he  passed 
through  a  peculiar  acute  psychopathic  condition,  wliich  he 
described  as  a  kind  of  clairvoyance.  From  fifteen,  haemor- 
rhoids, with  symptoms  of  abdominal  plethora.    When  he 
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had  profuse  hspmorrhoidal  htemorrbage,  which  occurred 
usually  every  three  or  four  weeks,  he  was  better.  At 
other  times  he  was  constantly  in  a  condition  of  painful  sex- 
ual excitement,  which  he  satisfied  ]>artly  by  means  of  onan- 
ism and  partly  by  coitus.  Every  woman  he  met  excited 
him ;  even  when  he  was  among  female  relatives  he  was  im- 
pelled  to  make  indecent  proposals.  Sometimes  it  waa  possi- 
ble for  him  to  master  bis  desire ;  sometimes  be  was  driven  to 
indecent  acts.  If,  after  these,  ho  was  ejected  frnm  tlie 
bouse,  it  seemed  ]>erfectly  right  to  him;  for  be  thought 
that  he  neeih-d  su<  li  correction  and  support  against  his 
powerful  impulse,  \vhi(  h  was  a  burden  to  him.  No  period- 
icity in  this  sexual  excitement  was  recognisable. 

Until  isr.  1  ho  eonuiiitted  excesses  in  venerv  and  was 
several  times  infected  with  gonorrluea  and  chancres.  In 
lst;i,  iiiiirriaiic.  ITo  was  s<'\ually  satisfied,  hut  hcciimo  a 
hiirdcii  to  lii-^  wil\'  on  account  of  Iiis  ixrrat  sensualitv.  In 
1S«;4  he  pasx'd  thnmi^li  an  attack  of  mania  in  the  hospital 
at  Finm<\  and  in  the  same  ve:ir  lie  ajjain  f<'ll  ill,  and  was 
taken  to  the  insane  asvinm  at  Vhhs,  where  he  remained 
until  1867.  There  he  suffered  with  recurrent  mania,  ac- 
companied by  great  sexual  excitement  He  said  that  in- 
testinal catarrh  and  anxiety  were  the  cause  of  his  illness 
at  that  time. 

Thereafter  he  was  well,  but  he  suffered  much  on  aG> 
count  of  his  excessive  sexual  desire.  If  he  were  absent 
from  his  wife  but  a  short  time  the  impulse  became  so 
powerful  that  man  or  animal  was  indifferent  to  him  for 
the  satisfaction  of.  his  lust.  In  summer  these  impulses 
were  much  stronger,  and  were  always  accompanied  by  ab> 
doniiii;d  plethora.  Something  that  he  remembered  in 
medical  reading  made  him  think  that  in  his  case  the  gan- 
glionic system  was  more  powerful  than  the  cerel>ral.  In 
()etoi)cr.  I  sTo,  on  account  of  hnsiness,  lie  had  to  leave  his 
wife.  From  lliat  time  until  Kaster,  with  tlie  exception  of 
occasional  iiia^f url»afion,  tliei-e  was  no  sexual  indulgence. 
After  that  lit  made  n-e  of  udnicn  a^  well  as  Ititches.  From 
the  midtllc  ui  .June  until  Tih  ui  July,  he  had  no  opjwr- 
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tunity  for  sexual  indulgence.  He  felt  nervously  excited, 
relaxed,  and  as  if  he  were  going  crazy.  Of  late  he  had 
slept  badly.  A  longing  for  his  wife,  who  lived  in  Vienna, 
drove  him  to  leave  his  business*  He  obtained  leave  of  ab- 
sence. The  heat  and  the  noise  of  the  train  confused  him, 
and  he  could  no  longer  hnl<!  out  atraiiist  Iiis  sexual  excite- 
ment and  the  pressure  of  blood  in  Iiis  al>clomen.  Evorv- 
tliing  dan('(  <1  Ix'fore  his  eyes.  He  left  the  car  at  Bruck, 
and  was  abaolutfly  confusfd,  not  knowing  whore  he  went; 
and  for  a  moment  the  thought  came  to  hira  to  tlirow  him- 
self in  the  water;  evervthiui;  appeared  as  in  a  mist  before 
his  eves.  Then  lie  saw  a  w<Mnaii,  exjKtsed  his  fjenitals.  and 
tried  to  embrace  her.  She  cried  for  help,  and  thus  he  was 
arrested. 

After  the  att('UH)t  it  su(hl('uly  iMcauic  clear  to  him 
what  he  had  done.  He  openly  n )Mffss(Ml  his  eriuie, 
which  he  reuieuilx'red  in  all  its  details,  hut  which  scciucd 
to  him  to  be  something  abnormal.  He  could  not  help  it. 
For  some  days  after  this  C.  suffered  with  headache  and 
congestions,  and  was  now  and  then  excited  and  restless, 
and  slept  badly.  His  mental  functions  were  undisturbed, 
but  he  was,  nevertheless,  a  congenital  ly  peculiar  man, 
with  a  character  weak  and  devoid  of  energy.  The  facial 
expression  had  something  lascivious  ^d  peculiar  about 
it.  He  suffered  with  haemorrhoids.  The  genitals  pre- 
sented nothing  abnormal.  The  cranium  was  narrow  and 
retreating  at  the  forehead.  Body  large  and  well  nourished. 
Wirh  the  exception  of  diarrhcea,  there  was  no  disturbance 
of  the  vegetative  functions. 

Case  193.   For  three  years  farmer  D.,  universally 

respected,  married,  aged  thirty-tive,  had  manifested  states 
of  sexual  exeiteiiienf  with  increasing  fre«]uency  and 
se\erity,  which  during  the  ])ast  year  had  Iwcuuie  true 
]>an»xysnis  of  satyriasis.  It  wa-  inij»ossil»le  to  i]i-co\er 
hereditary  or  other  organic  caii>es.  1).  was  cuni]>elled  at 
times,  when  his  sexual  excitement  was  exce<>ive.  to  \>or- 
form  the  sexual  act  from  ten  to  tifteen  times  in  twenty-

four  hours,  without  deriving  any  feeling  of  satisfaction. 
Gradually  he  developed  a  condition  of  general  nervous 
hyper-irritahility  {ereihUme  general)  with  increased  emo- 
tional irritability  to  the  extent  of  pathological  outbreaks 
of  anger,  and  impulse  to  over  indulgence  in  alcohol,  which 
induced  symptoms  of  alcoholism.  His  attacks  of  satyri' 
asis  became  so  violent  that  consciousneM  was  interfered 
with,  and  tlio  ])afi(  iit  raged  about  in  blind  impulse  to 
sexual  acts,  lie  demanded  that  his  wife  give  herself  to 
other  men  or  to  animals  in  his  pres(>ne(>;  that  she  allow 
copulation  with  him,  presentibiut  filiabus,  because  this 
would  jifTord  Iiini  greater  enjovment.  Memory  for  the 
events  of  these  attaeks,  in  whieli  tlie  extreme  irritability 
even  led  to  outbreaks  of  nianiai-al  rage,  was  (^utirely  wnnt- 
inir.  n.  himself  thoui^ht  that  he  nin>t  lia\e  iuid  niouieuts 
in  whieii  he  no  lonnrr  liad  control  of  lii>  .»cuses,  and  without 
satisfaction  from  his  wife  would  ha\"e  li'cn  eompelled  to 
seize  the  next  ix-st  female.  After  an  attack  of  violent 
emotion  these  attaeks  of  sexual  excitement  sudtlenlv  dis- 
a|)])eared  (Lentz,  Bulletin  de  lu  societo  de  med.  mentale  de 
Belgique,  Ko.  31). 

» 

Melancholia. 

The  thoughts  and  feelings  of  melancholiacs  are  not 
favourable  for  the  excitation  of  sexual  desires.  At  the 
same  time,  these  patients  sometimes  masturbate.  In  my 
experienee  such  ea-es  have  always  been  hereditarily  [pre- 
disposed and  previously  given  to  onanism.  The  act  did 
not  seem  to  be  so  much  due  to  a  lustful  desire  as  to  be 
indueed  by  habit,  ennui,  anxiety  and  the  impulse  to  change 
temporarily  the  painful  mental  condition. 

Hysteria.  * 

Tu  tliis  neurosis  the  sexual  life  is  very  frequently 
abnoruuil ;  iu<leed,  always  in  ])re(li'^]>i '>e<l  individuals. 
All  the  possible  anomalies  of  the  sexual  function  may 
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occur  hen,  with  sudden  changes  and  peculiar  activity; 
and,  on  an  hereditary  degenerate  basis  and  in  moral 
imbecility,  they  may  appear  in  the  most  perverse 
fomu«.  The  abnormal  cliungc  and  inversion  of  the 
sexual  feeling  are  never  without  effect  upon  the  patient's 
disposition. 

The  following  case,  reported  by  Uiraud,  is  one  of  this 
nature  worthy  of  repetition : — 

Case  194.  Marianne  1..,  of  iM.rdcanx.  At  ni^rht, 
while  tlic  Iiouschold  was  aslioji  under  thi;  inthience  of 
narcotics  which  she  had  administered,  slie  had  gi\-en  the 
j'hiidreu  of  the  house  to  lier  lo'.cr  for  sexual  enjoyment, 
and  made  them  witness  immoral  acts.  It  was  fouiul  that 
L.  was  liysterical  (hemianiesthesia  and  convulsive  attacks), 
hut  hefore  her  illness  hhe  had  Ik'cu  a  moral,  trtist worthy 
person.  Since  her  illness  she  had  beeonie  a  shameless  pros- 
titute, and  lost  all  moral  sense. 

In  the  hysterical  the  sexual  sphere  is  often  abnormally 
excited.  This  excitement  may  be  intermittent  (men- 
strual ?).  Shameless  prostitution,  even  in  married  women, 
may  result.  In  a  milder  form  the  sexual  impulse  ex- 
presses itself  in  onanism,  going  al)out  in  a  room  naked, 
smearing  the  i)erson  with  urine  and  other  filthy  things,  or 
wearing  male  attire,  <  re. 

Schule  ("Klin.  J*i*ychiatrie,"  l«S(i,  p.  2;J7),  finds  very 
frequently  an  abnormally  intense  sexual  impulse  **which 
disposes  girls,  and  even  women  living  in  happy  marriage, 
to  heeome  Mi  ssalimis". 

The  author  cites  known  cases  in  which,  on  the  wed- 
ding-journey, attemjM.^  at  flight  with  men  wiio  liad  heeii 
accidentally  met  were  made;  and  respected  wive«;  wlio 
entere<l  infr»  Unisons,  and  .sa<Tiliced  everything  to  their 
insatiahle  impulse. 

In  hysterical  in>anilv  the  ahnornuillv  intense  sexual 
inipulbe  may  express  itself  in  delusions  of  jealousy,  uu- 
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foinuk'tl  accusutidiis  agaiuül  men  for  iimuoral  acU,'  hallu- 
cinations o[  coitiKs,"  etc. 

Occasionally  frigidity  may  occur,  with  absence  of  lust- 
ful feeling — due,  fur  the  most  part,  to  genital  aiuesUieaia. 

Pmnoia. 

Abnormal  manifestations  in  the  sexual  sphere,  in  the 
various  forms  of  paranoia,  are  not  infrequent.  Many  of 
these  cases  are  developed  on  sexual  abuse  (masturbatic 
paranoia)  or  sexual  excitement ;  and,  according  to  experi- 
ence, in  individual^  ]»ychically  degenerate,  with  oilier 
functional  signs  of  dc'g(  lu'racy,  the  sexual  sphere  is,  for  the 
most  parf.  <l<'('])ly  implicate*]. 

In  paranoia  rrlif/iosa  and  erotica  tlic  abiu »rinally  in- 
tense and,  under  certain  circnnistaiices,  jx-rverse  sexual  in- 
stinct is  most  clearly  numifested.  In  the  first  variety, 
however,  the  ('(»ndition  of  si-xual  oxcitaiiou  is  expressed 
not  so  much  in  a  direct  method  of  satisfaction  of  the 
sexual  desires  as  (there  are  exce]>tious)  iu  j)latonic  love — 
in  enthusiastic  aduiiration  of  a  p{'rson  of  the  opposite  sex 
who  is  pleasing  u-sthetieally.  rnder  certain  circumstances, 
the  enthusiasm  is  for  an  imaginary  person,  a  |)ortrait,  or  a 
statue. 

A  love  for  the  opposite  sex  that  is  weak  and  purely 
mental  also,  often  has  its  basis  in  weakness  of  the  genitals 
due  to  longH:K>ntinued  masturbation ;  and,  under  the  guise 
of  virtuous  admiration  for  a  beloved  person,  great  lascivi- 
ousness  and  sexual  perversion  are  often  concealed.  Epi- 
sodically, especially  in  women,  violent  sexual  excitement 
may  occur  as  a  nymphomania. 

For  the  most  part,  paranoia  reliffioaa  rv>t ^  ii]>on  sexual- 
ity which  manifests  itself  in  a  sexual  impulse  abnormally

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early  and  intense.  The  libido  finds  satisfaction  in  mas- 
turbation  or  religious  enthusiasm,  the  object  of  which  may 
be  a  certain  minister,  saint,  etc 

The  psycho^patbological  relations  between  the  sexual 
and  religious  domains  have  been  described  in  detail  on 
p.  10  et  seq. 

Apart  from  masturbation,  sexual  crimes  are  relatively 

frequent  in  religious  paranoia. 

Marc's  work  (p.  IGO)  contains  a  remarkable  example 

of  relijjions  insanity. 

(liniiul  (  "Aiinal.  nu'd.  nsyclml." )  Ims  r('j)()rtt'cl  a  caso 
of  immorality  with  a  litllc  uirl  1»\  a  icli^jons  paranoiac, 
a£r<'«l  forty-llircc,  wlat  was  tciiiimrarily  croiic  Ih-rc,  also, 
lu'loiiu^s  a  case  of  iuccbt  i^Liman,  "Vierteljaliräijchr.  f.  ger. 

Case  193.  -M.  imprcgjiatcd  his  ilaii^htcr.  Jlis  wife, 
mother  of  eighteen  children,  and  herself  pregnant  by  her 
husband,  lodged  the  complaint  M.  had  had  religious 
paranoia  for  two  years.  **It  was  revealed  to  me  that  I 
should  iK'gct  the  Eternal  Son  with  my  daughter.  Then  a 
man  of  flesh  and  blood  would  arise  by  my  faith,  who  would 
be  1800  years  old.  lie  would  be  a  bridge  between  the  Old 
and  the  Xew  Testament.*'  This  command,  which  he 
deemed  divine,  was  the  cause  of  his  insane  act 

Sexual  acts  that  have  a  pathological  motive  sometimes 
occur  in  persecutory  paranoia. 

Case  196.  A  woman  of  thirty  had.  niidcr  pronnsc 
of  nioiK'v  and  food,  enticed  a  l>oy  of  five,  wiio  played  near 
her,  han'llt  i]  Ins  genital"-,  and  iIk  ji  attempted  coitus.  She 
was  a  teacher  who  h;id  hicn  iietrayed  and  tlien  cast  off. 
Previon-ly  moral,  for  some  time  she  had  given  ln  rx  lf  to 
pro^titntion.  I'iie  explanation  »»f  her  immoral  chanixo 
was  ^i\t  n,  when  it  was  fonnd  that  she  had  varions  delu- 
sions of  persecution,  and  thoufj^ht  she  was  under  the  secret 
influence  of  her  seducer,  who  impelled  her  to  sexual  acts. 
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She  also  beHered  that  the  boy  had  been  put  in  her  way 
by  her  seducer.  Coarse  sensuality  as  a  motive  for  her 
crime  came  less  into  eonsideration,  as  it  would  have  been 
easy  for  Iht  to  satisfy  sexual  desire  in  a  natural  way 
{Küssner,  ''Berl.  klin.  Wochenschrift"). 

Case  197.  Im  moral  Arts  Wiili  Cliildnn — Paranoia. 
Oil  the  I'litli  of  Mav,  X.,  ai;<Ml  fortv-six,  railway  otlieial, 
was  arrcsteil  in  tlie  act  of  .-uckini;  tlie  jxiiis  <tf  a  IwfV  eight 
years  of  wir  in  the  iHililic  liii^lnvay.  On  the  way  t<>  prison 
he  eonmiiiteil  the  same  otVciH-c  nn  a  fellow  j>ris<»ner,  who 
was  riding  in  the  same  vehiele  with  him;  and  airain  on 
another  j)risoner.  lie  was  sent  to  the  psychiatrie  ward  of 
the  hospital,  where  he  made  similar  attempts.  lie  was 
then  isolated. 

The  medical  examination  proved  paranoia  persecutoria, 
developed  from  constitutional  neurasthenia.  X.  was  heav- 
ily tainted  by  heredity.  His  illusion  was  that  the  admin- 
istration  under  which  he  had  served  were  persecuting  him 
and  tried  to  force  him  to  resume  his  former  duties.  He  had 
noticed  that  persons  who  were  friendly  to  him»  especially 
his  superiors,  tried  to  show  him  a  way  in  which  he  could 
rid  himself  of  tlii>  f*  :ir  of  ]Kfr8ocutioii.  Tlioy  did  so  by 
putting  a  ün^r  in  their  mouth  and  sueking  it.  Still 
plainer  were  the  suggestions  of  his  chums  who,  pointing  to 
a  dog,  i.e.,  meaning  hinisflf,  wonM  speak  af  'iieking." 
This  started  the  idea  in  him  that  if  he  eonhl  Ix?  appre- 
hended in  the  act  of  licking  somebody's  genitals,  Iiis  sn- 
])eriors  would  hcconic  disgu-fcd  with  him  and  di-uiiss  hiui 
from  si-rvice,  in  which  way  he  w*»uld  regain  his  freetlom. 

Yor  a  long  time  he  couhl  not  muster  u]»  courage  enough 
to  eommit  such  an  a<-t,  hut  the  idea  became  so  strong  that 
at  first  he  resorte<l  to  rinuiillnt/ns  with  j>rostitutes,  who  in- 
vited him  with,  eunning  looks  to  this  delectable  feast.  As 
these  women,  liowever,  refus<-<l  to  ilenonnee  him  to  the 
authorities,  he  .attacked  lM»yH  and  girls — the  sox  was  im- 
material— who,  he  fancied,  invited  him  by  gestures  to  the 
act.    He  could  not  understand,  however,  why  he  should 
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come  m  conflict  with  the  police  by  committing  an  act  which 
was  toggested  to  him  by  his  superiors  in  office, — and  all 
this  in  spite  of  the  continued  persecution  of  the  railway 
administration. 

It  is  strange  tliat  X.  should  have  had  recourse  to  such 
an  abominable  and  nani^cating  sexual  act  and  not  to  theft 
or  some  otlier  act  of  dishonesty,  unless  it  is  explained  on 
the  ground  of  an  increasing  neurasthenia,  coupled  with  a 
]H'rv<'rsi(m  of  the  sexual  instinct  and  sul)S(Mjnent  inipotoneo. 
Ho  was  alwnys  liypcrsoxual,  with  an  liotcroscxual  prc<lis- 
position,  sutfcrcd  for  years  from  nritnisf/icnia  .sc.riKilis, 
and  derived  no  satisfaction  from  coitns.  As  in  time  erec- 
tion became  ditticnlt,  lie  had  consulted  seviral  physicians, 
who  advised  al)stinence.  Iiis  excosive  lihido  renderi'd  it 
ditUcult  to  follow  this  advice,  and  impotence  prevented 
coitus.  This  suggested  cittutilinfjus,  which  granted  a  cer- 
tain amount  of  sexual  gratification  and  at  times  even  pro- 
duced ejaculation.  This  also  compensated  him  for  the 
nausea  he  experienced  during  the  act  and  paved  the  way  to 
his  folly  on  children. 

He  claimed  that  in  this  act  he  found  sexual  satisfac- 
tion, but  the  chief  object  for  it  always  was  to  rid, himself 
of  persecution  by  his  superiors.  This  passion  calmed  down 
under  treatment  at  the  hospital,  and  he  became  a  decent 
man  when  put  under  domestic  supervision. 

Ciilff  i  rr  ("Pervcrsiinis  sexuelles  chez  les  persecutes," 
in  "Aimal.  niedico-psychoL,"  !March,  IhSO)  has  reported 

similar  cases, — the  case  of  a  patient  who,  sufTering  with 
paranoia  S(.ruali.s  pcrsmiforui ,  tried  to  violate  his  sister, 
givinir  as  a  reason  that  the  impulse  was  given  him  by 
Bonaparl  isf  s. 

In  anoiher  case  a  captain,  sutTering  with  delusions  of 
persecution  l»y  elect  ro-maLMiet  ism,  was  driven  to  ped- 
erasty,- a  thiiii;  111'  alilii ifitd.  In  a  siniilar  case  the  perse- 
cutor impelled  to  onanism  and  pederaslv. 
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The  laws  of  all  einltsed  nations  punish  those  who  com- 
mit perverse  sexual  acts.  Inasmuch  as  the  preservation 
of  chastity  and  morals  is  one  of  the  most  important  reasons 
for  the  existence  of  the  commonwealth,  the  state  cannot 
he  too  careful,  as  a  protector  of  moralitv,  in  the  strudle 
against  sensuality.  This  contest  is  unequal ;  because  only 
a  certain  number  of  the  sexual  crimes  can  be  legally  oom- 
batted,  and  the  infract  ions  of  the  laws  In*  so  j»o\verful  a 
natural  instinct  can  be  but  litflo  iuAucnced  bv  pnuishnient. 
It  also  lies  in  the  natnn-  of  the  M  Nual  crimes  that  but  a 
part  of  tliom  cvor  reach  tlic  knowledge  of  the  authorities. 
Public  sentinx-nt,  in  that  it  looks  upon  them  as  di^raceful, 
lends  iniicli  aid. 

Criininal  statistics  prove  tlie  sad  fact  tliat  sexual  crimes 
arc  proi^rcssivclv  incrcasin«;  in  our  modern  civilisation.' 
This  is  ]>arti<MiIarly  the  case  with  iuiiiiorul  acts  with  chil- 
dren under  the  nin'  of  fourteen. 

('(isjur  (Clinical  novels),  drew  attention  to  this  d»'- 
j>ktral)lc  fact  early  in  the  sixties  of  the  IDtli  century.  As 
a  criminal  ]>hysician  (lUrlin)  he  had  fifty-two  cases  of 
crimes  against  morality  under  observation  from  1842-57, 
but  during  the  decade  of  1852-1861  the  number  rose  to  138.

In  England  sitnilar  delicts  on  cliildn'n  niimbored  167 
for  the  period  IS-KI-IU,  and  lo'.ir.  for  the  j)criod  lsr).')-r)7. 

Tn  Prussia,  a<*ciirdinir  to  (h  ffitif/in.  sexual  atfcni})ts 
were  in  the  proporliou  of  ')L*."i  :li_*r» ;  sexual  eriuics  in  the 
projHirliou  of  1  1 77  :'_*94r).  (frllnff  also  tinds  ("die  straf- 
baren llandlnn^cn"  )  a  i-onsideraMc  incn-asc»  in  iuinioral 
oflFetJce.s  on  children  under  tlii»  age  of  fourteen.  We  are 
indebted  t«>  Tlioinol  for  interesting  statistics  of  moral 
offences  dealt  with  by  tlie  criminal  courts  of  France  (at- 
tentats aux  moeurs  et  porvcrsicms  des  sens  genital,  1898, 
Paris).  Sexual  criminal  cases  seem  to  hare  been  on  the 
wane  in  France.  There  were  in  1860  830  (2.3  to  a 
population  of  100,000)  offenders  sentenced;  in  1892  only  * 
679  (1.7  to  a  population  of  100,000).  The  proportion 
of  crimes  committed  on  adults  and  children  was  in  1860 
180:650  (1 :3.6),  whilst  in  1892  it  rose  to  78 :601  (1:7.7). 
In  1S85  it  reached  the  liighest  point,  viz. :  1  :0..'». 

The  moralist  sees  in  these  .<ad  facts  nothing  but  the 
decay  of  general  morality,  and  in  some  infttances  comes  to 
the  conclusion  tlmt  the  present  mildness  of  the  laws  pun- 
ishing sexual  crimes,  in  compari-on  with  their  severity  in 
past  centuries,  is  in  part  respousible  for  this. 

The  niedicid  iuvestigator  is  driven  to  the  conclusion 
that  this  manife-ral ion  of  iiiodcru  so^-ial  life  stand-  in 
relation  to  the  predominating  nervous  condition  of  later 
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generations,  in  that  it  begets  defective  individuals,  excites 
the  sexual  instinct,  leads  to  sexual  abuse,  and,  with  con- 
tinuance  of  lasciviousness  associated  with  diminished  sex- 
ual  power,  induces  perverse  sexual  acts. 

It  will  be  clearly  seen  from  what  follows  how  such  an 
opinion  is  justified,  especially  with  respect  of  the  increas- 
ing iniiiiber  of  sexual  crimes  committed  ou  children. 

The  relative  increase  of  sexual  drlicts  on  cliiklren 
seems  to  point  to  an  udvance  in  the  plivsi<  lecadence 
(impotence)  and  psychical  degeneration  of  the  adult  popu- 
lation. 

Tliis  view  seems  to  In-  supported  l\v  Tnrdicii.  Bromirdcl 
and  Bernard,  who  find  that  attaeks  on  rliiUlren  are  more 
frequent  in  hxrs^v  cities,  wliilst  those  ou  adults,  especially 
rajH".  occur  more  often  in  tlie  »•«»untry. 

"^riie  statistical  facts  comj)iled  ])y  'Jdrdicu  and  Jirounr- 
del,  accordini^  to  whidi  the  proportion  of  sexmil  offences  on 
children  is  in  ratio  with  tlie  a;;e  of  the  otTeinler,  i.e.,  the 
older  the  criminal  the  \«»unner  the  victim,  and  the  circum- 
stance that  acts  of  immorality  by  very  old  men  are  only 
committed  on  children,  seem  to  demonstrate  that  impotentia 
cmmdi  and  moral  decay  (dementia  senilis)  are  the  funda- 
mental causes  of  these  horrible  crimes. 

It  is  at  once  evident,  from  the  foregoing,  that  neuro- 
pathic, and  oven  psychopathic,  states  are  largely  determin- 
ate for  the  commission  of  sexual  crimes.  Here  nothing 
less  than  the  responsibility  of  many  of  the  men  who  com- 
mit such  crimes  is  called  in  question. 

Psychiatry  cannot  be  denied  the  credit  »>f  having  re- 
cognised and  proved  the  psycho-pathologicnl  significance  of 
numerous  monstrous,  paradox  teal  soxnal  acts. 

Law  and  Jurisprudenee  have  thus  far  *jiven  but  little 
attention  to  the  facts  resulting  from  investigations  in 
psycho-pathohtgv.  Law  in  this,  opj»r)scd  to  Medicine, 
and  is  constantly  in  danger  nf  passing  judginent  on  in- 
divi<iiials  who,  in  the  light  of  science,  are  not  responsible 
for  their  acts. 

Owing  to  this  superiicial  treatment  of  acts  that  deeply 
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ooQcem  the  interests  and  welfare  of  society,  it  l>ecorae8 
very  easy  for  justice  to  treat  a  delinquent,  who  is  as  dan* 
gerouB  to  society  as  a  murderer  or  a  wild  beast,  as  a  erimi* 
nal,  and,  after  punishment,  release  him  to  prey  on  society 
again;  on  the  other  hand,  scientific  investigation  shows  that 
a  man  mentally  and  sexually  degenerate  ab  origine,  and 
therefore  irresponsible,  must  bo  removed  from  society  for 
life,  but  not  as  a  punishment 

A  judge  who  considers  only  the  crime,  and  not  its  per- 
petrator, is  always  in  danger  of  injuring  not  only  import- 
ant interests  of  society  (general  morality  and  safety),  but 
also  those  of  the  individual  (honour). 

In  no  domain  of  criminal  law  is  co-operation  of  judge 
and  medical  expert  so  much  to  he  desired  as  in  that  of 
sexual  delinquencies;  and  here  only  anfliropologieal  and 
clinical  investigation  o;in  atrurd  light  and  kuowledgo. 

The  iiiifinc  of  the  ail  can  nrvcr,  in  itself,  (h-trnninc  a 
decision  as  to  wlicthcr  it  lies  witiiin  tin-  limits  of  mental 
j)athologv,  or  within  the  lM>nn<ls  of  mental  piiysiology. 
TliP  jx  rrrrsr  art  durs  nut  |)cr  sc  indicntc  prrvcrsiuii  of  in- 
stinct. At  any  rate,  the  most  monstrous  and  most  perverse 
sexual  acts  have  heen  committed  by  persons  of  sound  mind. 
The  perversion  of  feeling  must  he  shown  io  he  paikologieah 
This  proof  is  to  be  obtained  by  learning  the  conditions 
attending  its  development,  and  hy  proving  it  to  be  part 
of  an  existing  general  neuropathic  or  psychopathic  condi- 
tion. 

The  speeiee  facti  is  important ;  but  it,  too,  allows  only 
presumptions,  since  the  same  sexual  act,  according  as  it 

is  committed  by  an  epileptic,  paralytic,  or  a  man  of  sound 
mind,  takes  on  other  features  and  peculiarities,  in  accord' 

anco  witli  llic  manner  in  which  it  is  done. 

Periodical  recurrence  of  the  act  under  identical  circum- 
stances, and  an  impulsive  manner  in  carrying  it  o»it,  give 
rise  to  weighty  presumptions  that  it  is  of  j)athological  sig- 
niticance.  The  decision,  however,  niiist  follow  after  re- 
ferring the  act  to  its  j)syehological  motive  (abnormalities 
of  thought  and  feeling),  and  after  showing  this  elementary 
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anomaly  to  be  but  one  symptom  of  a  general  neuropathic 
condition — either  an  arrest  of  mental  developmeut,  or  a 
condition  of  psychical  degeneration,  or  a  psychosis. 

The  cases  discussed  in  the  portion  of  this  work  devoted 
to  general  and  special  pathology  will  certainly  be  useful 
to  the  medical  expert,  in  assisting  him  to  discover  the 
motive  of  the  act. 

To  obtain  tlie  facts  necessary  to  allow  a  decision  of 
the  question  whether  immorality  or  almormality  occa- 
sioned the  aet,  a  niedieo-lcixal  examination  is  required — an 
examination  which  is  made  according  to  the  rules  of 
science;  wliiel»  takes  account  of  lx>th  the  ]^ast  history  of 
the  individual  ;nid  the  present  oonditiou, — the  anthropo- 
logieal  and  clinical  data. 

The  |)r(M»f  of  the  existence  of  an  <iri</iti<il .  coni^ciiital 
an<'iiiiily  <»f  the  sexual  sphere*  is  important,  and  ]>«'int>  to 
the  nt  I'd  of  an  examination  in  tin-  direction  tif  a  condition 
of  j)sychical  (let;<-nerat i<in.  An  (U<iH'tri'd  perversity,  to  he 
j)atholo«::ical,  mnst  he  found  to  depend  upon  a  neuropathic 
or  psychoj)athic  state. 

Practically,  ]>arciie  dementia  and  ej)ilej)sy  must  lirst 
come  to  mind.  The  decision  concerning  responsibility 
will  dopend  on  the  demonstration  of  the  existence  of  a 
psychopathic  state  in  the  individual  charged  with  a  sexual 
crime. 

This  is  indispensable,  to  avoid  the  danger  of  covering 
simple  immorality  with  the  cloak  of  disease. 

Psychopathic  states  may  lead  to  crimes  against  moral- 
ity, and  at  the  same  time  remove  the  conditions  necessary 
to  the  existence  of  responsibility,  under  the  following  cir^ 

CUm<t:in('es:— 

1.  To  oppose  the  normal  or  intensified  sexual  desire, 
there  may  be  no  moral  or  l^^l  notion*?,  owini?  to  {a)  the 
fact  that  they  may  never  have  been  developed  ('States  of 
congenital  mental  weakness):  «>r  to  (h)  the  fact  that  they 
have  been  lost  (states  of  acquired  mental  weakness). 

2.  When  the  sexnal  desire  is  inerease«!  (states  of  psy- 
chical exaltaiiouj,  consciousness  simultaucously  clouded 
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and  the  mental  inecliauism  too  much  disturbed  to  allow 
the  opposing  ideas,  virtually  pri'sent,  to  exert  their  in- 
fluence. 

3.  When  the  sexual  instinct  is  ])i  r verse  (states  of 
psychical  degeneration).  It  may,  at  the  same  time,  be  so 
intensified  as  to  be  irresistible. 

Cases  of  sexual  delinquency  that  occur  outside  of  states 
of  mental  defect,  degeneration,  or  disease,  can  never  be 
excused  on  the  ground  of  irresponsibility. 

In  many  cases,  instead  of  an  abnormal  psychical  condi- 
tion, a  neurosis  (local  or  general)  is  found.  Inasmuch  as 
the  transitions  from  a  neurosis  to  a  psychosis  are  easy, 
aixl  ( Icuiontary  psychical  distiirbanoos  are  freqnotif  in 
tlif  I'oniicr,  and  constant  in  ])rof<)und  pcrvorsion  of  tlio 
sexual  life,  tiu*  neurotic  atTcction — c-H-,  inijK »teuer.  irrital)le 
weakness,  e(e. — exerts  an  iuilueuee  on  tlu»  motive  of  the 
iueriiiiinai  iiiir  aei  :  ami  a  just  jndge,  not  \v  it  list  a  mil  ug  tlie 
laek  of"  lei^al  ine>|M»ii>il)ility  due  to  mental  defect  or  dis- 
ease, will  recoiiiiize  the  circumstanced  which  ameliorate 
the  lieinousuess  ot  the  crime. 

For  various  reasons  the  practical  jurist  will,  in  all  cases 
of  sexual  crimes,  call  medical  experts  to  make  a  psychiatric 
examination. 

To  be  sure,  his  own  conscience  and  judgment  must  be 
the  guides  when  necessity  makes  them  his  only  reliance. 
Under  the  following  circumstances  indices  are  given  which 
point  to  a  pathological  condition : — 

The  accuseil  is  senile.  The  sexual  crime  is  conunit- 
ted  «»peuly,  with  rtMiiarkahlc  cvnicisui.  The  manner  of 
obtaining  sexual  satisfaction  is  silly  (exhibition),  or  cruel 
(mutilation  or  murder),  or  perverse  (necrophilia,  etc.). 

From  what  experience  teaches,  it  may  be  said  that, 
among  the  sexual  acts  that  occur,  rape,  mutilation,  peder- 
asty, amor  h'sbicus,  and  bestiality  may  have  a  psycho- 

patlloloo;ic;|l  IkIsIs. 

Ill  ca.NC  of  lust-iimrder — in  as  far  as  its  ulterior  object 
ffoes  beyond  the  murder  it^cjf — mid  likewise  in  caAes  f>f 
Uiutilation  of  corpses,  psychopathic  conditions  arc  probable. 
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Exhibition  and  mutual  masturbation  seem  to  indicate 
tbe  probable  existence  of  pathological  conditions.  Mas- 
turbation of  another  and  passive  onanism  may  occur  in 
connoction  with  senile  dementia  and  inverted  sexual  feel- 
ings but  also  with  more  sensuality. 

Cunnilingus  ami  frJhiir  ( pcnetn  in  ns  mulieris  arn- 
gere)  have  not  tints  far  been  shown  to  depend  upon  psycho* 
pathological  conditions. 

These  horrible  sexual  aets  seem  to  he  eommitted  onlv 
by  sensual  uicu  \vli<>  have  bccouie  satiated  or  iuipoteiit 
fn»m  excessive  in<liil:i('uee  in  a  normal  way.  Pa  iliciif  in 
vinJtrruin  does  not  seem  to  Iti-  psyeliopatliie,  hut  rather  a 
]U"aefiee  of  married  mru  of  lnw  morality,  who  \vish  to 
jin  vent  preijiuiney ;  and  of  satiated  cynics  iu  non-maritul 
sexual  iudulirenee. 

The  practical  inij»orlanee  of  tlie  suhji'ct  makes  it  neces- 
sary that  the  sexual  acts  threatened  with  pnnishment  as 
sexual  crimes  be  considered  by  jurists  from  the  stand}>oint 
of  the  medico-legal  expert.  Thus  there  is  an  advantage 
gained,  in  that  the  psycho-])atho1(>gical  acts,  according  to 
circumstances,  are  placed  in  tbe  right  light  by  comparison 
with  analogous  acts  that  fall  within  the  domain  of  physio- 
logical psychology. 

1.  Offence  Against  AU>rality  in  the  Form  of  Exhibition.' 

( Austrian  Btatutet,  |516 ;  Abridgment,  1 195.  Ctemum  Statut«,  |18S. ) 

Tn  man's  present  condition  of  civilisation,  modesty  is 
a  characteristic  and  m<»live  >o  lirndv  tixed  hv  centuries 
of  edncation  that  presumption  of  a  ]tsycho-pafholo«jical 
eleuu'nt  necessarily  arises  when  public  decency  is  coarsely 
offended.

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The  pre8iiini)tion  is  justifiable  that  an  individual  who 
has  in  this  way  offended  public  decency  and  his  own  self> 
respect  was  incapable  of  (idiots)  or  had  lost  the  feelings  of 
morality  (states  of  acquired  mental  weakness) ;  or  that  he 
acted  while  in  a  clouded  state  of  consciousness  (transitory 
insanity,  states  of  partial  consciousness). 

A  Yery  distinctive  act  which  belongs  here  is  that  of 
exhibition  (exposure).  The  cases  thus  far  recorded  are 
exclusively  those  of  men  who  ostentatiously  expose  their 
genitals  to  persons  of  the  opposite  sex,  whom  in  some  in- 
stances they  even  pursue,  without,  however,  becoming 
aggressive. 

Tho  silly  mannor  of  this  sexual  activity,  or  really 
soxiKil  demonstration,  points  to  intelkvtual  and  moral 
vcakiios*! :  or,  at  least,  to  temporary  inhibition  of  the 
intellectual  and  moral  functions,  with  excitation  of  libido 

dependent  upon  a  decided  disturbance  of  consciousness 
(abnormal  uneonsciniisness,  mental  confusion),  and  at 
the  same  time  calls  the  virility  of  these  in<lividnals  in 
question.  Thus  there  are  various  categories  of  exhibi- 
tionists. 

The  first  category  includes  arquircfJ  shilcs  of  menial 
wciikiuss  in  which,  owinj;  to  the  <'aiisative  cerebral  («»r 
s|)im»l)  <lisease,  coiiseiousuess  is  clouded,  and  the  ethical 
and  intellectual  fuuctiitus  are  interfered  with;  and  in 
which  there  can  be  no  resistance  ma<h'  to  a  sexual  desire 
that  has  either  alwavs  been  intense  or  that  has  been 
intensified  by  the  di«case-i)r<K'es8.  At  the  same  time 
impotence  exi«t9,  and  no  lon^r  ]>ormits  expression  of  the 
sexual  instinct  in  violent  acta  (rape),  but  only  in  acts  that 
arc  siliv. 

The  majority  of  reported  cases'  fall  in  this  category.

Z.,  high  official,  aged  sixty;  widower, 
father  of  a  family,  lie  ga?e  offence  in  that,  during 
fourteen  days,  he  had  repeatedly  exposed  his  genitals  at 
his  window,  to  a  girl  of  eight  years  who  lived  opposite 
him.  After  a  ^ew  months,  under  like  circumstunccs^  this 
man  rcpcnt« -1  ]iis  indecont  act.  At  his  exaniiifution  he 
acknowledged  tiic  depravity  of  his  action,  and  could  ^ivo 
no  excuse  for  it.  Death,  a  year  later,  due  to  cerebral 
disease  {Lasegve,  op,  cU,)» 

Case  199.  ni^od  sovnify-ciiilit ;   seaman.  ITe 

liad  n'j)iat<'<ll V  cxliiliirctl  his  ir<'nitals  on  ciiildrcn's  l>lay- 
grouiuls  and  in  tlic  iici^liltourluMMl  of  irirls'  scliools.  This 
was  llic  only  way  in  whicli  lie  was  active  sexually,  lie 
was  niarrieil,  aii<l  the  father  of  ten  ehihlren.  Twelve 
years  |»revi(Hisly  he  had  suffered  a  severe  head-injury,  * 
which  left  a  deep  scar,  indenting  the  iKine.  Pressure  on 
this  scar  caused  pain ;  at  the  same  time  his  face  would  flush, 
his  expression  become  fixed,  and  he  would  grow  som- 
nolent, with  convulsive  movements  in  the  right  upper 
extremity  (apparently  epileptoid  state  in  connection  with 
cortical  disease).  Moreover,  there  was  senile  dementia 
and  advanced  senium.  It  is  not  reported  whether  the 
exhibition  coincided  with  epileptoid  attacks  or  not.  Senile 
dementia  proved;  pardoned  (Dr.  Schuchardt,  op.  ciL). 

PcJamla  (op.  CiL)  has  reported  a  number  of  cases  of 
this  kind: — 

1.  Paralytic,  aged  sixty.   At  the  age  of  üfty-eight  he

Rayneau,  Annal.  mM.-pych.  1805,  Mny*June. — von  Schrenk-Notrnt^, 
.\rch.  f.  rriinin.ilanthrojMjl.  Hd.  i.,  II.  2  ar;<i  F  ill  1  u.  6.— AtrMt* 
mann,  Vierteljalirs.  f.  gcriehtl.  Med.,  3.  Fulge,  lU  IM. 
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began  to  exhibit  biniself  to  women  and  children.  In  the 
asylum  at  Verona,  for  a  long  time  thereafter,  he  was 
lascivious,  and  also  attempted  fellatio, 

2.  A  drinker,  aged  sixty-six,  suffering  With  folie  eir- 
eulaire.  His  exhibition  was  first  noticed  in  church  during 
divine  service.   Iiis  brother  was  likewise  an  exhibitionist. 

3.  A  drinker,  i^redisposed,  aged  forty-nine.  He  was 
alwavs  verv  excitable  sexually ;  in  an  asvluin  on  account 
of  chronic  alcoholism^  He  exhibited  himself  whenever  he 
saw  a  woman. 

4.  A  man,  acred  sixty-four:  married;  fatlicr  of  fourteen 
cliiMri'n.  Great  ]>n'(lispositi<»n.  Racliitic,  iiiici(teej)lialic 
licixl.  For  yciirs  he  had  been  au  exhibitionist,  in  spite  of 
repeated  puuiühment. 

Case  200.  X.,  incrcliant,  l)<»rn  in  1<S;}:'>;  siiiijlo.  lie 
liiul  rcpratiHlly  exliihitcd  himself  to  cliildren,  or  even 
urinated  at  the  same  tiuu';  once,  under  these  circum- 
stances, he  had  kissed  a  little  girl.  Twenty  years  pre- 
viously X.  had  had  a  severe  attack  of  mental  disease, 
lasting  two  years,  in  which  he  was  said  to  have  had  an 
ai)op]ectic  attack.  Later,  after  loss  of  his  fortune,  he 
gave  himself  to  drink,  and  of  late  years  had  often  appeared 
absent-minded.  His  condition  was  that  of  alcoholism, 
senium  pracox  and  mental  weakness.  Penis  small;  phi- 
mosis; testicles  atrophic.  Proof  of  mental  disease;  par- 
doned (Dr,  Sckuchardt,  i-p.  rlf.). 

Such  cases  recall  the  lasciviousnoss  of  youthful,  sexu- 
ally excited  persons  that  are  still  more  or  less  lK)yish; 
I'lit  also  that  of  many  mature  cynics  of  low  morality,  who 
lind  pleasure  in  detilinir  tlic  walls  of  j)ul)lic  closets,  etc., 
with  drawiuirs  of  male  and  f<'male  genitals, — a  kind  of 
ideal  cxhihitioji  which,  however,  is  still  widely  separated 
from  actual  cxhihition. 

Another  category  of  cNhihitjoiiisf s  made  uj)  of  epilep- 
tics.^   Tliis  category  is  rssrudnlli/  to  he  distinguished  from 

'  fn«tnictivp  i'n*(^  reported  hy  \f'>rst1U.  "  Hollrtino  della  R. 
Accademia  medica  di  Genova,"  vol.  ix.  (18*J4),  fasc.  1. 
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the  foregoing,  because  a  conscious  motive  for  the  exhibition 
is  wanting;  and  it  appears  much  more  like  an  tmpu2nv« 
act  which,  without  any  consideration  of  extenial  circum- 
stances, is  performed  as  if  it  Avere  an  abnormal  oi^nic 

necessity. 

At  the  tim^  of  the  act  there  is  always  a  state  of  im- 
perfect fonüoiousnoss :  and  thus  is  explained  the  faet  that 
the  unfortunate  in<livitlual,  without  consciousness  of  the 
nieaiiiuir  of  Iiis  a<'t,  or,  at  least,  irtlfiDuf  ri/nirism,  does  it 
in  ohetlictice  to  a  Mind  inijuilse.  On  re^Ljaining  conscious- 
ness, hi'  re^^n-ets  and  abhors  it  if  there  is  not  permanent 
mental  weakness. 

The  ])riuie  motive  in  tliis  state  of  ini])erfeet  conscious- 
ness, as  with  other  impulsive  acts,  is  a  feeling  of  appre- 
hensive oppression.  If  a  sexiuil  feeling  become  associated 
with  it,  then  the  ideas  are  gi\  en  a  certain  direction  in  the 
aense  of  a  corresponding  (sexual)  act. 

How  sexual  ideas  very  easily  arise  temporarily  in  epi- 
leptics  may  be  understood  from  the  discussion  on  p.  468. 

If  however,  such  an  association  has  once  been  formed ; 
if  a  particular  act  has  taken  place  in  an  attack — it  is  the 
more  easily  repeated  in  every  subsequent  attack;  for,  so 
to  speak,  a  known  track  has  been  established  in  the  path 
of  ni'>h\  if y. 

The  feeling  of  anxiety,  with  the  state  of  imperfect  con- 
sciousness, causes  the  associated  s«  \nal  impulse  to  appear 
as  a  command — an  inner  force,  which  is  acted  upon  in 
a  purely  impulsive  manner  and  in  a  state  of  absolute 
irresponsibility. 

Case  201.  K..  a  snhnnlinate  official,  ajjed  twenty- 
nine;  of  Tienro]»atiiic  family;  livin«;  in  liaj)j»y  marriage; 
father  of  one  child.  lie  had  re|)eate(lly,  especially  at  dusk, 
exhibited  himself  to  servant-girls.  K.  was  tall,  slim,  pale, 
ncn'ous  and  hasty  in  manner.  There  was  imperfect  mem- 
ory of  ihe  crimes.  Since  childhood  there  had  been  fre- 
quent severe  con^tive  attacks,  with  intense  flushing  of  the 
face,  a  rapid,  tense  imlse,  and  a  £xed,  absent  stare.  At 
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the  same  time  there  were,  now  and  tlien,  confusion  and 
vertigo.  In  tltis  (epileptic)  exceptional  state  K.  would 
answer  oul^  after  repeated  questioning,  and  then  //  nas  as 
if  he  were  waking  from  a  drmm.  K,  stated  that  lie  had  al- 
wavs  felt  exfited  and  rosth'.ss  for  some  hours  boforo  his 
oriiiiiiial  acts,  and  cxjx'ricnccd  a  feeling  of  fear,  with 
oj»pret*sion,  and  (•«)np'>l inn  of  the  head.  Jn  this  condition 
he  ha«l  often  l>ocn  ^nddy,  and  cxix  rii  need  an  indistinct 
■fcclinir  (d"  sexual  excitement.  At  tlie  lieii^lit  of  such  stato.-^ 
he  luitl  left  the  house,  without  anv  j^urpose  in  view,  an<l 
exposed  his  genitals  anvwherc.  When  he  had  reached 
home  auain,  he  had  had  hut  a  «Ireamy  remend»rancc  of 
what  had  occurred,  and  felt  very  weak  and  depressed. 
It  was  also  remarkable  that,  while  exhibiting  his  genitals, 
he  had  used  lighted  matches  to  make  them  visible.  The 
opinion  was  to  the  effect  that  the  criminal  acts  depended 
upon  epilepsy,  and  were  imperative  impulses;  but  he  was, 
nevertheless,  sentenced,  with  the  assumption  of  extenuat- 
ing circumstances  (Dr.  Schuchardi,  op,  cit). 

Case  202.  L.,  aged  thirty-nine;  single;  tailor.  His 
father  was  probably  a  drinker;  he  had  two  epileptic 
brothers,  one  of  wljoiii  was  insane.  The  patient  himself 
had  slight  epileptic  attacks,  and  from  time  to  time  states 
of  imperfect  conscionsnoss,  in  which  he  ran  alxjut  aim- 
lessly, and  thereafter  did  not  know  when'  he  ha<l  been. 
He  was  eon>i<lei<'<l  a  moral  man,  but  he  wa>^  now  accused 
of  ]ia\iiiir  exliihited  and  played  with  his  genitals  in  a 
strange  house  five  or  six  times.  His  remembrance  of 
thc>e  acts  was  very  imperfect. 

On  account  of  rep<'ated  desertion  from  the  army  (pro- 
bably likewise  in  epileptic  states  of  imperfect  conscious- 
ness), L.  had  been  severely  punished.  In  imprisonment 
he  became  insane  w*ith  ''epilei>tie  insanity,"  was  sent  to 
the  Charite,  and  from  there  dischar^  "cured".  As  far 
as  the  criminal  acts  were  concerned,  <>>'nicism  and  wanton- 
ness could  be  excluded.   That  thev  were  committed  in  a 

■ 

state  of  imperfect  consciousness  was  probable  from  the  fact 
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amonfT  otlior  things,  that  to  tlio  policeman  who  arrested 
him,  the  "iinbeeile"  appeared  tu  he  in  a  remarkahly  cloiidy 
state  of  mental  conseioiisness  (Li man,  '*Vicrtdjaiirsscbriit 
f.  ger.  Med.,"      i'.  xxxviii.,  lieft  2.) 

Case  203.  L.,  ag<'d  tliirty-seven.  From  15th  October 
to  -ud  Novemln'r,  he  had  many  timet;  given  offence  by 
exhibiting  himself  to  girls  in  daylight  in  the  open  street, 
and  even  in  sefaools,  into  wbich  he  forced  himself.  It 
happened  occasionally  that  be  wanted  the  girls  to  perform 
mannst  ui)rution  or  allow  coitns,  and,  when  refused,  he 
performed  masturbation  before  them.  In  Q.,  in  a  public-, 
house,  be  rapped  with  his  exposed  penis  on  the  window 
so  that  the  children  and  servant-girls  in  the  kitchen  were 
forced  to  see  it. 

After  his  arrest  it  was  ascertained  tliat  since  1S7G  L. 
had  very  frequently  caused  trouble  by  exhibitions,  but 
had  always  escaped  pnnishinent,  owing  to  the  demonstra- 
tion of  mental  disease  by  jdiysicians.  On  the  <.tlier  hand, 
he  had  been  pnnished  for  desertion  and  theft  in  the  army, 
and,  later,  once,  as  a  civilian,  for  stealing  cigars.  L.  had 
repeatedly  been  in  asylums  on  account  of  insanity  (at- 
tacks of  iiHanity  T).  Besides,  he  was  often  remarkaide  on 
account  of  Iiis  clKing<-able,  (juarrclsomu  character,  occa- 
sional excitenienf  and  inconstancv. 

L.'s  brotlier  die<l  of  paralysis.  Tie  himself  |)resented 
no  degenerative  .signs;  no  epileptic  ante<'edents.  At  the 
time  of  observation  he  was  neither  insane  nor  mentally 
weakened. 

He  behaved  himself  very  well,  and  expressed  great 
regret  for  his  sexual  crimes,  which  he  explained  in  this 
wise:  though  not  a  drinker,  he  occasionally  had  an  im- 
pulse to  drink.  Soon  after  beginning,  congestion  of  the 
head,  vertigo,  restlessness,  anxiety  and  oppression  came 
on.  He  then  passed  into  a  dreamy  state.  An  irresistible 
impulse  now  forced  him  to  eN]>ose  himself;  and  be  then 
experienced  a  feeling  of  relief  and  breathed  more  easily. 
When  he  had  once  exposed  himself,  he  knew  nothing

moro  of  what  lie  did.  As  ])rocurs<»rr*  «if  sucli  attacks.  Iio 
liad  often,  a  short  time  Ix  fore,  liad  fhniKs  In  l'.ire  tlie  eyes 
ami  vertip).  For  the  time  of  Iiis  (  loiuhd  .ntat«'  f>f  con- 
sciousness lio  liad  hut  an  ohsenre,  dreamy  memory. 

It  was  only  after  a  time  lliat  sexual  ideas  and  impulses 
had  hi'eomo  associated  with  tliese  apj)rehensi\e,  cloudy 
stales  of  consciousness,  ^'ears  airo,  in  such  states,  with- 
out motive  and  witli  «;reat  <ianj;er,  lie  iiad  deserted;  once 
he  luid  jumped  from  a  third-story  window;  on  another 
occasion  he  had  left  a  good  position  to  wander  about  aim- 
lessly in  a  neighbouriug  country,  where  be  was  at  once 
arrested  for  exhibition. 

When  outside  of  his  abnormal  periods,  L.  once  became 
intoxicated,  there  was  no  exhibition*  In  the  lucid  state 
his  sexual  feeling  and  intercourse  weije  perfectly  normal 
(Dr.  Holzen,  "Friedreich's  Blatter,"  1890,  Heft  e). 

A  clinical  group  that  very  nearly  approaches  the  epi- 
leptic exhibitionists  is  made  up  of  certain  neurasthenic 
individuals,  in  whom,  likewise,  there  may  occur  attacks 
(epileptoid  f )  of  imperfect  consciousness^  iu  connection 
with  a  feeling  of  apprehensive  oppression ;  and  with  this 
sexual  inipulsQs  may  be  a.s.s(x>iated,  resulting  in  acts  of 
exhibition  having  an  impulsive  character. 

Case  204.   Dr.  S.,  academic  teacher,  had  aroused 

publi«'  indiirnation  hy  In'ing  sch'u  i  p  itt  dly  runnin<j:  al>out 
in  the  Zoological  Ganlon  at  Berlin,  before  ladies  and  chil- 
dren, with  his  ^retiitals  hanging  out.  S.  admitted  this, 
but  denied  all  thonirht  or  oonseiousness  of  causing  public 
offence,  and  excused  himself  hy  saying  that  his  running 
about  with  exposed  genitals  afforded  him  relief  from  ner- 
vous excitement.  ^lother's  father  was  insane,  and  died 
hy  suicide:  Iii-:  niother  wa<  constitutionally  neurojiathic, 
a  somnund>uliät,  and  had  been  temj>orarily  insane.  He

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was  neuropathic,  had  been  a  somnambulist,  and  ]ta<l  Iiad 
cnntinuons;  aversion  to  sexual  intercourse  with  females. 
In  his  youtli  lie  practised  onanisin.  He  was  a  neuras- 
thenic man,  shy,  toqiid  and  easily  became  emlmrrassed  and 
eonfns(Ml.  He  was  sexually  always  much  excited.  Frc- 
quciifly  he  dreanicd  that  he  was  runnini!:  ahoiit  with  ex- 
posed ircnitals,  or  lliat,  drcssid  imly  in  a  shirt,  he  hung 
from  a  liori/.ontal  bar  with  his  head  downward,  >o  ihat  the 
shirt  ft'll  down,  expo^in^^  his  ereet«'d  jxiiis.  His  dreams 
would  induce  jMillntinn.  and  ho  would  then  have  rest  for  a 
few  davs  or  an  entire  w(«ek. 

In  his  wakin*;  stale  also  the  impulse  would  often 
come  upon  him,  just  as  in  his  dreams,  to  run  about  with 
exposed  genitals.  As  be  was  about  to  expose  himself,  he 
would  become  very  hot,  and  then  he  would  run  aimlessly 
about.  The  member  would  become  moist  with  secretion, 
but  pollution  was  never  induced.  Finally,  when  it  had 
become  flaccid,  he  would  put  it  up,  and  then  come  to 
himself,  glad  if  no  one  had  seen  him.  In  such  conditions 
of  excitement  he  seemed  to  he  in  a  dn  ain  ;  as  if  inioxic€ded. 
He  had  never  had  the  intention  to  otTend  women.  S.  was 
not  e|)ileptie.  His  declarations  had  the  impress  of  truth. 
He  had  actmilly  never  followed  or  spoken  to  women  while 
in  this  comlition.  Frivolitv  and  coarseness  were  excluded. 
Xo  doubt  vS.'s  act  was  due  to  patholoijical  sensation  aiul 
idea,  and  S.  was  in  a  condition  of  jiathoh^irical  disfnrhaiu'e 
(tf  mental  aelion  at  the  lime  of  the  eonunissiim  of  his  acts 
(Liman,  "\' ierteljahrsschrift  für  gerichtl.  Med.,"  A',  f. 
XXX.  viii.,  lieft  2). 

Case  205.  X.,  aired  thirty-eight;  married;  father  of 
one  child.  Always  .sullen  and  silent.  SulTered  fre(pu>utly 
with  headache.  Very  neurasthenic,  though  not  insane. 
He  was  troubled  much  at  night  by  pollutions.  He  had 
repeatedly  followed  shop-girls,  for  whom  he  had  lain  in 
wait,  exposing  and  handling  his  genitals.  In  one  case  he 
even  followed  a  girl  into  a  shop  (Trochon,  "Arch,  de  I'an- 
thropolc^e  criminelle,"  iii.,  p.  256). 
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Ill  (lie  follow  ill''  rase  tlic  exhibliion  nii.s  sub.-^idiarv 
to  the  impulsive  tlc.Nirc  to  satisfy  suddeu,  iulcuse  libido  hy 
means  of  lua.'^Uirbalioji : — 

Case  206.  R.,  coacliman,  aged  foiiy-nlne ;  Vienna; 
married  since  1866;  chi141e8S.  Father  neuropatbic  and 
^ven  to  sexual  excesses;  died  of  cerebral  disease.  He 
presented  no  degenerative  signs. 

At  the  age  of  twenty-nine  he  suffered  a  severe  concus- 
sion  by  falling  from  a  height.  Up  to  that  time  the  vita 
sexualis  had  been  normal.  Since  then,  however,  every 
three  or  four  months  he  had  been  seized  with  very  painful 
sexual  excitement,  accompanied  by  an  intense  desire  to 
masturbate.  A  fi cling  of  weariness  and  discomfort,  with 
a  desire  for  alcohulie  indulgence,  |)rcc(>ded  this.  In  the 
interval^  be  was  sexually  cold,  and  bad  but  very  infrequent 
desire  fur  bis  wife,  who,  moreover,  for  tivo  years  had  been 
sick  and  incapable  of  cohabitation. 

Tie  gave  tlie  assurance  that,  as  a  young  man,  he  never 
masturbated,  ami  lliat,  in  ibc  iutcinal-;  Ih-iwccu  bis  attacks, 
he  had  never  thouglit  of  satisfying  himself  sexually  in  this 
wav. 

The  iinpu]>c  to  ma>turbati'  during  the  attack  was  al- 
ways excited  by  certain  feminine  cbai'iiis— -bort  cloak, 
I)retty  foot  and  ankle,  elegant  apjjcaraucc.  Age  made  no 
difference;  even  little  girls  excited  him.  The  impulse  was 
sudden  and  unconquerable.  R.  described  the  situation  and  • 
act  as  characteristically  impulsive.  He  had  often  tried  to 
resist  it ;  but  then  he  would  grow  hot,  terribly  frightened, 
his  head  would  bum,  and  he  would  seem  to  be  in  a  fog; 
but  he  never  lost  consciousness.  At  the  same  time  he 
would  have  violent,  darting  pain  in  the  testicles  and  sper- 
matic cords.  He  regretted  it,  but  had  to  confess  that  the 
im]>ulse  was  stronger  than  his  will.  In  such  a  situation 
it  forced  him  to  ma^riirliate,  no  matter  where  he  might 
be.  After  ejaculation  he  would  become  calm,  and  regain 
his  self-<'f>ntrol.  He  rfgarded  it  as  a  terrible  affliction. 
Defence  showed  that  K.  had  been  punished  six  times  for 
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similar  otli  iu'cs — fxhibit inn  and  uuijitwrbation  in  the  open 
street.  Although  un  exuiniuutiou  iulo  hiä  mental  condi- 
tion hy  experts  was  demanded  by  his  counsel,  the  court 
refused  it  on  the  ground  that  the  proceedings  had  raised 
no  doubt  as  to  his  responsibility. 

On  4th  November,  1889,  "R,,  while  in  his  worst  condi- 
tion, happened  to  be  in  the  street  as  a  crowd  of  school- 
girls went  by.  This  awakened  his  unconquerable  impulse. 
There  was  not  time  to  run  to  a  closet,  he  was  too  excited. 
There  was  immediate  exhibition,  masturbation  in  front  of 
a  house — iirent  scandal  and  iinnicdiate  arro;;t.  R.  was  not 
wonk -minded,  and  had  no  ethieal  <li  f*  «  t.  llo  hemoaned 
his  fate,  deejdy  regretted  his  act,  and  f(  arc«!  now  attacks. 
He  r(<]irard(>d  his  condition  as  abnormal — ^as  a  fate  against 
which  he  thought  he  was  powerless. 

lie  lhou<rhf  liimsi'lf  still  virile.  Penis  ahnormally  large. 
( "reiiKistcric  reliex  jireseiit  ;  ]>ateliiir  refli-x  increased. 
Weakness  of  flie  sjdiincfer  of  the  bladder,  that  had  existed 
for  .some  vcars.    \'arimis  neiira-thenic  ditliciilties. 

Tlic  opinion  showed  that  \l.  was  .««nhjeet  to  the  influ- 
ence of  abnormal  condition-;,  and  had  acted  impulsively. 
l*atient  was  sent  to  an  asylum,  from  which  he  was  dis- 
charged after  a  few  months. 

In  the  foregoing  case  the  important  j^oint,  clinically, 
lies  not  in  the  neurosis  that  is  present,  but  rather  in  the 
impul.<«ive  character  of  the  act  (exhibition  dependent  on 
masturbation). 

With  the  enumeration  of  the  categories  of  imbeciles, 
of  mentally  weakened  individuals,  and  of  the  exhibition- 
ists that  are  in  a  neurotic  (epileptic  or  neurastlicnic)  state 
of  brntimb  -d  consciousness,  apparently  the  clinical  and  for- 
en.sic  side  of  this  phenomenon  is  still  unexhausted;  in 
addition  to  these,  there  is  another  (dass,  the  represent- 
atives of  which,  owhiff  io  deep  Jirrrditnnf  l  i'nt  (hereditary 
degrnrrnfiif  ururosi.^.''),  are  impelled  to  periodical  and 
very  im})ulsivo  exhibition. 

With  reference  to  tiiesc  conditions  of  psychopathia

sr.ru'iIisjtriKxJicn  rf.  *' I *('rlo<l ical  Insauitv,"')  in  wliicli  the 
accidciitall V  a\vak«'ii<'»l  iiiipiiisc  to  cxliihition  is  l»nt  a  par- 
tial iiiaiiifcstat ion  of  a  clinical  \vli(»lc,  like  in  di /»soinmiia 
periodica  the  oravinir  tor  drink,  Mat/nan,^  from  wlioiu  I 
borrow  the  following  instructive  cases,  justify  lays  the 
greatest  stress  upon  the  impulsive,  periodical  feature  of 
these  abnormal  impulses;  and  no  less  upon  the  fact  that 
they  are  often  accompanied  by  terrible  anxiety,  which, 
after  the  realisation  of  the  impulse,  gives  place  to  a  feeling 
of  relief. 

These  facts,  and,  no  less,  the  clinical  picture  of  de- 
generacy that,  for  the  most  part,  is  referable  to  injurious 
conditions  that  are  hereditary,  or  that  exercise  an  in- 
jurious effect  on  the  development  of  brain  in  early  years 
(rachitis,  etc.,)  are,  medico-legally,  of  decisive  importance. 

Case  207.  G.,  aged  twenty  nine,  waiter  in  a  orfr. 
In  ISSK,  while  standing  under  a  church-door,  he  exhibited 
himself  to  several  irirls  working  opposite.  lie  confessed' 
the  act,  and  also  that,  many  times,  in  the  same  j)lace  and 
at  tlio  same  time  of  day,  he  liad  been  guilty  i>f  the  same 
criiiie,  liavin«;  licen  ]>nnislied  for  it  the  year  before  with 
impri.sonnient  for  one  nionth, 

G.  had  very  nervons  ]»arenfs.  ITi.s  father  was  mentallv 
iin.>tahlf  and  very  irascihje.  His  mother  was  at  times  in- 
sane, and  sutTeicd  with  >-e\<'re  nenrotic  atTe<'tion. 

G.  had  always  had  nervous  twitehin«;  of  the  fac<-.  and 
eonstant  alternatii>n  of  causeless  depression,  wiili  ind'nim 
n((V,  and  jieriods  nf  ehition.  At  the  ajri'S  of  ten  and  tifteen, 
for  sli«xht  cause,  he  wished  to  commit  stjieidt'.  When  ex- 
cited, he  had  similar  twit<'hin^  of  the  extremities.  lie 
presented  constant  f^eneral  analgesia.  In  prison  he  was  at 
first  beside  himself  with  shame  about  the  disgrace  he  had 
brought  on  his  family,  and  said  he  was  the  worst  of  men, 
deserving  the  severest  punishment. 

Until  his  nineteenth  year  G.  had  satisfied  himself  with

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solitary  and  mutual  masturbation,  and,  on  one  occasion, 
he  Lad  practised  onanism  with  a  girl.  From  that  rime, 
working  in  a  mfe,  tlio  tVinalc  customers  had  cxcitod  him 
so  inti'iisclv  that  ejaculation  was  often  induced.  Ue  suf- 
fered with  almost  constant  priapism,  and.  as  his  wife 
stilted,  ill  spite  of  coitus,  it  often  distmhtd  lils  rest  at 
nifiht.  For  seven  years  he  had  repcali'tllv  exhibited  him- 
self at  his  window,  and  al><»  ex|>oscd  himself  naked  to 
female  nci^hlxmr^  liviiii;  opposite. 

Tn  l'^*^;)  he  iiiiirricd  for  love.  Marital  intereonrse  did 
Hot  sati^fv  his  nerds.  At  tiincs  his  sexual  exeitiMiient  wa< 
so  intense  that  he  had  headache,  and  st-emed  confused, 
like  one  drunk,  stran«re  and  iiieapahle  of  work. 

In  one  of  these  attacks  he  had  recentlv  exhibiteil  him- 
self  before  ladies  in  two  streets  of  Paris  ( liith  May,  1SS7). 
Since  then  he  waa  fighting  a  desperate  battle  against 
these  morbid  impulses  which  had  now  become  almost  per- 
manent, and  when  at  their  height  made  him  morose  and 
confused,  and  caused  him  to  weep  all  night.  In  spite  of 
all  efforts  he  backslided  again  and  again.  Opinion:  Proof 
of  hereditary  degeneration  with  delusions  and  irresistible 
impulses  (^^pen'crsion  dC*iirante  du  sens  g^nitar').  Par- 
don (Magnan,  "Arch,  de  ranthropologic  criminelle,'*  v., 
No.  28). 

Case  208.  B.,  apxl  twenty-sev(»n ;  of  neuropathic 
mother  and  alcoholic  t'ailier.  !I  ■  ha«]  on-'  lu-otlier  who 
was  a  drinker;  and  a  hysterical  si-u  r.  l  oiir  Mood  rela- 
tions on  ]>aterual  side  were  drunkards,  one  female  cousin 
is  hvsteri<*al.

After  his  eh  \ejith  year,  onanism,  solitary  or  mutual. 
After  his  thirtcinth  year,  iiupulscs  to  exhibition.  lie  at- 
tempted it  at  a  street  nrinal ;  he  felt  j>Ieasure  in  it,  but 
al>o  inum  «liately  twinjjes  of  convei(>iice.  If  he  attem|)ted 
to  o])pose  his  impulse  thereafter,  he  became  apj)rehcnsive, 
and  had  a  feeling  of  oppression  in  his  chest.  When  a 
soldier,  he  was  often  impelled  to  expose  himself,  under 
yarious  pretexts,  to  his  comrades. 
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After  his  scvcutccuth  year  he  had  sexual  congress  with 
women.  It  gave  him  great  pleasure  to  show  himself 
naked  before  them.  He  continued  his  exhibition  on  the 
street  Since  he  could  but  infrequently  count  on  female 
spectators  at  urinals,  he  changed  his  place  to  cbufches. 
In  order  to  exhibit  himself  at  such  places,  he  always  had 
to  strengthen  his  courage  by  drinking.  Under  the  in- 
fluence of  spirits,  the  impulse,  at  other  time's  controllable 
witli  difficulty,  became  irresistible.  He  was  not  sentenced, 
lie  lost  his  position,  and  tli n  drank  more.  Not  long 
after,  he  was  aeain  arrested  fur  exhibition  and  mastur* 
bation  in  a  church  {Magnan,  ibid.^). 

Case  209.  X..  ai^cd  tliirty-fivo:  barbor'^  as?isfant. 
K<'])oat(  (l]y  punislied  f<>r  otfem;e  agaiuat  decency,  he  was 
airaiii  arn  sfcd  ;  foi'.  «lurin^  tlircc  weeks  lie  had  been 
banirin^::^  around  'j:\v\-'  seliools,  tryinir  atlra(-t  tlie  at- 
tention of  \\u'  j»n|»iis,  and,  wImii  he  had  sueeee<led  in 
this,  had  exhibited  liinisidf.  Occasionally  lie  had  promised 
them  money,  with  the  words,  "Ilabeo  meutuiam  pulchcr- 
rimam,  venilc  ad  mc  ut  earn  lainbatis". 

At  his  examination  X.  confessed  everything,  but  did 
not  know  how  it  had  come  about.  He  was  the  most 
reasonable  of  men  in  other  respects,  but  had  the  impulse 
to  commit  this  crime,  and  could  not  overcome  it. 

In  1879,  when  in  the  army,  he  was  once  out  on  leave, 
and  had  run  around  exhibiting  himself  to  children:  im* 
prisonniont  for  a  year.  The  same  crime  m  1881.  He 
chafed  the  crying  children,  and  "stared**  at  them:  im- 
])ris. »niiiciit  of  one  year  and  tliree  ni<'iir]i>.  Two  days 
after  his  discharge,  he  said  to  two  little  girls:  ^*Si  men* 
tulam  mcam  vidrrc  vultis  mecum  in  liane  ta})ernam  veni- 
ati8'\  He  denied  these  words,  and  claimed  druukenness; 
imprisonment  for  three  months. 

In  IsS.']  renewed  exhibition;  during  the  act  he  said 
nothing.   At  Iiis  cxamiuatiou  he  stated  that,  since  a  severe

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illoesSy  eight  jears  previoualy,  he  had  suffered  with  such 
excitations:  imprisonment  for  one  month. 

In  1884  exhibition  before  girls  in  a  churchyard ;  again 
in  1885.  He  declared:  understand  my  crime,  but  it 
is  like  a  disease.  When  it  comes  over  me,  I  cannot  keep 
from  such  acts.  It  stunctinu  s  liapjtcns  that,  for  quite  a 
long  time,  I  am  free  from  theae  inclinations."  Imprison- 
ment for  six  months. 

Discliaructl  <m  12th  August,  18S.'»,  ho  had  a  relapse  on 
15th  August.  Tlio  same  excuse  was  givcu.  This  time  he 
undcrwcut  incdical  exauiinatiou.  The  exauiiuation  re- 
vouIimI  no  iiii  iital  ilistMrl)aucc.  Smtcuccd  t<»  three  vears. 
After  (li^cluirire,  a  ^i  ries  of  new  exliiliitious.  On  this 
ocea>ion.  examinal ioii  re\  (  ale<|  tlie  follow  ing : — 

His  father  siilfered  witli  »lironie  aleoliolisni.  and  was 
said  to  have  heen  guilty  of  the  same  erinn-.  MotluT  and 
a  sister  ncrvouslv  ill,  and  the  whole  family  of  exeiiable 
temperament. 

From  his  seventh  to  his  eighteenth  year  X.  suffered 
with  cjßih  ptic  convtilsions.  First  cohabitation  at  sixteen; 
later,  gonorrhcea  and,  it  was  stated,  syphilis.  After  that, 
normal  sexual  intercourse  until  his  twenty-first  year.  At 
that  time  he  often  had  to  pass  a  playground,  and  at  times 
would  urinate  there;  and  it  happened  that  the  children 
wat(  li(  d  him  out  of  curiosity. 

He  notice«].  iHcasionally,  that  being  watched  in  this 
manner  caused  him  sevmal  excitement,  induced  erection 
and  even  ejaculation,  lie  now  fouud  more  pleasure  in 
this  kind  of  sexiial  gratification,  and  l>eeame  indiiferent 
ai>out  coitus;  satisfying  liimself  only  in  this  uuinner.  He 
felt  that  all  Iiis  tln>uirht  wa<  ruled  hv  this,  and  he  dreamed 
only  of  exliiltit ions,  with  ]>olliit ions.  His  atteu»j>ts  to  con- 
trol his  imj)ulse  hecanie  more  and  more  ineflCetual.  It 
came  over  him  with  !>neh  fon-e  that  he  notic<Ml  nothing 
aroun<l  him,  and  saw  ami  ht-ard  nothing,  and  was  like  one 
**devoid  of  reason" — like  "a  hull  trying  to  butt  his  head 
through  a  wall". 

X.  had  an  almonnally  broad  head;  small  penis;  the 
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left  testicle  deformed.  Patellar  reflex  absent.  Svinptoms 
of  neurastbenia»  especially  cerebral.  FrcHpient  pollutions. 
For  the  most  part,  his  dreams  were  about  noiuial  coitus, 
.onlj  infrequently  about  exhibition  before  little  girls. 

With  reference  to  his  sexual  acts,  he  stated  that  the 
impulse  to  sci  k  and  approach  little  girls  was  primary;  only 
when  be  had  giuTccded  earum  intentionom  in  sua  geni- 
talia iiudata  transferre,  erectionem  et  eja(  nlationcm  fieri, 
lie  <li*l  not  loj*o  oonscioiisnoss  in  tlic  act.  Affor  it  he  was 
troubled  alxtut  Iiis  <lcod,  and,  if  undiscovered,  said  to 
himself,  **Onec  innre  1  have  eseajied  flie  authorities". 

In  ]»rison  he  did  unf  have  the  iinpulst';  there,  lie  was 
tnmhled  oidv  witii  drraiiis  and  jxilln! ioii<.  In  freedom 
liad  daily  sonijht  oj)port unity  to  satisfy  hinisidf  with  e.\- 
hihition.  He  would  give  ten  yiais  of  ins  life  to  be  free 
from  the  thing;  "this  life  of  eonstant  anxiety,  this  alter- 
nation between  freedom  and  imprisonment,  is  unendur- 
able". 

  • 

The  opinion  assumed  a  congenital  ( I)  perversity  of  the 
sexual  instinct,  with  unmistakable  hereditary  taint,  neuro- 
pathic constitution,  asymmetry  of  cranium,  and  defective 
development  of  the  genitals. 

It  is  also  worthy  of  remark  that  the  exhibition  began 
when  the  epilepsy  ceased;  so  that  one  might  thinh  of  a 
vicarious  phenomenon. 

The  sexual  perversity  developed,  with  predisposition, 
through  aeeidi  ntal  association  of  ideas  of  sexual  e<»nt(Mit 
(children  looking  at  him  urinating)  with  an  act  that,  in 
itself,  was  purposeless. 

The  patient  was  not  sentenced,  but  sent  to  an  asylum 
(Dr.  Frcyer,  '^Zeitschr.  f.  Hedicinalbeamte,"  3  Jahrg., 
No.  8). 

Case  210.  At  nine  o'eloek  at  night,  in  the  spring  of 
1891,  a  lady,  in  great  trepidation,  eamo  to  the  polieeman 
in  the  eity  park  of  X.,  with  the  statement  that  a  man, 
absolutely  naked  in  front,  had  ap]>roaehed  her  from  the 
shrubbery,  and  she  had  rnn  away  frightened.    The  officer 
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went  at  once  to  the  place  indicated,  and  found  a  man, 
who  exposed  venlrem  el  genitalia  nuda.    He  attempted  to 

f'scapp.  bill  was  overtaken  and  aric-fi  d.  Ho  stated  that 
he  had  been  sexually  excited  by  alcohol,  and  had  been  on 
the  point  of  going  to  a  prostitute.  On  his  way  tliioui^h 
the  park,  however,  be  recalled  the  fact  that  exhibition 
gave  him  much  greater  j»lea!«ure  than  was  afforded  him 
by  coitus,  in  whieii  he  .«'Idom,  and  only  fiiu(r  dr  tnirux,  in- 
<lulged.  Afti'r  (li"a\viiiir  nj'  his  sliirr,  he  j)(>stc(i  iiiniself  in 
tlic  sliruhlHTv,  and  uIk'h  ;\vi.  women  canu'  up  tin;  path  ho 
approached  them  with  cxjiosid  g^  niiah.  In  such  exhibi- 
tion he  had  a  ph  a<uiable  feeling  ol  warmth,  and  the  blood 
mounted  to  his  h'-ad. 

The  acKJused  worked  in  a  factory,  and  his  employer 
stated  that  he  was  faithful,  thrifty,  sober  and  intelligent. 

In  1886  B.  had  been  punished  because  he  had  twice 
exhibited  himself  publicly,— once  in  broad  daylight  and 
once  at  night,  nndcr  a  street  lamp. 

B.,  age  37,  single,  made  a  peculiar  impression  owing 
to  his  dandified  dress  and  affected  manner.  His  eyes 
had  a  neuropathic,  languishing  expression;  around  his 
mouth  played  a  smile  of  self-satisfaction.  Tie  was  said  to 
come  of  healthy  parents.  A  sister  of  his  fatlu  r  and  one 
of  his  mother's  were  insane.  Others  of  their  relatives 
were  tlionght  religiously  eccentric. 

B.  had  never  bad  any  severe  illness.  From  childhood 
he  wn«j  occciif rie  and  imairinativo.  lie  loved  romances 
about  kniirhis  an<]  others,  was  ciitiroly  al).-orlte(l  hv  them, 
and  cxcn  went  so  far  as  to  i<h'ntily  hiiusclf  in  fancy  with 
the  heroes.  lie  always  thought  himself  a  little  better 
than  others,  and  thought  nmch  of  elegant  dress  and 
oiiianieiits ;  and  wheu  he  strutted  about  on  JSundava  be 
imagined  liiui>ell'  a  hiuh  otHcial. 

B.  had  never  shown  epileptic  symptoms.  In  youth 
moderate  indulgence  in  masturbation;  later,  moderate 
indulgence  in  coitus.  Previously,  never  any  i^erverae 
sexual  feelings  or  impulses.  Retired  manner  of  life;  in 
leisure  hours,  reading  (popular  novels,  heroic  tales,  Dumas 
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and  others).  B.  was  not  a  drinker.  Exceptionally  he 
made  himself  a  kind  of  punch,  hy  which  he  was  always 
excited  sexually. 

For  some  years,  with  marked  decrease  of  libido,  after 
such  alcoholic  indulgence,  he  had  developed  the  "accursedly 
silly  thought*'  and  the  desire  genitalia  adspeciui  femin- 
arum  puhVicc  e.rliihcrc. 

If  he  ^n>t  into  this  stat(^  lie  felt  warm,  his  heart  beat 
violently,  blood  nishcd  to  bis  head,  and  Iio  could  then  no 
longer  resist  the  impulse.  lie  lioard  ninl  saw  nothing 
more,  and  was  absolutely  absorbed  in  his  lust.  Afterward 
he  had  often  ])ounded  Iiis  crazy  liead  with  Iiis  tists,  and 
liruily  res<dved  never  to  do  siieh  a  thing  again;  but  the 
crazy  ideas  liad  always  returned. 

In  his  «'N]iil>itii>n  his  ])('ni>  liccaine  «*nly  half-eree!e<l, 
an<l  (■  jaculaf ion  never  <>ccnrre(l  ;  even  in  coitus  it  was  al- 
wavs  tardv.  In  exluhilion  he  was  satisfied  witii  ai  lulalia 
suo  (idspiccn.,  and  he  ha<l  the  lustful  thuujiht  that  this 
sight  must  be  very  pleasant  to  women,  since  be  himself 
liked  so  much  to  sec  genitalia  feminarum.  He  was  capable 
of  coitus  only  when  the  puella  showed  herself  very  partial 
to  him;  without  this  he  preferred  rather  to  ])ay  and  go 
without  doing  anything.  In  his  dreams  he  exhibited  him* 
self  to  young,  voluptuous  women. 

The  medico-legal  opinion  recognised  the  hereditary 
psychopathic  character  of  the  culprit,  and  the  perverse, 
impulsive  desire  to  perform  the  ineriminating  aets:  and 
pointed  out,  further,  the  remarkable  fact  that  in  R,  who 
.was  otherwise  sober  and  saving,  the  impulses  to  indulge 
in  alcohol  depended  on  al)normal  conditions  that  recurred 
periodieally  and  forced  bini  to  indulge.  That,  during  his 
attacks,  11.  was  in  an  exceptional  psychical  state,  in  a  kind 
of  mental  confu>ion,  and  ahs<dutely  al»s(»rhetl  in  his  ])er- 
verse  8«'xual  fancy,  was  clearly  shown  l»y  fiie  sprcit  s  fdch. 
Thus  was  ex]>lained  the  fact  that  he  hecauie  aware  of  the 
ai>j>roach  of  the  j)olice  only  when  it  was  too  late  to  try 
to  e>caj»e.  In  this  hereditary  and  deijenerate  iuipidsive 
exhibitionism,  it  is  interesting  to  note  Ikhv  the  perverse 
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soxnal  iiü})iil>(-  is  awakeued  from  its  latency  by  the  in- 

liuriu-r  <»f  a!*-"ll<«l. 

Tli<-  t««r<i:«iiiii;  ta-'>  »fiii  to  jiistifv  tlie  assuuiptiou  of 
a  j)-vclju-j»atli.«l<>i;i<-al  meaning  of  "cxiiibilion''  in  the  sense 
of  M'xual  dfUn.»ii?traiiou. 

A  fort  nsii  ally  important  variety  of  exhibition,  whidi, 
clinically  speaking,  rei»ts  for  certain  upon  a  simihir  nen- 
rotic  and  degenerate  foundation,  and  which  expresses  itself 
in  a  peculiar  act,  conditioned  by  violent  libido  (hyperms- 
ihettia  sexualis),  aütsociated  with  diminished  virilitTy  is 
made  up  of  the  so^lled  froUeun, 

The  three  following  cases,  borrowed  from  Magnan  (op. 
«7.),  are  tyjncal: — 

Case  211.  P.,  aL'f  f««rty-f..nr:  Imt .diTarlly  |>r<Mlis- 
]xw(l ;  drinkt  r.  aiitl  »uifering  with  lead  ]M>iH>iiiii<:.  Until 
the  last  year  he  had  mastTirbat«  •]  muoh,  and  often  drawn 
iwmograpliir  pictur<'s  and  >lio\vii  tliera  to  his  acquaint- 
auces.  lie  had  re]>eatedly  d resided  himself  as  a  woman  in 
se<T('t. 

For  two  yt-ar.'«.  att»  r  K-coinin^  iiujK»(enl,  lie  liad  felt 
«l<->in-,  wliilc  in  <to\v«1<  at  <lri-k,  tiunf tiJnm  dniudarc 
tannine  a«i  fi<i(' s  ntitln  ris  mississnnr  t>  ri'r*\  Ontv.  wlion 
disoovon-d  in  the  act,  he  had  Un-u  iienteuof<.l  to  iiuprist>n- 
ment  for  four  niontli?!. 

Iiis  wife  k<  |.t  a  niiik  -hop.  Herum  Heruinque  «W 
iemperare  uoii  potuit  (juin  genitalia  in  ollam  lade  com- 
plelam  mergeref.  In  the  act  he  felt  Instful  pleasure,  *'a8> 
if  touched  with  velvet**.  He  was  cynical  enough  to  use 
this  milk  for  him^lf  and  the  customers.  During  im- 
prisonment  alcoholic  persecutory  insanity  developed  in 
him. 

Case  212.    M.,  age  thirty-one:  married  six  years; 

fatlier  of  four  oliildren  :  liadly  predi5|x>so<l ;  subject  to 
nielaueliolia  at  linus,  Tlirop  year-  before,  he  wa-  dis* 
c<ivere<l  hy  his  wife  with  a  silk  dress  on,  masturbating. 
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One  dav  he  was  discovered,  in  a  shop,  in  tho  Met  of  frof- 
fiKjr  on  a  hidv.  Ho  was  vcrv  rciH'Mtant,  and  asked  to  be 
severely  punished  for  his  irresistible  impulse. 

Case  213.  (i.,  thirt  v-lhrt'O ;  hadly  jn-cilisjinsiMl 
horeditarilv.  At  an  oiiinil>u.>  station  lie  was  discovered 
in  tlie  a<'r  of  fm/laifc  with  his  jienis  on  a  lady.  Deej)  ro- 
l>entan<-e;  l>iit  he  stated  tliat  af  the  sifjht  ui'  a  notieeahlo 
postrriora  <d'  a  lady,  he  was  irresistihly  inipelletl  to  practise 
f rot t aye,  and  that  he  became  confnsed  and  knew  not  what 
he  did.    Sent  to  an  a^lum. 

Case  214.  A  frotteur,  Z.,  born  in  1850 ;  of  blame- 
less life  previously ;  of  good  family ;  private  official.  He 
was  well  to  do  financially ;  untainted.  After  a  short  mar- 
ried life  he  became  a  widower,  in  1873.  For  some  time 
he  had  attracted  attention  in  churches,  because  he  crowded 
up  behind  women,  both  old  and  young  indifferently,  and 
toyed  with  their  •Im-tles".  lie  was  wat<*iie<l,  and  one  day 
he  was  arrested  in  (he  act.  Z.  was  terribly  frightened, 
and  in  des]i:nr  alxMit  ins  sitiuition;  and,  in  making  a  fnll 
confession,  lie  Itegged  for  pardon,  for  nothing  but  suicide 
remained  for  him. 

For  two  years  ho  had  been  snhj(<"t  to.tlie  nidiai»pv 
impulse  to  <_fo  in  rro\\<ls  of  ])eop]e — in  elmrelies,  at  box- 
otliees  of  tln  ;itirs,  etc. —  and  jm  -s  \\y  hi-iiind  fi-iiiales  and 
manipiilaii'  iii<'  |troiiiin(iit  portion  of  their  dresses,  thus 
j)ro(lu«-ini;  or^M^tii  an<l  «'jaenlat ion. 

Z.  stated  that  lu-  was  never  ^iven  to  nuistnrhation, 
and  had  never  been  in  any  way  perverse  sexnally.  Since 
the  early  death  of  his  wife,  he  had  gratified  bis  great 
sexual  desire  in  temporary  love-affairs,  having  always  had 
an  aversion  for  ]>rostitutes  and  brothels.  The  impulse  to 
froitage  had  suddenly  seized  him,  two  years  ago,  while  he 
happened  to  be  in  church.  Though  he  was  conscious 
that  it  was  wrong,  ho  could  not  help  yielding  to  it 
immediately.  Since  then  he  had  been  excitable  to  the 
posleriora  of  females,  and  had  Wn  actually  impelled  to 
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seek  opportunity  for  froUage*  The  only  thing  on  vomen 
that  excited  him  was  the  "buatle*';  every  other  part  of 
the  Imdy  arul  attiro  was  a  matter  of  indifference  to  him; 
neitli«  r  <li«l  mind  whether  iho  woman  was  old  or  yoimg, 
beautiful  or  ugly.  Since  this  began,  he  lia.l  lia<l  no  more 
inclination  for  natural  gratification.  Of  late  frottage 
scenes  bad  appeared  in  his  dreams. 

During  his  acts  lie  was  fully  conscious  of  his  situation 
an<l  tlie  a'*t.  and  tric«]  to  |M'rf<'rni  it  in  such  a  way  as  to 
attract  as  little  attention  as  jnosilile.  After  his  act  he 
was  always  aslianied  of  wliat  lie  had  done. 

Tlie  medical  examination  revealed  no  si^i  of  mental 
disease  or  mi'iital  weakness,  Init  synjj)tonis  of  iK  unisflu  nia 
sc.ntalis — r.r  absfinrnfid  llhidinosa  {() — which  was  also 
})rovcd  by  the  circumstance  that  even  the  mere  touch  of 
the  fetich  with  the  uueximsed  genitals  suifieed  to  induce 
ejaenlation.  Apparently  Z.,  weakened  sexually  and*  dis- 
trusting his  virility,  and  yet  libidinous,  bad  come  to  prac- 
tise  frottage  by  having  the  sight  of  posieriora  feminat  fall 
together  accidentally  with  sexual  excitement ;  and  this  asso- 
ciative combination  of  a  perception  with  a  feeling  per- 
mitted the  former  to  attain  the  significance  of  a  fetich. 

Whether  these  frolhnrs  (if  eonsidered  as  men  who 
in  consequence  of  disturbed  \  irility  have  Ixcume  either 
temjtorarily  or  ]>errnanently  hypersexually  degenerate*!) 
slionld  come  iindi  r  the  category  of  exliii)itioni8ts,  or  should 
be  classified  with  tlic  feticliists,  as  (nirnier  does  ("Les 
feticliiste-i,"  p.  ID  ),  («:iu  liardly  be  de<Mded  on  account  of  the 
limited  nund)er  of  i-ascs  thus  far  (»bserved. 

Tlie  jM.int  wlietlier  tl(  n iithit io  f/rmliil i nm  takes  place  or 
not,  cannot  atTect  this  »lecivii.n.  f«ir  it  may  depend  in  the 
fniffnir  on  the  intensify  of  the  or^a-^m  wliicli  may  lead 
even  to  lustful  ecstasy,  or  also  from  extermil  eircum.-tances 
favourable  to  fbis  loallisojnc  im])ulse.  Tlie  very  fact  that 
nj)  till  now  in  j>atbol<»£>i«-;d  feticbisni  the  fi'ticli  lias  never 
had  reference  to  parlca  tjcniialcs  or  the  surrounding  parts 
seems  to  upset  Oamie/s  theory  as  to  fetichism  of  nates 
femirup  (cf.  p.  21 S). 
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Tlic  simplest  explanaiiim  seems  to  In*  that  "frotfafjc'* 
is  a  masturbatorial  act  of  a  livpcrsexual  iuclividual  who 
is  uncertain  about  bis  viriUtj  in  corpore  femince.  This 
would  also  explain  the  motive  of  the  assault  being  made 
not  ad  anieriora  but  ad  postcriora  (cf.  case  211).  That 
fctichism  may  be  involved  seems  to  follow  from  case  212, 
which  clearly  proves  silk-fetichism.  Very  likely  the  lady 
in  question  wore  a  silk  gown,  and  the  indecent  attack  was 
directed  upon  the  dress,  not  the  nates.  In  case  214  the 
act  is  evidently  qualified  by  the  **bustle"  and  not  by  the 
particular  part  of  the  body. 

As  an  act  which  offends  public  morals,  and  which  is, 
therefore,  punishable,  the  violation  of  statues — a  whole 
series  of  cases  of  wliieh  Moreau  (op.  ci7.)  has  collected 
from  ancient  and  nuKlern  times — ^may  be  eniinu  ratefl  here. 
They  are,  unfortunately,  given  too  much  like  aiuedotes 
to  allow  satisfactory  judgment  of  them.  TIk  v  always 
give  the  impression  of  beimr  pathological— like  rlie  story 
of  a  yiMing  man  (related  by  Lucinnus  and  ."^7.  (  lenicnfi, 
of  Alexandria  )  who  made  u.-;e  of  a  Vetnis  ».f  Praxiteles  for 
the  jxratitieali'iii  of  Iiis  lust;  iiiid  tlie  cns«'  «»f  <'lisyj»lms, 
who  viiijjifeil  the  slatiie  of  a  in  the    lemph'  nf 

Sain<>>^.  after  iia\ini;  jilaeed  a  jtieee  ^>(  meat  on  a  certain 
part.  In  luiMlern  times,  the  ■■.loiirnal  l/eveiiement"'  of 
4th  March,  1S77,  relates  the  sforv  of  a  pirdeiier  who  fell 
iu  love  with  a  statue  of  the  Venns  e>f  ,Milo,  and  wa>  dis- 
covered attempting  coitus  with  it.  At  any  rate,  these  eases 
stand  in  etiological  relation  with  abnormally  intense  libido 
and  defective  virility  or  courage,  or  lack  of  opportunity  for 
normal  sexual  gratification. 

The  same  thing  must  be  assumed  in  the  case  of  the 
so-called  "royeiirs"* — i.e.,  men  who  are  so  cynical  that

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they  seek  to  get  sight  of  coitus,  in  order  to  assist  their 
Virilit \  ;  or  who  seek  to  have  orgasm  and  ejaculation  at 
the  sight  of  an  excited  woman.  Concerning  this  moral 
aberration,  which,  for  various  reasons,  cannot  be  further 
described  here,  it  will  suffice  to  refer  to  Cofßgnon's  book, 
"La  Corruption  k  Paris*'.  The  revelations,  in  the  domain 
of  sexual  perversity,  and  also  perversion,  which  this  book 
makes,  are  horrible. 

2.  Rape  and  Lust-Murder. 

(Anstriaa  Statutes,  fH2r>.  127;  Austrian  Abridgment,  |102;  Gemuixi 

.Statutes,  §177.) 

l\v  tlie  term  rape,  the  jurist  under.-^ lands  coitus,  out- 
side of  the  marria§^  relation,  witli  an  adulr,  enforced  by 
means  of  threats  or  violence;  or  with  an  adult  in  a  condi- 
tion of  <l('f('iiccl<'.s,siic^<  or  nnoonsciotisTU'ss :  or  witli  a  c:irl 
under  the  ai;e  of  fuurtccu  yi>ar?.  Imniissio  prni.'<.  or,  at 
least,  cniijuiirflo  nihroruni  {Si  liiilzc  )  i.s  u»'e<*ssarv  to 
estalilish  the  fact.  ToMhiy.  rape  on  cliililrcn  is  reniarkal>ly 
fre(jueiit.  I/ofiiKimi  ("(ier.  Med.,"  i..  p.  ibö)  and  Tar- 
dieu  ( ••Altcutals"'  )  rej><>rt  hon  iMe  ea-es. 

The  latter  e.stahlislies  the  faet  that,  from  1851  to  1875 
inclusive,  2-, 01 7  cases  of  rape  eanic  before  the  courts  in 
France,  and  of  these  17.657  were  committed  on  children. 

The  crime  of  rap  ■  jiresumes  a  temporary,  powerful 
excitation  of  sexual  desire,  induced  by  excess  in  alcohol  or 
by  some  other  condition.  It  is  highly  improbable  that 
a  man  morally  intact  would  commit  this  most  brutal 
crime.  Lombroso  (OoUdammer*s  *'Arch.'*)  considers  the 
majority  of  men  who  commit  rape  to  be  degenerate,  par- 
ticularly  when  tlie  crime  is  done  on  children  or  old  women. 
He  asserts  that,  in  many  such  men,  he  has  found  actual 
signs  of  degeneracy. 

It  is  a  fact  that  rape  is  very  often  the  act  of  degenerate 
male  imbeciles,*  who,  under  some  circumstances,  do  not 
even  respect  the  Ixmd  of  hlood.

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Cases  as  a  ri'siilt  «>f  mania,  >ai  vriasis  ami  fpileps^y  have 
occurred,  aiul  are  to  be  kept  in  iiiiml. 

Tlio  crime  of  rape  may  be  followed  by  I  he  murder  of 
the  victim.*  There  niav  be  unintentional  murder,  imir<^h'r 
to  destroy  the  only  witness  of  the  crime,  or  murder  out  of 
lust  {v.  supra).  Only  for  cases  of  the  latter  kind  should 
the  term  lust-murdet^  be  used. 

The  motives  of  lust-murder  have  been  previously  con- 
sidered. The  cases  given  in  illustration  arc  characteristic 
of  the  manner  of  the  deed.  The  presumption  of  a  murder 
out  of  lust  is  always  given  when  injuries  of  the  genitals 
are  found,  the  character  and  extent  of  wliich  are  such  as 
could  not  ])('  explained  by  merely  a  1>rutal  attempt  at 
coitus;  and,  still  more,  when  the  body  has  been  opened, 
or  parts  (intestines,  genitals)  torn  out  and  are  wanting.* 

Lust-murders  dependent  upon  psychopathic  conditions 
are  never  committed  with  accomplices. 

CdSe  215.  ]\>ah--iiini(!r</nf  ss:  cittlcpsi/:  <itl<  mut  at 
vdpr:  tnurtlcr.  On  ilie  eveniuu  <'t  -Ttli  May,  Iss^,  a  boy 
eiirlit  years  old,  I>la.-iu>,  was  |)layi]ii;  with  other  children 
in  ilie  neiirhlM.nrhorid  <d'  the  village  of  S.  An  unknown 
man  eanie  alnnir  and  entieed  the  bov  into  the  w<M»d.s, 

The  next  dav  the  Ixiv's  IkkIv  was  f4Hind  in  a  ravine, 
with  the  abdomen  slit  open,  an  incised  wound  in  the 
cardiac  region  and  two  stab-wounds  in  the  neck. 

Since,  on  2l8t  May,  a  man  answering  to.  the  descrip- 
tion given  of  the  murderer  of  the  boy  had  attempted  to 
treat  a  six-year-old  girl  in  a  similar  manner,  and  had  only 
accidentally  been  prevented,  it  was  presumed  to  be  a  case 
of  lust-murder. 

It  was  proved  that  the  body  was  found  in  a  heap,  with 
only  the  shirt  and  jacket  on;  also  that  there  was  a  long 
incision  in  the  scrotum. 

Suspicion  fell  upon  a  farm-hand,  £. ;  but,  on  con-

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frontation  with  the  children,  it  was  not  possible  to  identify 
him  with  the  stranger  who  had  enticed  the  boy  into 
the  woods.  Besides,  with  the  help  of  his  sister,  he  proved 
an  dlihu 

The  untiring  efforts  of  the  officers  brought  new  evi- 
dence to  light,  and  finally  K.  confessed.  He  had  enticed 
the  girl  into  the  woods,  thrown  her  down,  oxpos<  d  lier 
genitals,  and  was  al>>iit  t<>  abuse  her;  but^  as  she  had  an 
eni]>tion  on  her  head  and  was  crying  loudly,  his  desire 
cooled,  and  ho  ih-d. 

After  he  had  enticed  tlie  hoy  into  the  woods,  nnder 
the  pretext  of  sliowinp:  liini  a  1)ird's  nest,  he  was  taken 
with  a  desire  to  ahiisc  him.  Since  flic  \»ty  refused  to  lake 
off  his  trousers,  lie  did  if  for  him;  and  when  the  lx)v  bci;an 
to  cry  o\ii  he  stal)l)e(i  him  t\sice  in  the  neck.  Then  he 
made  an  infi>ion,  jnsf  aljove  the  j)nl>es.  in  imitation  of 
female  genitals,  in  order  fo  use  it  to  satisfy  his  hist.  Bnt, 
since  the  hody  irri-w  cold  immediately,  he  lo.st  his  desire, 
and,  cleaning  his  knife  and  hands  near  the  body,  he  fled. 
When  he  saw  the  boy  dead,  he  was  filled  with  fear,  and 
his  member  became  flaccid. 

During  his  examination  £.  toyed  apathetically  with  a 
rosary.  He  had  acted  in  a  state  of  mental  weakness. 
He  could  not  understand  how  he  came  to  do  such  a  thing. 
He  must  have  been  beside  himself;  for  he  often  became 
so  weak  in  his  head  that  he  wonid  almost  fall  down. 
Previous  emi>loyers  report  that  he  had  periods  when  he 
was  confnsed  and  stubborn,  doing  no  work  all  day,  and 
avoid inir  others. 

His  father  stated  that  E.  learned  with  difficulty,  was 
unskilful  at  work,  and  often  so  obstinate  that  one  did 
not  dare  to  ])nnish  him.  At  such  times  lie  would  not  oat, 
and  occasionally  ran  away  and  remained  from  homo  for 
days.  At  such  times  ]\o  also  seemed  (piite  lost  in  thought, 
screwed  his  fa<'e  uj),  and  said  -en>eless  things. 

When  a  youth,  he  >lill  sometimes  wotf.ed  the  bed,  and 
often  came  home  from  seliool  wirli  wet  or  soiled  clothing. 
IJe  was  very  restless  in  sleep,  so  that  no  one  could  sleep 
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beside  him.  He  had  never  had  playmates.  He  had  never 
been  cniel,  bad,  or  immoral. 

His  mother  gave  similar  testimony ;  and  further,  that, 
in  his  fifth  year,  E.  had  convulsions  for  the  first  time, 
and  once  lost  the  power  of  speech  for  seven  days.  Some- 
time about  his  seventh  year  he  once  had  convulsions  for 
forty  days,  and  was  also  dropsical.  Later,  too,  he  was 
often  seized  in  sleep,  and  he  often  then  talked  in  his  sleep; 
and  mornings,  after  such  nights,  the  bed  was  found  wet 
throiiirli. 

At  times  it  wns  iin])ossible  to  d<>  aii\ tiling  with  him. 
Since  his  mother  did  not  know  whether  it  was  due  to 
viciousncss  or  disease,  she  did  not  venture  to  punish  him. 

Since  the  convulsions  in  his  seventh  year,  ho  had  failed 
so  in  mind  tliat  he  eould  not  loarn  even  the  common 
prayers:  and  he  also  Ix'r'anie  very  ira^clMe. 

XciijlilMMirs,  persons  {»roiiiinciit  in  llic  coiiiimiiiit y,  and 
tt'achi  rs  state  tliat  K.  was  jtcciiliai'.  w cak-niiiidi'd,  and 
irascihlc ;  tliat  at  times  la-  was  very  strange,  and  apparently 
iu  an  exceptional  mental  state. 

The  examinations  of  the  medical  experts  gave  the  fol- 
lowing results: — 

£.  was  tall,  slim,  and  poorly  nourished.  His  head 
measured  53  centimetres  in  circumference.  The  cranium 
was  rhombic,  and  in  the  occipital  region  flattened. 

His  expression  was  devoid  of  intelligence;  his  glance 
was  fixed,  expressionless;  his  attitude  was  careless,  and  his 
body  was  bent  forward.  Movements  were  slow  and  heavy. 
Genitals  normally  developed.  £.'s  whole  appearance 
pointed  to  torpidity  and  mental  weakness. 

There  were  no  signs  of  degenerative  marks,  no  abnor- 
mality of  the  vei^etative  orirans,  and  no  disti;H»aii(e<  of 
motility  (ir  sensibility.  He  came  of  a  perfwlly  healthy 
family.  He  knew  nnthinj^  of  eonvnl-i' nis  or  of  wettinfT 
Iiis  bed  at  ni^dit,  but  he  stated  that,  oi"  late  years,  he  had 
had  attacks  uf  vertii:*)  un<l  lo>s  of  mind. 

At  tir^'t,  lie  denied  the  murder  point  blank.  Later,  in 
great  contrition,  before  the  examining  judge,  he  confessed 
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all,  and  gave  a  dear  motive  for  his  crime.  He  had  never 
had  such  a  thought  before. 

He  had  been  given  to  onanism  for  yemi  he  even 
practised  it  twice  daily.  He  stated  that,  for  want  of 
courage,  he  had  never  ventured  to  ask  coitus  of  a  woman, 
though  in  dreams  such  scenes  exclusively  passed  before 
him.  Neither  in  dreams  nor  in  the  waking  state  had  he 
ever  had  perverse  instiiu-fs;  particuliirly  no  sadistic  or 
antij)atlilc  sexual  feelings  The  sight  of  the  slaughter  of 
animals  had  never  iiif< n  sted  him.  When  he  enticed  the 
girl  into  the  wchkIs,  his  desire,  of  conrse,  was  to  satisfy 
his  lust  with  her;  but  how  it  happeneil  that  he  tried  such 
a  thing  with  a  boy,  he  <  "n1il  not  explain.  He  tlionght 
he  must  have  been  out  ol  his  mind  at  that  time.  The 
night  after  tlie  murder  he  eould  not  sleej)  on  aeeount  of 
fear;  lie  had  twice  ««onfessed  already,  to  ease  his  eon- 
K-itiiee.  lie  was  oidy  afraid  of  being  hang«'<l.  This 
slmuM  not  be  -lone,  as  he  had  done  the  deed  in  a  weak- 
minded  eunditioii. 

ITi'  (Miuld  n<»t  tell  wliy  be  bad  cut  open  the  boy's 
altdoiuen.  It  bad  Udt  occurred  lo  liiin  to  urope  among 
the  intestines,  smell  them,  etc.  He  stated  tliat.  after  the 
attem})t  r»n  the  girl  in  the  day  time,  and  in  the  night,  after 
the  munler  of  the  boy,  he  had  <*<»nvulsioii,s.  At  the  time  of 
his  crime  be  was  indeed  conscious,  but  he  had  given  no 
thought  to  what  he  was  <loing. 

lie  suffered  mueli  with  beadacbe ;  could  not  endure 
boat,  lliirst,  or  alcolio] ;  ibero  were  times  when  be  was 
perfectly  confused,  Tlie  test  of  his  intelligence  showed  a 
high  grade  of  weak-mindiMhies.s. 

The  opinion  (Dr.  Kaulzihr,  of  (Jra/)  showed  the  im- 
bei'ility  and  n<'urosis  of  the  accuse<l,  and  made  it  j>robaljle 
that  bis  crime,  for  which  be  bad  only  a  general  reeollee- 
tion,  bail  been  counnitted  in  an  exceptional  (  pre-epileptic) 
mental  state,  (|ualitied  by  the  neurosis.  I'nder  all  einrnm- 
ijlanees,  E.  was  considered  dangerous,  and  probably  would 
require  commitmeut  to  an  asylum  for  life. 
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Case  216.  llape  on  a  liHh  ijirlhy  an  idiot.  Death 
of  the  rirltni. 

On  tlic  cvcniiii^  of  ilic  ;Jnl  <•£  ScjitoinlKT,  ISSO,  Anna, 
a,«;o(I  ten  years,  daughter  of  a  labourer,  went  to  the  village 
churchy  (liHtant  alK>ut  two  miles,  but  did  not  return.  The 
following  day  her  body  was  found  about  fifty  paces  from 
the  niain  road,  in  a  copse.  The  fare  was  turned  to  the 
ground ;  the  mouth  was  gagged  with  moss ;  signs  of  a 
criminal  assault  about  the  anus. 

Suspicion  fell  upon  a  young  labourer,  K.,  nineteen 
years  of  age,  because  he  had  on  the  1st  of  September 
attempted  to  entice  the  child  in  the  wood  when  she  was 
returning  from  church. 

K.  was  arrested.  At  first  he  denied  the  deed;  but 
afterwards  made  a  complete  confession.  lie  had  strangled 
the  child,  and  when  she  stopped  kicking  and  resisting, 
actum  sodomiticum  in  ano  infantis  perpetravit. 

During  the  preliminary  examination  no  one  had  raised 
the  question  as  to  the  mental  condition  of  this  monster; 
in  consequence,  when  shortly  before  the  trial  coimsel  de- 
fending hiui  asked  for  an  examination  of  t}io  mental  con- 
dition of  his  client,  his  request  was  refused  on  the  jjrniind 
^*that  the  previous  ])ro(>(>edin^s  eontained  nothing  which 
could  warrant  the  plea  of  insjtuiiy". 

Bv  aeeident.  eounsel  for  the  defence  succeeded  in  ea- 
tablisbin«;  tiie  fact  that  the  p-<-M  i^^ndfather  and  the 
paternal  auut  of  the  aecnsod  luid  been  insane;  that  the 
father  was  an  inveterate  aleoliolist  sinee  earliest  youth 
and  a  cripple  on  one  side  of  the  body.  These  facts  were 
verified  durinir  the  trial. 

But  it  made  no  impression.  Tlio  defenee  finally  prrv 
vailed  \\]um  \\ic  lufdicid  a<lviser  of  tiie  nmi't  to  <uir!xest 
that  K.  be  sent  f'<.r  observation  to  an  iusuue  asylum  for  a 
perio<l  of  f^ix  weeks. 

The  opinion  of  the  physician  at  the  institute  estab-

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lislu'd  K.'s  idiocy,  tluis  rendering  him  irresponsible  for  his 
deed. 

Ho  appeared  insipid,  stolid,  apathetic;  had  forgotten 
nearly  all  he  had  ever  learned  at  school ;  neither  by  roice 
or  mien  he  betrayed  the  slightest  emotions  of  compassion, 
contrition,  shame,  hope,  or  fear  of  the  future.  His  face 
was  immovable  as  a  mask. 

Head  quite  abnormal;  bullet-shaped.  Proof  that  the 
brain  vras  diseased  already  during  the  f<rtal  period  or 
during  the  earliest  years  of  development. 

I'pon  this  report  K.  was  permanently  interned  at  the 
asylum. 

Through  the  indefatigable  efforts  of  a  brave  lawyer 
the  eunrt  was  saved  from  comiiiittinir  a  judiciary  murder, 
and  the  honour  of  society  was  sustaiued. 

Case  217.  Luxf-vninJcr :  umrnl  iinhcrllifi/.  A  man 
uf  miil'lh-  aire;  Ihum  in  Algeria;  said  t<>  1m'  of  Arabic  »lo- 
went.  Had  scrvi-cl  for  s(  \('ral  years  in  tlic  colonial  troops; 
had  then  sliippcd  a>  a  sailor  Kctwccn  Al^^-ria  and  lira/.il, 
and  later  in  the  hope  of  tindini;  li;zhtcr  employment, 
had  p>ne  to  North  America.  He  was  known  am<>ni; 
his  ac«piaintance>  as  heini;  la/.v,  covvar«lly  and  hrntal. 
Several  tin>es  he  liad  hcvn  sentence*!  for  vagrancy;  it  was 
said  that  he  was  a  thief  of  the  lowest  kind ;  that,  he 
knocked  about  with  women  of  the  lowest  cla^s,  and  made 
common  cause  with  them.  His  perverse  nexual  relations 
and  acts  were  also  well  known.  On  several  occasions  lie 
had  bitten  and  beaten  women  with  whom  he  sexually 
conversed.  According  to  the  description  given  of  him, ' 
the  authorities  thought  they  had  secured  a  certain  un- 
known party  who  had  scared  at  night  the  women  in  the 
streets  by  embracing  and  kissing  them,  and  had  the  nick- 
name of  "Jack  the  Kisser". 

He  was  a  tall  man  (over  six  feet),  >lii:htly  bent  for^ 
ward.  Low  forehead,  very  promin«  nt  dieek  Ixnn  .  massive 
j.i  vl)ones;  .<?niall,  narrow,  inflamed  eyes,  pierciug  look; 
big  feet,  hands  like  birds^  claws;  shambling  gait.  His 
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arms  and  hands  were  tattooed  all  over.  Remarkable  was 
the  picture  of  a  woman  in  colours,  around  which  the 
name  **Fatima''  was  inscribed,  because  tattooing  the  fe- 
male form  upon  the  l>ody  is  considered  to  be  disgraceful 
among  the  Arabs  of  the  Algerian  army;  and  prostitutes 
generally  have  a  cross  tattooed  in  their  skin.  His  general 
appearance  gave  the  impression  of  a  low  grade  of  intelli- 
gence. 

N.  was  convicted  of  the  murder  of  an  elderly  female 
with  whom  he  had  spent  the  night.  The  rorpso  bore 
various  wounds,  some  remarkable  for  th(ir  length;  the 
abdomen  was  ripped  n}>en,  pieces  of  the  intestines  were 
cut  f>i!f.  <o  was  one  of  the  ovaries;  otlier  parts  were  strenn 
around  about  the  eorpse.  Several  of  the  wonnd«  were  like 
eros.^es ;  one  was  in  tlie  shape  of  a  crescent.  The  murderer 
had  sfranijled  his  victim.  He  <lcnic<l  the  dec*!.  aii<l  ovcrv 
im  Iiiiati«»n  to  commit  such  an  act  (Dr.  MacDonald,  Clark 
L'uiversity,  Mass.). 

3.  Bodily  Injury,  Injury  to  Property,  Torture  of  Animab 

Dependent  on  Sadism. 

(Austriuii,  Si  152,  411;  Gertnnn,  %  223  [bodily  injun].  Austrian, 
if  8S,  46S;  German,  f  303  (injury  to  property].  Attatriftn 
Polir«  Regulations;  Gemuin  statutes^  1300  [torture  of  ani< 
mala].) 

Aside  from  lust-murder,  deseribed  in.  the  foregoing 
section,  as  milder  expressions  of  sadistic  desires,  impulses 
to  stab,  flagellate  or  detile  females,  to  flagellate  boys,  to 
maltreat  animals,  etc.,  also  occur. 

The  deep  degenerative  significance  of  such  cases  is 
clearly  demonstrated  by  the  scries  of  examples  given  under 
'•Cicncral  l'at1i<»l< -liv".  Such  mentallv  di  irni crate  indi- 
viduals;  should  tin  y  \\v  unable  to  control  their  perverse 
impulses,  could  only  be  objects  of  care  in  asylums. 

Case  218.  iSadism  on  hoya  and  girls  rommiiled  by 
a  moral  idiot. 

K.,  fourteen  yours  and  live  mouths  old;  killcnl  a  small 
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boy  in  a  cnu'l  iiianii<  r.  'J'lic  trial  <lcvclnjtf»l  ihc  full*. wing 
details:  Two  ca-o  of  iiiurdrr;  a  lon:^  series  <tf  cases 
(seven)  in  wliieli  K.  had  eriielly  tortnred  little  lioys.  All 
these  children  rantred  in  aue  from  seven  to  ten  years.  K. 
wonld  hire  tlii'in  into  a  hid<len  phu'e,  strij»  them  naked, 
bind  theui  liaud  and  f<M»t,  lie  them  against  some  ol)je<-t, 
gag  the  mouth  with  a  handkerchief  and  then  beat  them 
with  a  stick,  a  strap  or  a  piece  of  rope,  slowly,  pausing 
for  minutes — grinning  all  the  time  without  uttering  a 
word.  One  of  the  boys  be  forced  under  threat  of  death 
to  repeat  the  Lord's  Prayer  twice,  to  promise  under  oath 
secrecy  and  to  repeat  curse  words  and  oaths  after  him. 
In  another  instance  he  pricked  the  boy's  cheeks  with  a 
needle,  played  with  his  genitals,  and  stabbed  him  in  the 
pubic  region;  be  then  ordered  him  to  lie  on  his  stomach 
wlien  he  would  jump  on  his  back,  dancing  all  over  the 
body;  finally  1^  -tahhed  hini  in  the  nates  and  dug  Iiis  teeth 
into  them.  Anoiiier  boy  he  bit  in  the  nose  and  stabbed 
him  with  a  knife. 

The  eighth  victim,  a  little  girl,  he  entieed  into  his 
mother's  shop,  fell  U|>on  her  from  beliind,  and  elai>ping 
one  hand  over  her  mcaith,  cut  hr-r  throat  with  the  other. 
The  ImmIv  was  found  in  a  dark  corner,  covered  over  with 
n>hes  and  mann  re.  The  head  was  sev(>red  from  the  body, 
the  tle>h  <Mit  away  from  tin*  Uonex,  tlie  wlii>le  hody  eovere«! 
with  cnts  and  wonnds.  The  largt-t  ent  was  on  the  imier 
side  of  the  left  thigh,  j)eneirating  throngh  the  genitals  info 
the  ahdonien.  Another  ent  extended  fi-oin  the  f(iss<i  il'inra 
ol»li(ineIy  a(  io«;s  the  ahdomen.  The  clothes  and  linen  were 
torn  and  ent  into  shreds. 

The  eor])se  of  the  ninth  victim  was  found  with  the 
throat  cut  across,  blood  was  flowing  from  the  eyes,  the 
heart  vras  pierced  by  innumerable  stabs.  A  nulkiber  of 
thrusts  were  found  in  the  abdomen.  The  scrotum  was 
ripped  o])en,  the  testicles  were  hanging  out,  and  the  glans 
penis  was  cut  off. 

K.  had  first  lured  the  boy  to  him  as  be  had  done  the 
little  girl,  cut  his  throat  and  then  stabbed  him  all  over. 
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K.,  whose  kcreditaiy  conditions  vfcre  not  known,  liad 
tDGcn  suffering  from  a  severe  illness  during  the  whole  of 
his  first  year's  existence,  and  thus  had  beeome  verv  innch 
emaciated.  He  began  to  recover,  nii<I  it  is  claimed  that 
since  then  he  was  not  atllicted  with  bad  health,  excepting 
frequent  complaints  about  pain  in  the  head  and  eyes  and 
vertigo,  imtil  he  ivas  eleven,  he  went  through  a  "se- 

vere illness,"  whieh  made  liini  di  lirions.  Ileadaelies  would 
suiMcnly  seize  hi  in,  so  that  lie  wmild  run  away  from  play, 
and  return  diiIv  after  a  consi'ii-ralile  interval.  Wlieii  asked 
on  sueh  oceasidus  about  his  conduct,  he  would  slowly  an- 
swer, "My  head,  niy  head". 

ITe  was  intractable,  (!!>• 'bedient  and  bevond  conlnd. 
Showed  sudden  and  extreme  niouds,  desires  and  «>j»iniiins. 
When  three  rears  old  he  was  ont^  dav  steu  to  torture  a 
ehiekeii  witli  a  knife.  lie  lied  with  every  appearance  of 
truth.  At  scluxd  he  was  a  disturbing  element,  making 
faces,  constantly  talking  to  himself;  was  obstinate  and  dis- 
respectfuL  Punishment  to  him  was  injustice ;  he  was  reni- 
tent. In  the  house  of  correction  be  was  sccludeil,  ])reoccu- 
pied  with  himself,  suspicious,  disliked  by  his  comrades — ^in 
fact  without  any  chum.  Iiis  intellectual  powers  were  good ; 
he  possessed  sagacity,  reason  and  a  good  memory.  He 
showed  great  defect  in  the  ethical  direction.  He  betrayed 
not  the  slightest  signs  of  sorrow  or  penitence  for  his  deeds, 
or  the  1(  ast  consciousness  of  his  responsibility.  Only  for 
his  mother  he  seemed  to  lia\  e  a  sort  of  tender  feeliuf^.  lie 
could  assign  no  object  for  his  actions.  He  calmly  dis- 
cnssed  his  chances:  ''ili  y  would  not  condemn  him  to 
death  because  he  was  only  fourteen  years  of  a<re:  hereto- 
fore they  had  not  been  wont  to  hang  boys  of  his  age, 
and  surely  they  would  not  make  a  be^innini?  with  him". 
What  motive  he  had  in  his  deeds  cannot  be  ascertained 
from  him.  Once  he  said  that  readinir  a  deserijition  of 
the  tortures  visited  uj>on  their  victims  by  the  II<  <1  Indians 
had  tenijifed  )iim  to  imitate  tliem.  lb-  had  even  once 
thought  of  running  away  from  home  to  join  the  Indians. 
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Whenever  he  espied  a  victim  his  imagination  would  he 
filled  with  pictures  of  cruel  actions. 

On  the  morning  of  such  davs  lu-  wunlil  alwavs  wake 
up  ultli  vcrtii^o  and  pressure  in  the  head,  which  condition 
would  last  all  day. 

As  physical  unoinalies  only  an  oxcoptioually  large  p^s 
and  very  l)ig  testicles  arc  menti«.iu<l.  Möns  vrnerift  com- 
pletely and  tliiekly  covere<l  will»  Jiair;  in  fact,  the  «jenitals 
were  fnlly  developed  like  those  of  an  adult.  Xo  symptoms 
of  epilepsy  (Dr.  MacDonald,  Clark  University,  Mass.). 

Case  219.  Sadlon  ;  hodUij  injury.  H.,  seventeen 
years  of  aLif,  tinsmith,  Imn^jht  on  the  4tli  January,  1S03, 
a  long  knife:  went  to  a  ]>rostitute,  had  repeatedly  sexual 
intercourse  with  her,  gave  her  money,  aiul  uuide  her  sit 
undressed  on  the  edge  of  the  hed.  He  now  stabln^d  her 
slightly  three  times  iu  the  cliest  and  abdomen  whilst  his 
memhrum  was  erected.  When  the  girl  hegan  to  yell  and 
])rople  came  to  her  assistance,  B.  fled,  hut  immediately 
gave  himself  up  to  the  police.  At  first  he  said  he  had 
Btahhed  the  girl  in  a  quarrel,  hut  afterwards  stated  he  had 
had  no  motive  for  his  deed.  Several  hlood  relations  of 
his  father  had  heen  insane.  B.  was  not  tainted,  not  a 
drunkard,  had  not  gone  through  any  severe  illness,  never 
masturbated,  hut  had  practised  coitus  for  two  years. 
Genitals  normal.  Seemed,  under  observation,  mentally 
normal;  was  ashamed  of  his  action,  to  which  the  experts 
properly  ascribed  a  sexual  motive.  In  spite  of  definite 
proof  of  mental  sanity,  he  was  released  {Couiagne,  ''Annah 
med.  psych.,"  1803,  July,  Aug.). 

Case  220.  Ads  of  violence  etnanatinrj  from  sadism. 
]\r..  sixty  years  of  age.  owner  of  several  millions,  happily 
niarrie<l,  father  of  two  daughters,  one  eighteen,  the  other 
sixteen  years  of  age,  was  eon\  iet<>d  of  s<  iluetion  of  minors 
and  acts  of  violence  on  f<'mal<-s.  He  was  aecuslomed  to 
go  to  tlie  house  of  a  ]»roeuress,  where  he  was  known  as 
I  iiutiime  qui  pique,  and  there,  lying  upon  a  sofa  in  a  piuk 
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silk  dressing-gown,  lavishly  trimmed  with  laco,  would 
^wait  his  victims — purUas  ires  nuJas.  They  liud  to  ap- 
proach him  ill  sinj^lc  file,  in  silence  and  smiling.  They 
gave  liim  needles,  cambric  luunlkercliiefs  and  a  wliip. 
Kneeling  Itel'ore  one  of  the  girls,  lie  wonld  now  stick  about 
a  hundred  needles  in  her  bodv.  and  fasten  with  twenty 
needles  a  handkerchief  upon  her  boxmi;  this  he  would 
suddenly  tear  away,  whij>  the  girl,  tear  the  hair  from 
her  mons  rcncris  and  scjuei'ze  her  inainimr.  etc.,  whilst  the 
other  two  girls  would  wipe  the  persj)iration  from  his  fore- 
head and  strike  lascivious  i)lastic  attitudes.  Xow  e.xcited 
to  the  liighest  pitch,  he  would  hav?  coitus  with  his  victim. 
Later  on,  for  the  sake  of  economy,  he  was  satisfied  to  per- 
form his  brutality  with  one  girl  alone.  This  girl  fell  in 
consequence  into  a  severe  illness,  and  in  her  distress  asked 
him  for  help.  He  reported  this  ^'extortion''  to  the  police, 
who,  on  their  part,  made  inquiries,  and  brought  a  charge 
against  him.  At  first  he  denied  the  facts,  but  convicted, 
expressed  his  surprise  that  such  a  fuss  should  be  made 
about  a  mere  trifle.  M.  was  described  as  a  man  of  re- 
pulsive appearance,  with  receding  forehead.  lie  was  sen* 
teneed  to  six  months'  imprisonment,  a  fine  of  200  francs, 
and  1000  francs  damages  to  his  victim  (^'Journal  Gil 
Bias,''  Aug.  14  and  16, 1891). 

A  less  revolting  case,  that  of  a  young  man,  is  related 
by  Fcrrioni .  "Archivio  delle  psicopatie  sessuali,"  i.,  p.  106, 
1S!)»).  This  young  sadi>^t  would  first  wrestle  with  the  girl 
in  order  to  bring  about  virility  and  woidd,  infi  r  <trium.  bite 
and  pinch  her  in  orth  r  t<t  produe»'  satisfaction.  Ihit  one 
day  he  bit  the  girl  so  hard  that  she  brought  au  action 
against  him. 

CdSe  221.  Murder  through  mdL^m.  ^Farried  man, 
at  the  time  <d'  this  crime  thirty  vears  of  age.  He  had  lured 
a  girl  to  the  bell  tower  of  the  church  of  which  he  was 
the  sexton  and  there  killed  her.  Circumstantial  evidence 
forcing  him  to  admit  the  deed,  he  confessed  to  another 
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similar  murder,  lioth  corpses  showed  numerous  contu- 
sions about  the  fleshy  parts  of  the  head,  fractures  of  the 
skull,  extravasations  under  the  dura  mater  and  in  the  brain. 
No  other  bodily  injuries  were  found  ^  the  genital  organs 

were  intact. 

S]>(  rina1  stains  were  found  on  the  underwear  of  the 
criminal,  who  was  arrested  soon  after  the  deed  was 
comnntted.  L.  was  described  as  of  pleasing  appearance, 
of  dark  complexion,  beardless,  Xo  details  alwut  his 
hereditary  relations,  antecedents,  vita  sexualU  ante  acta, 
etc. 

His  iiiotivo,  according  to  his  own  admission,  was  "lust 
of  the  cnu'llrst  and  most  ahomiuable  kind*'  (^L)r.  MacDork' 
aid,  Clark  University,  Mass.j. 

GuiHeheaUf  Professor  at  the  Teterinary  College  at 
Berne,  has  collected  a  number  of  cases  of  horrible  sadistic 
acts  of  violence  on  dumb  brutes. 

1.  Injuries  to  the  vagina  in  six  cows.  Off^der  un- 
known. 

2.  Mortal  injuries  on  four  caU'es  and  goats,  committed 

by  a  youth,  nineteen  years  of  age,  with  the  sharp  point  of  a 
stick.  He  had  hccomc  an  imbecile  at  the  age  of  four 
tlirough  meningitis.  l!i>  confessed  that  the  act  was  one  of 
sexual  lust.   Considered  irresponsible. 

3.  Kepeated  and  numerous  injuries  to  cows  and  goats 
in  the  anus  and  in  the  vagina,  bv  a  stahle-bov  (  ago  twenty- 
four)  with  a  stick.  He  coufrsx'd  tliat  wliou  jiiilking  or 
otherwise  attending  the  animals  lie  iMu-anic  xxually  rx- 
cifed,  had  violent  errctions  and  s('nsatit>us  of  fear.  At 
tirsf  he  used  his  hand,  and  thou  a  stick,  which  he  would 
intntdnee  into  the  orilice.  It  was  always  an  impulsive 
act  and  only  at  such  times  when  he  sutTored  from  sleej)- 
lessuess  and  nervous  and  .»exual  exeileuiont.  After  the 
act  ho  was  always  tormented  by  j)augs  of  conscience  but 
could  not  help  relapsing  into  the  same  fault.  Considered 
irresponsible.

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4.  A  similar  offeree  (in  imitation  of  the  former)  in 
the  same  stable  by  a  feeble-minded  cowherd,  eighteen 
years  old,  on  the  rectum  of  an  ox. 

Case  222.  X.,  ago  twenty-four.  Parents  liealtliy, 
two  brothers  died  from  tuberculosis,  one  sister  suffered 
from  periodical  fit^;.  X.  began  to  exporionee  at  tiio  age 
of  eiirlit  pleasurable  feelings  witli  erection  when  be  ]»ressed 
bis  ab<li>in('ii  niraiiist  tbe  form  in  .^cbool.  lli*  often  did 
tbis.  LaliT  he  practised  nmtnal  masturbation  widi  a 
scboolniate.  First  ejaculaiion  at  tbe  aij;i'  of  tbirteeu.  In 
tbe  first  attein])t  at  coiins  ( wlien  eigliteen)  be  was  im- 
potent, lie  continued  aut<»-masl urbat ion.  Wlien  reading 
a  pojiuhir  l)ook  describing  tbe  dreadful  conse(iuences  of 
onanism,  be  became  verv  neu  rast  iienic.  A  water  cure 
brougbt  improvement,  but  a  .second  attempt  at  coitus  proved 
a  fizzle.  Keturn  to  masturbation.  In  time  tliis  failed 
him,  too.  He  would  now  pick  iip  a  living  bird  by  the  bill 
and  swing  it  around  in  the  air.  The  sight  of  the  tortured 
animal  provoked  erection  and  when  the  ilapi)ing  wing 
touched  his  penis,  ejaculation  would  ensue  with  enormous 
sexual  lust.  (Dr.  Wachkolz,  Friedreich's  Blatter,  f.

Of  lato  .1  <lr<iil<'<l  rliantro  of  viowt  on  tliis  point  lias  taken  place. 
Die  Ucrman  criniinul  hiw  regard.^  tiie  consent  of  a  man  to  his  own 
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r(H'ogni8os  the  priiicii)lo  volenti  non  fit  injuria,  and  the 
present  Austrian  Btatutc  in  §  4  says  expressly;  "Crimes 
may  also  be  committed  on  persons  who  demand  their  com- 
mission on  themselves''. 

Psychologically  speaking,  the  facts  of  sexual  bondage 
are  of  greater  criminal  importance  (rf,  p.  181). 

If  sensuality  is  predominant,  or  in  other  words,  if  a 
man  is  held  in  fetich-thraldom  and  his  moral  power  of 
resistance  is  but  weak,  he  may  by  an  avaricious  or  vin- 
dictive woman  into  whose  bondage  his  passion  has  led  him 
be  goaded  on  to  the  very  worst  crimes.  The  following 
case  is  a  striking  instance : — 

Case  223.  .Vj/n/rr  of  a  [am ill/  through  sexual  bond- 
afje.  X.,  so;i]i  iiuiniitac'turcr  in  Catania;  tliirty-fnnr  years 
of  acre;  ]»rc\  i<»ii>ly  of  godd  cliaractrr ;  staliU'tl  his  wife  in 
lier  slecj»  to  death  «»n  tlje  2 1st  of  1  )ec('inh('r,  1>nS(!.  and 
strangle*!  his  two  daui^htors,  <tne  seven  years  an<l  the 
other  six  weeks  old.  At  lirst  he  di  nied  the  dec«d,  trietl 
to  throw  j?uspi(ion  npon  others,  hut  linally  confessed  to 
all  the  details  and  begged  to  be  hanged. 

came  of  a  sound  family,  was  healthy  himself,  a 
good  business  man  and  highly  respected ;  married  well,  but 
for  several  years  was  under  the  fascinating  influence  of  a 
mistress  who  had  captivated  and  completely  controlled  him. 

He  had  kept  this  matter  a  secret  from  the  world  and 
his  wife. 

By  playing  on  his  jealousy  and  declaring  that  by 
marriage  alone  he  could  for  the  future  possess  her,  this 
monster  of  a  woman  had  brought  the  weak  and  infatuated 
N.  to  ibecome  the  murderer  of  his  wife  and  children. 

dentil  of  sui  h  iiiiporl.inrp  tlint  n  vory  ilitToront  ami  much  milder 
puDiHliiiient  iH  intlK'tecl  under  euch  circuuiütuiices  i§  216);  and  it  i* 
the  aame  in  Austrian  law  (Austrian  Abridgment,  f  222).  The  ao- 
called  double  suiritic  of  lover»  wan  llic  ni-t  itmsidered.  In  bodily 
injury  and  deprivation  ol  freedom,  the  eonMMit  of  the  victim  must 
also  receive  consideration  nt  the  hand»  of  the  judge.  Certainly  n 
knowledge  of  masochism  is  of  importance  in  making  n  judgment  of 
the  probability  of  asserted  consent. 
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After  the  deed  lie  had  induced  his  joung  nephew  to  fetter 
him  as  if  he  himself  \ver(>  the  victim  of  the  villains  and 

under  the  threat  of  death  connnaiulod  him  to  silence. 
When  the  neighbors  eame  in  he  played  the  role  of  the 
unhappy,  maltreated  father. 

After  a  full  confession  he  showed  the  deepest  contri- 
tion.   During  the  two  years  of  the  subsequent  trial, 
never  showed  ^igiis  of  mmtnl  drran^euipnt. 

Ilii*  iiiinl  lovf  for  the  iui>trc<s  lie  could  only  explain 
as  an  infatuation.  n<>  never  iuul  cause  to  find  fault  with 
his  wife.  There  were  no  traces  of  abnormal  or  j)erversc 
sexual  instinct  in  this  exceptional  criminal.  His  sorrow 
and  contrition  over  the  deed  gave  sutH<'ient  proof  that 
no  moral  defect  was  j)re.sent.  His  mental  condition  was 
declared  to  Iw  sound.  Exclusion  of  irresistible  impulse 
(MadaUiri,  "II  morgagui/'  1890,  Feb.). 

Case  224.  Sexual  bondage  in  a  lady. 

Mrs.  X.,  thirty-six  years  of  age;  mother  of  four 
children.  Came  from  a  neuropathic  and  heavily-tainted 
mother.   Father  psychopathic.   She  l>egan  to  masturhate 

at  the  age  of  iivc,  had  an  attack  of  melancholia  at  the 
age  of  ten,  during  which  period  she  was  troubled  with  the 
delusion  that  she  could  not  go  to  heaven  on  account  of 
her  sins.  This  made  her  nervous,  excitable,  emotional, 
neurasthenic.  At  the  age  of  seventeen  she  fell  in  love 
with  a  man  who  was  denied  her  by  her  parents.  She 
now  showed  .«Symptoms  of  hysteria.  When  twenty-one 
she  marrie«!  a  man  by  inany  years  her  senior  who  bad 
but  little  sexual  ajipetitc.  I  In-  coiiiui:;al  relations  with 
him  never  satistied  her;  coitus  proilnccd  >evere  <  th  tsni  as 
t/rmlulis  which  she  could  not  >aii-fy  with  nuisturbation. 
She  sufTered  tortures  from  this  I'lUulo  insnf iafa,  yielded 
more  and  more  to  onanism,  became  lieavilv  hvstero- 
neurasthenic,  capricious  and  (piarrelsomc,  so  that  marital 
relations  grew  ever  colder. 

After  nine  years  of  mental  and  physical  anguish,  Mrs. 
X.  succumbed  to  the  blandishments  of  another  man  in 
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whose  aims  she  found  that  gratification  for  which  she 
had  so  long  languished. 

But  now  she  was  tormented  with  the  consciousness 
of  having  broken  her  marriage  vow,  often  feared  she 
would  become  insane,  and  only  the  love  for  her  children 
prevented  her  from  ('(nnmitting  8ui<  id(\ 

She  scarcely  dared  to  appear  before  lu  r  husband  whom 
she  liighly  estconiiHl  on  account  of  his  noble  character, 
and  felt  dreadful  (|iiu]ni.s  of  (Mtnscience  because  she  had 
to  concoal  the  awful  Hwret  fn»ui  hiiu. 

Although  sho  found  full  ^ratiticatlon  and  immense 
sensual  ])leasure  in  the  arms  of  the  other  man,  she  had 
repeatedly  nuuh'  attempts  to  i^ive  up  this  Unison.  Her 
etTorts  wrrc  iu  \ain.  Slir  i;<>t  <h'<'ju'r  and  det-jit  r  into  the 
bondaiit'  <'f  this  man,  who  r»*eo»riiisiuiij  and  al>usiniX  Iiis 
power  liad  mcn-lv  to  di.-M-mhh'  as  if  he  w<nild  lease  her 
in  order  to  possess  her  without  r«'straiut.  He  abused  this 
lK)ndai?e  <»f  the  niiserahle  wonuin  only  to  gratify  his  sexual 
appetite,  gradually  even  in  a  j)ervers»e  manner.  She  was 
unable  to  refuse  him  any  demand. 

When  Mrs.  X.  in  her  despair  came  to  me  for  pro- 
fessional advice  she  declared  that  she  could  no  longer 
continue  such  a  life  of  misery  and  anguish.  An  insuper^ 
able  libido,  disgusting  to  herself,  drew  her  to  this  man, 
whom  she  could  not  love  but  as  little  do  without,  whilst 
on  the  other  hand  she  was  constantly  tormented  with  the 
danger  of  discovery,  and  with  self-reproach  on  account 
of  her  offence  against  the  law  of  God  and  man. 

The  greatest  .mental  pain  was  caused  by  the  thought 
of  losing  lier  ]»iirinuour,  who  often  threatened  to  leave  her 
if  she  did  not  yiehl  t<>  his  wi>lies,  and  who  controlled  hCT 
80  thoroughly  that  she  would  do  anything  and  everything 
at  his  bidding. 

The  soundness  »»f  uiiud  in  tiie  liorrible  ease  223  and 
in  many  other  analogous  ca^-es  cannot  be  called  in  (jues- 
tion.  As  matters  stand  now  a-days  when  the  puldic  cannot 
comprehend  the  more  retined  analysis  of  the  motives  in

a  tragedy  and  when  the  law  profession  eschews  psychology 
in  favour  of  logical  formalism,  it  can  hardly  he  expected 
that  judge  and  jury  will  regard  the  weight  of  sexual  bond- 
age— especially  as  in  this  coii<lition  the  inci-ntive  to  tlic 
criine  Is  not  a  nir»r1*i(I  one  and  the  intensity  of  the  incentive 
itself  cannot  be  dealt  with. 

Xevertholess  in  such  cases  it  behoves  to  eonsider 
whether  the  accused  was  possibly  still  susceptible  to 
counter-motives  or  whelher  these  were  excluded  from  an 
effective  presence.  If  the  latter  be  the  ca.^e  it  would  bo 
equivalent  to  a  disnirbauce  of  the  |)sychical  ('i|uilibriuin. 

Xo  doubt  in  these  cases  a  sort  of  iic<|nire(l  moral  weak- 
ness is  ])r*'(]need  which  iiupairs  the  s( uiinliicss  of  mind. 
Sexual  bondage  slioiild  certainly  constitute  a  cause  for 
leuieucy  in  crimes  couimitted  through  its  ageucy. 

5.  Bodily  Injury,  Robbery  and  Theft  Dependent  on 

Fetichism. 

(Austrian,  I190;  Gcrmnn,  §249  frobbcryl.    Austrian,  §§  171,  460; 

German,  §242  [theftj.) 

It  is  seen  from  the  section  on  fetichism,  under  ''Gen- 
eral Pathology/'  that  pathological  fetichism  may  become 
the  cause  of  crimes.   There  are  now  recognised,  as  such, 

hair-despoilinsj  (cases  j^l.  S2,  83);  robbery  or  theft  of 
female  linen,  handkerchiefs,  ajvrons  O  ases  SO,  87.  91,  93)  ; 

sho(  fCi CS  G6,  93,  04),  and  >ilks  (case  00).  It  cannot 
be  douhteil  that  such  individuals  are  the  subjects  of  deep 
mental  taint.  But,  for  the  assumption  of  an  absence  of 
mental  freedom  and  consequent  irresponsibility,  it  must 
be  proved  that  there  was  an  irresistlMe  iiiii)ulse,  which, 
either  owin<r  to  the  streii<rth  of  the  iiiij)u]<e  itself  or  to 

the  e\iv;Teiice  of  liifiilal   WeaklU  S-,  reliden-d  eoutrol  of  tllC 

criminal  j)er\er-e  iiiipi-HiiiLr  f<trec  iinpov^ililc. 

Such  criiiH  -  and  tlie  jieenliar  manner  in  which  they 
are  carrii  <1  "Ht  wlierehy  they  differ  verv  much  from 
common  rol.hciv  iitid  theft — always  demand  a  medico- 
legal examination.    But  that  the  act  per  se  does  not  by 
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any  moans  noce.-jsarily  arise  from  j)sycho-pathologioal 
con<liti(j!is  is  slmwii  bv  the  infre<ineiit  cases  of  hair- 
despoiling^  simply  for  the  purpose  of  gain. 

Case  225.  r.,  labourer,  age  twenty-nine.  Family 
heavily  tainted.  Eniotional,  irritable,  masturbated  since 
childhood.  When  ten  years  old  he  saw  a  boy  masturbate 
into  a  woman's  handkerchief.  This  gave  the  direction  to 
P.'s  viia  sexwdis.  He  stole  handkerchiefs  from  pretty  girls 
and  masturbated  into  them.  The  mother  tried  every  means 
to  break  him  of  this  habit ;  she  admonished  him,  took  the 
stolen  handkerchiefs  away  and  bought  him  new  ones,  all 
in  vain.  He  was  caught  by  the  police  and  punished  for 
theft.  He  then  went  to  Africa  and  served  in  the  army 
with  an  excellent  record.  On  his  return  to  France  he  re- 
Bumod  his  old  practices.  Tic  \va<  ^-iily  potent  if  the  puella 
held  a  white  handkerchief  in  her  hand  during  the  act.  He 
married  in  1894  and  sustained  his  virility  by  grasping  a 
handkerchief  during  coitus. 

The  fetichistic  crisis  always  came  suddenly,  like  a 
paroxysm,  especially  at  moments  of  laziness.  He  would 
feel  out  of  sorts,  ])sy('hically  iikkuIv  and  sexually  excited 
and  iiiijiollod  to  uuisturbatc  Soon  the  fancy-picture  of  a 
haiKlkercliirf  would  appear  au<l  take  full  ]>ossession  of  his 
thouirhts  and  feelings.  If  at  that  period  lie  >liould  catch 
sight  of  a  woHiairs  handkerchief  he  would  choke  with  fear, 
palpitation  of  the  heart  would  set  in,  he  would  tremble 
and  profuse  perspiration  wouhl  V)reak  out  all  over  his  body. 
Although  conscious  of  the  risk  involved,  he  was  irresistibly 
forced  to  steal  the  handkerchief.  He  was  arrested  on  one 
such  occasion,  but  the  examining  physician  declared  him 
irresponnble.  During  the  time  of  detention  he  was  free 
from  the  obsession.  He  hoped  to  master  his  weakness  in 
future.    The  number  of  handkerchiefs  he  had  stolen  he

Case  226.  UandLcrcliicf-ff  hchismj  repealed  thefts 
of  handliC rr/i  icfs  hclon^/in'/  lo  iroiin  n. 

I).,  f<»rtv-f\V()  vears  of  aj^c,  maii-.scrvant,  sinjL;;le,  was 
sent  on  11th  ^lardi,  1802,  hy  the  police  to  tlic  district 
asyhini  of  Denrgendorf  (Niederbayerii)  for  observatiou  of 
his  nieriTal  faenlties. 

lie  was  l.r>2  111.  liisjh,  muscular  and  well  f('<l.  Head 
subuiicnK'ephalic ;  ex{»ression  of  face  l»lank.  TIic  eye 
distinctly  neur(»]talhic.  Genital  organs  noruial.  \\  ith 
the  exception  of  a  moderate  degree  <tf  neurasthenia  and 
increased  patellar  reflexes,  there  was  nothing  abnormal  in 
D.'s  nervoufi  system. 

In  1878  D.  received  his  first  sentence  of  one  and  a 
half  years*  imprisonment  at  Straubing  for  stealing  liand- 
kerchiefs. 

In  1880  he  stole  a  handkerchief  from  a  tradeswoman 
in  the  yard  of  an  inn,  and  was  sentenced  to  fourteen  days. 

In  1882  he  made  an  attempt  in  the  public  road  to 
pull  the  handkerchief  from  the  hand  of  a  peasant  girl. 
Charged  with  attempted  robbery,  he  was  found  not  guilty 
on  the  strength  of  medical  opinion,  which  stated  weak- 
ness of  mind  and  a  morbid  disturbance  of  the  mental 
faculties  tempore  deliciu 

In  1884  he  was  tried  before  a  jury  for  having  com- 
mitted, under  similar  circumstances,  robbery  of  a  woman's 
handkerchief,  found  guilty,  and  sentenced  to  four  years' 
imprisonment. 

In  18S8  he  took  in  the  public  market-place  a  hand- 
kerchief from  the  pocket  of  a  woman.  Sentence,  four 
months. 

In  1880,  for  a  similar  offence,  nine  months. 
In  1891,  ditto,  ten  months.    Otherwise  his  record 
shows  only  a  few  fines  or  detentions  at  the  police  station 

35 
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for  carrying  a  eoocealed  weaptm  (a  knife)  and  for  T§r 
grancj. 

All  the  thefts  of  handkerchiefs  were  committed  from 
young  females,  chiefly  in  hroad  daylight,  in  the  presence 
of  other  peopli^  and  so  clumsily  and  impudently  that  each 
time  he  was  arrested  on  the  spot  In  the  proceedings  not 
the  slightest  traces  of  theft  of  other  articles,  ever  so  small, 
can  he  found. 

On  the  9th  Decemher,  1891,  D.  was  onoe  more  re- 
leased from  jail.  On  the  14th  he  was  caught  stealing  the 
handkerchief  from  a  peasant  girl  in  a  crowd  at  the  annual 

fair.  lie  was  at  once  arrested,  and  upon  searching  him 
the  police  found  two  more  white  handkerchiefs  belonging 
to  women* 

On  former  occasions  sho  collections  of  women's 

handkerchiefs  had  Ix'cn  found  on  Ins  person  (18S0,  ihirtv- 
two  pieces;  1Sm\  fourteen,  nine  of  whicli  lie  wore  next 
his  skin:  on  another  (K*<-asion  twfntv-tive.  In  1891  seven 
white  han«lk«Teliit  f<  were  found  U})on  him). 

Wlipii  questioned  as  to  the  motive  for  stealing  hand- 
k(  reiiiefs,  he  always  said  that  he  was  drunk  at  the  time, 
and  ha<l  taken  the  handkereliief.-  for  a  j'»ke. 

Th«*  han<lkerehi(  fs  toun«l  upon  him  he  claimeti  to  have 
Iwught  or  swap])ed  for  something  else,  or  he  said  women 
with  whom  li<  had  relations  had  given  them  to  him. 

tTnder  observation  I),  showed  weakness  of  mind,  ap- 
peared nm  down  through  vagrancy,  drink  and  masturba- 
tion, but  good-natured,  obedient,  and  by  no  means  afraid  of 
work. 

He  knew  nothing  of  his  parents,  grew  up  without 
supervision;  when  a  child  he  made  a  living  by  be^ng; 
at  thirteen  he  was  a  stable-boy,  and  was  used  at  fourteen 
by  others  for  pederasty.  He  declared  that  at  a  very  early 
period  he  felt  the  «exual  instinct  very  strongly;  began 
early  to  have  coitus  and  to  practise  masturbation.  "When 
he  was  fifteen,  a  coachman  had  told  him  that  great 
pleasure  could  be  derived  by  applying  the  handkerchiefs 
of  young  women  ad  geniialiii.  He  tried  it,  found  it  to  be 
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tho  CUSP,  and  now  >..ii^lit  to  olitaiii  in  all  nianncr  j>ossil)le 
suc'li  liandk*  rcliict-.  This  cravini;  iM-canif  so  strong  that 
wlicrcvt  r  lie  >a\v  a  plcasinir  younir  woman  with  a  liand- 
kcrchicf  in  hor  hand  or  visihlc  in  lirr  pocket  violent  sexual 
oxcilenicnt  would  seize  liini,  and  he  \va*<  impelled  to  make 
his  wav  to  tliis  woman  and  take  the  handkerchief  awav 
from  lier. 

When  sober  lie  generally  contrived  to  resist  this 
impulse  for  fear  of  punishment.  But  when  he  had  drink 
in  him  be  could  not  resist.  When  serving  in  the  armj 
he  had  often  induced  young  and  pleasing  girls  to  give 
him  their  handkerchiefs  that  had  already  been  in  use, 
and  to  exchange  them  for  others  after  he  had  used  them 
for  a  while. 

When  he  slept  with  a  girl  he  generally  exchanged  his 
own  handkerchief  for  the  girFs.  Often  he  had  bought 
handkerchiefs  that  he  might  exchange  them  with  those 
used  by  women. 

New  and  unused  handkerchiefs  had  no  efFect  on  him. 
The  girl  must  have  carried  it  about  and  used  it  before  it 
excited  him  sexually. 

In  order  to  bring  unused  handkerchiefs  into  contact 
with  women,  he  would  at  times  throw  them  in  the  road 
in  front  of  a  woman  coming  towards  hi  hat  she  might 
step  on  it  (this  is  taken  from  the  pro<*eedint2:s).  Once  he 
fell  upon  a  girl,  pressed  a  handkerchief  against  her  neck, 
and  ran  away. 

As  soon  as  he  came  into  possession  of  a  handkerchief 
tluit  had  been  touched  hy  a  woman,  he  would  have  erection 
and  orgasm.  He  would  then  put  the  handkerchief  ad 
corpus  nudum,  or  preferahly  ad  genitalia,  and  thus  pro- 
duce a  pleasurable  ejaculation. 

Tie  never  asked  such  women  to  have  coitus  with  him, 
partly  because  he  feared  a  refusal,  chiefly,  however,  be- 
cause he  preferred  the  handkerchief  to  the  girl. 

D.  Tna<le  all  these  confessions  with  great  reserve,  and 
piecemeal.  Kepeatedly  he  broke  into  tears  and  refused  to 
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say  more  btrausc  "he  was  so  ashamed  of  liimself.  "I 
am  not  a  thief,  ami  liave  never  ütoh»n  a  penny's  worth 
even  when  1  was  in  dire  distress.  I  never  could  have 
brouirht  mvself  to  sell  one  of  these  handkerchiefs.  1  am 
not  a  bad  man.  Only  when  I  do  these  atnpid  things  I  am 
beside  myself." 

The  favourable  opinion  ^ven  by  the  authorities  of  the- 
asylum  attributed  his  misdeeds  to  an  abnormal  mental 
condition  producing  a  morbid,  irresistible  impulse  to  com- 
mit these  acts,  coupled  with  weakness  of  intellect  in  a 
moderate  d^ree.  Free  pardon  from  theft. 

Case  237.  Violation  of  hidies'  loiUU  emanating 
from  stuff -fetichism, 

X.,  heavily  tainted  (great  uncle  insane,  father  a 
drunkard,  sister  an  idiot),  was  arrested  in  an  office  whilst 
pushing  up  against  ladies,  he  was  entting^  with  a  pair  of 
scissors  pieces  of  fur,  velvet  or  cloth  from  their  apparcL 
In  his  pockets  and  in  his  room  a  big  lot  of  such  cuttings 
was  found. 

X.  had  -hown  since  his  tenth  year  a  weakness  for 

woolly  and  tlufFy  materials.     Even  the  very  sight,  but 

especially  tlie  touch,  of  them  would  brine:  on  orpnsra  and 
ejacidatiou.  I-'ur  jtarticularlv  had  this  ctTrct  on  him,  and 
after  that  satin.  The  latter  accounted  for  the  fact  that  in 
his  collection  a  number  of  cuttings  of  satin  ribbons  were 
^ound. 

He  induced  lustful  euiotiojis  by  j)laciuc:  the  stolen 
pieces  of  stuff  ne.xt  to  his  skin.  If  ejaculation  was  not 
spontaneous  he  assisted  with  iiuisturbation.  Woman  in 
her  ca]>acity  as  wonuin,  or  sexual  intercourse  with  her, 
had  no  charm  for  him  (Gamier,  **Les  Fetichistes  per- 
vertes,"  p.  49,  Paris,  1890). 
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Notes  on  the  Question  of  Responsibility  in  Sexual 
Offences  Caused  by  Delusion/ 

The  question  of  delusion  in  those  sexual  affects  which 
occur  in  fetichism,  sadism  and  exhibition,  offers  many  diffi- 
culties. The  all  iiii}>urtant  point  is  to  find  the  motive  for 
the  act  resulting  either  from  fctichism  or  sadism,  for  it  is 
a  sexual  delict — ^likely  an  equivalent  for  impossible  coitus 
— ^and  not  a  theft  for  instance,  that  claims  our  attention. 
The  offender,  from  shame  over  his  act,  is  apt  to  mislead 
the  examining  judge.  Particular  stress  should  be  laid  upon 
the  fact  that  the  act  emanated  from  an  irresistible  impulse, 
a  delusion  wliich  voids  rci^ponsibility.  The  patient,  al- 
though not  fully  robbed  of  eoiisscioiisiioss,  is  yet  unable 
to  shake  off  the  delusion  and  finds  relief  ouly  in  commit  tini: 
the  imperative  aot,  whidi  as  a  rule  is  accompanied  by 
strong  paroxvpTi!-^  '  f'  f<  ar  and  anxiety.  The  organic  source 
of  this  fear  may  In  found  in  powerful  somatic  vasomotoric 
nianift  stations.  ( )f  jisycliical  importance  is  the  conscious- 
ness tiiat  tlic  mind  is  inhihitod  in  its  ])o\vcr  of  forming 
free  tlioughts,  tliat  the  will  junvcr  is  impaired  and  (piito 
impotent  in  tlie  prcMUcc  of  the  delusion.  This  may  bo 
a<'companied  by  hypersexuality,  and  the  atTect  of  fear  may 
be  oviTcouijiensated  by  an  ant i('i])ated  pleasural»]e  feeling. 
Thus  tlie  ])atient,  though  conscious  of  the  wrongfulness  of 
tlie  act  and  its  conseipiences  »letermines  to  end  the  situation 
by  yielding  to  the  impulse,  which  is,  after  all,  the  only 
psychologically  possible  way  out  of  the  difficulty.  The 
offender  is  merely  an  automaton,  the  slave  of  a  driving 
idea. 

The  situation  is  an  organic  force,  an  impulse  to  rid 
himself  of  an  intolerable  position  involving  his  very  ex- 
istence. As  a  matter  of  fact  with  the  committal  of  the 
deed,  beneficent  freedom  from  the  constraint  and  the  pre- 
dominating idea  is  experienced.    Delusions  in  the  nar-

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rower  sense,  cardinal  symptoms  of  which  are  the  presence 
of  consciou8Dc<;s,  .<^tnig<;1o  a^rainst  the  prevailing  impulse 
and  fear,  must  ii(»t  hv  confounded  wirli: 

1.  The  sexual  acts  of  psychically  defect n  c  individuals 
in  whom  the  scnsiial  appetite  by  virtue  of  ethical  and  in- 
tellectual insufficiency  finds  prompt  satisfaction  in  some 
adc<iuatc  ^^oxnal  act,  but  ^witliout  psychical  affects,  or  a 
conflict  with  moral  princij)lc8.* 

2.  Impulsive  sexual  acts  committed  by  heavily  deget^ 
crated  individuals  by  virlne  of  ]>rc-cniincnt  scxnal  feelings 
in  hypcm'sthesia  sexual  is.  These  fcclinirs  suddenly  grow, 
even  in  statu  nascendi,  into  a  powerful  sexual  affect  to  the 
(K'clusion  of  the  sj)heres  of  will  jxtwcr  and  consciousness, 
into  a  sexual  delusion  eolound  wifli  tlie  character  o£  a 
psychical  reflex,  «tr  a  (|uasi  ])sycliical  <'«.iivu1sion. 

Alcohol  and  ])n •]( inLird  >e\ual  ahsti ueuee  are  the  ])rovo- 
cative  caux-s  ot"  sucli  atTects  in  many  dei^cuerates.  The 
c(»rresp(ni(lini;  acts  of  vioK  uce  consist,  as  a  rule,  in  rape.* 
Thev  originate  from  «']iilej>tical''  an<l  hysterical  neuroses 
or  from  over-indulirence  in  alcohol,  whilst  acts  emanating 
from  delusions  maintain  clinical  relations  to  neurasthenia. 

3.  The  sexual  acts  (chiefly  exhibition)  which  are  com- 
miiied  under  exceptional  episodical  psychical  conditions 
with  or  without  delirium  and  hallucinations.  These  occur 
in  individuals  afflicted  with  general  neuroses  (epilepsy, 
hysteria)  or  alcoholism,  when  consciousness  is  clouded  and 
memory  paral^'sed.  They  generally  present  the  character 
of  an  impulsive  act* 

These  perversions  may  be  observed  in  heterosexual  as 
well  as  in  homosexual  individuals;  likewise  in  those  who 
are  sexually  impotent  or  otherwise. 

The  perversions  occurring  in  the  performance  of  the

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sexual  act  or  any  other  act  that  serves  as  an  equivalent  for 
coitus  consist  (a)  in  heterosexual,  potent  individuals:  in 
imaginaij  representations  of  the  female  sexual  organs. 
(Raymond  et  Janet,  n^roses  et  idees  fixes  ii.,  p.  162) ; 
gazing  at  the  genitals  of  women  (Petres  et  Regis,  "ob- 
sessions," p.  40)  ;  teuere  genitalia  propria  ad  pedes  femin- 
anim  (case  76);  mictio  mulicris  in  os  aogroti  (caso  68); 
bestiality  (ouses  199,  201,  203);  periodical  pederasty 
{Tamoirsl'if), 

(h)  In  heterosexual,  impotent  individuals  in  sadistic 
acts. 

In  homosexual  individuals  the  same  manifestations 
may  be  observed  only  mutatis  mutandis. 

The  question  of  responsibility  in  the  individual  case 
depends  on  the  psychical  conditions  by  which  the  offender 
was  actuated.  In  many  instances  the  culprit  is  devoid  of 
all  moral  worth  and  ethical  and  intellectual  understanding, 
is,  in  fact,  in  the  transitory  stage  of  lu  coming  a  psychically 
defe<  tivi  sexual  criminaL  In  other  instances  prolonged 
sexual  abstinence  was  the  motive  power  which  led  to  tlie 
criminal  act,  or  the  complicating  inflin  nces  of  alcohol  with 
its  erogenous  and  demoralizing  ctTects  (oliicfly  in  exhibi- 
tion cases).  Forensic  rcsponsibiUfy  in  those  cases  is  de- 
tonniiU'd  hy  tlio  qncstir»!!  wliotlior  tlio  offender  succiiinbcd 
to  an  irrc.-ist ililc  iiiipulx'  or  not.  In  liow  far  tho  offender 
is  to  1k»  lield  aeeoiintalile  for  haviiijuj  eonscionsly  and  in 
reckless  manner  impaired  moral  will  ])o\ver  hy  infox- 
'cation  is  for  the  jurist  u>  decide.  If  (he  act  is  tjje  resnlt 
«»f  a  delnsion,  it  cannot  be  considered  in  the  light  of  a  pun- 
ishable act. 

An  ejMsode  (if  psyehieal  perversion  especially  when 
manifested  in  tiie  fornj  of  a  (hdusion,  can  im])ossibly  be 
desi<ri)ated  as  a  mental  disease,  it  is  rather  a  tenqiorary 
<'<infn>ion  of  coiL-eionsness,  a  morbid  >tatc  of  the  mind,  a 
transitory  distnrbanee  of  tlu^  psyehieal  life. 

Xevertlieless  the  offender  is  a  «laiiirer  to  the  common 
weal  and  welfare  and  the  interests  of  society  are  best 
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served  by  his  confinement  in  an  insane  asylum,  where  ab- 
stinence from  alcohol  is  enforced  and  proper  treatment 
(if  necessary  liypnotic  suggestion)  offers  promises  of  a 
final  cure. 

6.  Violation  of  Individiiab  Under  the  Age  of  Fourteen. 

(Austrian  i^Ututes,  {{  128,  132;  Austrian  Abriagment,  tS  189,  101*; 
Oemuin  Statutes,  ||  174,  176^.) 

By  violation  of  sexually  iiimtature  individualsi  the 
jurist  understands  all  the  jwssililc  immoral  acts  with 
jKTsoTi!«  under  fiMirtinn  years  of  aijo  that  arc  not  com- 
prelioudcd  in  iIh'  tt  rui  'TajM'."  Tlio  term  vi<dation.  in  the 
Iciral  sense  <>{  iIm'  woni,  eninpreliends  (lie  most  liorrible 
perscrsioiis  ami  acts,  wliicli  art-  j)ossii)le  only  to  a  man 
^vllo  is  a  slave  to  lust  and  morally  weak,  and,  as  is  usually 
the  ease,  laekim;  in  sexual  jxiwi-r. 

A  eoiiimon  feature  of  these  crimes,  committed  on 
jiersons  that  really  still  helouir  more  or  less  to  childhood, 
is  that  thev  are  unmanlv,  knavi>h,  ami  often  sillv.  It 
is  a  fact  that  «ich  acts,  excepting  path()U)gical  cases,  like 
those  of  imbeciles,  paretic:^,  and  senile  dements,  are  almost 
exclusively  committed  by  youn^  men  who  lack  courage 
or  have  no  faith  in  their  virility;  or  by  roti^5  who  have, 
to  some  extent,  lost  their  power.  It  is  psychologically 
incomprehensible  that  an  adult  of  full  virility  and  mentally 
sound  should  indulge  in  sexual  abuses  with  children. 

Non-Psychopathological  Cases. 

Xon-psychopathological  -ages  of  immoral  acta  with 
children  may  be  summarized  as  under: 

1.  Debauchees  who  have  tasted  all  the  pleasures  of  nor- 
mal and  abnormal  sexual  pleasures  with  woman.  Tlie 
only  motive  for  the  infamous  act  can  be  found  in  a  morbid 
psychical  ernving  to  create  a  novel  sexiud  situation  and  to 
revel  in  the  shame  and  confusion  of  the  child  victim.  A 
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subonlinato  motive  may  be  sexual  impotence  with  the  adult 
seeking  a  new  stimulus  in  the  extraordinary  coitus  with 
an  immature  female.'  If  virility  also  fails  in  this  instance, 
sexual  contact  with  boys  is  very  likely  resorted  to,  espe- 
cially in  the  form  of  pederasty.  In  large  cities  the  markets 
for  these  filthy  needs  are  well  stocked.  (Cf,  Tardieu's  * 
revelations  of  Paris,  and  Tamowsky's  of  St.  Petersburg.) 
Casper  tells  us  that  lewd  mothers  often  prepare  their  lit- 
tle daughter  for  the  use  of  these  libertines. 

2.  Young  men  who  are  afraid  of  the  adult  female  or 
arc  diffident  about  tlicir  ovra  virility.  These  are  chiefly 
recruited  from  the  bands  of  masturbators  suffering  from 
psychical  impotence  or  some  irritable  weakness  of  the  sex- 
ual organs  which  render  coitus  cum  muliere  impossible  and 
seek  a  compensating  equivalent  in  the  manipulation  of  the 
female  organs  in  the  child  which  as  a  rule  suffices  to  pro- 
duce orgasm  and  ejaculation  in  thomselve.-j.  If  potency  is 
still  uninqmired,  immissio  penis  will  be  attempted  in  al' 
most  every  case. 

Casper  in  his  'Tlinieal  Xovels."'  eases  4  and  5,  shows 
that  ev<'ii  hnvtiiers  have  proved  dangerous  tiends  toward 
llu'ir  little  sisters. 

3.  A  larp'  percentage  of  cases  is  represented  bv  lewd 
servant  f^irls,  governesses  and  nursemaids,  not  to  speak  of 
female  relatives,  who  aimse  the  little  boys  entrusted  to  their 
care,  for  sexual  j)ur|)oses'  and  often  even  infect  them  with 
the  iron<jrrha'al  poisou. 

The  cases  in  which  lascivious  tutors,  governesses,  etc., 
cane  or  sj)ank  their  j»upils  without  provocation,  are  open 
to  investigati(m  as  to  the  pathoIc»gical  condition  of  the 
malefactor.*

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The  inuiiiicr  in  wliicli  m  is  of  iiinnoralit v  aro  coimnilti'd 
on  cliihln  u  tii tiers  \vi«lt'ly,  esjx'ciiilly  wlicro  lilxTtincs  are 
concerned.  Tlioy  consist  cliietly  in  lilti«linons  nianij)uia- 
tions  of  tljc  ])»ideutla,  active  nianii>i npratiou  (iisin^  the 
child's  hand  for  onanism),  tlagollation,  etc.  Less  frequent 
is  cunnilingus,  irrumare  in  bojs  or  girls,  pa*dieatio  puel- 
larum,  coitus  inter  femora,  exhibition.  The  possibilities 
in  this  direction  are  inexhaustible. 

The  finer  feelings  of  num  revolt  at  the  thought  of 
counting  the  monsters  among  the  psychically  normal  mem- 
bers of  human  society.  The  only  presumption  is  that  these 
individuals  ha\*e  suffered  shipwreck  in  the  sphere  of 
morality  and  potency.  This  should  not,  however,  preclude 
the  moral  responsibility  of  tiie  pt  rjü  trator,  as  sheer  moral 
depravity  may  be  at  the  bottom  of  the  act,  especially  in 
individuals  oversated  with  natural  sexual  intercourse,  in 
lascivious  characters  or  drunkards.  Judgment  of  the  act 
should  ever  be  guided  by  the  monstrosity  and  the  degree  in 
which  it  psychically  and  physically  differs  from  the 
natural  act 

Payehopaihological  Cases* 

A  'great  mmilMT  of  these  cases,  however,  certainly 
depend  upon  ])athological  states. 

A  review  of  the  psycho-pathological  cases  of  immorality 
with  children  shows  that  the  largest  number  may  be  re- 
duced to  conditions  of  acquired  mental  wealcness.  First 
of  all  we  must  mention  dcmcniia  senilis^  (Kirn,  *'Allg. 
Zeit<chr.  f.  Psychiatric,"  j).  '2 17).  then  chronic  alcohol- 
ism,' paralysis,^  mental  debility  due  to  epilepsy,^  injuries

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to  the  head  and  aiwplexy,*  lues  cerebri,'  Then  follow  the 
original  mental  defects,'  and  states  of  degeneration.* 

The  cause  of  these  offences  may  also  be  fonnd  in 
states  of  morbid  unconsciousness. 

Not  infrequently  these  outrages  on  morality  are  due 
to  overindulgence  in  alcoholic  stimulants  or  epilepto- 
psychical  conditions  of  an  exceptional  character,  at  times 
also  to  error  sr.nis  aui  personal.  They  may  be  explained 
on  the  ground  of  the  sexual  exeiteinont  concomitant  with 
these  conditions,  especially  in  epileptic  subje(  r  Rape 
and  -pederasty  are  of  frequent  oocurreiK-e  umler  these 
circumstanees.  lu  the  states  of  psychical  weakness  the 
point  whether  virility  is  at  command  decides  as  to  the 
quality  of  the  sexual  act. 

•  In  addition  to  the  afr»rosai(l  catefjories  of  moral  rene- 
gades, and  those  afflicted  with  ]>sychico-moral  weakness — 
be  this  eonirenital  or  sujjorinduced  by  cerebral  disease  or 
e])isodical  nicntal  ahorration  —  there  are  cases  in  which 
tiie  sexually  needy  suhjecf  i<  drawn  to  children  not  in 
conse(|uence  of  deijenerated  morality  or  jisychical  or  phy- 
sical iiii|«irf'ii(M\  ])nt  rather  hy  a  luorhid  disposition,  a 
psyrhtj-scntdl  jx  r version,  which  may  at  present  be  named 
pwdoph tlm  crodni.'^ 

In  my  own  <'xj>erience  T  have  come  across  four  cases 
only.  They  all  refer  to  men.  The  tirst  case  is  of  more 
value  than  tlie  otlu  rs  for  it  ap])ears  in  tiie  form  of  ])lafonic 
love;  but  it  numifests  its  sexual  character  in  the  fact  that

littl«'  i;irls.  He  is  quite  eallous  towards  the  <?ro\vn-iip 
woman  and,  as  it  a|)j>ear.s,  a  hair-fetichist.  (In  the  other 
cases  it  came  to  libidinous  acts.) 

Observation  Xo.  2  represents  a  man  tainted  by  here- 
dity. Since  tlie  time  of  puberty  (which  came  very  late  at 
the  age  of  twenty-four)  sensual  emotions  towards  little 
girls  of  five  to  ten  years  of  age.  The  very  sight  of  such 
a  girl  brought  on  ejaculation;  a  touch  from  her  absolute 
sexual  paro:rirsm  with  only  a  succinct  recollection  as  to 
its  duration.  The  marital  act  gave  a  slight  gratificfftion, 
thus  enabling  him  to  control  his  desire  for  little  girls  for 
a  time.  But  a  heavy  neurasthenia  supervened  (chiefly 
due  to  coitus  inierrupius)  when  he  became  a  erinunal 
cither  becauschis  moral  powers  of  resistance  slackened,  or 
his  sexual  appetite  increased  in  volume. 

The  third  ease  is  a  man  tainted  by  heredity  and  eon- 
stitutionally  inMirasthenie ;  cranium  abnormal,  never  had  a 
nornnd  inrlinnrinn  In  ihr  a<lnlt  wonian  ;  but  in  coitus  was 
like  an  animal  at  rutting;  time  To  immorally  touch  little 
prirls  ira\f»  ilii>  man  the  hiirlu'-t  jio^sihlc  ])leasure.  He  be- 
came pa'dopliilic  (»nly  at  the  aire  of  twenty-five. 

^fy  fnurth  case  is  a  man,  tainte<lj  who  has  ever  found 
sexual  charm  only  in  immature  ijirls.  ^fature  women 
had  but  little  attraction  for  him.  When  im]>oteuce  (> 
tabe?)  and  ilnurntUi  pamlijUca  set  in  be  could  no  longer 
resist  the  morbid  impulse. 

The  cases  quoted  here  under  the  bead  of  "pcedophilia 
erotica"  in  the  sense  of  sexual  [terversion  have  the  follow- 
ing traits  in  common : — 
•  (1)  The  individual  afflicted  is  tainted. 

(2)  The  affection  for  immature  persons  of  the  opposite 
sex  is  of  a  primary  nature  (quite  in  opposition  to  the 
debauchee) ;  the  imaginary  representations  are  in  an  ab- 
normal manner  and  very  strongly  indeed  marked  by  liutful 
feelinjrs. 

(D  The  libidinous  acts — if  you  exclude  the  one  case 
in  which  virility  was  present — consist  only  in  immodest 
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touches  or  manustupration  of  the  victim.  .\evertlich\<s 
they  adduce  the  gratification  of  the  subject,  even  though 
ejaculation  be  not  attained. 

The  following  cases  taken  from  Magnan  ("Lectures 
on  Psychiatry")  show  clearly  that  this  pa  dophüia  erotica 
occurs  also  in  women. 

Magnan*8  first  case  is  a  lady  twenty-nine  years  of  age, 
tainted  by  heredity ;  has  delusions  and  phobias. 

Since  eight  years  strong  desire  for  sexual  union  with 
one  of  her  (five)  nephews.  First  her  desire  is  directed 
towards  the  oldest  when  he  was  five  years  of  age.  She 
transferred  this  desire  to  encli  of  them  in  turn  a»  thov 
grew  up.  The  sight  of  the  child  in  question  was  sufficient 
to  produce  orgasm  and  rvu  pollution.  She  was  able  to 
resist  her  inclination,  which  she  cannot  explain.  She  had 
no  inclination  for  niuture  men. 

The  second  case  is  a  woman  tliirty-two  years  of  age, 
moflicr  of  tw«»  cliildrcii :  ln'u\  i!y  taiiiicd  l>y  licrcdity ;  sep- 
arated from  licr  liiishaiid  <tii  afcoimt  of  brutal  treatment. 

For  several  iiioiif!i>  had  nci:h*<')( d  her  children, 

had  visited  a  friemlV  lioii.-c  every  day,  and  always  at  the 
time  when  the  s<»n  of  the  hon.>-o  was  returMiii;j:  from  seliool. 
She  hiiirired  an<l  kissed  the  child,  an<l  at  limes  said  that 
slie  was  in  love  witli  him  and  wanted  to  marry  him. 

One  dav  she  tohl  his  niotiier  that  the  hw  was  ill  and 
unhappy.  She  wanted  to  cohabit  with  him  in  order  to 
cure  him. 

She  was  forbidden  the  house,  but  laid  siege  to  it. 

One  day  she  tried  to  force  her  wav  in.  when  she  was 
sent  to  an  asylum,  where  she  continued  to  rave  about  the 
boy. 

That  pcedophilia  erotica  may  occur  periodically  is  de- 
monstrated by  Anjel's  observation  (vide  supra,  cases  187 
and  188). 

In  the  sphere  of  antipathic  sexual  instinct  this  jir  rver- 
sion  is  by  no  mean.s  rar- .  In  the  same  measure  in  which 
the  former  is  an  equivalent  of  the  lietcrosexual  instinct, 
so  in  this  instance  the  predilection  for  the  immature  is 
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C(|uall_v  al)n<tnii:il  ami  cxctptioiial.  Practically  sj)f'akin£:, 
acts  of  iiiiinorality  fonmiittod  on  boys  by  men  sexually 
invortotl  an«  of  tin-  «^ivatcst  rarity. 

I  liav(>  already  laid  f^trcss  upon  this  fact  in  n»y  pam- 
phlet "'Der  conträr  Sexuale  vor  dem  Strafrichter,"  second 
edition,  p.  \).  I  have  j>ointed  out  there  that  the  real 
seducer  of  youth  is  the  weak-nunded  man,  though  bom 
sexually  normal;  the  roue  who  is  impotent  or  at  least 
sexually  perverted  and  morally  depraved;  the  aenlle  man 
who  18  morally  enfeebled  but  sexually  excited. 

Under  such  accidental  conditions,  the  sexually  in- 
verted  individual  may  also  eventually  become  a  danger  to 
hoys  (cf,  case  127  of  the  present  and  109  of  the  ninth 
edition  of  this  hook) ;  hut  this  has  nothing  to  do  with 
padophilia,  for  the  very  reason  that  in  these  cases  the 
hoys  were  pubertati  proximi,  whilst  in  cases  of  genuin^ 
padophilia  the  subject  is  drawn  only  to  the  sexually  quite 
inunature.  The  -,  <•.. nd  case  of  Matjuan  seems  to  he  the 
moat  iu^truetive  in  this  rt  rnrd,  for  in  it  the  desire  turned 
in  each  instance  from  th(>  older  boy  to  the  younger  one  as 
he  grew  to  the  age  of  three  to  five  years. 

The  following  case,  reported  hy  Pacotle  and  Raynaud 
("ArcliivcH  d'Anthropologie  criminelle,"  x.,  p.  43.")),  may 
he  l(»oked  ujKm  as  a  ]»roof  that  jhiihijthilia  erotica  may  also 
occur  in  eases  of  antipathic  sexuality. 

Case  228.  X.,  thirty-six  years  of  age,  journalist; 
heavily  tainted  by  heredity;  ethically  an<l  intellectuallv 
defective;  since  early  youth  aäiicted  with  ejjileptoid  spells; 
intolerant  of  alcohol;  face  asymmetrical;  never  cared 
for  woman;  masturbated  since  he  was  ei^teen;  attempts 
at  coitus  found  him  cold  and  impotent. 

But  hoys  of  ten  to  fifteen  years  of  age  excited  him 
very  much.  Althou^  he  was  conscious  of  the  criminality 
of  the  act,  he  could  not  resist  the  impulse  to  piedicate 
with  them.  Oftentimes  he  was  sated  with  their  "enchant- 
ing looks  and  their  sweet  smiles". 

Neither  adult  nor  little  girls  possessed  any  charms 
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for  liim.  Oiilv  at  tlic  ajjo  of  twenty-two,  wln'ii  a  UiV 
twelve  years  old  forced  sexual  intercourse  upon  him,  he 
became  piedophilic.  At  that  time  he  refused  his  seducer, 
but  soon  he  could  resist  no  longer  the  desire  awakened >  in 
him  bj  that  incident,  although  he  was  repeatedly  sen* 
tenced  and  imprisoned  for  this  offence.  His  life  was 
blighted  by  this  unfortunate  weakness,  and  he  made 
several  attempts  at  suicide. 

Expert  opinion  established  congenital  sexual  inver- 
sion, and,  within  the  limits  of  homesexuality,  a  special 
anomaly,  viz,,  exclusive  love  for  boys  of  a  certain  age  and 
of  delicate  constitution. 

It  was  claimed  that  degenerative  mental  disturbance 
affected  the  soundness  of  his  mind  and  rendered  him  a 
danger  to  the  community. 

X.  was  inconsolable  over  the  result  of  his  trial,  for  he 
was  sent  to  an  insane  asylum.  lie  had  anticipated  a  free 
pardon. 

In  my  "Arbeiten"  (Heft  4,  pp.  119-124)  I  have  pub- 
lished three  other  cases  of  paxlophilia  erotica,  which  came 
under  my  personal  observation.  Two  other  cases  in  my 
possession  have  never  been  published.  It  seems  to  me  as 
if  all  these  cases  might  be  reduced  to  fetichism.  This 
would  at  once  account  for  the  paradox  apparent  in  the 
manifestations  of  psedophilia  erotica.  It  can  only  be  ex- 
plained  on  the  ground  of  heavy  taint,  for  a  strongly 
marked  degenerative  indisposition  can  always  be  found 
in  these  individuals.  That  these  cases  are  not  of  every-day 
occurrence  and  require  a  fetichistic  impulse,  may  also  ac- 
count for  their  rarity. 

Psnidopndoph  'il'ui — fM-<  i  r'ng  in  individuals  wliu  have 
lost  libido  for  the  adult  through  masturbation  and  subse- 
quently turn  to  children  for  the  gratification  of  their  sexual 
appetite — is  much  more  frequctitlv  observed-  (C/.  case 
106  of  the  tenth  edition  of  this  Ujok.) 

Another  classical  case  may  be  found  in  my  ''Arbeiten,** 
J  left  4,  p.  125.

Irresponsibility  sliould,  as  a  rule,  not  be  claimed  in 
these  cases,  for  ( xix  ricnce  teaches  that  p«?dophilic  impulses 
can  be  mastered,  unless  a  weakening  or  total  loss  of  will 
power  has  been  superinduced  by  pathological  conditions, 
such  as  neurasthenia  gravis  pr  dementia  paralitica.  A 
plea  for  ameliorating  circumstances,  however,  may  be  indi- 
cated. Xevertheless  a  criminal  enquiry  should  always  be 
made  in  flagrant  eases  of  psedophilia  ri  •  >t  i(>a.  Tlie  question 
of  responsibility  in  concreto  facto  de]>end8  entirely  on  the 
syntiiftic  coinpn  Ik  of  all  the  characteristics  of  the 
in<livi«lnal  involved.  Hypersexuality,  overindulgence  in 
alcoholic  drinks,  moral  weakness,  eto.,  shonhl  he  carefully 
considered  as  they  frequently  counteract  the  freedom  of 
actiim. 

At  any  rate  these  unfortunate  hi-iiuxs  sintuM  always 
^  be  looked  ujtoii  a«^  a  eoimnon  diiTiirer  t<>  the  \\(>al  and  wel- 
fare of  tlie  <■< •miiiuuii V.  aii<l  j)u)  uudcr  strict  >ii r\ ri llanee 
and  medical  treatment.  The  jiropcr  j)lae«'  for  sueli  })cr- 
soiiH  is  a  sanitarium'  established  for  that  purpose,  not 
the  jirison.* 

That  a  etire  is  possilde  is  evidenced  hv  two  severe 
cases  which  came  under  my  observation  and  treatment. 

Unfortunately  the  j>resu  nipt  ion  that  psycho-pathologi- 
cal conditions  are  present  cannot  always  be  proved.  But 
the  fact  that  pathological  moments  are  not  wanting,  should 
be  carefully  weighed.  At  any  rate,  a  thorough  investiga- 
tion of  the  mental  status  of  the  individual  must  be  made. 
This  is  especially  the  case  when  old  men  seduce  children. 
Moral  and  intellectual  idiocy,  heavy  psychical  d^nera* 
tion,  defects  springing  from  acquired  oiganic  causes  and 
mental  aberrations  are  frequently  at  the  bottom  of  these 
excesses.  The  beginning  of  dementia  senilis  or  paralitica 
is  not  always  as  yet  suiHciently  pronounced  to  alb)w  of  a 
proper  diagnosis.  Proper  care  must  therefore  be  exer- 
cised.

(a)  Violation  of  Animab  (Bestiality)/ 

Violation  of  animals,  monstrous  and  revolting  as  it 
seems  to  mankind,  is  by  no  means  always  due  to  psycbo- 
.  pathological  conditions.  Low  morality  and  great  sexual 
desire,  with  lack  of  opportunity  for  natural  indulgence, 
are  the  principal  motives  of  this  unnatural  means  of 
sexual  satisfaction,  which  is  resorted  to  by  women  as  well 
as  by  men. 

To  Polak  we  owe  the  knowledge  that  in  Persia  bestial- 
ity is  frequently  practised  because  of  the  delusion  that 
it  cures  gonorrhcea;  just  as  in  Europe  an  idea  is  still 
prevalent  that  intercourse  with  children  heals  venereal 

disease. 

Experience  teaches  that  bestiality  with  cows  and 
horses  is  none  too  infrequent.  Occasionally  the  acts  may 
he  undertaken  with  goats,  hitches,  and,  as  a  case  of  Tar- 
dirii's  and  one  by  Schauenstein  show  (^^Lebrb.,  p.  125), 
with  hens. 

'  I  follow  tlip  u.Hunl  terminology  in  »Ipseribin;;  bestiality  and 
pederasty  unilcr  the  gt-niMiil  torni  of  sodomy.  In  (Jenesis  (chap,  xix.), 
whence  this  word  comes,  it  signifie»  exclusively  the  vice  of  pederasty. 
Later,  •odomy  was  often  used  synonymously  with  bestiality.  Th« 
moral  theologians,  likr  St.  .Mplionsiis  of  Ligouri,  Oury,  and  others, 
liave  alwaya  distinguished  correctly,  t.  c,  in  the  sense  of  Genesis, 
between  sodomia,  t.  e.,  eoncubitus  eum  persona  ejusdem  sexus»  and 
bestial  it  as,  i.  e.,  concubituB  cum  bestia  (c/.  Olfen,  **  Pastoralmediein/' 
p.  78». 

The  jurists  brought  eunlusiun  into  the  terminology  by  establish- 
ing a  **  Sodomia  ratione  sexus  **  and  a  "  Sodomia  ratioae  generis.** 
Science,  however,  should  here  assert  itself  as  «metUa  ih^oiogva,  and 
return  to  the  mrnet  usjige  of  words. 

'  For  interesting  histories,  ridv  Krauss,  "  Psychol,  d.  Ver- 
brechens,*' p.  180;  Matehka,  "Hdb.,"  iii.,  p.  188;  Hofmann,  "Lehrb. 
d.  ger.  Med.,"  p.  180;  RosenbauMf  **  Die  Lustseuche,"  5th  edition,  1892. 
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The  notion  of  Fredorick  the  Groat,  in  a  case  of  a 
cavalryman  uiiu  iia<i  c<»nnnitted  K-stiality  with  a  mare, 
is  well-known :  "The  fellow  is  a  pig,  aud  shall  be  reduced 
to  the  infant rv". 

The  intercourse  (»f  females  with  hi-ast.-*  is  limited  to 
dogs.  A  nionslroMs  examph*  of  the  moral  depravity  in 
large  eilies  is  related  by  MnsrhLd  (^Ilandl).,"  iii.)?  it 
the  case  of  a  Parisian  female  who  showed  lierself  in  the 
sexual  act  with  a  trained  bull-dog,  to  a  secret  circle  of 
roues,  at  ten  francs  a  head. 

Case  229.  In  a  provincial  town  a  man  was  caught 

in  intercourse  with  a  hen.  He  was  thirty  years  old,  and 
of  high  social  position.  The  chickens  had  been  dying  one 
after  another,  and  the  man  causin«;  it  had  been  '^wanted'* 
for  a  long  time.  To  the  question  of  the  jiidp%  as  to  the 
reason  for  such  an  act,  the  accnsed  said  that  his  genitals 
■were  so  small  tliat  coitus  with  women  was  impossible, 
^fedical  examination  showed  that  actually  the  genitals 
were  extremely  small.    The  man  wa«^  iiinifiiUi/  f/uif''  sound. 

Therf  were  no  stati'iiicnts  (mmkm  rii i ni:  any  ahnormali- 
ti«'s  at  the  time  of  i)ul>erty,  etc.  {^Uyurkovechky,  "MänuL 
Impotenz,"  1889,  p.  82).  " 

Case  230.  On  the  afiernoon  of  li-'Wl  Sejnend>er, 
1889,  \V.,  nir<'d  sixteen,  shoemaker's  aitj)rent ice,  caught 
a  goose  in  a  neighlxmr's  garden,  and  committed  bc-stiality 
on  tlie  fowl  until  the  neighbour  approached.  On  being 
accused  by  the  neighbour,  W.  said,  ''Well!  Is  there 
anything  wrong  with  the  goose?'*  and  then  went  awaj. 
At  his  examination  he  confessed  the  act,  but  excused 
himself  on  the  ground  of  temporary  loss  of  mind.  Since 
a  severe  illness  in  his  twelfth  year,  he  several  times  a 
month  had  attacks,  with  heat  in  his  head,  in  which  he 
was  intensely  excited  sexually,  could  not  help  himself 
and  did  not  know  what  he  was  doing.  He  had  done  the 
act  during  such  an  attack.  He  answered  for  himself 
in  the  same  way  at  the  trial,  and  stated  that  he  knew 
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nothing  of  the  species  facti  pxoopt  from  the  statements 
of  the  neighbour.  His  father  states  that  W.,  who  coraes 
of  a  healthy  family,  had  always  been  sickly  since  an  attack 
of  scarlatina  in  Iiis  tiflli  year,  and  that,  at  tlie  acje  of 
twelve,  he  hud  a  febrile  eercbral  disease.  W.  had  a  ^(XkI 
reputation,  learned  wvW  in  seliool,  and  later  IicIjxmI  his 
father  in  his  work.     He  was  not  given  to  masturbation. 

The  medical  examination  revealed  no  intellectual  or 
moral  defect.  The  physical  examination  revealed  nor- 
mal genitals;  penis  relatively  greatly  developed;  marked 
exaggeration  of  the  patellar  rellcxes.  lu  other  respects, 
negative  result. 

The  history  of  the  condition  at  the  time  of  the  deed 
was  not  to  he  depended  upon.  There  was  no  proof  of 
previous  attacks  of  mental  disturhance,'  and  there  were 
none  during  the  six  weeks  of  ohservation.  There  was 
no  penrersion  of  the  vita  sexualis.  The  medical  opinion 
allowed  the  possihility  that  some  organic  cause  (cerebral 
congestion),  dependent  upon  cerebral  disease,  may  have 
exercised  an  influence  at  the  time  of  the  conunission  of 
the  criminal  act.  (From  the  opinion  of  Dr.  Fritseh,  of 
Vienna.) 

But  there  is  another  group  of  cases  falling  well  within 
the  category  of  bestiality,  in  which  decidedly  a  patlio- 
logical  basis  exists,  indicated  by  heavy  taint,  constitutional 
neuroses,  impotence  for  the  normal  act,  impulsive  manner 
of  performing  the  unnatural  a<'t.  Perliap^  it  would  servo 
a  ptir])ose  to  put  such  ca>^es  nnd'-r  the  heading  of  a  special 
aj)pellation  ;  for  instance,  to  use  the  term  "bestiality"  for 
those  cases  which  an*  not  of  a  pathological  charact(  r,  and  , 
the  term  *'Zt>oerasty"  for  those  of  a  pathological  nature. 

Case  231.  Impulsive  ftodomy.  A.,  aged  sixteen; 
gardener's  boy;  bom  out  of  wedlock;  father  unknown; 
mother  deeply  tainted,  hystero-epileptic.  A.  had  a  de- 
formed, asymmetrical  cranium,  and  deformity  and  asym- 
metry of  the  bones  of  the  face;  the  whole  skeleton  was  also

deformed,  asymmetrical  and  small.  From  childhood  he 
^*a8  a  mastitrbator ;  always  morose,  apathetic,  and  fond 
of  solitude;  very  irritahle,  and  pathological  in  hia  emo- 
tional reaction.  lie  was  an  imheeile,  prohably  much  re- 
duced physically  by  masturbation,  and  neurasthenic 
Moreover,  he  presented  hysteropathic  symptoms  (limita- 
tion of  the  visual  field,  dyschromatopsia ;  diminution  of 
the  senses  of  smeU,  taste  and  hearing  on  the  right  side; 
anaesthesia  of  the  rieht  testicle,  claviis,  etc). 

A.  was  convicted  of  ing  committed  masturbation  and 
sodoiuy  on  dogs  and  rabbits.  When  twelve  years  old  he 
saw  how  boys  masturbated  a  dog.  He  imitated  it,  and 
thereafter  he  could  not  keep  from  abusing  dogs,  cat?  and 
rabbits  in  this  vile  manner.  Much  more  frequently,  how- 
ever, he  couimitted  sodomv  on  female  rabbits, — the  only 
aninuils  that  liad  a  charm  for  him.  At  dusk  he  was 
aecustoiued  to  I'cpair  to  his  mastf^'  s  rabbit-pen  in  order 
to  gratify  his  vile  (lc>in'.  Kahbits  with  toni  rectums  were 
repeatedly  foujid.  The  act  of  bestiality  was  always  tlone 
in  the  same  manner.  There  were  actual  attacks  which 
came  on  every  ei^ht  weeks,  always  in  tlie  <'vening,  and 
ulwavs  in  the  sanu'  wav,    .\.  wonld  become  very  uncora- 

a.  k.  ft' 

fortable,  and  have  a  feeling  as  if  some  one  were  pounding 
his  head.  He  felt  as  if  losing  his  reason.  He  struggled 
against  the  imperative  idea  of  committing  sodomy  with 
the  rabbits,  and  thus  had  an  increasing  feeling  of  fear  and 
intensification  of  headache  until  it  became  unbearable.  At 
the  height  of  the  attack  there  were  sounds  of  bells,  cold 
perspiration,  trembling  of  the  knees,  and,  finally,  loss  of 
resistive  power,  and  impulsive  performance  of  the  perverse 
act.  As  soon  as  this  was  done  he  lost  all  anxiety;  the 
nervous  cvcle  was  completed,  and  he  was  again  master  of 
himself,  deeply  ashamed  of  the  deed,  and  fearful  of  the 
return  of  an  attack.  A.  stated  that,  in  such  a  condition,  if 
call«  <1  upon  to  choose  between  a  woman  and  a  female 
rabbit,  he  could  make  choice  only  of  the  latter.  In  the 
intervals,  also,  of  all  domcstie  imittinl^  lie  is  partial  only 
to  rabbits.   In  his  exceptional  states  simple  caressing  or

kissing,  etc.,  of  the  ral)l)it  suffictHl,  as  a  rule,  to  afford  him 
sexual  satisfaction ;  but  sometimes  ho  had,  when  doing 
this,  such  furor  sexualis  that  he  was  forced  to  wildly  per- 
form sodomy  on  the  animal. 

The  acts  of  bestiality  mentioned  were  the  only  acts 

which  afforded  him  sexual  satisfaction,  and  they  consti' 

tilted  the  only  niainier  in  which  he  was  capable  of  sexual 
indiiluonce.  A.  declared  that,  in  the  act,  he  never  had  a 
lustful  feeling,  hut  satisfaction  onlv,  inasmncli  as  he  was 
thus  freed  from  the  painful  condition  into  which  he  was 
brought  by  the  imperative  impulse. 

The  medical  evidence  easily  ])roved  that  this  hnman 
monster  was  a  psychically  dci^ciHTato,  irrcs]M»ii<il»lo  in- 
valid, and  not  a  criminal  (Boeteau,  "La  Prance  medicale," 
38th  year,  Xo.  38). 

Case  232.  X.,  peasant,  aged  fi.riy;  Cf nvk-ratholic. 
Father  and  mofh»  r  wnc  hard  driiiki  r,>.  Siiici'  his  fifth 
year  patient  had  ej)ih'j>tic  convulsions — /.(.,  he  would  fall 
down  unconscious,  lie  still  two  or  three  minutes,  and 
then  get  up  and  run  aindcssly  about  with  staring  eyes. 
Sexuality  was  first  manifested  at  seventeen.  The  patient 
had  inclinations  neither  for  women  nor  for  men,  but  for 
animals  (fowls,  horses,  etc.).  ITe  had  intercourse  with 
hens  and  <}ucks,  and  later  with  horses  and  cows.  Never 
onanism. 

The  patient  painted  pictures  of  saints;  was  of  very 
limited  intelligence.  For  years,  religious  paranoia,  with 
states  of  ecstasy.  lie  had  an  "inexplicable"  love  for  the 
Virgin,  for  whom  he  would  sacrifice  his  life.  Taken  to 
hospital,  he  proved  to  be  free  from  infirmity  and  signs  of 
anatomical  degeneration. 

lie  always  had  an  aversion  for  women.  In  a  single 
attempt  at  coitus  with  a  woman  he  was  impotent,  but 
with  animals  he  was  always  potent.  lie  was  bashful  before 
women;  coitus  with  Wfuuen  he  re<2:ar<le<l  almost  as  a  sin 
{Kowaleu'sky,  '*Jahrb.  f.  Psychiatric,"  vii.,  Heft  3). 
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Case  233.  T.,  thirty-five  years  of  age.  Father  an 
inebriate;  mother  psychopathic.  Never  had  a  severe 
illness ;  never  showed  special  peculiarities.  At  the  age  of 
nine  immorality  with  a  hen ;  later  on  with  other  domestic 
animals.  When  he  began  to  have  sexual  relations  with 
women  his  bestial  desires  disappeared.  Harried  when 
twenty,  and  found  sexual  satisfaction. 

When  twenty-seven  he  began  to  drink.  Then  his 
former  perverse  inclinations  were  awakened.  One  day  he 
took  a  slu-ijoat  to  a  noidilHuring  village  to  have  her. 
covered.  He  felt  a  strong  desire  to  commit  sodomy  with 
her,  but  he  at  first  overcame  the  impulse.  Palpitation  of 
the  heart,  pain  in  the  ehest,  and  a  violent  orgasm  made 
him  sneeurnh.  T.  declared  that  these  bestial  acts  ^&ve 
him  greater  lustful  gratification  than  coiius  cum  femina, 

Tlia  acts  of  bestiality  remained  unnotieed.  Tie  was 
finallv  sent  to  an  insane  asvlum  on  account  of  delirium 
tremens,  wlien,  during  his  examination  upon  admission, 
he  made  the  above  revelati(uis  (Jiolssier  et  Lachaux,  "An- 
nal.  medico-psycbol./'  July-August,  1893,  p.  381). 

In  the  explanation  ,>{  zixxTa^ty  jrreat  diiTu-nlties  are 
encoiint«'red.  Tlie  aitt  iiipt  to  reducr  it  to  fefichism,  as  is 
])ossihIe  in  zoophilia  erotica  (c/.  p.  261 ),  has  utterly 
failed. 

It  is  questionable  whether  zoojihilia  ean  ever  lend  to 
sexual  acts  with  beasts  (eventnallv  be^-t iality).  If  it  Ix*  in 
reality  a  feticlii>ti«'  iiinuifestation,  this  jiossibility  cannot 
be  l)ased  upon  the  present  knowledge  of  fetiehisui. 

Even  in  the  ca-^e  of  znnjiJi Hin  rrolini  fcdsrlnsilirn  f p. 
281  ),  aets  of  Iwstiality  were  nr-vcr  i-unimitled  ;  in  fact,  tlio 
sex  of  the  animals  there  in  »picstion  was  never  eonsi<lered. 
Tlie  only  thing  that  at  ]>n's<'nt  ean  be  done  is  to  consider 
zo<H'rasfy  as  an  oriirinal  j)erversion  of  the  vita  scjikiUs, 
and  place  it  on  the  same  level  with  antipathic  sexuality. 

The  following  case,  although  it  is  only  rudimentary 
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and  abortive,  eeems  to  8ui)p(>rt  this  theory  and  to  establish 
complete  unconsciousness  of  the  motive  of  the  impulse. 

Case  234.  Y.,  twonty  years  of  age,  intelligent, 
\\o]\  cdiu'iited;  claimed  to  he  free  from  taint  by  heredity; 
physical ly  sound  except  evidences  of  nenrastheiiia  and 
hypcrivsllicsia  urethrw ;  said  he  never  masturhated.  Always 
fond  of  animals,  osiKvially  dogs  and  linrscs.  Since  the 
age  of  puluTfy  increased  l<»vc  f<»r  aniiii;il<,  Ituf  sexual 
ideas  in  etmneetion  witli  sport  M'eni  ti»  lia\e  heen  absent. 

One  (lav  when  he  mounted  a  nnire  for  the  tirst  time 
he  experienced  a  sensatinn  of  lust;  two  weeks  later,  on  a 
similar  occasion,  the  same  sensation  with  erection. 

During  \\\>,  lirst  rith*  he  had  ejaculation.  A  month 
after  the  same  thing  happened.  Patient  felt  disgusted 
at  the  occurrence,  and  was  angry  \vith  himself.  lie  gave 
up  the  saddle.  But  from  now  on  pollutions  almost  daily. 

When  he  saw  men  on  horseback,  or  dogs,  he  had  erec- 
tions. Almost  every  night  he  had  pollutions  accompa- 
nied by  dreams  in  which  he  rode  on  horseback  or  was 
training  dogs.   Patient  came  for  medical  advice. 

Treatment  with  sounds  removed  the  hyperasihesia 
ureihra  and  diminished  pollutions.  The  patient  followed 
reluctantly  the  advice  of  the  physician  to  have  coitus, 
partly  on  account  of  dislike  for  women,  partly  on  account 
of  dithden<  I  in  his  virilitv. 

He  made  aliortive  attempts  at  coitus,  but  could  not 
even  bring  ahout  an  erection,  which,  however,  took  place 
the  moment  he  saw  a  man  on  horsehack.  This  depressed 
him;  he  consitlered  his  condition  abnormal  hcvond  remedy. 

Continued  medi<'al  treatment.  A  furthr-r  atteni|>t  at 
coitus  was  suce<»ssful  with  the  assistance  of  fancied  images 
of  riders  and  <logs,  which  stimulated  erection. 

Patient  grew  more  viiile;  Iiis  love  for  animals  waned; 
erections  at  the  sight  of  riders  and  do<rs  disappeared. 
U'tcturnal  p<»llntions  with  dreams  of  animals  lu-camc  less 
froijnent  ;  lie  dreamed  now  of  girls.  Erection,  which  at 
first  did  not  support  cjaculatio  prwcox,  and  pathological 
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coitus  grew  normal  under  treatment  with  sounds.  Patient 
found  normal  sexual  gratification,  and  was  freed  from  his 
perverse  sexual  impulse  (Dr.  Uanc,  ^'Wien.  med.  Blätter/' 
1887,  5). 

The  preceding  case  justifies  the  a^sniiiption  of  an 
original  perversion,  for  instead  of  the  idea  of  tlie  normal 
object  (woman),  it  is  the  idea  of  animals  (dogs  and  horses) 
frequently  seen  which  awakens  sexual  fei'liuirs  and  desires. 
There  may  have  heen  a  latent  sadistic  ch  iiient  in  the 
case,  for,  at  least  in  th(>  rihi  sf.riKiIis  of  the  »Ireauis,  the 
rldini;  of  horses  and  the  training  uf  dogs  played  a  prom- 
inent ]>art. 

The  follow  inc^  case,  that  of  u  duprator  hestiarum,  is  of 
pathological  interest. 

Case  235.  ^Ir.  X.,  forty-seven  years  of  age,  of  high 
social  position,  came  to  me  for  adnce  on  account  of  a 
troublesome  anomaly  of  his  ri7a  sexualis»  He  was  about 
to  be  married  and  in  his  present  condition  considered  it 
morally  impossible  to  enter  upon  matrimony. 

X.  was  evidently  heavily  tainted — his  father,  two  of 
his  sisters  and  one  brother  were  highly  neurotic  The 
mother  was  presumed  to  have  been  a  healthy  woman. 

The  sexual  instinct  awoke  early  in  X.;  he  began  to 
masturbate  si)outaueously  at  the  age  of  eleven. 

He  was  decidedly  hypersexual,  practised  masturhation 
with  passion,  and  at  the  a,i;e  of  fourteen  he  fortrot  him- 
self so  far  as  to  sodoiuisc  hitches,  mares  and  other  fe- 
male animals,  lie  ascribed  these  acts  to  ONc  -^ive  sexual 
desire  and  to  want  of  opportunity  to  satisfy  his  cravings 
in  the  normal  way — he  spent  his  childhood  and  hoyhix^d 
in  a  loTidy  part  of  the  country  and  later  on  he  visited 
a  l}oardiiii;  sdiool. 

X.  admitted  that  he  was  t|til'ti'  eoiisciuus  of  the  alxoiiin- 
ati<»n  of  his  acts,  and  said  that  he  fou<rht  with  all  his 
will  j)ower  airainst  these  l)estial  imjtul-^es.  Hut  ihe  :rrccd, 
the  lust,  the  pleasure  which  they  gave,  always  over- 
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}K.\voiod  him.  When  grown  up  lo  manhood  he  never 
had  homasexual  desires,  nor  did  he  feel  an  inclination 

for  woman. 

Tp  \i>  tliis  jtart  (tf  his  confession  the  opinion  soems 
justiüed  that  his  bestiality  was  not  a  perversion,  hut  only 
a  perversity  which  found  root  in  his  habits. 

But  it  strikes  one  as  peculiar  that  bis  erotic  dreams 
were  alwavs  about  bestial  intercourse,  and  that  when  at 
the  age  of  twenty-five  he  son«:lir  to  iniiu-ovc  his  condition 
by  coitus  cum  vuiHrrr,  he  derived  not  the  slightest  irnitifi- 
cation  from  it,  although  he  was  quite  potent  and  the 
puella  pleasing  and  sympathetic. 

lie  had  the.  same  experience  at  other  attempts  which 
he  repeatedly  made  during  the  subsequent  twenty-two 
years.  He  deseribed  coitus  as  a  mere  mechanieal  act 
devoid  of  lustful  excitement.  lie  migiit  as  well  have 
coitus  with  ;i  pieee  of  wood.  It  siiujdy  disijnisted  him, 
whilst  cum  b<s(i(i  he  experieneed  the  height  of  pleasure. 

The  mere  sight  of  animals  ex<  it<  <l  liim  wildly.  The 
society  of  1  i  ll  <  caused  him  ennni.  When  he  went  with 
a  girl  she  had  to  resort  to  all  kinds  of  manipulations  to 
prepare  him  for  the  act. 

For  two  months  previous  to  his  first  visit  to  me  X. 
had  exerted  all  his  mW  power  to  resist  the  impulses  to 
masturbation  and  bestiality. 

He  was  physically  a  })eeuliar  being,  evidently  a  degen- 
ire  superieur.  There  were  no  symptoms  of  anatomical 
degeneration,  no  traces  of  neurasthenia. 

1  made  stroni;  su  direst  ions  to  he  on  his  puard  ajiainst 
inasturi<atiou  and  hestiality,  and  to  seek  more  liie  society  of 
ladie.s;  preserihed  anaphrodisiae.s,  advi.sed  frugality,  slight 
hydrotherapy,  j)lenty  of  open-air  exercise,  steady  occupa- 
tion, and  had  the  satisfaction  to  learn  that  the  patient  at 
the  end  of  ten  months  experienced  a  slight  gratification 
in  repeated  sexual  intercourse  cum  femina  and  that  he  was 
.    almost  free  from  his  former  perverse  desires. 
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An  analogt  HIS  case  is  reiM>rted  hy  Moll,  ''Libido 
sesxualis,"  p.  421. 

Another  remarkable  case  of  aooerastv  is  publiflbed  by 
Howard  ("Alienist  and  Neurologist,"  189G,  vol.  xvii.,  1.). 
It  refers  to  a  young  man  of  sixteen  vears  of  age  who  found 
sescual  gratification  only  with  pigs. 

The  rarity  of  cases  of  real  zoocrasty  sooms  to  be  re- 
markable. But  this  may  be  explained  by  the  ease  with 
which  tliey  are  kept  secret. 

Tlif  pre  <f  nt  state  of  our  knowledge  does  not  permit 
of  a  final  judgment  as  to  whether  zooera^ty  i<  aii  oriirinal 
anomaly  or  a  perverse  condition  acquired  through  fetich- 
istie  infliioncos. 

Moll  (Libido  sexnnlis,  \\.  A'^rl)  is  inclined  to  tlio  belief 
that  it  is  an  arrest  r»f  uninditTeri'nf iatcd  st'xuality  (•(M)])le<l 
^vitll  liypci-sexnality  directed  to  In-a^ts  (analoirons  to  nnis- 
tnrltatoiy  iiupulses)  and  that  this  cravini;  for  sexual  deal- 
in£;s  with  beasts  is  jternianent  and  d«ies  inhibit  the  dev(d- 
ojHinnt  of  libido  to\var<ls  the  hnnian  female.  I'raetically 
speakinj:,  sexual  fet-linu"  and  jtsycliieal  potency  sreui  to 
be  absent,  even  the  power  to  diiTerentiate  between  the 
male  and  female  beast  as  an  object  for  sexual  accomplish- 
ment. Cf.  Howard's  case,  in  which  only  a  certain  species 
of  animal  was  preferred. 

The  forensically  important  distinction  between  bestial- 
ity and  zooerasty  can  never  be  difficult  in  concreto. 

Whoever  seeks  and  finds  sexual  gratification  exclusively 
with  animals,  although  the  opfiortunities  for  the  normal 
act  are-  at  hand,  must  at  once  be  suspected  of  a  patho- 
logical condition  of  the  sexual  instinct.  At  any  rate  more 
Fo  than  the  sexually  inverte«!  person,  for  in  sexual  acts 
with  animals  the  psychical  infection  is  wantinir,  i.e.,  the 
possibility  of  tlie  perversion  of  one  part  leading  to  the 
perversity  of  the  other. 

It  may  be  assumed,  however,  that  the  number  of  cases 
of  zoocrasty  as  compared  with  tlu)s<»  of  sexual  inversion 
is  unequally  smaller.     This  follows  a  priori  from  the 
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character  of  both  these  perversions.  The  zooerast  as 
compared  with  the  sexual  invert  is  much  farther  removed 
from  the  normal  object.  This  would  qualify  the  perver- 
sion  of  the  former  us  a  much  graver  condition — ^because 
more  degenerative — than  that  of  the  latter. 

(b)  With  Pcnons  of  the  Same  Sex  ( Pederasty  i  Sod- 
omy in  its  Strict  Sense)* 

German  law  takes  cugiiizance  of  unnatural  sexual 
relations  only  between  men;  Austrian,  between  those  of 
the  same  sex;  and  therefore,  unnatural  relations  between 
women  are  punishable. 

Among  the  immoralities  between  men,  pederasty 
(immissio  penis  in  anum)  claims  the  principal  interest. 
Indeed,  the  jurist  tliouglit  only  of  this  perversity  of  sexual 
activity;  and,  according  to  the  o|)inions  <»f  (listifi<jjui.-«hed 
interpreters  of  tlic  law  {Oppenhoff ,  "Stgsl>.,"  lit'riin,  1S72, 
p.  324,  and  Rudolf  and  Slcmjlein,  **D.  Strafgeab.  f.  d. 
Deutsche  Keich,"  ISSl,  |).  4l'.'5  ),  immissio  penis  in  corpus 
vivuin  must  take  place  to  establish  the  criminal  act  covered 
by  §  175. 

According  to  this  interpretation,  legal  punishment 
wiinM  not  follow  other  improper  acts  hetwetu  male  j)er- 
sr>ns,  .vo  loiKj  as  th<y  were  not  com phrntcd  rritli  offi'tirr  to 
jiiüilir  (h'critt  if,  iriUi  force,  or  iindcrlnkrn  irith  Ikh/s  under 
ihc  of  foniiccn.  Of  late  this  interpretation  has  again 
heen  al»andoii<  <i,  and  tlu*  crime  of  unnatural  ahtise  Ix'tweeu 
men  is  assumed  to  have  heen  eoimnil  ted  when  merelv  acts 
aimilar  to  cohabilalion  are  performed.' 

'  How  dMBevIt,  unptMMIlt,  nn<l  (1an(;proiin  it  m.iv  he  for  the 
judge  to  form  a  proprr  jtidpin'^nt  of  tlu-Ho  "  roitua-like  "  ad*  for  the 
establishment  of  the  objective  fact  of  the  crime  is  well  shown  by  an 
article  <m  the  piinisliebleMM  of  imile  intercourse,  in  tbe  *'  Zeltaehr.

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TliL'  stiHly  of  antipathic  sexual  in^iiuct  has  })lacetl  male 
love  fur  inah'S  in  a  very  different  light  from  that  in  which 
if,  and  particularly  pederasty,  stood  at  the  time  the  statutes 
were  framed.  The  fact  that  there  is  no  doubt  about  the 
patholorrical  \ms\s  of  numy  cases  of  inverted  sexual  instinct 
shows  that  pederasty  may  also  be  the  act  of  an  irresponsi- 
ble person,  and  makes  it  necessary,  in  court,  to  examine 
not  merely  the  deed,  but  also  the  mental  condition  of  the 
perpetrator. 

Tlic  jirinciples  laid  down  jjrcvioiislj  mu§t  also  hero  bf 
adhered  fo.  X.  t  the  deed,  but  only  an  anthropological 
an«l  clinical  judirnu-nt  of  the  perpetrator  can  permit  a 
decision  as  to  whether  we  have  to  do  with  a  perversity 
deserving  jnini-^liment,  or  witli  an  abnormal  pcrveraion  of 
the  mental  and  soxnal  life,  which,  under  certain  circum- 
stances, cxelndos  jMinisliment. 

The  next  U-^n]  <|iie>tion  to  «  tlle  is  wln  tlier  the  anti- 
pathic sexual  feiliii:;  i<  coimcnital  or  a»'t|nirtd:  and.  in 
tlio  lati(  r  (■;{-'.■,  wIu-iIkt  it  is  u  pathological  perversion  or 
a  moral  p(  rv<  r>iry. 

(' (ni'ivnifnJ  sexual  in\<'r>i<>n  «.rcnix  muIv  in  jtretlisjtoscd 
(tainted  )  indiv  iduals,  a>  a  j)artial  uiauifcsratiun  of  a  defect 
evidenee<l  bv  anatoniieal  or  functional  al>iH 'itiialities,  or  bv 
both.  The  case  becomes  clearer  and  the  dia<;nosi8  more 
certain  if  the  individual,  in  character  and  dis[>osition, 
seems  to  correspond  entirely  with  bis  sexual  peculiarity; 
if  the  inclination  toward  ])er8on8  of  the  opposite  sex  is 
entirely  wanting,  or'horror  of  sexual  intercourse  witb 
them  is  felt;  and  if  the  individual,  in  the  impulses  to 
satisfy  the  antipathic  sexual  instinct,  shows  other  anomalies 
of  the  sexual  sphere,  such  as  more  pronounced  degenera- 
tion in  the  form  of  periodicity  of  the  impulse  and  impul- 
sive conduct,  and  is  a  neuropathic  and  psychopathic 
person. 

Another  <|uestion  concerns  the  mental  condition  of 
the  liming.  If  tliis  be  such  as  to  remove  the  possibility 
of  moral  responsibility,  then  the  pederast  is  not  a  criminal, 
but  an  irresponsible  insane  person. 
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This  condition  is  uppareiitly  less  frequent  in  congenital 
Urnings.  As  a  rule^  tlicse  cases  present  elementary  psy- 
chical disturbances  which  do  not  remove  responsibility. 

But  fliis  (l«>os  not  sofflo  tlio  (picstictii  <>f  rfspoii.-ibility 
in  the  uruinj;.  'I  lie  sexual  instinet  is  one  of  the  most 
j>owcrfiil  organic  needs.  There  is  no  law  that  looks  n])on 
its  satisfaction  outside  of  marriage  as  punishable  in  itself ; 
if  the  uming  feels  perversely,  it  is  not  his  fault,  but  the 
fault  of  an  abnormal  condition  natural  to  him.  His 
sexual  instinct  may  be  fpsthetieally  very  re])ngnant,  but, 
from  bis  morbid  standjxMnt,  it  is  natural.  And  again,  in 
the  majority  of  these  unfortunates  the  perverse  sexual 
instinct  is  abnormally  intense,  and  their  consciousness 
recognises  it  as  nothing  unnatural.  Thus  moral  and 
sesthetic  ideas  fail  to  assist  them  in  resisting  the  instinct. 

Innumerable  normally  constituted  men  are  in  a  posi- 
tion to  renounce  the  gratification  of  their  libido  without 
suffering  from  it  in  health.  Many  neuropathic  indi- 
\'iduals, — ^and  umings  arc  almost  always  neuropathic, — 
on  the  contrary,  become  nervously  ill  when  they  do  not 
satisfy  the  sexual  desire,  either  as  Xature  prompts  or  in  a 
way  that  to  them  is  perverse. 

The  majority  of  umings  are  in  a  painful  situation. 
On  the  one  hand,  there  is  an  impulse  toward  persons  of 
their  own  sex  that  is  abnormally  intense,  the  gratification 
of  which  has  a  good  effect,  and  is  natural  to  them ;  on  the 
othc>r  hand,  there  is  public  sentiment,  which  stigmatises 
their  acts,  and  the  law  which  threatens  them  with  dis- 
graceful puuishiueiit.  Bi  fore  them  lies  mental  despair, — 
even  insanity  and  suicide, — ^at  the  very  least,  nervous 
disease:  behind  them,  shame,  loss  of  ]>08ition,  etc  It 
cannot  be  doubted  that,  under  these  circn instances,  states 
of  stress  and  compulsion  may  be  created  by  an  unfortu- 
nate natural  disposition  and  constitution.  Society  and 
the  law  should  uu<lcr>tand  and  appreciate  these  f;icts. 
The  foruicr  sli(»u]<l  pily,  aii<l  iinf  d('si>isc,  tiiesc  uufftrtu- 
natcs;  the  latter  must  cease  to  punish  tliem, — at  least 
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while  thov  remain  within  tlie  limits  which  are  set  for  the 
activity'  of  their  sexual  iusiiucl. 

As  a  conHrmaliou  of  the  opinions  and  demands  con- 
cerning these  step-children  of  Nature,  it  is  permissible  to 
reproduce  here  the  memorial  of  an  mning  to  the  author. 
The  writer  of  the  following  lines  is  a  man  of  high  position 
in  London: — 

"You  have  no  idea  what  a  constant  struggle  we  all — 
particularly  those  of  us  who  have  the  most  mind  and 
finest  feelings — ^must  endure,  and  how  we  suffer  under 
the  prevailing  false  ideas  about  us  and  our  so-called 
'immorality*. 

"Your  opinion  that  the  phenomenon  unJer  considera- 
tion i.<  ])ritnarily  due  to  a  eongemtal  "pathological'  dis- 
position will,  perhaps,  make  it  possible  to  overcome 
existing  prejudices,  and  awaken  pity  for  poor,  ^abnormar 

men,  instead  of  the  ]>resent  reimgnance  and  ctrntempt. 

"Much  I  l.elicvc  that  the  opinion  exprepjsed  hy  you 
is  exceedinjily  bcm  fh  iul  t<»  us,  I  atn  still  compelled,  in  the 
interest  of  science,  to  rejuKliate  the  word  '))atliologicar ; 
and  y<in  will  permit  me  to  express  a  few  thoughts  with 
respect  to  it. 

"Tender  all  circnni.<tanee.s  liic  plifnoinenon  is  anom- 
alous; hut  the  word  'patholoi^ical'  conveys  another 
nieaniuff,  which  T  cannot  think  suits  this  })henonienon  ;  at 
least,  as  1  ha\e  had  occasion  to  ohscrve  it  in  very  many 
cases.  I  will  allow,  (/  iniorl.  that,  aiuoni;  urning?,  a  far 
higher  j>roi)ortion  of  cases  ^t{  insanity,  of  nervous  exhaus- 
tion, etc.,  may  be  observed  than  in  other  normal  men. 
Does  this  increased  nervousness  lieoeasarily  depend  uiM)n 
the  character  of  umingisra,  or  is  it  not,  in  the  majority  of 
cases,  to  be  ascribed  to  the  effect  of  the  laws  and  the  pre- 
judices of  society,  which  prohibit  the  indulgence  of  their 
sexual  desires,  depending  on  a  congenital  peculiarity, 
while  others  are  not  thus  restrained  ? 

"The  youthful  uming,  when  he  feels  the  first  sexual 
promptings  and  naively  expresses  them  to  his  oomzades, 
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sonii  finds  tliat  lie  is  not  nndcrsin.Ki  ;  \\o  shrinks  into 
liiiMsi'If.  If  lie  tells  his  ])ari'nts  or  teacher  what  moves 
him,  that  whieh  is  as  naiural  to  him  as  swi inminfj  is  to 
a  fish  is  (leserihed  as  \vr0nj4;  and  sinful,  and  he  is  told 
it  iiuist  bo  fought  and  overcome  at  any  price.  Tlien  au 
inner  conflict  begins,  a  powerful  repression  of  sexual  in- 
clinations ;  and  the  more  the  natural  satisfaction  of  desire 
is  repressed,  the  more  lively  the  fancy  becomes,  and  paints 
the  very  pictures  that  the  wish  is  to  banish.  The  more 
energetic  the  character  that  carries  on  this  inner  conflict, 
the  more  the  whole  nervous  system  must  suffer.  Such 
a  powerful  repression  of  an  instinct  so  deeply  implanted 
in  us,  in  my  opinion,  develops  the  abnormal  symptoms 
which  are  observed  in  many  umings;  but  this  does  not 
necessarily  follow  from  the  uming's  disposition. 

'^Somi'  continue  tlie  conflict  for  a  longer  or  shorter 
time,  and  thus  injun-  themselves;  others  at  last  come 
to  the  knowledge  that  the  ]M>werful  instinct  born  in  them 
cannot  possibly  be  sinful,-  and,  therefore,  thev  cease  to 
try  to  do  the  impossible — the  repression  of  the  instinct. 
Then,  however,  Ix^gin  constant  su Hering  and  excitement. 
AVhen  a  nornuil  nnin  seeks  satisfaction  of  sexual  inclina- 
tion, he  knows  how  to  find  it  easilv;  it  is  not  so  with 
the  urniuiT.  lie  sees  inen  that  attract  him,  but  he  dares 
not  say — nav,  not  even  Ix  irav  hv  a  look — what  his  feel- 
ings  are.  lie  thinks  that  he  alone  ni  all  the  worhl  lias 
snch  abnormal  feelini^s.  Naturally  he  seeks  the  society 
of  young  men;  Init  he  does  not  venture  to  confide  in 
them.  Thus  be  comes  to  provide  himsfdf  with  a  satis- 
faction that  he  cannot  otherwise  obtain.  Onanism  is 
practised  inordinately,  and  followed  by  all  the  evil  results 
of  that  vice.  When,  after  a  time,  the  nervous  system  has 
been  injured,  the  abnormality  is  again  not  the  result  of 
uminj^sm,  but  it  is  produced  by  the  onanism  to  which 
the  uming  resorts,  as  a  result  of  the  public  sentiment 
that  denies  him  opportimity  to  satisfy  the  sexual  instinct 
that  is  natural  to  him. 

''Or  let  us  suppose  the  uming  has  had  the  rare  for^ 
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tune  to  soon  lin<l  a  person  like  liinisolf;  or  that  he  has 
been  introduced  by  an  experienced  friend  to  tbe  events 
of  the  >vorld  of  umings.  Then  he  is  spared  much  of  the 
inner  conflict;  but,  at  the  same  time,  fearful  cares  and 
anxieties' follow  his  footsteps.  Now  he  knows  that  he  is 
not  the  only  one  in  the  world  that  has  such  abnormal 
feelings;  he  opens  his  eyes  and  wonders  that  he  meets  so 
many  of  his  kind  in  all  social  circles  and  in  all  callings; 
he  also  learns  that,  in  the  world  of  umings,  as  in  the 
other,  there  is  prostitution,  and  that  men  as  well  as  women 
can  be  bought.  Thus  there  is  no  lonircr  any  want  of 
opportunity  for  soxnal  satisfaction.  But  h^n'  li<>\v  difTtT- 
ently  the  experience  is  gained  from  that  obtained  in  tbe 
normal  manner  of  sexiial  iiululgence! 

"Let  US  consider  the  ljaj>piest  case.  After  lonjjintj  all 
one's  life,  the  friend  of  like  feeliuij:  is  found.  Hut  lie  can- 
not 1)0  approached  o}>enly,  as  a  lover  approaches  the  girl 
he  loves.  Tn  constant  fear.  Imth  must  coneeal  their  rela- 
tions; nay,  even  intiiiia<-y  that  miirht  easily  cNcitc  sus- 
])icion — esjteeially  should  liny  not  he  of  like  aL'e,  or  sho)dd 
they  heloni;  to  dilfereiit  elas,>«es — must  he  ki  |it  from  the 
world.  Thus,  even  in  this  relation,  is  ffti-ocd  a  chain 
of  anxiety  and  fi*ar  that  the  secret  will  he  hetraved  or 
discovered,  which  leaves  them  no  joy  in  the  indulgence. 
The  slightest  thing  that  would  not  affect  othi  rs  makes 
tbem  tremble  with  fear  that  suspicion  might  be  excited 
and  the  secret  discovered,  and  destroy  social  position  and 
business.  Could  this  constant  anxiety  and  care  be  en- 
dured without  leaving  a  trace,  without  exerting  an  influ- 
ence on  the  entire  nervous  system  ? 

"Another  lefts  fortunate  man  does  not  And  a  friend  of 
like  feeling,  but  falls  into  the  hands  of  a  handsome  man, 
who  sought  him  until  the  secret  was  discovered.  Now 
the  most  reflned  blackmail  is  extorted.  The  unfortunate, 
persecuted  man,  brought  to  the  alternative  of  paying  or 
of  losing  his  social  position,  and  hringing  disgrace  on  . 
himself  and  his  family,  pays;  and  the  more  he  gives,  the 
more  voracious  the  vampire  becomes;  until  at  last  there 
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remains  notliing  but  al>H>lul('  tinancial  niin  or  disliouonr. 
Who  eau  wonder  that  nerves  are  not  equal  to  such  a 
terrible  struirgle ! 

"Tiiey  give  way;  insanity  comes  on,  and  the  miser- 
able man  at  las^t  tinds  the  rest  in  an  asylum  that  he  eould 
not  find  in  the  world.  Another,  in  the  same  situation, 
driven  to  despair,  linds  relief  in  suicide.  It  cannot  be 
known  how  many  of  the  suicides  of  young  nu  n  are  to 
be  attributed  to  this  combination  of  circumstances. 

"I  do  not  think  tbat  I  am  in  error  when  I  declare 
that  at  least  one  half  of  the  suicides  of  yoting  men  are 
due  to  such  conditions.  Even  in  those  cases  where  Urn- 
ings are  not  persecuted  hj  a  heartless  villain,  hut  where 
a  happj  relation  hetween  two  men  exists,  discovery,  or 
even  the  fear  of  it,  very  often  leads  to  suicide.  How 
many  officers,  how  many  soldiers,  having  such  relations 
with  their  subordinates  or  companions,  in  the  moment 
when  they  have  believed  themselves  discovered,  have  sought 
to  escape  the  threatened  disgrace  by  means  of  a  bullet! 
And  it  is  the  same  in  all  callings. 

"Therefore,  if  it  must  be  admitted  that,  among  Urn- 
ings, more  mental  abnormalities  and  more  insanity  are 
actually  observed  than  among  other  men,  yet  this  does 
not  prove  that  the  mental  disturbance  is  a  neccsmrij  ac- 
companiment of  the  urning's  condition,  and  that  the 
latter  induces  the  former. 

*'Acct)rding  to  my  tirm  conviction,  by  far  the  greater 
number  of  cases  of  mental  disturbance  or  abnormal  dis- 
position ob-crvcd  in  Urnings  arc  not  to  be  attributed  to 
the  sexual  anomaly;  hut  tliey  are  caused  by  the  existing 
notions  concerning  uniing>,  and  the  resulting  laws,  and 
dominant  public  .«-entiment  concerning  the  anomaly.  Any 
one  with  an  adequate  idea  of  the  mental  and  moral  suffer- 
ing, of  the  anxiety  and  care  that  the  uming  must  oidure; 
of  the  constant  hypocrisy  and  secrecy  he  must  practise  in 
order  to  conceal  his  inner  instinct;  of  the  difficulties  that 
meet  him  in  satisfying  his  natural  desire, — can  only  be 
surprised  that  more  insanity  and  nervous  disturbance  doee 
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not  occur  in  iiriiiiigs.  Tlie  greater  jmrt  of  those  abnormal 
states  would  not  be  developed  if  the  Urning,  like  anolLcr, 
could  find  a  simple  and  easv  way  in  uliieh  to  satisfy  his 
sexual  desire, — il  lie  were  iiol  fur  ever  troubled  bj-  these 
anxieties  I*' 

Dc  h'(jc  laid,  as  far  as  the  urning  is  concerned,  the 
paragraph  with  reference  to  pederasty  should  not  be  ap- 
plied wUhovi  the  proof  of  tuiual  pederasty;  and  psjchictl 
and  somatic  abnomalities  diould  be  examined  by  experts 
with  respect  to  an  estimate  in  the  individual  of  the  ques- 
tion of  guilt 

De  lege  ferenda,  the  umings  wish  a  repeal  of  the  paim- 
graph.  The  jurist  could  not  consent  to  this,  if  he  is 
to  remember  that  pederasty  is  much  more  frequently  a 
disgusting  vice  than  the  result  of  a  physical  and  mental 
infirmity;  and  that,  moreover,  many  umings,  thou^ 
driven  to  sexual  a<-ts  with  their  own  sex,  are  yet  in 
nowise  compoll« d  to  indulge  in  pederasty^ — a  sexual  act 
which,  under  all  circumstances,  must  stand  as  c^ical» 
disgusting,  and,  when  passive,  as  decidedly  injurious. 
WItf  ther  for  reasons  of  expediency  (difficulty  of  fixing  the 
guilt,  eneouragetnent  of  Idaekmail,  etc.),  it  would  not  he 
opportune  to  sfrilrr  from  tlir  sfatiifrs  thr  JcqaJ  punishment 
of  the  male-loving  tnan  is  a  question  for  the  jurists  of  the 
future.^ 

^ly  reasons  for  abolishing  the  laws  above  referred  to 

are  tlie  following: — 

(  1 )  The  ofTenees  referred  to  in  those  laws  g^erally 
spring  from  an  abnormal  psychical  condition. 

(2)  Only  a  most  careful  medical  examination  can  dis- 
tinguish cases  of  sheer  perversity  from  those  of  patholo- 
gical perversion.  As  soon  as  the  individual  is  charged 
with  the  offenee  he  is  socially  ruined. 

(n)  The  majority  (»f  Urnings  are  the  vietims  of  a  per- 
verse instinct  of  abnormal  quality.   In  qualifying  the  sex' 

*  Cf.  the  author's  paniphlet  "  Der  contdlr  Sexuale  vor  dem  Straf, 
riebter."  Leipzig  aod  Yivam.  (DeuUke),  S  Aufl.,  1895. 
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iiul  instiuct  they  are  irresistibly  forced  by  physical  com- 
pulsion. 

(4)  Many  nriiinirs  are  incapahlc  of  (*(>n>i»k'rin<;  their 
sexual  instinct  as  unnatural;  <»n  the  eontrarv,  their  own 
aj)|)ears  to  them  tlie  natural  act,  aiul  tiuit  permitted  by 
law  us  contra  luitnnun.  Tin*  UKirai  means  of  correction 
which  might  prevent  the  sexual  transgression  are  there- 
fore wanting. 

(5)  The  definition  as  to  what  constitutes  an  immoral 
offence  is  defective,  and  allows  the  judge  too  much  latitude. 
In  Germany,  for  instance,  the  interpretation  of  §  175 
growing  more  subtle  and  ingenious  every  day,  gives  direct 
proof  of  the  uncertainty  of  its  proper  legal  understanding. 

The  deed  in  itself  ought  to  be  decisive  in  this  matter, 
and  the  verdict  should  be  in  accordance  with  it.  (As  a 
rule,  the  motive  is  scarcely  ever  scrutinised.)  But  how 
is  this  to  l)e  established  ?  For  the  deed  is,  as  a  rule, 
committed  in  seen  t  niul  In  the  absence  of  witnesses. 

(6)  Theoretical  criminal  reasons  for  the  retention  of 
the  paragraph  are  never  advanced.  Jt  does  not  deter 
from  crime  nnd  has  no  corrective  inflnoneo,  for  patho- 
lojrieal  manifestations  are  not  removed  hy  ]>enal  remedies. 
Decidedly  it  is  not  an  atouement  for  a  criminal  act  which 
can  only  uu<ler  eertnin  ;iud  mostly  false  presumptions  be 
considered  as  criiniiial.  and  tliu-^  may  h'ad  to  acts  of  irros^ 
injustice,  Tt  mu>!  he  remenduTed  that  in  many  civilised 
e»)untries  this  parafi:raj)h  no  lonijer  is  in  vo<rue,  that  in 
Germany  it  only  exists  as  a  concession  to  puVjlic  morality, 
whilst  the  latter  is  l)as(>d  on  false  principles,  and  frequently 
mixes  up  perversion  with  {)erversity. 

(7)  In  my  ojiinion,  public  morality  and  youth  are  suffi- 
ciently protected,  in  Germany  at  any  rate,  by  other  para- 
graphs of  the  statutes;  and  I  incline  to  the  belief  that 
paragraph  175  does  more  harm  than  good,  in  so  far  as  it 
favours  and  abets  blackmail — one  of  the  basest  and  vilest 
vices. 

Of  course,  the  blackmailer  may  he  punished,  hut  he 
has  always  the  one  chance  in  his  favour,  that  his  victim 
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will  iit  vi  r  resort  to  the  oxtrciiic  measure  of  ap])ealiug  to 
the  law.  If  it  oomos  to  flu*  worst  tlic  sootindrol  is  con- 
fined to  ])rison  for  a  siiort  time  without  running  tlio  risk 
of  losing  tlic  honour  which  he  never  possessed,  whilst  his 
victim  has  lost  all,  i.<*..  his  good  name  and  the  respect  of 
others,  is  thus  mined  and  often  brought  to  8eIf-destroeti<m. 

(8)  If  the  German  law-maker  should  deem  public 
morality  endangered  hy  the  abrogation  of  §  175,  surely  the 
extension  of  §  ITü,  1,  to  )>i(ilt'  jx'rsons  as  well  should  be 
sutiiciiMit  (at  ])resent  this  paragraph  deals  (»nly  with  im- 
moral acts  eonunirted  on  females  either  with  force  or  un<ler 
threats).  The  "Code  pernil  francais"  has  siu-h  a  para- 
graph. Eventually  the  age  of  fo>irteen  yeais  mentioned  in 
this  paragraph  17(5.  and  iK'Vond  which  immoral  actions 
comiuitled  on  youthful  persons  go  unj)unisiie«l,  nught  be 
raised  to  a  higher  figure.  This  would  also  benefit  the 
female  portion  of  society,  who  scarcely  possess  at  the 
age  af  fifteen  sufiicietit  maturity  of  mind  and  jiidgment 
to  protect  themselres  against  the  evil.  Moreover  by  this 
act  a  more  efficient  protection  would  be  given  to  young 
peo{>Ie  in  general  (say  up  to  the  end  of  the  sixteenth 
year)  than  is  now  granted  by  §  175,  which  after  all  is 
only  directed  against  pederasty  (and  according  to  more 
recent  interpretation  against  other  acts  of  a  coitus-like 
nature)  whilst  it  regards  onanism  and  other  immoral  acts 
with  impunity.  Perverse  people  but  seldom  endanger  the 
morality  of  the  young  by  pederasty,  but  much  more  fre- 
quently by  other  acts  of  immorality.  IWond  a  certain 
age,  say  eighteen,  when  a  sufticieni  <1i  m-ee  of  moral  and 
intellectual  ripeness  has  been  attained,  the  law  has  neither 
the  right  nor  the  duty  to  impugn  immoral  acts  which  are 
eommittf'fl  i tiler  mnrr.s.  pnrf  'is  rhnisJs  and  nßtisrtism  miituo. 
The  individual  himself  is  responsibh^  for  such  acts,  for 
they  do  not  violate  either  public  or  private  interests. 

What  has  been  said  de  lege  lata  concerning  congenital 
sexual  inversion  and  its  relation  to  the  law  is  also  appli- 
cable to  the  acquired  abnormality.    The  accompanying 
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neurosis  or  psychosis  should  have  much  diagnostic  and 
forensic  weight  with  reference  to  the  qneation  of  guilt 

It  is  of  high  psychopathological  and,  under  circum* 
stances,  also  of  criminal  interest  that  indiriduals  of  anti- 
pathic sexuality  when  unfortunate  in  their  love  affairs, 
or  when  meeting  with  deception  on  the  part  of  the  be- 
loved, are  subject  to  all  those  psychical  reactions  in  the 
shape  of  jealousy  and  vindictiveness  which  occur  in  the 
love  affairs  between  man  and  woman;  nay,  often  ever 
lead  to  deeds  of  violence  to  revenge  the  affront  or  to  punish 
the  rol>l)f'r  of  liappiness. 

Nofliiiiij  else  could  prove  more  clearlv  the  constitu- 
tionality of  these  inverted  sexual  feelings;  their  dominat- 
ing power  over  senso,  tliought  and  aspiration,  and  their 
complete  substitution  for  hetero-sezual  normal  fetling  and 
development.  A  ease  of  such  unrequited  and  betrayed 
love  is  the  following  taken  from  recent  Anicriean  criminal 
acts,  the  report  of  which  was  sent  to  mo  by  Dr.  Boeck  of 
Troppau. 

Case  236.  Ä  sexualli/  inverted  girl  kills  the  girl  she 
luves  hrniHsc  she  was  n  jrt  hil.  , 

In  .lanuarv,  lSt>-J.  Alice  ^1.,  a  young  girl  Ix-longing  to 
one  of  the  Ust  familit's  of  ^lcmphi>,  rciiiR.-^^ii'c,  I'.S.A., 
killed  in  the  public  street  of  tluU  town  her  girl  friend, 
Freda  W.,  also  of  the  best  society.  She  made  several 
deep  gashes  in  the  neck  of  the  girl  with  a  razor. 

The  trial  elicited  the  following  facts: — 

Alice  inherited  taint  from  her  mother — ^an  uncle  and 
several  cousins  in  the  first  degree  were  insane — ^the  mother 
herself  was  psychopathic,  had  puerperal  dementia  after 
each  confinement,  the  worst  attack  following  the  birth  of 
the  seventh  child,  i,e,,  Alice,  now  a  prisoner — afterwards 
she  declined  mentally  suffering  from  demeniia  perseeu- 
ioria. 

A  brother  of  the  accused  sufT^  rcd  from  mental  derange- 
ment for  some  time  after  an  alleged  sunstroke. 

Alice  was  nineteen  years  of  age,  of  medium  height,  not 
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prettj.  The  face  was  childlike  and  ''almost  too  small  for 
her  size/'  and  asymmetrical,  the  ri^t  facial  side  was  more 
developed  than  the  left,  the  nose  *'of  striking  irregular- 
ity/' the  eye  piercing.  She  was  left-handed. 

With  the  beginning  of  puberty,  severe  and  continued 
headaches  were  of  frequent  occurrence;  once  a  month 
she  sufferc  <1  from  epistaxis,  often  up  to  within  the  very 
latest  period  from  attacks  of  tremor.  On  one  oocasioQ 
she  lost  consciousness  during  one  of  these  attacks. 

Alice  was  a  nervous,  irritable  child,  and  very  slow  in 
physical  development.  She  never  enjoyed  children's  or 
girls'  «rames.  Wlien  she  was  four  to  five  years  old  she 
took  much  pleasure  in  tormenting  cats,  suspending  them 
by  one  leg. 

She  j>n  ft  rrt'd  licr  younger  hmtlu^r  and  his  games  to 
her  si»t(  r>;  .slic  vied  with  him  in  s])inning  tops,  playing 
haM'hall  and  fitothall.  <>r  shooting  at  targets,  and  in  many 
silly  |»ranks.  She  lovrd  to  eliml)  trees  and  roofs,  and  was 
very  clever  in  tliis  s]>ort.  Above  all  things  she  loved  to 
amuse  herself  in  the  stable  jiiiinng  the  mules.  When  she 
was  six  to  seven  her  father  had  bought  a  horse,  and  she 
took  great  delight  in  feeding  and  tending  it,  and  rode 
about  the  paddock  astraddle  on  its  back  like  a  boy,  with- 
out  a  saddle.  Later  on  she  would  also  groom  the  horse 
and  wash  his  hoofs.  She  would  lead  him  along  the  street 
by  the  halter,  gear  him  up  in  the  buggy,  and  became  quite 
an  expert  in  harnessing  him  when  required. 

At  school  she  was  slow  and  faulty,  incapable  of  con- 
tinued occupation  with  the  same  subject,  did  not  grasp 
things  easily,  and  had  no  memory.  For  music  and  draw- 
ing she  had  not  the  slightest  taint,  and  hated  feminine 
occupations.  She  never  cared  for  reading,  and  could 
bear  neither  books  or  newspapers.  She  was  stubborn  and 
capricious,  and  was  considered  by  her  teachers  and  friends 
as  an  abnormal  being. 

When  a  child  she  did  not  care  for  hoys,  and  had  no 
conii)anions  among  them;  later  on  she  never  cared  for 
men,  and  had  no  lovera.  She  was  quite  inditferent  towards 
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the  young  men,  even  abrupt,  and  they  looked  upon  her  as 
being  "cracked". 

But  **a8  far  as  sho  can  remcinbir"  she  had  an  extra- 
ordinary  love  for  Freda  W.,  a  girl  of  her  own  age,  daughter 
of  a  friend  of  the  faniilv'.  Freda  "waa  a  tender  and  sweet 
girl;  the  love  was  mutual,  but  more  violent  on  the  part 
of  Alice.  It  incroapod  from  year  to  year  until  it  became 
a  passion.  A  yoar  previous  to  the  catastrophe  Freda's 
family  moved  a\\;iy  to  another  touii.  Alice  was  steejxd 
in  sorrfjw ;  a  vcvy  tender  love  eorrespoudenee  uow  ensued. 

Twice  Alice  went  to  visit  Freda's  family,  diirin*]^  wliich 
time  the  two  girls,  as  witnesses  attested,  showed  "disgust- 
ing tenderness"  for  each  other.  They  were  seen  to  swing 
together  in  a  haniHioek  hy  the  hour,  hugging  and  kissing 
each  other — "they  hugged  an<l  kissed  ad  nauseam".  Alice 
was  ashamed  of  doing  this  in  public,  but  Freda  upbraided 
her  for  this. 

When  Freda  paid  a  visit  in  return,  Alice  made  an 
attempt  at  kiUing  her;  she  tried  to  pour  laudanum  down 
her  throat  whilst  asleep.  The  attempt  failed  because 
Freda  woke  up  in  time. 

Alice  then  took  the  poison  herself  before  Freda,  and 
was  taken  violently  ill.  The  reason  for  the  attempted 
murder  and  suicide  was  that  Freda  had  shown  some  in- 
terest in  two  young  nu  n,  and  Alice  declared  she  could 
not  live  without  Freda's  love,  and  again  "she  wanted  to 
kill  herself  in  order  to  find  release  from  her  tortures  and 
make  Freda  free".  After  recovery  they  both  resumed  the 
amorous  correspondence,  even  with  more  fervour  than 
before. 

ScM>n  after  this  .Mice  proposed  marriage  fo  Fre<la.  She 
sent  her  an  engagement  ring,  and  threatened  death  if  she 
proved  disloyal.  They  were  to  a-^sume  a  false  name  and 
fly  to  St.  Louis.  .Mice  would  wear  men's  clothes  and 
earn  a  living  for  both;  she  would  also  (zvow  n  mou>^taehe, 
if  Freda  were  to  insist  upon  it,  a>  she  felt  contideut  that 
by  shaving  frerpicntly  she  eould  suecerd  in  this. 

Just  before  the  attempted  elopement  the  plot  was 
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discovered  and  j>revented ;  the  "engagement  ring"  was 
returned  together  with  other  love  tokens  to  Alice's  mother, 
and  all  intercourse  hptween  the  two  girls  was  stopped. 

Alice  was  completely  broken  up.    She  lost  her  «leep, 
refiifjed  food,  became  listless  and  confused  (at  the  shops 
bad  the  ])nr('lins{Hl  ixoods  put  down  to  the  naiiio  of  her 
lu'lovrd  ).    Tiie  rintr  and  other  love  tokens — among  ihera 
a  tliimldc  of  Freda's  tilled  with  the  lattor's  blood — she  ! 
concealed  in  a  corner  of  tlic  kitchen,  where  she  spent  | 
hours  in  contcinj)laliiii]:  tlicsi»  objects,  now  burstifig  into  i 
peals  of  lauirhter,  now  into  tloods  of  tears. 

She  bocainc  emaciated,  the  face  assumed  an  anxious 
expression,  the  eyes  showed  "a  peculiar  strange  lustre". 
When  she  learned  of  an  intended  visit  by  Freda  to  ^klem-  | 
phis  she  firmly  resolved  to  kill  her  if  she  couid  not  possess  4 
her.    She  stole  a  razor  from  her  fatlier  and  carefully 
concealed  it 

In  the  meantime  she  started  a  correspondence  with 
Freda's  admirer,  simulating  friendship  for  him  in  order 
to  find  out  his  relations  to  Freda,  and  kept  herself  in- 
formed ahout  them. 

All  attempts  to  see  her  or  hear  from  her  made  Alice 
during  Freda's  sojourn  in  Memphis  failed.  She  waylaid 
Freda  in  the  street  and  once  almost  succeeded  in  carrying 
out  her  purpose  had  not  an  accident  prevented  her.  On 
the  very  day,  however,  when  Freda  was  leaving  town  and 
on  her  way  to  the  steamboat  Alice  overtook  her. 

She  felt  mortally  hurt  because  Freda,  although  walk- 
ing alongside  of  the  buirgv  in  which  she  herself  was  riding, 
never  spoke  a  word  to  her,  but  only  gave  her  a  glance 
now  and  then.  She  jumped  from  the  vehicle  and  cut 
Freda  with  the  razor.  When  Freda's  sister  tried  to  beat 
her  off  she  became  frantic  and  blindly  cut  deep  gashes 
into  the  p<»or  girl's  neck,  one  reachini:  almost  from  ear  to 
ear.  Whilst  everybody  was  busy  al>out  Freda  she  drove 
off  furiously  throuirh  the  streets.  When  reaching  home 
she  immediately  told  her  mother  what  had  happened. 
She  could  not  comprehend  the  awfulness  of  the  deed; 
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she  was  cold  and  unmoved  at  the  consequences  pointed 
out  to  her.  But  when  she  heard  of  the  death  and  the 
funeral  of  her  heloved  Freda  and  realised  her  loss  she 
burst  into  tears  and  passionate  wailings,  kissed  the  picture 
of  the  dead  girl  and  spoke  as  if  she  were  not  dead  but 
still  alive.  ' 

During  the  trial  her  callous  behayiour  struck  every 

one;  the  deep  sorrow  of  her  own  people  did  not  affect 
her  ill  the  least;  she  showed  absolute  indifference  to  the 
.ethical  points  of  her  deed. 

At  moiiionts,  however,  when  her  passionate  love  for 
Freda  and  her  jealousy  woke  up,  she  yielded  to  lK)imdless 
grief  and  emotion.  "Freda  has  broken  her  faith!"  "I 
have  killed  her  because  I  loved  her  so!''  The  experts 
called  in  the  case  found  her  mental  development  on  a 
level  with  that  of  a  girl  of  thirteen  to  fourteen  years.  She 
coniprelicnded  that  no  children  could  have  sjirung  from 
her  "union"  with  Kreda — but  that  a  "marriage''  between 
them  would  have  been  an  absurdity  she  would  not  admit. 
She  absolutely  denied  that  sexual  intercourse  l)etween  the 
two  (even  mutual  masturbation)  ever  took  j)laco.  But 
nothing  definite  about  this  point  or  about  her  rifa  scx- 
ualis  per  acta  could  be  learned.  A  gAuaiCological  exam- 
ination of  her  person  was  not  made. 

The  verdict  was  insanity  ("Memphis  Medical  Month- 
ly," 1892). 

CuttivaUd  Pederasty.^ 

This  is  one  of  the  saddest  pages  in  the  history  of  human 

delinquencies. 

The  motives  that  bring  to  pederasty  a  man  originally

Thenee  it  spread  to  Rome,  wher«  it  flourished  luxuriaotly.  In  Penia 
nnd  (  liina  (where  it  in  nctually  to1<-rat(Mh  it  ia  widesprHul,  as  it  altO 
is  in  Europe  {ef,  Tardieu,  TamouMky^  et  al.). 
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eezually  normal  and  of  sound  mind  aie  variouB.  It  is 
used  tompororilj  as  a  means  of  sexual  satisfaction  favU  8e 
miewE — as  in  infrequent  cases  of  bestiality — ^where  absti- 
ncöice  from  normal  sexual  indulgence  is  enforced/  It  thus 
occurs  on  shipboard  during  long  voyages,  in  prisons^  in 
waterini;  places,  etc  It  is  liiglily  probable  that,  among 
men  suhjected  to  such  conditions,  there  are  single  indi- 
viduals of  low  morals  and  great  sensuality,  or  actual  um- 
ing<^,  who  seduce  the  others.  Lust,  imitation,  and  desire 
further  their  purposo. 

The  strength  of  tlie  sexual  instinct  is  most  markedly 
shown  by  the  fact  that  such  circumstances  are  sufficient 
to  overcome  repugnance  for  the  unnatural  act 

Anotlier  cat^ory  of  pederasts  is  made  up  of  old  roues 
that  have  become  supersatiated  in  normal  sexual  indulg- 
encCy  nnd  who  find  in  pederasty  a  means  of  exciting 
sensual  ]>leasiire,  tlio  act  being  a  new  metliod  of  stinmla- 
tion.  Thus  they  temporarily  renew  their  power,  that 
has  been  psyeliieally  and  j)hysieally  rodneod  to  so  low 
a  state.  The  new  ^exnal  situation  makes  them,  so  to 
speak,  relatively  jxtUiit,  and  renders  pli  asure  ]t.>ssiMe  that 
it  18  no  lonirer  foimd  in  the  normal  inlereoursic  with 
women.  In  time  power  to  indulire  in  pederasty  also 
fliekers  o\it.  The  individual  may  tlius  tiually  be  reduced 
to  passive  ])etleiasty  as  a  stimulus  to  uuike  possible  tem- 
porary active  pederasty;  just  as,  fx*eiisionally,  flagellatioii 
or  looking  on  ut  obscene  acts  {Maschka's  case  of  mutilation 
of  animals)  is  resorted  to  for  the  same  purpose. 

The  termination  of  sexual  activity  expresses  itself  in 
all  kinds  of  abuse  of  children — cunnilingwi^  fellare,  and 
other  enormities. 

This  kind  of  |)ederasts  is  the  most  dangerous,  since 
they  deal  mostly  with  boys,  and  ruin  them  in  body  and 
soul.

indulgence  in  impossible. 
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In  reference  to  this,  the  experiences  of  Tanwtrsky  (  op. 
cit.,  p.  .'»:}  el  st'7. ).  irathcicd  from  society  in  8t.  Peter^burir, 
are  terrible.  Tiic  plaet  s  wlicre  pederasty  is  cultivated  are 
institutes.  Old  roues  and  urninirs  play  llic  role  of  seducers. 
At  first  it  is  dilHcult  for  tiie  ]>erson  to  carry  out  tlie  dis- 
gusting' act.  Fancy  is  inatle  to  assist  by  calling  up  the 
image  of  a  woman.  Gradually,  with  practice,  the  un- 
natural act  becomes  easy,  and  at  last  the  individual,  like 
one  debased  by  masturbation,  becomes  relatively  impotent 
for  women,  and  lustful  enough  to  find  pleasure  in  the 
perverse  act  Such  individuals,  under  circumstanoes,  give 
themselves  for  money. 

As  Tardii  II.  Jlofmiinn.  Simon  and  Taylor  sliow,  su«'h 
fiends  arc  not  in t*n'<|uc'ntly  found  in  larj^e  cities.  From 
numerous  slateini  uts  made  to  me  by  urnin^s,  it  is  learned 
that  actual  prostitution  and  houses  of  jirostitution  for 
maledoving  men  exist  in  large  cities.  The  arts  of  cocpietry 
ns(>d  by  these  male  prostitutes  arc  noteworthy  -ormunent, 
perfumes,  feminine  styles  of  dress,  etc.,  to  uitiaet  pederasts 
anil  Urnings.  This  imitation  of  feminine  peculiarities  is 
spontaneous  and  unconscious  in  congenital  and  in  some 
acquired  cases  of  (abnormal)  antipathic  sexual  instinct. 

The  following  lines  are  of  interest  to  the  ])sychologist, 
and  may  give  the  officers  of  the  law  important  dues  con- 
cerning the  social  life  and  practice  of  pederasts: — 

Coffignon,  "La  Corruption  ä  Paris,"  p.  327,  divides 
active  pederasts  into  "amateurs"  "enireteneurs"  and  "sou- 
teneurs", • 

The  '^amateurs"  (''riveties")  are  debauched  persons, 
frequently  of  congenital  sexual  inversion,  of  position  and 
fortune,  who  are  forced  to  guard  themselves  against  detec- 
tion in  the  gratification  of  their  homosexual  desires.  For 
this  purpose  they  visit  brothels,  lodging-houses,  or  the 
private  houses  of  female  prostitutes,-  who  are  usually  on 
good  terms  with  male  prostitutes.  Thus  they  escape 
blackmaiL 
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Some  of  these  "aniad  tirs'^  are  lx)l(l  enough  to  indulge 
their  vile  desires  in  puhlic  plaees.  They  tliu.s  run  the 
risk  of  arnst,  hut  in  a  hirge  eity  little  risk  of  blackmail. 
Danger  is  said  to  add  to  their  secret  pleasure. 

The  '''"entreteneurs"  are  old  sinners  who,  even  with  the 
danger  of  falling  into  the  hands  of  hlackmailera,  cannot 
deny  thenuelves  the  pleasure  of  keeping  a  (male)  ''mis- 
tress." 

The  ^^iouleneun"  are  pederasts  that  have  been  pun- 
ishedy  who  keep  their  "jesus/*  whom  they  send  out  to  entice 
customers  ("faire  chanter  les  riveites"),  and  who  then,  at 
the  right  moment  if  possible^  appear  for  the  purpose  of 
plucking  the  victim. 

Kot  infrequently  they  live  together  in  bands,  the  mem- 
bers, in  accordance  with  individual  desire,  living  together 
as  hu8ban<ls  and  wi\es.  In  such  bands  there  are  formal 
marriages,  betrothals,  banquets  and  introductions  of  brides 
and  grooms  into  their  apartments. 

These  souteneurs"  train  up  their 

The  passive  pederasts  are  ''peiits  Jesus"  "jesus,"  or 
"aunts". 

The  "pctlfü  jcsiis"  are  lost,  d(']ir;ni  <1  fliildren,  ])laced 
by  a<'ci<lent  in  the  hands  of  actiw  p(  r;i-ts,  who  seduce 
tlif'Tu,  and  reveal  to  tlieni  the  horril)le  means  of  earning  a 
livelihood,  either  as  iif n  f<  nns"  or  as  male  street-walkers, 
with  or  witlK>ut  "'souteneurs". 

The  slyest  and  choicest  "'pcl'ds  jeaus"  are  those  trained 
by  persons  who  instruct  these  children  in  the  art  of  female 
dress  and  manner.. 

Gradually  they  emancipate  themselves  from  teacher 
and  master,  in  order  to  become  "femmes  entreienues,"  not 
infrequently  by  means  of  anonymous  denunciation  of 
their  '*soti^enetfrs"  to  the  police.'  . 

It  is  the  object  of  the  **8<nUeneur"  and  the  "peiU 
jesus"  to  make  the  latter  appear  young  as  long  as  possible 
by  means  of  all  the  arts  of  the  toilet. 

The  limit  of  age  is  about  twenty>five  years;  when 
they  all  become  "jesus"  and  "femmes  entretenues/*  and  ate 
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then  often  su.staiin'<i  liy  .several  ^^.soufcnrurs".  The  "Jesus'* 
fall  into  three  categories:  "fillrs  fjahnilrs,"  i.e.,  those  that 
liavo  fallen  aijain  into  the  hands  of  a  "soidcitr  ur" ;  " picr- 
nu.scs"  (ordinary  street-walkers,  like  their  female  col- 
leagues) ;  and  ''duiiicstujucs". 

The  " dornest iques"  hire  themselves  out  to  active 
pederasts,  either  to  gratify  their  desires  or  to  obtain  "petita 
jestuT  for  them, 

A  8ub-group  of  these  "domeaHques**  is  fonned  by  such 
of  them  as  enter  the  servioe  of  **petit8  jesu»"  as  "femmes 
de  chamhre".  The  principal  object  of  these  " dornest iques*' 
is  to  use  their  positions  to  obtain  compromising  knowl- 
edge,  with  which  they  later  practise  blackmail,  and  thus 
assure  themselves  ease  in  their  old  age. 

The  most  horrible  class  of  active  pederasts  is  made  up 
of  the  "aunts/' — Le,,  the  "ßotdeneurs"  of  (male)  prosti- 
tutes,— who,  though  normal  sexually,  are  morally  de- 
praved, and  practise  pederasty  (passive)  only  for  gain  or 
for  tiie  purpose  of  blaeknmil. 

The  wealthy  "amateurs"  have  their  reunions  and 
places  of  meeting,  where  the  passive  ones  appear  in  female 
attire,  and  horrible  or^ries  take  ])lace.  The  waiters,  musi- 
cians, etc.,  at  such  iratherinirs  are  all  ped(>rasts.  The 
^'/iJhs  (jahniffs"  do  nf»t  venture,  except  durinir  the  carnival, 
to  show  themselves  in  the  street  in  fenuile  attire;  hut  they 
know  how  to  leiul  to  their  a|)i)earance  soniefhini^  indica- 
tive of  their  callinir  by  nK  Uiis  of  style  of  dress,  etc.  They 
entice  by  means  f»f  «resture,  jxculiar  movements  of  their 
hands,  etc,,  and  lead  their  victims  to  hotels,  baths,  or 
brothels. 

What  the  author  says  of  blackmail  is  generally  known. 
There  are  cases  where  jiederasts  have  allowed  their  oitire 
fortune  to  be  wrung  from  them* 

That  these  monstrosities  of  large  cities  in  the  shape 
of  "peiiia  jesus"  are  not  only  the  productions  of  profes- 
sional training,  but  rather  of  a  degenerated  mental  condi- 
tion is  apparent  from  the  researches  nude  l»y  Laurent 
("Lea  bisezuds/'  Paris,  1894).  He  describes  on  page  175 
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of  iiis  hook  umU'i"  tlie  titK*  <>f  "Ilcnnaitliroditisiiie  artifi- 
ciel"  iiuiiiifcstut ions  of  "rffrniiiniftoii"  and  " infant ihsine". 
Tliey  refer  to  lK>ys  win*  with  inci])ii'nt  ])nherty  show  no 
further  development  of  the  frame  and  the  p-nital  organs, 
liave  no  growth  of  hair  about  the  face  or  puhcs,  do  not 
change  the  voice  and  are  retrograde  in  their  mental 
faculties.  Often  it  happens  that  in  such  cases  secondary 
physical  and  psychical  female  characteristics  of  sexoalitj 
are  developed.  A  post  mortem  of  such  "pet  its  garroches*' 
(Brouardel)  reveals  a  small  bladder,  mere  rudiments  of 
the  prostate,  absence  of  the  ise^to  and  bulbp  cavemon 
muscles,  infantile  penis,  and  a  very  narrow  pelvis. 

They  are  beyond  doubt  heavily  tainted  individuals  who 
have  experienced  at  the  time  of  puberty  a  sort  of  rudi* 
mentary  sexual  change. 

Lditrrnl  (p.  ISl)  makes  tlie  interesting  remark,  that 
from  the  ranks  of  these  "Infantiles"  and  " Effemin(Ues'*  the 
professional  passive  pederasts  (^^petits  jesus")  are  re- 
eruited. 

Tt  is  cvi(h'nr,  tlierefdre,  that  tiiese  linman  monstrosities 
are  ]>re(h'stin('d  for  an<l  trained,  s<»  to  ^jx  ak,  in  their  abomi- 
nable eareer  by  de^;enerative  and  ant  lirupoloirical  faetors. 

The  following  notiee  from  a  IJcrlin  nf'wspapcr,  of 
February,  ISS},  which  fell  into  my  hands  by  aeeidont, 
si'cms  suited  to  show  something  of  tlie  life  and  customs  of 
pederasts  and  urniniTs: — 

"The  W(>nian-h(if<rs'  Unll. — Almost  every  social  ele- 
ment of  Berlin  lias  its  social  reunions — the  fat,  the  bald- 
headed,  the  bachelors,  the  widowers — and  why  not  the 
woman-haters?  This  species  of  men,  so  interesting  psy- 
chologically and  none  too  edifying,  had  a  great  ball  a  few 
days  ago.  'Grand  Vienna  Fancy  Dress  Ball,' — ran  Uie 
notice.  The  sale  of  tickets  is  very  rigorous ;  they  wish  to 
be  very  exclusive.  Their  rendezvous  is  a  well-known 
dancing-halL  We  enter  the  hall  about  midni^t  The 
merry  dancing  is  to  the  strains  of  a  fine  orchestra.  Thiek 
tobacco-smoke,  veiling  the  gaslights,  does  not  allow  the  de- 
tails of  the  moving  mass  to  become  obvious ;  only  during 
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the  pause  l3ot\v('oii  tlio  (lances  can  we  (»btain  a  closer  view. 
Tlie  rna^ks  are  bv  far  in  tiie  majority  ;  black  dreas-coats  and 
bail-i:<»\vn.s  are  seen  only  now  ami  then. 

"I»ut  what  is  that  {  The  lady  in  rose-tarletan,  that 
just  now  j)assi-(l  ns,  has  a  lijirhted  ci<;ar  in  the  corner  of 
her  mouth,  and  putTs  like  a  trooper;  and  she  also  wears 
a  small,  bhmde  beard,  lightly  |)ainted  out.  And  yet  slie 
is  talking  with  a  very  decollete  'an;^^  T  in  (ricois,  who 
stands  there,  with  bare  arms  folded  behind  him,  likewise 
smoking.    The  two  voices  are  masculine,  and  the  convert 

sation  is  likewise  very  masculine;  it  is  about  the 'd  

tobacco  smoke,  that  permits  no  air*.  Two  men  in  female 
attire!  A  conventional  clown  stands  there,  against  a 
pillar,  in  soft  conversation  with  a  ballet-dancer,  with  his 
arm  around  her  faultless  waist.  She  has  a  blonde  'Titus- 
head'  sharp-cut  profile,  and  apparently  a  voluptuous  form. 
The  brilliant  ear-rings,  the  necklace  with  a  medallion,  the 
full,  round  shoulders  and  arms,  do  not  permit  a  doubt  of 
her  'genuinenes!^,'  until,  with  a  sudden  movement,  she 
disengages  herself  from  the  embracing  arm,  and,  yawning, 
moves  away,  saying,  in  a  deep  bass,  'Emile,  you  are  too 
tiresome  to-day  T  The  ballet-dancer  is  also  a  male ! 

"Suspicions  now,  we  hntk  about  further.  We  almost 
suspect  that  liere  the  world  is  topsy-turvy;  for  there  ijoes, 
or,  rather,  trij>s,  a  man— no,  no  man  at  ail,  even  thoiiirh 
lie  wears  a  carefully  trained  mousta<'he.  'I'lu'  well-curled 
hair;  the  powdered  and  jiainted  face  with  the  Itlackened 
eyebrows;  the  polden  ear-rin*rs;  the  l)ouqu(^t  of  fV»wers 
reaching  from  the  left  shoulder  to  the  breast,  ornament- 
ing the  elcirant  black  irown  ;  the  ijolden  bracelets  on  tho 
wrists;  the  eleiraiit  fan  in  the  white-gloved  hand — all 
these  things  are  anytliing  but  masculine.  And  how  ho 
toys  with  the  fan!  IIow  he  dances  and  turns  and  trips 
and  lisps  I  And  yet  kindly  Nature  made  this  doll  a  man. 
He  is  a  salesman  in  a  larj^e  sweet  shop,  and  the  ballet- 
dancer  mentioned  is  his  'colleague^. 

''At  a  little  corner-table  there  seems  to  be  a  great 
social  circle.    Several  elderly  gentlemen  press  around  a 
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group  of  decollete  ludit  s,  who  i^it  over  a  plass  of  wine  and — 
in  the  spirit  of  fun — niako  jokos  tluit  are  none  too  deli- 
cate. Who  are  these  three  ladies  {'  'Ladies  I'  laughs  my 
knowing  friend.  'Well,  the  one  on  the  right,  with  the 
brown  hair  and  the  short,  fancy  dress,  is  called  "Bot- 
terrieke/'  he  la  a  hairdreBser;  the  sectnid  one — the  Uonde 
in  a  singer's  costume,  with  the  necklace  of  pearls — is 
known  here  by  the  name  of  '*Mis8  Ella  of  the  ti|^t-Tope," 
and  he  is  a  ladies'  tailor;  and  the  third — ^that  is  the  widely 
celebrated  "Lottie".' 

**'But  that  person  cannot  possibly  be  a  mant  That 
waist,  that  bnst,  those  dassio  arms,  the  whole  air  and 
person  are  markedly  feminine ! 

"I  am  told  that  *Lottie'  was  once  a  bookkeeper. 
To-day  she,  or,  rather,  he,  is  exclusively  'Lottie,'  and 
takes  pleasure  in  deceiving  men  about  his  sex  as  long  as 
possible.  'Lottie'  is  singinir  a  song  that  would  hardly 
do  for  a  drawing-room,  in  a  high  voice,  acquired  by  years 
of  practice,  which  many  a  soprano  mi^t  envy.  'Lottie* 
has  also  'worked'  as  a  female  comedian.  Now  the  quon- 
dam KM»kk(H^per  has  so  entered  into  tlie  female  role  that 
he  ai)peiirs  on  the  -iiect  in  female  attire  almost  exclu- 
sively, and,  as  tlie  pectph'  with  whom  he  lodges  state,  uses 
an  embroidered  night-dross. 

"On  closer  examination  of  the  assemblv,  to  mv  as- 
tonishment,  I  discover  a('(]naintanees  on  all  hands:  my 
slioemakcr,  whom  I  should  liave  taken  for  anything  but  a 
woman-hater — he  is  a  'troubadour,'  with  sword  and  plume; 
and  his  'Leonora,'  in  the  costume  of  a  bride,  is  accus- 
tomed to  place  my  favourite  brand  of -cigars  before  ue 
in  a  certain  cigar-store.  'Leonora,'  who,  during  an  inter- 
mission, removes  her  gloves,  I  recognise  with  certainty 
by  her  large,  blue  hands.  Rig^t!  There  ia  my  haber- 
dasher, also;  he  moves  about  in  a  questionable  ooatume 
as  Bacchus,  and  is  the  swain  of  a  repugnantly  bedecked 
Diana,  who  works  as  a  waiter  in  a  beer-restaurant.  The 
real  ladies'  of  the  ball  cannot  be  described  here.  They 
associate  only  with  one  another,  and  avoid  the  womam- 
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hating  men ;  and  the  latter  are  exclusive,  and  amuse  them- 
selves,  alieolutelj  ignoring  the  charms  of  the  women." 

These  facts  deserve  the  careful  attention  of  the  police, 
who  should  he  placed  in  a  position  to  cope  wiih  male  prosH- 
iuHon,  08  they  now  do  with  that  of  women, 

Male  prostitution  is  certainly  much  more  dangerous  to 
society  than  that  of  females;  it  is  the  darkest  stain  on 
the  history  of  humanity. 

From  the  statements  of  a  high  police  official  of  Berlin, 
I  learn  that  the  police  are  conversant  witli  the  male  demir 
monde  of  the  German  capital,  and  do  all  they  can  to  sup- 
press  blackmail  among  pederasts — a  practice  which  often 
does  not  stop  short  of  murder. 

The  f<»ron:oinE:  facts  justify  the  wish  that  ihe  law 
maker  of  the  future  mat/,  for  reasons  of  tUility,  at  least, 
abandon  fhr  prosecution  of  prdrrasfi/. 

AVith  rclVrciice  to  this  point,  it  is  worthy  of  note  that 
the  French  (  «xh»  docs  not  ])unit;li  it  t^o  hm'^  as  it  docs 
not  hcconie  an  offence  t(»  pnblio  deeencv.  T*rol)al»ly  for 
politico-le;iral  reasons,  the  new  Italian  Penal  (  oiU-  jiassea 
over  the  crime  of  nnnatural  abuse  in  silence,  as  do  the 
statutes  of  ilollaud  and,  as  fur  as  I  know,  Belgium  and 
Spain. 

In  how  far  such  cultivated  j)cdcrasts  are  to  he  regarded 
as  mentally  and  morally  sound  may  remain  an  open  ques- 
tion. The  majority  of  them  suffer  with  genital  neuroses. 
At  least  in  these  cases  there  are  the  stages  of  transition  to 
acquired  paiholoffieal  antipathic  sexual  instinct  (see  p. 
286).  The  responsibility  of  these  individuals,  who  are 
certainly  much  lower  than  the  women  who  prostitute  them- 
selves, cannot,  generaUy  speaking,  be  questioned. 

The  various  categories  of  male-loving  men,  with  respect 
to  the  manner  of  sexual  indulgence,  may  be  thus  char- 
acterised in  general : — 

The  congenital  uming  becomes  a  pederast  only  excep- 
tionally, and  eventually  resorts  to  it  after  having  practised 
and  exhausted  all  the  possible  immoral  acts  with  males. 

38 
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Passive  pederasty  is  to  him  the  ideally  and  practically 
adequate  form  of  the  sexual  act  He  practises  active 
pederasty  only  to  please  another.  The  most  important 
point  here  is  the  congenital  and  unchangeable  perversion 
of  the  sexual  instinct. 

It  is  otherwise  with  the  pederast  by  euUivaiion,  He 
has  once  acted  normally  sexually,  or  at  least  had  normal 
inclinations,  and  occasionally  has  iutorconrse  with  the 
opposite  sex.  TIi>  ^^oxnal  perversity  is  neither  congenital 
nor  undiangeable.  Jle  begins  with  pederasty  and  ends  in 
other  perverse  sexual  acts,  induced  by  weakness  of  the 
centres  for  erection  and  ejaculation.  At  the  hoiglit  of  his 
power  his  sexual  doj-ire  is  not  for  passive,  but  for  active 
pederasty.  Hf  yields  to  passive  ]>ed('rasty  only  to  please 
another:  fur  iiioncy,  in  the  rah:  of  n  male  prostitute;  or 
as  a  nuans,  wlicn  virility  is  declining,  to  make  active 
pederasty  still  <K*<-asion;illy  jo^silde. 

A  liorrihli'  a<'t.  tliat  must  he  alluded  t«»,  in  conclusion, 
is  pa'dicaho  m  nlirnnii  ^  uiul  even  uxorum.  Sensual  indi- 
viduals sdiiieiimis  do  it  with  hardriud  prostitutes,  or 
even  with  their  \vi\'es.  Jarduu  L'ives  exam{>les  where 
men,  usually  practising  coitus,  sometiuu's  indulged  in 
pederasty  with  their  wives.  Occasionally  fear  of  a  repeti- 
tion of  ))regnancy  may  induce  the  man  to  perform  and 
the  woman  to  tolerate  the  act. 

Case  237.  Imputation  of  pederasty  that  was  not 
proved.    Jiesume  from  the  legal  proceedings: — 

On  30th  Hay,  1888,  S.,  cliemist,  of  IL,  in  an  anony- 
mous  letter,  was  accused  by  his  stepfather  of  having  im* 
moral  relations  with  G.,  aged  nineteen,  the  son  of  a  butcher. 
S.  received  the  letter,  and,  astounded  by  its  contents,  has-

own  cxix-i  ionce,  in  which  women  brought  actiona  for  divorce  on  tha 
ground  that  tlie  buaband,  in  order  to  avoid  offspring,  practiaed 
ptrdicatxQ  only. 
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teued  to  his  master,  who  promised  to  pnK-ecd  discroptly 
in  the  matter,  and  to  aseertain  from  the  authorities  what 
was  Ix-insj  said  about  it  bv  tlie  public. 

On  tlie  next  morniiiü;,  (1.,  \sh<»  lived  iu  tiie  house  of 
S.,  was  arree.ted.  At  the  time  he  was  sutTeriu^  fn»m 
gonorrhoea  and  orchitis.  S.  tried  to  induce  the  authori- 
ties to  release  G.,  and  advised  caution,  but  he  was  refused. 
In  his  statement  to  the  judge,  S.  said  that  he  became 
acquainted  with  0.  on  the  street,  three  years  previously, 
and  then  saw  no  more  of  him  until  the  fall  of  1887,  when 
he  met  him  in  his  father*s  shop.  After  November  O. 
supplied  S.'s  kitchen  with  meat — coming  in  the  evening 
to  get  the  order,  and  bringing  the  meat  the  next  morning. 
Thus  S.  gradually  got  well  acquainted  with  O.,  and  came 
to  have  a  very  friendly  feeling  for  him.  When  S.  fell  ill 
and  was,  for  the  most  part,  confined  to  his  bed  until  the 
middh'  <if  May,  1888,  .G.  ,u;ave  him  so  much  attention  that 
S.  and  his  wife  .were  nuieh  attracted  to  him  on  account 
of  his  harndess,  child-like  and  happy  disposition.  S. 
showed  and  explained  to  him  his  collection  of  curiosities, 
and  they  spent  the  evenings  pleasantly  together,  the  wife 
also  bein^  usually  present ;  besides,  S.  and  (J.  experimented 
in  makincj  sausages,  jelly,  etc.  In  February.  1>SS.  G. 
fell  ill  with  goncu'rlura.  S.,  beini;  bis  friend,  an<l  haviuij 
studied  iiicdieinc»  for  seviTal  terms,  took  care  of  (i.,  pro- 
cured nu'<licine  for  him,  etc.  In  ^lay,  (i.  bein<]j  still  ill, 
and,  for  several  reasons,  inclined  to  leave  home,  S.  and 
his  wife  took  hiiu  into  their  own  home  to  care  for  him. 
S.  <lenied  the  truth  of  all  the  suspicions  that  had  been 
raised  by  this  revelation,  and  defended  himself  by  pointing 
to  his  life  of  previous  respectability,  his  education,  and  to 
the  fact  that  G.,  at  the  time,  was  suffering  with  a  disgust- 
ing, contagious  disease,  and  that  he  himself  had  a  painful 
affection  (nephritic  calculus,  with  occasional  attacks  of 
colic). 

Opposed  to  this  statement  of  .S.'s  must  be  mentioned 
the  facts  that  were  brought  out  in  court,  and  which  led 
to  conviction  in  the  first  trial. 


PSYCHOPATH  lA  StXLALIS. 

Tlu  r.  Ull  i  >ii  .  t  S.  to  G.  bad,  by  reaaoa  of  jts  obvioua- 
ncss,  Lnv.  ii  cans,  for  remark  by  private  individuaU,  as 
uoll  as  bv  those  in  public  bouses.   G.  spent  almost  aU  bis 
ov(  ninf^s\vith  S.'s  family,  and,  finally,  came  to  be  quite 
at  homo  there.    They  took  walks  together.   Once,  while 
out  on  sueh  a  walk,  S.  said  to  G.  that  be  >.'as  a  pretty 
fellow,  and  that  he  (S.)  was  very  fond  of  him.   On  the 
same  occasion,  there  was  also  talk  of  sexual  niatters  and 
also  of  pederasty.    S.  said  be  touched  on  these  subjects 
onlv  to  warn  G.    With  reference  to  the  intercourse  at 
home,  it  was  proved  that  .K-casinnaliv  S.,  while  siti.n.i:  on 
a  sofL  embraced  G.,  and  kissed  bim.    This  happened  in 
the  presence  of  the  wife,  as  well  as  of  the  servam-guls. 
When  G.  was  ill  with  gonorrhoea,  S.  iustmctra  l.nn  m 
the  method  of  u>in-  a  svrinpre,  an<l,  at  the  tnue.  took  the 
penis  in  his  hand.    G.  te^titied  that  S.,  m  answer  to  his 
question  whv  he  was  so  fond  of  hii..,  sanl,  -1  «h-u  t  know 
myself.     When,  one  tlav.  (I.  reinain.Ml  away,  S.,  with 
tears  in  his  eves,  eoini>lainea  of  it  Xo  him  when  he  re- 
turned.   S.  also  tol.l  him  that  his  marriap-  was  unhappy, 
and,  in  tears,  UeL-e.l  (1.  not  to  leave  him;  that  be  must 
take  the  ]>laec  of  his  wife.  ^         i    .  *i. 

From  all  this  result. -d  the  just  accusation,  that  the 
relation  Ixtwec-n  the  two  men  had  a  sexual  directlOT. 
The  fa<'t  that  all  was  o|H  n  and  known  to  everybody,  accord- 
in<r  to  the  c-.mplaint,  did  not  speak  for  the  harmlessness 
of  the  relation,  but  more  for  the  intensity  of  the  passion 
of  S  The  six>tles8  Ufe  of  the  accused  was  allowed,  a^ 
w(  ll  as  his  honesty  and  gentleness.  The  probability  of 
an  unhappy  marriage,  and  that  S.  was  of  a  very  sensual 

nature,  was  shown. 

During  the  course  of  the  trial,  G.  was  repeatedly  ex- 
amined by  the  medical  experts.  He  was  scarcely  of 
medium  size,  pale,  and  of  powerful  frame ;  perns  and  tesU 
des  were  very  perfectly  developed  (large). 

In  consonance  with  the  neeusation.  it  wa^^  found  that 
the  anus  was  patbolopeally  changed,  in  that  there  were 
no  wrinkles  in  the  skin  about  it  and  the  sphincter  was 
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rt'laxt'd ;  and  it  was  ])ri  siiim'd  that  these  changes  poiuted 
to  the  ju'(>li;d»ilit y  of  passive  peth-rasty. 

Tiie  i-oiivi<M i(»n  was  hased  <»ii  tliese  facts.  Tiie  judg- 
ment ))as>cd  )■(■(•< »iiiiiscd  tliat  the  relation  cxi^rini;  hetweeii 
the  culprits  did  not  necessarily  j>oint  to  minatiiral  alnises, 
any  more  than  did  the  physical  conditions  found  on  the 
person  of  G. 

However,  by  reason  of  the  combination  of  the  two 
facts,  the  court  was  convinced  of  the  guilt  of  both  culprits, 
and  held  it  proved:  "That  the  abnormal  condition  of 
O.'s  anus  had  been  caused  by  the  frequently  repeated  in- 
troduction of  the  penis  of  S.  and  that  6.  voluntarily  per- 
mitted the  performance  of  this  immoral  act  on  himself." 

Thus  tlie  conditions  of  §  175,  R.  St.  Q.  B.,  seemed  to 
be  coverecl.  In  passing  sentence  there  was  consideration 
of  8.^8  education,  which  made  liini  appear  to  be  O.'s 
seducer;  in  G.'s  case,  this  fact  and  Ids  youth  were  given 
weight;  and  t]ie  previous  respectability  of  both  was  held 
in  view.  Thus  S.  was  sentenced  to  imprisonment  for  eight 
months,  and  (J.  for  four  niontiis. 

They  a]>]>ea]ed  to  the  Supreme  Court  at  Leipzig,  an<l 
|)repared  theiiiseh cs,  in  cax*  the  ajtpial  sliould  l>e  denied, 
to  colh'ct  evidence  sullicit  nt  to  call  for  a  new  trial. 

Tliey  sul>jccted  t lieiii^cl vcs  to  examination  and  ol)- 
sorvation  hy  «listingnisiied  experts.  The  latter  <leelared 
that  G.'s  anus  presented  no  signs  of  indulgence  in  passive 
pederasty. 

Since  it  seemed  of  importance  to  those  interested  to 
make  clear  the  psychological  aspect  of  tlu;  case,  which 
was  not  touched  on  at  the  trial,  the  author  was  intrusted 
with  the  examination  and  obser\*ation  of  S.  and  G. 

ReauUs  of  the  Personal  Examination,  from  Xlih  to 
IZth  December,  1888,  in  Graz: — "S.,  aged  thirty-seven; 
two  years  married,  without  children.  £x-director  of  the 
City  Laboratory  of  H.  He  comes  of  a  father  who  is  said 
to  have  been  nervous,  owing  to  great  activity;  who  had 
an  apoplectic  attack  in  his  fifty>seventh  year,  and  died, 
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at  tlif  ago  of  sixty-seven,  of  another  attack  of  apoplexy. 
Iiis  mother  is  living,  and  is  described  us  a  strong  person, 
who  has  been  nervous  for  years.  Her  mother  reached 
quite  an  old  age,  and  ia  said  to  have  died  of  a  cereVellar 
tumour.  A  brother  of  the  mother's  father  is  said  to  have 
been  a  drinker.  The  paternal  grandfather  died  earlr,  of 
softening  of  the  brain. 

''S.  has  two  brothers,  who  are  in  perfect  health. 

''lie  states  that  he  is  of  nervous  temperament,  and  has 
been  of  strong  constitution.  After  articular  rheumatism, 
which  he  had  in  his  fourteenth  year,  he  suffered  with 
great  nervousness  for  some  months.  Thereafter  he  often 
suffered  with  rheumatic  pains,  palpitation,  and  short- 
ness of  hrciitli.  These  symptoms  gradually  disappeared 
with  sea-ba tiling.  Seven  years  ago  he  had  gonorrhiea. 
This  disease  Wame  chronic,  and  for  a  long  time  caused 
bladder  ditticnlty. 

"In  ISST  he  had  his  tirst  attack  of  renal  colic,  and  he 
ha«l  sncli  attacks  rei»eatedly  diirinr;  the  winter  of  1887 
and  1^^S,  imtil  KUli  May.  l^>Sj  when  (piite  a  lar«xe  renal 
calculus  wa'i  j)a>s('d.  Since  tlicn  his  condition  luid  been 
quite  satisfactory.  \\  liile  .»u tTcrint;:  witli  stone,  durin«; 
coitus,  at  the  ruouient  of  cjacidatiou,  he  felt  severe  pain 
in  the  urethra  and  the  same  pain  when  uriuatinc^. 

''With  reference  to  his  life,  S.  states  that  he  attended 
thv.  (ivmna>ium  until  he  was  fourteen,  but  after  that, 
owing  to  the  results  of  his  severe  illness,  he  studied  pri- 
vately. He  then  spent  four  years  in  a  chemist's  shop, 
and  then  studied  medicine  for  six  semesters  at  the  Uni- 
versity, serving,  in  the  war  of  1870,  as  a  voluntary  hos- 
pital assistant.  Since  he  had  no  certificate  of  graduation 
from  the  Gymnasium,  he  gave  up  the  study  of  medicine, 
and  obtained  the  degree  of  doctor  of  philosophy.  Then 
he  served  in  the  Museum  of  Minerals  in  K.,  and  later  as 
assistant  in  the  Mineralogical  Institute  of  H.  Thereafter 
he  made  special  studies  in  the  chemistry  of  food-stuffs,  and 
five  years  ago  bf  ( ame  director  of  the  City  Laboratory. 

"He  makes  all  these  statements  in  a  prompt,  precise 
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manner,  and  does  not  think  long  about  his  answers;  so 
that  one  is  more  and  more  led  to  think  that  he  is  a  man 
who  loves  and  speaks  the  truth — ^tho  more,  since,  on  the 
following  day,  his  statements  are  Identical.  With  reference 
to  his  vita  se.ntaU.-i,  S.,  in  a  modest,  delicate  and  open 
way,  states  tliat  in  Iiis  eleventh  year  he  began  to  have  a 
knowledge  of  the  difference  of  the  sexes,  and  for  some 
time,  until  his  fourteenth  year,  was  given  to  onanism. 
He  first  had  eoitus  at  ei'jlitoen,  and  tliereafter  indulged 
moderately.  Iiis  sensual  dcsirt»  had  never  l)oen  very  great, 
hut,  until  lately,  the  sexual  act  had  heen  normal  in  every 
way,  and  a('c<>mj)anied  hy  ijrat i fvini;  pleasurable  feeling 
and  full  vii-ility.  Since  his  marriai^c,  two  years  ago,  he 
iiad  cohaliilcd  with  his  wife  oxclnsi\-ely.  ITo  had  uuirried 
his  wife  out  of  love,  and  still  loved  her,  having  eoitus  wilii 
her  at  least  several  times  a  week.  The  wife,  who  was 
also  at  hand,  (Mmtirmed  these  statements, 

*'A11  eross-(|uostioniiig  with  reff^reuce  to  a  pervcrsi(Ui  <>f 
sexual  feeling  toward  men  S.  an>wered  repeatedly  in  the 
negative,  to  repeated  examination,  and  tliat  without  con- 
tradiction or  any  thought  of  the  answers.  Even  when^ 
in  order  to  trap  him,  he  is  told  that  the  proof  of  a  perverse 
sexual  instinct  would  be  of  avail  in  the  trial,  he  sticks  to 
his  statements.  One  gains  the  important  impression  that 
S.  has  not  the  slightest  knowledge  of  the  facts  of  male-love. 
Thus  it  is  learned  that  his  lascivious  dreams  have  never 
been  about  men;  that  he  is  interested  only  in  female 
nudity ;  that  he  liked  to  dance  with  ladies,  etc  Ko  traces 
of  any  kind  of  sexual  inclination  for  his  own  sex  can  be 
discovered  in  S.  With  reference  to  his  relations  with  G., 
S.  expresses  himself  exactly  as  he  did  at  his  examination 
before  the  court.  In  explanation  of  his  partiality  for  G., 
he  can  only  say  that  he  is  nervous,  and  a  man  of  feeling 
and  great  sensibility,  and  very  sensitive  to  friendliness. 
During  his  illness  he  had  felt  very  lonesome  and  depressed  ; 
his  wife  liad  fre<iueiifly  been  with  her  pareuts;  and  thus 
it  had  hapjtened  rliat  lie  had  become  friendly  with  G.,  who 
was  so  gentle  and  kind,   lie  still  had  a  weakness  for  him. 
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and  felt  remarkably  quiet  and  contented  while  in  bis  so- 
ciety. 

'*He  bad  bad  two  such  close  friendsbips  previously: 
wben  be  was  yet  a  student,  with  a  corps-brother,  a  Dr. 
A.,  whom  he  also  embraced  and  kissed;  later,  with  a 
Baron  M.   When  it  bappraed  that  he  could  not  see  him 

for  a  few  days,  he  became  depressed,  and  oven  cried. 

*'lTo  also  liad  a  similar  feelinj;  and  attachment  for 
animals.  Tims  he  had  mourned  the  loss  of  a  poodle  that 
died  a  short  tiiii(>  ago,  a^:  if  it  had  hem  a  member  of  the 
family;  he  had  often  kissed  the  animal.  (On  relating 
this,  the  trars  came  to  his  eyes.)  His  brother  confirmed 
these  stati'incnts,  with  the  rfinark,  with  reference  to  h'lA 
brother's  rcnjarkablc  friendship  for  A.  and  M..  that  in 
these  instances  there  was  not  the  slijjjhtrst  stispicion  of 
sexual  cojourinir  or  relation.  The  nio«^f  careful  and  de- 
tailed examination  of  S.  gave  uot  the  slightest  reason  for 
such  a  presumption. 

''He  states  that  he  never  had  the  slightest  sexual  fcel- 
inir  for  G.,  to  say  nutliing  of  erection  or  sexual  desire.  His 
])artiality  for  G.,  which  bordered  on  jealou:?y,  S.  ex])laiued 
as  due  merely  to  his  sentimental  temperament  and  his  in> 
ordinate  friendship.  Q.  was  still  as  dear  to  bim  as  if  be 
were  bis  son. 

"It  is  worthy  of  note  that  S.  stated  that  wben  G.  told 
bim  about  his  love  adventures  with  girls,  it  had  hurt  bim 
only  because  O.  was  in  danger  of  injuring  himself  and 
ruining  bis  health  by  dissipation.  He  bad  never  felt  hurt 
himself  by  this.  If  he  knew  a  good  girl  for  G.,  he  would 
be  glad  to  rejoice  with  him  and  do  all  he  could  to  promote 
their  marriage. 

"S.  states  that  it  was  first  in  the  course  of  his  legal 
examination  that  he  saw  how  he  had  been  careless  in  his 
intercourse  with  G.,  by  causing  gossip.  His  openness  be 
explained  as  due  to  the  innocence  of  their  friendship. 

"It  is  worthy  of  note  that  S.'s  wife  never  noticed  any- 
thing suspicions  in  the  intercourse  between  lier  husband 
and  G.,  though  the  most  simple  wife  would  instinctively 
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notice  anything  of  that  nature.  Mrs.  S.  had  alao  made 
no  opposition  to  receiving  G.  into  the  honae.  On  this 
point  she  remarked  that  the  spare-room  in  which  G.  lay 
ill  was  on  the  second  floor,  while  the  living  apartments 
were  on  the  fourth ;  and,  further,  that  S.  never  associated 
alone  with  G.  as  long  as  he  was  in  the  house.  She  states 
that  she  is  convinced  of  her  husband's  innocence,  and  that 
she  loves  him  as  before. 

^'S.  states  freely  that  formerly  he  had  often  kissed 
G.,  and  talked  with  him  about  sexual  imittors.  G.  was 
much  given  to  women,  and  in  friendship  ht^  liad  often 
warned  him  about  sexual  dissipation,  partieularly  wh^ 
G.,  as  often  happened,  did  not  look  well,  lie  had  once 
said  that  G.  was  a  handsome  fellow ;  it  was  in  a  perfectly 
harmless  relation. 

**The  kissing  of  G.  had  heen  due  to  inordinato  friend- 
ship, wlien  G.  liad  shown  iiiin  some  particular  atteiitinn, 
or  pleased  liini  esjjecially.  In  tlie  act  lie  had  n<*ver  had 
any  sexual  feeling.  When  he  had  now  and  then  dreamed 
of  G.,  it  was  in  a  ])erfeetly  harmless  way." 

It  aj)peared  of  great  iiiip« «rtanee  to  the  author  to  form 
also  an  opinion  of  (J.'s  personality.  On  iL'th  l)ecend)er 
tlie  desired  opportunity  was  given,  and  G.  was  carefully 
examined. 

G.  was  a  young  man,  aged  twenty,  of  delicate  bnild, 
whose  development  corresponded  with  his  years;  and  he 
appeared  to  be  neuropathic  and  sensual.  The  genitals  were 
normal  and  well  developed.  The  author  thought  he  might 
be  permitted  to  pass  over  the  condition  of  the  anua,  as  he 
did  not  feel  called  upon  to  pass  judgment  upon  it  Pro- 
longed association  with  G.  gave  one  the  impression  that 
he  waa  a  harmless,  kind,  and  artless  man,  light-minded, 
but  not  morally  depraved.  Nothing  in  his  dress  or  man* 
ner  indicated  perverse  sexual  feeling.  There  could  not  * 
be  the  slightest  suspicion  that  he  was  a  male  courtesan. 

When  G.  was  introduced  t»  mrdias  res,  he  stated  that  S. 
and  he,  feeling  their  innocence,  IuhI  told  tlie  matter  as  it 
actually  was,  and  on  this  the  whole  trial  had  been  based. 
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At  first,  S.*8  friendship,  and  especially  the  IciMing^ 
had  seemed  remarkable,  even  to  him.  Later  he  had  con- 
vinced himself  that  it  was  merely  friendship,  and  had 
then  thought  no  more  about  it 

G.  had  looked  upon  S.  as  a  father-like  friend ;  for  he 
was  so  unselfish,  and  loved  him  so. 

The  expression  "hands*. iiic  fellow"  was  made  when 
G.  had  a  love>affair,  and  when  S.  expressed  his  fears 
about  a  happy  future  for  G.  At  that  time  S.  had  com* 
forted  liim,  and  said  that  his  (Ct )  :ii>pearance  was  pleas- 
ing, and  that  he  would  make  an  eligible  niateh. 

Onee  S.  had  eompluined  to  him  (G.)  tliat  his  wife  was 
inclined  to  drink,  and  burst  into  tears.  G.  was  touched 
]ty  his  friend's  uidiaj>j>iii('>>.  On  tliis  «x-oasion  S.  liad 
kissed  him,  and  l>i  *2;i^('d  fur  his  frieudship,  and  asked  him 
to  visit  liim  fr(M]uently. 

S.  iiad  never  spontancttusly  directed  the  conversation 
to  sexual  matters,  (J.  once  a-k<'d  what  ])ederasty  was,  of 
which  he  had  heard  much  while  in  England  j  and  Ö.  had 
explained  it  to  him. 

G.  ackn<iwledged  that  he  was  sensual.  At  the  age  of 
twelve  he  had  been  made  acquainted  with  sexual  matters 
by  schoolmates.  lie  had  never  masturbated,  had  first 
had  coitus  at  the  age  of  eighteen,  and  had  since  visited 
brothels  frequently.  He  had  never  felt  any  inclination 
for  his  own  sex,  and  had  never  experienced  any  sexual 
excitement  when  S.  kissed  him.  He  had  always  had 
pleasure  in  coitus  normally  performed.  His  lascivious 
dreams  had  always  been  of  women.  With  indignation, 
and  pointing  to  his  descent  from  a  healthy  and  respectable 
family,  ho  repelled  the  insinuation  of  having  l>een  given  to 
passive  pederasty.  Until  the  gossip  about  them  came  to 
his  ears,  he  had  been  innocent  and  devoid  of  su^icion. 
The  anal  anomalies  he  tried  to  explain  in  the  same  way 
that  he  did  at  the  trial.    Auto-masturbation  denied. 

Ft  should  be  noted  tliat  Mr.  J.  S.  claimed  to  Ik?  no  less 
astonished  by  tlie  charge  against  his  brother  of  male  lovo 
than  those  more  closely  associated  with  him.     Yet  he 
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could  not  understand  what  attached  his  brother  to  Q. ; 
and  all  tlio  explanations  which  S.  made  to  him  concerning 
his  relation  to  G.  worn  vain. 

The  aiifhor  took  t\iv  trouble  to  observe  S.  and  G., 
in  a  natural  way,  while  they  were  dinin<]r,  in  company 
with  S.'s  brother  and  l^Irs.  S.,  in  Graz.  This  observation 
revealed  not  the  sli«;htest  siirn  of  improper  friendship. 

The  general  impression  whidi  S.  made  on  me  was 
tliat  of  a  nervous,  saiiijniiie,  somewhat  overstrained  in- 
dividual, luit.  at  the  same  time,  kind,  open-hearted,  and 
very  emot  ional. 

S.  was  physically  stronjr,  somewhat  eorpnlent,  with 
a  symmetrieal,  braehyceplialie  eraniiim.  The  «rcnitals  were 
well  developed;  the  penis  somewhat  bellied;  the  prepuce 
slightly  hypertroidiied. 

Opinion. — Pederasty  is,  unfortunately,  not  infrequent 
among  mankind  to-day;  hnt  still,  occurring  among  the 
peoples  of  Europe,  it  is  an  unusual,  perverse,  and  even 
monstrous  manner  of  sexual  gratification.  It  presumes 
a  congenital  or  acquired  perversion  of  the  sexual  instinct, 
and,  at  the  same  time,  defect  of  moral  sense  that  is  either 
original  or  acquired,  as  a  result  of  pathological  influences. 

Medico-legal  science  is  thoroughly  conversant  with 
the  physical  and  psychical  conditions  from  which  this 
aberration  of  the  sexual  instinct  arises;  and  in  the  con- 
Crete  and  doubtful  case  it  .«eems  requisite  to  ascertain 
whether  these  empirical,  subjective  conditions  necessary 
for  pederasty  are  present.  It  is  essential  to  distinguish 
between  active  and  passive  pederasty. 

Active  pcdrrftsfj/  occurs  : — 

I.  As  a  n()n-pn(Jiolo(]iral  ]>lieiinjiu'i!on  : — 

1.  As  a  means  of  sexual  irrariticatioii.  in  easo  of  crreat 
sexual  desire,  with  enforced  abstinence  from  natural  sexual 
intercourse. 

2.  In  old  debauchees,  who  have  lie<'ome  satiated  with 
normal  sexmd  intercourse,  and  more  (»r  less  imj)ot<'nt,  and 
also  morally  depraved ;  and  who  resf»rt  to  pederasty  in 
order  to  excite  their  lust  with  this  new  stimulut^,  and  aid 
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tlir  ir  virility  that  has  suuk  so  low  psvchically  and  physi- 
cally. 

3.  Traditionally,  among  certain  barbarous  races  that 
are  devoid  of  morality. 

II.  As  a  pathological  phenomenon : — 

1.  U|)ou  the  basis  of  con«;oiiital  sexual  inversion,  with 
repugnance  for  sexual  intercourse  with  women,  or  even 
absolute  incapability  of  it  But,  as  even  Casper  knew, 
pederasty,  under  such  conditions,  is  very  infrequent  The 
so^alled  nming  satisfies  himself  with  a  man  by  means 
of  passive  or  mutual  onanism,  or  by  means  of  coitus-like 
acts  {e.g,,  coitus  inter  femora) ;  and  he  resorts  to  pederasty 
only  very  exceptionally,  as  a  result  of  intense  sexual  de- 
sire, or  with  a  low  or  lowered  moral  sense,  out  of  desire 
to  please  another. 

2.  On  the  basis  of  acquired  pathological  sexual  inver- 
sion:— 

(a)  As  a  result  of  onanism  practised  throng  many 
years,  which  finally  causes  impotence  for  women  with 

continuance  of  intense  sexual  desire. 

(b)  As  a  result  of  severe  mental  disease  (senile  demen* 
tia,  brain-softening  in  the  insane,  eta)  in  \vlii(  h,  as  experi- 
ence teaches,  an  inversion  of  the  sexual  instinct  may  take 
place. 

Passive  pederasty  occurs: — 

I.  As  a  non-paihulogical  phenomenon: — 

1.  In  individuals  of  the  lowest  class,  who,  having;  had 
the  ?iiI:^fortuiiP  to  ho  soduced  in  Ix^vhood  hv  dehauchees, 
oiidurcd  jiaiu  and  disirnst  for  the  sake  of  money,  and  Ix^- 
came  d('j>ra\cd  morally,  so  that,  in  more  tnafure  y«>ars, 
they  have  fallen  so  low  that  they  take  pleasure  in  being 
male  prostitutes. 

2.  T'nder  cirennistnnces  analo<i;ous  to  those  of  T.,  1  — 
as  a  remnneratiou  to  uuother  for  having  allowed  active 
pederasty. 

IT.  As  a  paUiolofjiail  ])heiionii'non:— 

1.  In  individuals  affected  with  sexual  inversion,  with 
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endurance  of  pain  and  disgust,  as  a  return  to  men  for  the 

bestowal  of  sexual  favors. 

2.  In  umingB  who  feel  toward  men  like  women,  out 

of  desire  and  lust.  In  such  female-men  there  is  horror 
feminm  and  absolute  incapability  for  sexual  intercourse 
with  women.   Character  and  incliuations  are  feminine 

The  empirical  facts  that  have  been  gathered  by  legal 
medicine  and  psychiatry  are  all  included  in  this  classifi- 
cation. Before  the  court  of  medical  science,  it  would  be 
necessary  to  prove  tliat  a  man  belonged  to  one  of  the 
alxive  categories  in  order  to  carry  the  conviction  that  he 
was  a  jtcderast. 

In  the  life  and  character  ol  S.,  one  search(  d  in  vain 
for  signs  which  placed  him  in  one  of  the  categories  of 
active  jrederasts  wliieh  science  has  established.  He  was 
neither  one  forced  to  sexual  abstinence,  n(»r  one  made 
impotent  for  women  by  debauchery;  neither  was  he  con- 
gcnitally  male-loving,  nor  alienated  from  women  by  mas- 
turbation, and  attracted  to  men  through  continuance  of 
sexual  desire;  and,  finally,  he  was  not  sexually  perverse 
as  a  result  of  severe  mental  disease. 

In  fact,  the  general  conditions  necessary  for  the  ooeur- 
renoe  of  pederasty  were  wanting  in  him — ^moral  imbecility 
or  moral  depravity,  on  the  one  hand,  and  inordinate  sexual 
desire  on  the  other. 

It  was  likewise  impossible  to  classify  the  accomplice, 
G.,  in  any  of  the  empirical  categories  of  passive  pederasty; 
for  he  possessed  neither  the  peculiarities  of  the  male  pros- 
titute nor  the  clinical  marks  of  etfcmination;  and  he  had 
not  the  anthropological  and  clinical  stigmata  of  the  female- 
man.    He  was,  in  fact,  the  very  opposite  of  all  thi.s. 

In  order  to  make  a  pcderastic  relation  between  the 
two  plausible  medico-scientifically,  it  would  have  been 
requisite  for  S.  to  present  the  antecedents  an<l  uuirks  of 
the  active  pederasts  of  1.,  2,  and  G.,  those  of  the  passive 
pederast <  of  11.,  1  or  2. 

Tlie  assumption  lying  at  the  basis  of  the  verdict  \\Sl& 
from  a  psychological  standpoint,  legally  untenable. 
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With  the  same  right,  every  man  might  he  considered 
a  pederast  It  remains  to  consider  whether  the  explana- 
tions given  by  Dr.  S.  and  G.  of  their  remarkable  friend- 
ship are  psychologically  valid. 

Psychologically  it  is  not  without  parallel  that  so  senti* 
mental  and  eccentric  a  man  as  S. — ^without  any  sexual 
excitement  whatever — should  entertain  a  transcendental 

friendship.  It  suilices  to  recall  the  friendship  of  school- 
girls, the  self-sacrificing  friendship  of  sentimental  young 
persons  in  general,  and  the  partiality  wliioh  this  sonsitive 
man  sometimes  showed  oven  for  doinrstic  animals — where 
no  one  would  think  of  sodomy.  With  S.'s  mental  char> 
acter  his  extraordinary  friendship  for  the  yoiitli  G.  may 
be  easily  comprehendod.  The  openness  of  this  friendship 
permitted  tlic  coTiclusion  that  it  was  innocent,  much  rather 
than  that  il  (lci)<'n<h'd  upon  sensual  ]»assion. 

The  defendants  sncccodcd  in  ohfaininjj  a  new  trial. 
The  new  trial  took  ])la('o  on  7th  Mareh,  1^00.  There  was 
much  e\  iilenee  presenleil  in  favour  of  the  ai'cusod. 

The  j)r('vious  moral  life  of  S.  was  «rcnorally  acknowl- 
odiied.  The  Sister  of  Cliaritv  who  oared  for  (J.  in  S.'s 
liousc,  never  noticed  anythini^  suspicious  in  the  inter- 
course between  S.  and  G.  S.'s  former  frion<ls  testified  to 
his  morality,  his  deej)  friendship,  and  his  hahit  of  kissing 
tliem  on  meeting  or  leaving  them.  The  anal  abnor- 
malities j>reviously  found  on  G.  were  no  longer  present. 
Experts  called  by  the  court  allowed  the  possibility  that 
they  had  been  due  simply  to  digital  manipulations;  their 
diagnostic  value  in  any  case  was  contested  by  the  experts 
called  for  the  defence. 

The  court  recognised  that  the  imputed  crime  bad  not 
been  proved,  and  exonerated  the  defendants. 
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Lesbian  Lave/ 

Where  the  sexual  intercourse  is  hetween  adults,  its 
legal  importance  is  very  slight.  It  could  come  into  con- 
sideration onlj  in  Austria.  In  connection  with  umingism, 
this  phenomenon  is  of  anthropological  and  clinical  value. 
The  relation  is  the  same,  muiaiis  mutandis,  as  between 
men.  Lesbian  love  does  not  seem  to  approach  umingism 
in  frequency.  The  majority  of  female  umings  do  not  act 
in  obedience  to  an  innate  impulse,  but  they  are  developed 
under  conditions  analogous  to  those  which  produce  the 
uming  by  cultivation. 

These  "forbidden  friendships"  flourish  especially  in 
penal  institutions  for  females. 

Krau88old  (op.  cÜ.)  reports:  "The  female  prisoners 
often  have  such  friendships,  which,  when  possible,  extend 
to  mutual  manustupration. 

"But  temporary  mutual  gratification  is  not  the  only 
purpose  of  sucli  friendships.  They  are  made  to  be  endur- 
ing— entered  into  systematically,  so  to  speak — and  intense 
jealousy  and  a  passion  for  love  are  developed  which  could 
scarcely  be  surpassed  between  persons  of  op|>o8ite  sex. 
When  the  friend  of  one  prisoner  is  merely  smiled  at 
by  another,  there  are  often  the  most  violent  scenes  of 
jealousy,  and  even  beatings. 

'*When  tlie  vicilciit  prisonor  lias  been  put  in  irons,  in 
accordanoe  wiili  tlio  ])rison  re'julations,  she  says  'she  has 
had  a  child  by  her  friend'."

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According  to  this  experienced  author,  ropiignance  for 
the  most  disgusting  and  perverse  acts  (coitus  in  axilla, 
ore,  inter  mamma?,  etc.)  which  uicu  ])erf(trni  on  prostitutes 
is  not  infreqtieiith'  responsible  for  driving  these  unfortu- 
nate creatures  to  Lesbian  love.  From  his  statements  it 
is  seen  that  it  is  essentially  ])rosf itutcs  of  gn^at  sensuality 
who,  unsatisfied  with  intercourse  with  inijxttent  or  per- 
verse men,  and  ini^>elled  hy  their  disgusting  practices, 
come  to  indulge  in  it. 

Besides  these,  there  are  prostitutes  wh«»  let  themselves 
Ix'  known  as  given  to  tribadism:  persons  who  have  l»een 
in  prison  for  years,  and  in  these  hot-beds  of  Lesbian 
love,  vx  abslinoilid,  aeipiired  this  vice. 

It  is  interesting  to  know  tliat  prostitutes  hate  those 
who  ])raetiee  tribadism, —  just  as  men  abhor  jiederastsj 
but  fenuile  prisoners  do  not  regard  the  vice  as  indecent. 

Pannf  mentions  the  ease  of  a  prostitute  who,  wliile 
intoxicated,  tried  to  force  another  to  Lesbian  love.  The 
latter  became  so  enraged  that  she  denounee<l  the  indecent 
woman  to  the  police.  Taxil  {pp,  cU.,pp.  lÜG,  170)  reports 
similar  instances. 

}fantcf/azza  ("AnthropoL  culturhistorische  8fudien," 
p.  07)  also  finds  that  sexual  intercourse  between  women 
has  especially  the  significance  of  a  vice  which  arises  on  the 
basis  of  unsatisfied  hyperofsthesia  sexualis. 

In  numy  cases  of  this  kind,  however,  aside  from  con- 
genital sexual  inversion,  one  gains  the  impression  that, 
just  as  in  men  (vide  supra),  the  cultivated  vice  gradually 
leads  to  acquired  antipathic  sesraal  instinct,  with  repug- 
nance for  sexual  intercourse  with  the  opposite  sex. 

At  least  Parent's  cases  were  probably  of  this  nature. 
The  corresj)ondence  with  the  lover  was  cpiite  as  sen- 
timental and  exaggerated  in  tone  as  it  is  between  lovers 
of  the  opposite  sex;  unfaithfulness  and  aeparation  bioke 
the  heart  of  the  one  abandoned ;  jealousy  was  unbridled, 
and  led  to  bloody  revenge.  The  following  cases  of  Lesbian 
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love,  by  Mantegazza,  are  certainly  pathological,  and  pos- 
sibly examples  of  congenital  antipathic  sexual  instinct: — 

(1)  On  liih  July,  1777,  a  woman  was  brou<jht  bcforo  a 
court  in  London,  who,  dressed  as  a  man,  liad  been  married 
to  three  different  women.  She  was  recognised  as  a  woman, 
and  sentenced  to  imprisonment  for  six  months. 

(2)  In  1773,  another  woman,  dressed  as  a  man, 
courted  a  girl  and  asked  for  her  hand;  but  the  nick  did 
not  snoceed. 

(3)  Two  woiu' n  lived  together  as  man  and  wife  for 
thirty  years.  On  her  death-bed  the  "husband"  confessed 
her  secret  to  those  about  her. 

Coffif/iion  {op.  cit.,  p.  301 )  makes  laler  statements 
worthy  of  notice. 

He  reports  that  this  vice  is,  of  late,  quite  the  fashion, 
partly  owing  to  novels  on  the  subject,  and  partly  as  a 
result  of  excessive  work  on  sewing-machines,  the  sleeping 
of  female  servants  in  the  same  bed,  seduction  in  schools 
by  depraved  pupils,  or  seduction  of  dauj^ters  by  perverse 
servants. 

The  author  declares  that  this  vice  (''saphism")  is  met 
more  frequently  among  ladies  of  the  aristocracy  and  pros- 
titutes. 

He  does  not  differentiate  physiological  and  pathological 
cases,  nor,  among  the  latter,  the  acquired  and  congenital 
ca.<os.  The  details  of  a  few  cases,  which  are  certainly 
pathological,  correspond  exactly  with  the  facts  that  are 

known  abmit  iiicn  of  inverted  sexuality. 

The  sai)liista  have  their  places  of  meeting,  recognise 
each  other  by  jieculiar  «rlances,  carriage,  etc.  Saphistic 
pairs  like  id  dross  and  ornament  themselves  alike,  etc 
Tliev  are  then  called  "pet Urs  so  urs". 

Moraglia  makes  a  strong  distinction  between  Cunnilinr 

gits  and  IWihady. 

The  former  { Cimt  iliru/ns)  he  generally  finds  in  woman 
with  normal  sexual  instinct  l»iit  liyjx'rsexual  feelin'i^s,  i.e., 
in  girls  who  have  no  op^jortunity  for,  or  are  afraid  of

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•coitus,  iHTiriiaiK'v ),  or  in  married  wonu'ii  whoso  sexual 
de!iin'.-  n-iuaiu  unsatisfied  in  consefjuenee  of  tlie  liusband's 
iniiK>teuce  «ir  of  anaplirodisia  ex  nuisturliationc.  Here  it 
is  not  a  mailer  of  love  or  intense  jealousv,  unless  it  Ik*  in 
individuals  with  act/iilrcd  antipathic  sexual  instinct—  but 
only  an  ephemeral  union  for  the  purpose  of  mutually  to 
satisfy  libido,  coupled  with  all  sorts  of  other  ooncomitant 
acts  to  obtain  the  means  desired. 

Trihiiiii/  (tritus  mutuus  irenitaliuin  api»* »itoruui  )  is 
aeeordiiiii  lo  fiiis  author,  practised  oiilv  hy  women  of  anti- 
j)uthie  sexual  iustiuet  as  a  means  ol'  si'xual  satisfaction  in 
a  j)ermanent  houd  of  love  in  which  the  active  individual 
always  assumes  the  luale  character  toward  the  female  con- 
gort.  These  wonuMi  are  much  more  suhtle  and  j)ersevering 
in  their  campaigns  of  conquest  and  co(pietry  with  hetero- 
sexual women  than  man  ever  can  be  under  similar  re- 
versed) circumstances, 

Tf  this  assumption  he  true,  this  method  of  sexmil  inter- 
course would  esiahlish  at  ouce  an  casv  means  for  diainios- 
inp  perversity  from  perversion.  The  individuals  referred 
to  hy  the  author  were,  without  exception,  either  viragos  or 
gj'nandrics. 

Chevalier  very  drastically  characterises  the  perversity 
and  distinp:uishes  it  from  the  jxrversion  in  the  following 
words  (c/.  ^'L'invcrsion  sexuelle/'  p.  2G8,  Paris,  1895) 

.  .  .  que  Ton  soit  p^6raste  on  lesbienne  par  sur- 
exeitation  des  sens  epuis^s,  par  avilissement  mercantile,  par 
besoin  d'une  *tronipe  la  faim,'  par  faiblesse  d'esprit  ou 
dilettantisme ;  il  ressort  de  oette  analyse  que  Tanomalie 
ne  nait  pas  arec  Tindividu,  que  Tenfance  Tignore,  qu'elle 
ne  se  montre  guere  d'un  seul  coup,  ma  is  peu  ä  peu,  gradu- 
ellement,  &  un  certain  age,  aprcs  des  pratiques  sexuelles 
normales,  qu*elle  iTest  ni  permanente,  ni  aWlue,  qu'elle 
se  eoncilie  avee  la  pleine  conscience  et  Fintegrit^  de 
rintelligence,  qu*elle  pent  s'amender  et  disparaitre,  qu'elle 
ne  s'accompagne  primitivement  d'aucune  tare  physique 
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on  psyclii<|ue  saillaiitc,  (jirclle  ii'a  pas  d'autro  critc'rium 
ohjcctif  (jue  \v  fait  Ini-iiifnu',  (lu'cllc  n'cst  ni  fatale  iii 
irrrsistililc  «lans  scs  iiiipul.sions,  (ju'cllc  const ituc  ciitiii  un 
etat  partifulair  d'oriiiiiu'  plus  s<K'iale  ipriiKlivulucllt'. 

*'Def aut  crinstinctivite,  de  8pnntan<'ii(',  <rinc'o('rcibilite, 
d'imutabilitCy  absence  on  ])o;;tcriorite  des  defect iiosit^ 
organiques  ct  mentales  correlatives,  acquisition  tardive  et 
artificielle,  pr^m^itation  des  aetes,  e<»ns(lenee ;  iicnese 
d'ordre  mesologique,  necessite  d'une  initiation  ])realabley 
et  Burtoiit  nulle  trace  d*heredite,  ce  sent  l>i(Mi  la  I  es  earac- 
t^res  de  la  passion  pure,  du  vice  sans  alliage.  Somme

8.  Necrophilia.^ 

(Austrian  Statutes,  $  300.) 

This  horrible  kind  of  sexual  indulgence  is  so  monstrous 
that  the  presumption  of  a  psyehopathie  state  is,  under  all 
circumstances,  justified;  and  Mawhlca's  recomniendation, 
that  the  mental  condition  of  flu-  perpetrator  should  always 
.  be  invest  i<j:a ted,  is  well  founded.  In  any  case,  an  abnormal 
and  decidedly  perverse  sensuality  is  required  to  overcome 
the  natural  r(  pn^niance  which  man  has  for  a  corpse,  and 
'permit  a  feeling  of  pleasure  to  4»  experienced  in  sexual 
congress  with  a  cadaver. 

Unfortunately,  in  the  majority  of  the  cases  reported, 
the  mental  condition  was  not  examined ;  so  that  the  ques* 
tion  whether  necrophilia  is  compatible  with  mental  sound- 
ness must  remain  open.  But  any  one  having  knowledge 
of  the  horrible  aberrations  of  the  sexual  instinct  would 
not  venture,  without  further  consideration,  to  answer  the 
question  in  the  native.

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9.  Incest 

(Auatriim  Statutes,  i  132;  Abridgmeut,  |  189;  German  Statutes. 

t  174.) 

The  ]>roservati(»n  of  the  moral  jmrity  of  family  life  is 
a  product  of  civilisation;  and  frcliiigs  of  intense  dis- 
plea.sure  arise  in  an  eihically  intact  man  at  thought  of 
lustful  feeling  toward  a  member  of  the  same  family.  Ouly 
great  sensuality  and  defective  ideas  of  laws  and  morals 
can  lead  to  incest 

Both  conditions  may,  in  tainted  families,  be  opera- 
tive. Drinking  and  a  state  of  intoxication  in  men;  weak- 
mindedness  which  does  not  allow  the  development  of  the 
feeling  of  shame,  and  which,  under  certain  circumstances, 
is  associated  with  eroticism  in  females — these  facilitate 
the.  occurrence  of  incestuous  acts.  External  conditions 
which  facilitate  their  occurrence  are  due  to  defective  separ- 
ation of  the  sexes  among  the  lower  classes. 

As  a  decidedly  pathological  phenomenon,  the  author 
has  found  incest  in  states  of  congenital  and  acquired 
mental  weakness,  and  infrequently  in  cases  of  epilepsy^ 
and  paranoia. 

In  many  of  the  cases,  probably  a  ujajority,  it  is  not 
possible,  however,  to  tiiid  a  })athological  basis  for  the  act 
which  so  deeply  woinnls  not  only  the  tie  of  l)lood,  but 
also  the  feeling  of  a  ci\  ili>ed  jx'ople.  lint  in  ni:ni\'  of  the 
cases  reported  in  literature,  to  the  bniiuur  of  humanity, 
the  presumption  of  a  psychopathic  bu^iä  is  possible. 

Case  238.  Z.,  age  fifty-one,  superintendent,  enam- 
oured with  his  own  daughter  since  her  puberty.  She  had 
to  leave  home  and  reside  with  relatives  abroad.  Tie  was  a 
peculiar,  nervous  man,  somewhat  given  to  drink,  without 
manifest  taint.  He  (honied  being  in'love  with  his  daughter, 
btit  the  latter  stated  that  he  acted  and  behaved  towards  her 
like  a  lover.  Z.  was  very  jenlons  of  every  man  who  ever 
approached  his  daughter.  He  threatened  to  commit  suicide 

n  allon.  Annnl.  M«*-«!.  Psych.,  1804,  p.  110.  (Immoral  anault  1^ 
a  father  on  his  own  litile  daughter.) 
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if  she  ever  married,  and  on"  one  occasion  proposed  to  her 
that  tliey  should  die  together.  Jle  knew  liow  to  arrange 
things  so  tliat  he  eould  be  always  alone  with  her,  and  over- 
whelmed her  with  presents  and  caresses.  jSo  signs  of 
hypersexuality.  Did  not  keep  a  mistress  and  was  looked 
upon  as  a  very  decent  man. 

In  the  Feldlmann  ease  {Marcldeler,  roL  i,  p.  18), 
wlief6  a  father  eonatantlj  made  immoral  attadks  on  his 
adult  daughter,  and  finally  killed  her,  the  unnatural  father 
was  weak-minded  and,  b^des,  probably  subject  to  period- 
ical mental  disease.  In  another  case  of  incest  between 
father  and  daughter  (loe,  cit.,  p.  247),  the  latter,  at  least, 
was  weak-minded.  LomhroM  ('*Arcliiv.  di  Psichiatria, 
viii.f  p.  519)  reports  the  case  of  a  peasant,  aged  forty-two^ 
who  practised  incest  with  his  daughters,  aged,  respectively, 
•twenty-two,  nineteen,  and  eleven;  he  even  forced  the 
youngest  to  prostitute  herself,  and  then  visited  her  in  a 
brothel.  The  medico-legal  examination  showed  predispo- 
sition, intellectual  and  moral  imbecility,  and  alcoholism. 

There  was  no  mental  examination  in  the  case  reported 
by  Schümieijcr  ("Deutsche  Zeitschr.  für  Staatsarznei- 
kunde," xxii.,  Heft  1),  in  which  a  mother  laid  her  son  of 
five  and  a  half  years  on  herself,  and  practised  abuse  with 
him;  and  in  that  given  by  Lafarque  (^*Joum.  Med.  de 
Bordeaux,^'  1S74),  where  a  girl,  aged  seventeen,  laid  her 
brother,  aged  thirteen,  upon  herself,  brought  about  memr 
hroTum  conjunclionem,  and  performed  masturbation  on 
him. 

The  following  cases  are  those  of  tainted  individuals: — 
Jjcgrand  ("Ann.  nied. -psych.,"  ^lay,  1876)  mentions  a 
girl,  aged  fifteen,  who  scdneed  lier  Itrother  into  nil  manner 
of  sexual  excesses  on  her  jx-rson;  und  when,  after  two 
years  of  this  incestuous  practice,  her  brother  died,  she 
attempted  to  murder  a  relative.  In  the  same  article  there 
is  the  case  of  a  married  woman,  aged  thirty-six.  who  hung 
her  open  hreast  out  of  a  window,  and  indulLrcd  in  nbuse 
with  her  brother,  age<l  eighteen;  and  also  tlie  case  of  a 
mother,  aged  tliirty-nine,  wlio  practised  incest  with  her 
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son,  with  whom  she  was  madly  in  love>  became  pregnant 
by  him,  and  induced  abortion. 

A  aecond  case  published  by  KolU  and  taken  from  a 
criminal  psychiatric  opinion  of  the  psychiatric  clinic  of 
Zurich  refers  to  incest  committed  by  a  father  on  his  im- 
Ix'cile  adult  daughter.  This  man  su£fered  from  chronic 
alcoholism. 

Thoiiwl  (op.  ciL)  reports  a  case  of  a  nymphomaniac 
(age  44),  who  made  an  attempt  at  suicide  on  account  of 
unrequited  love  to  her  own  son,  i23  years  old.  She  pestered 

liim  with  kissos  i\vj\  caressos,  tried  one  nij^Iit  to  force  him 
to  coitus,  which  he  refused.  Otiier  siuiilar  attempts  fol- 
lowed wlfli  ])eri(MliciiI  s]K'lls  of  sanity.  When  all  her 
efforts  had  faiU'd  she  made  an  att('ni]>t  on  her  own  life. 

Another  ease  reported  liy  Tari/iru  is  still  more  horrible. 
A  elironie  nyniphomaniae  mother,  aj>parently  homosexual, 
often  nuist tirhated  her  little  daughter,  \'2  years  of  age,  for 
hours  in  the  middle  of  the  nijrht,  iu  vagiua  et  auo.  During 
that  time  she  was  hi;;hly  excited. 

Throii<;h  ('(isprr  we  know  that  dejiravid  mothers  in 
large  cities  sometimes  treat  their  little  datiiilitcrs  in  a 
most  horrible  fashion,  iu  order  to  prepare  them  for  the 
sexual  use  of  debauchees.   This  crime  belongs*  elsewhere. 

10.  Immoral  Ads  with  Persons  m  the  Care  off  Othen 

as  Wards;  Seduction  (Austrian). 

(Austrian  Statutes,  1131;  Abritl^'inent,  1 188;  German  StaiuUi^ 

I  173). 

Allied  to  incest,  but  still  less  repugnant  to  moral  sen- 
sibility, are  those  cases  in  which  persons  seduce  those 
entrusted  to  them  for  care  or  education,  and  who  are  more 

or  less  dep<'ndent  upon  them,  to  counuit  or  suffer  viciottS 
practices.  Such  acts,  which  especially  deserve  lecral  pun- 
ishment, seeui  only  exceptionally  to  have  p^chopathic 
signiEcauce. 
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
